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PREFACE. 


The  bill,  which  is  the  initial  paper  in  the  Sixth  Volume  of  the  Calendar  of  the 
Virginia  State  Papers,  is  one  of  the  most  important  docaments  in  the  archives  of 
Virginia.  This  document  is  essential  to  the  history  of  probably  the  most  critical 
period  of  the  United  States,  as  in  the  claim  of  this  company  and  the  suit  to  enforce 
it,  were  involved  the  very  existence  of  Virginia  as  a  State  and  the  formation  and 
perpetuity  of  the  Union. 

The  bill  in  this  case  Is  not  only  a  legal  paper  of  great  ability,'  but  it  is  a 
source  of  historic  facts,  thoughts  and  questions  of  the  highest  value.  The  Indiana 
Company  was  proceeding  to  colonize  the  Northwestern  Territory  under  Indian 
titles  as  early  as  1776,  in  total  disregard  of  Virginia's  rights,  when  on  June  the 
24th,  1776,  the  Convention  resolved,  "That  no  purchase  of  lands  within  the  char- 
tered limits  of  Virginia  shall  be  made  under  any  pretence,  from  any  Indian  tribe  or 
nation,  without  the  appi'pbation  of  the  Legislature."  To  enforce  this  resolution 
four  commissioners  were  appointed  by  the  Convention  "to  collect  and  take  thfe  evi- 
dence on  behalf  of  this  government  against  the  several  persons  pretending  to  claim 
lands  within  the  limits  thereof,  under  deeds  and  purchases  from  the  Indians,  and 
are  empowered  to  call  before  us  any  witness  or  witnesses,"  giving  to  the  parties 
interested  notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  such  evidence  would  be 
taken. 

These  vigorous  proceedings  of  the  Convention  arrested  this  company  in  its  bold 
career.  The  great  questions,  Indian  titles — Virginia's  title — Virginia'^  charter  of 
1609 — the  continental  doctrine  of  title  by  discovery,  are  discussed,  some  of  them 
elaboratelj",  in  the  bill  of  the  Indiana  Companj'.  The  most  important  question, 
however,  to  which  this  claim  gave  rise  is  the  probable  effect  which  would  have 
been  produced  by  the  success  of  this  company.  After  the  colonial  period,  the 
refusal  of  Virginia  to  recognize  the  validity  of  the  Indiana  Company's  claim,  held 
the  colonization  of  the  west  in  check  until  our  independence  was  established;  until 
the  Union  was  cemented  by  time  and  experience,  and  the  Atlantic  States  became 
capable  of  colonizing  the  west  without  depopulating  themselves.  Whether  the 
course  of  Virginia  towards  the  Indiana  company  was  beneficial  to  the  United 
States  as  well  as  to  herself,  a  truthful  history  of  the  United  States  from  1768  to 
1798,  will  determine.  Virginia's  influence  on  the  destiny  of  the  United  States, 
resulting  from  her  firm  and  unwavering  defence  of  her  entire  territory,  as  described 
in  the  charter  of  1609,  the  Virginia  constitution  of  1776,  aud  the  treaty  of  peace 
in  1783,  must  necessarily  become  one  of  the  most  important  subjects  of  future  his- 
tory— a  subject  never  heretofore  duly  considered.  In  historical  studies,  thQ  influ- 
ence -which  shapes  the  destitiy  of  nations  must  ever  be  the   chief  object  of  pursuit. 

This  volume  as  a  contribution  to  history,  will  be  found  to  contain  much  new 
matter  prolonged  by  its  chronology  to  the  succeeding  volume,  now  nearly  completed.

A   BILL    IN  equity. 

To  James  Innes,  Esq., 

Attorney -General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia: 

By  virtue  of  a  writ  of  subpoena  to  you  directed  and  herewith  to  you 
shewn,  you  are  required  to  be  and  appear  on  behalf  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Virginia,  before  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States, 
holding  pleas  in  equity  on  the  fourth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  sevfen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  at  the  seat  of 
government,  to  answer  concerning  those  things  which  shall  be  objected 
to  the  said  commonwealth  in  a  bill  in  equity  now  depending  in  the  said 
court,  wherein  William  Grayson  and  others  are  complainants  and  the 
said  commonwealth  is  defendant;  and  to  do  further  and  receive  on 
behalf  of  the  said  commonwealth  what  the  said  court  shall  have  con- 
sidered in  1:his  behalf;  and  this  you  maj'  in  no  wise  omit  under  the  pen- 
alty of  four  hundred  dollars.

the  continent  of  North  America  was  discovered  by  European  navigators, 
it  was  in  possession  of  manjr  different  nations  of  Indians,  w'ho  had 
owned  and  inhabited  the  same  from  a  time  to  which  neither  tradition 
nor  history  extend;  that  the  numerous  adventurers  who  were  encour- 
aged by  their  sovereigns,  and  induced  bj-  various  motives  to  migrate 
from  Europe  to  the  said  continent,  were  received  by  the  said  nations  of 
Indians,  in  most  instances,  in  a  friendl}'  manner,  and  large  tracts  of 
land  were  from  time  to  time  ceded  to  them  to  jjlant  and  enjoy;  that 
although  in  some  instances  it  was  deemed  lawful  to  take  possession  by 
force,  of  the  lands  of  the  natives,  under  the  pretence  of  convening 
them  from  their  idolatrous  opinions,  yet  the  sovereigns  of  Europe 
in  general,  and  particularly  the  kings  of  England,  in  assuming  a  i-ight 
founded  on  the  discovery  of  regions  to  colonize  them  with  their  sub- 
jects, did  not  dispute  or  deny  the  rights  of  ownership  in  those  who 
were  found  in  possession  of  them,  nor  extend  their  claims  further  than 
to  the  right  of  purchasing,  and  of  preventing  the  interference  of  other 
European  nations  in  the  same  territories;  that  it  was  only  in  relation 
to  each  other  that  the  right  of  discovery   was  asserted  by  European 
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powers,  and  it  was  only  deemed  to  preclude  their  competitorh  from  pur-  1792. 
chasing  of  the  natives,  the  land  within  the  limits  of  the  discovery;  that  August  11th 
founded  on  the  discoveries  of  John  and  Sebastion  Cabot,  and  others,  the 
right  of  the  kings  of  England  was  deemed  to  include  the  JSTorth  Aniori- 
ean  continent  from  the  thirlj''-second  to  the  seventieth  degree  of  north 
latitude,  and  to  extend  westward,  in  the  opinion  of  those  times,  to  the 
south  sea. 

That  under  the  different  English  monarchs  charters  were  granted  of 
lands  being  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  and  colonies  ^ent  out  in  order  to 
increase  the  trade,  and  enlarge  the  empire  of  England.  That  the 
attempts  made  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  queen  of  England,  to  settle 
colonies  in  this  country  having  failed,  James  the  first,  on  the  sixth  of 
April,  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  six,  granted  a  patent  to  Sir  Thomas 
Gates  and  others,  permitting  them  to  settle  and  inhabit  at  any  place 
upon  the  coast  of  Virginia  or  America  between  thirty-four  and  forty-one 
degrees  of  north  latitude,  and  granting  to  them  and  to  such  others  as 
should  join  them  in  establishing  a  colony,  all  the  lands  for  the  space  of 
fifty  miles  each  way,  on  the  sea  cost,  from  the  first  seat  of  their  planta- 
tion, and  fifty  miles  directly  into  the  mainland.  And  bj-  the  same 
patent,  Thomas  Hanbam  and  others  received  a  grant  of  and  were  author- 
ized to  settle  and  inhabit  a  tract  of  land  .of  the  same  size,  and  de- 
scribed in  the  same  manner.  That  the  names  of  the  first  and  second 
colonies  of  Virginia  w&vb  respectively  appropriated  to  these  companies 
of  adventurers;  the  whole  continent  of  North  America  having  in  honor 
of  Queen  Elizabeth  received  the  appellation  of  Virginia. 

That  in  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  nine,  another  patent 
was  granted  by  the  same  king  to  Robert,  Earl  of  Salisbury,  and  a  num- 
ber of  others  for  all  the  lands  in  that  part  of  America  called  Virginia,  from 
the  point  of  land  called  Cape  or  Point  Comfort  all  along  the  sea  coast 
to  the  northward  two  hundred  miles,  and  from  the  said  point  of  Cape 
Comfort  all  along  the  sea  coast  to  the  southward  two  hundred  miles; 
and  all  that  space  and  circuit  of  land  lying  from  the  sea  coast  of 
the  pi'eeinct  aforesaid,  up  into  the  land  throughout  Irom  sea  U>  sea.  west 
and  north  west.  That  under  this  charter  and  grant  of  limits  so  inacu- 
rately  described,  a  settlement  took  place  vvbicb  did  not  extend  far  from 
the  sea  coast.  That  in  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty- 
four,  by  a  judgement  obtained  in  a  quo-warranto,  or  by  some  other 
means,  this  charter  was  seized  into  the  hands  of  King  James  the  first, 
or  was  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  members  thereof,  or  lost  by  non- 
user,  whereby  its  legal  existence  -was  destroyed,  and  Virginia  ceased  to 
be  a  proprietary  Government,  and  irom.  that  period  until  the  declara- 
tion of  Independence,  was  governed  under  the  immediate  authority  of 
the  Crown,  without  any  regard  to  the  wild  and  uncertain  limits  con- 
tained in  the  charter  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  nine.  Its  north- 
ern and  southern  boundaries  were  afterwards  fixed  and  ascertained  by 
the  charters  of  Maryland  and  the  two  Carolinas,  granted  in  the  years 
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1792.  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-two,  one  thousand  six  hundred 
August  11th  and  sixty  three,  and  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-five,  but  since 
the  extinction  of  the  said  charter  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
nine,  its  western  boundaries  have  not  been  described  by  any  grant  or 
charter  whatever.  The  settlements,  however,  s^radually  extended  from 
the  sea  coast  into  the  country  westward,  under  the  Governors  and  the 
authority  ol  the  Crown  of  England;  but  that  the  indeterminate  extent 
under  the  charter  of  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  nine,  wa«  not  con- 
templated by  the  inhabitants  tiiemselves,  is  evident  from  many  of  their 
own  acts  and  declarations. 

Your  orators  further  set  forth  that  a  considerable  traffic  was  carried 
on  for  many  years  by  those  who  were  then  the  subjects  of  the  Crown 
of  Great  Britain,  with  the  Indians,  with  whom  large  quantities  of  Euro- 
pean goods  were  annually  exchanged  for  furs  and  peltries,  the  produce 
of  their  hunting.  That  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
sixty-three,  some  of  the  Indians  of  the  Shawanese  and  other  tribes, 
violently  seized  and  carried  off  the  property  of  your  orators,  and  those 
under  whom  they  claim,  to  the  amount  of  eighty-five  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixteen  pounds  ten  shillings  and  eight  pence,  New  York 
currency.  That  the  Indians  who  committed  this  outrage  belonged  to 
the  tribes  which  were  tributaries  to  the  Six  Nations,  to  whom  applica- 
tion was  made  for  redress.  That  a  sense  of  justice  which  is  frequently 
found  in  the  most  uncultivated  nations,  admitted  their  claim,  and  Sir 
William  Johnson,  on  behalf  of  the  sufferers,  had  the  satisfaction  of 
compleating  a  transaction,  which,  while  it  was  thought  to  compensate 
your  orators  and  those  under  whom  they  claim  for  thefuU  amount  of 
their  losses,  has  unfortunately  involved  them  in  difficulties  unforseen, 
and  excited  pretensions  till  then  unknown.  This  transaction  took  place 
at  Fort  Stanwix,  in  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  where 
a  number  of  Chiefs  of  the  several  tribes  of  Mohawks,  Onondagoes,  Sen- 
eeas,  Oneidas,  Cayugas,  Tuscaroras,  Shawanese,  and  Delavvares,  were 
met  by  Sir  William  Johnson,  the  Royal  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs, 
by  the  Governor,  and  Chief  Justice  of  New  Jersey,  and  by  the  Com- 
missioners for  Pennsylvania.  That  on  this  occasion  a  conveyance  was 
made  by  them,  in  the  presence  of  many  respectable  witnesses,  and  with 
the  full  assent  and  approbation  of  Thomas  Walker,  by  whom  Virginia 
was  represented,  to  George  the  third.  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
dominion  thereunto  belonging,  for  the  express  use  and  behoof  of  Wil- 
liam Trent,  Robert  Callendar,  David  Franks,  Joseph  Simons,  Levy 
Andrew  Levy,  Philip  Boyle,  John  Baynton,  Samuel  Warton,  George 
Morgan,  Joseph  Spear,  Thomas  Smallman,  Samuel  Wharton,  adminis- 
trator of  John  Welch,  deceased,  Edmund  Moran,  Evan  Shelby,  Samuel 
Postlethwaite,  John  Gibson,  Richard  Winston,  Dennis  Croghan,  William 
Thompson,  Abraham  Mitchell,  James  Dundas,  Thomas  Dundas,  and 
John  Ormsby,  a  copy  of  which  deed  is  hereunto  annexed,  marked  with 
theletter  "A,"  which  your  orators  pray  may  be  taken  as  part  of  their  bill.

Thus  your  Orators,  David  Pranks,  Samuel-  Wharton,  George  Morgan,  1792. 
Joseph  Simons,  Levy  Andrew  Levy,  Thomas  Smallman,  Samuel  Postle-  August  11th 
thwaite,  Edmund  Moran,  Evan  Shelby,  and  William  Trent,  Philip 
Boyle,  John  Baynton,  Joseph  Spear,  John  Gibson,  Eiehard  Winston, 
Dennis  Croghan,  William  Thompson,  Robert  Callendar,  Abraham  Mit- 
chell, James  Diindas,  Thomas  Dundas,  and  John  Ormsby,  under  whom 
the  rest  of  j-our  orators  claim,  became  seized  by  a  sufficient  conveyance 
from  the  first  occupants  and  actual  owners  for  a  valuable  consideration 
of  all  that  tract  of  land  in  the  said  eonvej'anco  mentioned  and  described, 
and  to  which  the  name  of  Indiana  was  afterwards  given.  And  your 
Orators  humbly  submit  that  the  said  Grant  was  good  and  valid  in  law, 
and  more  especially  so  in  equity,  without  any  subsequent  confirmation 
to  render  it  so;  which  confirmation  is  unjustly  contended  on  the  part  of 
the  said  commonwealth  of  Virginia  to  have  been  necessary.  Your 
Orators  further  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  at  the  time  this  deed  was  exe- 
cuted, the  whole  of  the  tract  of  land  therein  mentioned  and  described, 
was  unsettled  and  unoccupied,  except  by  the  Indians  belonging  to  the 
tribes  who  made  the  said  conveyance;  nor  had  they  or  their  ancestoi's 
ever  made  any  previous  grant  or  conveyance  thereof,  and  that  it  was 
not  known  or  believed  that  Virginia  laid  claim  to  it;  nor  can  it  be  sup- 
posed that  the  Commissioner  from  Virginia  would  have  suffered  in 
silence  a  convej'anee  to  be  made  of  land,  to  which  that  jjrovince  was 
entitled,  and  still  less,  that  he  would  have  testified  the  assent  of  Vir- 
ginia, by  subscribing  his  name  as  a  witness  thereto;  and  what  shews  * 
still  more  strongly  the  Equity  of  your  Orators'  case,  is  that  had  an 
objection  been  made  at  the  time,  they  might  without  difficulty  have  had 
another  spot  allotted  to  them,  and  thus  have  avoided  the  unfortunate 
contest  in  which  they  have  been  involved.  That  after  obtaining  this 
Deed,  some  time  unavoidably  elapsed  before  the  several  persons  inter- 
ested could  be  notified  the  proportions  to  which  they  were  respectively 
entitled,  adjusted,  and  proper  powers  of  Attorney  obtained  from  those 
who  could  not  personallj'  attend;  and  it  was  not  until  the  twenty-fir.st 
day  of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
five,  that  a  general  meeting  of  the  parties  took  place.  That  informa- 
tion was  then  received  that  since  the  said  tract  of  land  had  been  granted 
to  them,  some  persons  had  intruded  on  it,  and  formed  settlements  there- 
on, without  a  pretence  of  right.  That  a  desire  to  exhibit  that  moderate 
and  reasonable  conduct  to  which  your  orators,  and  those  under  whom 
they  claim  have  at  ail  times  adhered,  induced  them  to  give  public  notice, 
that  such  persons  should  be  assured  of  peaceable  possession,  on  the 
terms  of  the  General  Land  Office,  which  would  shortly  be  opened  for 
the  sale  of  the  said  lands.  That  afterwards,  to-wit:  on  the  nineteenth 
day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  deeds  of  lease  and  release  were  executed,  by  which  your  said  Ora- 
tors, David  Frank,  Joseph  Simons,  Levy  Andrew  Levy,  Samuel  Whar- 
ton, George  Morgan,  Richard  Neave,  William  Edgar,  Joseph  Galloway, 
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1792.  and  William  Ti'ent,  Eobert  Oallendar,  John  Chevalier,  Peter  Chevalier, 
August  11th  Joseph  Bullock,  Peter  Bajmton,  Thomas  Wharton,  William  Franklin, 
John  Ormsby,  William  Thompson,  and  Edward  Cole,  under  whom,  or 
some  of  whom  the  rest  of  your  orators  claim,  conveyed  the  premises 
in  fee  simple  to  Eicfaard  Baehe.  Owen  Jones,  Junior,  and  Isaac  Whar- 
ton, of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  merchants,  upon  certain  trusts  and  to 
certain  uses,  for  the  benefit  of  your  orators,  and  those  under  whom  they 
claim,  as  will  more  particularly  appear  from  the  inspection  of  the  deed 
of  conveyance,  which  your  orators  have  ready  to  produce,  and  to  which 
for  the  sake  of  brevity,  they  beg  leave  to  refer,  without  setting  forth 
the  same  more  particularly';  and  your  orators  further  set  forth  that 
pursuant  to  the  powers  in  the  said  deed  reserved,  your  Orators,  David 
Pranks,  Joseph  Simon,  Levy  Andrew  Levy,  Samuel  Wharton,  William 
Edgar,  Eichard  Neave,  George  Morgan,  and  Joseph  Gallowaj',  and  also 
William  Trent,  Eobert  Callendar,  John  Chevallier,  Peter  Chevallier, 
Joseph  Bullock,  Peter  Baynton,  Thomas  Wharton,  William  Pranklin, 
John  Ormsby,  William  Thompson,  and  Edward  Cole,  under  whom,  or 
some  of  whom,  the  rest  of  j'our  orators  claim,  on  the  twentieth  of  Jan- 
uary, one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six,  entered  into  mutual 
covenants  and  agreements  for  the  purpose  of  regulating  their  concerns 
in  an  orderly  and  proper  manner,  as  will  more  particularly  appear  from 
the  inspection  of  the  articles  thereof,  which  your  orators  have  ready  to 
produce,  and  to  which  they  for  the  sake  of  brevity  beg  leave  to  refer, 
without  setting  forth  the  same  more  particularly;  but  your  orators  have 
hereunto  annexed  a  schedule  marked  "B,"  referred  to  in  the  last  men- 
tioned deed,  which  sets  forth  the  number  of  shares  to  which  the  said 
David  Pranks,  Joseph  Simon,  Levy  Andrew  Levy,  John  Baynton,  Sam- 
uel Wharton,  William  Edgar,  Eichard  Neave,  George  Morgan,  and  Jos- 
eph Galloway,  and  also  William  Trent,  Eobert  Callendar,  John  Cheval- 
lier, Peter  Chevallier,  Joseph  Bullock,  Peter  Baynton,  Thomas  Wharton. 
William  Pranklin,  John  Ormsby,  William  Thompson,  and  Edward  Cole, 
were  respectively  entitled;  and  on  the  twentieth  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six,  a  general  meeting  took  place, 
pursuant  to  the  forms  agreed  upon,  as  aforesaid,  and  it  was  then  deter- 
mined to  open  a  Land  office  for  the  sale  of  the  said  tract  of  Land  as 
was  before  promised  to  the  settlers  upon  the  said  tract,  although  they 
had  intruded  themselves  thereon,  without  title  or  pretence  of  title  • 
and  that  all  persons  who  before  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  seventy-six,  had  manifested  their  intention  of  settling 
any  part  of  the  said  land  by  bona  fide  improvements  made  thereon, 
should  be  entitled  to  a  warrant  for  a  tract  not  exceeding  four  hundred 
acres  respectively,  including  such  improvements,  provided  application 
should  be  made  for  the  same  before  the  first  day  of  .lanuary,  one  thous- 
and seven  hundred  and  seventy-seven. 

That  the  same  price  was  affixed  to  such  purchases  as  to  those  which 
should  be  made  by  strangers,  to-wit:  fifty  dollars,  or  the  value  thereof, 
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in  current  money  of  any  of  the  neighboring  colonies,  for  one  hundred  1792. 
acres,  including  an  allowance  of  six  per  cent,  for  roads  and  highways,  August  11th 
without  any  quit  rent.  That  your  Orator,  George  Morgan,  was  ap- 
pointed Secretary  and  Receiver-General  of  the  said  Land  ofiice,  as  ap- 
pears by  an  extract  from  the  said  resolutions,  which  is  hereunto 
annexed,  marked  "0,"  which  your  orators  pray  may  be  taken  as  a  part 
of  their  Bill. 

That  on  the  first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-six, public  notice  was  given  hy  advertisement,  a  copy  of  which  is 
hereunto  annexed,  marked  "D,"  which  your  orators  praj'  may  be  taken 
as  a  part  of  their  Bill.  That  a  Land  office  for  the  disposal  of  said  land 
would  be  opened  on  the  premises  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  of  May 
then  next  ensuing,  to  continue  till  the  first  day  of  next  following  Janu- 
ary. That  to  remove  anj'  apprehensions  which  ignorance  of  the  title 
might  induce,  information  was  at  the  same  time  given  that  your  orator, 
George  Morgan  would  exhibit  title  deeds  to  all  persons  applying,  and 
furnish  them  with  attested  copies  of  the  Indian  grant  aforesaid. 

In  the  Spring  of  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  your  orator,  George  Morgan,  proceeded  to  the  River  Ohio,  in  order 
to  effectuate  the  aforesaid  propositions;  but  before  the  necessary  steps 
could  be  taken,  and  before  any  application  was  made  to  him  for  pur- 
chases, he  received  a  copy  of  the  following  resolution  passed  in  the  con- 
vention of  the  State  of  Virginia: 

In  Convention  of  Virginia,  June  24,  1776. 

Whereas  divers  petitions  from  the  Inhabitants  of  the  "Western  Fron- 
tiers have  been  presented  to  this  Convention,  complaining  of  exorbi- 
tant demands  made  on  them  for  lands  claimed  by  persons  pretending 
to  derive  titles  from  Indian  deeds  and  purchases. 

Resolved  that  all  persons  actually  settled  on  any  of  the  said  lands 
ought  to  hold  the  same  without  paying  any  pecuniary  or  other  con- 
sideration whatever  to  any  private  person  or  persons,  until  the  said 
petitions,  as  well  as  the  validity  of  the  title  under  such  Indian  deeds  or 
purchases  shall  have  been  considered  and  determined  on  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  this  country ;  and  that  all  persons  who  are  now  actually  set- 
tled on  any  unlocated  or  unappropriated  lands  in  Virginia,  to  which 
there  is  no  other  just  claim,  shall  have  the  pre-emption  or  preference 
in  the  grants  of  such  lands. 

Resolved,  that  no  purchases  of  lands  within  the  chartered  limits  of 
Virginia  shall  be  made  under  any  pretence  whatever,  from  any  Indian 
tribe  or  nation,  without  the  approbation  of  the  Legislature.

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1792.  That  to  your  orator,  George  Morgan,  this  unexpected  and  unaccount- 

August  11th  able  interference  occasioned  great  surprise,   which    was   increased   by- 
receiving  soon  afterwards  the  following  notice: 

Virginia,  Pittsburgh,  July  25, 1776. 

To  George  Morgan,  Esq., 
Sir: 

We  are  are  appointed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of 
Vira-inia.  Comaiissioners  to  collect  and  take  the  evidence  on  behalf  of 

o 

this  Government,  against  the  several  persons  pretending  to  claim  lands 
within  the  limits  thereof,  under  deeds  and  purchases  from  the  Indians, 
and  are  empowered  to  call  before  us  any  witness  or  witnesses,  at  such 
times  and  places  as  we  shall  appoint,  giving  the  claimers  under  such 
Indian  deeds  and  purchases  respectively,  his  or  their  Agent  or  Agents, 
at  least  twenty  days'  notice  thereof  in  writing;  and  also  to  attend  the 
examination  of  such  witnesses  as  shall  be  produced  in  support  of  such 
claims.  And  being  informed  that  you  are  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
grant  made  to  the  suffering  traders  by  the  Six  Nations  of  Indians,  and 
Agent  for  the  grantees,  we  do,  in  pursuance  of  the  above-mentioned 
resolution,  hereby  give  you  notice  that  we  shall  proceed  to  take  the  ex- 
amination of  sundry  witnesses  at  Pittsburg,  on  the  second  day  of  Sep- 
tember next,  relative  to  the  aforesaid  grant.

That  by  this  intervention  of  a  commonwealth  so  j)Owerful,  claiming 
your  Orators  property  as  their  own,  and  assuming  a  right  to  exercise 
their  own  laws,  and  authority  over  it,  your  orators  were  at  once  excluded 
from  the  hope  oi  deriving  the  expected  recompense  for  their  suflFerings, 
and  enjoying  the  benefit  of  the  compensation  made  to  them  as  aforesaid. 
That  those  who  bad  thus  entered  into  possession  of  different  parts  "of  the 
tract  in  question,  were  encouraged  to  resist  the  claims  and  deride  the 
titles  of  your  orators,  whereby  your  orators  were  compelled  to  relinquish 
for  a  time  their  endeavors  to  dispose  of  any  part  of  the  land.  That  the 
said  Commissioners  did  not,  however,  proceed  according  to  the  notice 
thus  sent  to  your  orator,  George  Morgan.  That  your  orators,  and  those 
under  whom  they  claim,  on  being  convened  at  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
in  the  month  of  September  following,  were  informed  of  the  said  facts, 
but  a  respect  for  the  character,  and  an  apprehension  of  the  power  of 
Virginia,  expelled  from  their  minds  every  thought  of  resistance.  That 
to  represent  their  rights,  and  to  remonstrate  against  the  injuries  then 
menaced,  was  the  unanimous  determination  of  the  company,  and  the  fol- 
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lowing  memorial  was  therefore  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Legislature        1792. 
of  Virginia:  August  11th 

To  THE  Repblesentatives  op  the  Freemen  op  the  State  op  Virginia 
IN  Geneual  Assembly  met. 

The  memorial  of  the  Proprietors  of  a  tract  of  land  on  the  Ohio,  called 
Indiana,  Res])eelfully  shewcth : 

That  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three,  the 
Shawane.se,  Delaware,  and  Huron  tribes  of  Indians,  dependants  and 
tributaries  of  the  six  United  Nations,  contrary  to  the  faith  of  treaties, 
and  in  violation  of  their  repeated  ]iromises  of  .protection  to  the  persons, 
servants,  and  effects  of  such  traders,  as  should  supply  them  in  their  own 
country  with  merchandise,  did,  without  the  lease  cause,  most  unjustly 
and  violently  seize  upon  and  appropriate  to  their  own  use,  the  merchan- 
dize and  effects  of  several  of  your  memorialists  and  others,  under  whom 
your  memorialists  legally  claim.  That  upon  application  made  to  the  six 
United  Nations  by  Sir  William  Johnson,  Baronet,  at  the  request  of  the 
said  traders,  for  a  reparation  of  the  damages  sustained  by  the  depreda- 
tions and  violences  so  committed,  they  did  agree  to  make  a  compensation 
to  the  said  Traders,  and  in  ratification  of  the  said  Agreement,  at  a  Treaty 
held  at  Fort  Stanwix,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty- 
Eight,  in  consideration  of  Eighty-five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six- 
teen pounds,  ten  shillings  and  eight  pence,  the  amount  of  the  value  of 
the  damages  so  sustained,  for  which  the  most  authentic  documents  were 
produced,  and  t!;e  justice  of  them  allowed,  and  were  deposited  in  the 
hands  of  Sir  William  Johnson,  at  the  request  of  the  Grantors,  they,  the 
said  six  Uidted  Nations,  the  true  and  absolute  owners  and  proprietors  of 
the  lands  hereafter  mentioned,  did  grant  to  the  said  traders,  as  a  retribu- 
tion for  the  damages  aforesaid,  all  that  tract  of  land  beginning  at  the 
Southerly  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Kenhawa  Creek  where  it 
empties  itself  into  the  River  Ohio,  and  running  from  thence  South  East  to 
the  Laurel  Hill;  thence  along  the  Laurel  Hill  until  it  strikes  the  Monon- 
gahela;  thence  down  the  stream  of  the  said  River  Monongahola  accord- 
ing to  the  several  courses  thereof,  to  the  Southern  Boundaiy  line  of  the 
province  of  Pennsylvania;  thence  Westerly  along  the  course  of  the  said 
province  boundary  line  as  far  as  the  same  shall  extend ;  and  from  thence 
by  the  same  course  to  the  River  Ohio;  thonce  down  the  said  River  Ohio 
according  to  the  several  courses  thereof  to  the  place  of  beginning.  That 
the  said  grant  was  obtained  after  mature  consideration  of  the  Grantors 
under  the  immediate  supej-intendence  of  Sir  William  Johnson,  and  exe- 
cuted in  the  presence  of  the  Governor  of  New  Jersey,  and  others,  among 
whom  was  the  Commissioner  then  attending  the  General  treaty,  in  behalf 
of  the  Colony  of  Virginia.  All  which  will  appear  manifest  by  a  reference 
to  a  copy  of  the  deed  annexed  to  this  memorial.  That  your  memorialists 
having  these  facts  before  them,  could  not  observe  but  with  concern,  that 
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1792.       the  late  convention  of  Virginia,  had,  by  their  resolve  of  the  twenty- 
August  11th  fourth  of  June  last,  laid  a  foundation  for  calling  in  question,  among  others, 
the  validity  of  the  title  of  your  memorialists  to  the  lands  so  fairly  and 
with  so  much  Justice  granted  to  them,  and  for  obstructing  them  in  the 
sale  and  disposition  of  their  own  property. 

First.  Because  the  retribution  made  to  your  memorialists  was  made 
in  the  most  public  and  solemn  manner,  and  could  or  ought  not  to  have 
been  a  matter  unknown  to  the  convention. 

Secondly.  Because  it  originated  not  only  in  the  firmest  principles  of 
Justice,  established  by  the  laws  of  nature  and  nations,  but  the  soundest 
policy. 

Thirdlj'.  Because  it  had  been  made  by  the  persons  who  have  been 
acknowledged  in  all  public  and  general  treaties,  and  truly  were  at  the 
time  of  the  grant  the  sole  owners  and  proprietors  of  the  lands  granted, 
and  of  consequence  having  full  right  to  grant  the  same;  and 

Fourthly.  Because  at  the  time  of  the  Grant  there  was  no  subsisting 
law  or  ordinance  whatsoever;  prohibiting  persons  from  accepting  a  grant 
of  Land  from  the  Natives.  And  j'et,  if  after  what  has  been  offered,  the 
title  of  your  memorialists  should,  notwithstanding,  at  any  future  time, 
be  called  into  discussion,  conscious  of  the  Equitj'^  and  validity  of  their 
right,  they  shall  never  .hesitate  to  submit  it  to  a  proper  Judicatory,  nor 
to  defend  it  in  ihc  ordinary  course  of  Justice. 

Under  these  circumstances  j-our  memorialists  confide  that  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Colony  of  Virginia  will  not,  by  any  act  or  proceeding  what- 
ever, impeach,  or  in  any  respect  prejudice  the  title  of  your  memorialists 
feo  well  established  on  the  principles  of  reason,  equity  and  sound  policy.

Yet  of  this  reasonable  and  moderate  address  no  notice  was  taken,  and 
the  Commissioners  were  continued  for  the  purposes  last  aforesaid.  Your 
orator,  George  Morgan,  sometime  afterwards,  received  another  summons 
as  follows:

Sir: 

Please  take  notice,  that  we  shall,  pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  on  the  tenth  day  of  next 
month,  at  the  house  of  Mr.  John  Ormsby,  in  Pittsburg,  proceed  to  take 
the  depositions  of  sundry  evidences  in  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Virginia,  relative  to  the  Traders'  claims  to  lands  on  the  waters  of  the 
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Ohio,  within  the  territory  and  limits  of  Virginia,  which  they  derive  from        1792. 
Indians.     We  are  Sir,  your  humhle  servants,  August  lltb'

Commissioners. 

That  your  orator,  George  Morgan,  abstaining  from  any  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  novel  and  imaginary  pretensions  of  Virginia,  attended  the 
said  Commissioners  at  their  meeting  at  Pittsburg,  in  order,  if  possible, 
to  discover  upon  what  grounds  these  protenaions  were  founded.  That  a 
number  of  witnesses  were  examined  by  the  said  Commissioners  with  a 
view  to  support  the  claim  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  to  the  lands 
in  question  by  virtue  of  conquest  and  pre-oceupancy,  which  James 
Woods,  one  of  the  Commissioners  from  Virginia,  then  declared  to  your 
Orator,  George  Morgan,  to  be  the  ground  on  which  they  rested  their 
title,  which  testlmonj-.  If  produced,  would  support  and  confirm  your 
orators  claim;  but  the  Commissioners  finding  the  evidence  to  be  adverse 
to  their  expectations,  dismissed  many  others  without  examining  them  at 
all.  That  the  Commissioners  made  a  Report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  • 
Legislature  of  Virginia,  who,  however,  appeared  determined  to  avow  a 
right  founded  as  your  Orators  conceive  on  no  better  grounds  than  the 
power  of  enforcing  it.  That  public  notice  was  given  for  all  persons  who 
claimed  any  lands  under  Indian  grants  within  the  dominion  or  chartered 
limits  of  Virginia  to  appear  before  the  Legislature  at  Williamsburg,  on 
the  third  Monday  in  Maj^,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-nine. 
That  your  orators  then  denying  as  they  now  deny,  that  the  land  so 
granted  to  them,  and  those  under  whom  they  claim,  lay  within  the 
dominion  or  the  chartered  limits  of  Virginia,  it  was  difficult  to  determine 
on  the  proper  line  of  conduct  to  be  pursued,  yet  called  upon  as  It  were 
by  name,  their  absence  might  have  been  construed  into  contempt;  the 
hope  of  convincing  Virginia  of  her  error  must  have  been  abandoned,  and 
they  would  have  Irritated  the  power  which  they  knew  they  could  not  re- 
sist. That  to  appear  might  be  perverted  into  an  acknowledgement  of 
territorial  rights;  yet  to  appear  and  to  enter  into  a  fair  communication 
of  titles  and  exchange  of  arguments  was  the  most  probable  mode  of 
rectifying  the  minds  of  those  who  were  misinformed,  and  of  confirming 
the  opinions  of  those  who  understood  the  nature  and  admitted  the 
validity  of  your  Oi'ators'  claims.  That  William  Trent  therefore  attended 
on  behalf  of  your  Orators,  at  Williamsburg  at  the  time  appointed,  when 
your  orators'  claims  were  stated,  and  their  rights  explained  by  Counsel 
at  the  Bar  of  the  House  of  Delegates.  That  it  was,  however,  resolved 
by  that  House  "That  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  hath  the  exclusive 
right  of  preemption  from  the  Indians  of  all  the  lands  within  the  limits 
of  its  own  chartered  territory  as  declared  by  the  Act  and  Constitution 
of  Government  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six; 
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1792.  that  no  person  or  persons  whatever,  have,  or  ever  had,  a  right  to  pur- 
August  11th  chase  any  lands  within  the  same  from  any  Indian  nation,  except  onlj' 
persons  duly  authorized  to  malse  such  purchases  on  the  public  Account 
formerly  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Colony,  and  lately  of  the  Com- 
monwealth; and  that  such  exclusive  right  of  preemption  will  and  ought 
to  be  maintained  by  this  Commonwealth  to  the  utmost  of  its  power. 

"Resolved,  That  every  |)urchaso  of  lands  heretofore  made  by  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  from  any  Indian  nation  or  nations  within  the  before- 
mentioned  limits,  doth  and  ought  to  onuro  forever  to  and  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  and  foi"  no  other  use  or  purpose 
whatever. 

"Resolved,  therefore.  That  the  deed  from  the  Six  United  Nations  of  In- 
dians, bearing  date  (m  the  third  day  of  November,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  sixt3--eight,  for  certain  lands  between  the  Alleghany  moun- 
tains and  the  River  Ohio,  above  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Kenhawa  Creek, 
to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  a  certain  William  Trent,  Gentleman, 
in  his  own  right,  and  as  attorney  for  sundry  persons  in  the  said  deed 
named,  as  well  as  all  other  deeds  which  have  been  or  shall  be  made  by 
any  Indian  or  Indians,  for  lands  within  the  limits  of  the  charter  and 
Territorjr  of  Virginia  as  aforesaid,  to  or  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  any 
private  person  or  persons,  shall  be,  and  the  sumo  arc  hereby  declared 
utterly  void,  and  of  no  effect.'' 

That  to  these  resolutions  the  Senate,  after  refusing  to  hear  what  your 
Orators  requested  permission  to  urge,  acceded  on  the  twelfth  of  the 
same  month.  And  on  the  seventeenth  of  the  same  month,  the  following 
Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Virginia:  "To  remove  and  pre- 
vent all  doubts  concerning  purchases  of  lands  from  the  Indian  Natives, 
Be  it  declared  by  the  General  Assembly,  that  this  Comnaonwealth  hath 
the  exclusive  right  of  preemption  from  the  Indians,  of  all  lands  within 
the  limits  of  its  own  chartered  territory,  as  described  by  the  Act  and 
Constitution  of  Government,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  bundled 
and  seventy-six.  That- no  person  or  persons  whatsoever  have  or  ever 
had  a  right  to  purchase  any  lands  within  the  same  from  any  Lulian 
Nation,  except  only  persons  duly  authorized  to  make  such  pui-chascs, 
on  the  public  Account  formerly  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Colony, 
and  lately  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  that  such  exclusive  right  or  pre- 
emption will  and  ought  to  be  maintained  by  this  Commonwealth  to 
the^utmost  of  its  power.  And  be  it  further  declare,!  and  enacted 
that  every  purchase  of  lands  heretofore  made  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  Crown  of  England,  or  of  Great  Britain,  from  any  Jndian  Nation 
or  Nations  within  the  bclbre-mcntionod  limits,  doth  and  ou.rht  to 
enure  forever  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  to  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever;  and  that  all 
sales  and  deeds  which  have  been  or  shall  be  made  by  any  Indian 
or  Indians,  or  by  any  Indian  Nation  or  Nations,  for  lands  within  the 
said  limits,  to  or  loi-  the  separate  use  of  any  person  or  persons  what- 
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soever,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  utterly  void  and  of  no       1792. 
effect."  August  11th 

And  the  Commonwealth  thereupon  or  about  that  time,  proceeded  to 
dispose  of  all  the  valuable  land  within  the  said  tract,  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  the  lands  which  belonged  to  the  same  Commonwealth  were 
usually  disposed  of.  And  by  different  Acts  ol  tlie  same  Legislature,  the 
said  tract  of  land  was  divided  into  counties,  and  Courts  of  Justice 
erected,  taxes  levied,  and  full  possession  thereof  taken,  as  if  it  was  in 
truth,  part  of  the  State  of  Virginia.  That  in  this  situation  j'our  Orators 
and  those  under  whom  they  claim,  had  no  other  recourse  than  to  solicit 
from  the  United  States  in  Congress  Assembled,  that  reparation  to  which 
the  unjust  conduct  of  Virginia  entitled  them,  and  a  memorial  dated  the 
eleventh  day  of  September,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
nine,  a  copy  whereof  is  hereto  annexed,  marked  "E,"  and  which  your 
orators  pray  may  be  taken  as  a  part  of  their  Bill,  was  presented  to  that 
Honorable  body.  That  the  following  resolution  was  the  result  of  the 
application : 

In  Congress,  October  30,  1779. 

Whereas  the  appropriation  of  vacant  lands  by  the  several  States,  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  the  war,  will,  in  the  opinion  of  Congress,  be 
attended  with  great  mischiefs.  Therefore,  Resolved,  That  it  be  earnestly 
recommended  to  the  State  of  Virginia  to  reconsider  their  late  Act  of 
Assembly  for  opening  their  land  office;  and  that  it  be  recommended  to 
the  said  State  and  all  other  States  similarly  circumstanced,  to  forbear 
settling  or  issuing  warrants  for  unappropriated  lands,  or  granting  the 
same  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war." 

To  this  recommendation  Virginia  paid  no  obedience;  her  office  con- 
tinued open  for  the  sale  of  lands  asserted  or  conjectured  to  be  within  the 
limits  of  her  territory'',  and  another  application  was  thus  rendered  necessary 
to  that  general  and  superintending  authority,  whose  recommendations 
in  most  other  instances  were  equivalent  to-  commands.  A  copy  of  the 
second  memorial,  which  bore  date  the  thirtieth  of  November,  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  eighty,  is  annexed  to  this  Bill,  marked  "F,"  and 
which  your  orators  pray  may  be  taken  as  part  of  their  Bill.  That  a 
committee  was  appointed  by  Congress,  and  notice  given  to  the  delegates 
from  Virginia,  who,  however,  refused  to  attend  the  committee.  That 
the  report  of  this  committee  was  made  on  the  first  day  of  May,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-two,  an  extract  of  which,  so  far  as 
it  relates  to  the  case  of  your  orators,  is  hereto  annexed,  and  which  is 
marked  with  the  letter  "G,"  which  your  orators  pi'ay  may  be  taken  as 
part  of  their  Bill. 

That  upon  this  report  Congress  did  not  act.  The  circumstances  of 
the  war,  the  necessity  of  opposing  a  solid  and  undivided  resistance  to 
the  hostilities  of  the  common  enemy,  the  weakness  of  the  authority  con- 
stitutionally invested  in  that  honorable  body,  and  possibljr  the  recoUec- 
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1792.  tioD  of  the  disregard  shewn  to  its  former  recommendation,  concurred 
August  11th  to  prevent  a  decision  which  could  not  be  enforced.  And  your  orators, 
with  this  impartial  and  Judicious  report  in  their  hands,  patiently 
waited  until  the  settlement  of  public  affairs;  and  the  restoration  of 
peace  afforded  a  better  prospect.  Several  years  elapsed  in  expectation 
that  Virginia  would  become  sensible  of  the  injustice  done  to  your  Ora- 
tors and  those  under  whom  they  claim,  and  would  make  a  just  and  rea- 
sonable compensation  for  the  injuries  your  orators  had  sustained:  but 
your  orators  being  disappointed,  determined  to  appeal  again  to  that 
sense  of  justice  which  they  hoped  might  yet  be  found  in  the  Virginia 
Legislature,  and  presented  another  memorial,  of  which  the  following  is 
a  copy,  dated  November  23,  1790,  and  October  17,  1791: 

To  THE  Honorable  Legislature  op  the  State  op  Virginia. 

The  Memorial  of  the  proprietors  and  shareholders  of  a  tract  of  land 
called  Indiana,  most  Eespectfully  sheweth  That  they  have  formerly  made 
known  to  the  Honorable  Legislature  their  title  to  the  said  tract  of  land 
by  a  memorial  dated  the  first  day  of  October,  One  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six,  to  which  was  annexed  an  authenticated  copy  of 
the  deed  to  your  memorialists,  made  on  the  broad  basis  of  a  public 
Treaty  between  two  Sovereign  and  independent  Nations.  That  this  was 
not  an  hasty  or  precipitate  negociation,  but  was  begun  in  May,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five  by  Sir  William  Johnson,  then 
Superintendent  for  Indian  Affairs,  and  ended  November  the  third,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixtj^-Eight,  by  a  deed  from  the  rightful 
owners  of  the  land  to  the  Crown  of  England  for  the  use  of  your 
memorialists,  to  which  deed  several  Governoi'S  and  Commissioners  dele- 
gated to  attend  at  the  Treaty,  signed  as  witnesses,  and  particularly 
Thomas  Walker,  Esquire,  the  Commissioner  from  Virginia,  who  witnessed 
the  said  deed  in  his  official  capacity.  That  the  said  deed  was  made  a 
part  of  the  treatj'.  That  it  was  made  for  the  valuable  consideration 
of  Eighty-five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen  pounds  ten  shillings 
and  Eight  pence.  New  York  money.  That  neither  the  Legislature 
of  Virginia,  the  Crown  of  England,  nor  any  other  person  or  persons, 
other  than  your  memorialists,  have  ever  paid  any  consideration  to 
the  original  proprietors  for  the  lands  in  question.  That  the  State  of 
Virginia  has  derived  a  great  Territory  from  the  said  treaty,  and  hath 
recognized  the  same  in  several  instances  as  the  United  States  have  also 
done  in  the  fullest  manner.  That  the  Honorable  Legislature  of  Virginia, 
in  their  session  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-nine, 
thought  it  expedient  by  an  act  to  declare  void  and  of  no  effect  that  part 
of  the  treaty  which  related  to  your  memorialists;  and  by  a  subsequent 
act  they  directed  the  sale  of  all  the  lands  in  question  for  the  sole  benefit  of 
the  State.  That  a  small  majority  indeed  united  in  the  act,  the  object  of 
which  was  calculated  to  take  from  your  memorialists  their  right  without 
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compensation  or  the  verdict  of  a  juiy.  That  during  that  Session  of  1792. 
Assembly  the  Justice  and  equity  of  j'our  memorialists'  case  were  ablj'  August  11th 
advocated  by  ono-half  of  the  Legislature,  who,  from  their  public  station 
could  have  neither  fee,  nor  reward,  or  promise  of  any,  and  were  not 
directly  or  indirectly-  interctsted  therein,  the  casting  vote  against  com- 
pensation to  your  memorialists  having  been  given  by  the  Speaker  only. 
Thence  your  memorialists  conclude  that  they  should  have  had  ample 
Justice  done  them  without  having  petitioned  for  it.  Had  not  some 
arguments  of  expediency  been  adduced  to  influence  the  Judgment  of  the 
House,  which,  from  want  of  information  not  then  attainable,  induced  the 
majority  to  vote  against  the  title  of  your  memorialists,  which,  on  a  more 
mature  consideration  and  fuller  information,  it  is  probable  the}'  would 
not  have  done.  Your  memorialists  beg  leave  to  observe  that  they  con- 
ceive they  have  been  greatly  injured  by  the  said  act.  That  they  have 
been  deprived  of  property  for  which  they  paid  an  high  consideration, 
and  to  which  they  consider  themselves  entitled  by  the  laws  of  nature,  of 
nations,  and  even  of  this  Commonwealth.  That  thej'  wish  to  promote 
by  every  means  in  their  power  the  harmony  of  the  National  Councils, 
as  well  as  those  of  this  State,  and  for  this  purpose  do  now  appeal  to  the 
Justice  and  magnanimity  of  that  body  from  whom  the  injury  was  sus- 
tained. They  earnestly  pray  that  their  claim  may  be  solemnly  investi- 
gated, and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  most  satisfactory  to  the  General 
Assembl}-  and  best  calculated  to  promote  Justice,  being  sincerely  dis- 
posed on  their  part  to  yield  every  accommodation  to  the  wishes  of  this 
Honorable  body  that  may  be  consistent  with  that  end,  and  for  which 
purpose  thej-  have  given  full  powers  to  their  Agent.  Your  memorialists 
do  therefore  respectfully  pray  of  the  honorable  Legislature  to  recon- 
sider the  proceedings  of  the  former  House  and  grant  to  j'our  memorialists 
such  redress  as  may  be  within  the  power  of  the  State  to  give,  consistent 
with  its  honour,  the  equity  of  the  case,  and  the  long  sufferings  of  your 
memorialists,  who  as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray.

But  from  motives  to  your  Orators  unknown,  the  Legislature  of  Vir- 
ginia then  refused  even  to  permit  the  said  memorial  to  bo  read.  That 
when  your  Orators  again  presented  a  copy  of  the  said  memorial  on  the 
seventeenth  of  October,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
although  the  Legislature  of  Virginia  permitted  the  same  to  bo  read, 
the  requests  of  your  orators  therein  contained,  however  reasonable  in 
their  nature  and  respectful  in  their  language,  were  rejected,  and  the  fol- 
lowing vote  of  the  Legislature  announced  their  determination  to  adhere 
to  their  former  resolutions; 
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1792. 
August  nth  November  10,  1791. 

"Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  that  the  Resolu- 
tions passed  by  the  Gouoral  Assembly  of  the  ninth  daj'  of  June,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  and  the  Act  passed  during 
the  same  session  "intituled"  "An  Act  declaring  and  asserting  the  rights 
of  this  Commonwealth  concerning  purchasing  lands  from  Indian  Natives, 
ought  to  be  adhered  to  by  the  present  General  Assembly." 

Thus  victims  of  a  long  series  ot  vexations  of  losses  and  disappoint- 
ments, robbed  ot  valuable  ])roperty  by  a  lawless  band  of  inconsiderate 
Indians,  compensated  for  those  losses  by  the  wiser  part  of  the  same 
tribes,  deprived  again  of  that  compensation  by  the  interference  of  a 
powerful  Commonwealth,  alternately  imjjioring  that  Commonwealth  to 
prefer  Justice  to  emolument,  and  beseeching  Congress  to  examine  the 
controversy,  and  decide  upon  the  right;  defeated  in  one  attempt  by  the 
interested  views  of  their  opponents,  and  in  the  other  by  the  defective 
powers  of  Congress.  Your  Orators  now  present  themselves  with  a 
claim,  founded  as  they  hope,  upon  irrefragible  principles,  addressed  to 
that  authority  before  which  the  great  difference  between  the  parties 
vanishes,  and  praying  that  Justice,  which  is  dispensed  without  distinc- 
tion to  ail,  and  your  orators  expresslj'  charge  that  by  the  unwarrantable 
interference  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  they  have  been  pre- 
vented from  taking  possession  of  and  selling,  or  otherwise  deriving 
profit  from  near  throe  millions  of  acres  of  land,  for  which,  at  th'>  rate  of 
half  a  dollar  per  acre,  making  allowance  for  land  not  arable  or  appro- 
priated to  public  uses,  thej^  might  well  have  obtained  one  million  one 
hundred  and  twenty-eight  thousand  Mexican  dollars.  That  the  origi- 
nal consideration  of  this  tract  of  land  was  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents; 
and  that  exclusive  of  the  great  injury  sustained  by  your  Orators  in  con- 
suming near  twenty-nine  years  of  their  lives  in  the  endeavor  to  obtain 
Justice  by  reasonable  propositions  and  humble  expostulations,  they  are 
well  entitled  to  charge  for  their  labors  and  expcnces  the  sum  of  Eio-h- 
teen  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  dollars  and  thirtj--three 
cents,  making  in  the  whole  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  thousand  one 
hundred  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents,  exclusive  of  interest 
on  the  amount  of  the  said  original  loss,  or  on  the  several  sums  of  money  by 
them  at  different  times  expended  in  the  aforesaid  behalf,  a  more  particu- 
lar account  of  which  is  hereunto  annexed,  marked  (H),  and  which  your 
said  orators  pray  may  be  taken  as  a  part  of  their  Bill. 

And  your  Orators  further  shew  unto  your  Honors,  that  to  avoid 
swelling  their  Bill  to  an  exceeding  great  length,  and  thereby  occasion- 
ing a  considerable  charge,  they  have  made  out  and  annexed  hereto  a 
schedule,  marked  "I,"  which  your  said  orators  pray  may  bo  taken  as  a 
part  of  their  Bill,  containing  the  respective  proportional  parts  or  shares 
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to  which  each  of  your  oratora  is  entitled,  and  are  ready  to  produce  the  1792. 
scvei-al  Assignments  and  other  proofs  necessary  to  establish  the  same.  August  11th 
And  to  the  said  schedule,  your  orator.s,  for  brevity  and  perspicuity,  beg 
leave  to  refer  for  the  conveyances  to  them  of  the  several  shares  of 
which  they  respectivel.y  stand  seized,  as  follows,  viz:  your  orators,  Wil- 
liam Grayson,  and  Charles  Grayson,  George  Grayson,  and  Hebe  Gray- 
son, by  their  next  friend,  the  said  William  Grayson,  say  they  stand 
seized  in  fee  simple  of  nine  hundred  shares  in  the  said  tract  or  territory 
of  country,  called  Indiana,  as  described  in  the  original  deed  from  the 
six  nations,  to  which,  and  a  copy  thereof,  which  is  hereto  annexed, 
marked  with  the  letter  "A,"  your  orators  again  beg  leave  to  refer;  the 
said  nine  hundred  shares  being  part  of  seven  thousand  four  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  shares  originally  hold  b.y  William  Trent.  And  your 
Orator,  Levi  Hollingsworth,  saith  he  stands  seized  in  fee  simple  of 
three  hundred  shares,  also  originally   held   by  the  said  William  Trent. 

And  your  Orator,  Simon  Nathan,  saith  he  stands  seized  in  fee  simple 
of  three  hundred  shares,  also  originally  held  by  the  said  William  Trent. 
And  your  Orator,  Isaac  Wharton,  saith  that  he  stands  seized  in  fee  sim- 
ple of  three  hundred  shares,  also  originally  held  by  William  Trent,  as 
aforesaid.  And  your  Orators,  Richard  Wharton,  John  Todd,  Junior, 
and  James  Todd,  say  thej'  stand  seized  of  three  hundred  shares  in  fee 
simple,  which  were  also  originallj'  held  by  William  Trent,  as  aforesaid. 
And  your  Orators,  Sarah  Trent,  Samuel  and  Anne  Raymond,  Nathan 
Beaks  and  Mary  Beeks,  and  John  Trent,  say  they  stand  seized  of  five 
thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  shares  in  fee  simple,  which 
were  also  originally  held  by  the  said  William  Trent,  except  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty  shares  thereof,  originally  held  by  John  Ormsby.  And 
your  Orators,  Frances  Reed,  John  iVndrews,  and  Elizabeth  Andrews, 
Isabella  Mclntire,  William  Irwin,  and  Anne  Irwin,  George  Thompson 
and  Marj'  Thompson,  Thomas  Duncan,  and  Martha  Duncan,  Catherine 
Callendar,  and  Robert  Callendar,  the  younger,  by  William  Irwin,  his 
next  friend,  say  they  are  seized  of  eight  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
one  shares  in  fee  simple,  originall}'  held   by   the  said   Robert  Callendar. 

And  your  Orator,  David  Franks,  saith  that  he  stands  seized  in  fee  sim- 
ple of  three  thousand  and  ninety  shares,  originally  held  by  him.  And 
your  orator,  Joseph  Simons,  saith  that  he  stands  seized  of  four  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-two  shares  in  fee  simple,  which  were  originally 
held  by  him.  And  your  orator.  Levy  Andrew  Levy,  saith  that  he  stands 
seized  in  fee  simple  of  three  thousand  and  ninety -seven  shares  originally 
held  by  him.  And  your  orators,  David  Franks,  Joseph  Simons,  Levy 
Andrew  Levy,  Sarah  Trent,  Samuel  and  Anne  Raymond,  Nathan  Beeks, 
and  Mary  Beeks,  and  John  Trent,  say  they  stand  seized  in  fee  simple  of 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-four  shares  originally  held  by  Philip  Boyle. 
And  your  orator,  Thomas  Smallman,  saith  that  he  stands  seized  in  fee 
simple  of  seven  hundred  and  seventy-four  shares  originally  held  by  him. 
And  your  orators,  George  William  Prevost,  Augustine  Prevost,  the

And  your  orators,  Edward  Pennington,  Eobert  Morris,  Joseph  Gallo- 
way, and  William  Pollard,  surviving  assignees  of  John  Baynton,  Samuel 
Wharton,  and  George  3Iorgan,  say   they  stand  seized  in  fee  simple  of

And  your  orator,  Richard  Neave,  saith  that  he  is 
seized  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-two  shares  in  fee  simple  originally  held 
by  Abraham  Mitchell.     And  your  orators,  John   Dundas  and  Burnet 
Dundas,   by  Henry   Pratt,  his   next  friend,   Anna  Dundas,  Henry  and 
Elizabeth  Pratt,  Frederick  William  and  Mary  Starman,  say,  and  Sarah 
Eliza  Scriba,  by  her  next  friend  George  Scriba,  saith  that  they  stand 
seized  in  fee  simple  of  three  hundred  and  fifty-two  shares,  which  were 
originally  held  by  James  and  Thomas  Dundas.     And  your  orators,  Wil- 
liam Floyd,  John  Stepben  Guenet,  and  Joseph  Jacques  de  Pionerie,  say 
they  stand  seized  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  shares  in   fee  simple, 
that  is  to  say,  the  said  William  Floyd  stands  seized  of  six  hundred  shares 
the  said  John  Stephen  Guenet  stands  seized  of  three  hundred  shares,  and 
the  said  Joseph  Jacques  de  Pionerie  stands  seized  of  six  hundred  shares 
as  aforesaid,  all  of  which  were  originally  held  by  John  Ormsby.     And 
your  orator,  William  Edgar,  saith  he  stands  seized  of  five  hundred  and 
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forty-six  shares  in  fee  simple  which  were  originally  held  by  him.  And  1792. 
your  orator,  William  Temple  Franklin,  saith  he  stands  seized  in  fee  sim-  August  11th 
pie  of  five  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninoty-nine  shares  which  were 
originally  held  by  William  Pranklin.  And  yourorator,  Joseph  Galloway, 
saith  he  stands  seized  in  fee  simple  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  shares  which  were  held  bj'  George  Crogan,  who  was  origi- 
nally interested  in  the  consideration  for  which  the  deed  from  the  six- 
nations  was  executed.  And  your  orators,  Owen  and  Mary  Jones,  say, 
and  William  Fisher,  by  his  next  friend,  James  Cowle  Fisher,  saith  that 
they  stand  seized  in  fee  simple  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  shares  which  were  held  bj^  George  Crogan,  who  was  originally  inter- 
ested in  the  consideration  for  which  the  deed  from  the  Six  Nations  was 
executed.  And  your  orators  Tench  Goxe  and  George  Morgan,  saj'  they 
stand  seized  of  three  hundred  shares  held  by  them  in  fee  simple  bj'  vir- 
tue of  a  deed  executed  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Indiana  Com- 
pany, bearing  date  the  twenty -fifth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  Eighty-two.  And  your  orator,  Thomas  Paine,  saith  that 
he  stands  seized  in  fee  simple  of  three  hundred  shares  held  by  him  by 
virtue  of  a  deed  executed  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Indiana 
Company,  dated  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  Eighty-two.  And  your  orator,  James  Wilson,  saith  that  he 
stands  seized  in  fee  simple  of  three  hundred  shares  held  by  him  by  vir- 
tue of  a  deed  Executed  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Indiana  Com- 
pany, dated  the  twent3'-seventh  da3'  of  December,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty-one. 

But  now  so  it  is  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  assuming  a  right 
to  the  said  tract  of  land,  alike  unsupported  by  Justice  and  by  law,  and 
contrary  to  the  due  and  manifest  limits  of  their  own  territoi'ial  rights, 
have  not  only,  as  is  before  mentioned,  excluded  j'our  orators  from  the 
possession,  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  the  whole  tract  of  land,  so  as  afore- 
said legally  and  equitably  vested  in  them,  but  refused  to  make  auj;-  sort 
of  compensation  for  the  injuries  of  which  they  complain.  In  tender 
consideration  whereof,  and  for  that  your  orators  cannot  otherwise  he 
relieved  in  the  premises  than  by  the  aid  of  this  honorable  court,  to  the 
end  therefore  that  true,  full  and  perfect  answers  may  be  given  on  the 
part  of  the  said  Commonwealth,  touching  all  and  singular  the  premises 
as  fully  and  particularly  as  if  they  were  again  here  repeated  and  interro- 
gated more  particularly : 

Whether  the  said  James  the  First  did  not  on  the  sixth  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  six  hundred  and  six,  grant  a  patent  to  Sir  Thomas  Gates 
and  others,  permitting  them  to  settle  and  inhabit  at  any  place  upon  the 
coast  of  Virginia,  in  America  between  thirty-four  and  forty-one  degrees 
of  North  Latitude,  and  granting  to  them  and  such  others  as  should  join 
them  in  establishing  a  colony,  all  the  lands  for  the  space  of  fifty  miles, 
each  way,  on  the  sea  coast,  from  the  first  seat  of  their  plantation,  and 
fifty  miles  directly  into  the  mainland,  and  whether  by  the  same  patent, 
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1792.        Thomas  Hanham  and  others  were  not  authorized  to  settle  and  inhabit, 
August  11th  and  did  not  receive  a  grant  of  a  tract  of  land  of  the  same  size,  described 
in  the  same  manner? 

Whether  the  said  James  the  First  did  not,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of 
May,  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  nine,  grant  a  patent  to  Robert,  Earl 
of  Salisbury,  and  many  others,  by  which  all  the  land  in  that  part  of 
America  called  Virginia,  from  the  point  of  land  called  Cape  or  Point 
Comfort,  all  along  the  sea  coasi  to  the  nothward  two  hundred  miles, 
and  from  the  said  Point  all  along  the  sea  coast  to  the  southward  two 
hundred  miles;  and  all  that  space  and  circuit  of  land  Ij'ing  from  the  sea 
coast  of  the  precinct  aforesaid,  up  into  the  land  from  sea  to  sea,  west 
and  noithwcst,  or  by  any  other,  and  what  limits  were  granted  to  them, 
and  such  others  as  they  should  thereafter  admit  to  be  joined  with  them? 

Whether  the  last-mentioned  charter  or  patent  was  not  forfeited  by 
the  non-user  or  mis-user  of  the  parties  interested  therein,  and  seized 
into  the  hands  of  the  said  King,  or  whether  it  was  surrendered  to  him 
or  how  and  in  what  manner,  and  at  what  time  the  same  was  surrendered, 
forfeited,  lost,  or  destroyed.  And  whether  any  other  and  what  patent 
or  charter  was  at  anj'  time  afterwards  granted  by  the  said  King  of  Eng- 
land, or  any  of  his  successors,  to  any  person  or  persons  whatever,  for 
the  said  Colony  of  Virginia;  and  by  any  and  what  bounds  and  descrip- 
tion. And  if  no  charter  or  pafent  was  so,  as  aforesaid,  granted,  whether 
the  said  Colony  was  not,  until  the  United  States  became  independent  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  governed  under  the  immediate  authority 
of  the  Crown  of  Groat  Britain,  without  any  regard  to  the  limits  men- 
tioned and  described  in  the  said  charter? 

Whether  the  western  limits  of  the  said  Colony  were  ascertained  and 
settled  by  any;  and  what  deed,  patent,  or  charter  from  the  said  Crown 
of  Great  Britain,  previous  to  the  third  day  of  November,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  when  the  said  Grant  to  your  Orators 
was  so,  as  aforesaid,  made;  and  if  so  ascertained,  that  the  said  limits 
may  be  particularly  set  forth  and  described  in  their  answer  to  this  Bill? 

Whether  your  Orators  and  those  under  whom  they  claim  were  not 
robbed  by  a  lawless  party  of  Indians,  of  goods  and  merchandize  to  the 
value  of  eighty-five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen  pounds  ten  shil- 
lings and  eight  pence,  New  York  currency? 

Whether  the  deed  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  charged  by  your  orators 
to  have  been  made  by  the  chiefs  of  the  several  tribes  of  Mohawks,  Onon- 
dagoes,  Senecas,  Onoidas,  Cayugas,  Tusoaroras,  Shawanese,  and  Dela- 
wares,  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  on  the  third  day  of  November,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  at  Fort  Stanwix,  was  not  duly 
executed  at  the  time  and  place  it  bears  date,  and  was  not  given  in  con- 
sideration of  the  aforesaid  depredations  committed  on  the  property  of 
your  Orators  and  those  under  whom  they  claim;  and  in  compensation 
therefor,  and  whether  it  was  not  witnessed  by  Thomas  Walker,  of  Vir- 
ginia; and  whether  the  said  Thomas  Walker  was  not  duly  commissioned

on  the  part  of  the  said  Commonwealth  (then  Colony  of  Virginia),  to  1792. 
attend  and  act  at  the  treatj'  with  the  Indians,  then  and  there  holdon;  August  11th 
and  whether  it  was  not  the  dutj'  of  the  said  Thomas  Walker,  if  any 
part  of  the  territory  belonging  to  the  said  Colony  of  Virj^inia  had  been 
unjustly  appropriated,  to  have  objected  thereto;  and  whether  he  did  not 
on  the  contrarj',  by  his  attesting  the  said  grant,  indicate  the  acquies- 
cence ot  Virginia  therein? 

Whether  upon  the  measures  hereinbefore  mentioned  being  taken  by 
your  Orators  and  those  under  whom  they  claim,  for  the  sale  of  the  said 
tract  of  Land,  the  Cojivention  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  on  the  twenty- 
fourth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six,  then 
sitting  at  Williamsburgh,  did  not  pass  a  resolve  in  substance,  as  herein- 
before set  forth,  or  any  other,  and  what  resolve  relative  to  the  prem- 
ises? 

Whether  certain  commissioners  were  not  then  or  soon  afterwards,  and 
when  appointed  by  the  said  convention  or  by  some  other  sufficient  au- 
thority within  the  said  Commonwealth,  to  call  before  them  any  and 
what  witnesses  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the  title  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia  to  the  premises  hereinbefore  described,  by  virtue  of 
conquest  and  pre-occupany,  or  by  virtue  of  any;  and  what  other  title 
or  pretence  of  title;  and  whether  the  said  commissioners  did  not  after- 
wards, to- wit:  on  or  about  the  tenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seven t3'-seven,  at  Pittsburg,  or  at  any  other,  and  what  time 
and  place,  assemble  together  for  the  examination  of  witnesses;  and 
whether  they  did  not  give  notice  to  your  Orator,  George  Morgan,  to 
attend;  and  whether  they  then  and  there,  or  at  any  other,  and  what 
time,  took  the  depositions  of  any,  and  what  witnesses  in  pursuance  of 
such  directions;  and  that  a  copy  of  such  depositions  may  be  produced, 
and  left  with  the  proper  officer  of  this  honorable  court  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  your  orators? 

Whether  the  Legislature  of  Virginia  did  not  on  the  ninth  day  of  June, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  or  at  any  other,  and  what 
time,  resolve,  as  is  hereinbefore  in  substance  sot  forth,  and  that  a  copy  of 
such  resolutions  may  be  produced,  and  left  with  the  proper  officer  of 
this  honorable  court  for  the  inspection  of  your  orators? 

Whether  on  the  seventeenth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  seventy-nine,  or  at  any  other,  and  what  time,  an  Act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  was  not  passed  as  hereinbefore  in  substance  set  forth ; 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  may  be  produced  and  left  with  the  proper 
officer  of  this  honorable  court  for  the  inspection  of  your  orators? 

Whether  the  lands  contained  within  the  said  tract  as  aforesaid  vested 
in  and  claimed  by  your  orators,  have  not  been  sold  and  granted,  or  pat- 
ented b}'  the  said  Commonwealth  to  divers  persons,  at  the  rate  at  which 
the  lands  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  were  usually  sold,  or  at  any 
other,  and  what  rate;  and  whether  counties  have  not  been  erected  in 
the  said   tract,  and   by   what   names  and   Courts  of  Justice  held;  and 
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1792.  whether  the  said  Commonwealth  hath  not  levied  taxes  thereon,  and 
August  11th  otherwise  drawn  sj'reat  profits  therefrom ;  and  whether  hy  the  inter- 
ference of  the  said  commonwealtii,  and  the  said  Acts  and  Resolutions 
particularly  the  said  Resolution  of  the  Convention,  on  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy  .six;  and  the  said 
Act  of  the  Legislature  on  the  seventeenth  da.}'  of  June,  one  thousand 
seven  hundn^d  and  seventy-nine,  j'our  orators  have  not  been  prevented 
from  disposing  of  the  said  lands,  or  of  great  part  thereof,  upon  very 
beneficial  terms? 

Whether,  notwithstanding  the  ill  success  of  all  the  former  endeavors 
of  your  orators  to  effect  an  amicable  settlement  with  the  said  Common- 
wealth, further  applications  were  not  made  to  Ihe  said  Legislature,  on 
the  twenty-third  day  of  JSTovember,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety,  and  the  seventeenth  day  of  October,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-one,  by  your  orator,  George  Morgan,  on  behalf  of  youi'  other 
orators  and  himself,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  and  whether  the  said  Legis- 
lature did  not  refuse  to  hear  the  first  of  the  said  applications,  and  after 
having  received  the  last,  did  not,  by  a  resolution  dated  the  tenth  day  of 
November,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-one,  declare  as 
before  recited? 

And  that  the  said  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  may  be  adjudged  to 
make  full  compensation  to  your  orators  for  the  los.ses  and  damages  sus- 
tained by  them,  and  those  under  whom  they  claim,  by  reason  of  their 
unwarrantable  intrusion  into  your  orators  said  lands,  and  prohibiting 
and  hindering  of  your  orators  from  selling  the  same  or  deriving  any 
benefit  therefrom. 

And  to  the  end  that  your  orators  maj'  have  such  further  and  other 
relief  in  the  premises  as  to  this  honorable  court  shall  seem  meet. 

May  it  Please  your  Honors  to  grant  unto  your  orators  a  writ  of 
Subpcena  to  be  dii'ected  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  thereby  com- 
manding the  said  Commonwealth,  at  a  certain  day,  and  under  a  pain 
therein  to  be  limited,  to  be  and  appear  before  your  Honors  in  this  Hon- 
orable Court,  and  then  and  there,  full,  true,  di>'cct  and  perfect  answer 
make  to  all  and  singular  the  jiremises,  and  further  to  stand  to,  perform 
and  abide  such  fui-ther  order,  direction  and  decree  therein  us  to  your 
Honors  shall  seem  meet,  and  your  orators  shall  ever  pray.

That  we,  Abi'aham,  a  Mohawk  chief,  Siunghois,  an  Oneida 
chief,  Saquarifera,  a  Tiiscarora  chief,  Chenaughtea,  chief  of  the  Onandago 
Council,  Tagaaia,  a  Cayuga  chief,  and  Caufstarax,  a  Seneca  chief,  Chiefs 
and  Sachems  of  the  Six  United  Nations,  and  being  and  effectually  re|)re- 
senting  all  the  Tribes  of  the  said  Six  United  Nations,  send  Greeting: 
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Whei'eae,  Robert  Callenthir,  David  Franks,  Joseph  Simons,  Lev}'  1792. 
Andrew  Levy,  Philip  Boyle,  John  Baynton,  Samuol  Wharton,  George  August  11th 
Morgan,  Joseph  Spear,  Thomas  Smallman,  Samuel  Wharton,  Adminis- 
trator of  John  Welch,  deceased,  Edmund  Moran,  Evan  Shelby,  Samuol 
Postlethwaite,  John  Gibson,  Ricliartl  Winston,  Dennis  Groghan,  William 
Thompson,  Abraham  Mitchell,  James  Dundas,  Thomas  Dundas,  and  John 
Ormsby,  in  and  by  their  several  and  respective  letters  or  powers  of  attor- 
ney, duly  signed,  sealed  and  delivered  by  them,  and  now  produced,  inter- 
preted and  explained  to  us,  have  constituted,  nominated  and  appointed 
William  Trent  of  the  Gounty  of  GumberJand,  and  Province  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, Merchant,  their  lawful  attorney  and  agent  to  ask,  solicit,  demand,  and 
receive  li'om  the  Sachems,  Gounsellors,  and  Warrioi-s  of  the  said  six  Uni- 
ted Nations,  a  grant  of  a  tract  of  Land  as  a  compensation,  satisfaction  or 
retribution  for  the  Goods,  merciiandise  and  effects  of  the  said  William 
Trent,  and  the  traders  aforesaid,  which  the  Shawanese,  Delaware,  and 
Huron  Tribes,  tributaries  of  the  said  Six  Nations,  (contrary  to  all  good 
faith,  and  in  violation  of  their  repeated  promises  of  safety  and  protection 
to  their  persons,  servants,  and  effects  whilst  trading  in  their  country),  did 
in  the  Spring  of  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
violentlj-  seize  upon  and  unjustly  appropriate  to  their  own  use. 

And  whereas  we  are  now  convened  in  full  coun:;il,  by  order  of  our 
Father,  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of 
the  faith,  &c.,  at  Fort  Stanwix  in  the  Province  of  New  York,  in  order 
to  agree  for,  ascertain,  and  finally  fix  and  settle  a  permanent  and  lasting 
boundary  line  between  the  hunting  country,  which  we  at  the  conference 
aforesaid,  shall  and  will  reserve  for  ourselves,  our  children,  and  our 
tributaries,  and  the  territories  of  the  said  King  of  Great  Britain.  And 
whereas  application  was  formerly  made  to  the  said  six  United  Nations, 
by  Sir  William  Johnson,  Baronet,  at  the  requisition  of  the  aforesaid 
Traders  who  had  sustained  and  suffered  the  losses  aforesaid,  for  a  retri- 
bution of  the  same,  which  the  said  six  United  Nations  promised  and 
agreed  to,  whensoever  he,  the  said  Sir  William  Johnson,  Baronet,  should 
be  empowered  by  his  said  Majesty  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  to  estab- 
lish the  boundary  line  aforesaid. 

And  whereas  the  sai  1  Sir  William  Johnson,  Baronet,  has  now  at  this 
present  Congress  reminded  the  said  six  United  Nations  of  their  said 
promise,  and  at  the  earnest  desire  of  the  aforesaid  traders,  by  their  said 
Attorney,  strongly  recommended  to  the  said  six  United  Nations  to 
make  them  a  restitution  by  a  grant  of  a  tract  of  land  to  his  said  Maj- 
esty the  King  of  Great  Britain,  his  heirs  and  successors,  to  and  for  the 
only  use,  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  said  William  Trent,  in  his  own 
right,  and  as  Attorney,  as  aforesaid,  all  which  the  said  six  United 
Ifations  having  taken  into  their  consideration  and  being  heartilj'  dis- 
posed to  agree  thereunto  as  an  instance  of  their  Justice  and  concern  for

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1792.  unto  his  said  Majesty  tbe  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  so  forth*  (to  and 
August  11th  tor  the  onl}''  use,  benefit,  and  behoof  of  the  said  William  Trent,  in  his 
own  right,  and  as  attorney,  as  aforesaid),  will  be  included  within  the 
cession,  sale  and  boundary  line,  which  the  said  six  united  Nations  shall 
and  will  make,  sell  and  grant  to  the  said  King  of  Great  Britain,  at  the 
conference  aforesaid,  now  holden  at  Fort  Stanwix  aforesaid,  by  the  said 
Sir  William  Johnson,  Baronet.  Yet,  nevertheless,  the  said  six  united 
nations  have  neither  asiced.  demanded,  nor  received  from  him,  toe  said 
Sir  William  Johnson,  Baronet,  nor  from  any  other  person  or  persons,  in 
behalf  of  the  said  King  of  Great  Britain,  any  consideration  for  the 
hcrebj^  given  and  granted  premises;  neither  shall  nor  will  the  said  six 
united  Nations,  nor  their  heirs  nor  descendants  (and  by  these  presents 
they,  the  said  six  united  Nations,  wholly-  and  entirely  interdict  and  pro- 
hibit them  from  so  doing),  demand  nor  receive  from  the  said  King  of 
Great  Britain,  nor  from  his  successors;  nor  from  his  oi-  their  ministers 
or  servants,  any  consideration  whatsoever  or  howsoever,  for  the  hereby

Now  this  indenture  Witnesseth,  That  the  said  Abraham,  Sennighois, 
Saquirifera,  Chenuughatea,  Tagaaia,  and  Gaustraux,  Chief's  and  Sachems 
of  the  said  Six  United  Nations,  and  being  and  effectually,  as  aforesaid 
representing  all  the  tribes  of  the  said  Six  United  Nations,  for  and  in 
consideration  of  the  sum  of  Eighty -five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six- 
teen pounds,  ton  shillings  and  eight  pence,  lawful  money  of  the  province 
of  New  York,  the  same  being  the  amount  of  the  goods  and  merchan- 
dize which  were  unjustly  seized  and  taken  as  aforesaid,  by  the  Shaw- 
anese, Delaware  and  Huron  Tribes  of  Indians  aforesaid,  from  the  said 
William  Trent,  Robert  Callendar,  David  FranLs,  Jo>eph  Simons,  Levy 
Andrew  Levy,  Philip  Boyle,  John  Baynton,  Samuel  Wharton,  George 
Morgan,  Joseph  Spear,  Thomas  Smallman,  .Samuel  Wharton,  Adminis- 
trator of  John  Welch,  deceased,  Edmund  Morun,  Evan  Shelby,  Samuel 
Postlethwaite,  John  Gibson,  Richard  Winston,  Dennis  Croghan,  Wil- 
liam Thompson,  Abraham  Mitchell,  James  Dundas,  Thomas  Dundas, 
and  John  Ormsby,  in  the  aforesaid  year  of  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  sixty-three,  whereof  just  and  fair  accounts  have  on  oath  and 
affirmation  beev,  produced,  interpreted  and  explained  to  us,  and  which 
at  our  desire  are  now  lodged  and  deposited  with  the  said  Sir  William

own  right,  and  as  attorney  aforesaid,  all  that  tract  or  parcel  of  land  August  11th 
beginning  at  the  southerly  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Kenhawa 
Creek  where  it  empties  itself  into  the  River  Ohio,  and  running  from 
thenee  Southeast  to  the  Laurel  Hill;  thence  along  the  Laurel  Hill  until 
it  strikes  the  River  Monongahela,  according  to  the  several  courses  there- 
of, to  the  southern  boundary  line  of  the  province  of  Pennsylvania; 
thenee  westerly  along  the  course  of  the  said  Province  boundary  line  as 
far  as  the  same  shall  extend,  and  from  thence  by  the  same  course  to, 
the  River  Ohio;  thence  down  the  said  River  Ohio  according  to  the  sev- 
eral courses  thereof  to  the  place  of  beginning,  together  with  all  and

their  appurtenances  unto  his  said  Majesty,  King  George  the  Third,  his 
heirs  and  successors,  but  to  and  for  the  only  use,  benefit  and  behoof  of 
the  said  William  Trent,  in  his  own  right,  and  as  attorney  aforesaid,  his 
heirs  and  assigns  forever.  And  the  said  Abraham,  Senghois,  Saquirifera, 
Chenaughtea,  Tagaiaa,  and  Gaustarax,  for  themselves,  and  for  the  six 
United  Nations,  and  all  and  every  other  Nation  and  Nations,  tribes  and 
tributaries  and  dependents  on  the  said  six  United  Nations  and  their 
and  every  of  their  posterities,  the  said  tract  and  parcel  of  land  and 
premises,  and  every  part  thereof,  against  them,  the  said  Abraham,  Seng- 
hoiss,  Saquirifera,  Ohengaughtea,  Tagaai,  Gaustarax,  and  against  the 
said  six  United  Nations  and  their  tributaries  and  dependents;  and  all 
and  every  of  their  posterities,  to  his  said  majesty,  his  heirs  and  succes- 
sors, but  to  and  for  the  only  use  and  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  said  Wil- 
liam Trent,  in  his  own  right,  and  as  Attorney  aforesaid,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  shall  and  will  warrant  and  forever  defend  by  these  presents. 

In  witness  whereof,  we,  the  said  Chiefs  and  Sachems,  in  behalf  of  the 
whole  six  United  Nations  aforesaid,  have  hereunto  set  our  hands  and

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1792.       at  a  Congress  held  at  Fort  Stanwix,  aforesaid,  this  third  day  of  Novem- 
August  11th   ber,  in  the  ninth  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  seven   hundred  and 
sixty-eight.

On  the  7th  day  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  before  me,  Isaac  Jones,  Esq.,  Mayor  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  came  the  Reverend  Richard  Peters,  Rector  of 
the  two  United  Churches,  of  Christ  Church  and  St.  Peters  in  Philadel- 
phia, one  of  the  subscribing  witnesses  to  the  within  written  deed,  and 
made  oath  on  the  Holy  Evangelists  of  Almighty  God,  that  he  was  pres- 
ent, and  did  see  the  within  named  Abraham,  or  Tyahanesera,  a  Chief 
of  the  Mohawks,  Willium,  or  Senghois,  a  Chief  of  the  Oneidas,  Hen- 
drick,  or  Saquirifera,  a  Chief  of  the  Tuscaroras,  Bunt,  or  Chenaughtea, 
a  Chief  of  the  Onondagoes,  Tagaiaa,  a  Chief  of  the  Cayugas,  and  Gaus- 
tarax.

The  Grantees  and  Proprietors  of  the  retribution  lands,  now  called 
Indiana,  hereinafter  described,  having  by  certain  deeds  and  articles  of 
agreement,  settled  and  ascertained  their  several  and  respective  shares 
in  the  said  tract  of  land  and  premises,  and  agreed  upon  certain  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  sale  thereof;  and  having  for  that  purpose 
appointed  the  subscriber,  George  Morgan,  Secretary  and  Eeceiver-Gen- 
eral of  their  Land  Office,  and  irapowered  him  to  issue  warrants  for  the 
taking  up  of  lands,  to  receive  the  price  or  consideration  money,  and  to 
grant  patents  or  deeds  of  confirmation  of  the  same.

To  the  Honorable  the  Representatives  of  tiie  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  Assembled : 

The  Memorial  of  the  Proprietors  of  a  tract  of  land  called  Indiana, 
Humbly  sheweth: 

That  in  the  year  1763,  the  Shawanese,  Delaware,  and  Huron  Tribes 
of  Indians,  then  dependants  and  tributaries  of  the  six  United  Nations, 
contrary  to  the  faith  of  treaties,  and  in  violation  of  their  repeated 
promises  of  protection  to  the  persons,  servants,  and  effects  of  such 
traders  as  should  supply  them  in  their  own  country  with  merchandize,  did 
without  the  least  cause,  most  unjustly  and  violently  seize  upon  and  appro- 
priate to  their  own  use  the  merchandize  and  effects  of  several  of  your 
memorialists,  and  of  others  under  whom  your  memorialists  legally 
claim.  That  at  a  conference  held  at  Johnson  Hall  with  the  six  United 
Nations  May  2,  1765,  Sir  William  Johnson,  superintendant  of  Indian 
affairs,  represented  to  the  said  Nations  "the  treac^herous  and  cruel  part 
acted  bj'  some  of  their  people  in  plundering  a  number  of  traders  at 
Logstown,  and  upon  the  Ohio,  who  were  supplying  them  with  goods, 
(as  aforesaid),  and  in  behalf  of  the  said  traders,  he  required  that  as 
some  compensation  for  their  losses  a  grant  might  be  made  them  of  a 
tract  of  land,  which  requisition  the  Six  Nations  promised  to  take  into 
their  consideration,  and  to  do  therein  what  should  be  reasonable,  and 
hoped  thereby  to  render  themselves  more  regarded  by  the  English;  and 
towards  ihe  conclusion  of  the  conference  May  the  6th,  they  proceeded 
further,  and  promised  that  the  request  of  the  traders  should  be  complied 
with,  and  that  they  would  give  thera  some  land  near  Fort  Pitt.  That 
after  four  years'  deliberation,  viz:  on  the  third  day  of  November,  1768, 
at  a  general  Congress  with  the  six  Nations  and  other  Indians,  held  at 
Fort  Stanwix,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  eighty-five  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  sixteen  pounds  ten  shillings  and  eight  pence,  the  amount 
of  the  value  of  the  damages  sustained  by  the  Traders,  for  which  the 
most  authentic  documents  were  produced,  and  the  Justice  of  them 
allowed,  the  said  six  United  and  Independent  Nations,  the  true  and 
absolute  owners  and  proprietors  of  the  said  tract  of  land  called  Indiana, 
did  grant  to  the  said  traders  as  a  retribution  for  their  damages  aforesaid, 
all  the  said  tract  described  as  follows,  viz:  beginning  at  the  southerly 
side  of  the  mouth  of  Little  Kenhawa  Creek  where  it  empties  itself  into 
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1792.  the  River  Ohio,  anil  running  from  thence  southeast  to  the  Laurel  Hill; 
August  11th  thence  along  the  Laurel  Hill  until  it  strikes  the  River  Monongaheia; 
thence  down  the  stream  of  the  said  River  Monongaheia  according  to  the 
several  courses  thereof,  to  the  southern  boundary  line  of  the  province  of 
Pennsylvania;  thence  westerly  along  the  course  of  the  said  Province 
boundary  line  as  far  as  the  same  shall  extend;  and  from  thence  by  the 
same  course  to  the  River  Ohio;  thence  down  the  said  River  Ohio  accord- 
ing to  the  several  courses  thereof  to  the  place  of  beginning.  That  the 
said  grant  to  the  traders  was  made  the  very  basis  of  the  treaty  at  Fort 
Stanwix,  it  being  thought  proper  to  begin  with  an  act  of  Justice  to  dis- 
tressed subjects,  who  had  been  robbed  by  the  tributaries  of  the  said  six 
Nations,  and  to  establish  a  point  of  policy  among  savage  tribes,  which 
might  lessen  or  prevent  future  robberies  by  compelling  retribution;  and 
therefore  the  deed  to  the  traders  was  executed,  and  bears  date  prior  to 
those  other  solemn  deeds  or  grants,  by  which  the  said  six  Nations  at 
the  said  treat}'  cedqd  a  large  territory  to  the  use  of  these  States, 
together  with  a  clear  and  explicit  boundary  of  at  least  one  thousand 
miles,  the  advantages  and  validity  of  the  treaty  having  been  recognized 
by  all  these  States,  and  by  Yirginia  in  particular,  in  her  memorial  of 
1769,  as  well  as  in  public  treaty  since  the  independence  of  these  States. 
Thatthesaid  tract  of  land  being  thus  obtained  for  so  valuable  a  consid- 
eration, and  with  every  circumstance  of  Notoriety  and  authority  that  can 
give  validity  to  any  grant,  was  afterwards,  (as  being  included  within 
the  bounds  of  a  larger  tract  of  land  called  Vandalia.)  by  an  order  of  the 
King  of  Great  Britain  in  Council,  before  the  declaration  of  the  indepen- 
dency of  these  States,  separated  from  the  dominion  which  in  the 
right  of  the  Crown,  Virginia  claimed  over  it;  and  notification  was  given 
to  the  said  six  Nations  that  the  said  tract  of  Vandalia,  including  Indi- 
ana aforesaid,  was  to  be  erected  into  a  separate  Government,  under  the 
Sovereignty  of  the  said  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  therefore  your 
memorialists  are  advised  that  the  said  tract  of  country  cannot  remain 
now  subject  to  the  .Turisdietion  of  Virginia,  or  of  any  particular  State, 
but  of  the  whole  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  in  whom  the 
Sovereignty  is  now  vested.  That  your  memorialists  find  themselves 
obliged  to  represent  with  regret  that  some  late  ads  of  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia, directing  the  sale  of  the  lands  in  question  to  commence  in  October 
next,  for  the  particular  benefit  of  that  State,  seem  intended  to  prevent 
and  defeat  the  interposition  of  Congress  on  a  matter  of  the  utmost 
national  consequence  to  all  these  States,  and  appear  s.ubversive  of  every 
rule  of  Justice  in  the  determination  either  of  private  or  public  property, 
for  the  following  among  other  reasons: 

First.  Because  your  memorialists  apprehend  that  the  order  of  councill 
above  referred  to  was  a  sufficient  separation  of  the  lands  in  question 
from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Virginia,  who  could  only  claim  the  same  under 
the  Crown,  and  that  if  any  doubt  (tould  arise  thereon,  the  United  States, 
as  successors  to  the  Sovereignty,  are  the  only  Judges,  but  that  Virginia 
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has  constituted  herself  a  judgii  in  her  own  cause,  and  for  her  own  emohi-        1792. 
ment,  begun  to  seize  aud  set  up  for  sale   the  property  of  the  said  dis-  August  11th 
tressed  traders  and  their  fitmiiies,  so   fairly  obtained,  and  for-  so  great  a 
consideration. 

Seeondlj^.  Because  the  said  proceedings  of  Virginia  seem  to  invalidate 
a  solemn  Treaty  made  with  independent  Indian  Nations,  and  fully  recog- 
nized by  all  those  states  as  of  the  greatest  national  advantage,  the  basis 
of  which,  as  before  mentioned,  was  an  act  of  Justice  to  the  said  Traders. 
And  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  wisdom,  policy  and  Justice  of  these  states  will 
never  suffer  such  a  spectacle  to  be  exhibited  to  the  world  as  a  ''heathen 
people  seeking  to  do  a  deliberate  and  solemn  act  of  Justice,  while  a 
christian  State  strives  to  prevent  them."  Nor  let  it  once  be  made  a 
question  whether  Sovereign  and  free  Indian  Nations  may  not  recom- 
pense an  Injury  or  satisfy  a  debt  by  a  sale  ot  part  of  their  own  lands; 
but  that  the  debt  and  injury  are  both  to  be  raised  against  them  at  a 
future  daj'. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  pray  this  honorable  House  to  take  their 
distressed  ease  into  speedy  consideration,  and  that  such  order  may  be 
directed  therein  as  in  your  wisdom  j'ou  may  think  proper  to  stay  Vir- 
ginia in  the  sale  of  the  lands  in  question,  till  Virginia  as  well  as  your 
memorialists  can  be  heard  before  your  Honorable  House,  and  the  whole 
rights  of  a  tract  of  land  called  Vandalia,  of  which  Indiana  is  part,  shall 
be  ascertained  in  such  manner  as  may  tend  to  support  the  sovereignty 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  Just  rights  of  individuali-  therein.  And 
your  memorialists  as  in  duty  hound  shall  pray.

The  Committees  to  whom  the  cessions  of  New  York,  Virginia,  Con- 
necticut, the  petitions  of  the  Indiana,  Vandalia,  Illinois,  and  Wabash 
Companies  were  referred,  do  report  that  having  had  a  meeting  with  the 
Agents  on  the  part  of  New  York,  Connecticut,  and  Virginia,  the  Agents 
for  New  York  and  Connecticut  laid  before  your  Committee  their  sev- 
eral claims  to  the  lands  said  to  be  contained  in  their  several  States,  to- 
gether with  vouchers  to  support  the  same;  but  the  Delegates  on  the 
part  of  Virginia  declining  any  elucidation  of  their  claim,  either  to  the 
lands  ceded  in  the  act  referred  to  your  Committee,  or  the  lands  requested 
to  be  guaranteed  to  the  said  State  by  Congress,  delivered  to  j'our  Com- 
mittee the  written  paper  hereto  annexed  and  numbered  twenty.  That 
your  Committee  have  carefully  examined  all  the  Vouchers  laid  before 
them,  and  obtained  all  the  information  into  the  state  of  the  lands  men- 
tioned in  the  several  cessions  aforesaid,  and  having  maturely  considered 
the  same,  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion,  and  do  report  the  following 
resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  Congress  cannot,  consistent  with  the  interest  of  the 
United  States,  the  duty  they  owe  to  their  constituents,  or  the  rights 
necessarilj'  invested  in  them  as  the  sovereign  power  of  the  United  States, 
accept  of  the  cession  proposed  to  be  made  by  the  State  of  Virginia,  or 
guarantee  the  tract  of  country  claimed  by  them  in  their  act  of  cession 
referred  to  your  Committee. 

For  that  it  appeared  that  a  large  tract  of  said  lands  hath  been  legall}'^ 
and  equitably  sold  and  conveyed  away  under  the  Government  of  Great 
Britain,  befoi-e  the  Deciai-ation  of  Independence,  b3'  persons  claiming 
the  absolute  ])roperty  thereof. 

Your  Committee  further  report  that  they  have  had  a  conference  with 
the  Agents  for  the  several  petitioners,  calling  themselves  the  Indiana, 
Vandalia,  Illinois,  and  Wabash  Companies,  and  also  of  Colonel  Croghan, 
and  have  seen  and  carefully  examined  their  several  vouchers  and  deeds, 
to  which  conference  your  Committee  invited  the  Delegates  for  Connecti- 
cut, Now  York,  and  Virginia,  but  the  Delegates  for  Virginia  refused  to 
attend. 

On  the  whole,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  purchase.^  of 
Colonel  Croghan  and  the  Indiana  Company  were  made  bona  fide  for  a 
valuable  consideration,  according  to  the  then  usage  and  custom  of  pur- 
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ehasing  lands  from  tho  Indians,  with  the  knowlodgii,  consent  and  appro-       1792. 
bation  of  the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  tho  then  Government  of  Now  August  11th 
York  and  Virginia,  and  therefore  do  recommend  that  it  bo — 

Resolved  that  if  the  said  lands  are  finally  oodod  or  adjudged  to  the 
United  States  in  point  of  Jurisdiction,  that  Congress  will  confirm  to 
such  of  the  said  purchasers  who  are  and  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  or  either  of  them,  their  rospoctivo  proportions  and  shares  of  said 
lands,  making  a  reasonable  deduction  for  tho  value  of  the  quit-Rents 
reserved  by  the  Crown  of  England.

by  putting  the  said  Mary  Adkins  in  bodily  fear,  to  ravish  her,  the  said 
Mary.

being  no  Jail  in  this  county  for  the  confinement  of  criminals),  the  said 
Torn  made  his  escape  from  the  guard  to  whose  custody  he  was  commit- 
ted. And  now,  at  this  day,  to-wit:  (a  majority  of  the  court  here  pres- 
ent), the  seventh  day  of  August,  1792:  the  said  Tern  being  retaken,  on 
the  motion  of  the  deputy  Attorney  for  the  Commonwealth  that  this 
Court  would  now  order  their  former  Judgment  to  be  put  in  Execution 
upon  him,  the  said  Team,  for  the  Felony  aforesaid.  On  consideration

ment  4^1,   jn^tant,  enclosing  copies  of  a  letter  from   Autliur  Campbell,  Esq., 

Lieutenant  of  Washington  County,  dated  July  19th,  and  from  Colonel 
B.  Wilson  commanding  the  Harrison  Militia,  dated  21  July,  also  in- 
forming of  the  departure  of  his  Excellency  Governor  Lee  for  the  south- 
western Frontier.  My  Last  letter  from  Governor  Blount  was  dated  on 
the  4th  of  July.  He  mentioned  that  he  had  then  called  into  service  a 
troop  of  Horse,  without  specifying  the  nuinbcrs  which  would  serve  as 
an  escort  for  him  and  General  Pickens  to  Nashville,  for  which  place  they 
should  set  out  the  next  day.  As  the  goods  were  to  be  accompanied  by 
some  respectable  Chiefs  of  the  Cherokees  down  the  Tennessee,  together 
with  the  proper  crews  and  Guards,  Governour  Blount  did  not  seem  to  be 
apprehensive  of  danger. 

It  is  to  be  greatly  desired  that  Governour  Blount  should  terminate 
all  the  disputes  with  the  neighboring  Indians,  and  find  some  other  wa3' 
than  actual  force  to  keep  the  refractory  part  of  the  Chiccaraagoes  quiet. 
If  war  shall  once  commence  with  the  Cherokees,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
prevent  its  spreading  generally  throughout  the  southei'n  Tribes. 

The  result  of  the  Grand   National  Council  of  the  Cherokees  held  at 
.   Estanaula,  from  the  26th  of  June  to  the  first  of  July,  appeared  to  be 
favorable  to  a  general  pacification.     This  council  granted  the  Escort  of 
the  Chiefs  to  the  goods,  after  which  it  is  not  probable  that  anj'  individ- 
uals would  attempt  violence  thereon. 

Had  any  injury  been  attempted  either  upon  the  party  with  the  goods 
or  the  Governor,  it  is  most  likely  that  we  should  have  been  informed 
thereof  before  the  present  time. 

It  is  therefore  much  to  be  hoped  that  the  information  given  by  the 
Chief  mentioned  by  Colonel  Campbell,  of  the  had  designs  of  the  Chero- 
kees was  not  well  founded.

August  24th  A.  Lewis  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Castlewoods  On  Monday  night  last,  I  returned  from  the  pursuit  of  the  Indians 

Fort  Lee    that  did  the  mischief  in  New  Garden  on  the  13th  ol'  this  instant.     I  had 
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started  with  thirty-four  men  to  Kentucky  to  rout  some  Indians  that  I  1792. 
was  informed  was  eamp'd  there,  and  supposed  to  be  the  ones  that  visited  August  24th 
this  County.  I  had  not  marched  more  than  seven  or  eight  miles,  when 
an  express  came  to  me  of  the  mischief  done  in  the  Garden,  in  the  fol- 
lowing words:  that  four  persons  were  killed,  12  or  14  prisoners  taken; 
the  number  of  Indians  not  known,  but  not  less  than  forty.  I  immediately 
changed  my  rout,  and  I  suppose  such  a  chain  of  mountains  was  never 
crossed  by  any  sett  of  men  before,  and  fifteen  days  provisions  on  our 
backs.  The  distance  I  had  to  march  before  I  would  strike  their  trail 
was  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  unless  I  had  fell  in  too  far  behind  them. 
My  intention  was  if  possible  to  strike  Sandy  river  low  down,  so  as  to 
be  before  them  or  shortly  after.  On  the  17th,  in  the  evening,  I  struck 
the  river,  about  four  miles  below  the  station  evacuated  by  our  people 
last  spring.  We  found  there  only  the  sign  of  some  coming  into  the 
settlement,  vvhich  we  supposed  to  be  the  same.  There  was  no  person 
with  me  that  ever  had  been  at  the  station,  and  I  expected  if  I  could 
find  it  to  see  more  sign,  but  unluckily  took  the  wrong  side  of  the  Eiver 
and  thick  cane-breaks,  and  was  at  a  loss  to  find  it.  I  halted  and  sent 
two  of  the  scouts  in  search  of  it.  They  had  not  been  gone  but  a  few 
minutes  before  they  returned  and  s'd  from  the  noise  of  fire  and  smoke 
that  the  Houses  were  then  fired,  but  could  not  cross  the  Eiver  to  be 
certain.  I  then  found  myself  in  a  disagreabln  situation,  as  I  fully  ex- 
pected they  were  there,  and  1  knew  nothing  of  the  I'ecovery  of  the 
prisoners.  As  we  had  made  considerable  sign  on  both  sides  of  the 
Eiver,  and  were  then  on  the  contrary  side  from  them,  I  knew  delay 
would  not  do.  1  expected  if  the  station  was  afire,  that  they  were  about 
to  move  off,  and  of  course  would  fall  on  our  sign  on  which  they  would 
immediately  murder  the  prisoners;  to  prevent  this,  as  I  had  chosen  men 
and  my  anxiety  to  save  the  lives  of  the  prisoners,  I  divided  my  men, 
determined  to  risk  a  battle  with  half  their  number,  as  I  had  then  no  reason 
to  believe  their  number  to  be  under  forty.  X  sent  one-half  down  the 
Eiver  to  cross,  and  march'd  the  other  party  up  and  cross'd  a  small  dis- 
tance above  them,  so  had  they  have  left  the  place  we  would  meet.  As 
soon  as  I  got  over  we  found  the  Houses  were  not  fired,  but  had  encamped 
in  the  yard  by  the  direction  of  the  smoak,  for  the  weeds,  cane,  and  Hemp 
was  so  tall  that  we  could  not  tell  their  number,  nor  even  see  them  untill  we 
were  within  fifteen  steps  of -them,  and  Just  as  we  got  sight  of  them,  and 
our  guns  presented,  they  discovered  us  and  run.  Several  guns  were  fired 
at  them,  but  as  they  were  in  a  few  steps  out  of  our  sight,  cannot  bo 
certain  that  any  were  killed,  but  one.  We  got  every  kind  of  arms  & 
accoutrements  they  had,  and  nine  horses  they  had  stolen  from  the  Gar- 
den which  I  restored  to  the  owners.  As  they  are  gone  naked  and  with- 
out either  arms  or  ammunition,  I  doubt  their  ever  seeing  their  own 
country.  It  may  bethought  this  murder  might  have  been  prevented; 
the  Garden  was  considered  safe,  for  since  the  first  settling  of  it  there 
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1792.  has  been  but  one  person  killed,  and  that  five  or  six  years  past.  There 
August  24thi  was  but  few  men  to  guard  the  places  that  apjocarod  to  bo  more  exposed. 

In  my  opinion  the  most  effectual  method  to  save  this  county,  which 
I  believe  to  bo  the  most  exposed  of  any  now  in  the  State  of  Virginia, 
would  be  to  raise  troops  to  serve  a  considerable  time,  &  after  winter 
quarters  to  be  here  on  any  fix'd  day  early  in  the  Spring  and  have  a 
chain  of  Garrisons  from  one  end  of  the  county  to  the  other,  some  dis- 
tance from  the  Inhabitants.  With  this  encouragement,  all  the  Land 
lying  within  the  Garrisons  would  bo  stowed  thick  with  people.  If  this 
method  of  defence  should  be  taken,  and  I  meet  your  consent,  I  would 
take  the  command  and  have  the  troops  in  readiness,  provided  I  was 
under  the  command  of  no  oflftcer,  but  under  the  direction  of  the  Execu- 
tive. It  would  be  necessary  to  know  this  early,  as  many  of  the  most 
export  woodmen  now  in  the  company  would  again  enlist,  and  men  long 
kept  in  that  service  are  much  better  than  new  troops,  unacquainted 
with  the  woods  or  the  Indian  manner  of  war.  Mr.  Kent  also  hopes,  if 
troops  are  continued  for  a  time  in  this  frontier,  from  the  general  acquaint- 
ance ho  has  with  the  Inhabitants  and  satisfaction  rendered  to  soldiers  & 
officers,  to  meet  your  approbation  for  a  continuance  in  the  business. 

I  was,  on  mj'  return  from  Sandy,  extremely  unhappy  to  hear  of  your 
departure  without  seeing  you,  for  no  persuasions  or  any  other  method  I 
can  take  will  convince  the  people  of  the  folly  of  their  careless  manner 
of  living,  and  apjiear  to  bo  under  no  apprehension  of  danger,  where  they 
have  the  greatest  right  momently  to  expect  it. 

In  one  of  your  letters  to  me  you  mention  monthly  returns  of  the 
service  of  the  soldiers.  I  am  at  a  loss  how  it  is  to  be  done.  Accidental 
conveyances  are  not  to  bo  met  with  oftcn^by  Express  would  be  expen- 
sive. The  militia  sent  to  our  assistance  will,  I  fear,  bo  of  little  service, 
as  thoy  stay  but  a  few  days — untill  some  of  them  think  they  have  a 
right,  &  take  the  liberty  to  return.

Mecklenb'g  Yours  by  Express  of  the  20th  inst.  came  to  hand  yesterday  evening.

here.     You'l  please  be  particular  in  j'our  directions  respecting  him,  as  I 
suppose  bis  obtaining  his  pardon  depends  in  a  great  measure  on  his  con- 
victing others. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  there  are  several  who  have  been  concei-ned  in 
passing  this  counterfeit  .nonej'  whom  Burton  must  know;  and  although 
I  believe  Mallett  has  instructed  Burton  to  make  the  money,  yet  I  believe 
Burton  has  made  a  great  deal  of  it  himself,  as  some  things  have  been 
found  in  his  shop  which  authorize  this  opinion.  A  man  named  Robert 
Burton,  who  worked  with  Burton,  has  gone  off  with  Frank  Mallett.  He 
is  supposed  to  have  been  concerned  in  this  business.

There  appears  to  be  about  twelve  pounds  of  the  powder  lost  out  ot  the 
broken  Kegg,  which  I  think  is  owing  to  the  bad  Kogg,  and  not  to  any 
negect  of  the  Waggoner.  The  above  ammunition  to  be  used  for  the 
defence  of  Monongalia  District.

Sir: 

It  is  with  reluctance  I  set  down  to  trouble  you  again  respecting  the  August  30th 
transactions  of  our  Court,  but,  Sir,  after  perusing  the  sequel  of  this  Buckingham 
lettei',  doubt  not  but  the  goodness  of  your  heart,  as  well  as  your  wish  *'°'^"  ^ 
for  regular  and  due  administration  of  Justice,  will  pardon  me  for  the 
liberty  I  hereby  take  of  informing  that  at  our  May  or  Juno  Court  last, 
a  motion  was  made  for  adding  to  the  list  of  Magistrates,  by  recommend- 
ing a  number  of  Gentlemen  to  the  Executive,  in  order  to  be  commis- 
sioned. This  motion  I  then  opposed  as  improper,  there  being  but  a  thin 
court,  and  introduced  an  order  by  which  the  sheritf  was  required  to 
notify  to  every  gentleman  in  the  county  who  was  comprised  in  the  com- 
mission of  the  Peace,  that  at  the  next  court  a  new  arrangement  of 
the  commission  was  to  take  place;  And  that  the  court  then  sitting 
requested  the  magistrates,  as  well  as  those  in  the  commission  who  had 
not  qualified,  to  give  their  attendance,  or  to  signify  from  under  their 
hands  whether  they  intended  to  qualify  and  Act.  That  the  court  might 
see  whether  they  could  with  propriety  ask  for  more  members  of  the 
Executive.  This  order  was  executed  in  part  by  the  sheriff,  and  reported 
to  court,  who  thought  proper  to  continue  it  for  another  court  that  it 
might  be  compleated.  It  was  continued  until  August  Court,  at  which  I 
attended  the  first  and  second  day,  during  which  nothing  respecting  the 
business  was  done.  And  I  am  informed,  on  the  third  or  fourth  day,  the 
Court,  consisting,  no  doubt,  of  members  to  suit  their  own  conveniences, 
proceeded  to  recommend  sundry  gentlemen  to  the  Executive  as  proper 
persons  for  magistrates,  without  having  the  order  aforesaid  compleatl^' 
executed.  I  shall  say  nothing  about  the  gentlemen  recommended  further 
than  I  believe  some  of  them  are  very  good  men,  and  might  answer  the 
purpose  very  well,  but  they  live  most  of  them  in  one  neighborhood,  where 
three  or  four  of  the  present  magistrates  are  within  a  few  miles  of  one 
another,  and  there  is  not  a  magistrate  within  fifteen  miles  of  me,  and  I 
will  venture  to  assure  some  as  proper  persons  as  any  in  the  county  live 
in  this  neighborhood. 

This,  sir,  is  like  some  of  the  proceedings  of  our  court  during  the 
administration  of  Edmund  Randolph,  Esq.,  who  without  any  hesitation 
refused  to  Commission  the  Gentlemen  recommended  by  a  Court  con- 
sisting of  so  small  a  number;  and,  sir,  all  I  have  to  request  now,  is  that 
your  Excellency  will  not  commission  the  gentlemen  now  recommended 
until  the  court  have  the  arrangement  agreable  to  their  order  ol  Kay  or 
June  last,  as  there  are  about  forty  gentlemen  who  have  acted  and  who 
are  still  comprized  in  the  commission  of  the  peace  for  our  Countj',  and 
to  add  to  that  number  while  they  have  it  in  their  power  to  servo,  would 
I  think,  be  making  the  office  too  cheap  for  us  to  support  that  dignity 
which  is  absolutely  necessary  lo  enforce  the  laws  properly;  and,  sir. 
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1792.  should  it  be  found  necessary  to  add  to  our  number,  I  think  it  highly 
August  30th  proper  that  a  Quorum  of  the  magistrates  of  the  County  should  be  pres- 
ent. I  am  sorry  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  send  you  the  order  of  Court 
r  'specting  the  Business.  The  Clerk's  office  being  twenty  miles  from 
me,  but,  sir,  if  it  is  necessary,  I  will  procure  and  wait  on  you  with 
them  in  Richmond. 

I  have  only  further  to  add  that  the  new  arrangement  of  the  militia 
will  require  perhaps  a  number  of  now  officers,  and  the  more  there  be  in 
a  neighborhood,  the  better  chance  ibr  preferment,  as  in  the  case  of 
Sheriffs.  With  respect  to  the  case  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  of  which  I  formerly 
wrote,  am  ha]ipy  to  inform  that  at  my  instance,  the  Court  reinstated 
him,  and  the  recommendation,  I  suppose,  is  or  will  be  sent  forward 
shortlj'.

Sir: 

Unless  the  original  lists  on  wliich  Mr.  SUiarL  tbunilod  his  indict- August  30th 
monts  against  the  delinquent  sheriffs  can  bo  regained,  those  very  neces- 
sary prosecutions  will  inevitably  be  defeated.  I  think  thcrcfbi'o,  it  may 
be  expedient  to  keep  them  upon  the  Docket  until  the  next  term  of  the 
court,  in  expectation  that  the  Documents  essential  to  support  them  may 
bo  recovered. 

With  respect  to  the  money  which  has  been  peculated  from  the  public 
Revenue,  so  soon  as  the  precise  sum  can  be  specified  and  ascertained,  1 
have  no  doubt  but  that  it  may  be  recovered  by  the  solicitor,  on  a  motion 
against  the  High  sheriff  notwithstanding  they  may  have  obtained  a 
quietus  from  the  Auditor;  But  if  that  mode  should  prove  ineffectual, 
which  I  do  not  apprehend,  the  principal  sheriffs  may  undoubtedly  be 
sued  on  their  official  bonds. 

From  Mr.  Stuart's  representation,  the  conduct  of  the  clerk  of  Augusta 
wears  a  suspicious  aspect.  For  any  mal-practice  or  misfeasance  in 
office,  he  is  indictable  in  the  district  Court,  if  indeed  he  has  connived  at 
or  in  any  manner  been  accessary  to  the  secreting  or  destruction  of  the 
original  Returns  of  the  sheriffs,  he  ought  to  be  removed  from  his  clerk- 
ship, which  by  the  constitution  of  this  state  can  only  be  effected  b}' 
filing  an  information  against  him  in  the  General  Court.

Trial  of  Watt,  a  slave,   the  Property  op  Isaac  Coles,  of  Hali-  xVugust  30th 
FAX  County,  for  Murder. 

At  a  Court  of  oyer  and  Terminer  held  at  the  Court  House  of  Pittsyl- 
vania County  the  30th  day  of  August,  1792,  for  the  trial  of  Watt,  a 
negro  man,  slave,  belonging  to  Isaac  Coles,  of  Halifax  County,  on  sus- 
picion of  having  feloniously  stabbed  and  killed  Simon,  a  negro  man, 
slave,  belonging  to  the  said  Isaac  Coles. 

Present — William  Todd,  Stephen  Coleman,  James  Johnson,  Vincent 
Shclton,  William  Clark,  Gents. 

The  said  Watt  was  lead  to  the  Bar  in  custody  of  William  Ward, 
Gent,  Sheriff  of  this  County,  to  whose  custody  &  on  the  cause  aforesaid 
he  was  committed,  &  it  being  demanded  of  him  whether  he  is  guilty  or 
not  guilty  of  the  fact  wherewith  he  stands  charged,  answered  not  guilty; 
whereupon  the  Court  proceeded  to  examine  divers  witnesses  as  well  on 
behalf  of  the  commonwealth  as  the  Prisoner  at  the  Bar,  who  was  fully 
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1792.  heard  in  his  own  defence.  On  consideration  whereof,  the  Court  is  of 
August  30th  opinion  that  the  said  Watt  is  guilty  of  the  fact  wherewith  he  stands 
charged,  &  therefore  it  is  ordered  that  he  be  Remanded  to  the  Goal  of 
this  county  &  there  to  remain  until  Friday,  the  12th  day  of  October 
next,  &  that  he  bo  then  conveyed  to  the  common  place  of  execution  & 
there  between  the  hours  of  12  &  2  o'd'k  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day,  be  hanged  by  the  neck  untill  he  be  dead,  and  the  said  Watt  is 
valued  by  the  court  to  seventy-five  pounds  current  money  of  Virginia, 
which  is  ordered  to  be  certified  to  the  next  General  Assembly  for  pay- 
ment.

August  30th        Upon  the  trial  of  Watt  for  the  murder  of  Cimon,  the  said   Watt  was 
found  guilty  upon  the  following  evidence: 

The  witness  declared  that  he  heard  a  dispute  between  the  said  Watt 
&  Cimon,  &  upon  Watt's  swearing  an  oath,  which  was  very  unusual  for 
him  to  do,  that  the  witness  was  induced  to  go  to  his  door  to  sec  what 
was  the  matter,  when  he  saw  Cimon  with  a  boe-helvo  raised  over  Watt's 
head  as  if  to  make  a  blow  at  him;  at  the  same  time  he  saw  Watt  strike 
at  Cimon,  but  did  not  discover  that  Watt  had  a  knife  in  his  hand.  A 
scuffle  ensued,  and  the  witness  went  iraraodiately  to  them,  which  was  in 
the  yard  of  the  House  of  the  said  Cimon  &  distant  about  fifty  yards  from 
the  House  of  the  witness,  &  upon  his  getting  to  the  place  where  they 
were.  Watt  got  up  with  a  Isnife  in  his  Hand,  &  Cimon  expired  instantly 
in  consequence  of  a  wound  he  received  in  his  left  Breast.  The  witness 
asked.  Watt  if  he  had  cut  him;  his  answer  was  that  he  had,  and  that  he 
had  a  great  mind  to  kill  vonus,  who  was  his  (Watt's)  wife.  But  at 
the  instance  of  the  witness  he  threw  down  the  knife,  and  shortly  after 
lamented  the  accident  very  much.  It  was  proved  that  Watt  &  Cimon 
had  lived  upon  good  terms,  &  that  Watt  was  a  peaceable  well-di8po.sed 
person;  that  the  quarrel  was  oc(;asioned  by  a  Fit  of  Jealously  on  the 
part  of  Watt,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  witness,  well  founded;  and  that 
from  the  beginning  of  it  to  Cimon's  death,  could  not  have  exceeded  a 
very  few  minutes.

Sir: 
Staunton  In  answer  to  your  Excellency's  favour  of  the  8th  of  June,  I  do 

myself  the  honor  of  informing  you  that  the  original  Insolvent  lists  in 
the  handwriting  of  the  persons  charged  in  several  Indictments  then 
depending  in  the  District  Court  of  Staunton,  were  delivered  by  me  with 
the  other  papers  &  Records  of  Augusta  Court,  to  Alexander  McClenachan 
on  the  2nd  day  of  October,  1791. 

My  suspicions  on  this  subject  produced  extreme  caution — (I  had  no 
less  than  four  respectable  witnesses  to  their  delivery).  Thoy  were 
created  at  first  from  the  intimacy  which  appeared  to  prevail  with  Mr. 
McClenachan  and  the  persons  accused  ;  all  of  whom  from  the  comuieucc- 
ment  of  the  prosecutions,  became  my  enemies.  I  was  at  length  con- 
firmed in  this  opinion  by  McClenachan  himself,  who  confessed  that  one 
of  the  accused  had  been  importunate  with  him  for  my  removal;  the 
sequel  of  this  business  has  sufficiently  Justified  my  precaution  and  sus- 
picions, 
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McClanaehan   hath   since  resigned   his  office,  the  condition  of  which       1792. 
will   appear  from  the  enclosed  copy  of  the  Record  of  that  transaction  ;   August  31st 
perhaps  I  may  not  view  this  transaction  as  favourably  as  some  others, 
as  I  intended  to  be  candidate  in  case  of  a  vacancy.

Whereupon  the  said  Alexander  McClenachan  did  make  a  resignation 
of  his  office  aforesaid;  which  being  accepted,  the  Court  proceeded  to 
appoint  Jacob  Kinney  clerk  of  the  county  of  Augusta  in  his  room,  who 
thereupon  took  the  oaths  prescribed  by  law,  and  entered  into  Bond  & 
security  as  the  law  directs,  which  is  acknowledged  by  the  obligors  seve- 
rally in  court. 

To  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  in  the  resignation  of  Alexander 
McClenachan,  Alexander  Robertson,  David  Stephenson,  James  Ramsey 
&  William  Robertson,  Gents,  entered  their  dissent,  because  they  conceive 
that  the  acceptance  of  a  conditional  resignation  is  contrary  to  the  consti- 
tution of  Government.

Sir: 

I  have  this  day  rec'd  a  letter  from  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  inclos-  Staunton 
ing  a  report  of  ye  Attorney-General  on  the  subject  of  yu  sheriff  of  Au- 
gusta, &  am  still  at  a  loss  respecting  what  is  supposed  to  be  my  duty  in 
ye  business.  To  be  sure,  if  j'e  quantum  of  money  due  ye  public  can  be 
ascertained,  there  can  bo  no  doubt  ot  its  recoverj',  &  the  only  Doubt  is 
whether  that  quantum  is  to  be  ascertained  by  a  suit  on  ye  sheriff's 
bond,  assigning  mal-practices  as  a  breaches  of  the  condition,  or  whether 
should  that  be  thought  improper,  an  action  of  deceit  would  lie;  and  if  , 
so,  in  whose  name  should  ye  suit  be  brought.     If  Mr.  Attorney  supposes 
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1792.  a  motion  c6uld  be  sustained  by  yo  solicitor,  the  shortness  of  ye  Remedy 
August  31st  &  ye  publicity  of  ye  trial,  I  trust,  would  recommend  that  mode  to  j'our 
Excellency,  &  should  it  fail  possibly  an  opinion  during  its  investigation 
would  be  drawn  from  the  Judges  which  might  be  instantly  pursued. 
But  should  this  mode  be  declined,  I  will  cheerfully  in  the  first  instance 
pursue  any  direction  given  me.  If  I  am  to  begin  it,  I  wish  to  receive 
from  Mr.  Attorney  explicit  directions  as  soon  as  possible.

Sept.  2d  David  Blount  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Knoxville  Yesterday  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  letters  of  the  15th  March 

and  14th  September  by  the  hands  of  Mr.  James  Thompson,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Jessee  Evans  and  Mr.  John  Brackinridge,  who  also  delivered  me 
sundry  Documents  touching  their  complaints.  It  would,  as  you  assured 
them,  have  afforded  me  groat  pleasure  to  have  given  immediate  redress 
to  their  wrongs,  but  that  is  to  be  found  in  the  Courts  of  law  only,  in 
which  I  have  no  doubt  but  Justice  will  be  impartially  administered,  if 
demanded,  as  sjjoedily  as  the  multiplicity  of  Business  before  them  will 
permit. 

I  am,  sir,  truly  sensible  of  the  value  of  an  exchange  of  good  offices 
with  the  dignified  state  over  which  you  preside,  and  shall  be  ever  happy 
in  rendering  such  on  the  part  of  this  Territory.  In  doing  this  I  shall 
indulge  my  inclinations  as  well  as  consult  the  soundest  maxims  of  policy. 

I  have  also  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  on  the  subject  of 
the  Boundary  line  between  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia  and  this 
Territory,  inclosing  an  Act  concerning  the  same,  and  your  Proclamation 
for  the  promulgation  thereof 

Whether  Henderson's  line  is  right  in  preference  to  Watkins',  or  the 
contrary,  or  whether  either  is  right,  I  conceive  is  yet  to  be  determined; 
^  but  North  Carolina  having  exercised   Jurisdiction   to  Henderson's  line 

from  the  time  it  wa.s  run  without  any  objection  on  the  part  of  the  State 
of  Virginia,  to  the  time  the  State  of  North  Carolina  passed  the  Act  of 
cession,  and  after  to  the  dissolution  of  the  Government  of  North  Caro- 
lina as  to  the  part  ceded,  and  the  organization  of  the  Territorial  Gov- 
ernment thereon,  a  term  of  more  than  ten  years.  I  conceived  it  my  duty 
as  Governor,  also  to  extend  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Territorial  Govern- 
ment to  Henderson's  lino,  and  still  believing  it  my  duty,  the  law  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  your  proclamation,  notwithstauding,  I  shall  continue  to  oxer- 
^  cise  it  to  that  Line,  until  I  shall  receive  instruction  to  the  contrary  from 
the  federal  Government. 
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It  is  observable  that  the  act  of  Virginia  declaring  Watkins'  line  to  be  1792. 
southern  boundary  is  founded  upon  a  Resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  Sept.  2d 
North  Carolina,  establishing  that  Line  as  the  boundary  between  Vir- 
ginia and  that  state,  and  not  upon  the  principle  that  that  line  is  pre- 
cisely where  it  ought  to  be,  and  no  doubt  that  resolution  and  your  act 
effectually  fixes  that  as  the  Line  between  North  Carolina  and  Virginia; 
but  it  is  equally  clear  that  no  Resolution  or  act  ot  North  Carolina  passed 
after  Congress  had  accepted  the  cession  of  that  state,  which  is  unques- 
tionably the  case  with  the  Resolution  on  which  your  Act  is  founded, 
can  be  so  construed  as  to  bind  the  United  States  to  consider  that  Line 
as  the  boundary  between  Virginia  and  this  Territory.  I  have  stated  the 
circumstances  respecting  the  boundary  between  Virginia  and  this  Terri- 
tory in  the  clearest  terms  I  am  capable  of,  to  the  Secretary  of  State.  I 
have  my  hopes  that  some  measures  will  shortly  be  taken  to  terminate 
the  dispute,  and  I  assure  you  that  I  heartily  lament  that  any  cause  of 
controversy  should  have  arisen  which  may  distrust  the  Harmony  which 
1  ardently  wish  ever  to  exist  between  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia 
and  this  Territory,  and  that  I  have  the  honor  to  be  with  very  great 
Respect,

Sir: 

The  inclosed  letter  from   Col.  G.  Christian  may  give  necessary-  in-  Washington 
formation  respecting  the  part  Governour  Blount  has  acted  in  opposing      county 
the  laws  of  Virginia  respecting  the  southern    boundary  of  the  State. 
The  alarm  of  the  Inhabitants  in  the  Western   extremity  of  this  county 
was  occasioned  when  your  Excellency  was  in  these  parts — no  damage 
was  done. 

There  is  no  doubt  the  Cherokees  are  acting  hastilely  against  the  Uni- 
ted States,  chifly  under  cover  of  the  war  with  the  northwards.  I  expect 
every  day  to  hear  of  a  blow  struck  in  Powell's  valley,  or  on  the  Ken- 
tucky path.  We  hope  the  Chocktaws  and  Chickasaws  have  not  acted 
in  the  late  Treaty  merely  to  amuse  the  superintendent  and  receive  pres- 
ents, but  that  something  beneficial  will  be  the  result.

I  have  received  a  few  lines  from  you  wherein  you  request  a 
copy  of  Governour's  orders  to  me  respecting  the  Jurisdiction  and  claims

Sept.  4th  wrote  to  j'ou  in  fuJl  my  sentiments  on  the  subject  agreably  to  the  cession 
Act;  at  which  time  1  had  no  special  ordei-  respecting  the  people  between 
the  lines,  and  I  wrote  to  tho  G-overnour  to  know  how  I  should  act.  Ho 
.sicnt  mc  orders  in  these  words,  "that  I  was  to  pa}'  no  respect  to  the 
claims  or  to  the  Jurisdiction  that  Virginia  had  to  the  lands  between  the 
lines,  but  to  punish  offenders  against  our  laws  so  residing  as  elsewhere.

I  take  the  liberty  to  advise  that  Mr.  Stuart  be  directed  to  intstitute  Sept.  7tti 
suits  against  the  High  Sheriffs  of  Augusta  on  their  official  bonds,  for 
ihe  defaults  and  mal-practices  of  their  deputies,  which  -will,  i  believe, 
be  the  most  effectual  mode  of  ascertaining  the  probable  sum  which  has 
been  plundered  from  the  public  revenue.  Those  suits  should  be  insti- 
tuted on  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  the  Sheriff's  bonds  are 
given,  who  are.  I  presume,  the  magistrates  of  the  County  of  Augusla, 
tho.  very  frequently  they  are  taken  in  the  name  of  the  Governor  for  the 
time  being  and  his  successor,  and  sometimes  in  the  name  of  tho  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  in  either  style  an  action  may  be  sustained.

Ebenezek  TO  Gen.  James  Wood.  Sept.  7th 

Dear  Sir: 

I  received  your  letter  dated  at  Richmond,  June  25th  last,  and    Wheeling 
am  happy  to  find  the  Executive  show  a  Disposition  to  give  protection 
to  the  Distressed  Frontiers  of  this  County.     The  Detachment  of  Rangers 
you  mention  from  Conaway  is  not  yet  arrived. 

The  ammunition  you  say  was  ordered  from  Winchester  to  Morgan- 
town,  a  part  of  which  was  intended  for  this  County.  I  have  heard 
nothing  of  its  being  brought  into  the  County.  I  have  spoke  to  Coll. 
Shepherd  respecting  the  ammunition;  he  says  he  has  had  no  instruc- 
tion froui  Government  ros])ecting  the  Gunpowder.  I  have  also  spoke 
to  Capt.  McMachen;  he  does  not  say  that  he  has  any  instructions  about 
it,  and  being  a  Federal  officer,  it  appears  to  me  his  attention  is  in  a  great 
measure  taken  from  the  security  of  the  frontiers  of  this  County. 

1  have  the  fullest  confidence  that  you  will  assist  our  Delegates  in 
making  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  security  of  the  Frontier  tcie 
next  summer. 

The  Indians  have  Killed,  taken  and  wounded  Eleven  persons  in  this 
neighborhood  since  you  was  here  last  summer,  and  would  in  all  proba- 
bility have  Killed  or  Destroyed  a  great  many  more  had  not  the  dry  sea- 
son we  had  this  summer  been  a  detriment  to  them.

Sir: 
Sept.  10th  It  is  with  pleasure  I  communicate  the  account  of  return  of  Col. 

Hardin  to  Fort  Washington.  This  narration  is  concisely  this,  that  he 
reached  the  Sandusky  Village  unmolested;  but  was  there  made  a  pris- 
oner with  the  man  that  accompanied  him — both  of  whom  was  con- 
demned to  death,  and  the  Col.  had  the  affliction  to  bo  a  spectator  when 
his  fellow  traveller  was  committed  to  the  flames.  The  following  day 
was  allotted  tor  his  Execution,  but  in  the  night  eight  young  men  of  the 
Wyandot  tribe  stole  him  from  his  keepers,  concealed  him  some  days  in 
a  wood,  and  then  set  out  with  him  for  Fort  Jefferson,  where  they  all 
arrived  safe.  We  are  assured  that  the  Illinois  and  Wabash  Indians  are 
disposed  to  treat  with  the  United  States  for  peace,  But  that  the  Miamis, 
Chippewas,  and  the  Shawancsc  &  Delawares  continue  inveterate  enemies. 
This  inttilligcnce  comes  from  Post  Vincenncs.  Governour  Blount  has 
had  an  interview  with  a  number  of  the  Cherokee  Chiefs  since  his  return 
from  Nashville.  He  with  warmth  complained  of  the  depredations  of 
their  disorderly  young  men,  and  added  his  people  would  pursue  &  kill 
all  that  was  met  with,  if  an  instant  stop  was  not  put  to  future  attacks. 
An  old  chief  answered  laconically  That  his  people  had  guns  and  could 
shoot  too.  On  our  frontier  northwardly,  all  is  quiet  since  the  affair  in 
the  New  Garden.

Sir: 
Morgan-  I  was  honored  with  the  receipt  of  your  favour  of  the  26th  of  June, 

advising  me  of  a  quantity  of  ammunition  which  you  have  ordered  to 
my  care  for  the  use  of  our  frontiers,  viz:  1,000  lbs.  powder,  1,500  flints, 
and  1,226  lbs.  lead,  which  agreeably  to  the  marks  on  their  packages, 
came  safe  to  hand,  except  a  q'r  cask  of  the  powder  that  was  stove  in  the 
waggon,  from  which  little  of  the  powder  was  saved. 

Agreeably  to  your  request,  I  forwarded  your  letters  to  the  Captains 
McMahon  and  Lowther,  both  of  which  I  have  since  seen,  and  requested 
them  to  remove  the  quotas  of  ammunition  they  designed  for  each 
County,  into  the  Counties  respectively,  for  the  convenience  of  the  peo- 
ple in  the  frontiers,  but  it  remains  in  my  hand,  except  what  I  have  issued 
to  the  rangers  in  this  county,  owing  I  suppose  to  their  having  enough 
for  the  time  being,  having  been  careful  of  their  former  supplies,  but  we 
(less  provident),  ware  obliged  to  break  in  upon  it  immediately  upon  its 
arrival. 

I  can  say  little  about  the  management  of  the  officers  and  rangers  in 
Ohio  County,  as  they  lay  at  a  considerable  distance  from  me,  and  from 
the  present  arrangements  no  report  is  necessary  to  be  made  here,  not- 
withstanding, 1  am  persuaded  (from  my  knowledge  of  the  Gentlemen 
who  hath  the  command),  that  every  thing  is  right. 

Captain  Lowther  hath  visited  the  stations  in  this  County  once,  and  I 
firmly  believe  is  doing  every  thing  in  his  power  for  the  benefit  of  the 
frontiers,  and  believe  me,  I  shall  always  think  myself  happy  when  I  can 
oblige  the  state  or  j-ou,  more  especially  when  I  can  therebj' promote  the 
happiness  of  the  Western  Countr3^ 

Mr.  John  Davis,  a  delegate  for  this  County,  will  hand  you  this,  whom 
suffer  me  to  introduce  as  a  gentl'm'n  of  my  acquaintance.  He  is  a 
young  member,  and  may  want  information,  and  any  civilitj'-  you  may 
think  proper  to  show  him,  will  be  gratefully  acknowledged  by  him.

H.  Knox,  Secretary  of  War,  to  the  Governor.  Sept.  15th 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Excellency's         War 
favor  of  the  7th  instant,  which    was   highly  acceptable  as  it  contained  Department 
the  first  information  of  the  safe  arrival  of  Governour  Blount,  General 
Pickens,  and  the  goods  at  Nashville. 

The  frontiers  on  the  Ohio  were  in  a  state  of  general  tranquility  on 
the  7th  instant.  The  waters  of  that  Eiver  were  lower  than  were  ever 
before  known,  which  prevented  the  descent  of  some  detachments  from 
Port  Pitt  to  Fort  Washington. 

The  troops  under  General  Wayne  had  assembled  in  considerable  num- 
bers at  Port  Pitt,  and  he  was  assiduously  employed  in  disciplining  them 
for  the  nature  of  the  service  in  which  they  are  to  be  employed. 

The  tranquility  of  the  Prontiers  may  probably  be  ascribed  to  the 
deliberations  of  the  hostile  Indians  on  the  pacific  overtures  made  to 
them,  notwithstanding  the  certain  loss  of  poor  Major  Trueman,  who 
was  killed  by  an  Indian  hunter  and  a  boy,  and  the  probable  fate  of  Col- 
onel Hardin,  of  which  we  have  no  certain  account;  yet  it  is  highly 
probable  Captain  Hendricks,  a  friendly  and  sensible  indian  of  the  Six 
Nations,  arrived  at  the  Miami  Eiver  about  the  25th  of  June,  charged 
with  the  pacific  desires  of  the  General  Government. 

A  Great  deputation  of  the  Six  Nations  and  the  Canada  Indians  were 
10  follow,  but  from  the  time  they  left  the  vicinity  of  Niagara,  it  is  not 
probable  they  have  long  arrived  among  the  hostile  Indians.

Sir: 
Sept.  15th  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  that  since  about  the  last  of  July,  the 

Harrison  Co.  Indians  has  not  made  any  incursions  on  this  County  Randolph,  nor  the 
upper  parts  of  Monongalia  Count3^  Between  the  middle  of  June  and 
last  of  July,  the  Indians  made  three  incursions;  Took  off  about  22 
Horses,  but  happily  took  no  lives.  A  party  of  my  men  stationed  on  the 
Ohio  fell  on  the  last  company  of  In^lians,  Trail  followed,  overtook  the 
Indians,  wounded  one,  by  appearance  mortally,  and  Retook  the  horses, 
which  was  6  only  they  had.  A  few  days  after,  the  Indians  captivated 
one  man,  who  has  since  escaped  before  they  got  to  their  towns.  He 
informs  that  they  were  determined  to  burn  him.  I  keep  strict  look  out 
and  hopes  it  they  break  in  past  my  Rangers  and  Scouts,  that  they  shall 
meet  the  deserved  ****** 

I  have  made  out  a  pay  abstract  for  the  Rangers  and  Scouts  in  Harri- 
son and  Ensign  Line,  Morgan's  Command,  and  has  directed  Lieut.  Whit- 
man to  make  out  a  pay  abstract  for  the  Rangers  and  Scouts  under  his 
immediate  Command.  There  is  some  imperfections  no  doubt  in  these 
two  abstracts  sent  by  Mr.  Mastain.  I  hope  you  will  correct  and  order 
payment.  Sir,  your  kindness  and  uncommon  attention  to  our  frontiers 
by  sending  out  General  Wood  has  much  spirited  our  destroyed  frontiers, 
and  the  arrangement  by  him  made  gives  satisfaction  to  every  quarter 
of  my  attention  as  an  officer.

Ordered,  that  it  be  certified  to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  that 
John  Slaughter,  Elijah  Kirtley,  Joseph  Roberts,  John  Wharton,  Walter 
Compton,  and  William  Madison,  Gentlemen,  who  are  named  in  the  com- 
mission of  the  Peace  for  this  Countj-,  after  being  called  upon,  refused  to 
qualify;  that  James  Pendleton  and  Samuel  Clayton  resign  their  commis- 
sions; that  Cadwallader  Slaughter  has  removed  to  Kentucky,  &  that 
John  Johnston  has  departed  this  life. 

And  it  is  further  ordered,  that  it  be  certified  that  there  are  only 
Twenty-seven  acting  Justices  of  the  peace  in  this  County,  to-wit:  James 
Barbour,  James  Slaughter,  John  Green,  French  Strother,  Edward  Ste- 
vens, William  Walker,  John  Waugh,  Burke  Davenport,  Robert  Slaugh- 
ter, Robert  Alcoek,  William  McManahan,  John  Wigginton,  Harvey  Hill, 
James  Hord,  John  S.  Slaughter,  William  Chapman,  James  Lett,  John 
Strode,  Benjamin  Gaines,  David  Jameson,  John  Thompson,  Philip 
Slaughter,  Hobert  Cowne,  Mordecai  Barbour,  William  Gray,  Henry 
Ward,  and  William  Stanton,  Gent.,  and  that  there  are  some  parts  of  the 
County  where  the  Justices  are  from  ten  to  seventeen  miles  asunder, 
which  is  complained  of  by  the  people  and  the  Justices  residing  near 
those  places  as  a  great  inconvenience.  It  is  therefore  ordered  that  John 
Thornton,  Eeuben  Fry,  William  Brooke,  John  Pendleton,  Merry  Walker, 
&  Thomas  Broadus,  Gentlemen,  be  recommended  to  his  Excellency,  the 
Governor,  as  fit  and  proper  persons  to  act  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  for 
this  County;  and  if  not  inconsistent,  the  Court  request  that  a  new  com- 
mission be  now  issued  directed  as  well  to  those  acting  Justices  in  the  com- 
mission as  those  now  recommended.

J.  Brown  to  the  Governor.  ggpt_  l^J^;^^ 

Sir: 

Having  some  months  ago  complained  by  letter  to  Mr.  Hay,  one. of  Richmond 
the  Directors  of  public  Buildings,  of  the  stoppage  made  by  the  direction 
of  the  Auditor  in  the  flue  to  the  fire-place  in  vny  office — the  smoke  from 
which,  instead  of  going  upwards,  descended  into  his.  He  referred  me 
to  the  Executive  as  the  only  body  possessed  of  the  power  of  giving  me 
redress,  and  having  suflfered  much  inconvenience  last  winter  for  want  of 
a  comfortable  fire,  which  it  was  not  in  my  power  to  procure  after  the 
alteration,  I  cannot  longer  defer  bringing  the  matter  before  the  Execu- 
tive and  requesting  them,  if  it  is  a  case  jsroperly  before  them,  to  cause 
the  obstruction  to  be  removed,  and  the  flue  left  as  it  was  originally  eon- 
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1792.  structed.  In  this  request  I  flatter  mytelf  that  I  shall  not  be  thought 
Sept.  17th  unreasonable  for  the  following  reasons:  Thai  because  it  seems  to  have 
been  intended  that  the  offices  in  the  Capitol  should  be  enjoyed  by  the 
respective  officers  in  the  situation  in  which  each  took  possession  of  them, 
and  if  anj'  of  them  should  be  found  subject  to  an  inconvenience,  that 
such  inconvenience  should  he  removed  without  doing  an  injury  to  an 
adjoining  office;  and  therefore  in  the  present  case,  if  a  stone  from  the 
construction  of  the  flues  becomes  necessary  to  either  office,  it  ought  to 
be  put  up  in  that  which  was  originally  subject  to  the  inconvenience  of 
smoke  Secondly,  Because  the  Auditor,  if  his  fire-place  thro'  which  the 
smoke  from  mine  enters  his  office  &  incommodes  him,  should  be  stopped 
up,  would  be  then  in  a  far  more  comfortable  situation  than  I  have  been 
in  since  he  made  the  alteration,  or  can  be  placed  in  if  the  stoppage 
remains,  as  he  has  another  room  apparently  large  enough  to  accomodate 
three  persons,  in  which  he  can  keep  a  good  fire.  And  thirdly,  because 
a  stove,  if  it  should  be  the  only  alternative,  ought  to  be  erected  if  pos- 
sible so  as  not  to  deface  the  exterior  part  of  the  Building.  If  one  he 
put  up  in  my  office,  the  pipe  must  of  necessity  go  out  thro'  one  of  the 
office  windows,  but  if  in  Auditor's  office  the  pipe  can,  without  it  appear- 
ing on  the  outside,  be  let  into  the  flue  of  the  Chimney  of  his  outer  room. 
I  shall  only  add  that  I  do  not  remember  to  have  heard  that  Mr.  Pen- 
dleton has  the  permission  either  of  the  Executive,  or  of  the  Directors  of 
the  Public  Buildings,  to  make  the  stoppage  complained  of

The  petition  of  Joseph  Hensley  humbly  sheweth  that  at  a  Dis- 
trict Court  holden  at  Washington  County  the  second  day  of  May,  1791, 
a  conditional  fine  was  entered  against  your  petitioner  for  not  attending 
the  Court  as  a  Grand  Juryman;  that  unless  he  should  appear  at  the  then 
next  Court  and  shew  sufficient  cause  of  his  inability  to  attend,  the  said 
fine  would  then  be  made  final. 

Your  petitioner  further  sheweth  that  at  the  October  Court  following, 
(He  being  altogether  ignorant  of  the  aforesaid  conditional  fine  having 
been  passed  ag't  him),  he  failed  to  attend  to  shew  cause,  in  consequence 
of  which  the  fine  aforesaid  was  made  final. 

Your  petitioner  humbly  begs  leave  to  refer  your  Excellency  and  Hon- 
orable body  to  the  annexed  affidavits  of  your  petitioner,  and  prays  the 
premises  being  considered  that  the  fine  aforesaid  may  be  remitted  to 
him.     And  your  petitioner  as  in  duty  bound  shall  pray,  &c. 

Washington  County,  to-wit: 

Joseph  Hensley  came  before  me,  a  Justice  of  the  peace  for  the 
county  aforesaid,  and  made  oath  that  he  was  summoned  by  David  Craig, 
a  Deputy  Sheriff  for  said  county,  to  attend  as  a  Grand  Juryman  at  the 
District  Court  to  be  held  at  Washington  Courthouse  in  May,  1791;  that 
at  the  time  he  was  summoned  he  told  the  Sheriff  it  was  very  inconve- 
nient on  account  of  his  farming  Business,  &  requested  him  to  summon 
Jas.  Bradlj',  a  freeholder,  who  lived  near  the  courthouse,  &  who  prom- 
ised to  serve  in  his  room;  for  which  reason  he  did  not  attend,  fully  con- 
fiding in  Mr.  Bradley's  attendance,  and  that  it  was  not  done  thro'  con- 
tempt.

The  officers  of  the  late  army  residing  in  this  State,  were 
convened  on  the  4th  day  of  July  last,  to  take  into  consideration  commu- 
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1792.       nications  from  different  States  on  the  subject  of  the  unsatisfied  debt  due 
Sept.  20th    from  the  Government  to  the  Late  Army;  which  meeting  was  adjourned 
to  the  next  daj',  when  certain  resolutions  were  adopted  and  a  committee 
appointed — a  copy  of  which  we  herewith  transmit  j'ou. 

Another  General  meeting  of  Ihe  officers  on  the  same  subject  was  called 
by  the  said  Committee,  to  be  held  on  the  3rd  day  of  September,  Inst., 
when  his  Excellency  George  Clinton  and  Captain  Samuel  Craig  were 
added  to  the  committee,  and  Joseph  Bi'own,  Esq.,  was  chosen  our  Agent 
to  solicit  our  claim  and  present  the  inclosed  memorial  to  Congress  early 
in  their  next  session.  We  have  eveiy  Eeason  to  expect  success  will 
attend  our  application.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  Assembled : 

The  Memorial  of  the  officers  cow  residing  in  the  state  of  New 
York,  of  the  late  American  Army,  in  behalf  of  themselves  &  their 
Bretheren,  the  soldiers  of  the  said  Army,  Eespectfully  Eepresents: 

That  your  memorialists,  impelled  by  a  laudable  zeal  for  their  country, 
entered  the  late  army  of  the  United  States  without  paying  any  regard 
to  selfish  or  pecuniary  consideration,  thinking  the  service  to  be  only 
Temporary;  but  finding  the  duration  of  the  war  to  be  much  longer  than 
they  at  first  expected,  and  that  they  were  making  a  sacrifice  of  property, 
domestic  ease  and  happiness,  encountering  the  rigors  of  the  field,  the 
perils  and  vicisitudes  of  war,  to  obtain  blessings  which  every  citizen 
would  enjoy  in  common  with  themselves,  without  any  adequate  com- 
pensation, in  some  measure  their  ardor  cooled.  Congress  being  fully 
satisfied  that  further  arrangements  were  necessary,  agreed  on  certain 
stipulations,  which  were  a  proper  and  satisfactory  provision.  The  army 
confidently  relying  on  the  plighted  faith  of  their  country  for  this  pro- 
vision, have  endured  Hunger,  poverty  and  want,  without  a  murmur,  and 
with  cheerfulness  have  encountered  Dangers  which  their  profession  de- 
manded, believing  that  at  some  future  period  a  generous  public  would 
pour  the  oil  of  gratitude  into  their  wounds,  and  cause  their  Grey  Hairs 
to  rejoice. 
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They  take  an   honest  pride  in  the  part  they  have  acted,  and  feel  a       1792. 
Gratitude  to  Nature  and  Providence  for  having  put  it  in  their  power  to    Sept.  20th 
be  of  some  use  to  maniiind. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  war  so  glorious  to  the  cause  of  Humanity, 
their  accounts  were  liquidated;  the  Balances  ascertained  and  certificates 
issued,  yet,  as  no  adequate  Funds  were  provided  for  payment,  such  pay 
was  visionary. 

The  necessities  of  the  armj'  requiring  a  prompt  payment  to  enable 
them  to  resume  their  former  occupations  in  Life,  on  which  principle  was 
founded  the  Basis  of  all  their  stipulations  with  Government,  for  want 
of  which  they  were  obliged  to  part  with  the  evidences  of  their  well 
earned  dues,  for  whatever  public  opinion  stamped  on  them.  What  this 
was  before  the  resources  of  our  country  could  be  brought  into  operation 
for  their  discharge,  need  not  here  be  mentioned.  Shadows  have  been 
given  to  your  memorialists,  whilst  the  substance  has  been  gleaned  by  a 
set  of  men  whose  comparative  merits  is  not  for  us  to  draw. 

The  circumstances  of  a  country  may  sometimes  make  it  necessary 
that  the  voice  of  Humanity  and  Gratitude  be  sacrificed  for  a  while  to 
that  of  policy'. 

If  other  motives  than  those  of  Justice  could  be  requisite  on  this  occa- 
sion, no  nation  could  ever  feel  stronger  those  of  Gratitude. 

Where  is  the  man  to  be  found  who  wishes  to  remain  indebted  for  the 
defence  of  his  own  person  and  property,  to  the  exertions,  the  Bravery, 
and  Blood  of  others,  without  making  one  generous  effort  to  repay  the 
debt  of  Honor  and  Gratitude? 

The  debt  now  due  the  army  is  the  price  of  their  Blood,  and  of  those 
seats  which  you  have  now  the  honor  to  fill  as  the  Representatives  of 
four  millions  of  free  follow  citizens,  it  is  therefore  more  than  a  common 
debt;  it  is  a  debt  of  honor,  which  never  can  be  cancelled  until  fairly 
discharged. 

If  Justice,  Good  faith.  Honor,  Gratitude,  and  all  the  (^thor  qualities 
which  enoble  the  character  of  a  nation  and  fulfil  the  ends  of  Govern- 
ment be  not  the  fruits  of  our  establishment,  the  great  cause  which  we 
have  engaged  to  vindicate  will  be  dishonored  and  betrayed,  and  its 
Patrons  and  friends  insulted  by  the  votaj'ios  of  Tyranny  and  usurpation. 

Your  memorialists  beg  leave  to  subjoin  an  extract  of  a  Letter  written 
by  our  Illustrious  and  much  beloved  Commander-in-Chief  to  Congress, 
dated  .at  Newburg,  March  18,  1783: 

"  For  if  besides  the  sim|)le  payment  of  their  wages  a  farther  compen- 
sation is  not  due  to  the  sufferings  and  sacrifices  of  the  officers,  then  have 
I  been  mistaken  indeed.  If  the  whole  army  have  not  merited  what- 
ever a  grateful  people  can  bestow,  then  have  I  been  beguiled  by  preju- 
dice, and  built  opinion  on  the  basis  of  error. 

If  this  country  should  not  in  the  event  perform  everything  which  has 
been  requested  in  the  late   memorial   to  Congress,  then  will  my  belief 
become  vain,  and  the  hope  that  has  been   excited  void  of  foundation. 
9 
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1792.  And  if,  as  has  been  suggested  for  the  purpose  of  inflaming  their  passions, 
Sept.  20th  the  officers  of  the  army  are  to  be  the  only  sufferers  by  this  Revolution, 
if  retiring  from  the  field,  they  are  to  grow  old  in  poverty,  wretched- 
ness, and  contempt;  if  they  are  to  wade  through  the  vile  mine  of 
dependency,  and  owe  the  miserable  Remnant  of  that  life  to  charity, 
which  has  hitherto  been  spent  in  honor,  then  shall  I  have  learned  what 
ingratitude  is;  then  shall  I  have  realized  a  Tale  which  will  embitter 
every  moment  of  my  life.  But  I  am  under  no  such  apprehensions.  A 
Country  rescued  bj'  their  arms  fuom  impending  ruin,  will  never  leave 
unpaid  the  debt  of  Gratitude." 

Your  memorialists  confess  they  felt  themselves  much  hurt  at  the 
silence  shewn  them  in  the  late  funding  system;  they  however,  submitted 
to  it  until  the  resources  of  our  country  should  be  ascertained,  its  abilities 
to  discharge  all  its  debts,  more  especially  those  which  have  been  incurred 
in  its  defence,  cannot  now  be  doubted;  An  inclination  your  memoralists 
flatter  themselves  will  not  be  wanting,  particularly  as  the  saving  made 
to  the  Grovevnmeut  by  this  system,  out  of  the  original  contracts,  will  be 
more  than  adequate  to  their  most  sanguine  wishes. 

We  have,  no  doubt,  from  these  considerations,  that  Congress  will  do 
that  Justice  to  the  late  army  which  shall  best  accord  with  the  circum- 
stances of  their  case  and  the  honor  of  the  United  States. 

And  as  in  duty  bound,  your  memorialists  shall  ever  pray,  &c.

Sept.  21st  Geo.  Clendinen  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Kanhawa  I  herewith  Inclose  you  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by  Hugh  Caperton, 

Esq.,  Capt.  of  the  volunteer  Company  appointed  for  the  defence  of  the 
Counties  of  Greenbrier  and  Kanhawa,  which  will  In  part  discribe  to 
your  Excellency  and  the  Hon'ble  Board  how  far  the  directions  of  the 
Executive  of  Virginia  were  carri«d  into  effect.  Respecting  the  protection 
by  them  provided  for  the  aforesaid  Counties. 

In  your  Excellencie's  letter  to  me,  wherein  I  was  Informed  of  the 
provision  by  you  made,  I  understood  that  a  certain  Col.  Boon  from  this 
County  had  undertaken  to  provide  provisions  for  such  part  of  Capt. 
Caperton's  Company  as  was  alloted  to  the  county  of  Kanhawa.  Where- 
fore I  Rested  satisfied  The  troops  under  Captain  Caperton  would  be 
mustered  at  the  place  or  places  appointed  by  the  Hon'ble  Executive,  and 
that  every  provision  would  bo  made  for  their  reception  agreeable  to 
orders  (that  was  necessary).  However  sacred  those  Might  have  been, 
they  were  not  complied  with,  no  Rations  being  forwarded.     I  am  since 
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taught  to  believe  that  Captain  Caperton  could  not,  or  indeed  did  not  1792. 
think  it  prudent  to  forward  his  men  untill  he  was  Inform  of  the  arrival  Sept.  21st 
of  Col.  Boon  with  Rations  for  their  Reception,  Consequently  finding  that 
a  large  body  of  Indians  had  actually  invaded  my  County,  I  was  under 
the  necessity  of  embodying  one  of  the  militia  Companies  of  my  County 
agreeably  to  the  ordinary  mode;  which  Companj^  were  in  service  at  the 
arrival  of  Captain  Caperton,  as  will  appear  by  his  Letter  of  Directions 
which  I  have  before  mentioned.  And  finding  that  the  same  Reason 
which  first  prevented  him  from  forwarding  or  continuing,  his  Company 
still  existed,  has  from  time  to  time  requested  and  directed  me  to  Con- 
tinue, in  aid  of  him,  these  which  I  had  in  service  on  his  arrival.  I  think 
some  time  between  four  or  five  months  after  said  service  ought  to  have 
commenced,  Colo.  Boon  airiv'd  at  the  Mouth  of  Kanawha  River  without 
any  means  of  supply  for  said  men;  when,  on  being  applied  to  bj^  Col. 
Thomas  Lewis  if  he  had  made  any  provision  as  Required,  his  answer 
was,  that  Capt.  Caperton  had  not  done  the  business  to  his  mind,  or  words 
to  that  effect,  and  therefore  he  had  not  made  any  provision  for  the  Re- 
ception of  said  men. 

A  few  days  after  the  arrival  of  the  s'd  Colo.  Boon,  I  went  to  the 
mouth  of  Kanhawa  In  company  with  Capt.  Caperton,  and  heard  Colo. 
Boon  and  him  very  fully  (In  my  opinion)  Investigate  the  nature  of  their 
several  trusts;  where  agreeable  to  the  same  opinion,  there  appeared  to 
have  been  a  total  non-compliance  of  the  former,  which  occasioned  the 
Remission  of  the  latter. 

Previous  to  said  Colo.  Boon's  arrival,  I  was  under  the  necessity,  as 
well  for  Captain  Caperton's  Company  (as  the  militia  Company  acting  in 
conjunction  with  them,)  to  provide  ways  and  means  to  secure  their  Ra- 
tions, or  thei-e  would  have  been  a  total  disbandment  of  the  whole,  and 
my  county  Inevitably  depopulated;  which  exercions  I  have  still  con- 
tinued, and  have  hitherto  by  some  means  or  other  been  able  to  procure 
Rations  and  ammunition  for  them,  tho'  the  last  I  have  been  able  to  get, 
I  was  under  the  necessity  of  sending  for  it  as  far  up  the  Ohio  as  the 
mouth  of  Buffellew,  a  noted  place  which  the  Hon'ble  James  Wood  (of 
your  council),  is  well  acquainted  with. 

The  Indian  depredations  are  in  my  county  in  no  measure  abated; 
Therefore  mean  to  Request  your  Excellency  to  forward  to  me  on  account 
a  sum  of  money  to  enable  me  to  comply  with  the  most  pressing  parts 
of  the  contract,  I  have  made  for  Rations  &  ammunition  for  the  aforesaid 
companies,  and  thereby  to  establish  a  credit  so  as  to  furnish  while  they 
are  continued.  This  Request  I  am  emboldened  to  make,  as  I  am  In- 
formed that  sums  of  money  has  been  advanced  to  those  who  have  fur- 
nished the  different  companies. 

I  have  directed  the  bearer  hereof.  Pleasant  Weade,  to  communicate 
his  business  to  Capt.  Caperton  &  William  Morris,  Esquire,  Representa- 
tives of  this  county,  to  wait  on  your  Hon'ble  Board  with  this,  my  Ex- 
press, and  to  deliver  to  him  any  orders,  Letters,  or  other  particulars 
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1792.       that  youi'  Excellency  may  please  to  forward  to   me.     I  refer  you  to 
Sept.  21st    these  two  gentlemen   I'or  the  news  of  the  place,  who  can  inform  you  of 
the  many  attempts  which  the  savages  has  made  on  us  the  present 
summer.

I  applied  to  him, 
but  he  denies  having  Received  it.

Sept.  22d  George  Clendenin  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Kanhawa  In  my  letter  to  you  of  yesterday,  having  manj'  matters  to  mention 

to  your  Excellency,  I  barely  mentioned  our  state  of  warfair  in  this 
County,  which  has  been  one  continued  scene  of  depradation.  I  cannot 
refrain  from  letting  you  know  that  the  River  Kanhawa  was  the  dis- 
tance only  between  Fifty  odd  of  the  Indians  and  my  Fort,  for  near  two 
days.  For  my  own  part  I  was  not  in  the  Fort  at  the  time.  I  was  on 
the  River  Kanhawa  bringing  provisions  for  the  Relief  of  the  place.  My 
Brother  who  was  principle  Manager  in  the  Fort,  thought  it  prudent  to 
act  on  the  defencive;  Indeed  it  was  not  in  his  power  to  act  otherwise. 
At  three  different  times  one  hundred  and  upwards  of  the  Indians  have 
actually  Invaded  our  County  during  the  summer,  and  have  returned  to 
their  Towns  or  otherwise  dispersed  without  doing  our  County  anj'  par- 
ticular or  great  Injury.  I  believe  the  murders  by  them  in  this  County 
are  as  few  this  year  as  they  have  been  for  several  years  past,  although 
the  exertions  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  have  been  much  greater  than 
ever  we  experienced.  We  had  reason  to  believe  that  a  large  body  of 
them  kept  their  Residence  in  the  Remote  parts  of  our  Countj-  between 
us  and  the  Kentucky  Line  during  the  whole  season,  and  in  order  to  rout 
them  Captain  Caperton  and  Lieutenant  Crockett,  with  part  of  Captain 
Preston's  Company,  met  at  my  house  or  Fort,  with  a  full  determination 
to  find  them.  But  as  it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  furnish  them  suffi- 
cient Rations  to  carry  on  the  expedition.  Lieutenant  Crockett  was  com- 
pelled to  return,  much  mortified  indeed  at  his  disappointment. 

I  have  not  as  yet  been  informed  whether  an  expedition  will  be  able 
to  approach  farinto  the  Indian  Country  this  fall,  or  not.  If  they  do  not,  I 
apprehend  more  danger  this  winter  than  I  have  during  the  whole  sum- 
niei',  as  the  Indians  are  so  contiguous,  and  are  so  inveterate  against  us  that 
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I  am  convinced  they  will  make  use  of  every  Immaginable  advantage  to  1792. 
destroy  us.  I  therefore  trust  that  eveiy  necessary  precausion  will  be  Sept.  22d 
made  to  protect  us,  for  if  the  men  now  in  service  are  disbanded  before 
our  army  anoj's  them,  tremendious  is  our  situation,  indeed.  I  fear  I 
have  been  extremely  troublesome  in  this  Representation,  but  hope  your 
Excellency  will  pardon.  With  me  the  subject  of  our  defense  is  all  im- 
portant, and  still  am  not  satisfied,  for  I  fear  have  not  fully  made  our 
defenceless  situation  known.

Sir: 

By  means  of  your  friendly  sentiments  of  me,  which  reached  the  New  Garden 
Ears  of  my  County  Lieutenant,  I  have  been  appointed  to  the  command  Russell  Co. 
of  Twentj'-five  militia  men  at  this  place,  for  which  I  return  my  most 
cordial  thanks,  and  meantime  assure  j'ou  that  agreeably  to  your  admon- 
ition, my  abilities  shall  be  exerted  in  the  protection  of  the  inhabitants 
here.  Altho,  1  experience  much  satisfaction  in  acting  in  the  defence  of 
my  fellow  citizens,  and  doubt  not  but  that  the  Commission  I  now  have 
the  honor  to  bear,  is  at  least  correspondent  with  my  merits,  I  feel  dis- 
inclined to  do  it  under  the  immediate  command  of  that  officer,  to  whom 
objections  were  made  by  some  of  the  field  officers  of  Wythe,  in  a  memo- 
rial to  you,  which  memorial  was  improvidenlly  forwarded  by  a  friend 
of  mine,  before  my  return  from  Piiiladelphia  last  winter,  otherwise  it 
should  not  have  contained  my  name,  it  being  as  far  from  my  inclination 
as  it  was  impracticable  at  that  period  to  attempt  to  have  the  appoint- 
ment superseded.  But  true  it  is,  I  was  much  chagrined,  being  recom- 
mended to  the  appointment  as  an  inhabitant  of  the  county  of  Wythe, 
and  having  therefore  been  engaged  in  the  same  service;  that  a  person 
less  meritorious,  and  from  another  County,  met  with  the  pi'eference  ren- 
dered the  mortification  doubly  mortifying. 

Permit  me,  by  the  bj-,  to  observe  that  I  have  the  pleasure  to  believe 
that  person  got  his  appointment  without  your  friendship  or  aid,  and 
flatter  myself  that  should  any  of  the  present  Captains  decline  to  act,  or 
a  greater  number  be  considered  necessary  another  year,  you'll  kindly 
lend  a  supporting  hand  to  an  otherwise  tottering  interest  and  have  me 
promoted. 

I  have  not  taken  the  liberty  to  write  to  any  of  the  councellors  on  this 
head,  being  unacquainted  with  them,  and  considering  mj'  character  as 
yet  rather  too  obscure.  Any  reason,  therefore,  I  have  to  hope,  is  fi'om 
your  friendship,  and  perhaps  the  recommendation  of  some  of  the  Dele- 
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1792.       gates,  should  thej'  be  consulted  on  the  occasion.     Some  Indian  sign  has 
Sept.  22d     heen  seen  since  you  left  this  quarter,  but  no  extraordinary  occurrence 
has  intervened.

Charlestown  Dear  Sir : 

Agreeable  to  your  request,  I  liavo  enclosed  three  Depositions 
which  I  conceive  will  in  a  great  measui'e  support  the  Justness  of  the 
statement  I  layed  before  the  Honorable  Board  concerning  Capt.  Person 
and  Captain  Maguire,  and  also  Absalom  Wills  going  into  Washington 
County  to  obtain  a  Runawa}'  Negro,  whom  1  have  every  reason  to 
believe  was  flattered  awaj'  from  his  master  by  that  Pharisaical  Society, 
as  they  stile  themselves.  Some  of  mj^  reasons  ai'e  simply  these:  the 
suits  were  brought  by  .Judge  Adison,  one  of  the  society,  and  Mr.  Brad- 
ford, the  state's  attorney,  was  another  of  those  Humane  Gentlemen  who 
was  to  conduct  the  suits — one  suit  brought  in  behalf  of  the  state  for 
violating  of  the  Jjaw,  the  other  in  behalf  of  the  poor  Negro,  Jack,  for 
his  master  Detaining  him  in  his  service  unjustly,  who  had  raised  him 
from  a  child  untill  that  time,  who  was  then  nineteen  years  of  age.  The 
penalty  on  the  first  sute,  if  Judgement  was  obtained,  if  I  mistake  not, 
is  seventy  pounds — one-half  to  the  Informant,  who  was  Judge  Adison, 
and  the  other  half  to  the  poor  of  the  Township.  But  when  Mr.  Davis, 
who  supports  as  good  a  character  as  any  man  in  the  county,  found  him- 
self involved  in  Law,  made  application  to  ^r.  Wills,  as  he  has  declared, 
Compromising  the  matter;  but  the  Gentlemen,  through  their  Humanity, 
took  the  whole  price  of  the  Negro  from  Mr.  Davis,  but  give  no  part  to 
the  poor;  and  through  charity,  if  we  can  term  it  so.  made  him  paj'  the 
cost  of  both  suits,  as  appears  by  receipts  now  in  my  possession. 

As  for  the  Indian  affair,  I   have  not  taken   any  Depositions  on   the 
matter  as  Capt.  Brady  has  inform  me  he  had  employed  a  Mr.  Ross,  an 
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Attorney  at  Washington,  to  take  several  for  him,  and  fully  expect  he       1792. 
will  stand  his  trial  their,  as  he  has  been  a  spie  employed  in  that  County    Sept.  25th 
the  whole  summer. 

And  as  to  Capt.  MeGinnis"  conduct  in  regard  of  his  absconding  from 
Justice,  I  shall  refer  you,  sir,  to  Gen'l  Wood  for  information,  who  has 
seen  him  in  W^ashington,  without  his  arms,  in  the  open  day. 

I  have  enclosed  the  amount  of  the  *  *  within.  I  have  issued  to 
the  Diiferent  *  *  to  your  satisfaction,  and  hired  horses  at  my  own 
expence  to  fetch  on  the  ammunition  from  Morgantown  to  Ohio,  as  that 
River  would  not  admit  at  that  time  of  any  navigation.  For  news,  sir, 
must  reter  you  to  the  members  from  this  county.

Sept.  26th  David  Shepherd,  County  Lieutenant,  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Ohio  Co.  The  present  situation  of  our  County  is  as  follows:  they  are  a  fron- 

tier of  about  seventy  miles,  and  are  the  most  exposed  to  the  Enemy  of 
any  in  the  Union,  which  Renders  it  impossible  to  live  up  to  the  Regular 
forms  of  the  militia  Law.  But  as  I  expect  the  great  intent  ot  the 
Legislature  is  to  Defend  the  Frontiers  in  the  best  manner  we  possibly 
can,  I  have  ordered  the  whole  of  them  to  endeavor  to  Defend  themselves 
in  the  best  manner  that  may  be  advisable.  We  had  some  hopes  of  a 
certain  Captain  Caperton  coming  to  our  relief,  but  this  has  failed  us  as 
yet;  but  Capt.  McMachan's  company  continues  to  do  their  duty,  which 
is  a  great  Relief  to  the  distressed  of  our  count}'.  The  people  of  our 
county  humbly  conceive  that  if  Capt.  McMachan's  company  could  be 
continued  through  the  winter,  they  would  be  ready  in  the  Spring,  and 
save  a  considerable  trouble  of  Recruiting,  as  the  General  part  seem  in- 
clined to  stay  in  the  service  if  approved  of  by  Government. 

For  further  information,  the  Bearer,  Colo.  Biggs,  can   inform  your 
Excellency.

Sept.  27th  H.  H.  Braokenridge  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Washington  At  the  request  of  Col.  Benjamin  Biggs,  I   do  myself  the  honor  to 

state  to  your  Excellency  what  is  within  my  knowledge  with  respect  to 
the  killing  of  certain  Indians  near  the  mouth  of  Beaver  creek  some 
years  ago,  by  a  partj'  of  which  Capt'n  Samuel  Brady  was  one,  and  a 
certain  McGuire. 

John  Hambleton,  of  Allcghan}-  county,  Pennsylvania,  some  time  last 
Spring  gave  me  the  following  information,  to-wit:  that  having  a  store 
on  Beaver  creek,  at  what  is  called  the  Block  House,  and  a  certain  Wil- 
liam Wilson,  of  Pittsburg,  being  a  trader  and  having  a  store  there  also 
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at  the  same  time,  the  party  of  Indians  who  suffered  having  been  at  that  1792. 
place  also,  for  some  time  before  on  an  evening  of  a  day  or  two  before  Sept.  27th 
the  attack  was  made  by  Brady  &  others,  he,  to-wit,  Hambleton,  over- 
heard a  conversation  in  the  Hut  or  Wigwams  of  the  Indians,  between 
an  Indian  of  the  name  of  Willingman  and  another  younger  Indian, 
called  Indian  George  Girty.  Willingman  said  we  must  soon  leave  the  place; 
the  red  people  have  all  airroed  to  be  as  one,  &  as  soon  as  the  Grass  is  so 
high,  showing  least  our  Trail,  they  mean  to  Strike  the  White  people 
with  vigor;  and  Oheimas — that  is,  the  Bloody  fellow — is  now  at  a  place, 
(mentioning  a  branch  of  musking  day),  with  the  war  beet  and  the  To- 
bacco to  smoke. 

John  Hambleton  on  this,  taking  an  opportunity  that  evening  when 
Indian  Girty  was  by  himself,  said  to  him  :  "  my  son,  what  is  this,  did  you 
not  promise  to  me  that  if  ever  you  heard  anything  among  the  Indians 
that  looked  bad  you  would  tell  of  it."  Said  the  Indian:  "My  Father,  I 
ought  to  have  done  it,  and  it  is  true  that  the  red  people  are  agreed  to  be 
as  one,  and  as  soon  as  the  grass  is  so  high,  to  strike  the  white  people 
with  vigor,  and  Oheimas  with  the  War  Belt,  &c.,  with  the  Tobacco  to 
smoke;  and  some  days  ago,  mentioning  the  time,  it  was  agreed  by  the 
Indians  to  strike  you,  and  the  Tomahawk  was  lifted  up  and  almost  into 
your  head,  but  a  sick  Indian,  mentioning  same,  that  had  come  in  at 
that  time  with  peltry,  said  not  yet." 

On  this,  Hambleton  went  up  to  Wilsons  at  his  store,  and  told  him  this. 
W.ilson,  as  Hambleton  supposes,  thinking  it  to  be  a  scheme  to  secure  the 
trade  to  himself  by  alarming  Wilson  unnecessarily,  did  not  pay  regard 
to  it:  but  Hambleton  crossed  the  River  with  his  goods  that  very  night, 
and  it  is  his  opinion  that  this  intervention  of  Brady  and  McGuire  a  day 
or  two  after,  by  attacking  the  Indians,  saved  Wilson's  life. 

John  Hambleton  I  have  known  for  eleven  years  in  private  acquaint- 
ance and  in  much  business,  and  I  know  him  to  be  sensible.  Intelligent, 
mild,  moderate  in  his  temper,  with  great  virtue,  without  fault  or  foible 
that  I  know,  of  great  boneaty  and  unquestionable  veracity,  and  will 
pledge  myself  to  produce  this  character,  from  the  most  respectable  per- 
sons in  our  country.  I  know  no  man  that  ever  knew  him  that  would 
not  sign  it. 

John  Hambleton  gave  me  to  understand  that  his  apprehensions  of  the 
Indians,  tho.  apparently  in  a  state  of  peace,  was  owing  to  his  knowledge 
of  their  mode  of  commencing  war,  which  is  to  strike  without  notice, 
and  those  fii'st  who  are  trading  among  them,  sparing  not  the  most  favor- 
ite Trader,  and  at  the  commencement  of  the  war  before  last,  being 
then  but  a  young  man  and  a  trader  amongst  them,  was  seized  without 
notice  of  any  hostile  intention,  tyed  to  a  stake  and  to  be  burnt,  but 
delivered  by  an  indian  woman,  who  was  afterwards  known  by  the  name 
of  the .     This  a  fact  well  known  in  the  western  country. 

Hearing  this  from  Hambleton,  I  committed  his  information  to  writing 
and  have  it  in  my  office  at  Pittsburg,  in  the  form  of  a  deposition.     Have

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1792.       read  it  over  to  him  more  than  once,  as  what  he  was  to  make  affidavit 

Sept.  27th    of,  but  wanting  to  have  it  copied  in  a  fair  hand   before  he  should  go  to 

a  magistrate.     AflSdavit  is  not  yet  made,  but   will  any  time  as  Hamble- 

ton  said.     I  may  add  that  Willingman  stole  a  horse  sometime  before, 

and  brought  him  in.

Sir: 


I  am  constrained  to  address  you  on  a  matter  in  which  you  alone  can 
do  me  Justice.  Know  then,  that  I  have  been  named  the  first  in  the 
commission  of  the  peace  for  this  connty,  and  acted  as  first  sheriff  from 
the  year  1778,  untill  November,  1780,  when  a  new  commission  for  An- 
drew Donally  came,  and  I  again  took  my  seat  as  a  magistrate,  after 
which,  in  the  year  1783,  Mr.  James  Alexander,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Williams, 
Gent.,  were  named  in  the  commission  of  the  peace  for  this  County,  and 
qualified  accordingly.  The  magistrates  first  named  in  the  commission 
of  the  peace  with  myself,  have  all  regularly  succeeded  to  the  sheriff's 
commission  till  this  time,  and  as  I  served  as  a  magistrate  for  near  two 
years,  after  I  was  out  of  ray  sheriff's  place,  befoi-e  Mr.  Alexander  and 
Mr.  Williams  came  into  tbeir  commission.  I  think  I  am  entitled  to  the 
Sheriff's  place  again  before  them,  but  in  this  our  court  differ  in  opinion 
with  me,  and  have  recommended  Mr.  Alexander  and  Mr.  Williams,  alledg- 
ing  that  each  Magistrate  should  succeed  in  rotation,  until  the  whole  have 
their  turns,  witliout  considering  m3'  previous  service  before  they  came  to 
the  commission.     Therefore,  if  you  consider  me  intitlod  in  this  case,  1 
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hope  you  will  do  me  Justice.     And  for  your  better  information,  I  refer       1792. 
you  to  Mr.  Cavendish,  now  Representative^  and   have  also  inclosed  you    Sept.  29th 
the  clerk's  certificate  of  my  service  and  Recommendation  last   year, 
and  the  opinion  of  the  Court  in  ray  favour,  provided  it  is  raj'  Right, 
from  which   opinion  the  Court  have  since  dissented,  not  thinking  me 
entitled.

Quest'n  1st.  Did  David  Davis  apply  to  j'ou  to  go  with  him  to  Wash- 
ington County,  Pennsylvania,  concerning  a  negro  he  was  sent  for  there  ; 
and  for  whom  did  he  request  you  to  apply? 

Answ'r.  He  did;  and  requested  me  to  apply  to  David  Bradford,  the 
State's  Attorney. 

Quest'n  2nd.  For  what  purpose  did  he  i-equest  you  to  apply  to  David 
Bradford,  the  State's  Attorney? 

Answ.  For  the  purpose  of  trying  to  settle  the  action  brought  against 
him,  the  said  David  Davis,  on  the  ac't  of  a  negro. 

Quest.  3rd.  What  conversation  passed  between  you  and  David  Brad- 
ford, the  State's  Attorney,  and  upon  what  terras  did  he  undertake  to 
settle  the  action  brot  against  David  Davis  by  the  State  and  others,  on 
account  of  said  Negro  ? 
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1792.  Ans.   1  first  mentioned  to  David  Bradford,  the  State's  Attorney,  the 

September  Distress  of  David  Davis,  on  account  of  being  involved  in  Law,  which 
he  was  ignorant  of,  and  his  desire  of  being  extricated  out  of  it  on  anj-^ 
reasonable  terms,  as  he  had  not  violated  the  Law  Isnowingly;  and  fur- 
ther said  that  David  Davis  had  sold  the  negro,  which  he  had  got  from 
Baldwin  Parsons  for  fifty  pounds  value,  which  he  was  willing  to  give 
up  to  him,  the  said  David  Bradford,  provided  he  could  be  kept  clear  of 
any  more  trouble.  Mr.  Bradford  said  he  would  consult  Mr.  Addison, 
who  had  brot'  the  actions.  He  accordingly  went  to  Mr.  Addison,  and 
upon  his  return,  said  that  if  David  Davis  would  come  in,  they  would 
settle  with  him  on  the  terms  I  had  mentioned.  I  informed  Mr.  Davis  of 
the  terms  proposed.  Mr.  Davis  said  he  would  agree  rather  than  be  at  any 
more  trouble.  Mr.  Davis  afterwards  told  me  he  had  delivered  a  note 
and  Mare  to  Mr.  Bradford,  which  he  had  rec'd  for  pay  of  the  Negro 
sold  to  Thomas  McGuire;  Likewise  paid  the  costs,  and  that  the  actions 
were  dismissed. 

Ques.  4:th.  Had  you  at  that  time  any  further  conversation  with  David 
Bradford  the  State's  Attorney? 

Ans.   1  had. 

Quest.  5th.    What  was  the  conversation  ? 

Ans.  I  asked  David  Bradford,  the  State's  Atttorney,  if  one  half  of 
the  fine  inflicted  in  such  eases  did  not  go  to  the  over*seer  of  the  poor  in 
the  township  where  such  offense  was  committed.  His  answer  was:  Not 
unless  Judgment  was  first  obtained. 

Quest.  6th.   Who  is  Mr.  Addison? 

Ans'r.  Alexander  Addison,  who  is  now  Circuit  Judge  for  the  Counties 
of  Alleghany,   Westmoreland,  Fyatte,  &  Washington,  in   Pennsylvania.

Ans.   I  purchased  Land. 
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Quest.  3.  Of  whom  did  you  purchase,  and  by  what  title  was  the  Land       1792. 
held  ?  September 

Ans.  Ot  Charles  Stewart,  who  obtained  a  certificate  in  right  of  settle- 
ment from  the  commissioner  for  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  upon  which 
a  patent  Issued  from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  to  the  said  Charles 
Stewart,  who  since  conveyed  to  me. 

Question  4.  Did  you  conceive  yourself  to  be  a  citizen  of  Virginia  after 
you  had  purchased  the  land  of  Stewart? 

Ans'r.  I  did;  Charles  Stewart's  bill  of  sale  mentions  the  county  ot 
Ohio  and  State  of  Virginia. 

Quest.  5.  Did  you  continue  on  the  landfor  the  time  of  purchase,  until  the 
Line  was  run  between  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia? 

Ans.  I  continued  on  the  Land  until  I  made  one  ci'op,  but  the  Indian 
War  oecationed  me  to  remove  into  Maryland,  near  Cumberland  on  Poto- 
mac River,  where  I  continued  three  years,  I  believe;  in  which  period  of 
time,  the  line  was  run  between  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia. 

Quest.  6.  What  distance  was  your  Line  Included  in  Pennsylvania? 

Ans.  About  three-fourths  of  a  mile. 

Quest.  7.  At  the  time  you  purchased  the  Land  of  Charles  Stewart,  had 
you  any  Negro  slave? 

Ans.  I  had  one  Negro  boy,  born  a  slave  and  raised  in  the  family. 

Quest.  8.  Were  you  acquainted  with  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  for 
abolishing  of  Slavery? 

Ans.  At  the  time  of  my  Land  falling  into  Pennsylvania,  I  was  living 
in  Maryland.  Knew  nothing  of  such  Laws,  and  before  my  return,  the 
time  limited  by  law  for  entering  Negroes  in  Pennsylvania  was  expired. 

Quest.  9.  In  what  manner  did  j'ou  proceed  to  secure  your  negro — 
knowing  the  law  would  operate  against  you  ? 

Ans.  Being  unwilling  to  sell  the  Negro,  as  he  was  raised  in  the  family, 
I  hired  him  in  Ohio  county,  State  of  Virginia,  sundry  times  for  the 
space  of  one  year. 

Quest.  10.  In  whose  service  was  the  Negro  at  the  time  he  run  away, 
and  to  what  place  did  he  run? 

Ans.  In  James  Miller's,  Esq.,  of  Ohio  county,  from  whence  he  run  to 
Washington  countj'.  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Quest.  11.  In  what  manner  did  you  proceed  to  recover  the  Negro,  con- 
ceiving him  to  be  your  property? 

Ans.  Being  Ignorant  of  Law,  and  not  willing  to  enter  into  contro- 
versy with  any  man  or  men,  Baldwin  Parsons  proposed  to  give  me  a 
negro  man  for  his  chance  of  mine;  to  which  I  agreed,  and  was  to  be  at 
no  more  trouble  about  him. 

Quest.  12.  Was  you  not  sued  in  Washington  County,  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, for  parting  with  that  Negro? 

Ans.  I  was,  In  two  actions,  as  will  appear  by  the  Dockett  of  Washing- 
ton county. 
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1792.  Quest.  13.   What  became  of  the   Negro  that  j-ou  got  of  Baldwin  Par- 

September   sons  for  his  chance  of  yours? 

Ans.  I  sold  the  negro  I  got  of  Baldwin  Parsons  for  his  chance  of  mine, 
to  a  certain  Thomas  McGuiro  for  fifty  pounds,  jjcnva.  currenc}-;  for 
which  I  rec'd  a  raare  valued  to  twenty-five  pounds  in  part,  and  his  note 
for  the  residue. 

Quest.  14.  In  wliat  manner  were  the  actions  settled,  whi'.^h  were 
brought  against  j^ou  in  Washington  County  for  the  negro? 

Ans.  Not  knowing  the  Law,  and  being  much  distressed  in  mind  con- 
cerning it,  I  apply'd  to  a  neighbour  of  mine,  Alexander  Wells,  who 
went  with  me  into  Washington,  and  at  my  particular  request,  went  to 
-David  Bradford,  Attor'y  for  the  State,  and  others  against  tne,  who 
agreed  (as  Mr.  Wells  informed  me,)  that  if  I  would  give  him,  s'd  Brad- 
ford, the  Note  and  Mare  I  received  of  McGuli-o  in  pay  Cor  the  Negro  I 
got  of  Baldwin  Parsons,  he  would  discontinue  the  actions.  On  mj^  pay- 
ing tbe  Costs  which  I  agreed  to,  Gave  up  the  note  I  got  of  McGuire, 
and  gave  my  note  for  delivery  of  the  Mare,  which  I  delivered  to  him; 
shortly  after  took  up  note  and  paid  the  costs,  as  will  appear  by  iiis 
receipts.

Personally  came  before  me,  one  of  the  Commonwealth

September        With  regard  to  the  Indians  killed  by  Brady  and  McGuire. 

Mr.  Brackenridge  states  certain  facts  as  related  to  him  by  one  Ham- 
bleton,  which  if  true,  &  had  they  been  communicated  to  Brady  &  Mc- 
Guire before  their  attack  upon  the  Indians,  might  bo  considered  as  a 
Justification  for  killing  those  Indians;  For  it  is  evident  from  the  con- 
versation overheard  by  Hambleton,  that  those  very  Indians  who  had 
been  at  the  Block  House,  were  to  have  been  concerned  in  the  plot 
against  the  white  people. 

But  this  information  not  being  sworn  to,  is  of  non-effect. 
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Concerning  the  Negro.  1792. 

The  Depositions  forwarded  by  Captain   McMachan  tend  to  criminate    September 
the  conduct  of  tiie  Pennsylvania  Judge  and  Attorney,  but,  in  my  opinion, 
do  not  furnish  better  grounds  for  the  non-compliance  with  Governor 
Mifflen's  Demand  than  what  the  Executive  is  already  possessed  of.

Sir: 
Vauses  Mr.  Kent  has  called  on  me  to-day,  on  his  way  to  Eichmond;  my 

being  obliged  to  leave  Clinch  unexpectedly  on  the  business  I  wrote  you 
a  few  days  past  on,  and  the  Detachment  in  Powels  Valley  being  so  far 
from  head-Quarters,  prevents  me  from  making  the  necessary  returns  for 
provision,  but  am  certain  that  Mr.  Kent  labours  under  some  Difficulties 
for  the  want  of  money,  and  has  been  for  some  time.  Believe  he  intended 
not  to  make  application  before  the  expiration  of  our  service,  but  the 
augmentation  of  Troops  obliges  him.  and  hope  as  I  well  know,  &  will  be 
answerable  to  the  public  that  he  will  not  call  for  a  larger  sum  than  is 
his  due,  and  hope  as  it  has  so  happened  with  me  that  the  return  at  this 
time  cannot  be  made,  that  your  Ejccellency  will  excuse  me,  and  seeing 
the  necessity  for  the  money,  advance  it — for  at  this  place  I  could  not 
make  a  just  return.  I  was  yesterday  creditably  inform'd  that  a  number 
of  horses  were  taken  from  Clinch  by  the  Indians,  within  the  lines  of 
Wythe  county,  and  since  I  wrote  you  by  Mr.  Lafur,  a  man  in  Powells 
valley  was  shot  at  about  ten  steps,  but  mised;  the  last  accounts  I  have 
from  the  Cherokees  was  that  a  hundred  Creeks  marched  into  their 
Towns  and  told  them  if  they  did  not  go  to  war  against  the  Whites-,  that 
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they  would  compel  them;  a  number  of  them  embraced  it  cheerfully,  and       1792. 

turn'd  out  three  hundred  warriors,  &  set  out  to  do  mischief  on  Cumber-  October  3d 

land  and  Kentucky  road  and  Clinch;  after  marching  some  distance,  got 

afraid  the  Whites  might  fall  on  their  towns,  while  gone  &  returned.     As 

I  had  this  acc't  from  a  stranger,  cannot  nor  will  not  veryfle  it — certain 

I  am  from  every  appearance  and  disposition  of  our  enemies  at  this  time 

that  troops  will  be  necessary  for  the  Frontiers,  nor  can  I  think  they  will 

ever  be  safe  in  the  winter  season,  should  the  Cherokees  openly  declare 

war;  and  to  have  troops  in  readiness,  and  those  acquainted  with  their 

mode  of  war,  think  is  highlj-  necessary.     Of  your  intention,  I  would  as 

early  as  convenient  wish  to  know  as  good  troops  may  be  had,  should  an 

additional  number  be  thought  of  which  I  think  will  be  required,  hope 

that  Mr.  Kent  will   have  your  appi'obation  as  commissary,  which  I  am 

certain  will  be  joyful  news  to  every  soldier  that  wishes  again  to  enlist, 

and  if  he  can  with  propriety  act  in  both  offices,  would  take  the  liberty 

to  recommend  him  as  an  officer.     From  experience,  I  know  there  is  but 

few  so  well  calculated  for  that  service.

Russell  C.H.  you  to  recommend  Col.  Charles  Cocke,  for  the  Captain  for  Powell's  Val- 
ley, as  it  is  the  General  opinion  &  outcry  of  the  Citizens  of  Powell's 
Valley,  he  should  have  the  command.  Therefore  we  entreat  you  as  our 
worthy  representatives,  to  make  mention  of  the  said  Coeke  to  the 
B.xecutive  of  this  state,  provided  the  Executive  of  the  United  States 
Invest  a  power  in  the  Executive  of  this  State  to  make  a  temporary 
defence  on  the  southwest  frontier  this  next  ensuing  summer.  I  also 
make  all  endeavours  to  have  the  men  Inlisted  in  the  Jacent  countys,  as 
we  should  be  no  stronger  if  we  Inlist  our  own  countymen.  We  beg 
&  pray,  each  &  every  one  of  us,  that  if  the  Executive  thinks  proper  to 
allow  three  hundred  men,  as  the  Cherokee  Indians  has  broke  out,  &  we 
expect  them  in  daily,  to  drive  us  as  refugees  from  our  Habitations.  We 
are  yet  on  pleading  ground,  but  knows  not  how  long  we  shall.  We  are 
assured  that  if  the  executive  of  this  State  was  to  hear  the  perpetual 
Crys  of  the  women  &  children,  since  the  knives  of  the  Cherake  Indians 
Breaking  out,  it  would  fill  them  full  of  Dispare  of  defending  the  writes 
of  our  country.  We  every  one  pray  for  your  welfare,  both  &  wish 
great  success  to  attend  your  attempts. 


October  5th  Arthur  Campbell  to  Governor  Henry  Lee. 

Sir: 
Washington  The  inclosed  lines  of  August  last   were  returned  to  me  a  few  days 

county  g^gQ  fjij^g  bearer  says  he  presented  them  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
asking  a  receipt  for  the  same,  but  was  refused.  I  hope  it  will  now 
reach  you  by  a  safe  hand. 

Last  week  we  were  alarmed  by  the  intelligence  from  Knoxville  that 
800  Warriors  of  the  Cherokee  and  Creek  nations  were  embodied  in  the 
town  called  Eunning  Water,  with  an  intention  to  proceed  and  attack 
the  frontiers.  A  distant  and  unfriendly  behavior  seems  to  have  taken 
place  amongst  almost  all  the  Cherokees  since  the  return  of  their  depu- 
ties from  the  Treaty  at  Pensacola.  I 

The  Chiekasaws  are  no  doubt  friendly  disposed,  but  a  part  of  them 
ought  to  be  employed  in  our  service  to  keep  them  so.  Since  writing 
the  above,  I  am  mformed  by  Mr.  Allison  directly  from  Knoxville,  that 
the  above  force  had  set  out  for  the  Cumberland  settlement,  with  a  view 
to  break  it  up.  The  same  gent,  says  he  is  on  his  way  with  dispatches 
for  the  President  of  the  United  States.  This  is  expected  will  induce 
offensive  operations  on   our  part.     Mr.  John  Mead  directly  from  Geor- 
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gia,  says  the  Creeks  have  commenced  hostilities  in  that  State.     Ensign       1792. 
W.  Campbell  writes  rae  that  a  man  was  fired   at  a  few  miles  from  his  October  5th 
post,  but  escaped  unhurt.     Two  men  have  been  killed  lately  in  the  S.  W. 
territor3^     Governour  Blount  has  ordered  one-half  of  the  militia  of  his 
government  into  service.     Kentucky  is  called  upon  to  lend  aid  to  the 
Cumberland  Settlement. 

Whether  this  storm  will  blow  over  or  not,  a  few  days  will  discover. 
Both  the  Gentlemen  that  commands  the  company  on  duty  being  absent, 
I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  urge  the  officers  present  to  be  in  constant 
preparation  to  receive  the  enemy,  should  any  part  of  them  approach 
the  settlements  of  Virginia  especially.  Lieut.  Willoughby,  who  com- 
mands the  detachment  of  militia  from  this  county,  and  ensign  W. 
Campbell,  in  whose  bounds  the  attack  probably  will  be  first  made. 
These  officers  write  mo  that  they  are  in  want  of  good  Gun  Powder, 
the  commissary  Cox  having  failed  to  supply  them  agreeable  to  Capt. 
Lewis'  order.  I  have  sent  a  supply  from  the  magazine  of  this  county, 
but  it  is  of  a  kind  not  suitable  for  rifles.  I  am  sorry  to  mention  that 
the  complaints  of  the  citizens  of  Virginia  living  between  Walker's  and 
Henderson's  lines  continue  to  exist  on  account  of  being  harassed  by  the 
authority  of  the  S.  W.  Territory.

October 9th  H.  Knox,  Secretary  of  War,  to  Governor  Lee. 

Sir: 
War  I  have  this  daj'  received  a  letter  by  Express  from  Governor  Blount, 

Department  ^^^^^  ^^  Knoxville  on  the  11th  ultimo.     He  states  that  the  five  lower 
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towns  on  the  Tennessee,  headed  bj'  John  Watts,  have  formally  declared       1792. 
war  against  the  United  States,  and  that  the  warriors  had  set  out  upon  October 9th 
some  expedition  against  the  frontiers,  probably  against  the  Cumberland 
settlements. 

The  numbers  of  the  Warriors  who  had  so  set  out,  are  stated  variously 
from  three  to  six  hundred,  including  one  hundred  banditti  Creeks. 

Governour  Blount  had  ordered  one  regiment  of  the  militia  of  Wash- 
ington district  into  service,  and  had  also  dispatched  an  express  to  Miro 
district  on  Cumberland  river,  with  orders  to  Brigadier-General  Robert- 
son to  put  his  brigade  into  the  best  possible  state  of  defence. 

Although  the  details  transmitted  do  not  admit  of  the  least  doubt  of 
the  authenticity  of  the  information  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  five  lower 
Towns,  yet,  as  the  Express  has  been  so  long  on  the  road,  and  no  further 
information  having  been  received,  some  hopes  may  be  entertained  that 
there  has  not  been  any  sudden  or  successful  stroke  on  the  part  of  the 
Indians. 

It  is  observed  by  Governor  Blount  that  the  Cherokees  have  not  com- 
plained to  him  in  a  single  instance  of  the  infraction  of  the  treaty  of 
Holstein ;  That  the  little  Turkey  and  the  greater  part  of  the  Nation 
have  now  given  the  strongest  assurances  of  their  attachment  to  the 
United  States  and  their  desire  for  peace. 

Governor  Blount  has  long  been  invested  with  ample  discretionary 
powers  to  call  into  service  such  portions  of  the  militia  of  his  Govern- 
ment as  he  should  Judge  necessary  for  its  defensive  protection. 

The  nearness  of  the  time  at  which  Congress  is  to  meet,  who  only  are 
invested  with  the  powers  of  war,  will  render  it  essential  to  wait  the 
result  of  their  deliberations  before  offensive  measures  can  be  directed, 
supposing  the  information  transmitted  by  Governor  Blount  to  be  au- 
thentic. 

In  the  meantime,  your  Excellency  will  be  the  Judge  whether  anj' 
further  measures  should  be  necessary  for  the  defence  of  the  southwestern 
parts  of  Virginia,  at- the  expense  of  the  union,  of  the  nature,  and  in 
addition  to  those  before  taken.

To  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  the  Council  of  the 
State  of  Virginia: 

The  Petition  of  Joseph  Nevill  humbly  sheweth  that  your  petitioner 
was  Sheriff  for  the  Countj'  of  Hardy,  for  the  years  1786  and  1787;  and 
in  October,  1788,  a  Judgment  was  obtained  against  your  petitioner  foi' 
the  balance  of  the  Revenue  Tax  for  the  j'car  1787,  and  that  your  peti- 
tioner's Deputies  had,  agreeable  to  an  Act  of  the  Assembly  made  Octo- 
ber, 1789,  paid  the  whole  of  the  amount  of  the  Revenue  Tax  into  the 
Treasury,  agreeable  to  the  time  prescribed  bj'  that  Act,  except  the  sum 
of  Two  pounds  six  shillings  and  six  pence,  which  through  some  mis- 
take was  neglected. 

Your  petitionei-'s  Deputies  has  since  paid  the  two  pounds  six  shillings 
and  six  pence,  and  all  the  costs  of  the  Judgment,  notwithstanding, 
through  some  mistake  of  the  Auditors,  there  is  an  execution  against 
your  petitioner  for  sixty  or  seventy  pounds.  As  I  have  no  other  Relief 
but  in  the  Executive,  1  hope  your  Honorable  Board  will  take  the  same 
into  your  consideration,  and  make  such  an  order  in  favour  of  your  peti- 
tioner as  is  agreeable  to  the  different  acts  of  Assembly  in  that  case 
made  and  ])rovided,  and  your  petitioner  is  in  dutj'  bound,  and  will  for- 
ever pray.

In  consequence  of  letters  received  from  Esquaka,  otherwise  the 
bloody  fellow  and  the  Glass,  dated  on  the  10th  instant  at  the  Lookout 
Mountain  Town,  informing  that  thej',  with  the  assistance  of  John  Watts 
and  other  Head  men,  had  prevailed  with  the  party  that  were  collected 
for  war  to  disperse  and  go  peaceably  to  their  hunting. 

The  information  contained  in  these  letters  has  induced  me  to  discharge 
the  Eeginient  of  Knox  and  to  dispatch  an  Express  to  General  Eobertson 
of  Mero  district,  with  orders  to  discharge  such  of  his  Brigade  as  may 
be  in  service  under  mj'  order  of  the  11th  instant;  forwarded  express  on 
the  receipt  of  the  Letters  from  the  Little  Turkey,  Brigadier-General 
Sevier,  Carey,  and  Thompson,

Washington  In  my  last  by  Mr.  Calhoun  (Mr.  Ross'  nephew,)  to  your  Excellency, 

county  ^^^  apparent  disposition  of  the  whole  of  the  Cherokees  to  (commence 
hoistilities;  since  we  learn  they  ai'e  out  in  large  parties — one  of  whom 
on  the  2d  instant  attacked  and  took  a  small  Fort  in  the  S.  W.  Territory, 
about  20  miles  from  Knoxviile.  In  the  continuance  of  this  war,  we  no 
doubt  will  be  unavoidably  involved,  as  the  southwestern  frontiers  of  the 
state  are  exposed  to  their  depredations.  All  the  train  of  circumstances 
that  have  brought  about  this  adverse  event,  it  is  not  my  business  to  in- 
vestigate, but  I  hope  it  will  by  our  national  Eulers. 

This  day  I  dispatched  a  messenger  to  Lieut.  Willoughby  of  the  mili- 
tia of  this  County,  and  to  Ensign  Willian  Campbell,  advising  them  in 
pressing  terms  to  induce  the  Inhabitants  in  Powell's  Valley  to  build 
good  Forts  for  the  Security  of  their  Families,  and  to  enable  them  to  add 
a  proportion  of  their  number  to  Join  the  militia  on  duty,  that  they 
might  be  enabled  to  meet  the  Enemy  should  they  advance  in  force  to 
that  part  of  the  country,  which  there  is  reason  to  believe  thtsy  will. 

It  may  be  useful  to  augment  the  Ensign's  Detachment,  as  he  is  the 
most  Exposed  and  nearest  the  Enemy,  or  that  Willoughby  or  Hawkins 
be  ordered  to  Join  him;  for  20  men  will  be  too  few  to  meet  200  Indians, 
said  to  be  destined  for  to  break  up  Powells  Valley  Settlement.  Captain 
Lewis  is  absent,  therefore  have  not  received  any  call  for  aid — however, 
I  have  ordered  a  company  of  Infantry  to  be  in  readines.i  to  march  at 
the  shortest  notice.  The  spirit  of  our  militia  seems  to  revive,  and  I 
trust  they  will  soon  be  respectable.  Provided  a  good  law  is  enacted  this 
Session  of  the  Assemblj',  Arms  and  good  gunpowder  will  be  wanted.  I 
am  told  Governor  Blount  has  sent  to  the  President  of  the  United  States 
to  induce  him  to  order  offensive  operations,  and  that  Virginia  will  be 
called  on  for  a  proportion  of  her  militia.  This  may  be  a  reason  for  the 
Legislature  to  expedite  the  passing  of  the  militia  Law.

That  he  flatters  him- 
self the  respectable  force  authorized  by  Congress  during  their  late  ses- 
sion, together  with  the  militia  which  the  laws  authorize  him  to  call  into 
service,  will  prove  adequate  to  the  occasions  which  may  arise. 

He  has  farther  desired  me  to  tender  his  thanks  for  your  ideas  rela- 
tively to  the  Block-houses,  for  the  purpose  of  cutting  off  the  communi- 
cation between  the  Northern  and  Southern  Indians,  which  he  will  take 
into  his  consideration,  and  he  requests  you  would  be  pleased  from  time 
to  time  to  transmit  such  further  ideas  as  may  occur  to  you  to  be  impor- 
tant, either  respecting  a  defensive  or  offensive  war  with  the  Indians.

Sir: 

In  the  month  of  November  last,  when  the  committee  of  Rovisors 
were  about  to  make  a  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  then  silting 
Assembly,  I  was  applied  to  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  to  make 
a  table  of  the  acts,  which  I  undertook,  and  effected  in  the  course  of 
twelve  or  thirteen  days,  by  my  own  exertions  and  the  aid  of  some 
young  gentlemen,  who  I  engaged  in  the  business  at  my  own  oxpente. 
For  this  trouble,  I  was,  by  agreement  with  the  chairman,  to  receive  the 
sum  of  £25.  The  Report  not  being  then  made,  the  committee  at  their 
last  meeting,  came  to  a  resolution  to  alter  the  Table,  so  as  to  malic  it 
necessary  to  have  a  second  Table  somewhat  different  fi'om  the  former, 
but  equally  laborious.  For  this  purpose  I  was  again  applied  to  by  the 
committee,  and  made  a  second,  which  I  am  informed  has  been  laid

The  Petition  of  Joseph  Jones,  late  sheriff  of  Dinwiddie,  humbly 
Sheweth  that  tiiere  was  an  execution  of  the  Commonwealth  put  into 
his  hands  to  execute  against  the  body  ol  Hector  McNeill  for  the  sum  of 
£203.  10.  10.,  returnable  to  November  Gen.  ct,  1791;  That  on  the  2d 
day  of  May,  1792,  he  returned  the  said  executions  and  paid  the  full 
amount  as  pr.  receipt,  which  your  petitioner  then  informed  the  Auditor 
ol,  and  requested  he  would  not  proceed  any  further  ag't  him  on  that 
notice,  but  y'r  petitioner  is  sorry  to  find  he  did,  &  that  for  not  returning 
the  executions  on  the  returns  day,  the  Commonwealth  has  obtained 
Judgment  of  a  fine  at  the  last  June  Gen.  C't  against  your  petitioner  for 
the  sum  of  £18.  8.  lid.  Your  petitioner  did  not  come  over  on  purpose  to 
return  the  Executions  &  make  paiment,  but  that  the  first  time  he  came 
over  after  receiving  paiment,  he  returned  the  executions  &  paid  the 
amount  into  the  Treasury.  Tour  petitioner  therefore  prays  that  y'r 
honorable  body  would  releive  him  from  the  said  fine,  and  he  in  duty 
bound  will  ever  pray,  &c. 
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1792.  The  auditor  respectfully  Reports  to  the  hon'ble,  the  Executive,  that 

October  16tli  the  Ex'on  ag't  Hector  McNeill,  issued  in  the  month  of  Aug.,  1791,  re- 
turnable to  the  then  next  General  court;  the  i-eturn  was  made  and  the 
Ex'on  discharged  the  2d  May,  '92.

Captain  Preston's  papers,  although  not  in  the  same  words,  amount 
nearly  to  the  same  meaning  with  the  form  prescribed.  They  are  a  mus- 
ter roll,  pay  abstract,  and  monthly  returns  of  a  company  consisting  of 
a  Captain,  Lieutenant,  Ensign,  four  sergeants,  four  corporals,  two  musi- 
cians, and  sixty-six  privates.  The  only  material  defect  in  these  papers  is 
there  not  specifying  the  precise  time  to  which  the  troops  are  meant  to 
be  paid,  which  however  may  be  ascertained  by  the  length  of  time  speci- 
fied in  the  pay  abstract,  for  which  it  is  intended  that  they  receive  their 
pay.  No  papers  respecting  the  detachment  of  militia  under  Captain 
Preston's  orders  are  presented.

Sir: 
Abingdon  Being  anxious  that  your  Excellency  nia^'  know  what  is  going  for- 

ward on  this  part  of  the  Frontier,  I  embrace  every  safe  opportunity  to 
forward  you  a  line.  Since  my  last,  we  learn  that  a  detachment  of  the 
Indian  force  sent  against  the  Cumberland  settlement  attempted  on  ye 
30th  ult.,  to  suiprise  a  small  Fort  about  midnight,  but  was  repulsed 
with  loss,  by  only  15  men,  who  no  doubt  fought  with  desparation. 

The  accounts  of  yesterday  say  that  the  appearances  of  the  Indians 
in  the  wildei-ness  are  numerous,  and  that  they  were  hanging  on  the  rear 
of  large  Company  of  Emigrants  that  were  advanced  about  half  way 
the  12th  instant. 

Col.  Cox,  of  Powell's  Valley,  writes  me  that  Indians  have  been  dis- 
covered in  his  neighborhood,  and  request  an  augmentation  of  the  mill- 
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tia  on  duty.     I  have  given  it  as  my  opinion,  for  him  to  embody  all  the       1792. 

young  active  well  armed  men  in  the  settlement  for  one  month,  to  build  October  17th 

Forts  and  to  keep  out  rangers,  acting  on  the  defensive,  until  further 

instructions  arrive  from  the  Executive.     I  thought   of  detaching  the 

troop  of  Horse  on   a  tour  of  two  weeks  as  far  as  Cumberland  Gap, 

thereby  rather  to  encourage  the   Inhabitants    than  expect  that  thej^ 

would  meet  with  the  Indians.     But  at  a  general   muster  yesterday,  I 

find  they  are  unprepared  for  such  service.  And  am  now  of  opinion  that 

Horse  will  always  be  useless   in  the  militia  when   brought  to  contend 

with  Indians  in  the  mountains.     It  is  an  attention  to  our  Infantry  that 

will  provide  the  best  means  for  our  defence. 

Several  hundred  able  bodied  healthy  looking  men  appeared  on  our 
parade,  but  it  was  mortifying  to  see  so  few  armed,  and  I  am  assured  by 
the  Captains  that  not  a  half  of  their  men  have  guns. 

I  was  assailed  with  frequent  and  loud  complaints  from  the  Inhabi- 
tants between  Walker's  &  Henderson's  lines,  on  account  of  being  har- 
rassed  with  orders  from  two  Jurisdictions.  Governor  Blount  is  still 
persisting  in  considering  them  as  citizens  of  the  S.  W.  Territory,  when 
at  the  same  time  a  large  majority  declare  it  to  be  their  desire  to  be 
annexed  to  and  under  the  laws  of  Virginia.

Sir: 
October  20th  Agreeably  to  your  request,  I  have  made  every  enquiry  respecting 

Richmond  the  lines  called  Walker's  &  Henderson's,  which  are  the  subject  of  dis- 
pute between  this  State  and  No.  Carolina,  least  my  own  knowledge  of 
that  country  might  not  be  suflScient  to  lead  to  accurate  information. 
But  I  can  find  no  person  that  can  render  me  any  assistance.  As  far  as 
my  own  knowledge  serves,  I  can  inform  you  that  from  the  *  *  * 
Rock  to  Cumberland  mountain  where  Henderson's  stopp'd,  is  one  hun- 
dred miles.  "Walker  proceeded  as  far  as  the  Mississippi.  The  weadth 
between  the  two  lines  as  far  as  Henderson's  proceeded,  is  between  two 
and  three  miles.  I  think  there  are  about  one  hundred  families  living 
between  the  lines,  the  greater  part  of  whom  are  desirous  of  continuing 
in  Virginia.  About  one-fourth  are  content  to  remain  in  statu  quo,  as 
thereby  they  are  exempt  from  paying  tax. 

The  lower  station  in  Powell's  Valley  is  between  the  two  lines.  They 
consider  themselves  under  the  protection  of  Virginia.  The  Virginia 
law  is  adhered  to  there,  and  all  titles  to  lands  are  from  the  Government 
of  Virginia.  You  will  find  that  when  the  cession  was  made  from  No. 
Carolina  to  Congress,  reference  was  had  to  G-en'l  Smith.  Without  men- 
tioning who  Gen'l  Smith  was,  at  the  time  the  line  was  run,  he  was  esteemed 
the  best  mathematician,  and  therefore  appointed  to  assist  in  the  exten- 
sion of  the  line.  At  the  passage  of  the  Bill  in  No.  Carolina  for  the  ces- 
sion, he  was  a  member  of  Assembly,  and  called  on  for  information.  I 
was  also  a  member  at  that  time.  The  decision  respecting  the  lines  as  I 
understood  the  matter,  being  one  of  the  Committee,  took  place  at  the 
rising  of  the  Assembly.  The  cession  to  Congress  was  on  certain  stipu- 
lations which  could  not  take  place  before  the  pleasure  of  Congress  was 
known,  which  was  some  months  after. 

I  have  business  in  Powell's  Valley,  which  will  call  me  there  in  Feb'y 
next.  If  necessary,  I  can  after  that  time  give  you  a  full  account  of  the 
families,  their  names,  militia,  &c.,  &c.

Present — John  Woodson,  Archer  Allen,  Benjamin  Allen,  John  Hol- 
man  &  Stephen  Cook,  Gent.,  Justices. 

The  Court  taking  into  consideration  the  present  situation  of  the 
county,  and  of  the  number  of  Justices  necessary  to  discharge  the  busi- 
ness of  the  same  with  convenience  of  one  to  the  other,  are  of  opinion 
that  notwithstanding  the  number  of  Justices  in  the  county  in  the  com- 
mission of  the  peace,  that  the  burthen  of  the  business  of  the  whole 
County  is  thrown  in  the  hands  of  only  a  few  magistrates,  not  more  than 
six  or  seven,  a  majority  of  whom  now  compose  the  Court,  in  consequence 
of  which  the  business  is  greatly  retarded,  to  the  injury  and  oppression 
of  the  suitors,  and  it  is  ordered  the  same  be  certified  to  the  Executive, 
&  that  a  copy  of  this  order  be  served  on  the  Justices  of  this  county  & 
returned  to  next  court.

Gentlemen: 
October  29th  Full  of  Gi'atitude  for  the  Services  I  received  in  this  country, 

both  by  the  decree  of  the  National  Assembly  enacted  to  lend  me  six 
hundred  pounds  in  order  to  improve  the  French  Settlement  along  Clinch 
river,  and  by  your  Kind  co-operation  in  its  Execution,  I  begg  you.  Gen- 
tlemen, to  receive  my  respectful  acknowledgements,  and  to  deign  to 
interpret  my  sentiments  to  the  representatives  of  the  nation. 

Enjoy  your  own  beneficence,  Gentlemen — your  orders  have  been  read- 
ily executed. 

A  wagon  road  from  Russell  Court  to  my  Lands  has  been  opened,  and 
is  now  very  practicable. 

A  Body  of  soldiers  has  been  settled  two  miles  from  my  Plantation, 
and  by  their  closs  application  to  their  duty,  have  saved  me  from  the  un- 
happy consequences  of  the  Indian  Incursions. 

I  have  received  the  Six  hundred  pounds  you  granted  me,  and  nothing 
will  be  wanting  to  the  prosperity  of  my  Settlement  if  the  greatest  part 
of  my  companion's  too  easily  discouraged  yielding  to  a  false  terror,  and 
tired  at  the  difficulties  met  at  the  beginning,  had  not  abandoned  me; 
this  loss,  however,  is  easy  to  be  repared.  One  word  from  you.  Gentle- 
men, will  do  it — by  comforting  the  Emigrants  who  are  to  come;  and 
that  will  be  a  service  rendered  both  tO  the  country  where  they  will 
inhabit,  and  to  me — the  full  success  of  whose  schemes  depend  entirely 
upon  it.  The  retreat  of  some  of  my  partners,  the  distance  of  that 
Country,  some  exageration  in  the  reports  of  the  Indian  Incursions,  are 
Enough  to  frighten  those  who  are  not  acquainted  witb  that  place. 

Therefore  I  request  from  you.  Gentlemen,  the  favour  of  a  certificate 
ascerting  ihe  true  state  of  that  country — that  is  to  say,  the  Goodness 
both  of  the  soil  and  climate,  the  Legitimity  of  my  possessions,  and  the 
facility  of  keeping  ones  self  from  Indians,  bj'  testifying  my  living  there 
for  one  year  past,  the  case  will  be  less  doubtful!.  I  request  j'ou  in  the 
next  place  to  order  for  my  Settlement  six  Soldiers  from  those  who  are 
to  be  sent  to  Russell  County,  till  our  Settlement  becoming  more  popu- 
lous, may  be  able  to  guard  itself  against  Indians. 

That  favour  is  the  more  reasonable,  as  our  plantations  being  Situated 
along  the  right  hand  of  Clinch,  are  more  subject  to  the  Indian  In- 
cursions. 

I  am  Satisfied,  Gentlemen,  that  such  a  declaration   will here  a 

numerous  emigration,  and  that  in  a  short  time  you  will  see  full  of  indus- 
trious people  that  vast  and  precious  country  which  is  now  wild  and  un- 
inhabited. 
,^^  Frenchmen  informed  of  what  you  have  done  for  us  since  our  arrival 
here,  and  of  the  last  precautions  which  I  hope  you  will  take,  will  know 
that  they  may  find  here  another  native  country— that  to  a  Frenchman, 
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an  American  is  a  brother,  a  friend,  and  that  in  a  free  country  a  foreigner       1792. 
is  not  distinguished,  but  by  a  greater  kindness  and  regard  for  him.     As  October 29th 
for  rae.  Gentlemen,  my  respect  and  respectful   attachment  will  last  as 
long  as  my  life.

H.  Knox,  Secretary  at  War,  to  the  Governor,  inclosing  a  letter  October  30th 
FROM  Governor  Blount,  regarding  the  Cherokees. 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  by  the  post  of  this  day  to  acknowledge  the  re-         War 
ceipt  of  your  Excellency's  letters  of  the  19th  &  24th  instant.  Department 

The  officers  of  the  militia  called  out  for  the  defensive  protection 
will  be  allowed  the  pay  stipulated  in  the  act  of  the  5th  of  March  last, 
since  the  passing  of  the  same. 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  a  copy  of  governor  Blount's  last 
intelligence  of  the  7th  of  October,  since  which  nothing  further  has 
been  received. 

As  the  constitution  has  invested  the  Congress  with  the  powers  of  war, 
and  as  that  body  are  on  the  eve  of  Assembling,  the  whole  subject  of 
the  Chickamagoes  will  be  laid  before  them  for  their  consideration  and 
decision.  In  the  mean  time,  it  is  the  desire  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States  that  only  defensive  measures  should  be  used.  If  for  this 
object  it  should  be  your  Judgment  that  the  militia  in  the  South  Western 
parts  of  Virginia  should  be  increased,  you  will  please  to  order  the  same 
under  the  former  regulations.  The  organized  companies  of  Virginia 
would  indeed  be  a  handsome  body  of  troops  to  be  employed  against  the 
lower  Cherokees.  In  case  Congress  authorize  an  expedition  against  them, 
the  orders  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  will  be  taken  upon  tbe 
subject. 

The  accountant  has  not  reported  upon  the  Militia  rolls  you  forwarded, 
but  I  have  directed  him  to  do  it  immediately.  And  arrangements  shall 
be  made  for  transmitting  the  amount.

Sir: 
October  30th  The  inclosed  papers  contain  all  the  information  I  have  received 

worth  communicating  from  the  Cherokees  since  writing  you  b3'  Mr. 
Allison  on  the  26th  September. 

For  many  days  past  I  have  hourly  been  in  expectation  of  an  express 
from  Cumberland;  nor  have  I  heard  of  the  Creeks  and  Cherokees 
since  they  passed  the  Tennessee  as  mentioned  in  the  letter  of  the 
"Breath  and  Charley,"  and  by  John  Boggs  on  the  17th  of  September. 

The  militia  are  turning  out  with  unusual  alacrity;  some  of  them  have 
made  their  appearance  from  the  upper  counties,  and  the  whole  number 
called  for  will  be  here  by  Saturday  night. 

I  hope  the  honor  of  your  orders  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  have  that 
of  being  with  very  great  respect.

Lookout  Mountain,  Septem'r  15th,  1792. 

Friend  and  Brother: 

We  have  heard  your  letter  you  sent  to  the  Glass 
and  the  Bloody  Fellow;  the  Bloody  Fellow  is  at  home,  and  the  Glass  is 
gone  to  the  Little  Turkey,  and  we  are  very  glad  to  see  it  was  in  our 
power  to  stop  the  young  fellows  from  going  to  war  with  the  whites,  our 
Elder  Brothers,  as  our  people  and  your  people  is  living  as  it  were 
together — you  and  them  is  so  near  each  other.  You  mention  that  we 
ought  to  consider  matters  well  before  beginning  a  War;  it  is  very  true — 
war  is  very  bad,  and  I  hope  you  nor  us  shall  see  no  more  of  it,  but  live 
in  peace. 

But  we  tiro  very  sorry  to  inform  you  (you  may  think  it  a  lie,  but  wo 
assure  it  is  the  truth),  that  wo  are  very  sorry  that  four  days  after  our 
people  had  dispersed  to  their  different  homes,  there  was  a  great  number 
of  Creeks  passed  by  here  for  several  days.  It  was  out  of  our  power  to 
stop  them ;  they  said  there  was  several  hundreds  crossed  the  River  low 
down,  and  had  with  them  Lb.  500  of  powder,  and  lead  accordingly. 
They  said  they  were  going  to  Cumberland.  It  is  not  the  principal  head 
men  of  the  Creeks  Nation,  but  young  fellows,  and  indeed  a  great  num- 
ber of  them  boys. 

They  Said  that  Colonel  Robertson  and  General  Pickens  had  told  Cor- 
dcatoy  what  we  before  told  you. 

Wo  are  much  obliged  to  j'ou  for  your  advice  in  telling  us,  take  care, 
as  the  innocent  would  undoubtedly  suffer. 
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We  have  told  you  of  the  Oreeks  alwaj's  going,  and  wo  hope  you  will       1792. 
not  let  any  of  our  people  suffer  for  the  bad  designs  of  the  Creeks,  for  October  30th 
we  tell  j'ou  they  are  gone — the  exact  number  we  do  not  know. 

We  hoard  that  John  Sevier  says  it  will  not  be  long.bofbre  he  sets  out 
for  war;  that  ho  is  to  come  to  this  place  and  all  about  here,  and  that 
there  is  another  warrior  to  come  with  an  army  from  Tuqula  in  order  to 
destroy  the  nation;  such  talks  makes  our  young  people  very  uneas3^ 
We  could  wish  that  your  warriors  would  not  send  such  talks,  unless  you 
intend  to  do  so.

Note. — There  must  be  a  mistake  in  the  date  of  this  letter;  from  the 
information  collected  from  Bogs,  it  must  have  been  written  on  the  23rd 
September,  1792. 

On  Friday,  the  28th  September,  1792,  John  Bogs  returned  to  Knox- 
viUe  from  tiie  five  lower  towns,  where  he  had  been  to  carry  the  letters 
of  the  14th  instant  from  Governor  Blount  to  the  Glass  and  the  Bloody 
Fellow,  in  answer  to  theirs  of  the  lOlh  September,  and  delivered  to 
Governor  Blount  the  letter  of  the  Breath,  of  Nickajack,  and  Charley,  of 
the  running  water,  dated  September  15th,  1792 — -(there  must  have  been 
a  mistake  in  the  date  of  this  letter;  it  was  probably  written  on  the  23rd 
September).  Bogs  continued  with  Governor  Blount  from  Friday,  the 
28th,  to  Sunday,  the  30th,  and  with  him  the  Hanging  man,  Unacata,  the 
brother  of  John  Watts,  and  three  other  Indians.  During  this  time  Gov- 
ernor Blount  extracted  all  the  information  he  possibly  could  respecting 
the  Indians,  and   both  Bogs  and  the  Maw  appeared  to  be  quite  candid  / 

and  communicative. 

The  amount  of  the  infoi'mation  given  by  John  Bogs,  was  that  from 
the  15th  to  the  17th  instant,  the  Creeks  were  passing  the  Tennessee  at 
the  Running  water,  Nickajack,  and  at  a  place  called  the  Creek  crossing 
place,  about  thirty  miles  below  Nickajack,  on  their  way  to  invade  the 
district  of  Mero  (Cumberland  Settlement,)  and  that  they  were  Joined 
by  from  100  to  200  Cherokees — among  whom  was  John  Watts;  and  that 
the  Creeks  had  with  them  a  great  quantity  of  powder  and  Lead  which 
they  had  received  from  the  Spaniards;  that  the  whole  were  to  rendez- 
vous at  the  place  where  the  different  paths  came  together,  on  their  way 
towards  Nashville,  and  concert  their  measures  of  attack  upon  the  Cum- 
berland Settlements.  That  while  he  was  at  the  Lookout  Mountain,  he 
was  infoi'med  that  Richard  Findleston  and  a  Frenchman  had  passed  on 
from  Pensaeola  to  Cumberland  to  obtain  information  of  the  true  situa- 
tion of  that  country,  and  wei'e  to  return  in  ten  nights  and  report  such 
as  they  could  collect;  That  he  found  it  generally  understood  in  the  lower 
towns  as  well  as  the  other  parts  of  the  Nation  through  which  he  passed, 
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171)2.  that  such  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  five  lower  Towns  as  did  not  want 
OctioburBOtli  war,  had  best  leave  them,  and  that  such  of  the  other  Towns  as  did  want 
war  had  best  move  to  them,  and  that  some  of  both  parties  were  moving 
so  as  to  take  the  si-tuation  which  best  suited  their  wishes  and  disposition 
for  war  or  peace.  Bogs  is  a  Half  breed,  well  known  to  manj-  white 
people,  and  by  all  parties  viewed  as  a  man  of  veracity. 

The  Hanging  Maw  said  he  and  the  Little  Turkey  and  all  the  chiefs 
of  the  Cherokees  except  of  the  five  lower  Towns  were  for  peace,  and 
that  the  five  lower  towns  were  for  war.  That  they  expected  to  be 
attacked  and  destroyed,  and  were  providing  against  that  event.  Some 
intended  moving  nearer  the  Creeks;  others  to  go  west  of  the  Mississippi 
near  Sans  la  Grace,  and  others  among  whom  was  the  Shawanese  War- 
rior and  his  party  of  the  running  water,  to  form  a  settlement  at  the 
Creek  or  Crossing  place  of  the  Tennessee,  a  small  distance  above  the 
Shoals,  at  the  mouth  of  a  creek  on  the  South  side;  there  to  be  Joined 
and  supported  in  perpetual  war  against  the  United  States  by  a  party  of 
Shawanese  who  ai-e  expected  shortly  to  arrive  at  that  place  by  water 
way  of  the  Ohio  and  Tennessee. 

Unacata,  the  Brother  of  John  Watts,  a  good  natured  pleasant  fellow, 
ou  Saturday  having  drank  freelj'  of  whiskey,  and  conversing  with  the 
Maw,  Bogs,  and  the  other  Indians,  told  several  stories  with  much 
humour  of  the  attention  that  Governor  Blount  and  the  white  people 
had  always  paid  to  Watts  whenever  he  came  among  them.  Now  the 
said. Watts  was  for  war  with  the  whites,  and  had  sent  for  him  to  Join 
him,  and  he  had  given  Watts  for  answer  that  the  whites  had  given  him 
(Watts),  a  great  many  fine  clothes,  and  that  he  had  grown  saucy,  all 
the  clothes  he  (Unacata)  had  he  had  earned  and  paid  for,  and  that  if 
he  (Watts)  went  to  war,  and  fell,  he  might  lay  there,  he,  Unacata, 
would  not  pick  him  up,  meaning  he  would  not  revenge  his  death  accord- 
ing to  their  law.  This  conversation  was  overheard  by  Captain  Chis- 
holm  and  Mr  MeKee,  who  understood  \what  he  said.  Governor  Blount 
asking  the  Hanging  Maw  about  another  Unacata,  who  with  his  wife 
had  been  with  the  Governor  in  the  latter  part  of  August  ten  or  twelve 
days,  been  well  treated,  and  made  great  professions  of  Friendship,  was 
answered  that  he  too  had  thought  him  a  good  man,  but  Watts  had  car- 
ried him  to  war,  and  he  supposed  he  must  be  killed. 

Knoxville,  September  30th,  1792. 
A  message  from  Kenoteta  or  rising  fawn,  of  Hiawassa,  to  Governor 
Blount,  received  at  Hiawassa  on  the  1st,  and  delivered  at  Knoxville  on 
the  5th  October,  1792,  by  John  Christian — (Kenoteta  is  an  old  Headman 
and  was  a  Signer  to  the  treaty  of  Hopewell): 

"The  mountains  near  you  have  many  Indians  in  them  for  war;  take 
care  of  your  people.  Don't  let  thorn  go  out  by  twos  or  threes,  even  to 
their  fields.     The  lower  Towns  are  all  rogues,  and  so  are  the  Creeks;

make  haste  and  come  and  destroy  them.     Come  bj'  Hiawassa,  and  I  will       1792. 
find  you  provisions  as  you  pass.  October  S0( 1 1 

Talehtiskc  was  hei-o  the  other  day  from  the  lower  Towns,  saying  he 
had  throwed  away  his  war  talks  and  was  now  for  peace.  Don't  you 
believe  him;  ho  is  still  for  war,  and  moans  to  raise  a  party  and  Join  his 
Brother,  the  Bench,  and  another  Bi'other  of  his,  the  Tail;  passed  here 
j'esterday  with  three  other  Cberokees,  of  Wills  Towns,  and  five  Creeks, 
declaring  they  were  going  to  kill  Jo.  Sevier;  take  care  of  them — they 
will  do  some  mischief  before  they  return. 

A  number  of  Shawanese  have  already  settled  down  on  the  Big  River* 
the  mouth  of  a  creek,  and  many  more  are  coming;  those  who  have 
arrived  have  with  them  many  Good  Blankets  and  Strouds  and  other 
goods — where  they  got  them  I  do  not  know,  but  they  must  have  destroyed 
many  people  to  get  them  either  by  water  or  Land. 

Information  by  John  Christian,  who  lives  at  Estanaula  with  James 
Carey,  and  who  brought  up  Gallaspiesi's  son  from  thence  to  his  father, 
.and  arrived  at  Knoxville  the  5th  October,  1792: 

That  as  he  came  through  the  cherokee  nation  with  Gallaspiese's  son, 
Moyatory,  a  cherokee  at  Springton  place,  came  up  to  him  and  said  to 
him,  you  are  an  old  man — go  along,  but  it  is  war  time,  and  this  boy  and 
his  horse  I  will  have.  Christian  replied  to  him,  *he  was  Joking;  no,  he 
said  he  was  not,  and  he  would  have  Boy  and  Horse.  Upon  which,  the 
warriors  son,  of  Estanaula,  who  had  been  selected  by  the  Head  men  of 
the  place  to  accompany  Christian  and  insure  safety  to  young  Gallaspie, 
stepped  up  and  said  he  would  protect  him  at  the  Risque  of  his  life. 
Moyatoy  then  desisted,  and  Christian  then  proceeded  in  safety  with  the 
warrior's  son  to  Hiawassa,  and  there  Culsetahe,  the  son-in-law  of  the 
rising  fawn,  Joined  the  party  the  better  to  insure  safety  to  young  Gillas- 
pie,  and  came  with  them  to  Craigs  Station  on  nine  mile.  Christian  adds 
that  the  chiefs,  without  exceptions,  of  all  the  cherokee  Towns  except 
the  five  lower,  were  for  peace,  but  that  many  of  the  young  Men  of  every 
part  of  the  nation  discovered  an  inclination  to  Join  the  war  party  of  the 
lower  Towns. 

On  the  2d  of  October,  1792,  Black's  blockhouse  on  the  head  of  Crooked 
Creek,  a  branch  of  Little  River,  at  which  there  was  a  Sergeant's  com- 
mand from  Captain  Crawford's  company,  was  attacked  by  surprize  about 
an  hour  and  an  half  in  night  by  a  party  of  Indians  commanded  by  a 
Cherokee,  of  Wilis  Town,  called  the  Tail,  a  Brother  of  the  Bench  and 
Talohtiske,  consisting  of  three  other  Cberokees  and  five  Creeks.  James 
Paul  was  Killed  in  the  house,  and  George  Moss  and  Robert  Sharpe  Sit- 
ting out  by  a  fire,  and  John  Shankland  wounded,  and  three  horses  were 
Killed  and  Seven  carried  off. 

*The  Cberokees  call  the  Tennessee  the  Big  River. 
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1792.  H.  Caperton  to  the  Executive  of  Virginia. 

The  ITon'ble  the  Executive  of  Virginia: 
Gentlemen  : 
UitoberSnth  When  I  was  appointed  to  the  command  of  a  Company 

of  Volunteer  Militia,  ordered  to  the  defence  of  Grcenbriar  &  Kanawa, 
Col.  Boon  Contracted  to  furnish  these  men  with  rations,  but  from  some 
cause  or  other  failed.  This  put  mc  under  the  necessitj'  of  employing 
other  persons  to  do  the  business,  making  myself  responsible  for  the 
money,  &  now  stand  bound  for  the  amount  of  rations  furnished  mj'  Com- 
pany, no  part  of  which  has  been  paid.  The  Executive  also  directed  Col. 
Boon  to  convey  the  ammunition  allowed  from  Point  of  Fork  to  Green- 
brier, in  this  ho  also  failed,  this  compelled  me  to  j)urcha8e  and  supplj' 
the  men  myself,  for  which  1  am  bound  to  individuals.  From  these  cir- 
cumstances I  am  induced  to  make  application  to  your  Hon'ble  board  for 
a  draft  on  the  Treasury  for  a  sum  adequate  to  defray  these  charges.  1 
confess  it  is  rather  an  informal  method  of  ajjply  to  the  publick,  &  I  know  ^ 
that  my  accounts  ought  to  be  produced,  but  my  present  situation  leaves 
me  no  other,  ray  papers  and  vouchers  being  left  with  the  County  Lieu- 
tenants of  Greenbriar  &  Kanawa,  for  their  certificates  thereon,  for  which 
1  could  not  wait  &  attend  at  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Assembly.  They  will  bo  brought  on  some  time  lionce,  &  I  Expect  will 
give  ample  &  satisfaetorjMuformation  in  which  manner  I  have  conducted 
this  business.

Richmond  In  sending  the  proceedings  of  the   Court-martial   held  at  Morgan 

Town  for  the  trial  of  Col.  Evans,  no  mention  has  been   made  of  the 
expences,  which  the  nature  of  that  business,  unavoidablj"-  occasioned. 

In  order  to  prevent  a  disappointment  in  the  meeting  of  the  Court,  my 
orders,  the  Agency  of  Col.  McClary,  were  sent  forward  by  a  special 
messenger  to  the  commanding  officers  of  Ohio  &  Monongalia.  A  small 
expenee  attended  this,  which  the  roc'ts  enclosed  will  show  j  ou  has  been 
paid.  A  gentleman  who  was  engaged  to  execute  the  office  of  Judge 
Advocate,  was  flattered  with  the  usual  compensation  for  the  perform- 
ance of  that  service,  and  his  charge  will  accordingly  appear.  A  letter 
from  Col.  Boggs,  of  Ohio,  which  accompanies  this,  will  also  inform  you 
of  the  expectations  of  the  members  of  the  Court,  and  as  their  services 
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were  obligatory  te  your  authority,  so  they  hold  themselves  entitled  to       1792. 
the  pay  of  this  grade.     Your  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  coram uni- October  30th 
cate  the  result  of  your  decision,  as  some  of  the  Gentlemen  interested 
are  members  of  the  Assembly,  &  wish  to  be  informed  on  the  subject.

Hugh  Caperton  to  the  Governor.  October  3lst 

Sir: 

The  many  alarming  accounts  daily  received  of  hostile  intentions  of   Richmond 
the  Indian  enemy,  makes  me  anxious  to  visit  my  Garrisons  in  Greenbriar 
and  Kanawa;  to  which  I  intend  setting  out  in  a  very  few  days.

I  should  feel  myself  happy  if  your  Excellency  would  order  me  such 
a  sum  as  would  enable  me  in  part  to  fulfil  those  engagements  which  I 
have  entered  into  on  behalf  of  the  publick,  and  charge  the  same  to  my 
general  account. 

On  my  return  here,  which  I  purpose  to  be  in  the  beginning  of  De- 
cember, I  shall  bring  forward  an  accurate  account  of  all  the  expence 
incurred  in  my  department.

Sir: 
War  A  Warrant  has  this  day  issued  on  the  supervisor  of  the  Revenue  at 

Department  Ujehmond  to  pay  the  sum  of  six  thousand  three  hundred  &  sixty-tw^o 
dollars,  2  cents,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
being  the  amount  of  the  estimate  transmitted  the  27th  of  September. 

The  great  proportion  of  this  sum  being  for  advances  which  are  con- 
trary to  the  rules  of  the  Treasury  to  make  in  general  ca.ses,  the  amount 
has  been  obtained  solely  in  consideration  of  the  respect  duo  the  request 
of  the  Executive  of  Virginia. 

I  shall  be  greatly  obliged  by  your  directing,  as  soon  as  convenient, 
that  the  original  musters  and  Vouchers  for  settlements  actually  made 
according  to  the  former  regulations  be  transmitted,  and  that  in  future 
the  proper  officer  accompany  requisitions  for  money  for  the  defensive 
protection  with  such  vouchers  and  settlements,  so  that  all  difficulties  or 
delays  may  be  avoided. 

Since  my  letter  of  the  30th,  the  Express  mentioned  by  you  has  arrived 
with  letters  from  Governor  Blount  of  the  10th  ultimo,  but  he  brought 
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no  further  information  than  was  contained  in  the  printed  paper  which       1792. 
you  were  so  good  as  to  forward,  excepting  the  idea  that  it  was  probable  Novem.  1st 
small  parties  would  continue  to  intest  the  frontiers. 

Upon  receiving  any  further  intelligence,  it  shall  be  transmitted. 

The  sum  of  six  hundred  and  Eighty-two  dollars,  33  cents,  is  also  ad- 
vanced for  the  scouts  of  Harrison  County  for  the  year  1791,  agreeably 
to  the  report  of  the  accountant;  a  copy  of  which  is  enclosed.  But  as 
no  musters  or  other  Vouchers  appear  excepting  a  roll,  it  is  hoped  that 
the  money  will  not  be  paid  until  such  essential  Vouchers  are  produced.

Arthur  Campbell  to  the  Governor.  Novem.  1st 

Sir: 

At  the  request  of  several  officers  of  the  Militia,  both  in  Washington  Richmond 
and  Eussell  counties,  particularlj^  that  part  of  the  latter  called  Powell's 
Valley,  I  have  taken  a  Journey  to  this  place  to  ask  for  assistance  against 
our  new  enemies,  the  Southern  Indians.  My  former  communication  by 
Calhoun,  Timbuff,  and  Col.  Greenup  will  throw  light  on  occurrences  to 
that  date.  Since  by  a  friendly  chief  and  a  white  man  in  our  interest, 
(altho'  adopted  into  an  Indian  family  many  years,)  we  learn  that  the 
Indian  Commander  John  Watts  received  a  had  wound  in  the  attack  on 
Buchanan's  Port.  That  he  had  15  of  his  men  killed  or  so  wounded 
that  they  died  before  they  got  home.  That  part  of  his  force  dispersed 
in  small  parties,  saying  they  would  in  future  kill  people  out  of  the  Foris 
and  carry  off  their  horses.  Our  informant  says  that  it  was  part  of 
Watts  original  plan  to  drive  off  or  destroy  the  whole  of  the  Inhabitants 
in  Powell's  Valley,  to  push  back  our  settlement  and  gain  their  former 
hunting  grounds;  have  been  strongly  urged  by  the  Spanish  Agent,  now 
residing  in  the  Creek  upper  Towns,  and  that  to  effect  their  purpose  his 
16 
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1792.  King  would  supply  them  with  arms,  ammunition,  and  cloathing;  To 
Novem.  1st  make  war  their  business,  and  he  would  indemnify  them  for  the  loss  of 
hunting  the  ensuing  season. 

Governor  Blount  on  the  20th  ult.,  had  about  1,000  men  assembled  at 
Knoxville,  a  part  under  orders  to  march  to  Nashville*  and  to  guard 
through  the  wilderness  a  large  number  of  Emigrants,  among  whom 
were  a  number  of  wealthy  reputable  families.  The  remainder  said  to  be 
destined  to  penetrate  the  Cherokee  country  as  far  as  the  lower  Towns. 

Thus,  sir,  a  war  has  begun  in  which  Virginia  has  in  no  measure  been 
accessory,  but  in  the  progress  of  which  many  of  her  innocent  citizens 
will  be  sufferers,  if  they  are  not  speedily  protected.

Novem,  1st  Proceedings  op  "Westmoreland  County  Court. 

At  a  Court  of  Quarterly  sessions  continued  and  held  for  Westmoreland 
County  the  first  day  of  November,  1792: 

It  appearing  to  the  court  that  a  sufficient  number  of  the  commission- 
ers, appointed  by  the  Hon'ble  the  Governor  and  Council  of  this  Sute  on 
the  10th  day  of  March,  1789,  to  act  as  commissioners  for  recording 
deeds  lost  or  destroyed  by  the  destruction  of  Eecords  of  County  Courts, 
neither  have,  or  as  they  believe  can  be  induced  to  attend  and  perform 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  their  appointment  and  the  Act  of  Gen- 
erl  Assembly.  It  is  therefore  ordered  that  this  be  represented  to  the 
Executive,  and  the  Court  requests  that  a  smaller  number  than  a  ma- 
jority may  be  authorized  to  act  in  the  premises  as  Commissioners  and 
that  the  Hon'ble  the  Governor  and  Council  will  appoint  the  same  Nine 
gentlemen  heretofore  commissioned,  or  any  three  of  them  to  fulfill  the 
duties  enjoined  under  the  law.

War  The  President  of  the  United  States  has  directed  me  to  acknowledge

closing Resolves  of  the  IIouso  of  Delegates  uirI  the  Senate  of  Virginia, 
relatively  to  the  temporary  defence  of  the  frontiers  thereof,  and  the 
Copy  of  a  Letter  from  ('olonel  Arthur  Cara])beil,  dated  the  13th  of  Oc- 
tober, 
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The  Letters  which  have  been  written  at  various  times,  will  enable  you       1792. 
to  take  such  steps  with  the  militia  for  the  temporary  defensive  protee-    Noveni.  ;W 
tion   of  Virginia  as  you  shall  judge  proper,   but  anj-thiug  further  or 
more  permanent  must  result  from  such  measures  as  Congress  may  please 
to  direct. 

The  inefficiency  of  a  defensive  protection  against  Indians  must  be  well 
understood  by  your  Excellency;  if  they,  contrary  to  the  desires  of  and 
from  causes  which  the  general  Government  cannot  controul,  are 
influenced  to  and  decided  for  war,  they  must  be  made  to  feel  the  effects 
of  our  superiority  before  tranquility  can  be  permanently  established. 

If  the  present  threatening  aspect  of  affairs  constrain  a  course  of  hos- 
tilities against  the  Indians,  humanity  maj'  be  pained,  but  the  Justice  of 
the  United  States  cannot  be  impeached,  even  by  the  most  malignant; 
For  it  has  been  the  incessant  endeavour  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  satisfy  every  equitable  demand  of  the  Indians  without  the 
further  effusion  of  blood. 

The  last  information  from  Governor  Blount  was  dated  on  the  10th 
ultimo;  the  purport  of  which  was,  as  I  mentioned  in  mine  of  the  1st 
instant  contained  in  the  printed  paper  you  transmitted,  It  is  therefore 
to  be  expected  that  the  information  of  Colonel  Campbell  may  be  pre- 
mature.

Arthur  Campbell  to  the  Governor.  No\em.  3d 

Proposal  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  Nov.  3,  1792: 

That  a  Company  of  fifty  men  as  Rangers  be  engaged  for  three  months 
from  the  first  daj-  of  December  next,  to  do  duty  at  or  near  Cumberland 
Gaj). 

As  it  is  in  contemplation  of  the  Executive  of  the  State  of  Kentucky 
to  have  a  Fort  built  about  half  way  in  the  wilderness,  and  place  a  Gar- 
rison of  fifty  men  in  it.  Our  Troops,  after  they  fortify  their  Camp,  May 
meet  those  Rangers  occasionally,  and  to  the  Southward  meet  those  under 
the  direction  of  Governor  Blount,  which  would  form  a  chain  of  connec- 
tion that  might  preclude  the  necessity  of  Troops  being  Stationed  on 
Clinch  River.  As  to  attempt  of  the  Southern  enemy,  the  Regulars  on 
the  Ohio  may  cover  that  frontier  from  the  inroads  of  the  northern  In- 
dians.    But  it  will  be  useless  respecting  the  southern  war. 

The  post  at  Cumberland  Gap,  besides  covering  a  detached  frontier  set- 
tlement of  Virginia,  It  will  divide  the  distance  between  Danville  and 
Hawkins  Courthouse — of  course  facilitate  the  transportation  of  the 
mail  and  secure  our  intercourse  with  the  army  on  the  Ohio,  by  land. 
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1792.  This  is  a  plan  of  aeconomy,  on   account  of  the  idea  of  the  Executive 

Novem.  3d   of  the  General   Government;  a  full   company  ought  to  be  the  number 

for  this  Service,  as  they  may  be  assailed  by  large  partys  of  Indians,  and 

as  they  will  be  more  than  one  hundred  miles  from  the  Settlement  from 

whence  they  can  expect  succour  in  case  of  extremity.      " 

It  will  be  peculiarly  mortifying  if  the  frontier  of  Virginia  exposed 
to  the  attacks  of  the  Southern  Indians  he  neglected,  when  their  neigh- 
bours in  the  southwestern  Territory,  not  so  much  in  danger,  have  an 
ample  force  ranging  around  the  Settlements.  The  Virginians  without 
murmuring  pays  duties  to  the  general  Government;  the  citizens  of  the 
Southwestern  Territory  not  a  shilling;  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  are 
arranging  to  oppose  the  same  enemy,  and  will  no  doubt  be  paid  for  their 
services  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.

Phila-  I  had  the  honor  of  receiving  your  letters  of  10th  Feb'y,  11th  Octo 

delphia  jjj,  Claiborne  bro't  nothing  from  your  Excellency  for  me,  but  your 
favour  of  the  24th  Sept'r,  has  been  Just  handed  me  containing  papers 
from  Col.  Heth.  I  had  m^'  apprehensions  respecting  the  accounts  to 
which  those  papers  relate,  from  my  not  receiving  any  of  the  vouchers 
or  documents  from  Richmond  as  I  has  requested;  to  supply  the  want  of 
them,  I  availed  myself  of  the  presence  of  Col.  Heth  in  this  city,  to  give 
in  conjunction  with  Col.  Henley  such  information  to  the  Board  as  would 
be  most  likely  to  supply  the  want  of  those  papers.  This  testimony  I 
reduced  to  writing  in  the  presence  of  the  board,  and  have  filed,  tho'  in 
some  points  Col.  Henley  does  not  agree  with  Col.  Heth. 

Agreeable  to  my  former  Assurance,  I  have  compieated  the  statement 
of  the  whole  claims  of  Virginia,  which  will  shortly  engross  almost  the 
whole  attention  of  the  board.  I  shall  very  soon  transmit  to  your  Ex- 
cellency a  list  of  Vouchers  to  be  sent  on  from  the  Auditor's  office,  in 
support  of  charges  to  a  great  amount,  which  in  the  former  statement 
had  been  omitted,  but  which  I  have  that  properly  chargeable  to  the 
Union,  and  have  introduced  into  the  claim  of  the  State. 

I  beg  leave  to  commit  to  your  Excellency  the  enclosed  letter  to  the 
Auditor  on  this  business,  which  will  I  hope  prevent  delay  in  office.

6th 
inclosed  aceompts  now,  out  of  the  contingent  Fund,  I  will  take  charge 
of  the  sum,  and  have  it  paid  to  the  very  individuals  entitled  to  receive 
it,  without  any  deductions,  And  engage  that  the  legal  vouchers  be  for- 
warded in  due  time,  after  the  time  of  service  is  expired. 

I  am  a  little  anxious  about  the  matter  because  I  know,  should  no 
money  be  sent,  the  soldier's  pay  will  immediately  depreciate,  and  others 
who  have  not  risqued  their  lives  will  be  gainers  thereby;  besides  it 
will  be  a  discouragement  to  the  select  Rifle-men,  again  to  engage  in  the 
service  if  needed.

Jos.  Martin  to  the  Governor.  Novem.  8th 

Sir; 

Colo.  Scott,  Sheriff  of  Sullivan  County,  in  the  ceded  Territory  south    Eichmond 
of  the  River  Ohio,  is  now  with  me,  who  informs  me  that  he  has  it  in 
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1792.  orders  from  Governor  Blount  to  exercise  his  office  as  Sheriff  as  far  as 
Noveiii.  8th  Henderson's  line,  and  pay  no  respect  to  your  Proclamation.  With 
respect  to  the  situations  most  eligible  for  establishing  Garrisons  from 
Powells  Valley  to  Kentucky',  I  think  the  Ford  of  the  Cumberland  Eiver 
the  most  important;  the  Road  from  the  Southern  to  the  Northern  In- 
dians passing  by  that  place,  renders  it  most  dangerous.  The  River  is 
often  impassable  from  floods,  and  travellers  detained  in  a  dangerous  and 
exposed  situation. 

If  a  strong  party  (say  50)  were  stationed  there  to  pursue  the  predi- 
dory  parties  of  Indians,  a  few  men  would  suffice  at  the  Laurel  River,  the 
Ilazle  patch,  and  one  or  two  other  convenient  places  between  Cumber- 
land and  Rock  Castle;  as  I  am  told,  there  is  now  a  station  at  that  River- 
I  this  morning  saw  a  petition  from  Kentucky  praying  that  One  hundred 
men  should  be  stationed  on  the  Kentucky  Road,  which  is  to  be  presented 
to  Congress  and  disposed  of,  to-wit:  20  at  Yellow  creek,  between  Mar- 
tin's lower  Station  and  Cumberland  River;  20  at  Cumberland,  and  the 
residue  between  Cumberland  &  Kentucky. 

I  submit  whether  such  a  disposition  is  best  as  YelloAV  creek  is  between 
Martin's  lower  station  &  Cumberland,  which  are  distant  only  12  or  14 
miles,  and  20  men  at  Cumberland  are  inadequate  to  the  defence  of  a 
place  so  important  and  dangerous  as  Cumbei'land  River  is.

His  Excellency,   the  Governor  of  Virginia,  &  the  Ilon'ble  the  Privj^ 
Council: 

Gentlemen: 

I  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  myself  on  a  subject 
in  which  the  people  of  the  Senatorial  district  which  I  have  the  honor  to 
represent,  are  highly  interested  in,  to-wit:  the  subject  of  dofencive  opera- 
rations  &  arrangements  against  the  Indian  Enemy.  When  I  consider 
the  powers  which  are  vested  in  your  hon'ble  body,  I  rest  assured  the 
most  ample  protection  will  bo  extended  to  the  exposed  frontiers. 

Yet  as  many  of  your  Hon'ble  body  have  expressed  a  wish  (highly 
flattering  to  me  indeed),  that  I  might  suggest  a  plan  of  operation,  I  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following:  That  the  Western  frontier  of  this  Slate 
be  divided  into  southern  and  Northern  division— The  first  to  include  the 
Counties  of  Greenbrier,  Montgomery,  Wythe,  Russell,  &  Lee;  The  second 
to  include  the  counties  of  Kanawa,  Harrison,  Monongalia,  Randolph,  & 
Ohio.  That  two  hundred  &  Eighty  private  men,  thirty-two  non-Com- 
missioned  officers,  &  twelve  commissioned  officers  &  twenty-two  scouts 
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will  be  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  Southern  division.     The  force       1792. 
necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  Northern,  I  cannot  pretend  to  ascer-  Noveni.  9th 
tain — not  having  a  Just  knowledge  of  that  country. 

That  the  Senior  Captain  have  the  command  of  the  division,  unless  a 
Field  officer  bo  appointed  for  that  express  purpose. 

It  is  persumable  &  I  conceive  the  southern  Indians  will  be  the  Enemy 
of  the  Southern  division  &  the  Northern  Indians  of  the  Northern,  against 
whom  a  very  Considerable  armament  has  been  ordered  by  General  Gov- 
ernment. This  will  point  out  the  necessity  of  a  particular  arrangement 
for  the  southern  division,  which  I  persume  will  be  directed  by  your 
Hon'ble  body.  For  the  Southern  division  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing arrangement: 

At  the  mouth  of  Greenbriar,  an  Ensign,  sergeant  &  sixteen  privates. 
At  the  five  mile  fork  of  East  River,  a  sergeant,  two  corporals,  &  six- 
teen privates. 

At  Fort  Lee  on  Bluestone,  a  Lieutenant,  one  Sergeant,  One  Corporal, 
&  twenty-four  privates. 

At  Lincolnshire,  on  Clinch,  a  Captain,  a  sergeant,  a  Corporal  &  twenty- 
four  privates. 

At  Hankins,  in  the  Baptist  Valley,  a  sergeant  and  Bight  privates. 
At  Browns  or  Fugates  in  the  Eichlands,  a  sergeant,  corporal,  &  twelve 
privates. 

At  Wilkinson's  in  the  New  Garden,  a  Lieutenant,  Sergeant,  &  sixteen 
privates. 

At  the  mouth  of  Dumps  creek,  an  Ensign,  two  Corporals,  &  twelve 
privates. 

At  Robinson's  in  Castlewoods,  a  Captain,  Sergeant,  corporal,  &  twenty- 
four. privates. 

At  Blackmore's  station,  a  Sergeant,  Corporal,  and  twelve  privates. 
At  Carter's  in  Rye  Cove,  a  Captain,  sergeant,  corporal,  &  twenty-four 
privates. 

At  the  Turkey  Cove,  a  Captain,  Sergeant,  Corporal,  &  twenty-four 
privates. 

At  Martin's  old  station,  an  Ensign,  sergeant,  corporal  &  sixteen  pri- 
vates. 

At  Cox's,  an  Ensign,  sergeant.  Corporal,  &  sixteen  privates. 
At  Martin's  lower  station   (sometimes  called  the  blockhouse),  where 
Robinson  lives,  which  is  the  lower  Settlement  in  Virginia,  &  where  the 
Kentucky  road  enters  this  State,  a  Captain,  two  sergeants,  two  Corpo" 
rals,  &  thirty-two  private.     & 

At  Blackwater  branch,  a  place  exjDosed  to  the  South  in  Lee  County,  a 
Lieutenant,  Sergeant,  Corporal,  &  twelve  privates.  And  the  Scouts  be 
dispersed  along  the  frontier  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  &  changed 
when  required. 

This  arrangement  I  conceive  will  be  more  convenient  and  safe  than

cannot  be  Joined,  because  some  of  thera  would  be  so  situated  that  they 
could  not  be  supplied.  If  any  further  observations  should  be  necessary 
on  this  subject,  it  will  give  me  pleasure  to  make  them  should  you  request 
them  of  me.

Sir: 
Richmond  I  think  it  proper  to  acquaint  you  that  the  written  and   printed 

papers  herewith  sent  and  addressed  to  me  in  my  official  capacity,  were 
left  at  my  office  a  few  days  since  by  David  Meade  Eandoljjh,  Esquire, 
the  marshall  of  the  United  States  for  the  District  of  Virginia.  That 
Gentleman  at  the  same  time  informed  me  that  he  was  instructed  to  sub- 
mit to  my  notice,  previously  to  this  service,  papers  of  a  similar  purport 
addressed  to  your  Excellency.  What  would  be  the  object  of  such  an 
instruction,  I  cannot  conjecture.  However,  I  positively  refused  to  pay 
any  attention  to  it.  Whether  this  State  can  be  involuntarily  dragcd 
into  the  supreme  Court  of  the  Union  as  a  defendant  for  transactions, 
even  posterior  to  the  adoption  of  the  general  Government,  has  been  de- 
nied by  some,  and  deemed  very  questionable  by  others,  whose  talents 
and  patriotism  had  placed  them  deservedly  high  in  the  public  estima- 
tion. But  that  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  render  her  amenable  to 
any  tribunal  under  heaven  for  acts,  either  legislative  or  Judicial,  com- 
menced and  completed  under  the  former  instrument  of  confederation, 
(which  expressly  guaranteed  perfect  and  unimpaired  Sovereignty  as  to  all 
matters  of  internal  government,  to  all  the  States  leagued  under  it,)  ap- 
pears to  me  an  unauthorized  and  dangerous  assumption  of  power,  which 
if  established  may  give  birth  to  a  series  of  pernicious  and  disgraceful 
consequences  to  this  country — the  extent  and  duration  of  which  it  will 
not  be  easy  to  measure  or  calculate. 

Being  unwilling  that  any  conduct  of  mine  as  an  officer  of  the  State 
should  tend  to  the  prostration  of  her  independence  and  dignity,  I  most

Sir: 

If  the  general  arrangements  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  lay 
before  your  Excellency  and  the  Hon'ble  board  shall  be  thought  too  ex- 
tensive to  be  carried  into  execution,  permit  me  to  suggest  that  in  my 
humble  opinion,  a  full  company  placed  at  the  mouth  of  Coal  River,  and 
which  lies  twelve  miles  below  the  main  settlement,  on  the  Kanhawa, 
will  most  contribute  to  their  defence;  and  another  company  disposed  in 
the  following  manner,  viz:  at  Point  Pleasant,  twelve  men,  twenty  at  Le 
Ports  fali.s,  ten  at  Belleville,  and  the  rest  ia  Montgomery  County,  oppo- 
site the  mouth  of  Greenbriar  River.  This  number,  I  conceive,  will 
afford  a  tolerable  protection  to  the  Counties  of  Kanawha,  Bath  and 
Greenbriar,  and  will  be  so  situated  as  to  afford  a  safe  and  convenient 
way  of  supplying  them  with  provisions.  Four  Scouts  for  the  station  at 
Coal  River,  aud  two  each  at  the  others  will  be  necessarj'  to  compleat 
this  arrangement. 

As  the  conduct  of  Captain  Caperton  last  summer  has  given  general 
satisfaction  to  the  inhabitants  in  these  parts,  I  presume  that  he  will  be 
thought  proper  to  command  at  Coal  River;  and  for  the  other  company 
I  conceive  Mr.  William  Lewis,  of  whose  capacity  and  integrity  I  enter- 
tain the  highest  ojjinion,  will  be  the  most  proj)er  person.

It  is  of  consideration  to  the  public  that  he  receive  the  appointment,  be- 
cause Beef  elsewhere  is  generally  bought  up  and  drove  to  the  north- 
ward. 

The  commissary  that  may  have  to  furnish  all  pork  for  the  rations, 
will  no  doubt  ask  more  than  eight  cents.  I  mean  only  that  he  commis- 
sary to  the  Troops  in  Powell's  Valley. 

1  have  now  reason  to  beleive  that  Colo.  W.  Tate  will  accept  of  the 
appointment  of  pay -master  if  offered  to  him  ;  he  may  have  a  preferrenee, 
both  on  account  of  his  literary  qualifications  and  his  knowledge  of  mili- 
tary matters,  that  he  may  without  any  additional  expence  do  the  duty 
of  Inspector  of  the  Corps  and  Adjutant,  if  assembled  together-i-he 
having  served  in  the  latter  ofHee  to  a  Regiment  of  Pennsylvania  militia 
the  Winter  campaign  of  1776,  1777,  and  since  in  Virginia  in  a  three 
month's  service  near  JSTorfolk. 

It  may  be  a  salutary  regulation  to  appoint  a  Commissary  to  each 
Company,  as  it  will  add  the  credit  of  several  men  of  property  to  aid  the 
public  fund — it  will  tend  to  encourage  emulation  in  doing  their  duty 
well. 

If  the  Corps  should  he  called  on  to  act  offensively,  it  will  be  desirable 
that  at  least  one  Company  be  armed  with  Rifles  of  the  new  construc- 
tion— that  is,  having  bayonets,  or  that  one  Company  be  called  Grena- 
diers and  armed  with  light,  neat  muskets  &  Bayonetts.  Good  Rifle-Pow- 
der &  flints  ought  to  be  furnished ;  one  or  two  good  Forts  ought  to  be 
erected  on  the  frontier  nearest  the  Southern  Indians.  Tents  &  Kettles 
will  be  necessary  if  embodied  for  offensive  operations — the  latter  article 
whether  or  not.  Cannot  the  Pay-master  also  do  the  duty  of  Quarter- 
master, at  least  in  providing  absolute  necessaries?

injurious  not  to  give  it  to  him;  &  whatever  security  may  be  required, 
I'll  engage  he  can  &  will  give.

The  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such,  that  whereas  the  said 
Archibald  Woods  hath  this  day  covenanted  and  agreed  with  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Virginia  that  he,  the  said  Archibald ,  will  regularly  fur- 
nish the  two  companies  of  volunteer  militia  under  the  Command  of  Cap- 
tains Lowther  and  McCulloch,  now  raising  for  the  defence  of  the  Monon- 
galia District  of  this  State,  with  rations  from  the  first  day  of  December 
next,  until  they  shall  be  regularly  discharged — the  ration  to  consist  of 
one  lb.  of  Beef  or  three  quarters  of  a  lb.  of  pork,  one  lb.  of  bread,  flour, 
or  one  and  a  quarter  pounds  of  sifted  indian  meal,  half  a  gill  of  rum, 
brandy,  or  whiskey,  and  one  quart  of  salt  for  every  hundred  rations; 
the  said  Archibald  Woods  to  receive  from  the  public  Treasury  the  sum 
of  Bight  cents  for  each  ration  furnished.  Now  if  the  said  Archibald 
Woods  shall  regularly  supply  the  said  troof)s  with  rations  as  above  stipu- 
lated, and  for  the  term  aforesaid,  then  the  above  obligation  to  be  void — 
else  to  remain  in  full  force  and  virtue.

Novem.  15th  Letter  prom  the  Ohio  Delegates   respecting   the  Defence  op  the 

Frontier. 

Sir: 

The  incursions  of  the  savages  has  of  late  become  so  frequent  in  the 
County  of  Ohio,  and  the  murders  so  alarming  as  to  prevent  the  Inhabi- 
tants thereof  from  pursuing  their  necessary  occupations,  notwithstanding 
a  Company  of  Rangers  was  stationed  on  the  frontiers  of  the  said  county, 
yet  a  number  of  innocent  people,  including  women  and  children,  have 
this  season  experienced  the  dreadful  effects  of  the  Tomahawk  and  scalp- 
ing knife. 

We  as  Representatives  of  said  County,  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  your 
Excellency  that  in  our  opinion  no  less  than  one  hundred  and  forty  men 
would  be  sufficient  to  guard  a  irontier  so  extensive  as  that  of  Ohio 
County,  a  IVontier  of  not  less  than  120  miles  in  length,  (and  the  Inhabi- 
tants dispersed  up  iiml  down  the  Ohio  River,)  as  will  appear  by  applying 
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to  the  draught  or  map  of  said  count}-,  drawn  by  actual  survey.     We  also        1792. 
take  the  liberty  to  recommend  to  your  Excellency,  John  McCuUoch  as  Novem.  15tb 
a  proper  person  for  Captain  to  comraand  a  Company  of  Ran<i;ers,  &  Wil- 
liam Wells,  Lieutenant,  &  William  McCuUoch,  Jun'r,  Ensign  ;  our  knowl- 
edge of  the  activity  and  good  Conduct  of  these  persons,  induce  us  to 
thus  recommend  these  persons. 

With  respect  to  the  manner  of  furnishing  such  Companies  as  may 
appear  necessary  to  be  called  into  service  on  this  occasion  with  Rations, 
we  beg  leave  to  observe  that  another  mode  than  that  now  followed  in 
our  opinion  will  be  necessary;  at  present  the  contractor  is  obliged  to 
furnish  Rations  at  every  station  at  the  usual  time  of  drawing,  which  is 
every  three  days — the  stations  so  far  asunder  that  it  is  absolutely  impos- 
sible to  deliver  the  provisions  in  time,  and  where  there  is  no  more  than 
four,  five  or  eight  men  stationed  at  a  place,  a  beef  cannot  be  killed  at 
each  place,  or  the  greatest  part  of  it  must  inevitably  be  lost,  which  has 
aetuallj'  been  the  ease  sundry  times  this  summer.  In  order  {o  obviate 
this  inconvenience,  we  would  observe  that  if  the  Rations  were  furnished 
at  the  usual  time  of  drawing  at  two  of  the  largest  and  most  central  sta- 
tions as  may  be  convenient,  in  good  oi'der,  and  the  officers  obliged  to 
receive  them,  it  would  answer  every  purpose — it  being  the  case  during 
this  Summer  that  a  Guard  must  be  hired  bj'  the  Contractor  to  go  with 
the  provisions  to  each  station,  up  and  down  the  River. 

To  Give  an  effectual  defence,  it  will  take  the  following  armaments, 
viz :

Sir: 

As  I  have  the  honour  to  represent   Monongalia  County,  beg  leave    Richmond 
to  represent  to  your  Excellency  in  some  measure  the  situation  of  that 
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1792.  county  respecting  the  savage  Enemy.  Some  days  past  I  saw  on  j^our 
Novem.  15th  table  a  draft  of  the  western  frontiers,  stating  the  convenient  places  to 
station  men  for  our  defence,  finding  in  that  statement  only  two  stations 
that  will  in  any  measure  Cover  us,  that  is  at  Fish  and  Fishing  Creek, 
which  is  between  60  and  70  miles  from  our  inhabitants,  and  the  grater 
part  of  Brushe  Bridge,  so  that  the  Indians  can  slip  in  between  these 
stations  and  conceal  themselves  until  an  opertunity  of  mailing  a  stroaise, 
and  return  undiscovered  by  them  stationers,  except  your  Honours 
Cou'd  see  it  Just  to  indulge  us  with  some  men  on  the  frontiers  of  our 
County.  I  much  approve  of  the  plan  of  stationing  a  part  of  the  men 
on  the  Ohio  River,  which  is  the  only  place  to  guard  those  countyes  that 
boinds  on  that  water,  but  as  Monongalia  is  a  distant  county,  and  fre- 
quently a  frontier  if  no  other  defence  is  provided  for  it  than  them  sta- 
tions, we  shall  be  left  in  a  deplorable  situation;  indeed,  I  fear  to  our 
Distraction  and  total  Ruin.  I  do  not  know  that  any  county  on  the 
frontier  Jias  sustained  so  much  damage  by  the  savage  the  present  sea- 
son as  ours.  There  has  been  12  killed  and  taken  and  two  wounded,  the 
furthest  from  my  house  not  over  12  miles,  and  the  nearest  within  three, 
and  upwards  of  a  hundred  fami'ys  evacuated  there  farms  on  that 
account,  which  sustained  grate  loss.  The  same  had  moved  back  before 
I  left  home,  in  order  to  take  one  trial  more.  Cou'd  your  Excellency  see 
it  Right  to  indulge  us  with  70  men  for  the  Defence  of  our  county, 
which  is  as  few  as  I  in  Justis  can  ask  ibr  our  safety,  and  six  spies,  we 
wou'd  be  willing  to  fill  them  stations  at  Fish  and  Fishing  creeks,  keep 
the  residue  on  our  frontiers,  keep  up  a  correspondence  between  them  on 
the  frontiers  near  our  settlement,  and  them  2  stations  on  the  Ohio  river. 
I  shou'd  then  be  in  hopes  we  could  stand  our  ground,  and  have  a  chance 
to  ketch  the  enemy  if'  they  come  in,  tho'  being  well  assured  that  you 
will  do  every  thing  for  the  wellfare  of  the  State  to  Guard  &  Protect 
every  part  of  it  where  ever  they  stand  in  need  of  these  reasons.  I  con-

The  incursions  of  the  Savages  of  late  on  the  frontiers  of  this  State 
has  become  so  frequent  and  their  murders  po  alarming,  as  to  oblidge 
many  of  the  citizens  thereof  to  abandon  their  respective  places  of  abode, 
and  fill  the  county  with  Blood  and  Desolation. 

We  as  Representatives  of  the  Counties  of  Ohio,  Monongalia,  Harrison, 
Randolph,  Greenbriar,  and  Kenhawa,  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  your  Ex- 
cellency that  unless  speedj'  and  effectual  measures  are  adopted  for  our 
Defence,  a  great  part  of  our  Community  will  experience  the  Dredfull 
stroke  of  a  Savage  foe.  And  to  our  mortification,  Hy  a  letter  laid  before 
the  Legislature  of  this  State  now  setting,  from  the  Secretary  at  War, 
We  fear  the  General  Government  will  not  give  us  that  permanent  pro- 
tection which  our  necessitous  situation  requires;  and  by  former  Expe- 
rience we  have  good  reasons  to  doubt  their  protection  will  prove  Intirely 
inadequate  to  the  safe  protection  of  our  frontiers.

We  feel  ourselves  very  unhappy  when  we  are  oblidged  to  trouble    Richmond 
your  Excellency  so  frequent  on  a  subject  that  must  be  tiresome.     But 
hope  your  Excellency  will  bear  with  us. 

We  understand  that  only  One  Company  of  Rangers  is  continued  by 
the  Executive,  By  reason  that  some  of  the  Eepresentatives  from  the 
District  of  Monongalia  requested  the  Eangers  might  be  discharged  when 
their  times  expire.  However  safe  the  Situation  of  Eandolph  County  may 
be,  we  do  assure  you  that  we  do  not  consider  the  situation  of  our  Coun- 
ties so  safe,  &  we  also  aver  that  the  members  who  requested  their  men  dis- 
charged, were  by  all  appearance  as  urgent  to  get  protection  as  any,  but 
we  have  reason  to  believe  that  in  consequence  of  some  disappointment 
or  misunderstanding  taking  place,  a  letter  was  written  to  your  Excel- 
lency on  the  subject  of  discharging  the  rangers  of  the  above  county. 
We  cannot  conceive  any  other  motive  that  induc'd  such  conduct,  and  at 
a  crisis  when  we  were  about  to  get  protection.  We  feel  ourselves  very 
unhappy  that  anj'  misunderstanding  should  take  place  amongst  our- 
selves.

This  being  a  circumstance  which  no  human  foresight  could 
prevent,  I  trust  that  I  shall  stand  excused  for  not  Joining  in  the  return.

May  it  please  y'r  Exelencj^:  Last  November,  twelve  months,  Mr. 
Brockenbrough'  qualified  as  sheriff  of  Richmond  county,  and  died  some 
little  time  afterwards;  it  was  in  the  month  of  January  following  I  quali- 
fied to  my  commission  as  sheriff.  I  think  there  is  an  Act  of  our  Gen. 
Assembly  that  declares  when  a  Sheriff  qualifies  to  his  commission  and 
dies,  the  succeeding  Sheriff  shall  finish  his  collection,  and  then  serve  his 
limited  time  of  two  years.  Mr.  Hipkins  not  qualifying  this  Nov'r,  the 
commissioners  have  delivered  their  lists  to  me,  and  I  conceive  I  have  a 
right  to  the  Sheriffalty  untill  next  Nov'r;  however,  if  y'r  Exelency 
will  be  pleased  to  conderscend  to  instruct  me,  for  which  purpose  I  will 
call  on  you  to-morrow  morning.  Mr.  Hipkins's  commission  I  have  with 
me,  &  should  you  conceive  my  claim  is  Just,  will  hpmbly  thank  you  to 
make  an  alteration.

Sir: 

Your  Excellency's  letter  of  the   14th,  the  receipt  of  which    was        War 
acknowledged  on  the  20th,  has   been  submitted  to  and  duly  considered  Department 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

And  I  am  directed  in  his  name  to  observe  to  you  that  while  he  is 
impressed  with  the  propriety  of  affording  reasonable  protection  to  the 
exposed  parts  of  the  frontiers,  he  is  conscious  that  different  opinions 
arising  from  different  situations  and  views  will  be  entertained,  as  well 
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1792.  of  the  degree  as  the  nature  of  such  protection.  But  as  it  is  his  duty 
Novem.  23d  to  measure  out  the  public  force  and  means  according  to  law,  as  various 
occasions  may  require,  so  it  is  his  desire  that  the  motives  of  his  con- 
duct may  be  well  understood. 

It  is  his  opinion  that  although  small  garrisons  stationed  in  Block- 
Houses  or  other  fortifications  will  secure  probablj^  whoever  may  be 
therein;  yet  they  are  entirely  inadequate  to  protect  a  line  of  frontier 
against  incursive  parties  of  savages. 

That  the  indians  soon  ascertain  the  strength  of  such  Garrisons,  and 
either  insult  or  avoid  them  at  pleasure. 

That  the  expence  therefore  generally  of  such  Garrisons  and  fortifica- 
tions, so  far  as  covering  the  country  is  useless  and  nugatory. 

That  the  patrols,  termed  scouts,  formed  of  the  most  active,  bold,  and 
experienced  hunters,  are  of  the  highest  service  in  order  to  discover  the 
approach  of  Indians,  and  alarm  the  inhabitants. 

That  the  expenses  of  a  reasonable  number  of  these  scouts  will  be 
readily  paid  by  the  General  Government,  even  at  the  high  rate  of  pay 
hereafter  allowed,  which  has  been  five-sixths  of  a  dollar  per  day. 

That  during  the  ensuing  winter,  a  season  in  which  the  Indians  do  not 
commonly  act  offensively,  it  is  presumed  the  usual  pi'oportion  of  scouts 
might  be  deemed  a  sufficient  security,  combined  with  that  general  and 
habitual  vigilance,  which  the  frontier  inhabitants  ought  for  their  own 
safety  to  observe. 

But  if  in  addition  to  these  means,  one,  or  at  most  two  companies  of 
Eangers,  should  act  upon  the  line  of  the  Southwestern  frontier  of  Vir- 
ginia, it  would  appear  to  be  entirely  adequate  to  any  probable  demands. 
The  pay  and  rations  as  fixed  by  law  of  such  companies,  the  President 
consents  shall  for  the  present  be  defrayed  by  the  United  States.  But, 
he  considers  that  the  expence  of  the  six  companies  ordered  out  by  the 
Executive  of  Virginia,  in  pursuance  (it  is  supposed)  of  the  resolves  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  16th  ultimo,  would  not  form  a  proper 
charge  against  the  general  Government. 

It  is,  however,  always  to  be  understood  upon  an  invasion,  or  an  imme- 
diate threatening  danger  thereof,  so  as  to  render  necessary  the  calling 
out  the  force  of  the  country,  that  in  such  a  case  the  United  States  will 
be  responsible  for  the  expenses,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  circum- 
stances. 

But  it  is  not  considered  as  at  all  necessary  to  keep  up  constantly  on 
all  parts  of  the  line  ot  frontiers,  from  the  St.  Mary's  to  Lake  Ontario,  a 
force  calculated  to  repel  possible  invasions  of  considerable  bodies  of 
Indians. 

The  last  intelligence  from  Governor  Blount  was  dated  on  the  10th 
ultimo.  The  distance  of  time  gives  birth  to  the  hope  that  the  threaten- 
ing appearances  have  in  some  degree  subsided  in  that  quarter.  The 
entire  information  upon  the  Subject  of  the  Chickamaygas  has  been  laid 
before  the  Legislature,  but  as  yet  no  measures  have  been  taken  thereon. 
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If  the  Chickamaygaa  continue  their  depredations,  it  is  difficult  to  con-       1792. 
ceive  any  other  mode  of  insuring  future  tranquility,  but  that  ol  chas-  Novem.  23d 
tising  them  severely  and  desolating  their  Towns.     But  offensive  meas- 
ures must  arise  from  such  acts  as  the  Congress  may  think  proper  to  pass 
on  the  occasion. 

Major-General  Wayne  will  for  the  present  assume  a  position  for  the 
troops  immediately  under  his  orders,  a  little  above  the  Big  Beaver  creek, 
and  probably  continue  therein  until  March  next.  He  is  directed  in  the 
mean  time  to  encrease  the  force  at  Galliopolis,  below  the  great  Kenawha, 
and  at  the  Muskingum,  to  such  a  degree  as  to  afford  considerable  and 
constant  patroles  along  the  line  from  Galliopolis  to  his  Camp,  and  thence 
to  Fort  Franklin.  These  patroles  it  is  conceived  in  addition  to  the 
scouts,  which  all  the  exposed  Counties  will  be  permitted  to  have  during 
the  winter,  will  prevent  the  necessity  of  ordering  any  of  the  militia  of 
Monongahalia  district  into  Service  for  the  present,  as  suggested  in  your 
letter.

John  Hawkins'  Petition  to  the  Goveenob.  Novem.  23d 

To  his  Excellency  Henry  Lee,  Bsq'r,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Virginia: 

The  petition  of  John  Hawkins,  of  the  County  of  Washington, 
humbly  Sheweth  that  he  was  summoned  by  the  Sheriff  and  returned  as 
a  Grand  Juror  for  the  district  comoosed  of  the  counties  of  Wythe, 
Washington,  and  Russell,  at  May  term,  1791;  that  he  was  desirous  of 
attending  tho'  unable  because  of  sickness.  In  consequence  of  his  non- 
attend'ce  a  conditional  fine  was  entered  against  him  for  four  hundred 
pounds  of  Tobacco. 

Tour  petitioner  further  Sheweth  that  at  the  time  he  was  summoned 
by  the  Sheriff  at  the  Courthouse  of  Washington  the  day  of  the  Election 
for  Representatives  in  the  month  of  April,  1791,  being  at  that  time  in  a 
bad  state  of  health  proceeding  from  a  consumptive  habit,  informed  him 
that  if  he  was  able  to  attend  the  said  Court  he  would  as  a  Grand  Jury- 
man. For  these  reasons,  yonr  petitioner  supposed  he  was  not  returned 
as  a  Grand  Juryman,  and  knew  nothing  of  the  fine  entered  against  him 
till  it  became  final.  Otherwise  he  could  have  attended  at  the  next 
Court  and  rendered  such  reasons  to  the  Court  as  he  is  certain  would 
have  convinced  them  that  no  contempt  was  intended  to  be  offered,  and 
been  excused  from  the  fine  imposed  on  him  for  his  Non-attendance. 

Tour  petitioner  is  scarce  of  money;  that  all  he  can  raise  for  some 
time  past  has  been  expended  for  medicine  &  Doctor's  charges  to  endeav- 
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1792.        our  to  recover  his  health.     He  therefore  pra^^a   that  your   Excellency 
Novem.  24th  would  remit  the  fine  aforesaid,  which  became  final  against  him  at  Octo. 
term,  1791.

Mr.  Hawkins  is  an  acting  magistrate  of  Washington  county,  but  from 
his  low  state  of  health,  has  been  some  time  past  unable  to  attend  the 
court  regularly.  As  far  as  I  have  ever  heard,  he  uniformly  bears  an 
excellent  character,  and  is  esteemed  in  his  county  a  re.spectable  man. 
Ever  since  I  knew  him,  which  has  been  for  three  years  at  the  least,  he 
always  appeared  to  me  to  be  a  man  extremely  afflicted  with  disease,  and 
is  at  present  to  my  knowledge  gone  to  Noi-th  Carolina  for  the  express 
purpose  of  recovering  his  health. 

It  is  not  the  practice  of  the  Court  to  Send  notice  to  delinquents  of 
conditional  fines  being  entered  against  them,  and  therefore  Mr.  Hawkins 
was  not  informed  (officially)  of  any  such  fine  being  entered  against  him.

His  Excellency  Henry  Lee,  Governor  of  Virginia: 

Sir: 
Bermuda  I  beg  leave  to  write  j'^ou  respecting  a  negro  Boy,  who  is  now 

under  sentence  of  death  in  Charles  City  County  Court.  I  trust  when 
his  particular  is  represented,  you  will  with  your  wonted  humanity  be 
induced  to  extend  your  clemency  to  this  poor  wretch,  who  is  very  j^oung, 
and  who  has  never  been  guilty  to  my  knowledge  of  anything  of  a  hein- 
ous nature.  He  had  elop'd  and  was  absent  for  about  two  months,  and 
unfortunately  fell  in  with  the  Negro  who  actuallj^  killed  Mr.  Carter's 
overseer — a  negro  who  has  been  at  large  3  years,  and  from  the  best  in- 
formation 1  can  obtain,  one  of  the  vilest  ot  his  kind. 

This  poor  young  and  inexperienced  Boy  happened  to  be  in  his  company 
when  the  atrocious  Act  was  committed,  and  fearing  the  consequence  of 
being  seen  with  such  an  associate,  he  conceived  a  plan  with  the  rest  of 
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my  servants  to  secure  him,  and  delivered  him  and  himself  as  an  evi-       1792. 
dence  to  Mr.  D.  Ferguson,  who  delivered  him  to  Justice,  not  doubting  Novem.  26th 
but  the  part  Billy  acted  in  contriving  to  secure  the  aggressor  would 
procure  his  own  acquittance,  but  this  not  being  represented  to  the  Court 
he  was  from  a  candid  confession  of  the  whole,  condemned. 

I  hope,  sir,  you  will  from  the  above  statement  of  facts,  issue  your 
pardon  for  the  poor  Boy,  which  will  ever  be  gratefully  acknowledged  by

lina, &  which  negro  Jack  confessed  before  him  that  he  had  shot  &  killed 
a  Mr.  Crews,  who  acted  as  overseer  for  Col.  Carter,  on  Sunday,  the 
Eleventh  November  Instant,  and  that  the  said  Billy  he  was  with  him  at 
the  time  that  circumstance  happened,  and  said  that  he  feared  if  he  did 
not  contrive  to  deliver  Jack  into  the  hands  of  somebody  he  might  suifer 
for  him ;  and  having  concerted  some  scheme  with  some  of  the  negroes 
of  the  Estate,  he  eifected  his  wish,  &  brought  him  to  him  with  their 
assistance  on  Monday  night,  the  12th  of  this  Instant,  November.  Imme- 
diately on  which,  he  wrote  to  Mr.  David  M.  Eandolph,  who,  &  a  Mr. 
Ebb't  Burton  &  his  sou  soon  after,  came;  to  whom  he  delivered  the  said 
negroes  Jack  &  Billy.

The  petition  of  John  Patterson,  of  the  count}'  of  Norfolk,  humbly 
sheweth  unto  your  honorable  body,  that  for  some  years  before  the  death 
of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Brown  of  Portsmouth,  your  petitioner  had  the 
principal  management  of  all  the  business  carried  on  by  the  said  Brown; 
and  that  for  a  considerable  time  before  the  death  of  the  said  Brown,  he 
was  by  a  bad  state  of  health  rendered  entirely  incapable  of  attending  to 
any  kind  of  business,  and  that  during  his  said  indisposition,  your  petitioner 
was  obliged  to  enter  all  his  vessels  in  the  Naval  office,  and  become 
Bondsmen  for  the  duties,  as  the  said  Brown  was  not  able  to  attend  him- 
self for  that  purpose,  and  that  previous  to  his  death  a  number  of  the 
said  Bonds  were  deposited  by  the  Naval  officer  in  the  hands  of  the  soli- 
citor unpaid,  and  that  since  the  death  of  the  said  Brown,  Judgements 
have  been  obtained  by  the  Commonwealth  against  your  petitioner  for 
all  those  Bonds  that  remained  unpaid.  For  better  information  your 
Honorable  body  will  be  pleased  to  observe  the  depositions  of  Mr.  Eich- 
ard  Smith,  who  was  clerk  to  the  said  Brown  during  the  Agency  of  your 
Petitioner,  which  is  hereunto  annexed.

Novem.  28th  made  application  to  Mrs.  Anne  Brown,  Adm'x  of  the  said  Thomas 
Brown,  dec'd,  for  money  to  relieve  him  and  to  discharge  the  said  Judge- 
ments, who  absolutely  denied  your  Petitioner  any  relief,  alledging  that 
there  is  debts  of  a  supei'ior  dignitj'',  more  than  sufficient  to  swallow  up 
all  the  Property  which  is  in  her  bunds  belonging  to  her  dec'd  husband. 
Tour  Petitioner  begs  leave  to  inform  your  honorable  body  that  he  is  in- 
dependent of  this  debt  to  the  publick — likely  to  loose  a  considerable  sum 
of  money  due  him  for  four  or  five  year's  services  to  the  am't  of  upwards 
of  four  hundred  pounds.  In  order  to  endeavour  to  secure  this  debt  & 
the  debt  due  the  commonwealth,  your  petitioner  has  instituted  a  suit  in 
the  Hon'ble  the  High  Court  chancery,  and  using  every  exertion  in  his 
power  to  bring  it  to  a  decision  so  as'  to  be  enabled  to  discharge  the 
Judgements  obtained  by  the  Commonwealth;  But  now,  so  it  is,  your 
Petitioner  is  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  said  Judgements,  and  has 
not  the  means  to  discharge  them,  without  divesting  himself  and  family 
of  a  small  pittance,  which  is  barely  sufficient  with  all  his  exertions  to 
keep  them  from  want,  &  prays  that  your  honorable  Body  may  pass  an 
Act  to  indulge  your  Petitioner  for  the  payment  of  the  different  Judge- 
ments obtained  against  him  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  or  to  pay  one-third  each  year  for  three  years,  or  such  other  indul- 
gence or  relief  as  may  to  the  decision  of  your  honorable  body  appear 
consistent  with  equity  and  good  conscience.

in  a  letter  of  the  26th  of  September,  and  that  the  last  clause  in  the 
secretary's  letter  of  the  first  of  November  refers  to  these  claims. 

It  appears  that  the  secretary  (including  an  Error  of  twenty  shillings,) 
has  ordered  pay  for  the  rations  used  by  these  scouts,  which  is  contrary 
to  fhe  intention  of  the  Executive,  as  their  allowance  by  this  State  was 
only  five  shillings  per  day,  to  include  as  well  their  rations  as  pay.  Seven- 
teen pounds  ten  shillings  has  been  received,  therefore  more  than  these 
scouts  were  Justly  entitled  to,  which  to  prevent  complaints  of  other 
scouts  equally  meritorious,  ought  perhaps  not  to  be  paid  them.

The  determination  of  the  Cherokees  and  Creeks  to  prosecute  the  war 
against  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  seems  daily  more  manifest. 
The  recent  attack  on  Captain  Tate  and  his  company  of  about  40  men, 
when  proceeding  through  the  wilderness  to  Cumberland  Settlement, 
besides  several  lesser  encounters  may  evince.

To  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Ilon'ble  Council  of  Virginia:  Decern.  6th 

The  Petition  of  John  K.  Read  humbly  sheweth,  That  your  Petitioner 
feels  himself  much  distressed  at  a  sentence  passed  upon  a  slave  of  his 
called  Jefl'ry,  by  the  County  Court  of  Henrico,  to  suffer  for  perjury,  be- 
cause in  the  first  place  he  is  not  satisfied  of  his  guilt,  and  in  the  second, 
he  apprehends  the  decision  to  be  illegal,  the  Gentldmen  of  the  Bar 
having  informed  him  that  two  witnesses  at  the  least  are  necessary  to 
convict  of  perjury,  and  from  the  statement  of  facts  there  cer- 
tainly was  but  one.  He  therefore  humbly  prays  the  punishment  may 
be  remitted  so  far  as  it  extends  to  cutting  off  his  ears.  If  a  doubt 
should  arise  respecting  the  law,  your  petitioner  prays  to  be  heard  by 
Counsel  as  to  that  point,  &  that  his  punishment  may  be  respited  until 
your  Hon'bl  Board  may  be  thoroughly  satisfied,  and  your  Petitioner  as 
in  duty  bound  shall  ever  pray,  &c. 

Being  applied  to  by  Doct'r  Jno.  K.  Read  to  state  what  circumstances 
&  facts  were  before  the  Count}'  Court  of  Henrico  at  the  trial  of  Harry 
a  negro  man,  slave,  the  property  of  Joseph  Kay,  charged  with  admin- 
istering Poison,  to  do  which,  it  may  bo  necessary  to  state  a  previous 
circumstance.  A  Court  of  Oj'er  and  Terminer  was  held  for  the  trial  of 
Jeffrey,  a  negro  man,  slave,  the  property  of  Doct'r  Read,  charged  with 
having  aided  and  abeted  the  said  Hai'ry  by  supplying  him  with  a  bottle 
of  crude  mercury.  A  servant  man,  the  property  of  Mr.  Leighton  Wood, 
of  Hanovor,  gave  evidence  to  the  following  purport:  That  he  was  work- 
ing in  the  family  of  Mr.  Kay,  that  being  about  to  come  to  town  upon 
business  relative  to  the  plastering  of  an  adjoining  Room  to  the  Apothe- 
carie's  Hall,  occupied  by  Doct'r  Read,  the  said  slave  Harry  applied  to 
him  with  a  half  bitt,  requesting  him,  the  said  servant  of  Mr.  Wood  to  apply 
to  Doct'r  Read's  man,  Jeffrej',  pay  him  the  said  money  and  ask  for 
something  which  he,  the  said  Jgffrey,  had  promised  to  send  the  said 
Harry.  That  he  accordingly  applied,  gave  him  the  money,  &  rec'd  a 
phial  of  something  very  heavy,  which  he  said  he  shuck  but  found 
it  would  not  foam.  That  the  said  Jeffrey  desired  him  not  to  let  the 
white  people  see  the  contents.  That  upon  returning  home,  the  said 
Harry  asked  for  what  he  had  been  sent  by  Jeffrey;  that  he  suspecting 
the  said  Harry's  intentions  to  be  bad,  refused  upon  several  applications 
to  deliver  the  said  Phial,  but  at  length  the  said  Harry  observing  it  was 
for  a  man  who  had  given  him  money  to  procure  medicine,  &that  he  lay 
at  the  Rope  walk  suffering  much  indeed  for  the  want  of  it,  &  that  he, 
the  said  Harry  was  ashamed  to  see  the  said  man  for  want  of  the  said 
Phial,  upon  which  the  said  Phial  was  delivered  to  the  said  Harry. 

Doct'r  Read  proved  that  the  said  Jeffrey  was  in  a  back  apartment  of 
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1792.  his  Hall  pounding  medicine,  and  that  a  Phial  of  the  above  description 
Decern.  6th  had  been  missing  out  of  his  Hall,  upon  which  Testimony  the  said  Jeffrey 
was  acquitted  and  Discharged,  and  he  introduced  as  a  witness  against 
the  said  Harry  upon  his  arraignment.  That  being  charged  by 
the  Presiding  Judge  according  to  law,  the  said  Jeffrey  denied  ever 
having  delivered  such  a  Phial  to  the  witness  above  spoken  of,  &  also 
positively  denied  having  rec'd  any  pay  in  any  manner  from  him.  Three 
or  four  witnesses  were  then  introduced,  who  proved  the  confession  of 
the  said  Hai'ry  that  he  intended  to  have  poisoned  the  whole  family  of 
Mr.  Kay,  consisting  of  sixteen  whites;  &  for  that  purpose  had  actually 
put  the  said  mercury  into  some  Hash  which  was  prepared  for  supper, 
(&  of  which  several  of  the  family  eat,)  &  that  Mr.  Wood's  man  had 
brought  it  from  Doct'r  Read's  Jeffrey  at  his,  the  said  Harry's  instance; 
that  this  confession  was  made  when  Mr.  Wood's  man  was  not  present; 
that  the  said  witness  then  examined  the  said  slave  of  Mr.  Wood  privily 
and  apart  from  the  said  Harry,  who  corroborated  the  circumstance  in 
the  manner  &  to  the  effect  spoken  of  Those  are  the  principal  facts 
which  I  at  this  time  can  recognize,  and  upon  which  the  Court  sentenced 
Doct'r  Read's  servant  to  the  Pillory  for  willful  and  corrupt  Perjury.  If 
any  particular  questions  were  put,  perhaps  I  ought  to  be  able  to  answer, 
but  at  present  the  above  is  all  that  I  recollect.

is  also  Goaler  of  the  District  Goal,  and  may  be  made  answerable  for  the 
conduct  of  the  District  Goaler  now  acting  aa  such,  who  might  be  con- 
sidered as  his  deputy,  and  not  wishing  to  run  any  risque  of  being  re- 
sponsible for  any  but  one  of  bis  own  appointment,  demanded  of  the 
Goaler  the  keys  of  the  Goal.  Thej-  were  refused,  and  Mr.  Hoe  applied 
to  the  county  Court  to  order  them  to  bo  delivered  to  him  ;  the  Court 
determined  that  they  had  no  power  to  interfere.  Mr.  Hoe  wishing  to 
act  up  to  his  duty,  and  at  the  same  time  with  strict  propriety  has  sent 
one  of  his  deputies  to  Richmond,  hoping  that  as  the  Goaler  now  in  pos- 
session of  the  keys  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  &  council  &  under  a 
law  of  the  Legislature  establishing  District  Courts,  which  appears  to 
have  been  repealed  by  an  Act  of  the  last  Assembly,  they  will  lake  some 
order  therein — either  by  withdrawing  their  commission,  or  referring  the 
affair  to  the  Legislature  for  their  explanation.  I  have  at  the  request  of 
Mr.  Hoe  stated  the  transaction  to  you,  and  by  a  refcrrencc  to  the  laws 
on  this  subject  you  will  see  the  confusion  it  is  in,  and  be  the  better  Judge 
of  the  necessity  of  attending  to  it.

Sir: 

Since  my  last  to  you  forwarded  by  Colo.  Donnally,  we  are  credita- 
bly Inform'd  that  on  the  morning  of  the  6th  of  last  month,  a  Body  of 
Indians  consisting  of  about  Hundred  warriors,  attacked  a  party  of  Ken- 
tucky militia  of  seventy-five  in  number,  within  sight  of  Fort  St.  Clair, 
who  had  been  guarding  pack  Horses  with  provisions  to  Fort  Jefferson ; 
said  militia  had  in  charge  with  them  about  Two  hundred  Horses,  and 
on  their  being  attacked  by  the  Indians,  which  happened  about  day  Light, 
they  attempted  to  fight  them,  but  were  obliged  to  retreat  with  the  loss 
of  all  the  Horses,  six  men  killed,  and  six  wounded,  who  escaped  into  Fort 
St.  Clair. 

Indians  has,  since  my  letter  as  Before  Recited,  been  discovered  on  our 
Frontier,  but  have  done  no  Injury  as  I  have  yet  understood  to  the  In- 
habitants. 

I  hear  with  great  pleasure  of  the  Protection  allowed  our  county  the 
ensuing  year,  and  Particularly  as  Captain  Caperton  with  his  company 
are  to  be  stationed  at  the  mouth  of  Coal  Eiver,  on  the  Kanhawa.  It 
will  be  in  their  power  to  yield  ample  protection  to  every  part  of  the 
county  of  Kanhawa,  except  those  at  Belleville  aud  the  luhabitauts  at 
Point  Pleasant.  But  Captain  Lewis,  who's  Company  I  am  informed 
is  allotted  to  these  places,  I  trust  will  bo  equal  to  their  protection.

Fayettsville,  No.  Carolina,  Aug.  21st,  1792. 
Sir: 

On  my  way  to  Charleston,  I  came  across  a  free  girl  in  this  place,  by 
the  name  of  Sally  Valentine.  Her  mother  lives,  I  beleive,  in  Norfolk  by 
the  name  of  Amy  Valentine;  she  was  stolen  from  that  place  about  eight 
years  ago  by  Jacob  Abraham,  a  Butcher,  and  one  James  Bishop,  and 
brought  to  this  place  and  sold  as  a  slave.  I  am  well  acquainted  with 
the  girl — having  lived  with  my  mother  about  three  years.  I  apply'd  to 
a  Magistrate  to  get  her  liberated  by  my  testimony  and  the  testimony  of 
a  Lady  in  this  place,  who  has  known  the  girl  ever  since  her  birth,  and 
is  also  well  acquainted  with  her  mother,  but  the  magistrate  informed 
me  he  could  do  nothing  before  Court,  which  is  next  October;  and  as  it 
will  not  be  in  my  power  to  be  hear  then,  beg  the  favour  of  you  to  find 
out  her  mother  if  possible,  and  send  her  to  Wilmington  by  water — from 
whence  she  can  easily  get  to  this  place;  and  it  will  be  necessary  she 
should  bring  credentials  of  her  freedom,  and  by  which  means  she  may 
recover  her  child.  Those  people  brought  of  some  other  young  negroes 
at  the  same  time,  which  in  all  probabilitj'  are  either  free  or  stolen  from 
their  masters. 

The  people  that  have  the  girl  in  possession  treat  her  in  the  most  bar- 
barous manner.  If  you  will  write  to  Mr.  John  Nevison  or  Doet'r  Tay- 
lor at  Norfolk  to  this  effect,  I  make  no  doubt  they  will  interest  them- 
selves in  the  affair,  as  they  know  the  mother,  an*  I  beleive  the  Daughter, 
and  it  will,  I  hope,  bo  a  moans  of  bringing  the  villains  to  Justice. 
As  soon  as  you  can  get  any  information  respecting  the  matter,  please 
write  to  Mr.  Lee  DoKeyson,  of  this  place,  who  has  promised  me  to  see 
the  Girl  Justice  done.  Knowing  your  humanity  and  desire  to  do  Justice, 
makes  me  trouble  you  on  this  occasion.

Memorial  of  Valentine  Merriwether,  of  Louisa  County,  sheweth,  Decern.  13th 
that  your  memorialist  finds  himself  charged  with  certain  muster  fines 
under  the  laws  of  the  land  for  non-ajipearance  of  muster  duty,  as  will 
appear  by  sundree  Tickets  paid  the  Sheriff  of  Louisa.  The  charges  in 
the  year  1787,  in  July  &  September,  at  which  time  your  petitioner  was 
out  of  his  county  &  knew  not  of  the  musters  aforesaid,  never  having 
been  warned  thereto  but  once  in  his  life,  &  in  the  month  of  March,  1788, 
&  November,  1788,  was  then  still  ignorant  of  the  day  on  which  the  com- 
pany were  mustered.  Your  petitioner  offers  to  your  Honours  as  a  reason 
why  he  did  not  appear  and  make  his  excuse  to  the  court-martial,  was 
that  he  knew  not  the  day  of  the  Court-martial  till  long  after  the  fines 
Were  imposed ;  at  which  time  your  petitioner  was  informed  by  one  of 
that  Honorable  body  that  no  muster-fines  could  or  would  be  remitted  by 
a  pryor  court-martial,  &  in  consequence  whereof  your  petitioner  doth 
conceive  himself  under  the  consideration  of  your  Honors,  &  prays  that 
your  Honors  will  consider  his  case  &  grant  such  relief  as  you  may  think 
reasonable,  Just,  and  right.  &  in  duty  bound  your  petitioner  will  ever 
pray,  &c-.

Charles  Copeland,  deputy  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth  in  this 
county,  comes  and  gives  the  court  to  understand  and  be  informed  That 
Will,  a  negro  man,  slave,  the  property  of  Elizabeth  Archer,  not  having 
the  fear  of  God  before  his  eyes,  but  being  moved  &  seduced  by  the  insti- 
gation of  the  Devil,  on  Sunday,  the  Eleventh  day  of  November,  in  the 
year  1792,  in  the  morning  of  the  same,  at  the  Parish  of  Westover  and 
county  aforesaid,  was  present  aiding  and  abetting  Jack,  a  negro  man, 
slave,  (by  his  information,  the  property  of  John  Jordan  of  North  Caro- 
lina), with  force  and  arms,  in  and  upon  one  James  Crew,  labourer,  in 
the  peace  of  God  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  when  the  said

We,  the  subscribers,  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  the  County  of  Charles 
City,  who  set  on  the  trial  of  Will,  a  negro  man,  slave,  the  property  of 
Mrs.  Archer,  as  in  the  record  hereunto  annexed  is  stated,  do  beg  leave 
to  entreat  your  Excellency  in  behalf  of  the  above  slave,  and  observe 
that  since  the  condemnation  of  the  said  Will,  we  have  been  informed 
that  he,  aided  by  two  other  slaves  did  apprehend  and  deliver  to  Justice 
Jack,  a  negro  man,  who  actually  murdered  James  Crew,  as  appears  by 
his  confession  in  the  record  above  mentioned.  We  conceive  from  tie 
circumstances  since  communicated  to  us,  that  Will  made  the  confession 
of  his  being  present  when  the  murder  was  perpetrated  by  Jack  in  ex- 
pectation that  he  should  be  exonerated  from  any  pains  or  penalties 
which  the  law  might  inflict  on  him  for  the  part  he  had  acted,  and  that 
his  testimony. would  go  to  convict  Jack.  This  inference  is  evident  since 
by  his  particular  exertions  Jack  was  brought  to  trial,  and  without 
which  in  all  probability  he  would  have  escaped.  On  these  considera- 
tions and  that  of  his  having  only  in  this  particular  instance  transgressed 
the  laws  that  has  come  to  our  knowledge,  and  being  yet  of  tender  age, 
we  pray  your  Excellency  to  grant  a  pardon  in  his  behalf,  and  that  he 
may  be  acquitted  and  discharged.

In  addition  to  the  circumstances  above  mentioned,  I  beg  leave  to 
make  an  observation  or  two  on  the  policy  as  well  as  the  morality  of  the 
subject.  I  cannot  conceive  it  morally  right  that  he  who  is  only  guilty 
of  a  small  transgression  in  being  in  company  with  a  murderer,  and 
being  willing  to  expiate  his  own  offence  by  rendering  to  Justice  the  one 
guilty  of  so  heinous  an  offence,  should  be  condemned  to  die  as  a  mur- 
derer, when  in  relating  a  story  so  involved  in  his  own  misconduct,  it 
was  scarcely  possible  to  avoid  convicting  himself  of  the  offence  at  least 
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1792.  of  being  in  bad  company.  That  be  is  a  slave  and  not  so  much  protected 
Decern.  14th  from  the  passions  and  prejudices  of  those  who  have  been  used  to  exer- 
cise absolute  authority  over  half  the  human  race,  and  therefore  hard 
indeed  if  no  appeal  could  lie  to  the  scat  of  Mercy  so  wisely  instituted  by 
our  Government,  where  cool  and  dispassionate  reason  and  Justice  will 
preside.  As  to  the  policy,  I  ask  what  probability  will  there  be  of  future 
tliscoveries  if  the  person  who  inalces  thoni  is  drawn  in  to  convict  him- 
self.

At  a  Court  of  oyer  and  Terminer  for  Charles  City  County,  held  at  the 
Courthouse  on  Wednesday,  the  21st  day  of  November,  1792,  for  the  trial 
of  Will,  a  negro  man,  slave,  belonging  to  Elizabeth  Archer,  charged  with 
aiding  and  abetting  Jack,  another  Negro  man,  slave,  (by  his  own  con- 
fession the  property  of  John  Jerdon,  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,)  in 
the  murder  of  James  Crew,  a  labourer: 

Stith  Hardyman,  Benjamin  Edmondson,  William' Lightfoot,  Joseph 
Vaiden,  and  James  Southall,  Gen.  Jus. 

The  said  Will  was  set  to  the  bar  in  custody  of  the  Sheriff,  to  whose 
custody  for  the  cause  aforesaid  he  was  committed;  and  being  arraigned 
of  the  premises  he  said  he  was  in  nowise  guilty,  and  for  his  trial,  accord- 
ing to  the  act  of  Assembly  in  such  case  made,  ho  put  himself  upon  the 
Court.  Whereupon,  sundry  witnesses  were  sworn  and  examined,  and 
the  said  Will's  confession,  taken  in  writing  before  William  Royali,  a  Gen. 
Justice  for  this  county,  being  filed,  and  the  said  Will  being  heard  in  his 
own  defence — on  consideration  whereof,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Court 
that  the  said  Will  is  guilty  of  the  crime  aforesaid;  and  thereupon,  it 
being  demanded  of  him  if  anything  for  himself  he  had  or  knew  why 
the  Court  hei-e  to  Judgement  &  Execution  should  not  proceed — he  said 
he  had  nothing  but  what  he  had  before  said.  Therefore  it  is  considered 
by  the  Court  that  he  bo  hanged  by  the  neck  until  he  be  dead ;  and  it  is 
commanded  of  the  Sheriff  that  he  cause  execution  of  this  Judgement  to 
be  done  on  Saturday,  the  22nd  day  of  December  next,  at  the  usual  place 
of  Execution.     The  Court  also  valued  the  said  slave  to  sixty-six  pounds.

Sam'l  Coleman's  Report  of  Captain  Andrew  Lewis'  Company.       Decern.  19th 

The  papers  of  Captain  Andrew  Lewis,  commander  of  a  company  of 
volunteer  militia  &  a  detachment  of  nnlitia,  being  submitted  to  me  tor 
examination,  I  beg  leave  to  Report  that  instead  of  a  muster-Roll,  such 
as  was  contemplated  by  the  Executive  in  their  Instructions  of  the  12th 
of  December,  1791,  corresponding  in  name,  time  of  entry  into  service, 
&c.,  with  tbe  pay-abstract  to  be  made  on  the  Oath  of  Colonel  Cowan, 
who  was  appointed  to  muster  the  Company  in  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Lewis,  so  soon  as  tbe  same  wore  recruited  and  assembled  for 
service,  only  a  certificate  of  Colonel  Cowan  is  presented,  stating  that  on 
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1792.  the  17th  day  of  March  he  had  mustered  a  complete  Company,  consisting 
Decern.  19th  of  1  Captain,  1  Lieutenant,  1  Ensign,  4  Sergeants,  4  Corporals,  two 
musicians,  four  scouts,  and  sixty-six  rani?  &  file. 

With  what  propriety  this  certificate  may  be  considered  as  a  substitute 
for  a  muster-Eoli,  is  submitted  to  the  Board. 

In  addition  to  this,  and  since  I  had  gone  thus  far  in  the  report,  a  EoU 
containing  the  names  and  rank  of  the  men  only,  said  to  be  of  Captain 
Andrew  Lewis'  Company  of  volunteer  militia,  as  mustered  by  Col. 
Cowan  on  the  17th  and  30th  of  March,  1792,  is  handed  in  by  Mr.  Kent, 
who  upon  oath  declares  that  he  saw  Colonel  Cowan  muster  and  inspect 
the  above-mentioned  men  in  Eussell  County,  on  the  days  before  men- 
tioned. 

Captain  Lewis's  muster  Eoll  in  the  discharge  of  his  men  and  pay  roll 
for  his  company,  including  Ensign  Campbell's  command,  only  corres- 
pond. 

The  Detachment  of  Militia  which  was  ordered  to  reinforce  him,  has 
never  been  mustered  at  all.  The  pay  roll  is  authenticated  by  the  oath 
of  the  officer  commanding  the  men,  and  the  certificate  of  the  County 
Lieutanant.  To  this  paj'  roll  there  is  annexed  a  charge  of  mileage,  sub- 
mitted to  the  approbation  of  the  Executive. 

I  make  30,744  rations  necessary  for  the  suj)port  of  the  whole  of  the 
troops  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Lewis.

Council  Upon  examining  the  pay  roll  of  Captain  Preston's  company  of  Volun- 

°™'^®  teer  militia,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Eobert  Crockett,  from 
the  21st  of  September,  to  the  1st  day  of  December,  1792.  I  find  it  cor- 
responds with  the  muster  roll,  both  of  which  appear  to  be  properly 
executed  and  authenticated,  except  as  to  the  militia,  whose  services  are 
ascertained  only  by  the  oath  of  Captain  Crockett. 

I  make  7,390  Eations  necessary  to  support  the  troops  under  the  com- 
mand of  Lieutenant  Crockett,  from  t|;>e  time  Captain  Preston  left  the 
command  until  the  troops  were  discharged. 

Captain  Preston's  scouts  have  their  services  ascertained  by  the  oaths 
of  Capt.  Preston  &  Capt.  Crockett. 

There  are  448  rations  claimed  by  the  oflicors  of  Captain  Preston'8 
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company  from  the  1st  January  to  the  5th  of  March  incluBive,  for  which       1792. 
vouchers  are  adduced  in  favour  of  the  contract,  but  the  vouchers  upon  Decem.  19th 
which  the  contractor  settled  with  the  auditor  for  rations  agreeable  to 
the  pay  and  muster  rolls  settled  by  Captain  Preston  up  to  the  2l8t  of 
September,  being  mislaid,  it  cannot  be  ascertained  whether  these  rations 
have  not  already  been  settled  for.

Andrew  Lewis  to  the  Governor.  '    Decem.  22d 

To  his  Excellency  the  Governor  &  the  Honorable  the  members  of  the 

Council : 

The  memorial  of  Andrew  Lewis  humbly  sheweth.  That  your 
memorialist  is  informed  that  the  Hon'ble  the  Executive  have  refused  to 
permit  him  to  receive  for  his  company  the  pay  to  which  they  are  enti- 
tled for  their  services  on  the  Frontier.  He  feels  himself  so  much  embar- 
rassed by  this  decision,  &  is  so  persuaded  that  the  public  service  must  be 
considerably  injured  by  it.  That  he  hopes  the  excuse  of  your  Hon'ble 
Board  when  he  prays  for  a  revision  &  reconsideration  of  the  subject. 

Tour  memorialist  has  produced  the  mustei-roll  of  his  company  when 
they  were  discharged,  shewing  the  service  acLually  performed  by  them, 
which  roll  is  sworn  to  by  the  muster-master  &  your  memorialist.  He  is 
further  willing  to  give  his  bond  with  such  security  as  may  be  required, 
obliging  himself  to  produce  any  further  Testimony  which'is  attainable 
for  the  establishment  of  the  fact — the  existence  of  which  he  knows  so 
positively.  The  objection  to  the  payment  he  understands  is  that  the 
first  muster-roll  is  not  produced. 
25 
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1792.  Your  memorialist  humbly  states  that  he  had  never  been  informed  by 

Decem.  22d  any  order  of  your  Hon'ble  board,  or  otherwise,  that  such  a  roll  was 
necessary  to  be  furnished  by  your  memorialist;  that  he  has  thought- 
there  was  no  hazard  in  pledging  himself  to  his  solders  that  their  pay 
should  be  received,  because  he  conceives  that  the  testimony  he  offers  of 
their  service  must  be  completely  satisfactory.  Tour  memorialist  con- 
ceives that  independent  of  the  wound  inflicted  on  bis  feelings  by  this 
decision,  the  good  of  the  service  will  be  much  affected  thereby,  because — 

1st.  It  will  be  impossible  to  convince  the  soldiery  that  the  Govern- 
ment wished  to  deal  fairly  by  them,  &  consequently  their  Confidence  in 
the  Executive  will  be  much  impaired,  if  not  totally  destroyed;  this  will 
lead  to  the  sale  of  their  claims  for  almost  nothing,  &  must  necessarily 
encrease  very  much  the  difficulty  of  enlisting  good  men,  &  at  the  same 
time  diminish  their  ardor  for  the  service. 

2nd.  As  a  number  of  them  have  been  re-enlisted  under  a  positive 
promise  of  being  paid  their  arrears.  They  rely  on  that  fund  to  enable 
them  to  provide  those  articles  which  are  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
perform  their  duty  to  its  utmost  extent,  &  will  consequently  be  incapa- 
ble of  that  service  which  might  otherwise  be  expected  from  them. 

3rdly.  The  recruiting  oificers  can  no  longer  promise  anything  on  the 
part  of  the  Government,  nor  would  their  pi-omises,  if  made,  be  credited. 

4thly.  Your  memorialist  will  be  compelled  to  break  that  engagement 
which,  as  their  commanding  officer,  he  has  made  with  his  company,  &  by 
doing  so  must  forfeit  their  respect  &  confidence  in  him,  &  of  consequence 
a  great  portion  of  that  authority  which  the  public  good  so  much  requires 
to  be  supported. 

5thly.  The  Contractor  will  be  Compelled  to  break  all  his  engagements, 
the  result  of  which  will  inevitably  be  that  future  supplies  will  be  more 
precarious. 

Your  memorialist  humbly  prays  that  for  these  reasons  the  determina- 
tion here  complained  of  may  be  reconsidered,  &  the  money  due  his  com- 
pany may  be  furnished  him.     And  he  will  ever  pray,  &c.

Sir: 

Agreeable  to  my  instructions  rec'd  for  recruiting  soldiers  to  serve  Eichmond 
for  one  year  in  the  defence  of  the  southwestern  frontiers,  on  the  Day  on 
which  my  company  was  discharged,  the  Diiferent  ofHeers  belonging  to 
it  reinlisted  about  fifty ;  some  of  which  are  now  on  furlough — -the  Bal- 
lance  are  on  Duty  at  Fort  Lee,  where  I  have  ordered  the  soldiers  as  en- 
listed to  be  sent,  and  wait  your  further  orders.  I  think  it  necessary 
that  the  Troops  for  Powell's  valley  should  as  soon  as  raised  be  sent  there; 
the  people  bj'  no  means  think  themselves  safe.  Capt.  Neale  of  course 
must  be  continued  in  that  place,  &  shall  order  Capt.  Crockett's  company 
to  his  assistance  as  soon  as  raised.  I  think  Capt.  Hawkins'  and  my  Com- 
pany will  be  sufficient  for  the  other  Frontiers  exposed;  shall  also  be 
glad  to  know  how  many  scouts  are  to  be  allowed,  that  I  may  have  thetn 
engaged,  as  much  depends  on  the  conduct  of  those  men,  and  number  in 
service;  also  how  ammunition  is  to  be  procured.  I  beleive  there  is  not 
on  the  Frontiers  of  public  powder  one  p'd  left — sent  for  my  Company 
two  hundred  and  Twenty-four  p'ds.  I  have  to  the  soldiers  now  enlisted 
engaged  their  pay  to  go  on  from  Re-enlistment;  in  that  case,  would  it 
not  be  well  to  appoint  a  muster-master,  and  once  a  month  to  attend  at 
headquarters  and  muster  the  different  Detachments  as  sent  out,  untill 
the  companys  are  complete;  by  this  time  numbers  are,  I  suppose,  wait- 
ing for  orders.  My  Quota  when  I  left  home  wanted  but  four. 
I  have  the  Honour  to  be.

Your  unhappy  petitioner  prays  the  mercy  of  your  honours  towards 
him — insomuch  that  you  will  mercifully  consider  his  situation  &  direct 
the  keeper  of  said  Goal  release  me  from  the  floor,  &  Grant  me  the  liberty 
to  walk  in  my  room.

Decern.  23d  William  Marshall  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Richmond  I  received .  your  favour  of  yesterday  enclosing  a  letter  from   Col. 

Newton  respecting  the  paupers  who  have  commenced  for  their 

freedom  in  Henrico  County  Court.  Col.  Newton  had  communicated  to 
me  the  iniention  of  Mr.  Rice  to  carry  them  out  of  the  state,  which 
would  prevent  an  enquiry  into  their  right  to  freedom,  and  requested  my 
advice.  I  have  written  him,  which  he  will  receive  by  next  post.  I  am 
totallj''  ignorant  of  the  merits  of  these  causes,  nor  did  I  even  hear  a 
sentence  on  the  subject  until  the  very  day  that  I  petitioned  Henrico 
Court  that  they  might  prosecute  their  actions  against  Mr.  Rice  as  pau- 
pers. Mr.  Roe,  of  this  Town,  and  the  Hon'ble  Mr.  Selden,  who  were 
acquainted  with  them,  &  thought  them  entitled  to  their  freedom, 
informed  me  that  a  Mr.  Rice  had  had  them  taken  up  and  lodged  in  the 
Richmond  Jail  as  runaway  negroes,  and  threatened  to  send  them  out  of 
the  state,  and  at  their  request  I  obtained  the  order  of  the  Court,  which 
Col.  JSTewton  refers  to,  with  respect  to  the  power  of  the  Executive  to 
interfere.  I  should  suppose  if  necessary  they  might  exercise  it,  but  I 
consider  it  a  duty  encumbent  upon  every  Justice  of  the  Peace  within 
the  Commonwealth  to  step  forth  on  such  an  occasion  as  this. 

The  order  of  the  Court  is  that  Mr.  Rice  should  not  treat  them  amiss, 
nor  take  any  steps  to  prevent  them  from  attending  the.  court  on  the 
trial  or  obtaining  their  witnesses  or  necessary  depositions  to  support 
their  cause.  Sending  them  out  of  the  state  is  surely  an  open  violation 
of  this  order  in  all  its  pai'ts,  and  even  making  a  disposition  of  them 
must  be  so  considered  as  if  they  prevail  in  their  action  against  Mr.  Rice, 
yet  as  their  master  is  charged  with  Judgement  would  noi  operate  against 
him,  but  they  would  be  compelled  to  bring  a  new  suit.  I  would  suppose 
that  Col.  Newton,  as  a  Justice  of  the  peace,  ought  to  prevent  the  re- 
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moval  of  Eachol  Greene  from  the  state,  because  I  consider  him  under       1792. 
the  obligation  of  supporting  the  order  of  Henrico  Court.     Should  the  Decern.  23d 
Executive  think  proper  to  make  any  order  on  the  subject,  it  will  be  very 
pleasing  to  me,  as  I  wish  a  fair  enquirj'  into  the  merits  of  the  cause,  &  if 
they  are  entitled  to  liberty  they  ought  immediately  to  have  it.

Whereas  it  hath  been  represented  that  in  many  of  the  counties  in  this    Preamble 
Commonwealth   no  person  hath  undertaken,  or  would  undertake  the 
collection  of  the  Public  taxes  payable  therein,  so  that  the  same  still 
remain  due  and  unpaid  by  the  inhabitants  thereof.  For  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  Enacted  by  the   General  Assembly,  that  the  Governor  with  The  esecu- 

advice  of  the  Council,  shall,  and  he  is  hereby  required  to  appoint  and  *^^®  empow- 

commission  proper  persons  to  collect  the  taxes  of  every  county  in  this      appoint 

Commonwealth,  where  no  collector  hath  been  appointed  and  undertaken  collectors  of 

'■  '^  taxes  in 

the  same  by  giving  bond  and  security.     And  the  person  or  persons  so      certain 

commissioned,  shall,  before  he  or  they  proceed  to  the  collection  of  the  counties 
Public  Taxes,  give  the  like  bond  and  security  as  is  directed  in  the  case 
of  SheriflFs  either  in  the  Court  of  the  County  in  which  he  resides,  in  the 
Court  of  the  County  of  which  he  is  appointed  collector,  or  before  the 
Executive.  Every  bond  taken  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  as  effectual 
to  all  intents  &  purposes  as  those  entered  into  by  sheriifs  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  Public  Taxes.

Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of 
council,  shall  appoint  three  discreet  and  proper  persons  in  each  county 
coming  within  the  purview  of  this  act,  whose  dutj'  it  shall  be  to  enquire 
into  and  ascertain  the  taxable  property  in  such  county,  (where  the  same 
hath  not  been  done)  on  which  arrears  of  taxes  are  still  due,  a  copy  of 
which  return  shall  be  delivered  to  the  collector  or  collectors  qualifying 
under  this  act,  and  one  other  copy  transmitted  to  the  Auditor,  from 
which  list  the  collector  shall  proceed  to  collect  the  said  taxes,  and 
account  for  and  pay  the  same. 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  that  if  any  commissioners  appointed  by 
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1792.  the  Governor  and  Council  pursuant  to  the  Act  passed  in  the  year  one 
Decern.  23d  thousand  seven  huradrod  and  seventy-seven,  entitled  "An  Act  for 
sequestering  British  property,"  enabling  those  indebted  to  British  sub- 
jects to  pay  off  such  debts,  and  directing  the  proceedings  in  suits  where 
such  subjects  are  parties,  hath  failed  to  render  a  fair  account  upon  oath 
of  his  disbursements  and  receipts  of  the  estate  committed  to  his  man- 
agement, or  failed  to  pay  the  balance  due  on  any  account  by  him  ren- 
dered, every  such  commissioner,  or  the  executors  or  administrators  of 
such  as  be  dead,  shall  by  order  and  direction  of  the  Executive  be  sued 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  recovery  of  any  balance 
which  may  remain  in  his  or  their  hands. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  that  the  Executive  be,  and  thej"^  are  hereby 
authorized  and  required  to  cause  all  legal  ways  and  means  to  be  exerted 
without  delay  for  the  speedy  and  effectual  recover'}'  of  all  debts  and 
balances  of  every  denomination,  duo  and  owing  to  the  Commonwealth, 
and  make  particular  report  of  the  situation  thereof  to  the  next  session 
of  the  Generel  Assembly. 

This  Act  shall  commence  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  passing 
thei'eof.

It  will  not  be  improper,  I  persume,  to  inlorme 
your  Excellency  that  they  were  sufficiently  hand-cuffed  and  fettered  and

I  do  myself  the  honor  to  enclose  for  the  information  of  the  Execu- 
tive an  arrangement  of  the  militia  in  conformity  to  the  law  passed  at 
the  late  session  of  the  General  Assembly  for  regulating  the  militia  of 
this  Commonwealth.  This  arrangement  is  submitted  to  facilitate  the 
numbering  of  the  Divisions,  Brigades,  and  Regiments  as  directed  by 
the  said  law,  in  addition  to  which  the  Executive  are  required  to  appoint 
a  Captain,  Lieutenant,  and  Ensign  out  of  the  present  commissioned 
officers  in  every  Battalion  to  command  a  company  to  be  denominated 
Grenadiers,  Light  Infantry,  or  Riflemen,  at  the  discretion  of  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  Battalion,  which  Grenadiei'S,  Light  Infantry,  or 
Riflemen  are  to  be  uniformly  dressed  when  on  duty,  as  the  Executive 
shall  direct. 

The  Executive,  at  their  own  discretion,  are  to  appoint  at  least  one 
Captain  and  two  Lieutanants  to  command  a  company  of  artillery  in 
each  Division,  and  a  Captain,  two  Lieutenants,  and  a  cornet  to  command

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1792.  a  company  of' cavalry  at  least  to  each  Division,  and  to  appoint  in  like 
Decern.  31st  manner  officei's  to  so  many  other  companies  of  artillery  and  cavalry  as 
they  may  think  proper,  not  to  exceed  one  company  of  each  to  each 
Brigade.  The  appointment  of  the  other  officers  (Genei'al  officers  ex- 
cepted) are  to  be  made  in  the  usual  manner,  pursuant  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth.

The  protection  of  the  frontiers  of  Ohio  County,  in  Virginia,  &  as 
far  down  as  Muskingum,  is  Committed  to  your  charge;  for  which  pur- 
pose you  will  have  under  your  Command  Captain  Crawford's  Rifle  Com- 
pany &  all  the  spies  &  Guides  of  Ohio  and  part  of  those  of  Washington 
counties.  Should  those  spies  or  Guides  neglect  or  refuse  to  obe}'^  your 
orders  in  patroling  or  scouting,  you  are  Bmediately  to  discharge  them 
&  appoint  others  in  their  place. 

You  will  Establish  two  stations — one  at  the  Mingo  Bottom  &  the  other 
at  Wheeling,  with  Patrols  passing  constantly  Between  them  and  toward 
Muskingum.

to  their  discharge;  the  musters  all  bear  date  in  December,  1792.  Jan.  7th 

Including  the  Commissioned  officers,  the  muster-Rolls  contain  a  total 
of  88 — 77  are  the  number  which  the  company  should  have  consisted  of. 

The  pay-roll  contains  a  total  of  84 — the  difference  between  the  rolls 
arises  from  four  men  being  mustered  in  two  of  the  mustor-Eoll.i. 

Four  men  appear  to  have  been  killed  &  others  enlisted  in  their  room, 
which  accounts  for  four  of  the  Excess  in  the  pa3'-roll.  One  other  is 
accounted  for  by  the  discharge  of  John  Vanbibbor  &  enlistment  ot  Neal 
Lafferty  in  his  place — the  .other  two  of  the  Excess  in  the  pay-roll  are 
the  Drummer  &  Pifer,  whose  emploj'  are  not  authorized  by  the  instruc- 
tions to  Captain  Caperton,  but  thej'  have  been  allowed  to  the  other 
companies  employed  for  the  defence  of  the  southwestern  frontier. 

I  make  21,284  Rations  necessarj'-  for  Capt.  Caperton's  Company  while 
in  service.  Errors  excepted.  Six  scouts  have  been  employed  by  Capt. 
Caperton.

Sir: 

I  rec'd  your  favour  of  the  27th  December,  Informing  me  I  am  not  Ohio, 
to  be  call'd  on  for  Rations  untill  March.  I  procured  on  mj'  return  home  Wheelmg 
&  laid  in  a  sufficiency  of  Rations  to  serve  the  Rangers  four  or  five 
months,  and  the  day  after  your  last  Instructions  came  to  hand,  I  was 
notified  to  begin  to  issue,  but  I  now  feel  myself  in  a  difficult  situation 
with  respect  to  my  provisions,  as  I  have  laid  them  in  at  a  very  high 
rate  on  acc;ount  of  the  great  call  for  provisions  in  this  quarter.  The 
Federal  Contractor  has  sent  over  the  Allegania  mountains,  &  has  given 
20  shillings  per  Hundred  for  Beef  &  drove  to  Pitsburg,  and  that  I  shall 
not  be  able  to  compl}'  with  my  Ingagements  with  the  people  from  whom 
I  have  purchased.  Your  Excellency's  last  instructions  deranges  my 
Business  so  that  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  how  to  ijroceed  &  am  not  alto- 
gether certain  the  Rangers  will  be  ordered  out  against  march,  &  Rations 
cannot  be  procured  here  at  all  times  in  the  year,  &  should  I  keep  the 
provisions  I  have  now  on  hand,  they  are  perishable  articles  &  will  not 
keep  long,  so  that  I  may  loose  the  whole,  and  If  I  should  now  proceed 
&  sell  &  make  the  best  of  them  I  can.  Perhaps  I  may  be  called  upon 
against  March  for  rations,  so  that  I  humbly  conceive  it  highly  necessary 
if  possible  that  I  should  know  certainly  whether  the  troops  will  wait 
your  Excellency's  farther  instructions  in  the  business;  for  most  cer- 
tainly my  first  instructions,  if  I  be  not  mistaken,  was  to  issue  from  the 
first  of  December  last,  &  did  not  receive  your  last  until  the  7th  this  inst. 
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1793.  The   Indians   has  stolen   three   horses  from   this   neijrhborhood,   and 

Jan.  9th  burned  some  fodder  in  the  course  of  last  month.  Our  Rangers  has 
killed  three  Indians  this  fall.  The  Federal  Army  are  Ineamped  Eigh- 
teen miles  below  Pitsburg,  being  eighty-two  miles  above  this  place,  and 
I  have  not  seen  or  heard  of  an}'  of  their  troops  on  our  Frontier  as  yet; 
nor  I  am  certain  there  is  no  station  kept  by  them  from  headquarters  or 
Port  Mcintosh,  which  is  near  the  same  place  down  to  Muskingum  Itivcr, 
being  Eighty-two  miles  below  this  place;  the  whole  distance  about  166 
miles,  the  truth  of  which  the  bearer,  Col.  Biggs,  can  certify.  Sir,  1 
have  transmitted  to  your  Excellency  my  provision  Return  for  the  re- 
mainder of  last  summer  amounting  to  501  Dolls.  44  cents,  which  sum 
you  will  ]>lease  pay  to  Col.  Biggs.

Wheeling  Agreeable  to  your  instructions  contained  in  your  letter  of  the  15th 

of  November  last.  I  have  with  the  other  officers  of  this  county  Raised 
the  Company  of  Rangers,  &  had  compleated  my  Company  when  I  re- 
ceived your  Excellency's  last  of  the  26th  of  December,  which  informs 
me  that  the  men's  pay  does  not  commence  until  the  first  of  March,  and 
nothing  being  said  what  to  do  with  the  men  I  have  now  enlisted.  I  am 
at  a  loss  what  to  do  at  present,  as  I  am  well  assured  that  if  we  do  not 
continue  the  men  already  Listed,  we  shall  not  be  able  to  get  as  good  a 
Company  on  the  terms  of  the  last  orders,  as  men  do  not  like  to  engage 
upon  uncertainties,  especially  as  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  gives  higher 
wages  to  men  than  we  do,  and  arc  so  contiguous  to  this  state,  and  as 
your  Excellency's  orders  go  no  further  than  to  say  we  shall  go  on  duty 
against  march.  If  the  situation  of  Indian  affairs  should  so  require,  I  do 
conceive  from  your  Excellency's  Last  that  It's  thought  the  Federal 
army  gives  us  sufficient  protection  in  this  District  at  i)rosenl,  but  I  can 
assure  your  Excellency  that  Gen'l  Wayne  has  not  sent  any  men  on  our 
Frontiers  this  Fall  to  my  knowledge.

Dear  Sirs : 

I  make  bold  to  address  myself  to  your  Honorable  Board, 
Finding  myself  called  upon  by  the  unjust  Representation  of  some 
Designing  Persons  prompted  by  Envy,  Because  your  honorable  board 
saw  proper  to  appoint  mo  to  the  command  of  the  Rangers  on  the  fron- 
tiers of  this  county  the  last  year.  I  hear  give  you  a  true  statement  of 
my  proceedings  during  my  command  &  when  I  received  my  orders  at 
the  close  of  the  session.  I  had  business  at  Philadelphia,  which  called 
me  that  waj'.  I  wrote  home  immediately,  informing  my  friends  what 
provisions  was  made  for  our  frontiers,  &  requested  them  to  engage  all 
the  best  marksmen  they  could,  to  be  ready  by  the  15th  of  March.  The 
8th  I  returned  home,  where  I  found  some  of  the  Field  officers  and  Cap- 
tains much  displeased  with  your  Honorable  Board  for  appointing  me  to 
that  command,  &  with  me  for  my  acceptance,  although  I  had  obtained 
it  two  years  before  by  a  majority  of  the  Field  officers  and  Captains,  & 
had  given  general  satisfaction  to  the  people.  Three  or  four  days  after 
my  return  Col.  Shepperd  called  a  council  at  Col.  Lane's  of  the  Field 
officers  and  Captains,  Captain  Connel  being  his  principal,  and  living 
within  one  mile  of  my  house,  &  always  professing  the  greatest  friend- 
ship to  me,  sent  expresses  five  miles  by  my  Door  to  Capt.  Parsons  & 
Capt.  McGuire,  to  notify  them  to  attend  the  Council;  but  never  let  mo 
know  one  centence  of  it.  Ho  went  to  Capt.  Buskirk's  early  next  morn- 
ing &  took  him  along  to  the  council.  My  business  called  me  to  Captain 
Buskirk's  endeavoring  to  Inlist  men,  where  I  was  informed  of  the 
council.  I  repaired  immediately  to  the  council  chamber,  although  it 
was  removed  twelve  miles  further  from  my  house  than  ever  there  was  a 
council  of  officers  held  betore  in  the  county.  I  then  informed  the 
Gentlemen  that  I  was  surprised  thej-  did  not  Euform  me  of  their  assem- 
bling, as  I  had  the  Instruction  of  Government  for  the  Defence  of  our 
frontiers.  Col.  Shepperd  said  he  did  not  suppose  I  would  attend  if  I  had 
been  sent  for.  I  then  assured  him  I  wished  to  do  nothing  but  what 
would  give  general  satisfaction  to  the  people.  Then  we  concluded  it 
would  be  necessary  to  call  out  one  company  of  militia  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  frontiers,  as  the  Rangers  allowed  by  Government  at  that 
time  were  by  no  moans  adequate  to  our  defence.  We  then  voted  in  a 
Captain  to  command  the  militia,  which   was  Captain  Michel,   But  ho 
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objected  taking  it  for  one  month,  as  it  would  deprive  him  of  making  a  1793. 
crop,  unless  we  could  continue  him  in  commission  as  long  as  the  militia  Jan.  loth 
would  be  ordered  out,  which  we  unanimously  agreed  to  do.  But  shortly 
after  he  had  the  command,  Captain  Connel  Began  to  try  to  superseed 
him  after  he  had  given  him  his  vote  at  the  council,  &  when  the  men  was 
to  be  drafted  for  another  month,  Capt.  Michel  attended  at  West  Liberty 
to  receive  his  orders  from  Col.  Shepperd,  &  likewise  Capt.  Connel  attended. 
When  Capt.  Michel  applied  for  his  orders  &  received  them  for  another 
month,  Capt.  Connel  then  wrote  such  orders  as  he  thought  would  suit 
himself  in  my  presence,  countermanding  Capt.  Michel's  orders,  &  went 
to  Col.  Shepperd,  who  being  intoxicated,  signed  them,  notwithstanding 
his  previous  orders.  Capt.  Connel  then  took  the  command,  altho'  it  was 
not  his  Tour  by  vote  or  seniority.  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  his 
motive  was  to  engross  the  men's  pay,  as  he  is  concerned  in  a  store  him- 
self, which  I  believe  he  effected.  I  was  informed  he  wrote  to  General 
Wood,  informing  him  that  I  neglected  my  duty,  &  was  selling  goods  to 
the  men.  It  is  true  1  was  concerned  in  a  store  with  a  man  in  Charles- 
town,  but  did  not  pay  any  attention  to  it  myself.  I  sold  out  to  my 
partner  Bmediately,  and  as  for  Capt.  Connel's  asserting  that  I  forced 
the  men  to  deal  with  me,  is  groundless,  for  every  man  dealt  where  and 
with  whom  he  pleased,  which  I  can  make  appear  by  all  the  men  and  a 
number  of  the  citizens.  I  can  also  enform  you  that  Col.  Lane's  son-in- 
law,  Mr.  Smith,  &  Archibald  Woods,  merchants,  drew  three  hundred  & 
ninety-seven  pounds.  By  the  hand  of  my  Lieutenant,  for  which  I  have 
his  receipt,  &  did  not  draw  forty  shillings  from  Lieut.  Biggs  Quota  of 
men.  I  likewise  have  ensign  Wells'  Receipt  for  the  money  I  drew  for 
the  twenty-five  men  enlisted  by  him.  Two  merchants  in  Charleston, 
Mr.  Spear  &  Mr.  Marshall  drew  near  Twelve  hundred  dollars,  therefore 
my  speculation  could  not  be  considerable,  as  I  brout  out  but  five  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  goods  at  first  cost,  &  that  taken  for  an  old  debt, 
out  of  which  I  sold  one  hundred  and  seventeen  pounds'  worth,  (in 
Penns.  currentcy,(  to  one  man  at  first  cost  &  carraige.  I  am  likewise 
Informed  that  Capt.  Connel  wrote  to  General  Wood  that  my  report 
to  him  while  in  this  county  concerning  bad  provisions  issued  by  him  to 
me  as  agent  for  Archibald  Woods  was  false  &  groundless.  These  facts 
I  can  establish  by  twenty  witnesses:  first  that  Capt.  Connell  let  the 
Contractors  for  the  army  have  the  best  of  his  provisions,  and  secondly, 
that  he  gave  us  one  Barrel  of  Pork  with  five  hogsheads,  &  some  othiers 
with  three,  as  it  had  been  culled;  also  some  Barrels  of  Beef  with  not 
one  pound  of  fat  in  the  whole  barrel,  but  had  salted  up  the  Beaf  s  Hearts  so 
that  some  of  it  stank  so  that  the  men  could  not  make  use  of  it,  &  was 
obliged  to  throw  it  away. 

I  can  ashure  your  Honourable  Board  that  there  never  was  troops 
furnished  with  provisions  so  bad  on  the  line,  both  by  Capt.  Connel  & 
Mr.  Woods,  some  of  my  stations  had  not  one  ounce  Brought  them  some- 
times for  two  weeks,  but  had  to  find  themselves  &  frequently  two  or  three

Jan.  10th    miles  from  the  station,  &  Emediately  on  the  River  at   the  price  of  two 

French  crowns  p.  100  cwt.     I  wrote  to  Mr.   Woods  frequently  for  salt 

provisions  to  enable  me  to  go  in  pursuit  of  the  Enemy,  but  never  got 

but  twice. 

In  many  I  got  fifteen  daj's  salt  provision,  &  went  over  Muskingum, 
but  was  unsuccessful;  then  I  drew  for  six  days  &  scouted  during  that 
time,  the  cheaf  part  of/  the  summer  I  got  not  one  pound.  The  first  of 
November  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Woods  to  furnish  me  with  twenty-four  days' 
flour  for  my  company,  &  twelve  days'  meat  to  go  a  scoute,  (as  the 
weather  was  cool),  I  thought  we  could  furnish  ourselves  with  the 
residue,  but  he  did  not  do  it.  altho.  I  gave  him  a  week's  notice,  &  flour 
enough  to  be  got  within  four  miles  of  the  station.  I  had  to  get  three 
barrels  at  my  own  expense  for  the  men.  Then  we  marched  nineteen 
days  near  to  the  St.  Duskey  Towns  where  we  met  with  a  party  of 
Indians.  We  killed  two  and  wounded  one  more.  I  mention  the  pro- 
visions for  the  good  of  the  service  in  future.  The  contractors  for  the 
army  will  furnish  the  full  ration  of  good  salt  provision  at  every  station 
for  six  pence  per  ration.  I  understand  some  gentlemen  has  represented 
the  Improprietj'  of  my  continuing  the  command  of  Rangers  &  except- 
ing of  a  commission  in  the  Federal  Troops.  It  is  true  I  did  Except  of 
a  commission,  but  on  those  principles.  I  had  General  Knox  word  that  I 
should  continue  my  command,  or  I  never  should  have  of  excepted  of  it,  & 
they  never  called  on  me  only  to  write  to  the  different  Captains  Respect- 
ing liheir  Recruiting  Business.  Mr.  Wills  informed  me  thai  the  last 
session  Capt.  Connel  so  solicited  him,  by  a  letter  which  I  saw,  to  have  him 
appointed  Captain  of  the  Rangers.  But  I  hope  no  man  of  his  principles 
&  inexperience  in  the  woods,  will  be  promoted  before  Capt.  McGuire, 
Capt.  Parsons,  &  Capt.  Bukey,  who  are  all  Gentlemen  of  experience  & 
whom  eanfidence  can  be  placed  in,  for  they  have  frequently  distinguished 
themselves  as  Volunliors  worthy  of  publick  attention. 

Gentlemen,  I  have  enclosed  you  a  surtificate  signed  by  all  the  Magis- 
trates and  field  ofHcers  except  four  magistrates  whom  I  never  presented 
it  to,  and  one  field  officer.  If  there  should  remain  the  least  doubt  on 
your  minds  of  my  neglecting  my  duty,  I  can  send  you  a  surtificate  to 
the  same  purpose  signed  by  300  of  the  most  respectable  sitizens  of  the 
County.  I  can  assure  your  Honours  I  find  myself  very  much  mortifyed 
to  think  I  have  spent  the  prime  of  my  days  on  ii  dangerous  frontier  in 
Ranging  &  scouting  voluntarily  for  the  protection  of  the  Inhabitants, 
except  part  of  the  throe  last  years,  and  now  to  have  my  character  ingered 
by  a  few  malicious  persons  under  a  cloak  of  deception.  Upon  the 
honor  of  a  Gentleman,  I  would  wish  no  longer  to  be  in  existence  if  I 
disgraced  my  military  charectcr.  All  the  within  stigmy  with  which  I 
have  accused  my  antagonists  1  shoukl  bo  pleased  to  have  an  opportu- 
nity of  soporting  by  a  number  of  Respectable  Testimonials. 
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Dear  Sirs,  I   hope  you  will  pardon    such   a  long  catalogue  of   ray       1793. 
Grievances,  as  my  scholastick  abilities  was  not  competent  to  contain  in    Jan.  10th 
a  smaller  compass.

structions, which  I  have  inclosed.  I  have  sent  my  pay-roll  and  muster- 
Roll,  and  the  scout's  accounts  for  their  service  by  Capt.  Bakey,  which  I 
hope  will  meet  with  your  approbation.  I  also  think  it  in  some  measure 
incumbent  upon  me  to  inform  you  that  the  people  generally  have  con- 
ceive themselves  grieved  by  not  having  the  liberty  of  recommending 
such  men  who  they  would  confide  in  as  scouts.

Mr.  Bogard  informed 
me  that  the  reason  why  the  Commission  did  not  come  to  hand  by  him, 
was  that  Mr.  Edward  Jackson,  the  present  acting  sheriff,  had  it  at  his 
option  to  serve  the  time  of  two  years,  and  had  only  served  one — how- 
ever he  has  gave  bond  to  collect  the  Revenue  for  the  year  1790  and  1791, 
and  therefore  cannot  collect  for  the  year  1792.

petitioner  humbly  conceives  from  the Justice  of  the  case.    Since 

which,  the  Assembly  have  allowed  Mr.  Heitman  the  sum  of  £150  p. 
annum,  allowing  the  arrearages  accruing  between  the  first  &  second 
allowance.  That  your  Petitioner  having  been  engaged  at  the  same  kind

Sir; 
Jan.  18th  I  have  seen  the  Act  intitled  an  Act  to  provide  more  effectually  for 

Auditor's  the  collection  of  the  public  taxes  in  certain  cases,  to  which  your  Excel- 
lency directed  my  attention.  The  3d  section  related  to  a  subject  on  which 
my  office  cannot  at  present  afford  any  information,  as  all  the  accounts 
respecting  sequestered  Estates,  are  contained  in  the  paper  money  books 
in  the  hands  of  Comm'r  Davies.  The  4th  section  relates  to  the  speedy 
recovery  of  all  public  debts.  I  do  not  perceive,  sir,  that  any  statements 
are  necessary  to  be  laid  before  the  honorable  Board  in  the  first  instance 
relative  to  those  operations.  I  suppose  it  is  requisite  that  the  Execu- 
tive should  instruct  the  Attorney- General  &  the  auditor  pursuant  to  law; 
if,  however,  the  Board  should  think  that  more  than  this  is  necessary, 
they  will  be  pleased  to  give  me  their  commands. 

I  presume  the  Report  which  the  law  directs  the  Executive  shall  make 
to  the  next  Assembly,  will  be  grounded  on  the  auditor's  Report  to  the 
Board,  w'ch  will  be  explicit  as  the  Legislature  can  wish.

I  lament  that  the  resolutions  of  the  Legislature  respecting  the  suit  Jan.  22d 
of  the  Indiana  company  against  this  commonwealtli  do  not  speak  a  more 
decisive  language  as  to  the  proper  line  of  conduct  to  be  pursued  in  a 
case  of  such  delicacy  and  importance.  If  no  counsel  be  employed  the 
question  of  jurisdiction  will  not  be  agitated,  and  the  bill  may  be  taken 
pro  eonfessio;  on  the  other  hand  an  appearance  by  the  state  may  be 
interpreted  into  an  acknowledgement  of  the  power  of  the  Federal  Court 
to  cite  her  before  its  tribunal.  Thus  entrenched  by  difficulties,  I  am  at 
at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  advise.  To  act  with  due  circumspection, 
information  is  necessary.  At  this  distance  it  cannot  be  obtained  in  time. 
I  submit  therefore  whether  it  might  not  be  expedient  that  a  member 
of  the  supreme  Execntive  of  this  country  should  repair  to  Philadelphia 
during  the  ensuing  term  of  the  appellate  court,  invested  with  discretion- 
ary powers  to  adopt  such  measures  as  may  appear  most  proper  to  pre- 
serve the  sovereignty  of  the  State  from  the  attempted  usurpations,  after 
malurol}^  consulting  with  our  senators  and  representatives  in  Con- 
gress.

soldiers  Imbodied  By  your  late  Instructions,  the  prayer  of  your  petition- 
ers is  that  your  Honours  will  please  to  consider  our  Dangerous  situation 
and  direct  that  some  of  Captain  Bogard's  soldiers  or  some  others  Be 
allowed  for  onr  safetj',  to  be  stationed  on  the  Lands  of  James  Wamfley 
or  near  thereunto.  And  in  expectation  of  the  same,  we  kept  your 
Humble  petitioners,  and  shall  as  in  Duty  Bound  forever  pray.

Sir: 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  papers  brought  by  Colonel  Biggs,  I 
find  a  muster-Roll  &  pay-rolls  of  Captain  McMachan's  Company  of  vol- 
unteer militia,  including  the  militia  under  Lieutenant  Wells,  as  well  as 
of  the  Detachment  of  said  Company  under  Lieutenant  Evans,  dulj- 
authenticated  and  correspondent  with  each  other. 

These  papers  go  to  support  a  claim  of  the  said  Company  &  militia  for 
pay  from  the  15tb  of  September  to  the  first  of  December,  and  of  the 
said  Detachment  from  the  5th  of  June  to  the  Ist  of  December. 

The  ration  account  for  the  company  and  the  militia  immediately  under 
the  command  of  Captain  McMachan  only,  is  presented  for  settlement; 
That  of  Lieutenant  Evans's  detachment  is  not  forwarded.  Soperate 
claims  of  four  scouts  authenticated  bj'  their  own  Oaths,  certified  by  the 
Captain  and  counter-signed  by  the  County  Lieut.,  are  presented  for  set- 
tlement.

Sir: 

I  think  it  my  duty  to  Inform  you  that  tho  conduct  of  Capt.  Wm.  Jan.  25th 
Lowther  extremely  blamable  for  some  time  past.  Instead  of  attending  Buck  Hanan 
to  His  Duty;  he  Imployed  Ills  time  in  Gambling,  Rioting.  <fec. ;  he  treated 
the  men  who  v.  are  under  him  in  such  a  manner  that  it  is  thought  he  can 
git  no  others  to  ingage.  Instead  of  paying  his  men  thar  wages,  would 
seek  occasion  to  purchase  Clames  on  them,  and  then  stop  the  money.  I 
conceive  that  not  only  the  Intrust,  but  Reputation  and  dignity  of  the 
Commonwealth  suffers — ^tis  certainly  an  Imposition  to  have  a  man  in 
public  office  who  disregards  the  public  Intrust.  During  all  tho  time  he 
has  bin  in  survis,  he  has  not  visite  tho  Different  stations,  but  has  Im- 
ploy'd  himself  in  amusements  of  various  Kinds.  If  tho  Information 
which  this  gives  is  Doubted,  it  may  bo  Known  from  money.

Cornelius  Bogard  to  the  Governor.  Jan.  24th 

Sir: 

After  my  respects,  these  are  to  inform  you  that  the  Indians  hath  not  Randolph 
Done  any  Injury  on  our  frontiers  yet,  but  it  is  our  expectation  that  they  l^ounty 
will  be  among  us  as  soon  as  the  winter  is  over.  And,  sir,  I  would  think 
it  would  be  for  the  safety  of  our  county  in  general  to  have  a  party  of 
men  stationed  near  the  upper  end  of  tho  settlement  as  that  part  has 
been  Broke  up  by  the  Indians  and  several  valuable  places  has  lay  waste 
for  some  j'^ears,  which  will  be  settled  next  spring  if  the  people  were  sure 
of  a  sufficient  Guard.  Mr.  Morgan  has  only  appointed  one  spy  for  this 
county  untill  the  spring,  and  he  lives  upward  of  thirty  miles  from  our 
settlement.  I  am  sensible  that  our  countj'  will  require  six  spys  in  tho 
spring,  and  a  full  company  of  men  Belonging  to  this  county  to  be  sta- 
tioned at  several  places  where  it  is  best  for  the  general  safety  of  the 
Inhabitants,  &  as  for  choosing  the  spys,  I  would  desire  to  have  that 
privilege  myself,  as  I  am  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  abilities  ef  every 
man  in  the  County,  and  Could  appoint  such  as  their  ability  and  veracity 
would  not  be  disputed.  Sir,  I  shall  at  every  oppurtunity  Enforni  you  of 
the  situation  of  affairs  here,  and  desires  the  favour  of  your  further 
orders  by  the  Bearer,  Mr.  Jackson.

D'r  Sir: 
Jan.  25th  I  Rcc'd  your  Commissioa  of  Captain  by  the  hand  of  Hezekiah 

Davison,  which  I  do  accept  and  find  myself  happy  in  having  it  in  my 
povcer  to  render  service  to  your  Excellency  and  my  suffering  fellow 
Citizens. 

I  have  the  vanity  to  flatter  myself  that  past  services  has  been  pleas- 
ing, which  shall  and  ought  to  be  Motives  to  Induce  me  to  gain  a  con- 
tinuation of  yours  and  my  fellow  citizens'  favour. 

Notwithstanding  I  have  been  informed  thai  complaints  wore  to  be 
lodged  before  you  against  Lieutenant  Whitman  &  myself,  how  far  the 
malitious  hath  proceeded  in  laying  Comj)laints  before  you,  I  know  not; 
but  is  suspicious  they  have  had  some  effect  against  Lieutenant  Whit- 
man, particularly  as  I  hear  he  is  Discontinued. 

We  were  both  hard  Threatened  by  one  of  our  Scouts  which  we  turned 
out  of  service  for  his  ill  conduct,  and  Docked  him  part  of  the  time  he 
pretended  to  serve.  I  have  Reason  to  beleive  that  some  of  our  Dele- 
gates from  this  District  were  active  in  doing  Mr.  Whitman  an  Injury, 
to  the  woundin  of  his  Carructor  and  Private  feelings. 

Sir,  should  complaints  have  appeared  before  the  Executive  or  any  of 
the  Gentlemen  of  your  counsell,  I  heartily  wish  they  may  be  made  pub- 
lick,  so  that  Mr.  Whitman  may  have  it  in  his  power  to  do  himself  Jus- 
tice before  you  or  a  Court  of  Law. 

The  Bearer,  Mr.  Wilson,  is  able  to  give  you  information  as  Touching 
the  Premises.  I  Persume  it  will  be  out  of  my  power  to  Engage  all 
young  Experienced  men  as  Requested  by  your  letter,  and  none  but 
those  that  are  acquainted  with  the  use  of  the  Rifle  I  wish  to  enlist.  I 
wish  you  to  Discourse  with  the  Bearer  on  this  subject. 

I  have  made  some  progress  in  the  Engagement  of  men,  but  finds  by 
those  who  has  been  in  service  last  year,  thoj'  wish  to  receive  their  pay 
for  past  services  before  they  make  any  new  engagement,  Which  Difi- 
culty  I  hope  will  be  Removed  upon  the  Return  of  Mr.  Wilson,  who  by 
me  is  Impowered  to  settle  my  accounts  and  Receive  the  Money  for  the 
year  1792. 

By  a  former  letler  I  requested  you  to  write  if  the  money  was  Ready, 
but  as  you  did  not  write,  I  take  it  for  granted  you  are  fully  prepared.

Sir: 

In  the  course  of  last  summer,  I  was  under  the  necessity  of  engaging     Jan.  26th 
to  pay  seven  pence  half  penny  p'r  ration  for  the  following  number — as  Clarksburg 
this  price  exceeds  that  allowed  by  Government,  the  overplus  will  come 
out  of  my  pocket.     1  trust  if  it  is  in  your  power  to  interpose  with  Gov- 
ernment in  my  behalf,  the  Justice  of  my  claim   will  prompt  you  to  it, 
especially  when  I  declare  to  you  upon  my  honor,  that  the  only  alterna- 
tive with  me  was  either  to  agree  to  the  above,  or  discharge  part  of  my 
men — the  latter  I  was  loath  to  do,  as  we  were  far  from  having  too  many. 
The  men  who  consumed  the  above  rations  were  stationed  at  the  mouthy 
of  Little  Kanawa,  75  miles  from   this  place,  which  is  the  cause  they 
could  not  be  supplied  on  the  terms  of  the  others.     Should  you  upon 
consideration  see  the  propriety  of  my  being  reimbursed,  I  rely  on  your 
influence  &  ability  to  effect  it.     I  rec'd  your-  Compliments  by  Mr.  Wm. 
Davison,  &  am  fully  sensible  of  the  honor  done   me  with  the  greatest 
respect.

Geo.  Clendenin  to  the  Gonernor.  Jan.  27tli 

Sir: 

When  I  ordered  a  part  of  the  militia  into  service  on  the  Fifteenth  Kanhawa 
day  of  last  March,  I  also  appointed  Two  spies  to  Guard  a  certain  Inroad 
or  pass  of  the  Indians;  that  could  not  possibly  be  attended  toby  the 
Two  Spies  or  scouts  directed  to  our  Frontier  by  Captain  Caperton,  as 
the  places  assigned  for  their  service  Lay  at  so  great  a  distance.  It  is 
true  I  had  no  orders  particularly  Respecting  the  appointment  of  scouts, 
but  as  I  was  directed  to  aid  him,  the  said  Captain  Caperton,  I  found  it 
extremely  necessary  to  make  the  aforesaid  appointments.  I  have,  how- 
ever, been  lately  informed  that  Mr.  William  Morris,  Late  Representative 
of  this  county,  has  lodged  a  complaint  against  them  in  not  having  done 
their  duty,  and  am  led  to  Inform  your  Excellency  That  if  there  was  any 
default.  It  must  have  originated  with  me,  as  I  most  solemnly  pledge  my 
honor  they  never  failed  to  execute  any  order  I  give  them  as  far  as  it 
was  in  their  power.  It  is  certain  there  was  several  times  for  a  week  & 
upwards  I  did  not  suffer  them  to  go  out  of  ray  Garrison,  being  the  place 
from  which  they  performed  as  well  as  Captain  Caperton's  two  scouts 
their  several  Towers  of  duty.  There  was  times  in  the  course  of  last 
summer  and  fall,  that  with  all  the  men  In  the  Garrison  I  dar  not  have 
sallyed  out;  nor  for  a  day  did  I  stand  in  this  situation,  but  for  weeks —

1793.  knowing  the  enemies  number  far  to  exceed  ours.  In  this  situation  I 
Jan.  27th  frequently  Heard  the  clamors  of  some  Individuals,  why  I  did  not  keep 
out  the  scouts?  My  answer  to  them  was,  that  as  we  knew  the  Indians 
were  among  us,  and  that  we  were  not  able  to  carry  on  any  offensive 
operations,  I  considered  that  I  should  be  accessory  to  the  lives  of  them 
if  I  thus  exposed  them  knowingly.  But  why  thi.j  complaint  could  have 
been  exhibited  against  Charles  McClung  and  Lewis  Newton,  and  not 
against  John  Morris  &  Fleming  Cobbs,  which  is  the  names  of  the  said 
four  scouts,  I  am  not  a  little  surprised,  as  I  am  well  convinced  the  former 
were  equally  as  obedient  &  attentive  to  their  duty  as  the  Latter,  yet  I 
cannot  but  say  that  I  have  my  suspicions,  as  there  has  been  no  Good 
understanding  for  a  number  of  years  between  the  said  William  Morris 
■and  the  said  Charles  McClung.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I  fear  the  present 
complaint  has  originated  to  gratify  a- wish  which  could  not  otherwise 
have  been  effected,  and  would  Beg  leave  further  to  assert  that  he  was 
one  ot  the  first  adventures  to  this  country,  even  long  before  It  Bore  the 
name  of  Kanawha,  and  that  every  year  when  scouts  were  allowed  he 
supplied  the  place  of  one,  and  has  ever  conducted  as  the  man  of  Truth 
and  Bravery;  as  to  the  other,  I  can  venture  to  say  that  in  a  long  and 
steady  acquaintance  with  him,  I  have  the  same  Eight  to  Justify  his 
character  &  abilities  as  a  soldier,  as  I  had  to  Justify  that  of  Mr. 
McClung's. 

I  have  therefore  taken  the  liberty  Herewith  To  Inclose  to  your  Ex- 
cellency a  certificate  for  their  services,  and  trust  you  will  Transmit  by 
the  Bearer,  Allen  Pryor,  Esquire,  the  amount  due  to  each  of  the  afore- 
said persons.  Humbly  conceiving  them  to  be  Justly  Intituled  thereto. 
More  Especially  as  on  last  summer  was  a  year,  I  was  necessitated  with- 
out orders  to  direct  two  scouts  into  service,  to  which  the  secretary  of 
war  directed  payment  without  the  smallest  Hesitation.

paid  for  their  services  in  this  business. 

I  think  there  were  about  twenty  negroes  &  mulattoes  that  must  have 
heard  me  make  the  above  proclamation. 


We  do  hereby  authorise  our  friend,  Mr.  Allen  Pryor,  to  present  this 
our  certificate  to  the  Honbl.  the  Executive  of  Virginia,  and  receive  the 
pay  which  may  appear  dne  to  us  for  the  within-mentioned  services.

Sir: 

Perhaps  the  application  which  I  am  about  to  make  to  you  and  the    Kanhawa 
Honorable  Board  may  be  very  unpresedented.     Nevertheless,  in  having 
succeeded  on  a  former  occation  in  a  similar  application  with  the  Hon'ble 
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1793.  secretary  of  War,  1  feel  myself  the  more  at  liberty,  Particularly  when 
Jan.  28th  he  made  me  an  allowance  when  a  fewer  number  of  men  were  in  service 
than  has  been  the  past  j'ear. 

In  the  year  Seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  about  ninety  men 
were  in  service;  at  which  time  I  was  allow'd  pay  In  my  Rank.  Last 
year  about  One  hundred  and  ten  men  were  in  service  in  this  county 
from  the  fifteenth  of  March  till  the  first  of  December;  During  which 
time  I  was  constantly  in  service  in  providing  means  to  defend  &  support 
them. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  To  enter  into  a  Detail  of  the  many  services 
I  have  Rendered  this  &  other  Frontiers  which  I  have  been  ordered  to 
defend.  By  a  Recurrence  to  your  Journal  you  will  readilj'  see  the  length 
of  Time  I  have  been  In  service.  If  on  Considering  my  case  It  should 
appear  that  I  merit  or  am  Intituled  to  an  allowance,  you  will  please  to 
forward  the  same  by  the  Bearer,  Mr.  Allen  Pryor,  or  if  you  may  find  it 
necessary  for  any  vouchers  to  be  forwarded  to  Justify  my  claim,  you 
will  please  to  signify  the  nature  and  Method  in  which  they  ought  to 
appear.

Kanhawa  Capt.  John  Morris  will  present  your  Excellency  his  pay  roll  for  his 

company,  with  an  abstract  or  rather  a  certificate  for  the  Rations  actu- 
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ally  furnished  them.  From  the  very  uncertain  way  in  which  their  1793. 
Rations  could  be  furnished,  It  was  impossible  to  take  out  Regular  Jan.  28th 
Monthlj'  Abstracts  signed  by  the  officer  commanding  the  different  de- 
tachments. Nor  was  it  possible  for  me  to  return  any  Regular  Muster 
Roll,  inasmuch  as  I  could  neither  at  the  commencement  of  the  service 
or  at  the  termination  thereof  collect  them  together,  without  leaving  the 
places  where  they  were  stationed  subject  to  the  depredations  of  the 
Enemy.  However,  from  a  gen'l  knowledge  of  those  called  into  service, 
and  from  a  certainty  that  they  continued  therein  during  the  time  for 
which  they  are  returned  on  their  Pay  roll,  I  hope  your  Excellency 
and  the  Hon'ble  Board  will  be  satisfied  they  were  in  service,  and  dis- 
pensed with  those  formalities  which  it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  com- 
ply with.  It  will  perhaps  appear  on  the  face  of  the  pay  roll  that  the 
men  were  continued  a  month  in  service  longer  than  was  necessary.  But 
I  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  I  believe  the  danger  in  a 
great  measure  as  much  exists  as  it  did  any  time  last  fall,  as  they  are 
daily  discovered  on  our  frontiers  since  they  have  been  disperced  from 
Detroit,  Having  no  other  way  to  subsist.  We  are  creditably  informed 
by  no  worse  author  than  Gen'l  Putnam  that  seven  Hundred  Indians 
Drew  rations  that  place  until  a  barrel  of  Flour  cost  five  pounds,  and 
another  ration  could  not  be  issued.  This  is  a  true  statement  of  facts.

The  said  Daniel,  who  was  committed  to  the  Goal  of  this  County  by  Jan.  29th 
warrant  under  the  band  and  seal  of  John  Thomas  Chunn,  Gentleman, 
was  set  to  the  barr  in  Custody  of  the  Sheriff — and  thereupon,  Charles 
Marshall,  Gentleman,  Deputy  attorney  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Vir- 
ginia, in  the  county  of  Fauquier,  who  for  the  said  County  and  Common- 
wealth informs  and  prosecutes,  exhibited  an  Indictment  against  the  said 
negro  man  slave,  Daniel,  in  these  words,  to-wit: 

"Fauquier  County,  to-wit: 

Charles  Marshall,  Gentleman,  attorney  for  the  commonwealth  for  the 
county  of  Fauquier  aforesaid,  who  for  the  Commonwealth  informs  and 
prosecutes,  came  here  into  Court  this  29th  day  of  January,  in  the  year 
of  our  Lord,  1793,  and  the  said  Charles  Marshall,  Gent.,  attorney  for  the 
commonwealth  in  the  county  aforesaid,  giveth  the  Court  to  understand 
and  be  informed  that  whereas  by  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  the  said  Com- 
monwealth, and  by  the  statute  of  the  18th  year  of  Elizabeth,  Queen  of 
England,  it  is  enacted  that  if  any  person  shall  unlawfully  and  carnally 
know  and  abuse  any  woman  child  under  the  age  of  Ten  years,  whether 
with  her  consent  or  against  it,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  Felony  without 
benefit  of  Clergy ;  and  that  whereas  Daniel,  a  negro  man,  slave,  the 
property  of  Turner  Dixon's  estate,  not  having  God  before  bis  eyes,  but 
being  moved  and  seduced  by  the  Instigation  of  the  Devil  on  the  —  day 
of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1793,  with  force  and  arms  at  the 
parish  of  Leeds,  and  County  of  Fauquier  aforesaid,  in  and  upon  one 
Ehody  Cave,  daughter  of  Thomas  Cave,  of  the  Parish  &  county  afore- 
said, who  is  an  infant  under  the  age  of  Ten  years,  in  the  peace  of  God, 
and  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  then  and  there  being,  violently  and 
feloniously  did  make  an  Assault,  and  her,  the  said  Ehody  Cave,  against 
the  will  of  her,  the  said  Ehody  Cave,  then  and  there  feloniously  did 
ravish  and  carnally  know,  against  the  peace  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
against  the  forms  of  the  laws  in  that  case  made  and  provided. 

Upon  which  Indictment  he  was  arraigned,  and  upon  his  arraignment 
pleaded  not  Guilty,  and  for  his  trial  put  himself  upon  the  Court. 

Upon  the  examination  of  sundry  witnesses,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Court  here  that  the  said  Daniel  is  guilty  in  the  manner  and  form  as  in 
the  Indictment  against  him  is  alledged;  and  thereupon,  it  being  de- 
manded of  him  if  anything  for  himself  he  had  or  knew  to  say  why  the 
Court  should  not  pronounce  Sentence  and  award  execution  of  death 
against  him  according  to  law,  he  said  he  had  nothing  but  what  he  had 
before  said:  Therefore  it  is  considered  by  the  Court  that  he  be  hanged 
by  the  neck  until  he  be  dead,  and  that  execution  of  this  Judgement  be 
made  and  done  upon  him,  the  said  Daniel,  by  the  Sheriff  of  Fauquier 
county,  on  Friday,  the  tenth  day  of  March  next,  between  the  hours  of

Sir: 

Having  taken  up  the  papers  brought  by  Colonel  Wilson  with  more 
deliberate  attention,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  muster  rolls  of  Cap- 
tain Wm.  Lowthor's  Company,  as  well  when  they  entered  into  service 
as  when  they  wore  discharged,  are  authenticated  by  the  oaths  of  the 
Captain  and  J.  P.  Duval,  who  mustered  thorn  into  service,  and  of  Col. 
Benjamin  Wilson,  who  mustered  them  in  the  second  instance. 

The  pay-roll  for  said  company  is  made  conformable  to  the  said  mus- 
ter rolls,  which  is  the  only  proof  of  its  authentieitj'.  In  this  pay-roll 
is  included  a  detachmont  of  Militia  under  Ensign  Morgan,  in  support  of 
which  a  muster  is  certified  by  Samuel  Hanway,  on  oath,  dated  the  5th 
day  of  January,  1793,  excepting  three  men,  to-wit:  Richard  Tibbs,  John 
Jolliffe,  and  Aden  Bayles,  who  the  said  Hanway  believes  either  did  serve 
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the  time  mentioned  in  tlie  Muster  Roll  themselves,  or  procured  other  1793. 
able  men  to  do  it  for  them,  as  appears  by  a  certificate  of  the  said  Han-  Jan.  30th 
way  on  the  said  muster  roll,  which  is  proven  bj'  the  oath  of  Ensign 
Moi'gan,  also  dated  5th  of  January,  1793,  and  from  its  specifj'ing  the 
whole  time  of  service,  viz:  five  months  and  fourteen  days,  the  presumj)- 
tion  is  that  this  muster  took  place  the  first  of  December,  when  the 
troops  ought  to  have  been  discharged  although  the  proof  of  the  said 
muster  does  not  mention  the  time  when  it  took  place. 

~No  muster  of  this  detachment  upon  its  entering  into  service  appears. 
It  has  been  continued  in  service  up  to  the  12th  of  the  present  month, 
as  appears  by  a  musti-r  roll  stating  the  names,  rank,  time  of  enlistment, 
and  time  of  service,  proven  by  the  oaths  of  JVIorgan  &  of  Han  way,  who 
mustered  them,  which  proof  bears  date  the  12th  day  of  January,  1793. 
A  pay-roll  is  also  forwarded  coi-res^sonding  with  the  muster  roll  as  to 
names,  rank,  and  commencement  of  service,  without  any  proof  but  that 
of  the  muster  roll. 

The  next  paper  which  will  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Board  is  a 
pay-roll  for  19  scouts  employed  by  Captain  Lowther  for  Harrison,  Ran- 
dolph, and  part  of  Monongalia.  This  payroll  is  proven  by  the  oath  of 
Captain  Lowther,  and  a  certificate  of  Col.  Wilson.  A  question  arises 
whether  the  oaths  of  the  persons  who  performed  the  services  ought  to 
be  demanded  as  better  evidence. 

With  respect  to  the  money  received  of  the  General  Government  for 
the  scouts  who  were  employed  in  Harrison  County  for  the  years  1790 
and  1791,  I  can  only  observe  that  no  act  of  the  Government  of  Vir- 
ginia that  I  am  acquainted  with  authorized  the  employment  of  scouts 
in  that  county  for  those  years,  but  thei-e  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Col- 
onel Wilson  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War  expressly  to  that  end, 
dated  the  13th  of  April,  1790,  especially  directing  in  what  manner 
application  shall  be  made  for  payment.  The  Governor's  letter,  there- 
fore, to  General  Knox,  forwarding  the  papers  sent  by  Colonel  Wilson, 
appears  to  me  to  have  been  done  as  a  friend  to  Colonel  Wilson  and  the 
scouts;  and  it  does  not  appear  that  the  Executive  of  Virginia  have  any 
thing  to  do  with  the  money,  except,  (as  it  has  got  into  the  treasury)  to 
pay  it  to  General  Knox's  orders.  1  however,  refer  the  Honorable  the 
Executive  to  the  affidavit  of  Col.  Wilson,  herewith  enclosed.

Council  Captain  Lewis   presents  a   mustcr-Roll,  proving  that  his  company 

was  mustered  on  the   17th   and   30th  of  March,  1792,  and  generally  in 
service  by  the  6th  of  that  month. 

The  names  and  rank  of  the  men  in  this  Roll  correspond  with  one 
proving  that  the  company  was  mustered  on  their  discharge.  These 
Rolls  so  far  vary  as  that  the  first  states  the  time  of  the  men's  entering 
into  service — the  other  the  time  of  their  enlist  nent;  thej^  also  dift'er  as 
to  the  time  of  three  of  the  men's  service,  which  Captain  Lewis  accounts 
for  by  stating  that  the  last  Roll  is  erroneous  through  mistake. 

The  pay-roll  which  corresponds  in  number  with  the  muster  Rolls,  and 
which  contains  no  more  than  Were  duly  authorized  by  the  Executive,  is 
authenticated  bj^  the  signature  and  oath  of  Captain  Lewis. 

Eight  scouts  were  allowed  to  this  Company. 

The  Ration  Abstract  accompanyes  the  pay  &  muster  Rolls.  I  have 
not  ascertained  the  number  necessary  for  the  support  of  this  Company, 
as  the  Auditor  of  course  will  be  directed  to  do  so,  in  order  that  no  more 
be  paid  for  than  were  requisite. 

It  appears  by  a  certificate  of  Captain  Lewis,  that  36  of  his  men  were 
ordered  in  pursuit  of  the  Enemy  with  18  day's  provision,  9  days  of 
which  were  rendered  unfit  for  use— the  contractor  was  of  course  obliged 
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to  supply  the  deficiencj.     It  is  submitted  whether  these  Rations  be       1793. 
allowed  the  Contractor.     I  recollect  that  when  Captain  Lewis'  papers    Jan.  30th 
were  under  the  consideration  of  the  Board   before  this  charge  in  the 
contractor's  account  was  thought  reasonable. 

There  is  a  claim  of  the  Contractor  also  for  axes  and  spades,  which  is 
supported  by  Captain  Lewis'  certificate,  amounting  to  six  pounds  ten 
shillings  &  6  pence.

Sir: 

I  think  the  Troops  as  now  arranged  under  my  Command  is  at  this  Jan.  30th 
time  attended  with  more  expense  than  is  absolutely  necessary.  I  mean  Richmond 
as  to  the  scouts  ordered  or  under  the  direction  of  Capt.  Crockett,  which 
amount  with  the  number  allowed  my  company  to  sixteen.  Twelve  is 
undoubtedly  fully  suiHcient  unto  the  first  of  May,  and  indeed  it's  a  doubt 
with  me  whether  that  number  will  not  be  sufficient  for  the  summer  season, 
&  those  scouts  ought  to  be  altogether  under  the  direction  of  the  officer 
commanding  the  Troops,  because  in  the  defence  of  the  Frontiers  those 
two  Bodies  must  act  in  conjunction,  or  the  safety  of  the  one  depends  on 
intelligence  from  the  other.  When  I  see  an  expence  to  fall  on  us  that 
could  be  avoided,  and  at  the  same  time  our  Frontiers  fully  protected,  I 
think  it  my  duty  to  lay  it  before  your  Honorable  Body.  Six  are  as 
many  as  can  act  from  the  New  Garden  to  the  lower  end  of  Powels  Val- 
ley; from  thence  to  Caperton's  command  Ten  are  fully  sufficient.  Any 
Indian  crossing  the  Ohio,  between  the  mouth  of  Great  Kanhawa  and 
mouth  of  Sandy,  will  fall  on  the  Kanhawa  below  the  falls  of  s'd  River, 
those  crossing  directly  at  the  mouth  of  Sandy  or  below  it,  will  not  strike 
our  settlement  nearer  the  Kanhawa  than  the  head  of  blue  stone.  Altho' 
from  late  accounts  from  Governor  Blount  that  many  of  the  Cherokees 
are  friendly  disposed,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  keep  two  scouts  in  the  lower 
end  of  Powels  valley  until  the  cherokees  give  further  proof  of  their 
friendly  intentions  toward  us. 

On  the  12th  of  this  month,  when  I  had  my  Company  mustered  at 
Russell  Court  House  for  the  service  for  the  year  '93,  I  observed  that 
about  one-half  of  them  were  new  Troops  and   badly  furnished  with 

clothing.     They  laid  their  situation  before  me,  and the  troops 

that  were  in  servieo^by  receiving  their  pay,  enabled  them  to  furnish 
clothing,  but  suppose  if  one  part  rec'd  and  the  other  not,  they  may  be 
dissatisfied;  if  your  Honorable  body  think  it  proper  to  order  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  pounds  in  acc't  for  the  Troops  now  in  service,  I  think  they 
can  run  through  to  the  end  of  time.  For  my  Justification,  I  have 
brought  receipts — the  monej'  p'd.  If  the  Executive  thinks  proper,  I 
will  produce  them.

Richmond  cannot  with  propriety  pass  that  part  of  Captain  Lowther's  claim  that 
Respects  Ensign  Morgan's  Detachment,  its  not  being  passed  will  involve 
Captain  Jjowther  in  the  paying  off  the  Harrison  &  Eandolph  Militia  & 
scouts,  as  Capt.  Lowther  advanced  to  Ensign  Morgan  £110  out  of  the 
sum  of  £600  advance  b)^  order  of  the  Executive  last  September — vouch- 
ers of  the  same  I  have  in  possession  attested  by  Captain  Lowther;  also 
a  minnit  I  took  from  Ensign  Morgan  of  what  he  Rcc'd,  and  the  manner 
of  his  distribution  of  said  £110.  And  no  way  left  in  my  view  Remedy 
the  Difficulty  and  give  satisfaction,  but  by  Directing  a  sum  to  be  ad- 
vanced for  the  particular  use  of  Ensign  Morgan's  Detachment.  By 
Captain  Lowther  not  having  it  in  his  power  to  discharge  the  Harrison 
&  Randolph  County  claims,  will  much  distress  him,  and  the  claimants 
will  be  Di^isatisfyed.  Ensign  Morgan  will  be  Mortifyed  upon  the  ocation 
and  his  men  higlily  Displeased  with  him,  and  the  protection  of  our  Dis- 
tressed frontier  Depends  much  on  such  active  officers.

Sir: 

Give  mo  leave  to  Introduce  to  your  Excellency  my  friend,  Mr.  Allyn  Kanhawa 
Pryor,  who  waits  on  your  Honorable  Board  to  Receive  payment  for  the 
Rations  by  him  furnished  for  tho  use  of  that  detachment  of  Captain 
Caperton's  Company  that  were  stationed  at  the  Mouth  of  Kanhawa, 
commanded  by  Lieutenant  Cooper.  On  tho  Failure  of  Colo.  Daniel 
Boon,  I  was  compelled  to  make  some  arrangements  for  the  support  of 
said  detachment;  otherwise  they  must  have  been  disbanded;  and  on  ad- 
vising with  Colo.  Thomas  Lewis,  I  found  there  was  no  person  in  the 
count}'  could  do  the  Business  with  as  great  certainty  as  Mr.  Pryor — 
Having  forra'd  connections  and  credit  with  all  the  flower  Manufacturers 
as  High  up  the  River  as  Fort  Pitt. 

In  conducting  this  Business,  he  has  exerted  himself  in  such  manner 
as  proves  his  warmest  Intention  to  serve  the  Public.  Wherefore  Colo. 
Lewis,  as  well  as  myself,  fully  expected  he  would  have  the  preferrence 
the  present  year;  That  some  other  person  or  perhaps  persons  have  en- 
tered into  this  Ingagement,  we  ai'o  informed  is  the  fact.  How  far  the 
change  ma}'  Tend  to  facilitate  the  Business  and  the  Happiness  of  the 
Inhabitants  and  soldiers,  time  will  determine;  for  my,  own  part  I  doubt 
the  issue. 

I  am  inform'd,  &  I  believe  creditably  too,  That  it  is  intended  that  the 
soldier  be  supply'd  with  corn  meal,  which  cannot  at  present  be  prepared 
In  any  other  manner  than  to  beat  it  in  a  Mortar  or  Grind  it  in  a  horse 
mill,  which  will  be  a  very  poor  substitute  for  Flour,  which  I  think  they 
soldiers  are  Justly  Intituled  to. 

Your  Excellency  is  no  stranger  to  the  situation  of  a  soldier  and  sraall- 
ness  of  his  allowance  at  best,  and  how  many  ways  he  must  Turn  and 
twist  his  allowance  to  make  it  answer  the  desired  purpose,  and  what  a 
particular  advantage  his  flower  is  to  him  for  the  purpose  of  soop,  &c. 
But  Independent  of  all  these  considerations,  I  hope  that  I  shall  never 
see  the  speculator  suffered  to  speculate  on  the  distresses  ot  the  distressed. 
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1793.  At  this  very  time  I  can  assure  your  Excellency  that  flower  can  be 

Jan.  31st  procured  on  as  good  Terms  as  it  could  have  been  for  many  years  past, 
and  had  some  person  been  appointed  living  at  the  Mouth  of  Kanhawa, 
It  v?ould  have  Readily  been  in  his  power  to  have  supplied  the  Station 
Intended  at  Bolleville,  sixty  miles  up  the  Ohio,  and  then  on  the  Kanhawa, 
and  have  prevented  the  least  murmur  on  the  occation,  while  agreeable 
to  the  present  arrangement,  as  we  are  told  the  whole  is  to  be  supplied 
with  corn  meal  Eighty  or  ninety  miles  up  the  Hiver  Kanhawa. 

I,  sir,  as  well  as  Col.  Lewis,  felt  myself  extreamely  wounded  on  hear- 
ing that  in  having  pi'ocured  Mr.  Pryorto  do  this  Business,  I  had  set  him 
up  as  a  mark  for  malice  or  Ill-natured  assertions,  without  him  even 
having  it  in  his  power  to  defend  himself.  But  whatever  may  have  been 
said  or  told  to  your  Excellency  To  his  jjrejudice  Is  groundless,  for  I  do 
not  compliment  Mr.  Prj'or  when  I  say  that  as  far  as  any  action  of  his 
life  has  come  to  public  view,  since  he  resided  in  this  county,  he  has  fully 
acquitted  himself  as  an  honest  man  and  a  gentleman.

Governor  Henry  Lee  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor. 

Dear  Sir: 

Although  I  cannot  communicate  to  j'ou  anything  material 
relative  to  the  business  which  brought  me  here,  yet  it  may  be  satisfac- 
tory for  you  to  know  that  I  have  commenced  the  measures  necessary 
to  my  definitive  arrangement. 

Very  fortunately  for  us  a  suit  is  now  pending  before  the  court  which 
involves  the  principle  on  which  rests  the  constitutional  question  whether 
a  state  can  be  brought  into  court  at  the  suit  of  individuals.  I  expect 
the  court  will  deliver  their  Judgement  on  this  principle  on  Monday,  after 
which  it  will  be  in  my  power  speedily  to  decide  on  the  line  of  conduct 
proper  for  us  to  pursue.

Sir: 

Upon  due  investigation  of  the  subject,  I  find  the  number  of  scouts 
allowed  the  District  of  Monongalia  during  the  last  year  to  be  as  follows, 
viz:  By  the  instructions  of  the  Executive  of  the  12th  of  December, 
1791,  two  scouts  were  allowed  to  each  of  the  counties;  By  a  letter  from 
the  Governor  to  Captain  McMachan  of  the  31st  of  January,  1792,  four 
additional  scouts  were  allowed  to  Ohio,  and  two  to  Harrison ;  and  by 
General  Wood  the  number  in  Harrison  countj'  were  increased  to  ten, 
and  two  were  added  to  each  of  the  counties  of  Eandolph  and  Mononga- 
lia— making  the  whole  number  for  the  District,  24 — Eighteen  of  whom 
have  already  been  paid.  The  papers  thei'efore  brought  by  Colonel 
Jackson,  numbered  1,  2,  3,  &  4,  I  conclude  to  be  proper,  except  that  they 
ought  to  have  been  included  in  the  muster  and  pay-rolls  of  Captain 
McMachan's  company. 

Those  numbered  5,  6,  &  7,  are  vouchers  for  Eations  to  Captain  Low- 
ther's  company,  as  well  those  under  his  own  immediate  command  as 
those  under  the  command  of  his  Lieutenant,  Mathew  Whitman,  also  of 
the  detachment  under  Lieut.  John  Evans,  of  Capt.  McMachan's  com- 
pany, whose  pay  has  been  settled  by  Col.  Biggs.  I  presume,  therefore, 
that  these  papers  may  be  referred  to  the  auditor  for  settlement. 

The  paper  No.  8,  is  I  conceive  inadmissible,  inasmuch  as  it  is  a  voucher 
for  rations  to  Ensign  Morgan's  detachment  of  militia — the  muster  and 
pay-rolls  of  which,  agreeably  to  the  instructions  of  the  Executive,  not 
having  been  forwarded;  and  it  being  intended  that  the  muster  and  pay- 
rolls should  always  be  the  auditor's  Guide  in  settling  the  ration  accounts. 

The  Executive  will  please  to  observe  that  Colonel  Jackson  was  under 
the  necessity  of  engaging  7.  2.  for  as  many  as  2,520  Eations,  furnished 
12  men  at  the  mouth  of  little  Kanawha.  For  an  explanation  of  this,  be 
pleased  to  Eefer  to  Captain  Lowther's  letter  to  the  Governor,  No.  4,  and 
to  General  Wood's  report. 

The  paper  No.  9,  is  an  account  of  Colonel  Jackson  against  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  requires  no  observations  from  me.  No.  10,  is  an  account 
of  Mr.  Whitman  of  the  same  nature.

Richmond  I  made  application  to  Capt.  Coleman  to  assist  me  in  arranging  my 

accounts  for  settlement  with  the  Executive,  and  upon  investigation,  ho 
is  of  opinion  that  the  Eations  furnished   Ensign  Levi   Morgan  will  not 
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not  be  alowed,  on  account  of  the  pay  and  muster  rolls  not  coming  for-  1793. 
ward  in  proper  manner.  Should  this  be  the  case,  I  must  solicit  your  Feb.  7th 
aid  in  my  situation,  for  when  you  were  in  our  county  last  June,  from 
our  exposed  situation,  you  thought  proper  to  ogment  the  number  of 
Eangers  and  scouts  upon  which  Mr.  Morgan,  whose  appointment  to  take 
the  command  of  the  additional  numbers  of  rangers,  and  you  must  re- 
member I  also  undertook  to  furnish  that  detachment  or  to  see  that  it 
was  done  by  your  verble  orders,  the  latter  of  which  engagement  I  com- 
ply'd  with,  and  now  I  stand  good  for  the  amount  of  the  rations,  and 
can't  get  it  settled  on  account  of  sum  misconduct  of  the  officer  in  his 
pay  abstract,  &c.  If  the  omission  had  been  in  myself,  I  should  certainly 
be  blameable,  but  in  this  Instant  I  stand  otherwise.  This  business  I 
undertook  barely  to  support  the  protection  to  my  country,  and  notwith- 
standing the  distance  and  danger  I  had  to  encounter,  I  have  strictly 
adhered  to  yours  and  the  Governor's  orders,  and  that  without  the  ashu- 
rance  of  fee  or  reward,  and  advanced  to  those  that  undertook  to  suply 
the  rations  a  good  deal  of  money  out  of  my  pocket,  &c.,  and  my  situa- 
tion is  such  that  I  stood  in  need  of  the  money  at  the  time.  And  I  am 
shure  if  I  do  not  get  the  amount  settled  now,  I  must  suffer  both  as  to 
character,  purse,  and  time,  for  I  am  absolutely  sponser  for  all  the  pro- 
visions except  Ohio  county,  which  you  undertook  yourself,  which  re- 
leased me,  tho'  I  had  to  ride  to  that  county  twist  on  that  occasion, 
which  is  about  130  or  140  miles,  or  upward.s.  You  will  discover  that  I 
have  made  a  charge  against  the  commonwealth  for  my  trouble  and  ex- 
pence,  but  have  left  a  blank  which  you  will  please  to  say  what  is  right. 
Any  further  information  that  may  be  wanting,  I  shall  with  pleasure 
give,  and  believe  me  to  be

I  find  by  an  Act  of  the  last  session  ol  the  General  Assembly  that 
the  first  person  named  in  the  commission  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of 
Madison  is  to  conduct  the  election  for  the  said  county  for  a  member  to 
Congress,  and  as  I  am  the  senior  Magistrate  for  the  old  county,  &  live  in 
the  Bounds  of  tho  new  one,  I  suppose  tho  business  will  devolve  on  mo, 
therefore  must  beg  leave  to  address  your  Excellency  on  the  occasion. 
That  cou'd  a  commission  of  the  Peace  be  forwarded  by  the  bearer  hei-eof, 
it  would  come  safe  to  hand.  Mr.  William  Madison  says  when  he  was  on 
the  Assembly,  he  was  requested  to  nominate  Magistrates  for  the  county  of 
Madison,  but  ho  was  preparing  to  leave  Eichmond,  and  his  mind  po- 
sessed  with  other  business,  he  was  not  in  a  condition  to  do  it,  and  has 
overlooked  some  of  tho  most  useful  men,  and  some  that  were  formerly 
37 
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1793.  Magistrates,  &  whose  experience  will  be  much  wanted  in  this  new  county. 
Feb.  10th  He  has  now  at  the  request  of  some  of  the  Magistrates  nominated  six 
others,  which  makes  the  number  in  all  nineteen.  About  fourteen  or 
fifteen  I  expect  will  serve.  What  makes  it  the  more  necessary  that 
these  Gentlemen  should  be  now  added  is  that  there  are  but  four  in  the 
old  commission  (except  Messrs.  Fry  &  Walker,  who  were  commissioned 
in  Nov'r  last)  that  will  be  left  in  the  new  county,  and  one  of  them  not 
experienced,  another  will  be  sheriff,  and  shou'd  the  nomination  be  left  to 
be  made  by  the  court  at  a  future  day,  these  now  added  must  be  made 
Junior  to  these  young  hands  Mr.  Madison  nominated  at  Eichmond,  & 
then  they  would  not  serve,  the  county  then  will  be  very  badly  accomo- 
dated. 

Ambrose  Barbour,  who  for  many  years  served  as  a  magistrate,  (tho' 
for  some  time  has  declined  to  act  from  his  remote  situation  from  the 
Courthouse,)  has  been  prevailed  on  to  say  that  he  shou'd  be  willing  to 
serve  a  few  years,  should  he  be  placed  where  he  formerly  stood,  until 
some  of  the  Junior  Justices  shou'd  be  in-  some  measure  acquainted  with 
the  duties  of  the  office.  But  I  suppose  was  he  placed  in  the  Commis- 
sion next  to  Mr.  Chapman,  he  would  serve.  I  will  beg  leave  to  enclose 
a  list  of  the  Magistrates  as  they  stand  now  in  the  Commission,  and  how 
I  think  they  ought  to  Stand. 

I  have  been  requested  to  inform  your  Excellency  of  the  situation  of 
Mr.  Alcock.  Some  time  ago  he  was  nominated  (after  Ambrose  Barbour) 
&  commissioned  &  served  as  A  Magistrate  for  some  years;  he  then  re- 
moved to  the  county  of  Orange,  where  he  lived  a  few  years;  he  then 
returned  to  Culpeper  again,  &  to  Orange  a  second  time,  but  is  now  living 
in  the  Bounds  of  the  County  of  Madison,  &  claims  a  right  to  the  Sher- 
iff's commission.  Messrs.  Hill  &  Chapman,  two  of  the  old  Justices,  & 
who  have  never  been  sheriffs,  suppose  the  right  to  be  theirs.  I  Just 
mention  this  circumstance,  as  requested  so  to  do.  During  the  time  Col. 
Alcock  was  living  out  of  the  county  of  Culpepper,  a  nomination  was 
made  in  which  he  was  left  out,  but  a  commission  Came  up,  only  for  the 
new  added  Members;  that  Mr.  Alcock  stands  where  formerly  did,  tho' 
left  out  in  the  nomination.    ■

Since  I  returned  from  Eichmond,  have  not  been  on  Clinch;  have 
heard  from  the  officers — all  is  well.  Some  Sign  of  Indians  was  discov- 
ered bj''  the  scouts  a  few  daj's  before  the  first  storm  fell — none  since.  I 
think  it  now  time  or  near  it  for  another  Company  to  be  ordered  into 
Service.  The  officers  and  men  are  in  suspense,  &  it  will  be  running  the 
public  to  unneccessary  expence  to  call  more  companys  into  Service  than 
will  give  full  protection  to  the  Frontiers.  The  same  number  of  Volun- 
teers as  commanded  by  Capt.  Preston  &  myself  for  the  last  year,  I  think 
will  be  fully  sufficient,  &  a  less  number  will  give  room  for  comj)laints.  1 
am  willing  to  answer  for  all  damages  arising  to  those  frontiers,  if  guarded 
by  Capt.  Hawkin's  Company  &  mine,  allowing  me  another  subaltern 
with  his  Quota;  if  proper  for  mc  to  have  choice,  would  prefer  Lieut. 
Taylor's  Quota  to  be  added — this,  with  the  Instructions  to  call  upon  the 
militia  if  real  occasion  for  them,  will  be  all  that  can  be  necessary. 

The  small-pox  has  unexpectedly  broke  out  within  a  mile  of  this  place; 
if  they  don't  spread,  in  a  few  days  I  shall  repair  to  Head-Quarters. 
Shall  be  happy  to  hear  from  you  by  every  convenient  opportunity.

three  days,  But  made  Little  Discovery  By  reason  of  the  snow  that  was 
falling  on  us  the  whole  time.     We  came  home  and  appointed  fore  Spys, 
who  Informed  me  that  they  Heard  shutin,  But  made  no  further  Discov- 
ery.    I  have  sent  Mr.  John  Hamilton  with  an  express  to  his  Excellency 
the  Governor,  and  j'our  Honer,  to  inform  you  that  the  Inhabitants  is 
mutch  alarmed,  and  is  in  Great  Dread.     I  shall  keep  constantly  Eangin,, 
except  a  few  to  Gard  the  Inhabitants,  untell  the  express  comes  Back.     I 
am  informed  by  Col.  Edward  Jackson  that  the  Governor  was  at  Phila- 
delphia, But  was  expected  home  in  a  few  days. 

If  his  Excellency  is  not  com.  when  this  Express  comes  to  your  hand, 
pray  for  God's  sake  Do  what  your  Honer  thinks  is  best,  and  I  shall  wait 
your  farther  instructions.

Cornelius  Bogart  to  Governor  Henry  Lee.  Feb.  25th 

Sir: 

Pleas  your  Excellency  this  conns  to  inform  you  that  the  Indians  has  Randolph 
onst  more  come  to  pay  us  a  disagreeable  visit.  There  was  four  or  five 
Discovered  by  some  Cantucky  Travlers,  and  we  amediately  went  to  the 
place  where  they  were  discovered,  and  found  their  tracks  and  signs,  and 
we  Eanged  and  followed  the  way  we  suspected  they  would  go,  but  made 
no  positiv  discovery,  by  reason  of  snow  that  fell  the  next  day  after  we 
went  out.  The  Inhabitants  is  mutch  alarmed,  and  is  all  gathered  to- 
gether, and  I  have  called  out  my  company  to  Eang,  and  some  of  them 
to  gard  the  Inhabitants  untiil  Mr.  John,  ray  express,  returns  with  an 
answer  from  your  Excellency.  There  is  no  commissary  appointed  as 
yet,  and  the  Inhabitans  will  provide  for  them  untiil  Mr.  Hamilton 
returns  with  answer  from  your  Excellenc)'.  I  have  apointed  fore  spys, 
v/hich  informed  me  that  they  heard  some  sutin,  but  have  not  made  any 
fui-der  discovery  when  I  sent  Mr.  Hamilton.  Your  Excellency  will  be 
pleased  to  send  mo  such  instructions  by  the  express  as  will  inform  me 
How  I  shall  proceed.  The  powder  that  was  sent  up  last  fall  is  so  bad 
that  there  is  no  dependence  on  it,  for  it  is  Eoten,  and  we  must  have 
that  is  bettor.  We  have  lead  a  plenty.  The  express  will  inform  you  at 
large,  as  he  is  an  Inhabitant  of  our  county,  and  thought  him  ,the  most 
shutable  person  that  I  co'ld  get. 

Your  Excellency's  orders  and  Instructions  shall  be  a  Study  Eule  to 
me.

Sir: 

Feb.  25th  I  rece'd  your  Instructions  by .     Am  sorry  they  had  not  been 

Mont-  forwarded  a  few  days  sooner.  I  bave  sufficient  time  to  prevent  any 
gomery  (.Q^pa^^ies  being  embodied,  but  Capt.  Noel;  if  his  former  Instructions 
authorised  him  to  enter  the  service  on  the  first  of  March,  the  time  is 
rather  short  to  prevent  it.  Have  thought  proper  to  save  a  month's  pay  to 
send  express  to  Capt.  Neel,  &  have  directed  him  if  embodied  before  the 
Express  arrives,  to  let  them  return  to  their  respective  Homes  &  hold 
themselves  in  readiness  to  confer  if  call'd  upon  the  first  of  April. 

I  rec'd  a  few  days  agoe,  acc'ts  from  my  different  stations.  All  is  well. 
Some  syn  of  Indians  was  discovered  by  the  scouts  a  few  days  ago,  before 
the  first  storm  fell,  about  Twenty-five  miles  from  the  settlements.  It  is 
yet  impossible  to  Judge  what  number  of  Troops  may  be  required,  but 
think  less  than  the  number  of  voluntier  militia  in  service  the  last  year 
will  not  answer.  That  number  I  think  sufficient;  will  have,  if  real  ne- 
cessity, to  call  upon  the  adjacent  Counties  for  militia — this,  I  hope,  will 
not  be  done,  without  the  lives  of  our  fellow-citizens  so  exposed  are  in 
actual  danger,  for  men  entering  the  service  but  for  a  month  are  trouble- 
some &  of  little  use.  If  Capt.  Hawkins'  company  is  ordered  into  service 
and  a  Lieut's  command  added  to  my  Company,  I  am  willing  to  answer 
for  all  the  mischief  that  may  happen.  If  this  should  meet  with  appro- 
bation, &  I  have  a  right  or  can  with  propriety  ask  choice,  I  would  wish 
Lieut.  Taylor  to  be  added.  When  but  one  company  is  in  service,  they 
cannot  be  so  arranged  as  to.  Cover  the  Frontier  exposed;  when  this  is 
the  case,  the  people  left  without  protection  are,  or  will  be  forever  com- 
plaining that  I  make  a  distinction,  or  that  they  are  neglected  by  the 
Executive,  which  makes  your  officer's  situation  disagreeable.  1  shall 
always  be  happy  by  every  opportunity  to  receive  any  Instructions  that 
your  Honorable  Body  maj'  think  proper,  and  Strictly  adhere  to  them. 
I  should  have  been  out  before  now,  but  when  I  returned  from  Richmond 
the  small-pox  had  broke  out  within  a  mile  of  my  house,  &  having  a  large 
Family  that  never  had  it,  am  anxious  to  stay  a  few  days,  to  see  whether 
it  will  spread.  As  to  the  Gun-powder  brought  by  mistake,  I  gave  Colo. 
Gamble  a  receipt  and  mentioned  if  in  want  of  Powder  in  the  course  of 
our  service,  I  would  make  use  of  it  as  public  propertj';  but  expected 
untill  he  knew  this  was  f  hey  case,  that  he  would  not  make  application 
for  payment.  I  can  readily  dispose  of  the  powder;  if  they  Executive 
think  proper,  they  may  pay  him  and  charge  me  they  seven  pounds  ten 
shillings.

Mathew  Whitman  to  the  Governor.  Feb.  26th 

Sir: 

I  am  informed  that  there  is  complaint  lodged  against  mo  to  the  Randolph 
Executive  which  reflects  injuriously  on  my  character  as  an  officer  in  the  <^ounty 
Ranging  service  last  year.  Pardon  mc,  sir,  if  I  appear  too  solicitous  in 
begging  the  favour  of  you  to  transmit  to  me  copies  of  any  Letters 
which  may  have  been  directed  to  you  on  that  subject,  as  my  mind  is 
extremely  burdened  with  anxious  thoughts  on  hearing  that  my  conduct 
should  be  reprobated  before  so  honorable  a  Bod.y,  and  that  in  those  very 
instances  in  which  I  was  more  devoted  to  render  ample  satisfaction  to 
the  public  than  in  any  other  action  in  all  my  life.  I  beg  leave  to  inform 
you  that  in  a  great  measure  the  militia  under  my  command  was  directed 
in  their  operations  by  the  militia  officers  of  this  county.  Captain  Low- 
ther  addressed  himself  to  them  in  a  Letter  in  which  he  requested  them 
to  meet  in  council  and  advise  on  measures  the  most  Expedient  to  protect 
the  county.  At  that  council  a  majority  of  the  officers  agreed  to  Station 
the  Troops  in  so  many  small  detachments,  that  it  rendered  it  impossible 
to  range;  this  council  was  held  the  fourth  Monday  in  March  last.  At 
the  April  court  following,  I  laid  the  matter  before  the  officers  of  the 
county.  At  that  council  Major  John  Wilson  urged  that  the  Rangers 
should  bo  embodied  and  posted  in  such  order  as  would  enable  me  to 
Range,  and  proposed  that  I  should  be  stationed  about  forty  miles  back 
on  Salt  Lick  Creek,  a  place  that  would  command  every  known  Rout 
that  the  Enemy  used  in  coming  into  this  county.  However  a  majority 
was  against  it,  and  the  Rangers  were  scattered  in  smaller  parties  than 
before.     What  I  observed  at  that  council,  I  was  prompted  to  think  that 
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1793.  this  derangement  was  brought  about  principally  through  the  influence 
Feb.  26th  of  Col.  Edward  Jackson,  who  appeared  to  be  too  much  interested  in  the 
affair.  A  part  of  the  rangers  were  stationed  about  forty  miles  distant 
from  me,  at  the  settlement  of  Buekhanner,  and  with  them  two  scouts — 
One  of  which,  viz:  John  Jackson,  was  much  complained  of  as  neglect- 
ing his  duty.  I  wrote  to  Capt.  Lowther  on  the  subject,  who  called  the 
scouts  to  an  account,  and  it  was  proven  that  John  Jackson  had  in  seve- 
ral instances  neglected  his  duty — Leaving  the  other  scout  to  patrole  by 
himself,  and  directing  him  to  hire  one  of  the  Eangcrs  to  leave  their  post 
and  scout  with  him — promising  nine  pence  pr.  daj-,  or  one-half  of  what 
they  made  in  the  Tower  by  hunting;  in  fine,  on  hearing  several  wit- 
nesses against  him,  Capt.  Lowther  and  myself  thought  proper  to  dis- 
miss him  &  dock  him  of  a  seventeen  day's  pay;  which  time  he  had  not 
served.  This  event  drew  on  Capt.  Lowther  and  mj'self  an  excessive 
storm  of  invective  from  John  Jackson  &  his  Brother,  Col.  Edward,  who 
threatened  to  be  avenged  on  us,  if  opportunity  served  in  the  course  of 
seven  years,  &  tbis  ill-tempered  spleen  of  theirs  will  be  found  to  be  the 
sumstance  of  all  their  heavy  complaints.  I  now  beg  leave  to  make  a 
few  observations  on  the  conduct  of  Col.  Edward,  which  I,  in  mj'  present 
circumstance,  will  not  appear  so  very  uncivil.  I  presume  that  an  officer 
of  so  high  dignity  as  that  of  a  Coll.,  ought  to  observe  the  strictest  Jus- 
tice in  all  bis  official  acts,  and  departing  from  that  rule  will  not  only 
prostitute  his  honour,  but  violates  his  Oath  of  office.  Yet,  I  have  known 
Coll.  Jackson  to  recommend  an  apprentice  boy  of  his,  and  actually  got 
him  appointed  a  scout,  who  was  nearly  an  Ideot.  I  can  prove  that  Col. 
Jackson  had  agi-eed  with  men  to  get  them  in  service  as  scouts,  on  the 
principles  of  their  allowing  hiin  the  sum  of  one  shilling  per  day  out  of 
their  daily  pay;  he  also  reported  to  the  Eangers  who  were  enlisted  in 
June  last  under  me,  that  he  doubted  whether  they  would  draw  the  Two 
&  half  Dollars  additional  pay — at  the  same  time  ottering  to  purchase 
their  chance  at  a  low  I'ate.

By  this  Opportunity  I  Bnform  you  that  since  my  last  letter  by  Mr. 
Hamilton,  I  went  out  with  a  parly  of  men  to  make  what  Discovery  we 
could,  But  the  heavy  rains  had  swelled  the  waters  that  we  could  not  get 
to  the  part  we  had  intended,  but  we  saw  Tracks  of  Indians  that  had 
been  there  some  days  before,  and  the  person  who  lives  the  upper  Inhabi- 
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tant  in  our  settlement  beard  several  Guns  which  we  are  certain  must  be 
Indians.  I  shall  do  everything  in  my  power  for  the  safety  of  the  In- 
habitants, and  I  hope  that  my  Endeavours  will  not  be  Displeasing  to 
you,  as  X  had  no  orders  to  Eaiige  before  the  first  of  April ;  the  Inhabi- 
tants arc  in  fear,  and  it  is  generally  expected  to  do  some  injury  in  some 
part  of  our  county,  as  soon  as  the  Waters  is  Low  that  they  can  get 
Back. 

I  shall  Esteem  myself  happy  in  receiving  your  orders,  and  shall  En- 
form  j'ou  tlie  condition  of  our  County  at  every  opportunity.

Sir: 

I  left  Philad'a  quieklj'  after  the  Court  had  given  Judgement  on  the  Alexandria 
Georgia  suit.     A  second  order  will,  I  presume,  be  issued  on  the  subject 
of  the  Indiana  claim,  when  Judgement  against  the  Commonwealth  must 
ensue,  unless  we  combat  the  claim  in  court,  or  adopt  other   measures 
productive  of  the  same  End. 

This  order  will  be  returnable  next  term,  before  which  period  we  may 
deliberate!}'  decide  on  the  conduct  to  be  pursued. 

It  being  unnccessarj-  for  me  in  the  existing  circumstances  to  take  anj- 
decision  on  the  case,  I  contented  myself  with  collecting  ail  the  informa- 
tion within  my  reach,  &  with  suggesting  to  the  Senators  from  this  state 
in  congress  the  propriety  of  introducing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  U.  States,  explanatory  of  the  right  of  the  Federal  Judiciary. 

All  these  matters  I  shall  have  the  pleasure  of  communicating  on  mj' 
return,  which  will  not  be  so  soon  as  I  desire — inasmuch  as  private  Busi- 
ness of  magnitude  to  myself  must  detain  me  here  until  I  can  procure  a 
meeting  of  the  Potomac  directors.  This  Event  I  expect  will  take  place 
in  a  few  days;  after  whicii  I  shall  immediately  proceed  to  Richmond.

Sir: 
Kanhawa  I  am  sorry  to  inform  you  that  the  letters  and  papers  directed  to 

me  and  sent  by  Capt.  Caperton  were  not  by  me  received.  In  crossing 
the  River  Kanhawa,  they  were  unfortunately  lost  with  several  other 
papers.  Capt.  Caperton  will  let  yon  know  how  the  accident  happened. 
Your  Excellency  will  therefore  Renew  &  forward  such  papers  as  you 
may  deem  necessary  by  him  on  his  Return,  who  sets  out  from  this  place 
for  your  city  to-day. 

I  confess  I  feel  very  much  distressed  on  hearing  of  the  second  com- 
pany who  was  allotted  for  this  county  being  disbanded,  or  rather  not 
Raised,  Inasmuch  as  I  have  stated  upon  several  occasions  "There  is  a 
Respectable  part  of  the  county  that  CajHain  Caperton  with  his  com- 
pany can  bo  of  little  or  no  service  to,  to- wit:  the  settlements  at  the 
mouth  of  Kanhawa  and  Belleville,  wiiich  sottlemonls  lye  from  the 
mean  settlements  on  the  Kanhawa  from  sixty  to  -one  hundred  and 
twenty  miles.  At  Belleville  many  of  the  Inhabitants  in  the  course  of 
last  year  deserted  their  settlements  and  have  settled  at  Muskingum  & 
Gallipolis,  in  the  northwestern  territory,  but  on  hearing  they  were 
allowed  succour  from  Government,  many  of  tliom  have  returned  to  their 
Homes,  and  many  more  were  about  to  return,  who  will  be  deterred  on 
hearing  of  their  hoped  for  succour  being  disapproved  of  While  I  men- 
tion this  matter  I  trust  I  shall  not  bo  considered  as  imposing  or  intrud- 
ing on  the  liberality  of  the  Ilon'bl  Executive  of  Virginia,  being  well 
assured  of  their  Tender  &  Fatherly  zeal  to  protect  their  western  settle- 
ments who  are  in  an  infant  state  at  present,  but  if  nourished  to  maturity, 
may  arrive  at  a  state  of  magnitude  not  only  servisable  to  themselves 
but  to  that  Government  who'has  so  early  protected  and  defended  them. 
It  is  not  with  me  to  dictate  measures  to  your  Excellencv  or  the  Hon. 
Board,  but  I  beg  leave  to  mention  that  if  two  spies  and  a  scrg'ts  com- 
mand had  been  continued  for  the]  defence  of  Belleville,  their  situation 
would  be  extreamely  comfortable  and  defencible  by  what  it  appears  at 
present. 
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As  to  the  Inhabitants  at  the  Point,  I  presume  thoiv  situation  is  1793. 
materially  different,  as  their  numbers  are  vastlj'  respectable  to  the  for-  March  5th 
mer.  However,  I  conceive  that  even  from  the  Respectability  of  their 
settlement  and  number,  they  are  not  the  less  subject  to  the  depredations 
of  the  enemy,  as  in  the  last  year  demonstrably  appeared  when  the 
Indians  carried  on  an  expedition  against  them;  that  from  all  appear- 
ances, were  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  Indians,  perhaps  many 
moi'e. 

I  further  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  I  presume  it  is  in 
some  measure  expected  that  they  settlement  on  the  Ohio  are  in  a  measure 
protected  by  the  military  army,  who  are  at  the  present  stationed  on  the 
Ohio  at  the  different  Posts,  who  are  generally  the  sick  and  those  inca- 
pable of  doing  duty.  This  1  experiened  on  different  occations  in  the 
course  of  last  season.  When  on  making  application  I  requested  men,  their 
answer  was  they  were  only  directed  to  act  on  the  defensive.  Therefore 
in  many  instances  the  Indians  made  their  escape  when  they  otherwise 
would  have  been  subject  to  our  arms,  provided  we  could  have  procured 
their  aid. 

No  depredations  have  as  yet  been  committed  this  year  in  this  county, 
only  in  one  or  two  instances  Indians  have  been  discovered.  I  shall  con- 
tinue from  time  to  time  to  make  known  every  appearance  of  Danger, 
as  well  as  the  injuries  that  may  happen.  Perhaps  I  could  have  rendered 
some  more  satisfactory  accounts  had  I  received  the  dispatches  which 
were  sent  that  1  have  before  mentioned.

I  am  in  hopes  j'ou  will  at 
least  order  another  company  &  Lieut's  command  out  Immediately;  the 
people  express  much  uneasiness  and  determined  to  break — the  new  Gar- 
den and  Blue  Stone  Settlements  will  undoubtedly  leave  their  plantations 
if  but  one  company  is  to  be  continued;  from  the  knowledge  you  have  of 
that  country,  can  determine  what  service  one  company  can  be  to  the 
whole  Frontier.  I  have  assured  them  that  you  and  the  Executive  will 
do  everything  in  your  powers  to  make  them  happy.  They  answer  that 
from  your  particular  attention  to  them  last  summer,  have  reason  to  look 
up  to  you  as  a  Father,  &  think  you  can  have  no  reason  to  loose  sight  of 
them.  On  the  first  day  of  this  month,  agreeable  to  oi'ders,  Capl.  Crock- 
ett discharged  his  scouts,  which  alarmed  them.  I  supposed  he  had  a 
right,  or  the  intention  of  the  Executive  was  to  continue  them  until! 
more  men  were  called  into  Service;  which  I  shall  do  unto  further  orders. 
I  think  with  the  command  I  have  mentioned,  that  they  may  be  fully 
protected,  allowing  about  ten  scouts  to  the  whole.  Must  insist,  if  but 
one  company  more  ordered  out,  that  Captain  Hawkins's  bo  the  person, 
as  I  am  well  assured  of  his  doing  everything  for  the  public  good.  I 
have  been  much  disappointed  about  Loail — after  Hiring  a  wagon  the 
man  failed  in  going;  then  I  had  roc'd  of  the  Executive  payment  for 
having  it  took  out.  I  sent  my  own.  waggon,  which  is  sixtj-  miles  from 
this  to  receive  it  agreeable  to  your  order,  and  did  not  got  a  pound.  Aus- 
tin has  assured  me  I  can  have  it  in  ton  days,  but  loose,  besides  the  want 
of  the  Lead,  the  Expence  of  wending  my  waggon  One  hundred  and 
Twenty  miles.

Your  Excellency  will  please  to  give  me  directions  what  shall  be  done 
with  the  arms  belonging  to  the  public  now  here,  as  I  wish  to  get  clear 
of  them.  I  cannot  think  it  right  that  I  should,  at  my  own  expense, 
keep  them  in  order,  or  be  personally  accountable  for  them.  It  is  my 
wish  to  render  my  best  services  to  the  public,  but  I  cannot  do  it  on  such 
terms.

Sir: 

There  is  a  quantity  of  ammunition  in  possession  of  Maj'r  William  Ohio  Co. 
McMahon,  of  tiio  Federal  Army,  aud  also  with  Col.  David  Shepherd.  It 
is  my  wish  that  the  Executive  would  appoint  some  person  to  take  the 
same  in  possession,  and  Receipt  tor  it — And  I  beleive  it  to  be  the  wish  of 
the  above-mentioned  Gentlemen;  and  also  Direct  said  Person  to  Issue  to 
the  militia  or  State  Rangers,  when  Necessity  may  require  it. 

My  Reason  for  writing  on  the  subject,  is  that  Colo.  Shepherd  wishes 
to  have  no  further  charge  of  it,  and  Major  McMahon  being  In  the  Fede- 
ral army  cannot  attend  to  at  all  times.

John  McCullock  to  the  Governor.  March  13th 

Sir: 

I  ree'd  your  appointment  to  command  the  Rangers  for  Ohio  County  WheeUng 
for  this  year,  bearing  date  the  15th  of  November  last,  in  which  you  gave 
rae  orders  to  enlist  my  Company  with  all  possible  dispatch,  for  one  year, 
unless  sooner  discharged.  I  immediately  proceeded  to  list  my  men,  and 
before  I  received  any  other  Instructions,  I  had  my  company  nearly  or 
all  ingaged,  when  I  ree'd  your  second  of  the  26th  of  December  last,  in 
which  you  informed  me  that  we  was  not  to  go  on  Duty  untill  the  sixth 

39 
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1793.  of  month,  but  did  not  give  me  any  orders  to  discharge  any  men  that  I 
March  13th  liad  listed.  &c.  1  was  at  a  loss  what  to  do.  I  thought  it  best  to  hear 
from  your  Excellency  in  order  to  know  how  to  proceed  with  the  men  as 
to  their  Inlistments,  and  therefore  wrote  by  Col.  Biggs,  and  received 
for  answer  that  my  men  should  consider  themselves  on  furloe,  but 
without  pay  iintill  the  6th  of  March,  since  which  time  1  have  received 
by  the  hand  of  Col.  Jackson  orders  to  hold  ourselves  in  readiness  to  go 
on  duty  against  the  first  of  April. 

As  we  have  no  certainty  what  length  of  time  we  are  to  continue  in 
service,  nor  any  sertainty  of  pay  for  the  time  past  we  have  spent  in 
recruiting  our  men,  nor  the  men  while  getting  themselves  Eeady  for 
duty  agreeable  to  orders,  and  continuing  so  from  time  to  time,  we  can- 
not expect  the  men  that  listed  to  serve,  if  they  are  to  be  paid  for  no 
time  that  they  have  lost  in  waiting  on  the  orders  of  Government;  But 
as  your  Excellency's  first  orders  was  to  inlist  for  one  year,  (unless  sooner 
discharged),  and  have  never  since  rec'^d  any  orders  to  discharge  the  men 
I  had  so  listed,  they  do,  expect  to  be  paid  agreeable  to  the  first  orders, 
otherwise  they  say  they  will  not  serve.  They  have  lost  the  winter 
waiting  on  the  different  orders  rec'd  from  time  to  time,  and  every  man 
in  this  county,  as  well  as  other  counties,  must  follow  loose  occupations 
for  a  living.  I  am  not  able  to  continue  them  the  time  last  mentioned, 
&  perhaps  not  so  long  on  no  other  terms  than  above  mentioned.  I  feel 
mj'self  in  a  disagreeable  situation,  as  my  orders  has  been  so  often 
changed,  and  have  never  been  directed  with  respect  to  mustering  or 
supplying  my  company  with  ammunition.  1  therefore  shall  expect 
your  Excellency's  instructions  so  as  to  know  what  we  are  to  depend  on, 
and  the  time  we  are  to  continue  in  service,  as  it  appears  not  reasonable 
to  suppose  men  will  list  &  not  know  for  what  time. 

1  shall,  if  in  my  power,  call  my  men  together  on  the  first  of  April,  as 
I  so  conceive  our  frontiers  are  much  exposed  to  the  incurtions  of  the 
Indians.  Our  protection  from  the  Federal  Army  are  so  very  incon- 
siderable as  not  worth  mentioning  however.  It's  one  hundred  &  sixty 
miles  from  headquarters  to  Muskingum,  &  there  are  part  of  one  company 
stationed  at  two  places  above  this;  about  30  men  in  all,  however,  suppose 
of  this  your  Bxc'y  is  acquaint.

Sir: 

The  Court  of  Ohio  County  at  their  last  March  term,  1793, 
having  taken  into  consideration  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  Militia 
Law  of  this  Commonwealth,  in   which  it  appears  that  the  Executive 
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have  the  sole  power  of  appointing  the  oflScers  to  command  the  difrant  1793. 
Troops  or  Companys  of  Cavalry  in  this  State,  without  paying  any  Re-  March  14th 
gard  to  Recommendations  from  the  Respective  County  or  Corporation 
Courts,  they  therefore  Requested  I  should  inform  your  Excellency  that 
there  is  a  Lieutenant's  command  of  horse  already  inroied  &  in  uniform 
in  this  county  and  the  county  of  Ohio,  as  full  as  much  if  not  more  ex- 
posed to  savage  cruelty  than  any  other  county  or  corporation  in  this 
state,  and  from  experience  they  find  that  a  full  companj^  of  cavalry 
would  be  of  Publick  utilitj'  to  Ohio  County  in  scouting  after  Indians. 
They  do  earnestly  Request  that  your  Honorable  Body  would  take  the 
matter  into  consideration  and  grant  them  a  full  company  as  aforesaid, 
and  that  the  following  persons  be  commissioned  to  Command  the  same, 
to-wit:  Robert  McOlure,  Captain ;  William  McKinley,  first  Lieutenant; 
Andrew  Woods,  second,  and  Richard  Spears,  Cornet,  or  if  you  should 
think  this  Request  Inconsistent,  you  will  at  least  alow  a  Captain  &  first 
Lieutenant's  Command  to  be  Raised  in  the  county  of  Ohio,  and  that  the 
aforesaid  Robert  McClure  be  appointed  Captain,  &  William  McKinley 
first  Lieutenant  to  command  the  same.

I  Just  Received  authentick   Intelligence  of  the  capture  of  Major        Ohio 
Goodall  by  the  Savage,  which   happened  near  Bellspray  on  the  Ohio,  a 
small  distance  below  Muskingum. 

Ahout  seven  days  previous  to  the  capture  a  number  of  Kittles  were 
taken  from  a  sugar  Camp,  within  a  small  distance  of  Mariatta.  The 
circumstance  is  truly  alarming  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  country.  The 
Defense  ot  the  Federal  army  which  has  been  Represented  to  your  Ex- 
cellency sufficient  for  our  protection,  consists  of  about  thirty-three  in 
number.  The  Inhabitants  on  the  Frontiers  is  anetious  to  know  what 
assistance  will  be  given  by  the  Executive;  If  none  more  than  the  small 
part  of  the  Federal  Troops,  We  must  Devise  In  the  Best  manner  we 
can  to  Defend  ourselves  against  the  Savage  Enemy.

And  as    ^^^ 
there  is  a  dispute  respecting  it  between  the  said  William  Davis  and  Wil- 
liam Johnson,  It  is  ordered  that  Samuel  Goode  and  Samuel  Hopkins,  Jr., 
Gents,  do  state  the  causes  thereof  to  the   Executive  for  their  decision.

In  obedience  to  the  above  order,  we  have  examined  the  records  of  the 
said  county,  and  it  appears  to  us  that  William  Davis,  Gent.,  was  origi- 
nally recommended  as  a  Justice  of  the  peace  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
July,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-six.  That  he  qualified  as 
such  the  13th  daj^  of  April,  1767.  That  he  was  recommended  as  a 
proper  person  to  execute  the  office  of  sheriff  on  the  thirteenth  day  of 
July,  1778.  That  he  qualified  as  such  on  the  9th  day  of  November, 
1778,  and  continued  to  execute  that  office  the  usual  time,  to-wit:  two 
years.  That  on  the  14th  day  of  May,  1781,  he  re-qualified  as  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace.  It  further  appears  to  us  that  William  Johnson,  Gent., 
was  recommended  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  on  the  last  mentioned  day, 
and  qualified  as  such  on  the  12th  day  of  November,  1781. 

It  appears  to  us  that  at  a  Court  hold  for  the  said  County,  in  July, 
1790,  (when  there  was  present  the  said  William  Davis,  the  said  William 
Johnson,  William  Hepburn,  &  William  G.  Baptist,  as  magistrates,)  that 
Samuel  Goode,  William  Starling,  and  the  said  William  Johnson  were 
recommended  as  proper  persons  to  execute  the  office  of  sheriff;  and  that 
at  a  Court  held  in  July,  1791,  when  were  present  the  said  William 
Davis,  Thompson  Foulkes,  John  Lewis,  &  Hemy  Speed.  That  William 
Starling,  and  the  said  William  Davis  only,  were  recommended  as  proper 
persons  to  execute  the  office  of  sheriff;  and  that  at;  the  recommendation 
of  proper  persons  for  the  office  of  sheriff  in  Julj^,  1792,  the  order  above 
mentioned  contains  the  record. 

Now,  it  is  suggested  by  the  said  William  Johnson,  Gent.,  that  all  the 
other  persons  have  had  the  appointment  of  sheriff,  and  that  as  he  stands 
next  to  the  present  acting  sheriff  in  the  list  of  Justices,  a  copy  whereof 
is  hereunto  annexed,  he  thinks  himself  lawfully  and  eqilitably  entitled 
to  the  next  commission.  It  is  alledged  by  William  Davis,  Gent.,  that 
altho.  he  has  once  had  the  appointment  of  sheriff,  it  was  at  a  time  when 
the  risk  was  considered  to  be  greater  than  the  profit,  and  that  he  per- 
mitted his  name  to  be  used  by  his  deputy,  without  any  reward  whatso- 
ever, and  he  further  alledges  that  he  has  served  since  his  re-qualification 
a  ereater  length  of  time  than  the  said  William  Johnson,  Gentleman.

That  on  the  6lh  of 
this  Instant,  George,  a  negro  man,  slave,  the  property  of  Mathew  Faviour, 
was  condemned  to  be  hung  by  the  Court  of  the  said  County  for  the 
murder  of  a  negro  woman. 

Your  petitioners  beg  leave  further  to  represent  that  said  negro  man  is 
very  young,  not  exceeding  16  years  of  ago,  and  in  his  intellects  but  little 
removed  from  Idiotcy;  and  added  to  this,  that  from  the  whole  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  your  Putilioners  arc  fully  convinced  that  the  s'd 
slave  was  not  guilty  of  any  premeditated  murder,  but  actuated  by  the 
impulse  of  passion  at  the  time  of  committing  the  fact,  and  that  there 
was  no  positive  Evidence  of  the  Commission  of  the  fact  but  from  the 
confession  of  the  s'd  slave,  who  at  the  time  of  committing  the  fact  was 
confined  in  chains  by  iiis  master. 

Under  these  circumstances,  your  petitioners  humbly  submit  it  to  your 
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Excellency's  consideration,  and  solicit  a  pardon  fur  the  slave.     And  your        1793.

Sir: 

I  had  the  happiness  to  arrive  safe  home  with  the  charge  of  money  Harrison  Co. 
I  Brought  from  the  Treasury.  When  I  arrived  home,  Colo.  Lowther 
was  out  in  pursuit  of  a  party  of  Indians  which  had  been  doing  mischeif 
on  our  frontier — a  detail  of  the  affair  is  useless  as  Colo.  Lowther  will  go 
minutely  into  it.  I  shall  onlj'  bring  to  your  view  the  present  alarming 
views  of  our  exposed  people,  to-wit:  first,  that  the  Indians  being  disap- 
pointed last  fall  in  their  Expectations  of  a  campaign,  which  kept  them 
at  home  in  a  state  of  suspence  and  inactivity;  2nd,  That  they  appear  by 
their  early  approach  to  wish  to  make  up  that  time;  3rd,  the  Eeports 
they  have  of  parties  of  Indians  crossing  the  Ohio  Elver;  4th,  Their  not 
having  a  sufficent  defence  on  the  frontier;  5th,  The  want  of  confidence 
in  the  Federal  army;  &  6th,  that  faith  cannot  be  put  in  Treatys  made 
with  the  Indian  Tribes,  Previous  to  the  communications  being  cut  off 
with  the  British  posts. 

Sir,  I  rec'd  your  favour,  dated  the  26th  of  February,  1793,  and  thanks 
you  for  j-our  attention.  I  have  sent  by  Capt.  Terrell  for  the  money  as 
will  appear  by  the  power  of  Attorney,  and  copys  of  the  pay  abstracts.

Sir: 

The  present  situation  of  aflFairs  in  our  county  moves  me  address  you    Eandolph 
in  the  Behalf  of  the  inhabitants  as  we  lay  exposed  to  the   Enemy,  and      v^ounty 
without  some  means  for  security   are  speedily  granted,  the  inhabitants 

of  the  upper  part  of valley  will  move  away  in  a  few  days,  and  as 

the  whole  power  of  ordering  scouts  is  invested  in  you,  I  would  think  it 
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1793.  very  necessary  that  about  Twent3'-fivo  men  should  be  continued  in  rang- 
March  22d  i^^g  for  the  security  of  the  upper  end  of  the  valey  and  Buchanan  Settle- 
ment, and  two  scouts  for  the  valley  and  two  for  Buchanan  to  be  contin- 
ued till  the  middle  of  May;  by  which  time  I  Expect  to  receive  instruc- 
tions from  the  Governour,  and  I  shall  expect  the  favour  of  your  senti- 
ments on  this  matter  by  the  Bearer,  Mr.  John  Blair.  I  have  a  few  men 
Stationed  at  the  upper  End  of  the  Settlement,  which  I  shall  continue 
untill  I  receive  instructions  from  you,  and  if  you  think  proper  to  ap- 
point any  scouts  for  this  county,  I  do  here  recommend  the  Bearer  to 
you  as  a  person  very  suitable  to  officiate  in  that  office.

March  23d  Max.  Armsteong  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Clarksburg  On  Sunday,  the  3rd  instant,  four  Indians  took  oiF  6  Horses  belong- 

ing to  a  man  of  the  name  of  Rungan,  within  7  miles  of  this  place.  On 
Tuesday  morning,  Colo.  Lowthor,  with  Captains  McCally,  Haymond,  & 
Davisson  &  13  men  pursued,  &  at  the  distance  of  60  miles  beyond  the 
Ohio,  overtook,  killed,  and  scalped  one  Indian,  &  it  is  supposed  mortally 
wounded  another,  &  recovered  4  of  the  horses;  the  other  two  had  sepa- 
rated from  these  the  evening  or  morning  before  they  came  up — other- 
wise they  must  all  have  fallen.  The  Commander  being  brave  &  beloved 
&  the  men  determined,  I  hope  this  circumstance  happening  so  early  in 
the  season,  will  convince  your  Excellency  that  General  Wayne  does  not 
afford  that  protection  to  our  Frontiers  that  hath  been  suggested.  Per- 
haps the  upper  part  of  Ohio  county  in  some  degree  experiences  security, 
but  the  one-half  at  leasL  of  that  county  &  the  other  3  in  this  District  I 
am  sensible  are  not  all  benefitted,  &  affairs  wear  a  very  gloomy  aspect. 
I  trust  I  shall  stand  excused  for  intruding  my  opinion  in  respect  to  your 
orders  to  the  officers  not  to  enlist  married  men. 

This  prohibition,  particularly  in  this  County  &  Randolph,  will  render 
it  impossible  to  rai.se  the  men  in  these  counties — there  being  very  few 
single  men  in  these  counties,  &  that  few  unacquainted  with  the  woods. 
In  fact  the  men  who  ai'c  in  every  respect  best  qualified  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  county,  are  nnxrried — besides,  these  having  families  &  landed 
property  are  consequently  most  interested  in  repelling  the  Enemy. 

Should  your  Excellency  think  proper  to  alter  your  orders  in  that  par- 
ticular, a  speedy  communication  would  greatly  relieve  many  distressed 
persons.  The  officers  and  men  who  turned  out  on  the  occasion  above 
mentioned  evinced  the  greatest  valor  and  persevereuco,  having  not  been 
prevented  by  high  waters  and  inclement  weather  from  proceeding  fur- 
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ther  in  the  Indian   country  than  ever  was  done  before  on  a  similar       1793.

March  26th  The  petition  of  sundry  Magistrates  and   late  militia  officers  of 

Ohio  County,  humbly  sheweth,  That  an  Act  passed  in  the  Assembly  of 
this  state  in  the  j^ear  1787,  desiring  a  half  troop  of  Cavalry  to  be  raised 
and  annexed  to  the  militia  of  this  county,  (whitch  hath  been  done). 
That  no  provision  hath  been  made  by  the  half  session  of  our  Assembly 
for  the  s'd  Troop,  or  any  such  Troops,  unless  by  obtaining  a  Recom- 
mendation from  the  Respective  Brigades  to  which  they  belong.  We, 
your  Petitioners,  well  knowing  the  s'd  Troops  hath  been  raised  and 
fully  Equipped  agreeable  to  the  former  law,  and  that  they  have  been  at 
all  times  and  still  continues  to  be  persistent  in  doing  their  duty  in  com- 
plyanoe  to  the  s'd  former  Act  of  Assembly.  Your  petitioners  conceive 
(not  onlj'  from  the  past  exertions  and  good  conduct  of  the  said  half 
Troop,  but  from  the  situation  of  their  frontier,  it  being  mutch  the 
largest  and  most  exposed  to  savage  Cruelty  of  any  in  the  Brigade)  in 
conjunction  with  their  County  Court  that  a  full  Troop  of  Cavalry  will 
be  necessary  for  the  defence  of  so  large  and  dangerous  a  Frontier. 

We  therefore  pray  that  your  Excellency  may  commission  those  per- 
sons recommended  by  our  County  Court  as  officers  to  the  said  Troops, 
or  at  least  a  Captain  and  Lieutenant,  agreeable  to  the  Recommendation 
of  the  said  court,  and  your  petitioners  in   duty  bound  shall  ever  pray.

Gentlemen  of  the  countj'  who  arc  informed  of  the  business  (as  well  as 
myself,)  think  I  am  Justlj'  entitled  to.  It  Respects  the  commission  of 
the  Peace,  and  that  of  the  Sheriff  already  sent  up  by  youi'  Board  for 
the  county  of  Madison — That  Commission  is  Composed  of  the  members 
taken  off  from  Culoeper  bj'  the  division  of  the  county  to  the  amount  of 
seven,  and  are  named  as  follows,  (to-wit):  James  Barbour,  William 
Walker,  Henrj-  Hill,  Eobert  Alcock,  Williato  Chapman,  Eeuben  Pry,  & 
Merry  Walker;  how  Henry  Hill  came  to  be  named  before  me  in  the 
commission  sent  up,  is  the  point  in  which  I  contend.  If  any  Just  cause 
have  been  layed  before  the  Executive  for  such  a  step  to  be  taken,  on  my 
being  fully  informed  thereof,  I  shall  be  perfectly  resigned  and  satisfied;

Levi  Morgan  to  the  Governor.  1793. 

Hon.  Sir: 

With  submission  I  malce  bold  to  inform  you  the  present  March  26th 
alarming  circumstances  in  our  back  parts  concerning  the  savage.  Intelli-  Monongalia 
gence  after  intelligence  hath  come  to  me  desiring  me  to  give  you  an 
acc't  of  the  same.  The  present  fear  alarms  them  beyond  measure,  In- 
somuch that  they  expect  to  move  away,  except  more  redress  is  admin- 
istered unto  them.  I  have  at  a  vent\ire  appointed  two  more  spies  in 
order  to  strengthen  them  already  out,  and  returns  home  myself  from 
over  the  Eiver  Last  night;  and,  sir,  I  can  with  confidence  asert  I  saw 
several  Trails  upon  the  frontier,  but  no  mischief  done  at  present. 
Nevertheless,  you  may  expect  the  Inhabitants  are  Dangerously  situated, 
and  humbly  wish  bj'  me  more  strength  may  be  permitted,  which  I  shall 
recommend  to  your  wise  determination,  and  flatter  myself  with  every 
necessary  intelligence  how  to  proceed,  and  remain  honored,  sir,  with 
constant  attention,  your  very  humble  &  obedient  servant. 


Levi  Morgan  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor.  March  26th 

Hon.  Sir: 

I  received  yours  the  27th  Instant,  and  can  but  with  gratitude  Monongalia 
acknowledge  the  confidence  reposed  in  me,  assuring  you  every  en- 
deavour shall  be  used  to  discharge  my  duty;  and,  sir,  according  to  for- 
mer orders,  I  had  my  compliment  of  men  made  up,  but  they  being 
Countermanded,  they  seem  dissatisfied.  Divers  of  the  back  inhabitants 
have  repeatedly  sent  intelligence  concerning  the  Danger  they  lay  ex- 
posed to,  especially  those  on  the  frontiers,  unanimously  concluding  they 
will  be  first  to  move  off,  except  redress  be  administered,  among  which  I 
have  enclosed  Col.  Bogard's  letter,  and  humbly  wish  you  may,  having 
influence  and  knowledge  sufficient  to  Judge  the  most  expedient  meas- 
ures, may  intercede  in  the  behalf  of  a  dangerous  country.  I  have  ven- 
tured, on  Con'l  Bogard's  and  others  solicitations,  &  appointed  two  more 
spies  in  order  to  strengthen  the  others  and  satisfie  the  Inhabitants  until 
some  further  orders  come.  In  the  meantime  I  shall  with  every  atten- 
tion remain,  Sir,

Sir: 

I  received  yours  of  the  6th  of  this  Instant,  Informing  me  not  to  call  Harrison  Co. 
my  company  into  service,  which   I  assure  you  is  very  alarming  to  the 
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1793.       Inhabitants  of  this  Place,  as  the  Indians  by  every  appearance  is  like  to 

March  26th  be  very  troublesome  this  season.     I  have  had  a  straight  account  of  a 

great  number  of  Indians  crossing  the  Ohio,  and  it  is  expected  by  the 

plan  of  crossing   they  means   to  strike  the  frontiers  of  this  county  or 

Eandolph.     I  have  Just  Eeceived  one  express  from  Col.  Bogard  in  

vallej',  that  the  sign  of  a  great  number  of  Indians  have  been  discovered 
near  the  upper  settlement  of  that  County,  and  that  the  people  are  like 
to  move  off  without  some  security  can  be  granted  them.  I  have  also 
heard  of  tracks  being  discovered  near  the  lower  end  of  our  county,  sup- 
posed to  be  Indians.  They  have  also  paid  us  a  visit,  as  you  will  Dis- 
cover by  my  former  letter — to  the  proof  which  I  have  sent  you  the 
skins  of  one  of  their  heads.  I  presume,  sir,  from  your  former  Respect 
paid  to  the  Suffering  frontiers,  you  will  Do  everything  in  your  power 
for  their  protection.  As  I  Cannot  conceive  that  General  Wain's  army 
nor  the  talk  of  peace  Can  be  any  safty  to  us,  it  is  thought  if  nothing 
more  can  be  Don,  that  an  addition  to  the  number  ot  spies  will  answer  a 
valuable  purpose.

Sir: 

Eockspring,  I  with  great  pleasure  mett  with  this  favorable  opportunity  by  Mr. 

Russell  Co.  Richardson,  to  inform  you  of  the  continual  Danger  that  we  Labour 
under,  both  of  our  lives  &  property.  There  has  been  in  this  month  past 
a  great  deal  of  Discovery  made  by  the  Spies  and  hunters  of  Lee,  which 
cause  the  citizens  of  JN"ew  Garden  to  Express  a  great  deal  of  fear  &  awe 
on  their  mines,  &  many  of  them  is  leaving  their  respective  homes  & 
Habitations  for  fear  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  Savage  Enemy  As 
them  poor  souls  did  last  summer  when  you  was  in  this  part  of  the 
country.  A  few  days  past.  Six  Indians  was  discovered  at  the  Rocky  Gap 
of  Wolf  Creek,  with  six  horses,  making  through  Bluestone  towards 
Sandy,  &  the  people  in  that  part  is  just  thinking  what  place  of  refuge 
the  can  flee  to,  provied  there  is  no  relief  sent  them.  The  officers 
appointed  and  not  called  into  service  remains  very  much  discontented, 
as  the  no  not  what  to  be  at.  I  believe  several  of  the  officers  has  been 
at  amazing  expense  in  recruiting  there  men,  which  many  of  them  thinks 
hard  of  the  Executive  to  send  them  out  to  recruiting  soldiers,  which  of 
course  the  could  not  gather  so  many  men  without  amazing  expense,  and 
now  expects  that  they  are  Just  lying  at  suspense.  Pray  inform  me 
as  quick  as  possible  whether  they  will  be  called  into  service  or  no.

in addition  to  the  number  of  men  directed  to  be  raised  for  the  dis-  March  29th. 
trict  of  Kentuulvy,  the  29th  day  of  December,  1790,  under  the  orders  of      Council 
General  Scott,  and  who  have  been  all  paid,  there  is  now  presented  a 
pay-roll  for  a  Captain,  Lieutenant,  Ensign,  four  sergeants,  and  fifty  pri- 
vates, ordered  into  service  by  the  commanding  officer  of  Mason  County, 
said  to  bo  on  an  actual  invasion.     This  pay-roll  is  signed   by  the  Cap- 
tain, and  certified  bj'  the  County  Lieutenant,  and  the  service  appears  to 
have  been  performed  by  the  orders  of  the  latter  oflBcer  in  pursuance  of 
the  invasion  law. 

The  other  papers  are  a  claim  of  Colonel  Greenup  for  certain  rations 
furnished  a  guard  stationed  at  Slate  Creek  Iron  Works,  in  1791,  being  a 
part  of  the  troops  raised  for  the  defense  of  Kentucky  under  the  orders 
of  General  Scott. 

To  this  claim  the  only  objection  which  oecui-,s  is  its  not  having  been 
brought  forward  with  the  muster  and  pay-rolls,  as  it  appears  to  be  duly 
authenticated. 

The  reason  given  by  Col.  Greenup  for  this  omission  is  that  the  papers 
were  put  into  the  hands  of  a  Mr.  Dunlop,  who  it  was  expected  would 
have  been  at  Richmond  for  the  purpose  of  settling  it,  in  which,  however, 
he  failed,  and  returned  the  papers  to  Colonel  Greenup. 

Upon  examining  the  Auditor's  books,  I  find  that  the  rations  paid  for 
by  Captain  Fowler  appear  to  be  9,005,  £225  2  6.  My  report  of  the  3rd 
August,  1791,  states  the  number  necessary  for  the  troops  then  paid  to  be 
10,963.  In  Aug'st,  1792,  I  have  reason  to  beleive  that  this  claim  was 
presented  and  rejected,  because  it  was  not  accompanied  by  the  pay  and 
muster-Eolls.

Sir: 

The  General  Assembly  in  the  close  of  their  session  of  '86,  upon  the  Richmond 
praj'er  of  Joseph  Clarke,  then  a  prisoner  on  mesne  process,  from  the 
County  of  Henrico,  for  Debt,  that  he  was  poor  and  unable  to  pay  the 
same,  passed  a  Eesolution  empowering  the  Governor,  &c.,  to  liberate  all 
poor  prisoners,  who  then  were,  or  should  be  thereafter  confined  for  monies 
due  the  commonwealth,  without  attending  to  the  formalities  directed  by 
law  in  such  cases,  and  he  was  accordingly  discharged  by  the  Governor's 
warrant.     I   remember  two  since — John  Eose,  discharged  the  22d  De- 
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1793.       cember,  1790,  after  an  imprisonment  of  Eighty  days,  and  Luther  Stod- 
March  29tli  dard,  I  beleive,  in   1791.     Col.  Goode  will  remember  the  last,  and  Mr. 
Blair  both  the  eases. 

The  present  application,  Sir,  is  in  behalf  of  Hugh  Moody — a  poor  old 
man,  gray-headed  and  decrepid — committed  by  the  Sergeant  of  the  Hus- 
tings on  an  execution  for  the  penalty  of  ten  pounds  for  retailing  Spiritu- 
ous Liquors  without  a  license.  Poverty  and  him  have  been  long  ac- 
quainted, and  he  is  in  my  mind  an  object  within  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  resolution  alluded  to.  His  threadbare  and  tattered 
clothes  on  the  approach  of  winter,  induced  me  to  apply  to  some  of  ray 
acquaintances — his  countrymen — for  relief,  and  I  was  happy  to  see  about 
five  pounds  collected  in  a  few  hours.  One  of  the  Gentlemen,  Mr.  John 
Wilson,  laid  out  the  money  to  the  best  advantage,  and  he  was  enabled 
to  pass  the  winter  tolerably  comfortable.  This  Day,  sir,  is  the  two  hun- 
dred and  fifth  of  his  confinement — a  length  of  time  sufficient,  he  hopes, 
to  atone  for  such  a  violation,  and  therefore  humbly  prays  to  be  restored 
to  his  liberty.

Sir: 

Captain  Caperton's  Companj-  wiis  ordered  into  service  by  insLruc-  Council 
tions  from  the  Executive  of  the  12th  of  December,  1791,  for  the  defence 
of  Grreenbriar  and  Kanawha  for  ihe  }-oar  1792.  The  same  was  divided, 
and  a  detachment  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Cooper,  consisting 
of  an  Ensign,  Sergeant,  Corporal,  &  34  privates,  who  with  four  scouts 
were  stationed  in  Kanawha,  and  who  appear  to  have  been  first  nius- 
tered  at  various  times  as  the}'  came  into  service.  The  affidavit  of  this 
muster  by  Thomas  Lewis  is  without  his  signature,  but  it  is  signed  by 
the  magistrate  who  administered  the  oath. 

The  muster  of  this  Detachment  (when  discharged)  by  Thomas  Lewis 
and  George  Clendenin,  appears  to  be  duly  authenticated.  The  other 
division  of  the  company  who  served  in  Greenbriar  has  been  mustered  by 
Colonel  Stewart. 

There  is  but  one  muster-roll  presented  for  this  part  of  the  company^ 
which  is  without  the  signature  of  the  muster-master.  It  contains  the 
time  of  the  first  and  second  musters,  and  the  certificates  of  proof  signed 
only  by  the  magistrate.  This  roll  is  wrote  I  beleive  by  Colonel  Stewart 
himself 

The  pay-rolls  and  muster-Rolls  vary  two  men — Reuben  Salmon  is 
twice  mustered,  once  in  each  Division,  and  Joseph  Lewis  in  room  of 
Joseph  Shedmore,  is  not  in  the  pay-roll. 

The  number  mustered,  as  well  as  that  of  the  pay-rolls,  exceed  the 
number  authorized,  but  the  Surplus  is  accounted  for  by  some  being 
killed  &  others  enlisted  in  their  room,  &  some  discharged  &  others  en- 
listed in  their  place,  &  by  the  drummer  &  fifer  who  were  not  allowed  in 
the  original  Instructions  for  raising  this  company. 

The  Ration  amounts  accompany  the  pay  &  muster-rolls,  and  also  a 
Claim  of  Allen  Pryor  for  a  Canoe  lost. 

The  want  of  the  signature  of  the  pay-master  to  the  first  muster-Roil 
of  Lieutenant  Cooper's  detachment,  and  to  the  muster-Roll  which  is  sub- 
stituted for  the  first  and  second  musters  of  Captain  Caperton's  own 
command,  with  the  circumstance  of  that  substitution,  appear  to  be  the 
only  defect  in  these  papers,  except  that  they  are  much  defaced  with 
alterations.

Dear  Sir: 

After  all  the  exertions  that  yon  are  sensible  I  made  in  Gene-  Harrison 
ral  Assembly  to  fully  authorize  3'ou  to  take  measures  that  j'ou  thought  County 
proper  to  Defend  our  Frontiers,  and  your  own  exertions  to  Complete  the 
same.  We  conceive  ourselves  in  this  county  at  present,  as  well  as  our 
sister  county  Randolph,  to  be  in  Geperty,  and  in  more  Danger  than  we 
have  been  since  the  Teadious  Indian  Wore  commenced.  Yesterday  wc 
had  intelligence  from  the  Muskingum,  which  can  be  Depended  on  to  be 
the  truth  that  a  number  of  Indian  rafts  had  crost  the  Ohio  river  Suffi- 
cient to  carry  about  150  men  in  a  Direct  Direction  for  our  settlement, 
which  much  alarms  the  Inhabitence.  We  have  no  guard  at  present,  ex- 
cept every  family  his  own^  by  reason  of  Col.  Lowther  being  directed  to 
only  inlist  Single  men,  and  them  not  to  be  in  Service  till  this  month . 
therefore,  in  my  opinion,  if  your  Excelency  does  not  order  on  our  fron- 
tier a  large  company  of  the  militia  out  of  the  Counties  of  Hampshire, 
Hardy,  &  Pendleton  for  our  releif,  all  our  frunteer  settlement  will  be 
obliged  to  Brake,  and  them  to  be  commanded  by  Col.  Lowther,  w'ch  will 
be  able  to  do  us  service.  As  he  is  our  commanding  officer  of  this  Ridgi- 
mint  under  the  late  law,  the  people  Imprest  it  on  him  to  give  you  ame-

We  have  considered  the  letter  from  the  Hon'ble  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  dated  the  22d  ulto.,  on  which  you  were  pleased  to  direct 
us  to  report. 

We  considered  ourselves  not  authorized  to  determine  the  proprietj'  of 
giving  to  the  commissioner  of  loans  the  information  he  required  on  his 
first  application,  and  therefore  submited  it  to  your  Excellency  in  Coun- 
cil. We  received  no  official  instructions  in  answer,  but  understood  it  to 
be  the  opinion  of  the  Hon'ble  Board  that  our  Duty  obliged  us  to  with- 
hold information,  which,  if  obtained,  might  be  employed  to  contravene 
an  Act  of  the  Legislature  which  we  were  expressly  directed  to  execute. 

We  are  not  competent,  Sir,  to  Judge  whether  the  act  is  constitutional 
or  otherwise,  or  of  the  expediency  of  the  measure.  We  hope,  however, 
the  first  question  may  be  hereafter  discussed  in  a  legal  way,  and  in  the 
meantime  no  injury'  done  to  the  Rights  &  Interests  of  the  union  gene- 
rally, and  of  this  State  individually  by  the  regular  uninterrupted  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Loan  ofiice.

We 
intrcat  you,  sir,  that  a  short  day  may  be  fixed  for  the  Receit  of  the  last 
year's  balance,  and  that  your  assembly  may  in  time  be  reconciled  to 
make  adequate  provision  for  the  current  year.  It  must  occur  to  you 
how  essential  punctuality  is  to  the  object  of  our  appointment,  how  much 
our  personal  Honor  is  concerned  in  the  discharge  of  official  Engage- 
ments, and  the  fatal  Consequence  a  Disappointment  may  Occasion  to 
the  wai-m  wishes  and  Interest  of  the  two  States.

A.  Lewis  to  the  Governor.  April  9th 

Sir: 

I  am  sorry  that  the  distressed   situation  of  the  Frontiers  compels     Fort  Lee 
me  to  send  to  you  by  Express.     On  Sunday  week,  Ensign  Moses  Cock- 
rel  and  two  men  were  passing  from  this  into  powder  valley  with  Seve- 
ral  Horses  Loaded.     On  the  Top  of  Powells  mountain  (about  twelve 

miles  from  the Cove,)  they  were  fired  on  by  twelve  Indians.     The 

two  men  were  Shot  dead  on  the  Spott — himself  pursued  to  the  foot  of 
the  mountain,  two  of  the  horses  killed,  all  the  Ijoads  lost.  The  Enemy 
beins;  in  the  rear  of  him,  obliged  him  to  run  to  the  valley.  No  person 
passing  from  there,  had  no  information  here  for  several  days.  Capt. 
Neel  raised  some  men,  &  is  in  pursuit  of  them.  I  am  in  hopes  that  if 
my  Ensign  gets  intelligence  in  time,  as  he  is  stationed  in  the  lower  end 
of  the  valley,  will  meet  with  them  on  their  return.  Some  Day  last 
week  fourteen  persons  were  killed  on  the  Kentucky  road  near  the  Hazle 
patch;  the  whites  first  discovered  the  Indians,  and  attempted  to  get  the 
first  fire — was  disappointed ;  the  Indians  killed  four  of  them  the  first 
fire,  but  two  of  the  whites  that  were  men  got  of;  both  parties  broke  at 
once.  On  the  Indian  side  was  found  dead,  five,  and  one  white  man  that 
was  with  them.  About  twenty  days  past  several  people  were  killed  on 
the  Kentucky  road  &  several  Wounded.  A  few  days  past,  on  the  Head 
of  Clinch,  or  rather  blue  Stone,  six  horses  wore  stole  and  one  man  killed; 
this  I  cannot  assert,  as  I  have  but  Just  received  the  information.  It  was 
with  difficulty  I  could  prevail  on  the  people  not  to  break  up.  Now,  I 
fear  without  more  Troops — go  they  will. 

When  I  came  out,  Capt.  Cockrel  had  discharged  the  scouts  under  him. 

The  new  Garden  Settlement  was  about  to  break  up — some  had  moved. 

To  prevent  it,  I  appointed   two  scouts  to  be  continued  until  more  men 

came  into  service;  that  with  assurance  that  you  would  allow  them  men, 
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1793.  they  agreed  to  live  at  Home.  No  companies  being  allowed  to  the  val- 
April  9th  ley,  I  was  compelled  to  send  an  Ensign's  command  there — a  Sergeant  & 
twelve  to  Dumps  creek;  a  serg't  and  seven  at  Rye  Cove;  some  at  St. 
Mary's  with  the  French — which  leaves  not  more  than  twenty  men  at 
Fort  Lee,  which  I  think  too  few;  if  Indians  come  in,  I  cannot  take  out 
more  than  fifteen  men  &  have  any  to  keep  the  Garrison. 

I  was  under  the  necessity  to  appoint  two  scouts  to  the  valley,  two  to 
the  Cove,  and  two  at  Fort  Lee,  two  at  Dump's  Creek,  which  is  four  more 
than  I  was  authorized  to  appoint.  As  the  safety  of  the  county  required 
it,  I  hope  to  meet  your  approbation  for  so  doing.  Should  more  men  be 
ordered,  four  more  scouts  will  bo  sufficient.  Q-reat  complaints  are  among 
the  people  against  the  Executive  for  withholding  the  troops  from  them.  Why 
we  are  fed  up  with  hopes  of  peace  I  cannot  see.  For  many  years  there  has 
not  been  a  spring  that  Danger  appeared  so  great.  The  distressed  situa- 
tion of  the  people  I  cannot  paint  to  you.  With  the  few  troops  under 
my  command  I  can  neither  take  revenge,  nor  give  full  protection  to  the 
frontiers.  If  I  must  give  my  opinion,  the  four  companies  allowed  from 
the  disposition  of  the  enemy  will  find  enough  to  guard  the  whole  fron- 
tiers, for  there  is  no  telling  what  part  they  will  fall  on.  Wherever 
Troops  are  that  place  they  will  avoid.  I  think  it  a  disgrace  to  so  import- 
ant a  state  as  Virginia  to  suffer  their  citizens  to  be  massacred,  without  the 
liberty  of  taking  revenge.  For  God's  sake  put  us  in  a  situation  not  only 
to  defend  ourselves,  but  to  act  in  any  other  capacity  that  your  Excel- 
lency may  require.  If  they  four  companies  may  be  thought  too  great 
a  Burden,  at  least  let  us  have  two  full  companies  and  a  Lieutenant's 
command,  otherwise  the  country  will  be  left  uninhabited  on\j  by  your 
few  soldiers  that  are  compelled  by  honor  &  duty  to  you  to  stand  their 
ground. 

I  would  have  taken  the  liberty  to  call  upon  the  adjacent  counties  for  militia^ 
but  know  men  draughted  for  one  month  are  of  no  use,  &  the  imposition  of 
such  troops  on  the  Executive  for  last  season  are  not  to  be  born  with,  especially 
in  Kanauha  county,  the  men  that  would  have  been  obliged  to  defend  their 
families  loere  called  into  service.

Morgan's  detachment  of  militia  was  continued  in  service  until  the  12th 
of  January,  1793.  1  beg  leave  to  refer  to  General  Wood  for  reason  of 
this  continuance,  and

George,  now  under  sentence  of  Death  in  this  County.  I  am  informed 
that  it  can  be  proved  by  some  of  the  negroes  on  the  plantation  where 
the  murder  was  committed  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  stab  negro 
George  bj'  the  negro  that  was  murdered  by  him.  Time  will  not  admit 
of  the  enquiry  being  made  at  present.

Personally  appeared  before  me,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  county 
aforesaid,  Landy  Jones,  and  made  oath  that  at  the  time  he  gave  testi- 
mony at  Louisa  Court  against  the  negro  man  George,  who  is  now  under 
sentence  of  Death,  that  he  did  not  conceive  it  material  to  mention  a  part  oif 
the  said  George's  confession  in  regard  to  the  murder,  (Confession  and 
circumstances  being  all  the  testimony  against  him)  which  was  that  he, 
George,  confessed  that  the  negro  that  he  killed  threatened  to  kill  him. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  observe  that   George  was  put  in  Irons  at  that 
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1793.       time  for  running  away,  and  the  negro  on   whom  the  murder  was  corn- 
April  9th     mitted  to  guard  him  while  at  work.

I  do  hereby  Certify  that  I  was  one  of  the  Court  that  tryd 
George,  a  negro  man,  condemned  to  die;  there  yvan  but  one  witness  who 
gave  testimony  ag'st  the  s'd  George,  &  from  his  testimony  alone  the 
Court  condemned  him.  Since  the  tryal,  the  witness  confessed  to  mo 
that  lie  had  not  told  the  whole  truth,  &  had  kept  back  a  part  of  his  tes- 
timony, which,  in  my  opinion,  would  have  made  in  favour  of  the  s'd 
Negroe.  The  part  of  the  testimony  which  was  not  given  in,  was,  that 
George  (the  criminal)  acted  in  his  own  defence,  (as  the  pei'son  murdered 
either  threatened  or  attempted  to  murder  him).

Sir: 
Kanawha  Inclosed  we  send  your  Excellency  a  copy  of  a  Letter  addressed  to 

William  Morris,  from  Moses  Mann,  which  wo  hero  was  appointed  to  the 
command  of  a  Company  Intemlcd  for  the  defence  of  this  County.  He 
^Informs  that  if  his  company  arc  wanting,  that  thej^  will  come  forward 
provided  they  are  permitted  so  to  do  by  the  Executive. 

We  are  sori-y  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  from  the  late  Invations 
that  have  taken  place,  we  have  been  under  the  necessit}'  for  the  defence 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  at  the  mouth  of  Kanawha  and  those  of 
Bellevale,  to  order  on  duty  Captain  Coopei''s  Company.    On  the  Twenty- 
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second  day  of  last  month,  they  Indians  murdered  a  young  Lady  and  1793. 
took  a  boy  prisoner  In  view^  of  the  Town  at  the  mouth  of  Kanawha,  April  10th 
and  would  have  most  certainly  killed  her  Father,  Captain  Vanbebbcr,  & 
have  took  a  negro  man,  Had  not  the  people  from  the  Town  yielded  him 
their  immediate  assistance;  previous  to  which.  Being  sheltered  by  a 
small  cabin,  He  killed  one  of  the  Indians,  and  we  expect  mortally 
wounded  two  others. 

A  few  days  before  the  above  mischeif  Happened,  they  Indians  took 
prisoner  a  negro  woman,  the  property  of  Leonard  Morris,  Esquire, 
Eight  miles  above  the  mouth  of  Elk,  sixty-nine  miles  up  the  Great  Ka- 
nawha. They  Indians  that  have  lately  crossed  the  River  Ohio  into  our 
count}-,  loft  Ten  exceeding  large  Rafts  at  one  place — Besides  several 
other  scattering  ones  at  different  places;  from  which  sign  we  cannot 
conjecture  that  there  is  a  less  number  than  One  hundred  of  them  in  the 
Countj'  at  present. 

They  scouts  from  the  town  of  Gallipolis,  on  the  second  day  of  this 
Instant,  discovei'cd  that  fifteen  more  were  directing  their  course  toward 
the  Ohio,  consequently  we  apprehend  they  are  Joined  the  others  pre- 
vious to  this. 

We  beg  leave  to  Inform  your  Excellency  and  the  Hon'ble  members  of 
council,  that  we  apprehend  the  Reason  that  operated  with  the  Execu- 
tive in  preventing  Captain  Mann's  company  from  coming  forward,  (by 
whom  the  Inhabitants  at  the  mouth  of  Kanawha  and  Belleville  might 
have  been  protected,)  was  that  the  conjectured  or  were  led  to  beleive 
that  those  places  were  defended  or  covered  bythe  continental  army.  If 
those  were  the  motives  that  influenced  the  Executive  on  this  occasion, 
we  doubt  not  but  they  will  readily  agree  that  other  protection  is  neces- 
sary, when  we  assure  your  Excellency  that  we  find  not  the  least  aid 
from  them  whatever. 

True  it  is  that  a  company  of  Regulars  are  at  present  stationed  at  the 
town  of  Gallispolis,  on  the  noi-thwestern  Territory,  four  miles  below  the 
mouth  of  Kanawha,  whose  business  seems  merely  to  defend  themselves, 
for  when  the  Indians  have  been  in  the  possession  of  our  property  and 
application  made  to  them  for  assistance,  we  have  been  unsuccessfull. 

We  cannot  Help  thinking  that  were  Captain  Cooper's  Company 
(which  is  principally  constituted  of  the  Hunters,)  continued,  the  public 
would  be  a  gainer  thereby,  and  the  county  In  all  probability  better  de- 
fended. However,  whatever  determination  the  Executive  please  to 
come  to — whether  to  continue  the  aforesaid  Company,  or  Forward  Cap- 
tain Mann's — will  be  pleasing  to  us,  as  immediate  protection  is  our  only 
motive.  At  present,  two  of  Capt.  Cooper's  Company  do  the  duties  of 
spies  On  the  northwestern  side  of  Ohio,  watching  the  approaches  of  the 
Indians.

Mont-       past,  (being  confined  to  my  Room  and   bed,)    will,  I   hope,  sufficiently 

gomery  Co.  apologize  to  your  Excellency  for  the  delay  in  official  information  of  the 
hostile  attacks  of  the  Indians  upon  the  unprotected  parts  of  our  South- 
western frontier — 1  mean  the  countj's  of  Wythe  and  Montgomery;  a 
narrative  of  which  exhibits  a  singular  scene  of  their  nefarious  Savage 
designs  upon  the  defenceless  and  exposed.  Since  the  20th  of  March, 
they  have  been  constantly  hovering  over  this  part  of  our  Frontiers — 
frequently  shewing  themselves  to  the  terror  of  tiie  Inhabitants,  and  their 
Sign  always  to  be  discovered;  John  Davidson  murdered  by  them,  and  a 
number  of  horses  stolen  from  Wolf  creek,  blue  stone  and  Island  Creek, 
for  and  with  all  which  they  have  escaped,  with  impunity,  except  the 
party  intrusted  with  they  care  of  conveying  away  the  horses  from 
Island  creek,  who  have  been  pursued,  the  horses  retaken,  together  with 
the  arms  and  blankets  of  three  of  their  warriors,  who  were  killed  and 
scalped  by  the  Justly  incensed  followers  at  the  mouth  of  Little  cole;  the 
whites  in  this  action  received  no  damage,  which  I  hope  will  be  a  means 
of  giving  spirit  &  alacrity  to  the  other  injured  parts.  The  number  of 
Indians  at  first  concerned  in  taking  the  Horses  from  Island  creek,  were 
computed  by  the  followers  at  Twenty-three,  but  before  overtaken  had 
forked  off  to  different  quarters,  twelve  appeared  to  make  for  the  Kan- 
hawa,  and  Eight  towards  Guyandott.  The  number  concerned  in  the 
murder  of  Davidson  at  the  laurel  fork  of  wolf  creek,  was  Judged  about 
twelve,  who  also  cari-yod  off  a  number  of  hoi-ses  from  that  neighbor- 
hood, and  passed  with  them  in  daylight  thro'  the  Heart  of  the  Blue 
Stone  settlement.  The  number  of  the  other  partya  that  still. appear 
hovering  along  the  Frontier,  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain,  but  they 
are  thought  considerable.  Sir,  the  Evident  danger  to  which  our  Fron- 
tier Inhabitants  are  daily  exposed,  calls  for  the  immediate  attention  of 
your  Excellency,  independent  of  the  anxious  solicitude  of  the  citizens, 
that  you  would  adopt  some  speedy  means  of  defence,  and  it  to  their 
relief.

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Protection,  but  not  having  it  in  my  power  to  give  them  any,  and  my       1793. 
feelings  much  wounded  at  their  Despered  situation,  I  thought  it  advise-    April  10th 
able  toforwardthesetoj'ouby  express,  which  lam  in  hopes  will  meet  with 
your  approbation  in  every  sense.     I  am  apprehensive  should  it  be  deemed 
necessary  to  call  a  company  of  Voiuntier   militia   together,   it   could 
heardly  be  don  By  Reason  ot  their  being  Disappointed  in  their  first  and 
second  undertaking,  and  now  being  engaged  in  other  business,  I  will 
not  presume  to  Point  out  any  way  of  protection,  but  leave  that  to  your 
Exoellencj''s  superior  wisdom,  and  rest  assuredly  that  something  will 
be  done  for  the  suffering  frontiers  of  the  different  counties.

March  Slst,  1793. 
Dear  Coll.: 

Times  is  very  alarming  at  present.  I  conceive  there  is  more 
Indians  out  at  this  time  then  has  been  since  the  war.  There  came 
a  man  here  last  night,  who  informed  us  that  on  the  23d  Instant  he  w^s 
at  Bigg  Kenaway,  where  he  saw  a  party  of  Indians  attack  a  Cabbin  on 
the  other  side  of  the  River.  Here  they  killed  a  young  woman  and  took 
a  boy  prisoner,  but  through  the  bravery  of  old  Mr.  Vanbiver  and  his 
negro,  was  repulsed,  leaving  one  of  their  men  on  the  ground  and  t\yo  or 
three  more  wounded,  so  they  was  obliged  to  lead  them  off.  Squier 
Green  also  came  up  yesterday,  and  give  the  same  account,  therefore, 
it  is  very  certain.  We  are  also  very  certainly  informed  by  men  coming 
up  the  River  that  the  saw  as  much  as  thirteen  rafts,  some  of  which 
measured  eighteen  feet  by  fourteen.  Tracks  has  also  been  lately  seen 
on  Little  Wockhocken,  and  yesterday  there  was  a  party  crossed  the 
Ohio  near  Sandy  Run.  Whether  thej-  intend  for  this  station  or  for  j'our 
coiintrj-,  is  a  matter  uncertain. 

We  leave  it  to  you,  sir,  to  Judge  of  the  situation  of  the  Frontier,  and 
make  no  doubt  but  you  will  do  everything  in  your  power  for  our  pro- 
tection.

Harrison  Co.,  March  22d,  1793. 
Dr.  Sir: 

I  do  not  recollect  that  I  have  any  answer  to  write  to  any  of 
your  letters  sent  to  me  by  the  hand  of  Col.  Jackson  or  Col.  Willson 
save  only  to  return  you  thanks  for  the  copy  of  that  complaint  you  sent 
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1793.  by  Col.  Wilson,  and  am  liappy  to  inform  you  that  I  am  able  and  willing 
to  give  you  every  satisfaction  that  may  be  required,  and  make  it  appear 
to  be  erroneous  and  founded  in  malice. 

1  have  proceeded  to  Eaise  a  considerable  number  of  mj'  Quoto  of  men, 
and  hopes  I  will  soon  have  them  all  Coraploat,  and  am  at  a  loss  to  know 
what  is  to  be  done  on  the  ttrst  day  of  April  next,  as  I  know  of  no  per- 
son to  muster  ray  men,  nor  what  dutj'  is  to  be  done,  nor  where  to  be 
Stationed,  and  apparently  a  necessity  for  their  service.  I  hope  to  receive 
some  Instructions  from  you  on  this  subject. 

This  daj-  I  Expect  to  Eeceive  the  money  from  the  hand  of  Col.  Ben- 
jamin Wilson,  and  by  the  Statement  as  appears  by  the  Auditor's  certifi- 
cates on  the  copy  of  the  pay-abstracts,  I  am  well  Sattysflod. 

My  not  having  Received  the  money  untill  this  day,  has  been  ocationed 
by  my  being  in  pursuit  of  a  partie  of  Indians  who  had  been  paying  us 
a  late  visit. 

The  affair  stands  thus: 

On  the  3rd  day  of  this  Instant,  a  party  of  Indians  stole  6  horses 
within  about  7  miles  of  Clerksburg.  I  quickly  Eaised  a  partie  of  16 
men,  exclusive  of  myself,  and  pursued  on  horse  back  near  to  the  Ohio 
Eiver;  there  left  our  horses  and  got  a  Eainforcement  of  5  men,  and  went 
by  water  from  Williams  Station  Down  the  River  to  about  four  miles 
below  Belleville,  then  took  the  Trail  and  followed  near  Mly  miles  in  the 
Indian  Country,  and  canie  u|)  with  a  part  of  them  at  their  Camp  in  the 
daytime;  there  was  but  two  of  them  in  their  camp — One  we  killed,  and 
the  other  Got  much  wounded.  He  Dropt  his  Gun  in  the  pursuit,  which 
we  Got,  but  unfortunately  for  us  he  got  into  thick,  Boushy  woods,  and 
we  lost  him.  We  Eetook  4  of  the  horses;  before  wo  Got  up  a  partie  of 
the  Indians  had  left  the  camp  and  took  off  2  of  the  horses.  Mj'  men 
was  80  fatigued,  and  our  provisions  exhausted,  I  pursued  no  farther.  In 
following  the  different  windings  Taken  by  the  Indians,  our  Journey 
down  the  Rivor  and  the  distance  we  marched  in  the  Indian  Country  we 
computed  on  a  moderate  scale  to  be  186  miles.  Then  nearly  the  same 
Distance  to  Return  took  up  fourteen  days.  We  have  all  Returned  home 
safe,  but  much  fataugued,  and  with  only  the  loss  of  one  valuable  horse 
of  Capt.  John  liaj'mond,  who  was  along  himself  in  company.  One 
other  horse  Strayed  from  us  in  the  Woods — him  we  expect  to  get. 

I  had  to  pay  Cash  for  the  greater  jiart  of  the  provisions  expended  on 
our  Expedition,  and  wishes  to  he  Informed  if  pay  is  to  be  obtained  for 
our  service  Including  our  losses  and  Eations,  and  if  pay  is  allowed, 
would  wish  your  Direction  therein. 

Sir,  I  Ecfere  you  to  a  letter  of  this  date  from  Co).  Benj.  Wilson,  in 
which  he  mentions  the  present  fears  of  our  frontier  jjoople. 

The  Bearer  will  lay  before  you  the  pay-abstract  &  muster- Rolls  of  that 
part  of  my  Company  that  was  commanded  by  Ensign  Levi  Morgan.

Virginia: 

Bo  it  remembered,  that  at  a  court  held  at  the  Capitol  in  the  April  11th 
city  of  Eichmond,  on  Monday,  tho  first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord,  One  Thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-three,  for  the  District 
composed  of  tho  counties  of  Henrico,  Hanover,  Chesterfield,  Goochland, 
and  Powhatan,  Before  the  Judges  alloted  to  the  same,  by  the  Oath  of 
William  Alexander,  Thomas  Macon,  Richard  Adams,  Jr.,  Stephen  South- 
all,  Daniel  Trueheart,  William  Trucheart,  John  Graham,  James  Heron, 
Daniel  Vanduval,  William  Norvell,  George  Nicholson,  John  Brook, 
Henry  Randolph.  James  Lyle,  Elisha  White,  Henry  Timberlako,  Thomas 
Butler,  good  and  lawful  men  of  the  said  District,  then  and  there  im- 
pannelled,  sworn  and  charged  to  enquire  for  the  body  of  the  said  Dis- 
trict— -It  is  presented  as  follows,  to- wit : 

Virginia,  to-wit: 

The  Jurors  for  tho  District  composed  of  the  counties  of  Chester- 
field, Powhatan,  Goochland,  Hanover,  &  Henrico,  upon  their  Oaths  pre- 
sent that  Angela  Barnett,  Spinster,  late  of  the  county  of  Henrico,  afore- 
said, and  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  court,  not  having  the  fear  of 
God  before  her  Eyes,  but  being  moved  and  seduced  by  the  instigation  of 
the  Devil,  on  the  fourth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  One 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  with  force  and  arms  in  the 
county  of  Henrico  aforesaid,  in  and  upon  one  Peter  Franklin  in  the 
peace  of  God  and  of  this  Commonwealth,  then  and  there  being  felo- 
niously, willfully  and  of  her  malice  aforethought  did  make  an  assault, 
and  that  she,  the  said  Angela  Barnet,  with  a  certain  Iron  Instrument, 
called  an  Adze,  of  the  value  of  six  pence,  which  she,  the  said  Angela 
Barnet,  in  her  right  hand  held  the  said  Peter  Franklin  in  and  upon  the 
left  side  of  the  head  of  him,  the  said  Peter  Franklin,  then  and  there 
feloniously,  willfully  and  of  her  malice  aforethought  did  strike,  giving 
the  said  Peter  Franklin,  then  and  there  with  the  Adze  aforesaid,  in  and 
upon  the  left  side  of  the  head  of  him,  the  said  Peter  Franklin,  one  mortal 
wound  of  the  breadth  of  two  inches  and  depth  of  six  inches;  of  which 
said  mortal  wound  of  the  breadth  of  two  inches  and  depth  of  six  inches, 
of  which  said  mortal  wound  the  said  Peter  Franklin  from  the  said 
fourth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  aforesaid,  untill  the  Eighth  day  of 
the  same  month  of  September,  in  the  year  aforesaid,  in  tho  county  afore- 
said, did  languish,  and  languishing  did  die;  and  so  the  Jurors  aforesaid 
do  say  thai  the  said  Angela  Barnett,  the  said  Peter  Franklin,  in  manner 
and  form  aforesaid,  then  and  there  feloniously,  willfully  and  of  her  malice 
aforethought,  did  kill  and  murder  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Virginia. 
And  the  said  Angela  Barnett  being  brought  to  the  bar  here  in  her 
43 
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1793.  proper  person,  under  the  custody  of  the  keeper  of  the  District  Jail;  to 
April  11th  whose  custody  for  the  cause  aforesaid  she  had  been  before  committed, 
and  forthwith  it  being  demanded  concerning  the  premises  in  the  said 
Indictment  above  specified  and  charged  upon  her  how  she  will  acquit 
herself  thereof,  she  saith  she  is  not  guilty  thereof,  and  thereof  she  puts 
herself  upon  the  country  and  James  Innes,  Esq.,  Attorney-General  for 
the  Commonwealth — Avhoreupon,  immediately  came  a  Jury,  to-wit : 
Obediah  Smith,  John  Ellis,  William  Henley,  William  Alley,  Thomas 
Ellis,  William  Gathright,  Anselm  Gathright,  William  Gathright,  Jr., 
John  Ellis,  Jr.,  Peter  Price,  Jesseo  Bowles,  and  William  Southall;  who 
being  elected,  tried  and  sworn  the  truth  of  and  upon  the  premises  to 
Speak,  and  having  heard  the  evidence,  upon  their  oath  do  say  that  the 
said  Angela  Barnett  is  guilty  of  the  murder  aforesaid,  in  manner  and 
form  as  in  the  Indictment  against  her  is  alleged;  and  thereupon  she  is 
remanded  to  Jail. 

And  afterwards,  to-wit:  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  1793,  the  said 
Angela  Barnett  being  brought  again  to  the  Bar  here  in  her  proper  per- 
son, under  the  custody  of  the  keeper  of  the  District  Jail,  and  thereupon 
it  being  demanded  of  her  if  anything  for  herself  she  had  or  knew  to 
■say  why  the  court  here  to  Judgement  and  execution  against  her  of  and 
upon  the  premises  should  not  proceed,  she  said  that  she  had  nothing 
but  what  she  had  before  said.  Therefore  it  is  considered  by  the  court 
that  she  be  hanged  by  the  neck  untill  she  be  dead,  and  that  execution  of 
this  Judgement  be  made  and  done  upon  her  the  said  Angela  Barnett  by 
the  sheriff  of  Henrico  county,  on  Friday,  the  seventeenth  day  of  May 
next,  between  the  hours  of  ten  in  the  forenoon  and  two  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  same  day,  at  the  usual  place  of  execution.

April  12th  Geo.  Olendinen,  K.  C,  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Kanawha  I  once  more  take  the  libertj'   of  applying  to  your  Excellency  and 

the  Hon'ble  Members  of  Council  for  the  pay  and  subsistence  of  Capt. 
John  Morris  and  Company  for  the  last  year.  I  have  herewith  enclosed 
to  you  a  letter  from  Colo.  Lewis  and  myself  Respecting  our  present 
situation,  with  a  copy  of  your  letter  of  the  twelfth  of  October  last. 
Ratifying  my  cooperation  with  Captain  Caperton  in  Detaching  to  his  aid 
part  of  my  militia.  A  letter  from  Joseph  Howell,  Esquire  of  the  War 
Department,  Accountant's  office;  a  letter,  or  copy  thereof,  from  your 
Excellency  Respecting  me  forwarding  public  papers  to  you  and  the 
Hon'ble  Secretary  of  War.  The  Express  who  carried  the  original 
papers  agreeably  to  your  directions  to  the  war  office,  was  paid  fov  his 
services;  the  other  which  was  Mr.  David  Milburn  that  presented  you 
the  others,  has  been  paid.  I  find  that  part  of  the  objection  why  Cap- 
tain Morris'  company  were  not  paid,  was  that  the  Executive  Imme- 
diate Information  of  their  being  on  duty.  This  Information  I  fully  ex- 
pected they  had  Received,  as  I  perticularly  wrote  them  on  that  subject, 
and  also  wrote  the  Secretary  of  war;  the  Letter  sent  to  the  secretary  of 
war  Reach'd  Its  intended  destination,  being  carried  by  Express,  as  I 
have  Before  Resitcd;  the  one  sent  to  your  Excellency  (after  the  Return 
of  Mr.  Milburn,)  I  find  has  not,  as  I  was  dotard  from  Sending  by  Ex- 
press— Mr.  Milburn  not  having  been  paid. 

The  Hon'ble  Executive,  I  am  informed,  sent  a  considerable  number  of 
letters  and  papers  to  me  last  winter  by  Captain  Caperton,  which  I  did 
not  Receive;  Therefore,  will  Readily  see  the  uncertainty  of  privet  con- 
veyances. 

I  Beg  leave  to  Represent  once  more,  that  Captain  Caperton  did  not 
come  forward  agreeably  to  hia  orders  with  his  Company;  That  when  He 
came,  except  the  men  that  lie  listed  at  the  mouth  of  Kanhawa,  which 
were  stationed  there  si.\ty-one  miles  from  the  principal  part  of  the  In- 
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habitants,  were  nine  I  think  in  number.     True  it  is  that  in  course  of  the       1793. 
season  several  others  were  Back  and  forward  between  our  county  and    April  12th 
Greenbrier,  from  whom  The  Inhabitants  of  our  county  never  Expe- 
rienced the  smallest  assistance. 

When  Captain  Caperton's  orders  was  communicated  to  me.  By  Recur- 
ring to  them  you  will  find  That  he  had  power  to  call  on  me  &  Colo. 
Stuart,  of  Greenbrier,  for  aid;  you  have  with  you  his  written  instruc- 
tions on  that  subject  so  far  as  it  Related  to  mo.  I  know  not  whether 
Colo.  Stuart  wrote  you  or  not ;  I  know  that  Captain  Caperton  applied 
to  him  for  men.  In  case  what  he  had  Required  me  to  Detach  were  not 
found  sufficient. 

His  letter  to  me  on  that  subject  I  forwarded  by  Pleasant  Wade,  who 
I  am  informed  was  also  objected  to  as  bearing  the  Express,  As  the  Ex- 
ecutive supposed  the  Business  could  have  been  done  by  Captain  Wil- 
liam Morris,  then  One  of  the  Representatives  of  our  County.  By  re- 
ferring to  my  letter,  it  will  be  found  that  I  Expected  an  immediate 
answer,  and  knew  that  it  would  not  be  in  Mr.  Morris'  power  to  Return 
for  a  considerable  time.  Had  not  the  Hon'ble  Executive  assumed  the 
payment  of  this  Company,  I  should  have  been  far  from  Troubling  them 
with  this;  on  my  former  application,  as  you  will  find  from  Mr.  Howell's 
Letter  to  me,  that  it  was  expected  they  would  be  paid  by  Caleb  Swan, 
Esquire,  at  Head-quarters.  This  Gentleman  I  seen  at  the  town  of  Gal- 
lipolis,  and  Informed  him  of  your  assumption. 

I  trust  the  Executive  will  excuse  me  for  being  so  extreamely  teadious 
on  this  occation,  and  permit  me  to  Request  your  Excellency  or  some  of 
they  Hon'ble  members  to  give  me  a  piece  of  information  which  I  never 
expected  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  enquiring  after.  It  respects  a 
Brother  of  mine  named  William  Clendinen,  who  has  not  the  honor  of  a 
personal  acquaintance  with  you  or  any  of  the  council  except  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Dausin.  The  request,  I  fear,  may  bo  disagreeable  to  you,  sir,  or 
any  of  them  to  comply  with;  However,  I  hope  that  the  relationship 
existing  between  him  and  me,  as  well  as  my  personal  knowledge  of  him 
will  in  some  measure  plead  my  excuse. 

We  are,  from  the  best  authority,  from  such  that  we  cannot  in  the 
smallest  manner  dispute,  informed  that  whon  this  Institution  of  this 
Ranging  company  was  first  before  the  Executive,  that  William  Clen- 
dinen Was  appointed  to  the  command  thereof;  that  the  Executive  were 
by  some  advice  brought  to  believe  that  he  was  incompetent  thereto  by 
Reason  of  intoxication.  Col.  Lewis  as  well  as  myself,  from  the  distressed 
situation  of  our  county  and  the  above  Recited  calumny,  expecting  that 
where  these  originated  there  may  be  more,  Have  at  our  expence,  jointly 
with  Mr.  John  Raynolds,  procured  the  favor  of  Him  to  wait  upon  your 
Excellency  and  the  Hon'ble  Board,  Trusting  that  you  will  give  him  to 
know  why  the  late  difficulties  of  selling  the  Business  between  this 
county  and  the  public  have  Happened.     If  any  person  or  Persons  Have 
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1793.       give  information  that  we  have  not  as  far  as  it  was  in  our  power  used

Sir: 
Richmond  Sentence  of  Death  was  passed  yesterday  on  Angilla  Barnett  for 

murder,  and   on  George  Curry  for  Robbery.     We  Beg  leave  to  inform 
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j'our  Excellency  of  the  circumstances  which  attended  the  trial  of  each       1793. 
of  these  unhappy  people.  April  12th 

In  the  ease  of  Angilla  Barnett,  there  was  a  direct  contradiction  in  the 
testimony,  except  to  the  act  of  liilling.  The  Evidence  on  the  part  of 
the  Commonwealth  was  jDOsitive;  that  the  condemned  person  was  very 
abusive  and  violent;  that  the  conduct  of  the  deceased  was  calm  &  per- 
suasive, until  provoked  by  a  torrent  of  virulent  abuse— he  threatened 
to  whip  her  with  a  cowskin  he  had  in  his  hand;  that  he  never  saw  the 
deceased  strike  her  with  it,  nor  did  he  hear  a  stroke;  that  tlae  woman 
stooped  down,  took  up  an  Instrument,  which  afterwards  proved  to  bo 
an  Adze,  and  struck  the  deceased  with  it,  which  occasioned  his  death. 
The  witness  for  Angilla  Barnett  swore  that  the  deceased  grossly 
abused  her,  and  in  violent  rage  struck  her  three  times  with  the  cowskin  ; 
that  he  called  upon  his  companion,  the  witness  for  the  Commonwealth 
before  mentioned,  to  give  him  a  Bludgeon  concealed  under  his  coat;  that 
it  was  delivered  to  the  deceased,  who  swore  he  would  kill  her;  that  as 
he  advanced  she  stooped  down,  picked  up  some  Instrument,  and  struck 
him  as  before  mentioned. 

It  rested  then  with  the  Jury  to  determine  on  the  credibility  of  the 
witnesses,  with  whom  it  is  supposed  thej'  were  acquainted. 

The  Witness  for  the  Commonwealth  delivered  his  testimonj'  with 
clearness  and  dispassionately,  but  it  must  bo  observed,  that  it  was  this 
Witness  that  carried  the  deceased  with  him  in  the  night  to  Search  for 
concealed  slaves — by  what  authority  did  not  appear.  The  witness  for 
the  unhappy  woman  told  a  very  consistant  tale,  and  with  great  clear- 
ness, but  she  told  it  with  warmth. 

We  have  thought  proper  to  give  your  Excellency  this  minute  detail 
of  the  Testimony,  that  the  door  of  mercy  might  not  be  shut  against  her. 
We  did  not  think  proper  to  recommend  her  for  mercy. 

As  to  Curry,  it  appears  to  us  to  have  been  a  drunken  frolic;  that  the 
witness  ag't  him  was  a  man  too  easily  alarmed.  This  Curry,  with  his 
companion,  wanted  him  to  drink  with  them;  to  which  he  was  averse. 
Curry  took  off  the  witness'  hat,  and  swore  he  should  not  have  them; 
upon  which,  the  witness  declared  he  would  swear  a  Robbery  against 
them.  The  hat  was  restored,  and  then  Curry  insisted  the  witness  should 
put  in  some  money  to  buy  liquor,  which  was  refused  by  the  witness; 
but  after  denying  he  had  any,  he  produced  a  small  piece  and  threw  it 
upon  the  table;  he  was  pressed  further,  and  he  produced  other  money, 
and  being,  as  he  swore,  afraid  of  his  life  or  of  some  bodily  hurt  from 
some  offers  of  violence,  he  effected  his  Escape.  Upon  the  whole,  as  the 
case  appears  to  us  to  be  doubtful,  we  have  taken  the  liberty  of  recom- 
mending this  man  to  your  Excellency  as  an  object  of  mercy.

Sir: 
Kanawa  I  am  in  the  county  of  Kanhawa  as  Lieutenant  of  Capt.  Hugh 

City  Caperton's  company.  He  not  being  here  at  this  time  malies  it  necessary 
atthemou'th  of  me  to  enquire  ot  your  honorable  body  whether  a  certain  William 
of  Elk  Morriss,  who  is  appointed  commissary  for  this  said  company,  was 
directed  to  furnish  us  with  Indian  corn  meal,  &  f  of  pork,  &  that  not 
salted;  then  allowing  only  a  quart  of  salt  to  season  one  hundred  rations 
of  Fresh  Pork.  It's  scarcely  to  bo  supposed  ho  had  any  such  directions. 
I  understand  he  has  told  you  he  could  not  furnish  flour,  but  now,  from 
his  own  information,  he  did  some  time  last  winter  Purchase  a  lai-ger 
quantity  of  Flower  than  would  have  been  sufficient  for  two  such  com- 
panies. The  flower  which  he  has  bought  is  by  his  direction  to  bo  sold 
by  one  employed  for  that  purpose  at  the  low  price  of  twenty  shillings 
p.  Barrel,  only  sixty  miles  from  this  fort,  with  the  advantage  of  an  easy 
water  carraigc  to  the  Place.  The  Ranging  parties  which  are  obliged 
to  be  out  almost  every  day,  and  sometimes  several  days  together,  can- 
not subsist  with  corn  meal  which  must  be  made  Broad  off  before  setting 
out,  which  spoils  in  a  day  or  two  in  the  summer,  when  flour  baked  will 
last  a  week  or  more,  which  time  some  Ranging  parties  Exceeds.  Now, 
therefore,  my  stating  to  you  that  we  may  be  furnished  better  by  the 
Commi.jsary  an  to  broad,  &  you'll  be  the  best  Judges  whether  the  meal 
&  salt  is  sufficient,  &  should  j'ou  in  your  wisdoms  think  ns  imposed  on, 
we  hope  your  redresses,  &  shall  as  in  dutj''  bound  ever  pray. 

N.  B. — The  commissary  has  brought  forth  &  shewn  as  his  commission 
to  purchase  Rations.

Sir: 

I  understand  the  Lieut,  of  this  County  has  made  application  to  Gov-  Kanhawa 
ernment  for  more  assistance.  If  the  ranging  company  is  sent  forward, 
comm'd  by  Capt.  Moses  Mann — the  which  I  agreed  to  furnish — you  will 
please  send  mc  thi-ee  hundred  Dollars,  the  which  you  gave  me  a  kind  of 
promise  when  I  had  the  honour  of  contracting  with  you.  By  Mr.  John 
Eenolds. 

I  would,  sir,  wish  to  acquaint  you  that  1  think  small  partys  of  Indians 
will  break  thro'  this  county,  and  be  Injurious  to  Bath  county — as  Num- 
bers of  Indians  as  cross'd  at  Fa'ds.  Likewise  a  small  Command  at  the 
mouth  of  Greenbrier  in  Greenbrier  County.

Phila-  There  can  be  now  no  doubt  of  the  completion  by  the  first  of  July 

delphla  of  the  settlement  of  accounts  between  the  United  &  Individual  states. 
No  additional  exhibitions  of  any  kind  are  received  by  the  General 
Board,  except  on  subjects  of  doubt  or  difficulty  sj)ecially  pointed  out  for 
further  Explanation.  They  have  before  them  all  the  Executive  books 
and  a  variety  of  explanatory  documents,  which  will  be  returned  to  me 
when  the  Board  have  closed  their  enquiries.  As  the  interests  of  the 
State  will  forbid  the  unnecessary  detention  of  them  here,  I  must  beg 
your  Excellencie's  instructions  about  them.  Pei'haps  the  usual  mild- 
ness of  the  weather  about  the  first  of  July,  may  induce  the  Executive 
to  hazard  the  whole  of  them  round  by  Water.  I  am  sure  a  very  con- 
siderable number  of  the  papers  that  are  here,  may  be  convej'cd  that  way 
without  any  material  injury  to  the  state,  should  thoy  be  lost;  and  as  for 
the  books  and  such  papers  as  are  of  more  importance,  they  would  not 
more  than  load  a  light  Jersey  Waggon.

April  20th  I  Rec'd  your  Excellencies  letter  17th  this  Instant,  to  me  directed; 

Greenbrier  shall  strictly  adhere  thereto,  with  instructions  to  disband  from  actual 
service' two  scouts  and  twenty  privates,  which  I  apprehend  you  believe 
were  stationed  in  Greenbrier. 

That  was  the  number  allotted  for  Greenbrier  last  year.  The  whole  of 
my  company  the  present  year,  save  5  or  6  p.,  who  lately  came  up,  are 
stationed  in  Kenhawa. 

I  thought  it  most  advisable  so  to  do,  as  I  had  information  from  Ken- 
hawa that  a  Guard  in  that  place  would  eompleately  cover  the  frontiers 
of  Greenbrier.  That,  I  suppose,  was  a  want  of  being  acquainted  with 
the  Geography  of  the  Country.  I  thought  then  and  beleive  now  the 
Frontiers  of  Greenbrier  ware  and  as  much  exposed  to  the  Indians. 
Indians  &  their  sign  are  said  to  be  daily  seen  on  our  frontier. 

I  beg  your  Excellency  will  excuse  me  tor  soliciting  yr.  Honor  oust 
more  with  a  supply  of  money.  Inclosed  is  a  scouts'  roll  for  last  year. 
Those  men  faithfully  performed  their  duty,  &  are  in  great  want  of  their 
pay.  My  papers  shall  be  forward  in  a  very  short  time,  in  order,  agree- 
able to  true  form.  Should  your  Excellency  please  to  send  any  money, 
the  Bearer,  Mr.  Francis  Farley  will  Receive  it.

Sir: 
April  24th  I  have  the  honor  to  receive  your  letter  of  the  12th  Inst.,  and  to 

War  submit  it  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.  While  it  is  acknowl- 
edged that  the  frontier  citizens  ought  to  be  effectually  protected  against 
actual  dangers,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  it  is  difficult  and  perhaps  im- 
practicable to  guard  against  all  possible  dangers  of  straggling  Indians. 
The  measure  therefore  adopted  on  the  part  of  the  Executive  of  directing 
General  Wood  to  the  scene  of  apprehended  danger,  is  highly  Judicious 
in  order  to  Judge  of  the  real  state  of  things. 

It  had  been  hoped  that  the  projiosed  treaty  with  the  Indians  north  of 
the  Ohio,  would  have  restrained  entirely  their  depredations  until  the 
result  should  have  been  known,  and  although  this  will  probably  be  the 
case,  as  it  may  respect  any  invasion  by  considerable  bodies  of  Indians, 
yet  the  principles  of  Government  among  the  savage  tribes  are  too  little 
understood,  and  their  manner  of  living  too  dispersed  to  expect  that 
every  Individual  Indian  will  obey  what  is  understood  to  have  been  the 
injunction  of  their  councils  forbidding  any  warriors  from  acting  on  our 
frontiers. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  has  particularly  directed  mc  to 
inform  your  Excellency  that  the  proposed  Treaty  will  be  held  at  Lower 
Sandusky,  to  Commence  about  the  first  of  June  next;  That  during  the 
continuance  of  the  Treaty,  it  is  of  the  highest  importance  to  the  success 
thereof,  as  well  as  to  the  safety  of  the  Commissioners,  that  all  hostile 
incursions  of  the  white  Inhabitants  into  or  near  to  the  Indian  country, 
north  of  the  Ohio,  should  be  absolutely  prohibited  until  after  the  Treaty 
be  closed. 

The  Commanding  General  of  the  Troops  has  been  directed  to  issue  a 
proclamation  to  this  effect,  and  the  President  requests  that  you  would 
be  pleased  to  take  such  measures  in  the  premises  with  your  frontier 
citizens,  as  shall  in  your  Judgement  be  most  effectual  to  prevent  a  meas- 
ure M'hich  might  be  attended  with  highly  pernicious  consequences.

April  24th  Arthur  Campbell  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Washington  In  my  last,  I  mentioned  an  interview  that  was  to  take  place  between 

Watts,  the  Cherokee  Chiet,  and  Gov.  Blount.  It  took  place  as  proposed. 
Watts  attended  by  four  of  the  old  chiefs,  and  the  Governor  attended  by 
Secretary  Smith  and  three  other  Gentlemen  from  Knoxville.     The  meet- 
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ing  was  near  the  confluence  of  the  Holatein  &  Tennessee,  and  in  the       1793. 
woods.     Watts  listened   with   great  attention  to  the   Governor's   pro-    April  24th 
posals,  and  the  communication  from  the  war  office,  and  give  tokens  of 
ready  acquiescence — only  requesting  time  to  consult  the  chiefs  and  war- 
riors of  the  flation.     The  Governor  consented  to  allow  Twenty  days — 
Watts  insisted  to  be  allowed  forty;  which  was  agreed  to.     Both  parties 
separated  with  many  marks  of  conciliation ;  ours  was  deceived,  expect- 
ing all   that  the  Indian  said  was  real.     From  what  now  appears,  the 
chief  was  holding  out  a  lure  to  lull  to  security.     By  Information  yester- 
day from  the  Territory,  Watts  has  passed  the  Tennessee  with  700  war- 
riors of  the  Cherokee  Nation,  and  that  it  was  uncertain  whether  he 
would  direct  his  march  to  Mero  District,  Kentucky,  or  towards  Holstein 
and  Powell's  valley,  or  that  he  would  act  against  all  the  frontier  settle- 
ments by  Detachments  from  the  main  Body.     His  having  scouts  lately 
in  all  these  parts,  even  as  far  Bast  as  the  hither  settlement  in  Powells 
valley,  indicate  the  latter  plan,  which  it  is  to  be  feared  will  be  the  most 
destructive. 

The  alarm  is  communicated  to  all  the  frontier  settlements,  and  I  am 
informed  that  in  Powell's  Valley  is  in  the  utmost  consternation,  being 
literally  without  the  means  of  defence.  No  officers  of  the  militia  com- 
missioned so  that  they  may  assume  command,  and  what  is  called  the 
voluntiers  may  well  be  said  to  be  in  the  air. 

I  begin  now  to  fear  that  our  commissioners  will  be  duped  at  San 
Dusky,  as  it  seems  highly  improbable  that  the  Cherokees  would  singly 
make  such  a  bold  attempt  to  brave  the  whole  power  of  the  United 
States,  and  it  is  known  that  a  formal  embassy  came  from  the  North- 
ward Indians  to  the  Cherokees  in  the  winter,  and  that  some  of  the 
Heads  of  that  Tribe  accompanied  them  on  their  return.  As  soon  as 
the  destination  of  the  Enemy's  force  are  well  ascei-tained,  I  will  write 
to  the  Governor,  and  I  trust  he  will  receive  earlj'  communications  from 
the  Superintendant.  These  are  intended  to  induce  the  Executive  to 
turn  their  thoughts  to  the  subject  of  the  Southwestern  defence,  as  pre- 
paratory to  the  necessary  arrangements  that  may  be  made  after  official 
communications  are  received.

"  I  am  this  moment  informed  that  the  rout  of  the  Indian  Army  is 
either  for  the  Fort  at  West  Point,  The  Keutuck}'  Road,  or  Powell's  val- 
ley— they  having  been  seen  not  50  miles  west  of  Knoxville. 

The  Spaniards  have  captured  three  American  Boats  in  the  Mississippi. 
Col.  Isaac  Bledsoe  was  killed  in  Mero  District  two  weeks  ago. 
This  is  wrote  on  the  road  and  in  haste.

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1793.  John  Holcombe  to  th»  Governor  and  Council — A  Petition. 

April  25th  Your  Petitioner  acted  as  Deputy  sheriff  for  the  year  1784,  under  Phill. 
Holcombe;  in  Octob'r,  1784,  Leighton  Wood,  solicitor,  moved/or  a  Judge- 
ment against  the  said  Holcombe,  for  the  certificate  Taxes  of  1783,  and 
Received  upwards  of  £300,  notwithstanding  your  Petitioner  went  to 
the  Solicitor's  office  softie  few  days  Before  the  motion  was  to  be  made, 
and  paid  into  the  Trea'surj';  by  Receipts,  Insolvents,  and  commissions, 
more  than  the  amount' of  the  taxes  for  that  year;  and  the  said  solicitor 
informed  your  Petitioner  that  nothing  more  would  be  done  in  the  Busi- 
ness. Your  Petitioner  declares  that  he  is  satisfied  that  he  does  not  owe 
the  Public  one  shilling  for  the  certificate  taxes  of  that  year,  and  if  your 
Excellency  &  Hon'ble  Council  will  examine  the  accounts  that  you  will 
find  it  to  be  the  case.  Some  time  in  the  year  1786,  your  Petitioner  was 
acting  as  Deputy  Sheriff  under  Thomas  Flournoy;  he  received  the  Exe- 
cution against  Phill.  Holcombe  for  the  Certificate  Taxes,  and  knowing 
there  was  nothing  due  to  the  public,  and  being  advised  the  shortest  way 
to  get  Justice  done,  was  to  return  the  Execution  ready  to  Satisfy.  Your 
petitioner  did  so,  and  informed  Thomas  Flournoy  what  he  had  done, 
and  to  be  sure  to  be  particular  that  when  they  give  him  notice  for  the 
obtaining  a  Judgement  on  the  Return  for  the  certificates,  that  the  solici- 
tor had  unjustly  obtained,  as  your  Petitioner  would  then  have  come  for- 
ward before  the  General  court  and  made  his  defence.  Thomas  Flour- 
noy avers  to  j-our  Petitioner,  that  he  never  received  any  such  notice,  to 
his  knowledge,  and  did  not  know  that  there  was  such  a  Judg't  recovered 
against  him  in  the  Gen'l  Court.  Your  Petitioner  conceives  that  he  has 
been  treated  very  unjustly.  Your  Petitioner  never  Received  the  list  of 
Taxable  property  to  enable  him  to  collect  of  the  people,  untill  the  month 
of  June,  in  the  year  1784,  and  your  Petitioner  thinks  the  solicitor  has 
charged  him  Interest  from  April,  1784.  Your  Petitioner  went  to  the 
Auditor's  office  last  fall,  and  applied  to  John  Pendleton,  Esq.,  to  exam- 
ine the  acc'ts  for  that  year,  and  Mr.  Pendleton  found  a  mistake  of  nearly 
Two  hundred  pounds,  and  the  Execution  is  now  out  against  Thos.  Flour- 
noy, and  his  property  is  to  be  sold  next  Tuesday  for  upwards  of  £100, 
that  they  say  he  owes  to  the  public.  Your  Petitioner  prays  that  your 
Excellency  &  the  Hon'ble  council  will  remit  the  damages,  as  j'our  Peti- 
tioner conceives  that  the  debt  was  discharged  before  anj'  Judgement 
was  obtained.  Your  Petitioner  only  prays  for  Justice  which  ho  has  no 
Doubt  but  what  he  shall  receive.

Sir: 

A  Commission  of  the  Peace  have  been  sent  up  for  the  county  of  April  26th 
Madison  for  seven  members — only  one  of  which  will  be  the  Sheriff;  five  Madison  Co. 
of  the  other  six  resides  on  the  south  side  of  the  countj^;  &  business  of 
importance  to  come  before  us,  which  the  whole  county  is  interested  in — 
the  planing  the  Courthouse,  &  what  kind  of  buildings  shall  be  erected, 
that  some  of  the  Gents  commission  feel  an  unwillingness  to  engage  in, 
as  thej^  are  informed  the  Inhabitants  in  the  north  part  of  the  county 
are  dissatisfied,  and  say  they  are  not  Represented.  We  wish  a  Court  to 
be  composed  of  Gentlemen  Selected  from  the  Diferent  parts  of  the 
county,  that  thereby  the  county  will  be  well  accomodated  with  Magis- 
trates, a  more  general  satisfaction  given  to  the  people,  &  a  more  impar- 
tial choice  made  of  the  officers  of  the  court  &  County.  We  find  Mr. 
William  Madison  left  out  of  the  commission,  who  stands  in  a  commis- 
sion sent  up  before  the  one  that  Reuben  Fry  &  Merry  .Walker  is  in. 
Another  Magistrate  Rongly  placed  Robert  Alcock;  which  Errors,  agree- 
able to  the  mode  of  sending  out  Commissions,  cannot  be  corrected  after 
the  one  sent  us  is  carried  into  etfect.  May,  sir,  be  so  obliging  as  inform 
me  if  the  Executive  will  make  any  alterations.  I  had  a  list  of  Gents 
sent  me  the  other  day  by  Capt.  Alcock,  which  I  approve  of,  &  as  you 
are  acquainted  with  them,  I  will  inclose  it  for  your  Inspection  &  appro- 
bation, but  I  do  not  beleive  all  the  court  wishes  an  alteration  untill 
after  the  officers  of  the  court  &  county  are  chosen. 
Your  answer  by  the  first  opportunity  will  oblige,

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1793,  Wm.  Tatham  to  the  Governor. 

Dear  Sir: 

April  28th  I  returned  here  from  Knoxville  last  evening,  and  wish  to  avail 

Capt.  Craig's  myself  of  to-morrow's  Post  to  write  you.     Since  my  last  to  you,  I  wrote 

near  Abing-  ^^  q^j  Steele,  and  in  his  letter  mentioned  (for  your  information)  such 
Sunday  matters  as  I  thought  necessary  towards  the  views  of  Government.  I 
beleive  I  mentioned  the  Chickasaw  being  with  Governor  Blount,  and 
something  of  their  proposals.  I  will  renew  that  subject,  for  it  is  one 
that  cannot  be  too  much  dwelt  on,  seeing  that  they  offer  everything 
we  could  wish,  and  cverj'  advantage  they  have  power  to  give  to  the 
arms  of  the  United  States  over  their  circumjacent  Enemies.  Least  my 
last  should  have  miscarried,  I  will  recapitulate  their  folks  which  were 
received  by  the  three  warriors  now  at  Knoxville,  (or  at  least  I  left  them 
there)  and  by  them  delivered  to  Governor  Blount.  They  wish  to  take 
hold  of  the  same  war  Club  which  they  hold  to  the  end,  that  the  stroke 
on  our  Joint  enemies  (the  Creeks)  may  be  double  and  severely  felt. 

They  request  us  to  settle  a  strong  Garrison  at  the  muscle  shoals,  in 
their  own  country,  so  that  their  peojile  &  men  may  war  together,  and 
have  a  safe  place  of  retreat.  They  ask  two  pieces  of  Artillery,  and 
men  to  direct  them  in  the  use  of  them  against  the  common  foe,  with  a 
great  number  of  Blunderbusses.  They  prefer  a  state  of  poverty  and 
honesty  to  the  Kicbes  which  their  neighbors  acquire  by  means  of  plun- 
dering &  murder,  and  therefore  ask  us  to  assist  them  with  such  neces- 
saries as  we  can  spare,  inviting  us  (as  I  apprehend)  without  the  idea  of 
pecuniary  consideration,  to  settle  their  lauds  on  the  north  side  of  Ten- 
nessee, &  become  their  neighbors.  I  will  observe  on  this  invitation  that 
1  am  of  opinion  from  the  best  information,  (&  that  not  lightly  obtained) 
that  the  United  States  had  never  so  great  an  offer  made  them.  From 
the  point  of  position  waieh  they  will  give  peaceably  into  our  hands, 
commands  a  portage  of  sixteen  miles  only,  (&  I  beleive  less)  between 
the  Tennessee  and  the  navigable  waters  of  Mobile,  as  well  as  an  immense 
extent  of  country,  which  must  shoi'tly  become  the  Bone  of  Spanish 
contention,  and  facilitates  tLc  Routes  to  many  angles  on  the  JSIississippi. 
It  is  Nature's  master-piece  for  an  immense  and  i)owerful  city.  It  inter- 
cepts the  main  communication  between  the  Hostile  Tribes  of  North  and 
South.  It  secures  the  Chickasaw  and  Choctaw  Nations  as  effective 
Light  Infantry  in  our  service.  It  places  our  troops  where  they  can  be 
supplied  with  every  necessary,  even  of  native  production  with  case  from 
the  respective  western  settlements,  and  puts  us  in  a  condition  to  convoy 
heavy  artillery  (of  our  own  casting  hero),  as  well  as  armies  and  military 
supplies,  with  a  degree  of  facility  unsuspected  by  the  S]ianiards,  whenever 
the  threatening  Harm  shall  burst  on  this  (unavoidably)  devoted  country, 
this  field  of  contest  for  the  sole  exclusive  right  of  navigating  the  Missis- 
sippi.    I  have  nearly  completed  a  new  map  of  all  this  country,  as  well

as  that  of  the  Kentucky,  &  part  of  tho  N.  Western    Territory,  (the       1793. 

whole  far  exceeding  my  own  expectation)  and  shall  go  on  in  a  few  days  to    April  28th 

lay  it  before  the  President,  either  with  or  without  Governour  Blount, 

when  I  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  explaining  them  things  to  you  in 

person  in  a  better  manner  than   a  severe  headache  &  Giddiness  leaves 

me  capacity  for  at  present.     In  collecting  the  materials  for  this  work,  I 

have  stumbled  on  the  traces  of  Ferdinand   de  Soto,  and  have  satisfied 

my  mind  (beyond  doubt)  of  his  whole  rout;  but  am  clearly  of  opinion 

that  neither  the  works  on  Elk  or   Muskingum  were  his,  aided  by  well 

grounded  comparison  that  other  eanipaigns  or  Towers  of  discovery  were 

made  by  the  servants  of  Spam,  but  of  which  we  have  no  trace,  (in  great 

probability  thro'  the  total  destruction  of  such  parties  and  their  papers) 

for  we  find  that  de  Soto's  party  themselves  were  fairly  routed  by  the 

Chickasaws,  &  were  gl;id  to  make  off  from  that  justlj'  outraged  nation 

with  the  remnants  of  the  general   massacre,  and   hence  (apropos)  it  is 

said  arises  the  antipathy  of  those  Honest  Indians  against  that  people 

whose  avarice  seems  to  have  destined  the  fate  of  Montezuma  for  all  men. 

Whether,  however,  this  fact  may  be  well  or  ill  founded  in  our  History, 
&  their  oral  traditions  American  policy  seems  to  whisper,  "At  least  favor 
their  Creed."  You  will  wish  to  know  the  pi'esent  disposition  &  position 
of  our  enemies,  as  well  as  our  friends  in  this  quarter. 

I  give  it  to  you  from  good  authority  that  six  hundred  and  seventeen 
Creeks  all  on  one  day,  &  one  hundred  in  their  rear,  did  and  were  to 
cross  Tennessee  at  the  Creek  crossing  below  Cumberland  mountain  on 
that  &  the  succeeding  day,  said  to  be  intended  against  the  Cumberland 
settlements,  tho  Kentucky  settlements,  these  frontiers,  and  the  two 
Paths  of  Cumberland  &  Kentuckie.  We  are  not  yet  informed  where 
these  have  struck,  but  if  they  are  not  gone  to  Join  the  partj^  of  North- 
wards, which  have  crossed  on  Rafts  seen  on  the  Eastern  shore  of  the 
Ohio  between  the  Kanhawa  and  Sandy  Rivers,  with  a  view  to  Join  the 
General  Army  against  General  Wayne.  It  will  most  likelj^  turn  out 
that  they  have  made  sad  havock  somewhere  during  the  light  of  the 
present  moon.  I  have  no  later  information  from  Cumberland  than  the 
killing  of  Col.  Isaac  Bledsoe,  v.hieh  happened  last  Monday  week,  & 
must  have  been  before  this  party  could  have  arrived  on  Cumberland,  I 
suppose. 

The  last  man  from  Kentuckie  came  up  with  rae  yesterday;  he  left 
Pittsburg  on  the  fifteenth  of  last  month,  and  the  Kentuckie  country  on 
Monday  last,  with  a  party  of  four  Woodsmen  only.  There  followed  a 
party  of  Indians  who  wore  close  in  the  rear  of  the  last  party  who  left 
Kentuckie  on  the  20th  inst.,  but  he  thinks  they  only  wanted  the  horses 
without  a  Battle.  He  cori'oborates  tho  account  of  the  Rafts  on  this 
side  Ohio,  and  gives  the  particulai's  of  the  hard  fought  affair  lately  near 
Laurel  River,  from  the  little  girl's  account  who  had  boon  a  prisoner  and 
escaped  during  the  action.     He  says  they  were  .30  against  8  of  onr  men, 
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1793.  besides  women  and  cbildren,  who  were  all  killed  except  McFarlan  and 
April  28th    those  others  that  were  wounded. 

The  Indians,  from  the  little  girl's  account,  were  Cherokees,  encamped 
about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  Eoad;  had  two  squaws,  one  of  whom 
had  adopted  the  child,  and  that  three  of  the  party  were  white  men,  but 
whether  these  Easealls  were  tools  to  the  British  or  any  other  nation 
does  not  appear.  Six  fellows  that  were  left  at  the  camp  were  called 
for  as  re-inforcement  during  the  skirmish,  which  lasted  a  long  time. 

At  this  time  they  learnt  the  death  of  one  of  the  white  men,  who  was 
more  lamented  than  all  the  Indians  by  the  squaws,  and  during  the  agony 
of  their  Grief,  the  little  Girl  escaped,  so  much  for  this  recital. 

At  Knoxville,  you  are  allready  advised  that  Gov.  Blount  held  a  Talk 
with  Watts,  &  was  to  receive  answer  in  Twenty-one  Days  whether  the 
lower  Towns  would  send  warriors  to  Philadelphia  agreeable  to  the  Presi- 
dent's request. 

Since  this  and  before  1  left  Knoxville,  an  unfortunate  aifair  happened 
by  accident,  which  I  fear  may  change  their  Tone,  but  I  hojje  not,  so  as 
to  prevent  their  going  to  Philadelphia,  which  will  be  at  least  a  tempo- 
rary releif  from  Cherokee  mischief 

The  circumstance  was  thus : 

"The  Hanging  maw  sent  to  Governor  Blount  to  request  he  would 
send  a  party  of  Light  Horse  to  drive  the  Creeks  from  his  neighborhood, 
as  they  had  burnt  a  house  &  would  probably  do  much  mischeif  if  not 
prevented." 

The  Governor  sent  a  party  of  Rangers  there,  and  informed  the  maw 
of  it,  requesting  he  would  not  suffer  his  people  to  come  in  their  way, 
but,  if  they  had  business,  to  conform  themselves  to  the  Road,  with  his 
pass  &  without  arms. 

Thro'  some  mistake  the  Hanging  maw's  brother  (the  Bark)  &  another 
went  to  hunt  Turkeys,  fell  in  with  the  party,  and  were  both  wounded, 
but  escaped.  Another  fellow,  called  Noonday,  was  also  Killed  the  same 
night  by  mistake — supposing  him  to  be  a  Creek  on  a  stolen  horse  & 
Plunder,  instead  of  a  Bag  of  meal  which  he  had  brought  from  one  of 
our  mills,  &  was  on  his  way  home.  He  is  not  however  much  lamented, 
as  he  is  said  by  both  parties  to  have  been  amongst  the  most  mischievous. 
On  this  Occasion  Watts,  tho'  a  near  Relative,  behaved  with  great  pru- 
dence. He  sent  a  picked  party,  under  positive  orders  to  do  no  man  in- 
jury, to  enquire  into  the  mistake,  and  then  wrote  Governor  Blount  on 
the  subject. 

The  Governor  stated  tho  matter  as  it  was,  and  offered  to  make  reason- 
able satisfaction  for  tho  accident,  If  Goods  would  be  taken  by  the  Rela- 
tives of  the  deceased.  The  Express  had  started  with  this  answer  when 
I  left  Knoxville,  &  I  am  not  yet  further  inform'd  with  regard  to  news 
on  the  peaceable  side  of  public  affairs.  The  Governor  by  circular  letter 
to  the  respective  militia  captains,  has  put  the  question:  "Assembly  or 
no  Assembly  " ;  &  has  required  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  people.     I  think

it  needs  not  prophecy  to  foretell  that  it  is  a  very  improper  medium  to  1793. 
expect  an  affirmative,  tho'  for  as  militia  officers  are  created  by,  Com-  April  28th 
raanded  by,  amenable  to,  and  dependent  on  Governors,  and  as  Govern- 
ors (like  other  folks)  arc  not  Bomb-proof  against  the  charms  of  power, 
we  may  lasily  draw  the  conclusion  In  the  farce  of  the  Government 
makers.  I  forgot  to  add  on  the  military  store,  that  the  man  from  Pitts- 
burg, by  waj'  of  Kentuckie,  tells  me  that  Gen'l  Wayne,  with  Eight 
thousand  regulars  in  good  health  and  condition,  is  now  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Miamies  in  daily  expectation  of  receiving  Seven  thousand  Kentuck- 
ians  in  addition. 

If  it  is  true  that  a  Treaty  is  on  foot  with  the  Northwards,  which  is  to 
effect  a  peace  with  them.  These  Troops  are  well  situated  to  effect  a 
Junction  with  the  Chickasaws,  &  I  am  persuaded  if  my  settlement  plan 
for  colonizing  in  the  rear  of  every  conquest  or  acquisition  cou'd  be 
Joined  to  General  Wayne's  advances  thro'  this  to  the  Creek  country, 
that  there  never  wou'd  be  another  scalp  taken  by  them  on  these  fron- 
tiers, or  another  Body  of  southern  Indians  in  the  Field  of  action  on  this 
side  the  Mississippi.  But  I  have  the  misfortune  to  lament  on  this  as  on 
former  occasions,  that  I  have  neither  power,  authority  or  Funds  to  sup- 
port my  inclination  for  public  service. 

I  scrawl  this  in  great  haste.  If  anything  new  occurs  before  the 
Abingdon  mail  closes,  I  will  advise  you  of  it  in  my  next,  which  will  be 
a  letter  of  private  import.

Sir: 

Our  situation  is  rather  alarming — not  a  Gun  mounted,  and  no  mill-  Norfolk 
tia  torm'd;  that  a  very  small  arm'd  force  would  be  able  to  lay  us  under 
contribution.  There  lies  on  my  land,  which  I  removed  there  by  order 
of  the  Executive  some  time  ago,  about  twenty  cannon — mostly  six- 
pounders  belonging  to  the  state;  and  Seventeen,  Eighteen,  &  24-pound- 
ers  belonging  to  the  United  States,  which  I  was  directed  also  to  take 
care  of  Some  of  the  Guns  are  spiked,  but  could  soon  be  put  in  order. 
It  was  intended  to  have  built  a  house  to  jjut  the  guns  under  cover,  but 
as  thej'  were  fired  frequentlj',  I  saved  that  expenee,  &  have  the  money 
now  lying  by  me  for  tho  sales  of  some  broken  cannon,  which,  wou'd 
answer  to  put  a  few  of  the  Guns  in  order,  if  your  Exc'y  &  councill  will 
please  to  direct  it.  An  arm'd  vessel,  in  tho  situation  they  are  now  in, 
cou'd  take  them  from  us.  We  have  no  shot  fitting  for  them,  if  it  shou'd 
be  deemed  proper  to  fit  them  up. 
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1793.  Your  Exc'y  will  be  so  good  as  lo  send  us  some  of  six,  twelve,  &  Bigh- 

April  29th    teen  pounds  weight;  powder  can  be  got  here  as  cheap  as  anywhere.     I 

shou'd  also  be  glad  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  put  the  muskets  I  have 

into  good  housekeeper's   hands — taking  their  notes  for  a  safe  return  or 

pay  the  value  of  them. 

Mr.  Heron  will  inform  you  of  some  very  interesting  news  from 
Charleston.  We  are  much  at  a  loss  how  to  act  here,  &  shall  be  obliged 
for  your  opinion.  It  appears  by  the  Treaties  with  Holland  &  France, 
that  both  have  power  to  arm  vessels  in  our  Ports,  &  to  soli  prizes.  I 
shall  be  happy  to  hear  from  you  as  soon  as  possible,  as  vessels  arm'd  will 
be  daily  coming  in.  If  your  Exc'y  will  please  to  send  commissions  for 
the  artillery  eompanj^  &  Light  Infantry,  they  wou'd  be  immediately 
raised;  with  directions  what  kind  of  caps  they  are  to  wear.  1  thought 
it  ray  duty  to  give  this  information;  if  I  have  erred,  you'll  I  hope 
excuse —

May  5th  O"  reciving  your  instructions  by  express,  I  came  in  to  hurry  the 

Mont-  Troops  into  service.  The  officers  not  being  ordered  out  in  April,  ex- 
gomery  pgcted  not  to  be  called  upon  ;  had  set  some  of  their  men  at  Liberty, 
which  I  am  afraid  will  make  it  a  little  difficult  to  complete  the  companys 
in  a  very  short  time,  Capt.  Hawkins  is  absent.  A  fee  days  before  the 
Express  came  up,  he  had  set  out  for  the  mouth  of  the  Kenhawa;  nor 
do  I  know  when  he  will  return.  I  have  given  the  necessary  orders  to 
his  subalterns.  How  his  quota  is  to  be  got  I  know  not,  and  am  at  a  loss 
to  know  untill  I  receive  j'our  Excellency's  orders  who  has  a  right  in 
case  he  does  not  return  to  take  his  command.  I  expect  his  subalterns 
may  raise  their  Quotas,  &  not  more;  in  that  case,  the  sooner  an  officer 
is  appointed  the  better.  In  your  letter  Dated  27th  March,  you  wished 
to  know  whether  I  ordered  Capt.  Hawkins  to  take  the  command  of  my 
company  for  the  winter  season,  or  not.  When  I  went  out  &  had  the

After  trying  in  vain  to  dispose  of  a  draft  hero  for  the  amount  of  my  May  6th 
account  for  the  last  quarter,  I  draw  in  favor  of  Col.  Gamble,  of  Rich-  ?^^!f.' 
mond,  in  hopes  he  would  have  been  able  to  have  obtained  the  means  of 
remitting  to  me  from  thence,  which,  howevei-,  he  has  iiot  hitherto  been 
able  to  do,  tho'  in  daily  expectation  of  procuring  a  Bill.  Under  these 
circumstances,  I  was  applied  to  by  Gen.  Irvine  for  a  Bill  in  your  favour 
for  One  hundred  &  fifty-one  dollars  &  2-100,  for  which  he  gave  me  the 
money.  And  I  delivered  him  a  note  addressed  to  your  Excellency,  re- 
quiring the  Amount  might  be  paid  you  on  my  account  from  the  Treas- 
ury, chargeable  to  me  for  contingencies  of  office.  I  would  have  drawn 
on  Col.  Gamble,  but  was  fearful  he  might  have  remitted  before  my  draft 
would  get  to  your  hands.  I  would  not  have  taken  this  liberty,  had  I

Sir: 
Council  The  blank  numbers  at  the  head  of  the  blank  militia  commissions  were 

introduced  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  relative  rank  of  the  com- 
mandants of  regiments  and  Battalions  where  their  commissions  might 
bear  date  the  same  day,  and  with  the  expectation  that  the  same  princi- 
ple would  prevail  in  establishing  the  rank  of  Captains  and  Subalterns, 
whose  regimental  rank  had  been  ascertained  by  the  recommendation  or 
otherwise.  I  was  warranted  in  having  them  printed  in  that  manner  by 
the  enclosed  note  in  a  handwriting  well  known  to  the  Board. 

My  own  idea  of  the  establishment  of  rank  in  pursuance  of  this  mode 
is  that  a  prior  number  corresponding  with  prior  date,  or  a  prior  number 
of  two  commissions  of  the  same  date  should  have  superior  rank,  the 
priority  of  number  in  case  of  equal  pretension  from  date  to  be 
ascertained  bj^  lot.  This  was  intended  as  a  regulation  of  the  Board, 
the  effect  of  an  impartial  plan  to  ascertain  the  relative  rank  of  every 
officer  in  the  state.  It  does  not  become  me  to  say  what  that  plan  should 
be.  I  beg  permission,  however,  to  suggest  that  generally  as  it  respects 
the  commandants  of  Regiments  and  Battalions,  and  even  of  companies, 
the  Register  of  militia  commissions  in  this  office  would  be  a  good  guide 
to  a  proper  decision.  This  would  however  be  a  work  of  time.  No 
very  great  injustice  or  inconvenience  would  arise  from  the  subaltern 
officers  ranking  agreeably  to  the  number  and  date  of  their  commissions. 
To  be  bettor  understood,  it  was  expected  that  the  commissions  of  the 
Commandants  of  Regiments  should  bo  numbered  froni  1  to  81  in  due 
progression;  the  Commandants' of  Battalions  from  1  to  162;  and  the 
Commandants  of  Companies,  the  Lieutenants  and  Ensigns,  from  1  to 
the  whole  number  necessary  to  the  complete  officering  of  the  81  Regi- 
ments, the  artillery  and  cavahy  included.

A.  Lewis  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 

Two  days  past  I  wrote  you,  but  by  an  uncertain  opportunity'.  I 
came  in  to  endeavor  to  hurry  the  troops  out,  but  tind  them  difficult  to 
get.  By  their  not  being  ordered  into  service  when  it  was  expected,  the 
officers  have  let  a  number  of  them  at  liberty.  Never  was  men  more 
wanted.  Since  I  wrote  you,  the  Indians  have  stolen  some  horses  & 
killed  Cattle  on  Bluestone.  I  find  I  cannot  without  keeping  the  Tribes 
too  long  unguarded,  wait  for  the  companies  being  completed  before 
mustered,  &  shall  order  them  to  march  in  small  Detachments,  and  mus- 
tered in  that  manner.  Another  difficulty  is  in  the  way.  Capt.  Haw- 
kins, a  few  days  before  the  express  came  up,  had  sett  off  for  the  mouth 
of  the  Kanhawa;  nor  does  any  person  know  the  men  he  has  enlisted,  & 
am  at  a  loss  how  to  proceed,  or  how  get  his  Quota.

The  humble  petition  of  Angelia  Barnett  Sheweth  that  your  Richmond 
unhappy  petioner  now  under  sentence  of  Death,  is  with  child  b}'  a  cer-  Jail 
tain  Jacob  Valentine,  who  was  a  debtor  arrested  by  the  sheriff  of  Hen- 
rico, by  virtue  of  an  execution,  and  committed  to  the  Jail  of  this  city 
about  the  first  of  November  last,  1792.  That  your  petitioner  about 
that  time  was  over  persuaded,  &  yielded  to  the  desires  of  the  said  Val- 
entine in  repeated  acts  of  coition  for  the  term  of  three  weeks,  when  the 
said  Valentine  was  discharged  by  payment  of  the  debt;  and  again  some 
time  in  the  month  of  February  last,  1793,  he  was  committed  to  Jail  as 
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1793.  aforesaid,  and  from  the  connections  your  petitioner  have  had  with  him, 
May  9th  she  is  fully  confident  of  now  bearing  a  live  child,  and  therefore  humbly 
&  penitontially  implores  your  generous  mercj-  &  Pardon,  the  more 
especiallj'  for  the  preservation  of  the  Guiltless  infant  your  unhappy 
petitioner  now  carries,  which  she  humbly  prays  maj'  not  be  murdered 
by  her  execution,  but  at  least  to  grant  iier  a  respite  until  the  child  is 
born,  and  confiding  in  the  mercj'  of  your  Excellencies,  she  continues  to 
pray. 


May  10th  Bailey  &  Stone,  Inspectors  of  Tobacco  at  Colchester  Warehouse, 
Petition  to  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Members  op  the 
Privy  Council. 

The  petition  of  Bayley  and  Stone,  Inspectors  of  Tobacco  at  Colches- 
ter Warehouse,  Humbly  Slieweth,  That  some  time  in  the  month  of  Oc- 
tober, 1792,  your  petitioners  received  notice  from  the  auditor  of  public 
accounts  that  at  the  General  Court  then  next  ensuing,  a  motion  would 
be  made  against  them  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  penalty  of 
Five  hundred  pounds,  which  it  was  supposed  they  had  incurred  in  con- 
sequence of  their  failing  to  account  for  and  pay  into  the  Treasury  the 
duties  on  Tobacco  collected  hy  them  between  the  1st  day  of  October, 
1790,  and  the  1st  day  of  October,  1791;  That  your  petitioners  shortly 
afterwards,  and  before  the  motion  was  made,  paid  into  the  Treasury  the 
sum  of  £53  11,  the  balance  which  thej'  supposed  to  be  due  from  them 
on  account  of  the  said  Duties,  and  supposed  that  the  auditor  would  re- 
linquish the  motion  for  the  penalty;  but  your  petitioners,  to  their  very 
great  surprize,  have  since  found  that  Judgement  was  actually  ordered 
against  them  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds,  and  the  Execution 
issued  thereon  with  an  Indorsement  that  no  security  is  to  be  taken,  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff;  That  since  the  Judgement  was  obtained, 
your  petitioners  have  paid  into  the  Treasury  the  sum  of  £28,  which 
they  had  paid  out  of  the  said  duties  for  a  Beam  scales  and  weights,  but 
which  the  auditor  refused  to  allow  in  their  account,  although  it  was 
sworn  to  before  a  magistrate  of  the  county,  because  these  articles  had 
been  procured  without  an  order  of  Court;  That  your  Petitioners  have 
thus  paid  into  the  Treasury  more  than  was  due  from  them.  Your  peti- 
tioners readily  admit  that  they  did  not  settle  the  account  for  the  said 
Duties  on  the  Day  prescribed  by  law,  but  they  bog  leave  to  observe  that 
whilst  the  duties  on  Tobacco  were  high,  and  the  surplus  in  their  hands 
considerable,  they  regularly  settled  their  accounts  annually;  That  their 
not  doing  it  in  the  present  instance,  did  not  proceed  from  a  design  to 
make  use  of  the  publick  money,  but  from  an  Idea  that  as  the  reduction 
of  the  duties  had  left  only  a  small  surplus  in  their  hands,  it  would  not 
be  necessary  to  settle  their  accounts  so  often,  and  they   would  thereby

avoid  a  part  of  the  trouble  and  expense  of  attending  in  Rieiimond  for       1793. 
that  purpose,  and  that  your  petitioners  under  this  idea  did  actuallj'  pay    May  10th 
the  duties  of  1790  and  1791,  at  the  same  time,  as  will  appear  from  the 
auditor's  books,  and  ihey  supposed  that  no  objection  would  be  made  to 
their  acting-  in  the  same  manner  in  future. 

Your  petitioners  humbly  conceive  that  if  they  have  not  complied 
with  the  letter  of  the  law,  j^et  as  it  must  be  evident  from  their  conduct 
that  they  have  endeavoured  faithfully  to  discharge  their  dutj^,  that  it  would 
be  unjust  to  subject  them  to  the  payment  of  so  great  a  penalty;  That 
your  j)etitioners  humbly  conceive  that  the  punishment  is  greatly  dispro- 
portioned  to  the  offence,  and  expressly  repugnant  to  that  Articje  of  our 
Bill  of  Rights,  which  declares  "  that  excessive  fines  shall  not  be  imposed." 

Your  petitioners  having  paid  the  Costs  of  the  motion  against  them, 
humbly  pray  that  the  fine  may  be  remitted;  and  as  in  duty  bound,  &c. 

The  facts  set  forth  in  this  Pet'n  are  truly  stated.

James  Wood  to  the  Governor.  jj     ^q^^ 

Sir: 

On  Monday  last,  a  party  of  Indians  made  an  incursion  into  this  Clarksburg 
neighborhood.     They  passed  through  a  settlement  generally  supposed  Harrison  Co. 
to  be  the  most  exposed,  without  any  mischief,  and  afterwards  made  an 
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1793.       attack  upon  one Waggoner,  who  was  ploughing  in  his  field  ;  they 

May  10th  fired  on  him,  but  he  escaped,  and  endeavored  to  get  to  the  house,  which 
he  tound  surrounded  by  the  Enemy.  A  party  of  voluntiers  were  soon 
collected,  who  found  Waggoner's  wife  &  three  of  the  eldest  children 
killed  and  scalped,  the  other  three  taken  prisoners.  The  party  endeav- 
ored to  follow  their  trail,  but  without  effect,  as  they  took  no  horses,  and 
appeared  to  be  remarkabl}'  cautious.  I  am  inclined  to  think  they  are 
still  concealed  in  the  mountains;  will  make  another  stroke,  and  provide 
themselves  with  horses  before  they  take  their  final  departure,  as  they 
took  from  Waggoner's,  Pewter  and  many  other  heavj'  articles.  I  have 
Just  received  certain  accounts  that  diiferent  parties  of  Indians  have 
been  discovered  on  the  Ohio.  They  took  horses  at  one  place  but  being 
closely  pursued  they  killed  the  horses,  and  escai^ed.  From  the  reports 
of  the  scouts,  1  am  in  constant  expectation  that  a  severe  stroke  will  be 
made  somewhere  on  the  frontier;  where  it  will  fall  is  uncertain,  as  the 
last  attack  was  made  where  least  expected,  and  where  the  unfortunate 
people  thought  themselves  in  perfect  safety.  I  have  been  along  the 
frontier  of  this  county  and  Randolph,  have  mustered  the  vohinlicr 
militia,  and  determined  to  see  every  man  in  service,  and  to  visit  every 
exposed  settlement  in  the  District  before  I  return,  which  I  expect  will 
be  by  the  10th  of  June  at  farthest.  The  people  in  this  couniy  are 
greatly  alarmed,  and  numbei-s  of  them  seem  determined  to  abandon  the 
settlements.  I  have  seen  a  very  reputable  young  man,  an  Inhabitant  of 
this  county,  who  left  Kentucky  about  16  days  ago;  he  informs  that  one 
of  the  frontier  stations  in  that  state  was  lately-  taken  by  the  Indians; 
that  19  were  Killed  &  one  wounded,  who  escaped.  My  informant  was 
at  the  Burial  of  the  dead.  He  further  informs  that  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  persons  have  been  Killed  and  taken  in  the  Wilderness.  General 
Wayne,  with  the  army  under  his  Command,  have  gone  down  the  River; 
it  is  supposed  they  are  to  take  post  at  Fort  Washington.

measures  which  must  lead  to  considerable  expcncos,  for  which   there  i.s    May  10th 
neither  authority  nor  appropriation   by  the  Legislature  of  the  United

Sir: 

Your  Exc'y's  favor  of  the  8th,  with  the  Commissions  for  the  militia  Norfolk 
officers,  I  received  &  return  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  attention  to 
this  place.  I  now  inclose  a  list  of  the  cannon  that  I  had  the  care  of, 
and  will  proceed  to  drill  those  that  arc  spiked,  &  put  the  whole  in  order 
for  mounting.  I  have  requested  Mr.  Rob't  Andrews  to  furnish  a  chart 
of  our  river,  as  he  drew  an  accurate  one  by  order  of  the  Governor  & 
council  during  the  last  war.  I  think  there  is  one  in  the  Council  office 
now.  If  two  field  pieces  could  be  sj)ared,  they  would  be  of  great  Ser- 
vice, as  they  could  bu  carried  from  point  to  point  where  they  might  be 
wanting;  two  would  be  of  great  service  in  Princess  Anne,  also  to  be 
kept  near  the  Cape.  A  sloop  from  Barbadoes  was  drove  on  shore  a  few 
days  ago,  &  had  three  men  drowned.  She  was  bound  to  Alexandria. 
The  most  proper  j)laces  in  our  river  for  defence,  are  Old  Point  Comfort 
&  Point  Nelson — the  place  where  the  old  Point  stood,  nearly  opposite  to 
us,  &  half  a  mile  out  of  Portsmouth.  If  the  ten-pounders  were  mounted 
at  the  first  place  &  the  twelves  at  the  last,  I  think  they  would  answer 
every  purpose.  &  1  could  wish  to  have  the  nine-pounders  &  the  four 
sixs  mounted  &  kept  in  the  Town  ready  for  any  occasion,  &  they  cou'd 
be  removed,  if  necessary,  to  any  point  on  the  River.  Such  carriages  as 
can  be  spared  &  as  many  as  you  may  think  proper  to  send,  will  be  very 
acceptable,  as  we  have  none.  As  to  the  quantity  of  powder  &  shot  your 
Ex'cy  will  please  to  Judge  of;  what  is  not  used  will  be  safely  kept.  I 
have  given  the  caliber  of  the  Guns  for  the  size  of  the  shot.  I  have  pur- 
.  chased  near  ten  thousand  flints,  in  expectation  that  thej'  might  be 
wanting;  should  it  be  the  case  they  shall  be  forwarded  to  your  orders. 
I  shall  be  glad  of  instructions  from  time  to  time,  in  what  manner  I  am 
to  conduct  myself  in  ease  of  fitting  armed  vessels  and  raising  men  here. 
I  think  a  Brig  or  Schooner  of  Ten  Guns  would  be  of  Great  service,  & 
keep  small  privatiers  &  pirates  at  their  distance.  As  to  the  Frigates  & 
ships  of  war,  there  is  no  danger  of  their  infringing  the  laws  of  Nations 
&  capturing  Prizes  in  our  Territories.  A  vessel  of  this  kind  with  a  few 
additional  hands,  exchanged  for  the  present  cutter,  wou'd  incur  but  a 
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1793.        small  expense,  as  the  four-pounders  wou'd  be  very  suitable  for  the  pur- 
May  11th    pose.     I  shall   bo  happy  to  render  any  service  in  my  power,  which  may 
be  thought  proper  to  instrust  me  with.

May  13th  The  President  of  the  United  States  having  been  pleased  to  commimi- 
Bichmond  eate  to  me,  that  a  Treat}'  will  be  held  with  the  hostile  Indian  tribes  on 
or  about  the  first  day  of  June,  at  Lower  Sandusky;  and  it  being  essen- 
tial as  well  to  promote  the  important  objects  of  the  said  Treaty  as  to 
secure  the  personal  safety  of  the  commissioners  employed  in  the  nego- 
ciation  thereof,  that  no  hostile  incursion  shall  be  made  by  the  citizens  of 
this  Commonwealth  into  or  near  the  Indian  country,  north  of  the  River 
Ohio,  I  have  thought  proper  to  issue  this,  my  Proclamation,  by  and  with 
advice  of  the  Council  of  state,  requiring  the  Good  people  of  this  Com- 
monwealth to  avoid  all  hostile  incursions  into  or  near  the  Indian  country, 
North  of  the  Ohio,  until  the  issue  of  the  said  Treaty  is  known  and 
made  publick.  And  I  do  moreover  require  all  oflScers,  civil  and  military, 
to  be  vigilant  in  preventing  such  incursions,  as  well  as  in  promoting  to 
the  utmost  of  their  authority  the  objects  of  the  said  Treaty,  and  the 
Safety  of  the  commissioners  negociating  the  same. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  under  the  seal  of  the  Commonwealth,  at 
Richmond,  this  thirteenth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  One 
thousand  Seven  hundred  and  ninety-three,  and  of  the  Commonwealth 
the  seventeenth.

Jos.  Howell  to  the  Secretary  of  War.  May  15th 

Sir: 

The  accounts  presented  by  the  Executive  of  the  Commonwealth  of  War 
Virginia  for  pay,  rations,  &c.  ot  the  mihtia  called  out  for  the  defence  of -"^^g^Q ™  j"*' 
the  counties  of  Montgomery,  Wythe,  Russell,  &c.,  in  1792,  are  now  ant's  office 
under  examination,  and  will  be  closed  in  a  few  days.  The  pay  charged 
by  the  state  exceeds  that  allowed  by  the  United  States,  but  as  far  as  the 
examination  is  made,  I  am  led  to  beleive  that  the  amount  will  be  about 
27,000  dollars.  The  United  States  have  already  advanced  6,362  dollars 
&  2  Cents.  I  therefore  conclude  no  danger  can  arise  on  paying  the 
draft  presented  you.  The  informal  manner  of  presenting  copies  of 
accounts  in  lieu  of  the  originals,  is  so  great  a  deviation  from  established 
principles  that  I  have  to  beseech  you  will  impress  on  the  Executive  of 
the  state  the  impropriety  of  the  measure,  and  endeavor  to  procure  in 
the  present  instance  the  originals,  as  I  cannot  be  Justified  in  settling 
accounts  on  such  evidence,  unless  where  the  originals  are  lost.  In  this 
instance  I  have  taken  the  advice  of  the  comptroller  of  the  United 
States,  who  has  verbally  consented  that  the  accounts  may  be  acted  upon, 
but  still  wishes  the  originals  may  be  procured.  He  has  directed  me  in 
all  future  eases  to  suspend  a  settlement.  I  have  further  to  request  that 
the  muster-rolls  of  Lieutenant  Willoughby  and  Mr.  Gavock's  detachment, 
also  the  Russell  county  militia  may  be  forwarded,  as  I  cannot  ascertain 
the  term  of  service  with  that  precision  required. 

I  also  wish  you  to  inform  the  Governor  that  in  no  one  instance  in  the 
present  case  have  the  county  Lieuts.  complied  with  your  instructions 
relative  to  mustering  the  scouts.  If  they  do  not  act  agreeably  to  direc- 
tions, the  accounts  for  the  future  cannot  pass.

If,  however,  they  should  make  the  invasion  as  stated,  it  would  be  indis- 
pensiblo  to  oppose  their  parties  with  an  adequate  force,  ot  which  as  it 
relates  to  the  frontiers  of  Virginia,  your  Excellency  must  be  the  Judge. 
The  accountant  of  the  War  Dej^artment  did  not  report  until  yesterday 
upon  the  accounts  of  Virginia  owing  as  he  says  to  the  business  of  the 
recruiting  officers  before  him.  The  bill  in  behalf  of  the  state  for  fifteen 
Thousand  Dollars  in  favor  of  John  Hopkins,  will  be  paid.  But  as  no 
person  is  authorized  by  the  Treasury  to  accept  Bills  of  this  nature,  I 
must  enti-eat  that  no  more  be  drawn,  as  it  may  be  out  of  my  power  to 
order  payment. 

The  Balance  of  this  account  as  stated  by  the  accountant  shall  be 
transmitted  through  the  loan  officer  of  Virginia.  The  difference  between 
the  sum  charged  and  the  sum  paid  will  be  accounted  for  by  the  report 
of  the  accountant  herein  enclosed.

Benj'm'n  Biggs  to  the  Goveenor.  May  16th 

Sir: 

On  the  first  Monday  of  this  present  month,  the  court  proceeded  to  Ohio  County 
a  second  Recommendation  of  militia  ofHcers  for  this  county;  But  not 
willing  to  make  a  county  charge  for  conveying  them  to  Government,  as 
they  have  been  at  the  Expence  of  sending  One  Express  on  the  like  Busi- 
ness, but  thought  projjer  to  forward  one,  and  prays  that  it  may  become 
a  state  charge;  that  he  be  paid  out  of  the  Publick  Treasur}-,  as  we  live 
at  so  great  a  distance  from  Government  and  labor  under  many  Inconve- 
niencies  which  our  Interior  fellow-citizens  feel  not. 

We  might  have  waited  for  a  more  convenient  opportunity,  But  the 
Emergency  of  the  times  Require  that  our  militia  should  be  officered- 
About  ten  daj's  past,  two  parties  of  Indians  were  discovered  hy  our 
scouts;  one  party  of  Eight  Snapped  at  two  of  our  scouts — the  other 
party  of  Indians,  consisting  of  Eighteen,  fell  in  with  five  ot  our  men,  on 
which  a  skirmish  ensued — our  men  retreated  without  loss;  But  think 
they  killed  two  of  the  Enemy.  They  were  pursued  a  considerable  dis- 
tance. About  the  same  time,  a  party  crossed  the  Ohio  near  the  Mingo 
bottom — gathered  a  number  of  Horses;  But  being  surprised  (as  we  sup- 
pose), left  them  at  the  River-side  with  one  which  they  killed,  and  then 
made  their  escape. 

The  court  having  neglected  to  set  the  Capt's  names  on  the  Recom- 
mendations according  to  the  Rank  they  formerly  Bore,  (and  I  Beleive 
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1793.       the  Subalterns  are,)  I  therefore  take  the  liberty  to  Inclose  a  List  of  the 
May  16th     Captains'  Names,  and   have  numbered  them  according  to  their  former 
Rank,  as  I  Expect  their  commissions  will  be  numbered. 

I  would  thank  your  Excellency  to  Dispatch  the  Bxpi-eas,  Mr.  Suther- 
land, as  quickly  as  possible,  as  he  is  unacquainted  with  the  Business.

I  have  there- 
fore to  request  your  reply  fully  on  this  subject  as  soon  as  possible.

Sir: 

According  to  the  tenor  of  the  Proclamation  issued  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  &  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  it  appears  to  mo  that 
the  civil  authority  is  required  to  use  all  lawful  means  to  prevent  Ameri- 
can Citizens  from  any  interference  in  the  war  now  carried  on  by  certain 
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European  powers.  I  therefore  think  it  is  my  duty  to  acquaint  you  that  1793. 
here  are  the  Masters  of  two  British  vessels  hitely  taken  by  an  armed  Blay  16th 
schooner,  under  French  colors,  on  board  of  which  armed  vessel  was  one 
Jnnels,  who  acted  as  Lieutenant  of  Marines  in  the  capture  of  the  said 
vessels,  &  who  is  now  in  this  Borough  at  Mr.  Cannons,  and  to  submit  to 
your  consideration  whether  such  conduct  comes  within  tiie  meaning  of 
the  said  proclamation,  and  whether  the  said  Innels  should  not  be  pre- 
vented from  returning  to  acts  of  Hostilitj'  against  British  subjects.

May  21st  On  the  9th  Inst.,  being  then   within   Eight  miles  of  Mr.  Mann's,  I 

Lewisburg  ^vrote  him,  enclosed  your  letter  to  him  of  the  30th  nlto.,  and  ordered 
him  to  be  in  readiness  to  march  with  his  Detachment  as  early  as  possi- 
ble. He  is  now  here,  and  informs  me  he  will  be  able  to  march  about  the 
first  of  June.  I  will  order  him  to  the  Point.  The  Inhabitants  of  this 
county  seem  not  apprehensive  of  much  danger.  Two  scouts  below  the 
mouth  of  Greenbrier  and  six  men  in  a  settlement  in  Strowels  country 
will  satisfy  them.  Col.  Donnoly  is  immediately  from  Kanhawa.  No 
damage  has  been  done  there  lately,  tho'  the  Inhabitants  are  under  con- 
siderable apprehensions.  Mr.  Kclley,  Capt.  Caperton's  Ensign,  made  a 
tour  thro'  the  county  between  Kanawa  and  Guyandotte,  returned  up 
the  Ohio  to  Point  Pleasant,  and  saw  no  Indian  nor  sign;  this  must  have 
been  a  fortnight  ago.  Capt.  Caperton  and  myself  will  set  out  from  this 
place  to-morrow  morning  to  meet  a  small  jiarty  of  his  soldiers,  who  I 
flatter  myself  will  conduct  us  safely  to  Elk;  from  whence  I  will  proba- 
bly go  by  water  to  the  Point.  I  saw  Mr.  Hawkins  on  his  return  from 
the  Point,  who  told  me  he  saw  Gen'l  Wayne  with  the  army  pass  that 
place — the  number  about  700.

Sir: 

I  am   directed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  address        War 
your  Excellency  on  the  following  subject:  Department 

A  case  has  lately  occurred  in  this  vicinity  vyhich  required  the  interpo- 
sition of  the  General  Government,  and  as  similar  cases  may  arise  in 
other  places,  it  is  necessary  that  some  uniform,  adequate,  and  prompt 
remedy  should  be  provided  and  operate  throughout  the  United  States. 

An  armed  vessel  of  one  of  the  powers  engaged  in  the  present  war, 
captured  a  ship  of  another,  lying  in  the  Bay  of  Delaware,  and  conse- 
quently under  the  protection  of  the  United  States.  Both  duty  and 
honor  required  that  the  Government  should  cause  the  captured  vessel  to 
be  restored,  which  the  minister  residing  here  of  the  power,  whose  vessel 
Committed  the  aggression,  has  very  readily  undertaken  to  have  done. 
But  as  this  remedy  may  not  be  adapted  to  every  case,  and  especially  to 
distant  ones,  some  other  is  to  be  resorted  to  of  more  universal  applica- 
tion. 

The  capture  of  vessels  being  generally  the  consequence  of  an  attack 
or  combat,  and  that  by  an  armed  and  foreign  force,  is  in  its  nature,  if 
committed  within  our  territory,  a  military  aggression,  and  to  be  re- 
pressed by  the  military  force  of  the  nation.  The  standing  power  of  the 
union  is  its  militia,  and  this  is  everywhere  at  hand  to  meet  every  viola- 
tion of  the  national  protection.  To  yoift-  Excellency,  therefore,  as  the 
head  of  the  militia  of  the  state  of  Virginia,  the  President  of  the  United 
States  confides  the  charge  of  interposing  in  all  cases  of  hostility  com- 
mitted between  the  belligerent  parties  within  the  protection  of  3'our 
state.  Desiring  that  you  would  bo  pleased  with  the  aid  of  your  militia 
to  detain  the  jaarties  first  aggressing,  until  you  could  communicate  the 
case  to  the  President  with  the  evidences  in  writing,  which  may  estab- 
lish the  facts  for  his  ultimate  decision  thereon,  This  you  may  be  assured 
of  receiving  with  all  the  dispatch  circumstances  may  admit.

Inconsequence  of  a  repvosentalion  to  the  President  of  the  United     May  24th 
States  that  lately  at  the  Port  of  Charleston,  in  South  Carolina,  two         War 
vessels  were  commissioned,  equipped,  and  armed  as  Privateers  on  behalf      ^  ^ 
of  one  of  the  belligerent  powers  named  in  his  proclamation  ;  the  same, 
together  with  the  nature  and   tendency  of  suoh  conduct  have  engaged 
his  serious  attention   and   deliberation.      The   President    deeming  the 
toleration  of  such  a  practice  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  duties  of  neu- 
tralitj^  and   with   the  preservation   of  the  peace  of  the  nation,  and  the 
same  not  being  required  by  any  Treaty  of  the  United  States,  he  has 
concluded  that  eifectual  measures  ought  to  be  adopted  and  pui'sued  to 
prevent  a  repetition  of  it. 

And  inasmuch  as  such  a  proceeding  by  any  of  the  parties  at  War  or 
their  subjects  or  citizens  is  an  infraction  of  the  Jurisdiction  and  rights 
of  the  United  States,  which  would  fall  within  the  pi-inciple  and  remedy 
in  the  case  stated  in  my  letter  of  the  23d  instant. 

I  am  fully  instructed  by  the  President  of  the  United  Stales  to  signify 
to  your  Excellency  in  your  capacity  of  commander-in-chief  of  the  mili- 
tia of  your  state  his  desire  and  request,  that  if  the  practice  which  has 
been  mentioned  should  at  anj'  time  occur  in  your  stale,  you  will  effectu- 
ally interpose  to  put  a  stop  to  it;  and  in  order  thereto,  that  you  will 
detain  an}'  vessel  in  respect  to  which  the  proceeding  shall  take  place,  and 
will  be  pleased  to  notify  him  of  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  the 
steps  which  3'ou  may  have  taken,  to  the  end  that  he  may  give  such 
further  directions  thereon  as  may  appear  proper.

Sir: 

I  duly  received  your  Bxc'y's  Letter  of  the  22d,  and  am  truly  sorry  Norfolk 
no  provision  is  made  by  the  General  Government  for  defence  of  the  Sea 
Ports.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  have  a 
few  Guns  mounted  to  keep  peace  and  order  among  the  different  nations 
now,  and  that  will  be  hereafter  in  our  parts.  If  your  Ex'cy  will  permit 
the  nine-pounder  and  the  fours  to  be  mounted,  I  think  it  will  have  a 
good  effect — in  many  eases,  the  manning  of  our  artillery  company  re- 
quires them  to  exercise  with.  Our  use  for  them  are  for  our  own  pro- 
tection &  keeping  ye  peace;  as  to  the  keeping  them  safe,  they  must  be 
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1793.  housed  in  the  Town  where  the  watch  can  guard  them  in  their  rounds — 
May  24th  this  is  the  only  method  I  know  of  at  present.  If  a  small  party  of  ten 
men  could  be  obtained,  they  wou'd  answer  all  purposes,  as  the  militia 
alone  can  be  called  out,  if  necessary.  I  beg  leave  to  observe  that  all  the 
cannon  I  have  made  return  of,  are  now  exposed  to  every  malicious 
Enemy,  on  a  point  oj^posite  this  Town.  It  was  contemplated  by  the 
Executive  to  have  a  house  built  over  them,  but  from  the  frequent  firing 
them,  I  thought  it  useless;  by  which  means,  the  balance  remained  in  my 
hands — this  will  mount  the  three  I  proposed.  If  you  would  be  so  good 
as  to  send  such  carriages  down  as  will  suit,  if  they  should  be  out  of  re- 
pair, they  can  be  done  here  as  cheap  as  anywhere.  Should  these  guns 
be  mounted,  we  shall  want  powder  and  shot  for  them,  as  wo  have  none. 
I  have  had  y'r  proclamation  printed  in  hand-Bills  &  sent  it  to  many 
places  where  our  newspapers  are  not  taken,  &  I  beleive  it  has  had  a  good 
effect.  The  muskets  I  have  distributed  to  the  militia,  taking  a  receipt 
for  their  return  when  called  for,  or  the  value  if  lost. 

I  inclose  you  a  copy  of  my  ac't,  which  will  show  the  balance  due  the 
state.

To  his  Excellenc}-  Henry  Lee,  Esq.,  Gov'r  of  Virginia,  &  JEonbl.  Coun- 
cil: 


May  27th 


Sir: 

I  am  compelled  from  the  peculiar  situation  in  which  I  am  at    Eichmond 
this  time  placed,  to  address  your  Excellency  &  Council;  humbly  hoping     p^   ?^^ 
that  your  well-known  lenity  and  indulgence  will,  after  a  true  recital  of 
mj'  affairs,  be  extended  to  me  in  as  full  a  manner  as  the  strict  duties  of 
your  office  will  permit,  and  the  immergency  of  ray  situation  require. 

I  was  honored  by  j'our  Excellency  and  Honbl.  board  in  being  permit- 
ted to  become  the  purchaser  of  a  damaged  brass  Gunn,  then  lying  at 
Taylor's  Ferry,  in  Hanover  county ;  which  purchase  1  made  in  January, 
1792,  and  at  considerable  loss  of  time,  labour,  and  expense,  I  brought  it 
to  this  place — for  which  said  Gunn,  your  assistant  clerk,  Mr.  Samuel 
Coleman,  called  on  me  for  my  Bond,  which  I  chearfully  granted  your 
Excellency  for  the  sum  of  £75  6  8,  payable  on  demand.  Not  long  since, 
I  received  a  notice  from  John  Pendleton,  Esq.,  auditor,  informing  me

May  27th  cute  work  in  a  masterly  manner,  take  much  time  &  is  attended  with 
great  expence  and  labour;  the  short  time  I  have  been  employed,  the 
situation  of  my  foundery  at  present,  together  with  samples  of  my  work 
already  executed,  must  and  I  trust  will  convince  any  person  acquainted 
with  the  business,  that  my  exertions  have  been  great.  My  knowledge 
of  the  business  perfect  in  all  of  its  various  branches,  and  unless  checked 
in  its  present  Infant  slate,  there  cannot  exist  a  doubt  of  its  answering 
the  desired  effect,  the  procuring  myself  &  family  ease  and  convenience, 
and  the  community  at  large,  great  and  essential  service — two  instances 
occur  to  prove  my  last  assertion,  i.  e.  my  selling  20  pr.  c.  lower  than 
imported  Goods,  and  giving  a  jjrice  for  old  metal,  which  till  I  came  to 
ibis  place  or  within  twelve  months  past,  was  in  many  parts  of  the  coun- 
try deemed  useless.

It  will  be 
found  useful  to  appoint  a  pay  master  to  the  whole  in  room  of  Mi-.  Tate, 
who  is  again  elected  a  member  of  ye  Assembly.  If  that  Idea  is  approved 
by  3'our  Excellency  and  the  Council,  I  can  recommend  the  bearer  as  a 
proper  person,  and  who  can  give  good  security  for  his  faithful  perform, 
ances.  His  expectations  for  his  trouble  will  be  moderate,  and  his  views 
of  speculation  none.  He  is  about  removing  to  the  county  of  Lee;  his 
desire,  therefore,  to  have  the  frontier  defended,  will  help  to  bear  him  out. 
I  must  refer  your  Excellency  for  the  detail  of  occurrences  respectinsj;  the 
Indians  on  their  frontier  counties  to  him.  It  may  not  bo  improper  to 
remark,  that  the  Indians  that  visited  Wythe  and  Montgomery  some 
weeks  ago,  were  evidently'  marauders — being  in  considerable  numbers, 
and  seemed  to  make  no  effort  to  kill  anj'body  but  such  as  came  in  their 
way.  They  were  probably  from  Sandusky.  The  greatest  part  of  both 
the  Cherokees  and  Creeks  are  hostile;  perhaps  some  late  measures  of  the 
Superintendent  may  divert  the  Cherokees  for  some  weeks  to  come.  We 
have  had  no  attack  from  the  southern  Indians  this  year,  except  that  on 
Mr.  Cockrell;  for  which  the  enemy  might  have  been  well  paid  if  proper 
exertions  had  been  made. 

I  am  Just  informed  that  a  Chickasaw  chief  who  came  on  a  friendly 
embassy  to  Knoxville,  was  murdered  last  week  bj'  some  persons  yet 
unknown.  This  is  an  unlucky  accident,  as  it  may  give  serious  offence 
to  the  only  nation  of  Indians  that  are  disposed  to  be  a  faithful  ally.

(have  made  no  recommendation),  Nansemond,  Norfolk,  Northampton, 
Northumberland,  Patrick,  Prince  George,  Pittsylvania,  Princess  Anne,. 
Prince  William,  Richmond,  Russell,  Southampton,  Sussex,  Stafford, 
Warwick;  Westmoreland,  City  of  Williamsburg. 

Upon  complete  recommendations  from  the  town  of  Alexandria  of 
artillery,  from  the  counties  of  Augusta,  Chesterfield,  Dinwiddle,  Eliza- 
beth City,  Franklin,  Hanover,  Hampshire,  and  York;  from  the  town  of 
Fredericksburg  for  cavalry;  from  the  town  of  Petersburg  for  Artillery; 
from  the  city  of  Richmond  for  Cavalry  and  Artillery;  from  the  Bor- 
ough of  Norfolk  for  Artillery  ;  and  from  the  Boi-ough  of  Winchester 
for  Cavalry  Commissions  have  issued.  Upon  election  by  ballot  of  the 
citizens  of  Alexandria  commissions  have  issued  for  a  troop  of  Cavalry. 
Upon  rocomniendations  short  of  the  projier  number  of  companies,  and 
omitting  light  Infantry  IVom  the  coimties  of  Amelia,  Fairfax,  Greens- 
ville, Henrico,  Orange,  PoiuUeton,  Surry,  Nottoway  and  Norfolk  Bor- 
ough, Commissions  have  issued,  and  the  Commandants  of  Regiments 
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wrote  to  for  further  recommendations.  Upon  recommendations  short  1793. 
of  the  proper  number  of  companies,  including  Light  Infiintry,  Grena-  June  4tli 
diere,  or  Eiflenien  from  the  counties  of  Bath,  Charlotte,  Goochland, 
Ohio,  Prince  Edward,  &  Spotsylvania,  and  from  the  city  of  Richmond, 
Commissions  have  issued,  and  the  Commandants  of  Regiments  been 
wrote  to  for  additional  Recommendations,  if  warrani,ed  by  the  strength 
of  their  respective  militia. 

The  Eecommendatiotis  from  Buckingham  being  informal  and  improper, 
has  been  returned  for  amendment.  Upon  recommendations  from  the 
counties  of  Berkeley,  Brunswick,  Botetourt,  Campbell,  Ciiroline,  Fred- 
erick, Greenbrier,  Powhatan,  Rockingham,  Shenandoah,  Washington, 
and  Wythe,  commissions  have  only  issued  to  the  field  officers,  the  recom- 
mendations being  defective,  and  ihe  commandants  of  Regiments  wrote 
to  for  amendments.  Cumberland  has  only  recommended  a  command- 
ant of  the  Regiment  composed  of  the  militia  of  that  county  and  Pow- 
hatan, who  is  commissioned. 

The  recommendations  irom  Charles  City,  Harrison,  Louisa,  New 
Kent,  Rockbridge,  and  Randolph,  wait  some  direction  of  the  Board 
(being  under  their  consideration)  before  the  commisisions  will  issue. 
The  recommendation  from  Lancaster  waits  for  that  from  Northumber- 
land, as  they  both  may  recommend  a  commandant  for  the  Regiment 
composed  of  the  militia  of  these  two  counties.  Upon  the  recommenda- 
tion from  Montgomery,  the  commissions  for  the  commandant  of  the 
Regiment  and  of  the  Second  Battalion  only  have  issued.  See  the  Gover- 
nor's letter  of  the  15th  of  May  to  the  court.  In  consequence  of  a  peti- 
tion from  a  number  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Monongalia,  a  copy  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  court  of  that  county  was  returned,  and  the  Com- 
mission's forbid  to  issue  until  further  orders.

At  a  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  called  and  held  for  Henrico  county  Henrico  Co. 
at  the  Courthouse  on  Wednesday  the  Bight  day  of  May,  1798,  for  the 
trial  of  Blias,  a  negroe  man  Slave  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Philip 
Southall,  deceased,  charged  with  feloniously  breaking  and  entering  the 
Lumber  house  of  Messrs.  Boyd  &  Ker,  in  the  night  time  of  Friday  the 
26th  day  of  April  last,  and  stealing  thereout  and  carrying  away  sundry 
articles  of  merchandize  of  the  value  of  forty  shillings. 

Present — Isaac  Tounghusband,  Nathaniel  Wilkinson,  Thomas  Prosser, 
John  Pleasants  &  John  Mayo,  Gent.  Justices. 
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1793.  The  said  Elias  was  led  to  the  Bar  in   custodj'  of  the  Sheriff  of  this 

June  4th  county,  to  whose  custody  for  the  cause  aforesaid  he  was  committed, 
and  being  arraigned  of  the  premises,  he  said  he  was  no  wise  thereof 
Guilty,  and  for  his  trial  according  to  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  such  case  made,  he  put  himself  upon  tlie  Court.  Whereupon  sundry 
witnesses  were  sworn,  charged,  and  examined,  and  the  said  Blias  heard 
in  his  own  defence.  On  consideration  whereof  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Court  that  the  said  Elias  is  guilty  of  the  Felony  and  Burglarj'  aforesaid, 
and  thereupon  it  being  demanded  of  him,  if  anything  for  himself  he  had 
or  Knew  to  say  vvhy  the  court  hero  to  Judgment  and  execution  against 
him  of  and  upon  the  premises  should  not  proceed,  he  said  he  had  noth- 
ing but  what  he  had  before  said.  Therefore  it  is  considered  by  the 
Court  that  he  be  hanged  by  the  Neck  until  he  be  dead,  and  it  is  com- 
manded the  Sheriff  that  he  cause  execution  of  this  Judgment  to  be  done 
on  Friday  the  fourteenth  of  June  next,  at  the  usual  place  of  Execution. 
The  court  also  value  him  to  seventy-five  pounds  current  money,  and 
reasons  appearing  to  a  majority  of  the  Court,  To-wit:  Thomas  Prosser, 
John  Pleasants,  and  John  Mayo,  Gent.,  they  do  recommend  the  said 
Elias  to  his  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  the  council  as  a  proper  object 
of  mercy.

At  a  Court  continued  and  held  for  Montgomery  County,  on  Wednes- 
day the  fifth  day  of  June,  1793:

It  appearing  to  the  court  that  William  Preston,  late  surveyor  of  this 
county,  has  accepted  a  Captain's  commission  in  the  regular  troops  raised 
under  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  It  is  the  opin- 
ion of  the  court  that  by  his  acceptance  thereof,  he  was  rendered  incapa- 
ble of  holding  anj'  lucrative  office  under  this  commission,  and  that  the 
office  of  surveyor  of  this  county  is  thereby  vacant. 

To  which  opinion,  John  Taylor  and  James  Barnett,  Gentlemen,  De- 
clared their  dissent,  and  ordered  that  the  same  be  entered. 

Absent — John  Taylor  &  James  Barnett,  Gent'n. 

Ordered,  that  Gordan  Cloyd  be  nominated  to  the  President  and  Pro- 
fessors of  William  and  Mary  College  as  a  proper  pei-son  for  surveyor  of 
this  county. 

Francis  Preston,  on  behalf  of  William  Preston,  tendered  a  Bill  of  Ex- 
ceptions to  the  proceedings,  which  is  signed  and  sealed  by  a  majority  of 
the  court  present;  (which  Bill  follows  on  the  fifth  day  of  June,  1793.) 

The  Court  took  up  the  appointment  of  surveyor  for  the  county  of 
Montgomery,  allcdging  the  same  to  be  vacated  by  the  late  principal  sur- 
veyor, William  Preston  having  accepted  a  Captain's  commission  in  the 
Federal  Troops,  and  procured  the  recommendation  of  another  in  his 
room;  to  which  opinion,  Francis  Preston,  in  behalf  of  the  said  William 
Preston,  objected — alledging  that  the  said  question  was  ''coram  non 
Judice,"  as  a  former  court  had,  by  an  order  in  the  following  words,  re- 
cognized the  said  William  as  surveyor  of  the  said  count}',  and  granted 
him  leave  of  absence:  "on  the  motion  of  William  Preston,  the  principal 
survej'or  of  this  county,  to  have  leave  to  absent  himself  from  the  county. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Court  that  the  said  William  should  have  per- 
mission to  absent  himself  during  his  continuance  in  the  Service  of  the 
United  States  us  an  officer  of  the  Federal  Troops";  which  objections 
were  overruled  by  the  court  to  which  opinion  Francis,  in  behalf  of  the 
said  William  Preston,  prayed  the  Benefit  of  these,  his  Exceptions,  and 
that  the  same  be  signed  &  sealed.  And  the  same  arc  signed  and  sealed 
this  day,  as  above  mentioned:  James  MeCorkle,  (seal);  Daniel  Trigg, 
(seal);  John  Kent,   (seal);  James  Craig, '(seal);   George  Pearis,  (seal); 
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Thomas  Shannon,  (seal);  Jno.  Taylor,  (seal).     He  also  prayed  an  appeal        1793.

Depositions  of  William  Moeriss.  June  8tli 

This  daj^  came  before  me  one  of  the  Justices  of  Kanhawa  County  and  Kanawa  Co. 
State  of  Virginia,  Wra.  Morris,  Esq.,  and  being  duly  sworn  says:  that 
by  a  letter  from  Capt.  Caperton  to  said  Morris,  he  listed  two  men  to  do 
duty  at  his  mill;  after  seeing  Capt.  Caperton  and  informing  him  two 
was  not  sufficient,  he,  the  said  Caperton,  ordered  him  tolnlist  two  more, 
which  he  accordinglj'  did,  viz:  Eowland  Wheeler,  ]Srathan  Wheeler, 
Eichard  New  Jen,  and  William  Prior,  who  faithfully  discharged  their 
duty  to  the  best  of  his  said  Morris'  Knowledge.  After  some  short  time 
came  one  of  Capt.  Caperton's  under  officers.  If  Eemembei-ed  Eight,  of 
the  name  of  Thompson,  and  told  him  Capt.  Caperton  Eequested  the 
names  of  the  said  men  doing  duty  at  the  said  Morris'  mill,  which  names 
said  Morris  gave  him.  After  some  time  Capt.  Caperton  ordered  him, 
said  Morris,  to  talvC  off  and  give  to  the  said  men  some  of  the  publick 
lead  which  was  lodged  at  said  Morris'  house.  Likewise  Informed  the 
s'd  Morris'  that  Col.  Clendinen  told  Capt.  Caperton  no  men  need  not 
come  before  him  to  be  mustered;  that  he  Knew  of  his  own  knowledge, 
that  was  the  reason  the  mtn  never  attended  to  be  mustered,  two  of  the 
above  men  was  soldiers  the  year  before  under  Capt.  J.  Morris,  and  the 
whole  of  them  lives  in  the  county.  Some  short  lime  before  Capt.  Caper- 
ton went  to  the  Assembly  in  the  fall  of  '92,  he  informed  said  Morris' 
none  of  said  men  was  on  his  Eoll,  and  that  Col.  Donely  and  others  was 
put  in  in  their  places.  By  reason  of  their  not  being  mustered,  he  had 
not  got  their  names,  to  which  the  under  officer,  who  stood  by,  Said  that 
he  brought  the  names  of  said  men  to  Capt.  Caperton  from  said  Morris'. 
The  men  was  shortly  after  at  Elk  to  be  mustered,  but  Col.  Clendinen 
being  then  at  Gallipolis,  could  not  be  done.  Likewise  said  Caperton 
informed  said  Morris'  that  Col.  Clendinen  said  it  would  make  no  odds, 
as  ho  would  put  the  said  men'  on  Capt.  Morris'  List.  And  these  are  the 
same  four  men  on  the  back  of  Capt.  J.  Morris'  list.  And  further  this 
Deponent  Saith  not.

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1793.  Deposition  of  John  Morriss. 

June  8th  The  deposition  of  John  Morriss,  Jr.,  talcen  before  me.  One  of  the 
Justices  of  Kanhawa  County,  Saith:  Mr.  Wheeler,  Sr.,  Owed  him  Seven 
Dollars,  gave  him  a  verbal  order  on  Capt.  Caperton,  he  told  me  he  could 
not  satisfy  me  Until  be  saw  Col.  Clendinen  Respecting  Some  Roll,  I  for- 
get which.  The  next  time  I  saw  Capt.  Caperton,  we  got  into  some 
kind  of  trade  on  the  above  aceompt,  and  got  from  him  One  Dollar,  I 
asked  him  how  I  should  pay  it,  he,  the  s'd  Caperton,  told  me  out  of  said 
order  Wheeler  gave  me.  Some  time  after  having  another  trade  with 
him,  he  told  me  he  could  not  trade  on  the  said  Wheeler's  aceompt.  The 
Deponent  believes  it  was  for  reasons  of  not  being  mustered,  and  further 
this  deponent  Sayeth  not.

June  12th  JoHN  Steele  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Greenbrier  ^  arrived  here  yesterday  from  Kanawa,  and  it  gives  me  pain  to  have 

Courthouse  to  tell  you,  that  on  the  27th  Ultimo,  the  Indians  took  a  man  from  Belle- 
ville, who  was  plowing  in  the  field;  about  the  same  time  two  of  the 
party  came  to  his  Cabin,  which  stands  about  sixty  yards  from  the 
station,  one  of  them  caught  his  wife  near  the  door  and  fell  to  beating 
her  with  a  war  Club,  while  the  other  attempted  to  enter  or  look  into  the 
Cabin.  At  this  instant  the  latter  received  a  shot  from  the  Fort  at  which 
they  both  fled,  leaving  the  woman  very  much  hurt  but  not  endangered. 
They  cai'ried  off  two  horses  and  four  oxen,  which  were  all  the  people 
had  to  plow  and  work  their  crops  with. 

On  the  same  daj'  I  inspected  Captain  Caperton's  Company  at  Fort 
Lee,  (the  mouth  ot  Elk)  found  it  nearly  compleat,  the  men  well  armed 
and  well  calculated  for  the  service.  On  the  30th,  nominated  James 
Van  Bebber,  at  Point  Pleasant,  already  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Militia,  to 
take  command  in  Lieutenant  Mann's  Detachment,  with  orders  to  enlist 
twenty  men.  On  the  first  Instant,  mustered  two  Sergeants,  one  Cor- 
poral, and  twenty-one  Privates,  and  gave  him  further  orders  to  enroll 
four  of  the  inhabitants  of  Belleville.  This  1  was  induced  to  do  in  conse- 
quence of  the  loss  they  sustained  on  the  27th  Ult.  I  also  appointed  two 
there  and  two  at  the  Point.  On  the  tifth  instant,  I  detached  from  Cap- 
tain Caperton's  Company,  an  officer,  Serg't,  Corporal,  and  twelve  privates 
for  Belleville,  to  protect  a  small  remnant  of  a  number  of  very  respec- 
table people  who  have  been  totally  neglected  by  Government.     I  also 
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sent  a  Sergeant  &  six  privates  to  the  ford  of  Gaulcy  on  the  State  road,  1793. 
Eighteen  miles  from  the  first  settlement  on  Kanawa,  and  forty-three  Jiine]2tli 
from  the  furthest  in  this  coiintiy.  It  is  a  difficult  and  dangerous  crossing 
even  at  low  water,  the  current  rapid  and  frequently  rises  more  than 
twenty  feet.  Travellers  who  happen  there  at  such  times,  are  filaced  in 
a  most  perilous  situation,  as  well  from  a  want  of  sustenance,  which  often 
happens,  as  from  the  danger  of  being  surprized  bj'  Indians,  a  cross  will 
be  made,  and  a  canoe  kept  at  the  place  for  the  advantage  of  Travellers. 
About  thirty  of  Capt.  Canerton's  Companj^  are  dispersed  among  the 
inhabitants  of  Kanawa,  above  BIk — the  remainder  in  Fort  Lee. 

Lieutenant  Mann  is  not  yet  ready  to  march ;  only  seven  of  his  men 
have  appeared  at  this  place.  He  is  endeavoring  to  collect  more.  When 
he  gets  twentj',  I  will  order  him  on  to  the  Point  with  instructions  to 
releive  the  Detachment  at  Belleville  from  his  company.  It  will  then  be 
practicable  to  keep  two  parties  of  eighteen  each  constantly  Patrollingj 
one  from  Fort  Lee,  the  other  from  the  Point. 

Col.  Thos.  Lewis  has  undertaken  to  superintend  the  whole  of  the  busi- 
ness on  the  Ohio,  and  I  flatter  myself  the  best  effects  will  result  from 
his  exertions.  The  other  Business  with  which  I  was  entrusted  I  will 
report  on  when  I  come  to  Richmond,  which  will  be  as  early  as  possible. 
On  the  evening  before  I  left  Col.  Clendinen's,  Thomas  Le  Mortier,  one 
of  the  spies,  shot  an  ludian  thro,  the  body,  within  half  a  mile  of  the 
Col's,  on  the  road  leading  to  W.  Clendinen's.  It  was  supposed  the 
wound  would  prove  mortal.  He  was  not  found  tho.  search  was  still 
making  for  him.

The  change  made  by  the  49th  chapter  of  the  Acts  of  the  last  session  Treasury 
of  Congress  in  the  rates  at  which  certain  foreign  coins  shall  pass  in  the 
United  States  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  next  month,  will  occasion 
a  deficiency  in  the  amount  of  those  coins  which  may  remain  in  the 
Treasury  on  that  day.  Some  members  of  the  Honorable  Board  will,  I 
hope,  do  me  the  favour  to  attend  here  on  the  first  of  July,  and  ascer- 
tain the  amount  of  the  deficiency,  in  order  that  the  Treasury  may  be 
duly  credited  for  it.

Sir: 
June  14th  On   my  arrival  in   the  Monongalia  District,  I  found  that  Captain 

Lowther,  Ensign  Brown,  and  Ensign  Davidson  had  not  enlisted  the 
quota  of  men  assigned  to  them.  The  two  Ensigns  declined  their 
appointments,  and  I  nominated  Johnatban  Uoburn  and  Bartholomew 
Jenkins  to  succeed  them.  Those  gentlemen  have  compleaLed  their 
quota  since  the  men  have  been  mustei'cd,  and  are  now  in  service.  II' 
this  nomination  should  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Executive,  I  flatter 
myself,  they  will  be  commissioned  after  visiting  all  the  exposed  parts  of 
the  Western  frontier,  reviewing  the  three  Companies,  and  mustering 
such  of  them  as  had  not  been  mustered.  I  made  the  disposition  which 
will  appear  in  the  inclosed  instructions  given  to  Captain  Lowther,  the 
Senior  officer  in  the  district..  The  scouts  which  have  been  employed  in 
the  different  parts  of  the  Frontier  have  great  merit;  tliey  have  dis- 
covered and  fired  on  several  parties  of  Indians  on  their  waj'  to  the  Fron- 
tier at  different  times,  &  who  immediately  retreated  with  jjrocipitation, 
and  without  doing  any  mischief  If  my  proceedings  should  be  approved 
by  the  Board,  I  shall  think  mj-self  amply  compensated  for  my  ti-ouble.

June  14th        Captain  James  Wood's  Instructions  to  Captain  Wm.  Lowther. 

Ohio,  28th  May,  1793. 
Sir: 

From  my  observations  on  the  frontier  of  this  district.  I  am  con- 
firmed in  my  opinion  that  to  afford  the  best  protection  to  the  Inhabi- 
tants, will  be  to  have  a  respectable  force  Judiciously  posted  on  the  banks 
of  the  Ohio;  in  order  to  effect  this  purpose,  I  have  placed  Lieut.  Willis' 
Detachment  of  Captain  Bogard's  Company  at  Hollidays  Cove,  at  the 
Mingo  Bottom,  and  at  the  mouth  of  Shoal  creek.  Captain  McCollock 
with  his  company  will  occupy  the  posts  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Ohio, 
above  the  mouth  of  Wheeling,  opposite  the  mouth  of  Grave  creek,  at 
the  mouth  of  Fish  creek,  and  at  Martin's  station  at  the  mouth  of  Fish- 
ing creek.  I  wish  it  was  in  my  power  to  establish  a  post  at  the  mouth 
of  middle  Island,  but  as  there  is  no  Inhabitants,  nor  possibility  of  sub- 
sisting the  men  with  convenience,  I  must  be  satisfied  at  present  with 
posting  twenty-five  men  at  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Kanawa— either 
Captain's  B'ogard,  Ensign  Coburn,  or  Ensign  Jenkins  must  take  post  at 
this  place.     In  your  quarter,  I  hope  the  scouts  already  appointed  with 
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thirty  men  to  be  divided  and  posted  at  tlie  mouth  of  Freeman's  creek,  at        1793. 
Salem,  or  at  the  mouth  of  Ten  mile  creek,  will  be  adequate;  those  small    June  14th 
Detachments  you  will   be  pleased  to  Post  immediately.     A  sergeant  & 
ten  men  I  think  will   be  necessary  in  the  Upper  End  of  Tigris  valley, 
and  the  same  number  in  the  Buchannan  Settlement;  those  you  will  post 
in  the  manner  you  may  suppose  most  likely   to  render  service.     I   have 
nominated  Johnathan   Coburn  &  Bartholomew  Jenkins  to  succeed  En- 
signs Brown  and  Davidson;  they  have  both  raised  their  quota  of  men, 
which  will   enable  j'ou  to  make  the  disposition  I   have  mentioned,  and 
which   I   trust  will   he  made  as  soon  as   possible.     With  respect  to  the 
Detachment  of  your  companj-  at  present  commanded   by   Lieutenant 
Evans,  I  mean  them  to  bo  posted  in  the  most  advantageous  manner  for 
the  protection  of  the  exposed  parts  of  Monongalia  County;   as  there  is 
no  scouts  emploj'ed  on  that  Frontier  at  present,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
Lieut.  Evans  to  keep  small  Patrols  constantly  in  his  front— you  will  be 
pleased   to  direct   him  where  to  take  post,  and   how  to  emploj'  the  men 
under  his  command.     Ensign  Morgan  with  his  detachment  is  to  Join 
Capt.  McColloch's  company  on  the  Ohio,  where  he  will  receive  his  in- 
structions.    You  will  be  pleased  to  issue  j-our  orders  for  his  immediate 
march;  the  two  scouts  in  the  valley  may  be  discharged  so  soon  as  you 
appoint  two  others,  who  are  to  be  attached  to  the  little  Kanawa  Station. 
To  you  as  senior  officer  on  this  frontier,  will  be  Contided  the  command, 
superin tendency,  and   direction  of  all   the  Posts  within  the  district  of 
Monongalia;  and   to  you  the  Junior  officers  will   be  directed   to  make 
their  reports,  and  to  communicate  all  material  occurrences  which  may 
arise  within  their  respective  commands.    As  you  are  the  officer  on  whom 
the  responsibility  will  be  fixed,  you  are  to  take  your  own  station  at  the 
place  which  you  may  think  most  likely-  to  answer  the  objects  of  your 
command.     A  report  of  the  state  of  the  Frontier,  and  of  the  different 
Posts  under  your  superintendency,  you  will  make  as  frequently  as  op- 
portunities ofi'er  to  Winchester,  where  your  dispatches  addressed  to  the 
Governor  will  be  forwarded  by  the  Post-master,  Mr.  George  Norton;  or 
if  more  convenient  to  you,  forward  them  to  the  Post-master  at  Pitts- 
burgh, from  whence  there  is  a  regular  Post  via  Philadelphia  to  Hich- 
raond.     Without  the  most  urgent  necessity  you  are  to  avoid  the  expence 
of  Expresses,  as  none  will  be  paid  by  the  Public,  but  when  the  urgency 
of  the  case  will  fully  Justify  the  imployment  of  them. 

If  in  the  course  of  service  any  of  the  voluntier  militia  under  your 
command,  should  receive  wounds  which  would  require  a  surgeon,  you 
will  procure  the  best  assistance  that  can  be  had— the  expence  attending 
which  will  be  paid  by  the  Public.

As  I  did  not  hear  from  j'our  Exc'y,  I  exchanged  two  four-pound 
iron  guns  for  two  three-pounders  of  bi-ass,  which  are  good  artillery 
pieces  for  the  field  and  worth  four  or  six  of  the  others,  which  I  .hope 
may  be  approved  of

S.  Carolina,  June  8,  1793. 
By  his  Exc'y  W.  Moultrie,  &c.: 

Whereas  it  appears  to  rnc  from  ci'edible  information  that  a  pesti- 
lential disease  hath  been  lately  prevalent  in  the  Island  of  Grenada  and 
other  Windward  Islands  in  the  West  Indies,  in  order  therefore  to  pre- 
vent the  said  disorder  from  being  introduced  into  this  State  from  any  of 
the  s'd  Islands,  enjoining  all   pilots  &  who  shall   board  vessels  coming 

from  those  places  to  come  to and   remain  for  examination  to  be 

made  into  the  State  of  the  health  of  their  crews,  by  Physicians  of  the 
port. 

I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  you  this  information,  as  we  have  some 
acc'ts  of  the  same  kind,  but  not  authentick.  The  British  Fleet  was  at 
Barbadoes  the  28th  ulto.,  &  had  made  no  attempt  on  Martinique.

Sir: 
Norfolk  I  have  procured  a  Boat  &  hands  to  cruise  between  Williamsburg 

point  to  speak  vessels  coming  in  from  places  infected  with  pestilential 
diseases,  this  boat  and  Crew  will  stand  about  five  dollars  p'r  day  wages. 
I  shall  take  a  cruise  in  her  the  first  trip  &  endeavour  to  set  all  right.  A 
due  representation  shall  be  made  of  all  that  passes  here,  but  from  j-our 
instructions  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  whether  vessels  coining  from  the 
places  mentioned  in  the  proclamation  are  to  perform  quarantine;  if  the 
crew  sh'd  be  healthy,  a  few  days  w'd  determine  the  case,  &  if  a  discre- 
tionary power  was  given  to  discharge  vessels  in  five  or  ten  daj's.  it  might 
answer  every  purpose  intended. 

Doctors  Taylor  &  Hansford  Avill  attend  the  examination  of  all  cases 
when  necessary;  two  men  died  here  out  of  one  vessel  from  Hiehmond, 
the  Capt'n  &  Mate.     The  former  in  a  fit  of  frenzy  Jumped  out  of  a  Gar- 
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ret  window  and  killed  himself,  the  latter  with  a  common  bilious  com- 
plaint. Every  precaution  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  a  communication  of 
the  disease  from  foreign  places;  a  vessel  from  Cadiz  brings  an  acc't  of 
Valenciennes  having  surrendered,  &  that  the  crews  of  the  Spanish  Fleet 
were  very  sickly ;  be  pleased  to  send  y'r  opinion  relative  to  the  courts 
martial,  without  it  we  shall  have  no  militia.

Sir: 


I  have  rec'd  your  letter  of  the  5th  instant,  respecting  the  neutrality 
w'ch  the  President  has  declared  in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  towards 
all  the  Belligerent  powers,  and  the  measures  necessary  for  us  to  pursue  in 
order  to  observe  it  inviolate.  I  shall  pay  strict  attention  to  the  instruc- 
tions contained  in  your  letter,  and  as  far  as  depends  upon  me,  no  vigi- 
lance or  caution  shall  be  wanting  to  carry  them  into  full  effect;  viewing 
it  not  only  as  my  duty  as  an  officer  of  the  Government,  but  also  as  the 
best  interest  of  the  citizens  of  these  States,  to  observe  a  strict  neutrality. 
I  have  doubts  whether  I  can  exercise  the  duties  of  my  office  till  I  receive 
a  new  commission,  and  the  court  has  nominated  the  officers  for  the 
militia  agreeable  to  the  last  law  &  your  directions.  I  immagine  the  clerk 
has  not  sent  iorvvard  the  nomination.  I  am  the  senior  officer  under  the 
old  establishment,  but  my  commission  runs  for  the  militia  of  Gloucester. 
Should  there  be  any  impropriety  (in  your  opinion)  in  my  acting  in  the 
cases  you  have  mentioned,  should  they  arise  within  my  county,  before 
1  receive  another  commission,  you  will  please  to  inform  me,  as  I  shall 
pursue  the  instructions  in  your  letter,  until  I  hear  from  you.

Thos.  Mifflin,  Governor    of    Pennsylvania,  to   the   Governor    of    June  23d 

Virginia. 


I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  I  he  receipt  of  your  Excellency's 
letter  of  the  17th  instant,  intimating  a  wish  that  the  militia  emjiloyed 
on  the  western  frontier  of  Pennsylvania  might  be  directed  to  take  post 
on  the  Ohio,  in  order  to  cooperate  with  the  arrangements  which  have 
been  made  by  Gen'l  Wood  under  the  authority  of  Virginia,  for  the  pro- 
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1793.  tection  of  the  Pistrict  of  Monongalia.  You  will  perceive  by  the  enclosed 
June  23d  copy  of  the  Act  of  the  G-eneial  Assembly  of  this  commonwealth,  for 
raising  the  corps  to  which  your  Excellency  alludes,  that  the  companies 
composing  it  are  to  be  employed  in  the  respective  counties,  at  such  sta- 
tions as  the  respective  Brigadier  Generals  shall  Judge  proper.  I  have 
therefore  communicated  j^our  proposition  to  the  Brigadier  General  of 
Washington  county  with  a  desire  that  he  will  accede  to  it,  if  it  is  deemed 
consistent  with  the  general  trust  reposed   in   him  by  the  Legislature.

"An   Act  to  provide  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers  of  the  common- 
wealth." 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentativcs 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assemblj"  met,  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  the  Governor 
shall  engage  for  the  term  of  six  months,  unless  sooner  discharged,  a 
number  of  active  and  experienced  riflemen  of  the  militia  of  this  Com-, 
monwealth,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  Sixty-two  non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates;  and  he  shall  organize  the  men  to  be  engaged  into 
three  companies,  and  each  company  shall  consist  of  one-Captain  and  one 
Lieutenant  to  be  appointed  and  commissioned  bj'  the  Governoi-,  four 
Sergeants  and  fifty  pi'ivates  to  be  engaged  as  aforesaid;  provided  always, 
nevertheless — and  it  is  hei'eby  further  enacted.  That  if  the  state  of  the 
Frontier  shall  be  such  as  in  the  Judgement  of  the  Governor  to  require 
the  continuance  of  the  said  throe  companies  in  the  service  of  the  com- 
monwealth, after  the  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  six  months,  ic  shall 
be  lawful  for  him  to  continue  the  same  aecordinglj-  until  the  meeting  of 
the  Legislature  next  ensuing  *he  expiration  of  the  said  term  of  six 
months  or  for  any  shorter  period. 

Section  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  That 
the  following  disposition  and  arrangement  of  the  said  thi-ee  companies 
shall  be  carried  into  effect,  unless  the  Governor  shall  hei-eafier  see  cause 
to  alter  the  same  and  give  directions  accordingly — that  is  to  say,  one  of 
the  companies  shall  be  employed  in  protecting  the  frontiers  of  the 
county  of  Westmoreland;  another  of  the  companies  shall  be  employed 
in  protecting  the  frontiers  of  the  county  of  Washington,  and  the  re- 
maining company  shall  be  employed  in  protecting  the  frontiers  of  the 
county  of  Alleghany;  and  the  county  Lieutenant  or  brigadier-General, 
as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  proper  county,  shall  station  the  company  to 
be  emi)loyed  in  protecting  the  same,  as  aforesaid,  at  such  places  and  in 
such  proportions  as  in  his  Judgement  shall  bo  best  calculated  for  that 
purpose. 

Section  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  the  pay  of  the  militia  raised  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  shall  be  as  fol- 
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lows:  that  is  lo  saj^ — the  pay  of  each  captain  shall  be  twenty-five  dol-       1793. 
lars  per  month ;  of  each  Lieutenant,  twenty  dollars  per  month ;  of  each     June  23d 
Sergeant,  eight  dollars  per  month;  and  of  each  private,  Six  dollars  and 
sixty-seven  cents  per  month ;  and  each  of  the  county  Lieutenants  afore- 
said shall  receive  twenty  dollars  in  full  for  the  service  rendered  by  him 
in  pursuance  of  this  Act. 

Section  IV.  And  bo  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid. 
That  a  sum  not  exceeding  fourteen  thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  law,  and  providing  the  necessary 
arms  and  ammunition;  which  sum  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer 
upon  the  Warrants  of  the  Governor  out  of  the  funds  hereinafter  speci- 
fied, and  an  account  of  the  disbursements  thereof  or  of  any  part  thereof, 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Governor  before  the  General  Assembly  at  the  next 
ensuing  Session. 

Section  V.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  any  and  every  sum  and  sums  of  money  which  shall  remain  in  the 
fund  created  by  militia  fines  and  the  arrearages  thereof,  after  defray- 
ing the  militia  defences  on  such  fund  charged,  and  chargeable  by  law, 
together  with  the  monies  arising  from  the  Loan  office  established  in  the 
year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  Eighty-five,  shall  be,  and  hereby 
are  appropriated  for  defraying  the  expences  necessary  to  carry  this  act 
into  operation,  and  such  other  expences  as  may  at  any  time  be  incurred 
by  calling  into  actual  service  the  militia  necessaiy  for  the  defence  of  the 
frontiers,  and  the  deficiency  of  the  fund  thus  constituted,  if  any,  shall  be 
supplied  out  of  the  aggregate  fund,  or  in  case  of  a  surplus,  the  same 
shall  be  carried  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  aggregate  fund. 


Arthur  Campbell  to  the  GovER^fOR.  June  24th 

Sir: 

The  S.  W.  Inhabitants  both  in  Virginia  and  the  Territory,  were  Washington 
lately  flattered  with  the  near  prospect  of  peace.  Now  appearances  are 
reversed,  thro'  either  some  unadvised  order  of  Governor  Blount,  or  the 
rash  and  inhuman  conduct  of  a  Militia  Captain,  who,  on  the  12th 
instant,  about  sunrise,  with  forty  men,  attacked  a  friendly  Cherokee 
town.  Killed  eleven  chiefs  and  warriors,  wounded  the  Head  man  of  the 
Nation,  to-wit:  Squollecuttah  and  his  daughter,  and  Killed  his  wife 
while  in  the  act  of  imploreing  forbearance  and  professing  her  invari- 
able friendship  for  the  white  people.  Major  King,  an  Agent  of  Governor 
Blount,  and  who  has  formed  a  connection  with  the  Chief's  Daughter, 
was  in  his  house  when  attacked,  and  only  saved  his  life  by  Jumping  out 
of  a  window.  Mr.  Orr  and  Mr.  Carmichall,  two  American  Ti-aders  of 
repute,  was  in  the  Town  and  was  fired  at  as  they  were  making  their 
escape.  One  Roseberry,  another  American,  who  had  an  Indian  wife  and 
52 
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1793.  a  small  family  is  killed.  I  mention  these  particulars  to  show  how  repre- 
June24th  hensible  the  attempt  was  for  to  lead  undisciplined  men,  and  most  of 
them  injured  by  the  Indians,  to  execute  Justice  in  a  summary  way. 
Captain  Baird's  story  is:  "That  Indians  had  done  damage  near  Knox- 
ville  by  Killing  a  man  and  a  Boy  and  carrying  off  near  20  Horses. 
That  he  received  written  orders  from  Governor  Blount  to  go  at  the 
head  of  50  mililia  men,  take  the  Indian's  foot-steps  and  pursue  them 
until  he  overtook  them.  They  first  made  across  Clinch  river,  then  took 
a  course  northwardly;  after  some  days  march,  they  tacked  about  and 
made  towards  the  Tennessee,  and  in  searching  tor  the  Enemy  he  be- 
lieved they  were  then  in  the  Village  he  attacked."  The  fact  is  otherwise, 
they  passed  it  and  no  doubt  with  design  the  day  before,  John  Watts, 
with  one  hundred  warriors  were  encamped  about  one  mile  from  the  vil- 
lage that  was  attacked,  the  first  sent  a  scout  on  horse  back  to  know  the 
true  cause  of  the  firing,  who,  on  his  return,  reported  the  number  of  the 
whites  to  bo  more  than  double  than  they  really  were,  this  induced 
them  to  proceed  cautiously,  which  give  Baird  time  to  get  across  the 
Tennessee  Just  as  the  Indians  reach'd  the  opposite  bank.  Watts,  with 
some  other  chiefs  of  the  lower  Towns,  were  so  far  on  their  way  going  to 
Philadelphia  to  make  peace. 

This  aggression  of  our  people  has  put  an  end  to  this  salutary  project, 
and  he  has  returned  to  the  lower  towns  greatly  exasperated  and  threaten- 
ing revenge.  I  have  been  thus  particular,  that  your  Excellency  may 
comprehend  the  subject  and  be  informed  as  early  as  possible  of  an  event 
that  will  no  doubt  give  fresh  disturbances  to  the  Virginia  frontier.  In- 
closed is  the  recommendation  of  the  court  of  Washington  for  militia 
officers.  The  necessity  of  the  militia  being  organized  and  put  in  a 
capacity  for  real  service  seems  urgent,  especially  should  the  whole  of  the 
Cherokees  become  our  enemies,  as  is  now  generallj-  expected.

June  25th.  P.  S. — Governor  Blount  set  out  for  Philadelphia  with  his 
family  bj'  way  of  North  Carolina,  a  few  days  after  Baird  was  sent  in 
pursuit  of  the  Indians;  he  was  to  have  proceeded  slowly,  to  enable 
Major  King  to  overtake   him   with   the  chiefs  at  the  Moruvian  Towns. 

The  Secretary  who  now  presides  in  the  Territory  is  a  good  natured 
man,  and  the  people  will  do  as  they  please.  I  am  just  informed  of 
another  re-encountei-  with  the  Indians  near  the  Tennessee,  in  which  our 
people  was  worsted.  I  have  wrote  Capt.  Lewis  about  the  situation  of 
matters  in  the  Territory,  and  promised  to  forward  the  intelligence  to 
.Richmond.  The  bearer  is  on  his  way  to  Bedford  on  his  own  business, 
and  I  have  advised  him  to  hire  an  express  fi'om  thence,  if  a  direct  oppor- 
tunity does  not  ort'ei-.  lIo]nng  these  will  reach  j'ou  before  Capt.  Craig 
sets  out  from  Town.

Sir: 

When  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honor  of  requesting  my  assist-  June  24th 
anee  in  the  suit  brought  Dy  the  Indiana  Company  against  the  state  of  Richmond 
Virginia,  I  had  undertaken  a  suit  against  the  state  of  Georgia.  This 
circumstance  disabled  rae  from  engaging  in  the  denial  of  Jurisdiction  in 
the  supreme  Court;  Nor  could  I  well  oppose  the  merits  of  the  claim — 
having  once  advocated  them  before  the  house  of  delegates  in  tbe  year 
1779.  If  however  you  should  think  proper  to  require  my  services  in 
maintaining  that  the  decision  of  the  General  Assembly  is  final  and  con- 
clusive, I  am  so  well  persuaded  of  the  truth  of  the  position,  that  I  shall 
enter  into  this  branch  of  the  defence  with  great  cordiality. 

Permit  me  to  request  your  Excellency  to  instruct  the  Attorney-Gene- 
ral to  arrange  with  me  or  Mr.  Hopkins  the  statement  which  is  to  be  laid 
before  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  at  their  next  session,  con- 
cerning the  certificates  granted  to  Beaumarchais.  I  find  from  a  letter 
to  the  secretary  of  the  Treasury  that  this  was  agreeable  to  the  Execu- 
tive of  Virginia.

Charles  Little,  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  Militia,  to  the  Governor.    June  26th 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  of  transmitting  to  your  Excellency  the  list  of  offl-  Danbury 
cers  recommended  by  Fairfax  Court  to  Compleat  two  Battalions  of  In- 
fantry for  the  county.  We  have  laid  of  the  divisions,  and  I  have  ordered 
the  Captains  and  officers  commanding  Companys  to  inroll  and  muster 
their  men  immediately,  and  to  make  exact  returns  to  me  by  the  15th 
day  of  July,  that  I  may  be  able  to  ascertain  with  precision  the  number 
of  our  militia.  I  am  now  of  opinion  that  we  shall  have  more  men  than 
is  wanted  to  fill  up  the  two  Battalions,  the  company  of  Cavalry  and  artil- 
lery. I  have  good  reason  to  beleive  there  is  publiek  arras  in  the  hands  of 
Individuals  in  Alexandria;  how  are  they  to  be  obtained? 

I  have  been  told  of  a  circular  letter  from  your  Excellency  has  been 
sent  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the  militia,  but  none  such  has  reached 
this  county.  I  hope  by  the  United  exertions  of  the  officers,  that  we 
shall  have  our  militia  on  a  very  Respectable  footing  in  a  short  time.

Sir: 
June  26th  On  yesterday  I  had  my  companj'  mustered.     The  men  being  so  long 

Fort  Lee  in  service,  could  not  well  do  without  money,  have  got  scarce  of  cloath- 
ing,  &  hope  as  they  entered  the  service,  as  soon  as  enlisted  tliej'  will 
draw  pay  as  inroUed;  on  the  day  we  were  discharged  from  the  last  year's 
Service,  the  greater  part  of  them  were  enlisted.  I  could  then  do  nothing 
with  them  but  send  them  to  the  Garrison,  &  so  soon  as  a  person  was 
authorised  to  muster  them,  those  then  enlisted  were  mustered.  You 
will  find  two  scouts  more  enrolled  than  were  allowed  a  company,  which 
I  hope  the  Executive  will  not  blame  me  for;  at  that  time  the  frontiers 
being  so  weak  &  much  alarmed,  to  keep  these  from  leaving  their  homes, 
I  was  obliged  to  increase  the  number  of  scouts  to  Eight — two  of  which 
are  on  the  roll;  they  two  that  Served  in  the  vallej-,  as  they  could  not 

be  mustered  by ,  have  only  a  certificate  for  their  service.     Thejr 

were  mustered  by  Capt.  Neel  at  the  Bndof  service,  for  so  soon  as  part 
of  Captain  Hawkins'  comjDany  came  into  service,  I  discharged  them,  & 
from  the  25th  this  month  have  four.  I  have  appointed  two  for  the  New 
Garden  to  serve  at  their  own  risk,  until  I  hear  from  you.  Captain  Haw- 
kins"^  four  are  emjjloyed  in  the  valley;  two  of  mine  from  the  Garrison 
on  Stony  Creek  or  Eye  Cove;  two  from  Port  Lee.  Capt.  Crockett  im- 
ploys  two  from  Lincolnshire,  &  two  from  the  stone.  From  Lincolnshire 
to  Fort  Lee  is  nearly  six  miles  where  no  scouts  now  act,  which  causes 
the  people  in  that  bounds  to  complain.  I  hope  when  you  see  the  neces- 
sity of  the  two  in  the  Garden,  that  they  may  be  continued;  certain  I 
am  that  had  not  my  company  been  in  service,  that  countj'  from  the  New 
Garden  to  they  lower  settlements  would  have  suffered,  for  every  part  of 
the  frontier  unprotected  lost  lives  or  property. 

No  late  sign  has  been  seen,  but  am  afraid  a  late  piece  of  conduct  of 
an  officer  from  the  Territory  will  bring  us  into  business,  on  some  mis- 
cheif  being  done. 

A  Captain  Baird  was  ordered  out  by  the  Governor,  with  fifty  horse- 
men to  follow  to  the  Tennessee,  if  he  could  not  overtake  them  before; 
he  did  not  overtake  them,  but  when  reached  the  Tennessee,  left  ten  of 
his  men  with  the  horses,  crossed  the  river  in  the  night,  &  fell  on  the 
Hanging  Maw's  Town,  s'd  to  be  a  friendly  Indian,  &  killed  twelve— the 
balance  run  of  without  making  any  resistance.  Capt.  Neel,  with  seven 
men,  went  to  look  for  Indians;  went,  below  the  Cumberland  trace;  fell 
on  the  sign  of  a  party  going  out  to  hunt;  followed  them  some  days.  At 
length,  early  in  the  morning,  ea  ne  so  near  their  camp  as  to  hear  their 
dogs  and  children;  &  while  consulting,  as  every  man  was  his  own  com- 
mander, the  Indians  discovered  them,  &  then  they  retreated  without 
firing  a  Gun.  In  the  retreat  they  lost  one  man  &  one  wounded.  If  you 
have  no  objections,  I  wish  on  the  first  of  September,  with  about  forty 
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men,  to  strike  the  Head  of  Kentucky  and  go  down  it  as  far  as  the       1793. 
three  Forks,  whei-e  the  Southern  Indians  pass  going  to  and  from  the  re-    June  26th 
leif  of  the  Northern  tribes.     At  that  season  we  will  be  pretty  certain  of 
falling  in  with  them,  &  If  I  can  take  the  advantage  of  them — as  troops 
in  that  place  will  be  unexpected,  I  can  beat  them,  however  will  rest  it 
with  your  consent.     In  paying  of  the  Draughted  militia  ordered  from 
Washington,  I  found  an  imposition  which  I  in  some  measure  detected. 
Instead  of  12  men  from  Washington  going  into  service,  they  were  let  of, 
and  men  that   had   families  living  in  the  valley  were  enrolled,  &  never 
did   one  hour's  duty;  some  of  them  I  paid   before  I  knew  where  they 
lived,  but  as  soon  as  I  discovered  it,  I  detained   their  pay — which  was 
twenty  pounds.     If  you  direct  them  to  be  paid,  I  shall  do  so;  if  not,  I 
stand  indebted  for  so  much  ree'd  from  the  state.     1   think  to  pay  such 
men  as  have  families  exposed,  &  would  be  obliged  to  Guard  them,  &  pre- 
venting others  from  coming  to  their  assistance,  seting  a  bad  example, 
however  have  enclosed   they  receipt;  but  I  consider  myself  acting  in 
behalf  of  the  state,  &  to  pay  them  money  for  no  service  done,  would  be 
wrong.

Sir: 
Richmond  After  the  reduction  of  York  by  the  combined  arms  of  America  & 

Prance,  I  furnished  three  ships  to  the  commander-in-chief  to  transport 
the  troops  from  York  to  the  head  of  Elk,  together  with  the  Artillery, 
Baggage,  &c.  The  Ships  were  the  Cormorant,  originally  a  British  ship 
of  war;  the  Oliver  Cromwell,  originally  an  American  ship  of  war;  the 
Queen  Charlotte,  originally  a  French  Packet,  all  of  them  prizes  to  the 
French  fleet  under  the  command  of  the  Count  de  Grace,  from  whom  I 
purchased  the  two  first  for  this  State,  and  the  last  mentioned  for  myself. 
I  am  uncertain  if  any  charge  was  ever  made  on  the  Agents  books 
against  the  Continent  for  the  two  State  ships,  if  there  was  not,  a  charge 
ought  now  to  be  made.  I  never  received  any  payment  or  certificate  for 
the  other,  and  if  it  can  with  propriety  be  introduced  into  the  acc't  of 
the  state  against  the  Continent,  the  state  will  no  doubt  acc't  with  and 
pay  me  the  sum  allowed.  As  j-ou  are  in  the  habit  of  corresponding  with 
Mr.  Davis,  will  you  be  so  obliging  us  to  make  this  communication.  The 
Cormorant  &  Oliver  Cromwell  were  large  ships;  the  Queen  Charlotte  a 
small  ship;  she  carried  Gen.  Hazen  &  250  Troops,  the  other  two  carried

three  or  tour  times  the  number.  I  can  prove  that  the  service  was  per- 
formed and  Ihe  officers  of  the  army  will  remember  it.  As  to  the  value  I 
cannot  ascertain  it,  but  it  may  be  easily  iixt  at  Philadelphia,  and  it 
ought  to  be  remarkt  that  the  hire  of  ships  at  that  time  was  four  times 
as  much  as  'tis  at  present.  Looking  over  some  old  papers  brought  this 
transaction  to  my  mind.

the  District  Goal,  (George  Gordon  and  Philip  Fry),  with  the  assistance 
of  some  person  unknown  to  me,  broke  the  same,  and  made  their  escape, 
I  have  transmitted  to  you  copies  of  the  record  by  which  thej^  were 
imprisoned,  and  request  you'll  bo  pleased  to  inform  me  what  is  necessary 
to  be  done  in  this  business. 

I  am,  Gentlemen,  your  ob't  humble  servant. 

At  a  District  Court  held  at  Dumfries,  the  11th  day  of  May,  1793: 
Philip  Frye,  late  of  the  Parish  of  Fairfax  and  county  of  Fairfax, 
labourer,  who  stands  indicted  of  a  misdemeanor,  was  led  to  the  bar  in 
custody  of  the  keeper  of  the  Public  Goal,  and  tberjupon  arraigned,  and 
plead  not  Guilty  to  the  Indictment,  and  for  his  trial  put  himself  upon 
God  and  the  country;  &  thereupon  came  a  Jury,  to-wit:  George  Chap- 
man, John  Hunter,  Phillip  Dorrell,  John  Eickett,  John  Simpson,  Thomas 
Sangster,  Aaron  Simpson,  Joseph  Simjjson,  Eichard  Ratcliffe,  Francis 
Eateliffe,  Francis  Coffer,  Jossee  Moore,  and  William  Simpson,  who  being 
duly  elected,  wied  and  sworn  the  truth,  of  and  upon  the  premises  to 
speak,  and  having  heard  the  evidence,  upon  their  Oath,  do  say  that  the 
said  Philip  Frye  is  guilty  of  the  misdemeanor  aforesaid,  in  manner  and 
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form  as  in  the  Indictment  against  him  is  alleged,  and  the  said  Philip  1793. 
Frye  prays  that  Judgement  on  the  verdict  aforesaid  may  be  arrested  June 28th 
and  stayed  for  the  following  reasons:  1st,  because  it  is  not  stated  in  the 
Indictment  that  the  said  Philip  Frye  did  feloniously  take  and  receive 
the  goods  therein  mentioned;  2d,  because  the  Jury  ought  to  have 
asscs.'^ed  the  fine,  which  they  have  not  done;  3d,  because  it  is  not  stated 
in  the  Indictment  that  the  principal  felons  or  either  of  them,  who  are 
stated  to  have  stolen  the  Goods  in  the  Indictment,  had  been  convicted 
thereof;  4th,  because  the  said  Indictment  is  informal  and  insufiicient. 
But  because  the  Court  here  are  not  advised  of  their  opinion  on  the  mat- 
ters of  law  arising  on  the  errors  in  arrest  of  Judgement  this  day  filed, 
they  do  adjourn  the  same  to  the  next  General  Court,  to  be  held  in  the  city 
of  Richmond,  on  account  of  the  novelty  and  difficult}'  of  the  case;  and  it  is 
ordered  that  the  said  Philip  Frye  may  enter  into  a  recognizance  in  this 
Court  or  before  any  two  Justices  of  the  County  of  Prince  William  him- 
self, in  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds,  and  two  securities  in  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  pounds  each,  to  be  void  on  condition  that  the  said  Philip  Frye  do 
appear  here  on  the  first  day  ot  the  next  Court  and  receive  the  Judge- 
ment of  the  said  Court,  and  he  is  remanded  to  Jail  until  he  shall  give 
such  security.

the  day  ot  muster.     I   therefore  considered   the  commencement  of  pay 

depended  on  the  da}'  of  muster,  happen  when  it  would;  however,  Capt. 
Lewis  seems  to  be  of  a  different  opinion.  He  expects  they  will  draw 
paj'  from  the  first  of  March — that  being  the  time  it  was  supposed  the 
companies  would  have  been  called  into  Service.  I  would  thank  your 
Excellency  for  advice  upon  the  subject.  Since  Governour  Blount  set 
out  for  Philadelphia,  a  partj'  of  Indians  came  on  the  frontiers  of  the 
Territory  and  killed  a  man  and  a  Boy;  in  consequence  of  which,  a  com- 
pany of  men  were  raised,  consisting  of  thirty  or  forty  soldiers.  They 
pursued  the  villains  to  one  of  their  Towns,  where  they  killed  ten  or 
twelve  persons,  such  as  they  found  in  their  small  villages. 

The  Double  Head  (a  noted  warrior,)  &  the  old  "  Hanging  Maw's"  wife, 
is  said  to  be  found  amongst  the  dead,  &  the  old  fellow  himself  wounded 
in  one  of  his  arms.  The  whites  immediately  retreated,  &  about  fifty 
Indians  collected  &  pursued  our  people,  tho'  I  have  not  heard  the  event. 
It  is  probable  it  will  produce  a  General  war  with  the  Gherokees. 

Since  my  company  has  been  out,  peace  and  quietness  seems  to  reign 
on  this  part  of  the  frontier,  tho'  the  people  in  the  JS'ew  Garden,  (Eussell 
county),  would  have  removed  had  not  Capt.  Lewis  appointed  two  scouts 
for  their  protection;  which,  together  with  Eight  men,  is  (I  Expect)  all 
the  assistance  they  can  get  this  summer.

Sir: 
Washington  Last  week,  by  Capt.  Findlay,  I  forwarded  the  Second  Recommenda- 
tion of  militia  officers  for  this  county.  In  the  same  letter,  I  mentioned 
the  attack  of  a  Capt.  Baird  on  a  peaceable  Town  of  the  Cherokees,  and 
the  murders  he  there  committed;  latterly  I  am  informed  that  the  In- 
dians have  been  spoke  to  on  the  subject,  and  that  they  have  agreed  to 
defer  taking  revenge,  until  an  answer  is  obtained  from  tho  President  of 
tho  United  States. 

By  letters  from  Lee  county,  we  learn  that  Captain  Hawkins'  company 
is  there  in  good  order,  and  recruited  to  its  full  compliment  of  fine  young 
men.  But  by  the  urgent  Solicitation  of  the  Inhabitants,  they  have  to 
do  duty  at  four  different  posts.     This  makes  them  weak  at  any  one,  so 
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that  if  the  Indians  visit  them  in  force,  they  may  not  be  a  match  for 
them.  The  Capt.  is  about,  ei-ecting  a  stockade  near  Cumberland  Gap, 
but  the  situation  made  choice  of  is  not  the  best;  why  it  is  so,  or  by 
whose  orders,  I  do  not  learn.  It  will  be  unfortunate  if  some  settlers 
should  mislead  thro'  importunities.

Jesse  Brown's  Petition  to  the  Governor  and  Coctncil. 

To  his  Excellency,  the  Governor  &  the  hon'ble  council  of  Virginia: 

The  petition  of  Jesse  Brown,  in  behalf  of  himself  &  a  considerable 
number  of  freeholders  of  the  county  of  Mecklenburg,  humbly  shewetli, 
That  the  Grand  Jury  at  Mecklenburg  May  Court,  did  present  about 
300  freeholders  for  not  voting  at  the  election  of  a  member  of  Congress 
in  March,  &  about  200  freeholders  for  not  voting  at  the  election  of  Dele- 
gates in  April — the  whole  number  of  presentments  amounting  to  510. 

It  would  be  tedious  for  your  Excellency  to  attend  to  the  variety  of 
reasons  which  caused  your  petitioners  to  subject  themselves  to  present- 
ment, suffice  it  to  say  that  the  generality  of  them  as  Farmers  &  Planters 
were  either  themselves  or  their  Horses  so  particularly  employed  they 
could  not  attend  the  Election  without  manifest  injury  to  their  crops. 
Many  of  your  petitioners  living  at  considerable  distance  from  the  C't 
House,  might  say  that  they  had  a  wife  &  numerous  family  to  support, 
and  only  himself  to  labour;  others  that  they  did  not  know  of  the  elec- 
tion in  March;  &  lastly,  as  the  law  had  not  heretofore  been  put  in  force, 
your  petitioners  did  not  think  it  would  now  have  been  given  in  charge 
to  the  Grand  Jury.  Your  petitioners  do  therefore  humbly  pray  that 
your  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  take  isuch  stops  as  in  your  wisdom 
may  be  thought  proper  to  liberate  them  from  their  fines  &  contingent 
expences,  assuring  your  Excellency  that  the  late  presentments  will  in 
future  serve  to  admonish  them  of  their  duty  &  they  will  not  again 
infringe  the  law,  unless  compelled  by  dire  necessitj'^.  When  your  peti- 
tioners reflect  that  the  Grand  Juries  of  no  adjacent  County  have  inforced 
the  law,  they  are  induced  to  hope  for  the  interference  of  your  Excellency ; 
&  your  petitioners  as  in  duly  bound  will  ever  pray,  &c.,  &c.

Sir: 
Phila-  On  this  day  the  General   Board  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  the 

delphia  Treasury  their  papers,  and  on  Saturday  last  they  left  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  their  report  under  cover  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
The  particulars  are  not  published,  but  Mr.  Langdon  (one  of  the  Board) 
tells  me  Virginia  would  have  been  a  considerable  gainer  were  it  not  for 
her  present  increased  ratio  of  representation,  which  makes  her  a  debtor 
state  for  a  small  sum.  Gen.  Irvine  informs  me  that  Virginia  would  have 
been  a  creditor  State  by  more  than  two  millions  of  Dollars  were  it  not 
for  her  increased  representation,  but  that  at  present  she  stands  nearl}' 
balanced,  at  least  not  more  than  100,000  Dollars'  Debtor.  I  am  told 
that  New  York  is  the  greatest  debtor  &  Connecticut  the  greatest  credi- 
tor State.  Having  now^  closed  my  public  business,  and  I  hope  to  the 
satisfaction  of  my  country,  I  shall  set  out  on  Monday  next.  It  is  only 
one  week  since  the  Board  gave  me  leave  to  withdraw  the  public  hooks 
that  I  had  furnished  them.  I  have  been  &  still  am  busy  in  making 
such  a  distribution  of  them  as  will  be  most  easy  to  refer  to  them  upon 
their  return. 

I  beg  leave  to  enclose  yon  my  account  and  of  my  young  man,  who  is 
now  discontinued,  tho'  I  should  have  been  roleived  bj-  his  assistance  a 
few  days  longer.  I  have  also  to  ask  £25  in  advance  for  contingencies, 
for  all  which  I  shall  draw  as  soon  as  I  can,  tho'  I  doubt  of  ray  being 
able  to  dispose  of  a  bill.

Sir: 

On  the  18th  ultimo,  I  directed  two  spies  to  be  appointed  to  Guard  Eichmond 
the  Frontiers  to  the  westward  of  Walkers'  meadows,  and  ordered  the 
enlistment  of  six  expert  woodsmen  to  be  stationed  in  vStrowd's  settle- 
ment, to  be  under  the  immediate  direction  of  Mr.  Joseph  Mays,  who 
lives  there.  On  the  19th,  I  mustered  Mr.  Mann's  Detachment  at  Lewis- 
burg,  consisting  of  Eleven  present  r.nd  six  gone  down  Elk  to  Join  at  the 
Boat-yard;  Gave  him  orders  to  march  immediately  for  the  Point,  and 
to  take  the  best  measures  he  could  for  compleating  his  quota  to  the 
number  of  twenty-five.  These  with  those  mentioned  in  my  letter  of  the 
12th  ult.  (which  I  presume  you  have  received),  comprehend  all  my 
transactions  under  the  authority  of  your  letters  of  the  30th  Ap'l.  The 
numbers  falls  considerably  short  of  that  allowed,  and  I  flatter  myself 
will  be  found  equal  to  the  object.  However,  it  coincides  with  the  opin- 
ion and  I  may  say  the  wish  of  those  whom  I  have  consulted  in  that 
country,  and  who  perhaps  are  best  acquainted  with  its  situation.  I  have 
brought  on  Captain  Caperton's  Rolls,  &  not  so  compleat  as  I  could  wish 
owing  to  a  neglect  of  mine.  I  have  stated  on  a  separate  paper  the  best 
information  I  could  derive  as  to  the  service  of  Captain  Morriss'  com- 
pany. I  will  submit  to  your  inspection  copies  of  my  letters  of  instruc- 
tions to  the  officers;  on  perusing  them,  you  will  be  able  to  say  how 
far  my  conduct  meets  with  your  approbation.  Enclosed  is  a  letter  from 
Col.  Lewis,  which  proves  how  rightly  you  Judged  with  respect  to  the 
hostile  intentions  of  the  Savages.

July  2d  The  day  after  you  left  this,  two  men  from  Bellville  came  here 

Point  to  see  what  protection  would  be  allowed  for  that  station  with  the  agree- 
able news  of  the  return  of  Mr.  Daniel  Sherwood,  who  was  taken  by  the 
Indians — the  manner  of  his  escape  with  other  particulars,  I  refer  you  to 
Mr.  Knox. 

The  principal  reason  of  my  writing  you  at  this  time  is  in  behalf  of 
Mr.  Sherwood,  that  he  may  be  allowed  the  same  privilege  of  the  others 
at  that  station,  as  I  am  convinced  if  you  had  known  of  his  return  you 
would  have  put  him  on  the  Roll,  as  he  is  the  pers<^n  who  sustained  the 
Greatest  loss  of  any  at  that  place  by  the  Indians — the  oxen  that  was 
killed  with  those  that  was  wounded,  was  his  property.  I  have  taken 
the  liberty  of  having  his  name  an  next  to  the  muster-Roll,  to  such  limes 
as  I  have  from  j-ou,  which  I  wish  to  be  by  the  first  oppertunity.  Prom 
the  long  acquaintance  with  j^ou,  convinces  mo  that  you  will  give  your 
acquiescence  in  what  I  have  done  for  that  poor  man. 

Wish  you  health  and  happiness,  and  with  every  suntiment  of  respect 
and  esteem.

N.  B. — Just  as  I  finished  mj'  letter,  the  Indians  fired  on  a  party  of 

men  "that   was  going  up  to  the  uper to   work.     I   immediately 

went  to  their  assistance  with  a  party,  but  before  I  got  there  they  had 
drove  the  Indians  off.  John  Craig  was  mortally  wounded,  and  Fleming 
wounded  in  the  arm.  I  have  the  pleasure  lo  inform  you  that  three  or 
four  of  the  Indians  is  badly  wounded,  and  I  followed  the  blood  for  some 
distance,  but  the  rain  coming  on  and  their  separating,  made  it  impossi- 
ble for  us  to  follow.  If  to-morrow  should  be  fair,  we  will  endeavour  to 
make  a  further  discovery.  You  will  see  the  necessity  of  pushing  Capl. 
Mann  as  to  the  assistance  of  this  place  and  Bellville  as  soon  as  you  pos- 
sibly can.

Capt.  Caperton  may  be  arrested  &  tried  on  the  following  charges,  viz: 

1.  For  an  abuse  of  the  Trust  reposed  in  him  as  a  Captain  of  volun- 

tier  militia,  by  calling  into  service  in  aid  of  him   a  greater  number  of 

militia  in  the  county  of  Kanawa  than  were  absolutely  necessary  for  its 
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defence,  and  for  not  knowing  where  or  in  what  manner  the  service  of       1793. 
said  militia  was  performed,  or  whether  they  rendered  anj'  sei'vice.  July  2d 

2d.  For  exhibiting  a  false,  fraudulent,  and  forged  muster-EoU  (certi- 
fied the  first  of  March,  1793,)  as  a  voucher  on  which  he  demanded  pub- 
lic money. 

3rd.  For  Exhibiting  a  false,  fraudulent,  &  partly  forged  Muster-Roil, 
certified  March  3rd,  1793,  as  a  voucher  to  establish  a  claim  for  public 
money. 

4th.  For  exhibiting  a  fraudulent  muster-Roll,  certified  Dec'r  29th, 
1792,  as  a  voucher  to  establish  a  claim  for  public  raonej'. 

5ti'..  For  exhibiting  a  fraudulent  abstract  for  pay. 

6ih.  For  exhibiting  a  fraudulent  abstract  for  Rations. 

7th.  For  Clandestinely  taking  out  of  Col.  Stuart's  possession,  a  paper 
which  contains  the  original  memorandums  of  the  musters  of  part  of  his 
company,  and  thereby  disabling  him  to  make  an  accurate  return,  &c. 

8th.  For  taking  in  a  most  unofficerlike  and  ungentlemanlike  manner 
a  Muster  Roll  out  of  the  pos.session  of  John  Steele,  while  at  Sweet 
Springs,  for  not  returning  it  when  applied  to  for  it  b^'  the  said  Steele; 
for  telling  a  falsehood  to  Col.  Stuart  respecting  it,  and  of  writing  a  false- 
hood to  John  Harbert,  who  innocently  assisted  him  in  destroying  it. 

9th.  For  leaving  the  company  on  or  about  the  16th  of  June,  1793, 

contrary  to  the  orders  of  the  Governor  of  the day  of  Nov.,  1792, 

and  verball  instructions   given  him   by  John  Steele  on  the  8th   day  of 
June,  and  coming  to  Greenbrier. 

10th.  For  defrauding  the  soldiers  of  their  pay  by  speculations  dis- 
gracefull  to  a  man  of  honor. 

11th.  For  receiving  after  the  6th  of  May,  1792,  in  Kanawa,  an  ex- 
traordinary transfer  of  Andrew  Donnellys,  Sr.,  Reuben  Slaughter, 
Edw'd  McClung,  &  Andrew  Donnelly,  Jr.,  militia  of  Capt.  J.  Morris' 
ranging  company,  and  swearing  to  the  enlistment  and  mustering  of 
them  on  the  18th  day  of  March,  1792 — he  on  that  day  at  Greenbrier 
Courthouse. 

The  first  charge  to  be  proved  by  official  copy  of  his  letter  to  the 
G-overnor,  forwarded  to  the  P.  of  the  court-martial;  the  s'd  by  the  Roll 
and  by  the  testimonies  of  Col.  Thos.  Lewis  and  Abner  Pryor.  The 
Roll  has  on  it  the  names  of  four  men,  viz:  Andrew  Donnelly,  Sr., 
Andrew  Donnelly,  Jr.,  Reuben  Slaughter,  &  Edw'd  McClung,  which 
Col.  Lewis  never  mustered;  3rd  charge  to  be  proved  by  the  Roll  and 
the  oaths  of  Leu.  Morris  and  Col.  Thomas  Lewis;  4th  charge  to  be  sup- 
ported b}-  the  Roll  and  the  oaths  of  Tho.  Lewis  and  Lieut.  Cooper — See 
the  mustering  of  Reuben  Salmone;  5th  charged  proved  by  the  Roll  in 
the  case  of  Reuben  Salmons  and  of  Williams;  6th  charge  supported  by 
the  abstract  for  Rations — See  Accounts  for  Salmons  &  Felix  Williams; 
7th  charge  supported  by  the  Testimony  of  Col.  Stuart  and  the  circum- 
stance of  the  papei's  being  returned  thro'  the  hands  of  John  Steele;  8th 
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1793.       charge  to  be  supported  by  the  testimony  of  Col.  Stuart  and  John  Har- 
July  2d      bert  and  John  Steele,  and  bis  letters  to  Harbert;  9th  charge  to  be  sup- 
ported  by  the   Governor's  letter  dated    Nov.   ,   1792,   by  Sawyer, 

Storel?:eeper  for  Cane,  and  others  who  have  seen  him  in  Greenbrier;  10th 
charge  to  be  supported  by  the  testimony  of  Peter  Null,  Isaac  Cole, 
James  Abbett,  and  others;  11th  charge  proved  by  the  Muster  Eoll  and 
the  nature  of  the  case — the  oaths  of  Captain  John  Morris'  and  of  the  men 
themselves. 

The  Governor  laid  before  the  board  the  report  of  Col.  Steele,  whereby 
it  appears  he  liad  augmented  the  forces  for  the  defence  of  Kanawa, 
and  the  exposed  parts  of  the  counties  of  Greenbrier,  &  Bath  to  consist 
in  the  whole  to  1  Capt.,  2  L'ts,  2  Ensigns,  17  Sergeants,  5  Corporals,  123 
privates,  &  twelve  scouts,  which  were  stationed  in  the  manner  best 
caLuilated  for  effecting  the  purposes  intended;  that  he  had  promoted 
Sam'l  Henderson  to  a  Lieutenancy  in  Captain  Caperton's  Comp'y;  that 
he  had  nominated  Jesse  Van  Bibber  us  Ensign  in  ye  s'd  Co.,  &  Jas.  Van- 
bibber  an  Ensign  in  ye  Detachment.         *  *  *  * 

Whereupon,  the  Board  approved  of  the  measures  taken  by  Col.  Steele 
for  ye  defence  of  Kanawha  District,  and  advise  that  a  copy  of  the  s'd 
report,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  number  of  forces  &  their  disposition, 
together  with  a  copy  of  Col.  T.  Lewis's  letter  to  Mr.  .Steele,  relative  to 
Indian  depredations,  be  transmitted  to  ye  Sec'y  of  War.  It  is  also  re- 
commended that  Capt.  Caperton  be  arrested  upon  charges  contained  in 
ye  s'd  report  against  him,  &  a  Court-martial  ordered  for  his  trial  accord- 
ing to  law;  That  a  commission  issue  to  Wni.  Clendinnen  as  Capt'n  vice 
H.  C,  and  Commissions  to  Lt.  Henderson  &  Ensigns  Jas.  &  Jesse  Van- 
bebber. 

It  is  advised  that  Captain  Capcton  be  arrested  upon  the  foregoing 
charges,  ami  a  general  court-martial  be  appointed  for  his  trial,  to  consist 
of  the  following  officers:  Charles  Cameron,  Lt.-Col.  of  Bath;  Presid-nt, 
A  Major,  two  Captains,  &  3  Lieut's  from  the  county  of  Greenbrier;  four 
captains  &  two  Ensigns  from  the  County  of  Bath — not  being  witnesses 
for  or  against  the  party  accused;  that  copies  of  the  charges  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  President  of  the  court,  &  to  the  officer  to  be  tried;  that 
the  time  be  appointed  by  the  President,  &  Lewisburg  be  the  ])lace  for 
holding  the  said  Court-martial — previous  notice  being  given  to  the  par- 
ties; That  the  president  call  upon  the  commanding  officer  of  the  militia 
of  Greenbrier,  to  order  the  officers  required  from  that  covinty  to  attend 
at  the  time  &  place  appointed  to  servo  as  members  of  the  said  Court- 
martial,  and  that  a  special  state  of  the  evidence  and  facts,  together  with 
the  sentence  of  ye  court,  be  transmitted  to  ye  Governor  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible.

You  will  consider  yourself  subordinate  to  Lieutenant  Mann,  and  until 
his  arrival  you  will  please  to  take  instructions  from  Col.  Thomas  Lewis, 
whose  zeal  for  the  safety  of  our  fellow-citizens  will  induce  him  to  give 
you  every  assistance  in  his  power. 

It  will  be  your  duty  to  repel  Invasions,  and  as  much  as  possible  to 
protect  the  Inhabitants  while  they  are  necessarily  employed  on  their 
larms. 

These  two  things  will  require  j'our  most  particular  attention,  and  I 
flatter  myself  the  happiest  effects  will  result  from  your  Exertions.     It 
will  rest  with  the  Executive  to  say  whether  you  will  receive  pay  agree- 
abh'  to  your  present  Rank  in  the  militia  or  that  of  an  Ensign.

Woodsmen  to  be  stationed  in  the  settlement  called  strouds,  for  the  de- 
fence of  this  County  and  Bath.  They  will  be  under  your  direction,  and 
it  will  be  their  duty  to  range  in  such  manner  on  the  northwestward  of 
that  place  as  to  prevent  as  much  as  possible  the  incursions  of  the  Indians 
to  either  of  the  counties.  The  posts  from  the  Gauley,  Elk,  and  Little 
Kanawa  waters  must  be  particularly  attended  to.  It  will  be  requisite  to 
procure  the  best  information  respecting  the  disposition  made  by  Col. 
Bogard  of  his  voluntier  company,  that  may  in  some  measure  govern 
you. 

Mr.  William  Morris  will  settle  with  you  for  the  Rations.  Col.  Stuart 
will  assist  you  in  making  out  the  accounts  for  pay;  j^our  affidavit  will 
be  necessary  to  establish  the  claim  proving  that  the  service  was  per- 
formed. If  you  find  that  more  men  ai-e  necessary,  you  will  apply  to 
Col.  Stuart,  who  will  furnish  the  same.

It  will  be  your  duty  to  afford  every  protection  in  your  power  to  the 
Inhabitants  while  employed  in  their  fields;  and  in  all  your  operations, 
be  mindful  that  the  defence  of  Greenbrier,  as  well  as  Kanawa,  is  com- 
mitted to  your  charge.  You  will,  if  possible,  compleat  your  quota  to  the 
number  of  twenty-five ;  it  will  then  be  in  your  power  to  keep  a  party  of 
Eighteen  continually  ranging.  Col.  Thomas  Lewis  has  engaged  to  do 
everything  in  his  power  for  the  good  of  the  service,  you  will  there- 
fore consult  him  in  all  cases  of  importance;  I  am  persuaded  you  will 
derive  such  information  from  him  as  will  enable  you  to  render  very 
essential  services  to  the  public  as  well  as  to  your  own  reputation.

The  conduct  of  the  Indians  at  the  Point  on  the  fifth  instant,  Justi- 
fies my  repeating  to  you  the  solicitude  of  the  Governor  for  the  safety  of 
the  people;  you  will  do  well  to  impress  it  on  the  minds  of  your  detached 
parties  in  the  strongest  terms;  urge  them  to  be  ever  guarded  against  a 
surprize,  and  to  consider  it  their  indespensible  duty  to  afford  every  pro- 
tection in  their  power  to  the  inhabitants  while  emploj'ed  in  their  fields. 
After  the  relief  of  Mr.  Kelly  and  his  party  by  Mr.  Mann,  j'ou  will  be 
able  to  Judge  how  far  it  may  be  practicable  to  adopt  the  ranging  plan ; 
I  flatter  myself  your  number  will  be  equal  to  the  object,  and  that  infinite 
advantages  will  result  to  the  public  from  your  personal  exertions.

The  situation  of  this  Frontier  and  the  nature  of  the  protection 
afforded  its  Inhabitants,  renders  it  expedient  to  resort  to  the  agency  of 
some  person  of  experience  to  aid  Government  in  carrying  its  measures 
into  effect,  your  long  residence  at  this  place,  your  acquaintance  with  the 
inroads  to,  and  leading  traces  of  the  Enemj'  through  this  country,  quali- 
fies you  for  the  task,  I  must,  therefore,  request  that  you  will  undertake 
it,  and  flatter  myself  that  you  will  give  every  assistance  in  your  power, 
by  advising  with  the  ofiicers  as  to  measures  and  attending  to  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  services  is  performed.  It  will  be  the  particular  duty 
of  Lieutenant  Mann  and  Vanbebbei-.  to  protect  this  place  and  Bellville. 
But  in  doing  this  a  general  system  ought  to  be  adopted  to  lead  as  far  as 
possible  towards  the  security  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  upper  part  of 
Greenbrier  and  Bath. 

I  must  also  request  you  to  attend  to  the  appointment  of  two  spies  at 
Bellville  in  addition  to  the  two  at  this  place,  and  the  enlistment  of  four 
privates. 
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1793.  I  have  already  directed  Mr.  Vanbebber  to  look  to  you  for  instructions. 

July  2d  Alter  you  signify  to  me  j'our  compliance  with  my  request,  I  will  give 
similar  orders  to  Mr.  Mann.

Sir: 
Council  Upon  the  papers  delivered  to  me  respecting  Captain  Caperton's 

Company  of  voluntier  militia,  ordered  into  service  the  12th  of  Decem- 
ber, 1791,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  No.  1  are  the  muster  and  pay-rolls 
of  that  part  of  said  Company,  who  did  duty  in  Greenbriar,  consisting  of 
the  Captain,  three  sergeants,  three  corporals,  a  Drummer  and  fifer,  and 
thirtj'-Bight  privates  as  first  mustered,  and  of  the  Captain,  an  Ensign, 
three  Sergeants,  three  corporals,  a  Drummer  and  fifer,  and  thirty-Eight 
privates  as  mustered  on  their  discharge. 

These  muster-rolls  appear  to  be  duly  authenticated  by  the  Oath  of 
Captain  Caperton,  and  of  the  signature  and  oath  of  Colonel  John  Stuart, 
bj'  whom  the  musters  were  made. 

No.  2  are  the  muster-rolls  of  that  ]iart  of  said  Company  who  did  duty 
in  Kanawa,  consisting  of  a  Lieutenant,  a  sergeant,  a  Corporal,  and 
twenty-nine  privates  as  mustered  as  well  on  the  Commencement  of  their 
service  as  on  their  discharge.

These  muster-Rolls  are  also  duly  authenticaled  by  the  signatures  and  1793. 
Oaths  of  Lieutenant  Leonard  Cooper,  who  commanded  the  party,  &  July  3d 
Col.  Thos.  Lewis,  who  mustered  them.  On  the  back  of  these  muster- 
rolls,  Lieut.  Cooper  &  Col.  Lewis  certified  the  appointment  of  Isaac 
Vanbibber  &  Michel  Dickerson  as  spies  by  order  of  Captain  Caperton. 
No.  3  are  the  muster-rolls  of  four  privates  and  two  scouts,  said  also  to 
be  part  of  Captain  Caperton's  Company,  mustered  by  Col.  George  Clen- 
dinen,  as  appears  hj  his  authentication  of  the  same,  together  with  the 
affidavit  of  Capt.  Caperton.  The  muster-Roil  of  this  party  on  their 
discharge,  exhibits  the  following  remark:  ''I,  George  Clendinen,  who 
was  appointed  to  muster  the  within  Detachment,  was  compelled  to  be 
absent  on  the  day  of  their  discharge,  therefore  have  mustered  them 
absent.  On  the  propriety  of  this  mode  of  mustering,  the  Board  will 
please  themselves  to  decide.  Colonel  Clendinen's  authority  for  muster- 
ing any  part  of  this  company  will  be  found  in  No.  4. 

It  appears  by  the  several  musters,  that  the  total  amount  of  this  com- 
pany of  voluntier  militia  is  Eighty-four — the  number  authorized  is  Sev- 
entj'-seven.  To  account  for  this  difference  in  part,  it  appears  that  two 
men  were  killed  the  14th,  and  two  enlisted  the  15th  of  May;  that  one 
was  discharged  and  one  enlisted  the  20th  of  May,  which  together  with 
the  Drummer  &  fifer  not  authorized,  make  up  altogether  (two  excepted) 
the  Excess.  Six  scouts  were  employed  for  this  company,  for  whom  a 
separate  pay-roll  is  forwarded,  authenticated  by  the  Oath  of  Captain 
Caperton.     (See  No.  5.) 

The  General  pay-roll  No.  6,  (in  which  is  subjoined  the  names  of  scouts), 
corresponds  in  names  and  number  with  the  several  rolls  of  the  last  mus- 
ters. The  auditor  in  the  settlement  thereof  will  be  careful  that  the 
time  of  service  correspond  also.  In  this  number  is  enclosed  some  re- 
marks of  Colonel  Steele  on  that  part  of  the  company  which  were  on 
duty  in  Greenbriar,  which  he  will  be  pleased  to  explain  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Board. 

No.  7  contains  papers  which  in  part  have  been  heretofore  before  the 
Board,  and  which  I  conclude  are  not  meant  for  me  again  to  report  on. 
Such  new  matter  as  have  been  collected  therein,  tends  to  a  censure  of 
the  conduct  of  Captain  Caperton,  which  Col.  Steele,  who  is  best  able, 
will  be  pleased  to  elucidate. 

In  No.  8  are  the  ration  accounts,  which  appear  to  be  authentic.     Mr. 
■  Pendleton  will  provide  that  no  more  be  paid  for  than  the  number  of  men 
and  time  of  service  required. 

In  No.  9  are  muster  and  pay-rolls  of  a  detachment  of  militia  under 
the  command  of  Lieutenant  Cooper  for  services  in  Kanawha  to  the  31st 
of  May,  1793,  which  appear  to  be  duly  authenticated.  There  is  also 
included  in  this  number  a-  claim  of  AUyn  Pryor  for  28  lbs.  of  powder, 
authenticated  by  the  certificate  of  Lieutenant  Vanbebber  and  Col. 
Thomas  Lewis.  No  Ration  account  accompanies  the  claim  for  services 
of  this  Detachment  of  militia.

After  a  minute  examination,  I  am  not  able  to  discover  that  any  more 
than  four  scouts  were  allowed  to  Captain  Caperton's  Company  for  the 
year  1792,  yet  Mr.  Pryor  thinks  that  Captain  Caperton  had  authority 
from  the  Governor  for  the  appointment  of  two  additional  scouts.  I 
should  suppose  that  the  best  proof  of  it  will  be  the  Governor's  letter 
which  may  hereafter  be  forwarded,  &  in  the  meantime  that  only  the 
number  authorized  be  paid. 


July  4th  Samuel  Coleman  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Council  My  last  report  on  the  subject  of  the  militia  was  under  date  the  4th 

office  of  June,  since  which  the  counties  of  James  City,  Lunenburg,  and  Nanse- 
mond  have  forwarded  complete  recommendations,  on  which  commissions 
have  issued. 

On  recommendations  short  of  the  proper  number  of  Companies  from 
Glou9ester,  Hardy,  King  George,  Lee,  Princess  Anne,  and  Prince  George, 
Commissions  have  issued,  and  requisitions  been  made  for  further  recom- 
mendations. Commissions  for  the  field  officers  only  have  issued  upon 
defective  recommendations  from  the  counties  of  Bedford,  Isle  of  Wight, 
Southampton,  and  Eussell,  and  the  commandants  requested  by  letter  to 
have  recommendations  amended.  The  Courts  of  Cumberland  and  West- 
moreland have  forwarded  illegal  recommendations,  which  the  clerks 
have  been  requested  to  have  amended. 

The  commissions  have  issued  for  the  Subalterns  upon  a  second  recom- 
mendation from  the  county  of  Charlotte.  The  recommendation  from 
Lancaster  has  not  yet  been  acted  on,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  county 
of  Richmond  to  forward  their  recommendation,  these  two  counties  com- 
posing a  Regiment. 

The  directions  of  the  Executive  with  respect  to  the  recommendations 
of  Charles  City,  New  Kent,  Louisa,  Harrison,  Randolph,  &  Rockbridge, 
have  been  complied  with  as  follows:  William  Hartwell  Macon,  of  New 
Kent,  commissioned  commandant  of  the  Regiment  composed  of  the  militia 
of  that  county  and  Charles  City,  and  the  said  Regiment  completely  offi- 
cered. Por  Louisa  commissions  have  issued  to  Col.  John  Overton  and 
Major  Wm.  O.  Callis  only,  and  the  former  has  been  wrote  to  stating  the 
complaint  of  Captain  Thomas  Shelton,  and  requesting  the  court  through 
Col.  Overton  to  reconsider   their  recommendation.     For  Harrison  and 
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Randolph,  commissions  have  issued  pursuant  to  the  recommendations,       1793. 
and  A  Letter  has  been   wrote  to  the  Court  of  Rockbridge,  enclosing  a     July  4th 
copy  of  the  Govornor's  letter  of  the  12th  of  April  to  the  clerk  of  Monon- 
galia. 

In  consequence  of  deaths,  refusals  to  act,  and  resignations,  additional 
recommendations  have  been  forwarded  Irom  Charles  City  for  a  Major 
and  one  Captain;  from  Fairfax  of  a  Major,  three  Captains, -four  Lieu- 
tenants, and  four  Ensigns;  and  from  the  town  of  Petersburg  of  a  Sec- 
ond-Lieutenant of  Artillerj-,  upon  which  commissions  have  issued.

CoL.  John  Steele's  Report  on  Morriss'  Pay-roll.  July  5th 

The  statement  of  facts  on  the  face  of  the  Roll  was  made  in  compliance 
with  the  request  of  Governor  Lee  in  his  letter  to  me  of  the  30th  of  April. 
It  comprehends  such  information  as  1  supposed  was  then  required  to 
enable  the  Board  to  decide  finally  on  the  claim  of  the  company.  A 
Referrence  to  the  small  map  which  is  filed  with  it  will  lead  to  a 
knowledge  of  the  local  situations  of  the  people,  the  distresses  to  which 
they  were  subjected  in  passing  to  and  from  their  different  habitations, 
as  well  as  the  dangers  to  which  they  were  exposed,  admiting  there  was 
danger  on  the  frontier.  Certain  it  is  those  people  in  a  great  measure 
live  the  lives  of  soldiers  at  best,  never  moving  from  their  houses  without 
their  arms,  and  keeping  them  continually  laying  by  them  in  their  fields 
or  elsewhere  when  laboring.  I  have  made  a  report  of  the  services  ren- 
dered by  Captain  Gaperton's  Company;  by  referring  to  that,  the  Board 
will  be  able  to  Judge  what  was  the  difference  between  the  force  actually 
employed  in  Kanawa,  including  Morriss'  Company,  and  that  employed 
for  the  present  year.  If  such  a  comparison  could  have  any  weight  in 
the  decision,  For  mc  to  decide  against  the  claim,  either  in  part  or  in 
toto,  would  be  criminating  men  in  office  who  have  produced  vouchers 
for  it,  and  perhaps  depriving  individuals  of  the  Just  rewards  for  services 
actually  rendered.

2  miles  of  ye  Point  of  Fork  for  the  public,  which  was  paid  for  26  of 
of  Oct.,  '87. 

It  does  not  appear  to  have  been  necessary  that  Mr.  Langham  should 
purchase  wood  for  Mr.  Eoss  after  the  purchase  of  150  Acres,  which  was 
3d  of  July,  or  at  furthest  the  26  of  October,  when  it  was  paid  for. 

As  to  ye  charge  for  ground-rent,  I  will  only  observe  that  the  board 
had  ordered  the  land  to  be  condemned  the  20  of  March,  &  might  have 
taken  it  soon  after,  had  it  not  been  put  off  to  gratify  Mr.  Eoss.  It  is 
possible  too,  &  not  improbable,  from  the  high  valuation  of  ye  24  acres, 
that  the  Gentlemen  who  valued  it,  included  the  ground-rent  from  Jan'y, 
1787. 

In  addition  to  what  is  said  above  by  Mr.  Blair,  I  beg  leave  to  observe 
that  I  cannot  discover  what  could  bo  the  inducement  to  the  admission 
of  a  claim  for  firewood  made  by  Mr.  Eoss,  after  the  purchase  of  150 
Acres  of  land  for  the  express  purpose  of  supplying  the  Post  with  wood. 

The  first  question  arising  for  the  decision  of  the  Board,  is  whether  it 
has  been  consistent  with  the  public  Interest  that  the  firewood  be  taken 
from  the  land  of  Mr.  Eoss  rather  than  from  the  public  land,  although 
six  oxen  were  allowed  as  draft  cattle  for  the  use  of  the  Post.  The  sec- 
ond question  arising  is  how  far  Mr.  Langham  may  have  been  Justifiable 
in  suffering  the  wood  of  Mr.  Eoss  to  be  used  without  contract  under  the 
circumstances  before  mentioned,  up  to  Octo.,  1790,  from  Octo.,  1787,  and 
afterward  by  contract  to  October,  1792.  Mr.  Langham  will  be  best  able 
personally  to  set  this  subject  in  its  true  light,  and  I  think  the  publick 
interest  requires  that  he  should  attend  for  that  purpose.

Mr.  Eoss  will  present  to  the  Executive  an  acc't  for  firewood  and 
ground-rent,  agreeable  to  the  award  of  Capt,  Peyton  and  Major  Quarles. 
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You  will  see  by  what  authority  tho  award  is  made,  and  Judge  whether  1793. 
I,  as  public  Agent  here,  have  acted  in  my  duty  or  not.  If  it  should  so  July  5th 
happen  that  the  Hon.  Board  should  have  any  doubts  on  the  subject, 
permit  me  to  inform  that  the  ground-rent  charged  is,  before  any  part  of 
the  land,  became  public  property,  and  that  there  was  but  little  firewood 
on  the  public  ground  when  it  became  public  property,  &  the  bal'nce  of 
firewood  was  supplied  from  Mr.  Ross's  land;  but  when  I  agreed  to  sub- 
mit the  business,  I  did  not  suppose  the  award  would  be  so  high.  Since 
Oct.,  '90,  firewood  has  been  supplied  by  contract  between  Mr.  Ross  and 
myself,  &  a  charge  never  yet  rendered  by  me  to  the  Executive,  because 
my  intention  is  &  has  been  to  pay  it  out  of  the  money  coming  from  the 
sale  of  the  public  property  so  soon  as  collected,  but  the  hole  firewood 
will  amm't  to  ab't  £25  p'r  year.

Arthur  Campbell  to  the  Governor.  juiy  eth 

Sir: 

In  my  last  letter  I  mentioned  to  your  Excellency  the  attack  of  a  Washington 
Capt.  Baird  on  a  peaceable  Cherokee  Town,  &  the  answer  of  the  Indians 
respecting  that  aggression  on  our  part.  This  promised  an  accomoda- 
tion; but,  to  the  surprise  of  every  moderate  man  who  loves  order  and 
the  laws,  on  Thursday,  the  27th  ult.,  a  party  of  70  men  penetrated 
through  the  mountains  from  the  upper  settlement  of  French  Broad,  and 
near  the  Town  of  Tellassee,  killed  about  20  Indians  and  took  five  squaws 
prisoners,  who  they  found  working  in  a  corn  field,  and  to  our  shame  one 
of  them  was  murdered  on  the  way  back.  Some  Indians  followed  the 
party  of  whites  into  the  settlement  on  French  Broad,  and  near  the 
mouth  of  Nolachirdkey  River  on  the  29tL,  killed  two  women  and  seve- 
ral children.  Another  partj'  of  whites  imniediatolj'  set  out  to  take  sat- 
isfaction (as  it  is  called)  for  this;  their  success  or  otherwise,  I  have  not 
yet  heard.  I  am  also  this  day  informed  that  a  party  of  Indians  was  a 
few  days  ago  discovered  in  Lee  County,  and  that  a  detachment  of  Capt. 
Hawkins'  company  was  out  in  search  of  them.  If  it  had  not  been  for 
the  attack  made  by  Baird,  it  appears  that  Governor  Blount  would  have 
been  successful  in  effecting  a  pacification  with  the  Cherokees,  at  least 
for  this  year.  This  would  have  been  a  material  point  gained,  as  it  would 
have  lessened  the  number  of  our  Enemies,  and  enabled  us  to  concentrate  a 
greater  force  against  the  hostile  Tribes  with  whom  we  cannot  avoid 
being  at  war.  It  is  an  unfoi'tunate  occurrence  in  human  affairs,  that 
one  such  rash,  ignorant  man  as  Baird   can  do  so  much   hurt  in  society. 
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1793.  If  the  effects  of  such  disorder  were  confined  to  the  S.  W.  Territory,  we 
July  6th  might  be  Justified  in  indifferently  looking  on,  and  let  them  feel  the 
effects  of  an  improper  conduct.  But  an  uncivilized  nation  at  war  makes 
no  distinctions,  and  our  innocent  frontier  inhabitants  must  endure 
calamities  brought  on  by  others.  I  confess  I  telt  our  pride  flattered  by 
a  sentiment  of  an  officer  in  the  Territory,  to-wit:  That  the  Virginia 
militia  must  be  sent  for  to  assist  in  restoring  order. 

1  cannot  tell  what  measures  the  President  of  the  United  States  may 
Judge  proper  to  take ;  but  this  I  am  confident  of,  that  the  division  of 
sentiment  in  the  Territory  seems  to  push  matters  into  more  confusion, 
rather  than  restoring  order. 

I  beleive  it  will  be  found  advisable  to  Strengthen  our  post  at  the  S. 
Western  extremity  of  the  state,  by  having  the  whole  of  the  company 
there  in  readiness.  Capt.  Lewis  and  Capt.  Crockett  might  spare  de- 
tachments to  be  sent  out  into  Powells  valley,  if  the  treaty  at  Sandusky 
has  turned  out  well.  In  the  present  critical  crisis,  it  would  be  salutary 
if  one  of  the  Executive  bodj'  could  take  a  tour  only  as  far  as  Abingdon.

Hampton  I  this  moment  rec'ed  the  enclosed  letter  from  Colo.  Newton, 
jSTorfolk,  giving  a  melancholy  account  of  the  distress'd  French,  and 
agreeable  to  his  request  I  have  sent  an  express  to  you.  I  beleive  there 
is  none  arrived,  except  the  74-Gun  ship;  many  others  I  expect  will  be 
in  in  a  few  days.  I  make  no  doubt  but  everj'  assistance  will  be  given 
them.  I  am  certain  the  Inhabitants  ot  our  county  will  accomodate  as 
many  as  in  their  power.  is  not  very  plenty  at  this  place — a  sup- 
ply of  that  article  will  be  wanting,  &  shou'd  many  arrive,  the  sooner 
some  was  sent  forward  the  better.  Any  order  given  shall  be  executed 
as  far  as  in  my  power.  This  afternoon  a  Brittish  Privateer  has  put  into 
Hampton  to  get  wood  &  water,  &  1  Suppose  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of 
the  74-Gun  shij).  How  long  the  privaleor  will  continue,  I  can't  say. 
She  belongs  to  Jamaica.

A  French  74  Gun  Ship  is  arrived  with  a  number  of  passengers  Ju'y  6th 
on  hoard  who  have  been  drove  from  Cape  Francais,  that  place  havi'g 
been  destroyed,  &  a  large  number  of  distressed  are  momently  expected 
in;  it  is  said  150  Sail  of  vessels,  full  of  all  descriptions  of  persons.  As  it 
is  requisite  that  some  provision  should  be  made  for  them  by  the  public, 
I  think  an  Express  should  be  seni  to  the  Governor  on  the  occason.  If 
you  think  with  me  you  can  dispatch  one,  &  I  .have  no  doubt  of  the  Gover- 
nor's paying  the  Expences  thereof  and  taking  such  steps  as  he  may 
Judge  proper  for  the  supplj'  &  reception  of  those  unhappj^  &  distressed 
people.  Husbands,  wives,  parents,  &  children  are  distributed  in  such  a 
manner  that  they  Know  not  where  to  find  each  other.  Twelve  thou- 
sand are  supposed  to  have  been  massacred  at  the  Cape  ;  many  were  taken 
out  of  the  water  &  thrown  on  board  the  vessels  without  cloathes  or  any 
subsistence  whatever.  I  beg  you  to  do  what  you  can,  &  if  you  have 
places  fit  for  the  reception  of  some  of  them  that  you'll  give  the  Gov'r 
information  thereof.

This  morning  arrived  a  French  74  Gun  Ship  with  a  number  of 
distressed  people  from  Cape  Francais,  &  I  hear  that  150  Sail  are  expected 
momentlj'  with  the  remains  of  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Town,  it  being 
destroyed  by  the  Negroes,  &c. ;  these  unhappy  people  require  immediate 
assistance,  &  I  hope  y'r  Excellencj-  &  Council  will  give  such  orders  as 
they  may  be  supplj''d  by  the  public.  Private  contributions  may  be  made 
also.  They  are  greatly  distressed,  without  cloathes,  &  every  necessary 
being  very  suddenly  drove  off.  The  particulars  shall  be  forwarded  as 
soon  as  I  can  know  them.     A  pilot  informs  me  he  saw  a  fleet  off.

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1793.  with  a  number  of  other  vessels  fro  n  Cape  Francais,  has  arrived  at  Nor- 
July  6th  folk,  and  appealed  for  permission  to  land  their  sick  and  wounded,  amount- 
ing to  400;  that  the  Unfortunate  emigrants  being  in  extreme  distress  & 
without  money  to  purchase  the  mere  necessaries  for  their  immediate 
relief,  the  Marine  Hospital  had  been  by  the  Directors  thereof  opened  for 
the  reception  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  &  the  necessary  steps  taken  by 
the  Borough  for  their  immediate  accomodation.  I  request  the  public 
aid  by  an  advance  of  money  to  bo  applied  to  their  further  relief,  &  the 
directions  of  the  board  to  the  court  of  Aldermen  for  their  future  con- 
duct. Whereupon  it  is  advised  that  the  sum  of  £600  be  advanced  to  the 
M.  of  N.,  to  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the  court  of  the  borough 
to  the  relief  of  the  sick  &  wounded;  that  the  court  of  Aldermen  &  the 
Directors  of  the  M.  H.  be  informed  that  the  Executive  approve  the 
measures  which  they  have  taken,  and  that  the  Lieut.  Gov'r  transmit  to 
the  Sect'y  of  St.  a  copy  of  the  letter  from  the  M.  &  of  the  order  of  the 
court  of  Norfolk,  &  inform  him  of  the  measures  taken  by  the  Ex.  in  con- 
sequence of  the  aforesaid  communications. 


July  7th  ^-  Langham  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Point  of  Mr.  Ross  has  been  with  me  to-day  respecting  bis  claim  again.st  the 

Fork  public  for  £45  16  8,  which  were  allowed  by  John  Peyton  &  Robert 
Quarles,  Esqrs.  After  examining  the  lumber,  &c.  used  at  the  Post,  & 
having  for  their  guide  the  report  of  Messrs.  Carringlon  &  Logwood 
made  on  a  former  occasion,  of  the  like  nature,  and  also  the  resolutions 
of  the  Executive  therein,  I  find  by  examining  all  the  papers  respect- 
ing the  business  that  in  the  year  1787,  Mes  .rs.  Carrington  &  Logwood 
allowed  Mr.  Ross  £20  per  year  for  fire  wood,  &  £20  per  year  for  ground 
rent.  That  on  the  22d  of  Feb'y,  1787,  the  Executive  ordered  pa^^ment 
to  Mr.  Ross  for  what  they  conceived  right,  agreeable  to  the  report 
mentioned  above,  and  said  he  should  reserve  for  that  year  £20  for  fire 
wood  &  £10  for  ground  rent. 

In  August.  1787,  the  ground  rent  ceased,  because  the  Commonwealth 
became  owners  of  25  acres,  or  thereabouts  of  ground  at  the  Post,  on 
which  there  was  but  little  timber.  You  will  find  that  Capt.  Peyton  & 
Major  Quarles  in  stating  their  award,  brings  the  public  indebted  to  Mr. 
Ross  £80  16  8,  &  allows  as  a  Cr.  to  the  public  £35  for  the  wood  that 
was  on  the  ground  they  bro't  from  Mr.  Ross;  this  they  settled  up  to 
Octo.,  1790,  since  which  time  the  post  has  been  furnished  with  fire  wood 
by  contract,  as  you  will  find  in  my  quarterly  account  up  to  the  30th  of 
June  last.  Upon  examining  all  the  papers  on  the  subject.  Accounts 
&c.,  I  find  that  is  annually  stated  &  is  Justly  due  to  Mr.  Ross,  and  have 
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no  doubt  but  the  Hon'blc  the  Executive  after  examining  these  minutes       1793. 
as  referred  to,  will  order  payment  for  the  sum  of  £45  16  8.  July  7th

Allyn  Pryor's  Petition  to  the  Executive.  July  7th 

To  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honourable  the  members  of 
Council : 

The  petition  of  Allyn  Pryor  humbly  sheweth  that  the  difficulty 
and  expense  of  furnishing  Lieut.  Cooper's  command  of  voluntier  militia 
has  been  unavoidably  gi-eater  than  was  imagined,  the  waters  being  very 
low,  mills  unable  to  grind,  the  navigation  impracticable  only  in  small 
craft.  Some  part  of  the  time  in  which  he  was  employed  an  empty 
canoe  could  not  pass  without  dragging  over  a  number  of  places.  In 
this  situation  he  remained  for  three  months;  in  this  situation  he  has 
remained  to  less  Bight  months  since  the  service  was  completed,  five  of 
which  have  been  on  the  road  going  and  coming,  tended  with  very  con- 
siderable expence  to  obtain  a  settlement.  With  this  disappointment  he 
charges  CaperLon,  who  ought  to  bear  the  loss,  but  the  difficulty  of  fur- 
nishing Lt.  Cooper's  command,  which  was  attended  with  much  trouble 
and  expense,  as  much  so  as  any  in  proportion  to  their  number,  will  be 
considered  a  public  loss.  The  validity  of  this  information- shall  refer 
your  Excellency  and  the  Hon.  Board  to  Col.  Steele,  who  has  Col.  Lewis's 
verbal  testimony  in  support  of  the  truth  of  the  petitioner's  prayer. 
He  begs  leave  to  observe  that  ten  cents  will  satisfy  him,  tho'  almost 
three  less  than  that  has  been  given  for  supplying  a  small  station  on  Ohio  in 
Ohio  county,  not  subject  to  half  the  expense  that  he  was  at,  the  distance 
not  80  far  by  100  miles.  Prom  these  considerations  in  support  of  his 
claim  he  is  flattered  that  an  additional  sum  to  eight  cents  will  be  granted 
him.

July  9th  The  muster  and  pay-rolls  of  Captain  Andrew  Lewis's  Company  of 

Cowncil      voluntier  militia,  consisting  of  a  Captain,  a  Lieutenant,  an  Ensign,  Six 
ojiice        Scouts,  four  Sergeants,  four  Corporals,  a  Drummer  &  fifer,  and  sixty-six 
privates,  arc  submitted  with  the  following  report. 

It  does  not  appear  that  Captain  Lewis  was  authorized  to  employ  more 
than  four  scouts.  The  reasons  contained  in  his  letter  and  that  of  Cap- 
tain Crockett  for  the  employment  of  two  others  are  submitted  to  the 
Board.  It  does  not  appear  from  any  instructions  which  have  come 
under  my  observation  that  Drummers  or  fifers  were  allowed  to  the  com- 
panies of  voluntier  militia;  they  have  however  been  uniformly  paid. 

Captain  Lewis's  Comj)any  was  mustered  by  Mr.  Henry  Dickenson, 
pursuant  to  his  appointment  by  the  Executive,  and  the  muster  and  pay- 
rolls are  duly  authenticated  and  correspond  with  each  other. 

The  Eations  are  receipted  for  by  Captain  Lewis,  and  the  number 
necessary  for  the  men  according  to  their  number  and  time  of  service 
will  be  ascertained  by  the  Auditor. 

On  the  12th  of  November,  1792,  Mr.  William  Tate  was  appointed  pay- 
master, &c.  to  the  Southwestern  Troops  to  give  bond  &  security  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duty.  It  becomes  my  duty  also  to  observe  that 
by  advice  of  council  of  the  24th  December,  1792,  the  pay  of  the  officers 
&  men  then  in  service  were  to  commence  6  days  previons  to  their  mus- 
ter. In  a  referrence  to  the  Auditor  of  these  papers  for  settlement,  it  is 
submitted  how  far  it  may  be  proper  to  bring  to  his  recollection  this  cir- 
cumstance.

Sir: 

Since  writing  the  6th,  the  French  Fleet  is  arrived.  20  odd  sail  have  July  9th 
come  in  here,  and  more  intended  up.  They  will  want  large  supplies  of  Norfolk 
beef,  mutton,  &c.  I  hope  your  Excellency  and  Council  will  incourage 
the  people  to  drive  down  to  them.  We  shall  do  all  wo  can  here.  Many 
of  them  are  very  distressed.  Wo  much  want  a  cruising  vessel  oflf  our 
Capes,  &  no  force  on  land  can  give  the  necessary  assistance  to  vessels 
daily  attacked.  It  the  two  cutters  that  belong  to  the  U.  S.  were 
armed,  they  would  answer  very  well,  a  few  hands  added  to  their  present 
number.  Our  place  is  crowded  with  Frenchmen,  and  too  many  negroes 
have  been  brought  in  with  them.  We  have  no  person  here  well 
acquainted  with  mounting  the  field  pieces  on  carriages.  I  have  heard 
Mr.  Quarrier  is  a  good  hand.  If  your  Excellency  and  Council  will  be 
so  good  as  to  have  them  made  and  sent  down,  j'ou  will  confer  a  great 
obligation  on  us,  &  they  will  be  ever  serviceable  to  the  State.  We  shall 
want  cannister  shot  for  them,  as  we  have  none.  Powder  can  be  obtained 
here  readily.  A  Republican  Brig  gave  us  a  salute  on  Sunday,  and  we 
are  at  a-loss  how  to  act  on  such  occasions.  As  Government  generally 
provides  for  such  cases,  I  shall  be  happy  to  have  your  opinion  thereon. 
The  carraige  sent  for  the  nine-pounder  will  cost  almost  as  much  as  a 
new  one;  great  part  of  the  iron  work  wanting  &  no  axles  to  it.  I  am 
putting  it  in  order.

The  above 
is  the  size  of  the  Gun.  Should  your  Excellency  think  proper  to  have 
carraiges  made  for  them  it  may  be  useful.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
8th,  advising  that  the  council  of  State  had  directed  two  thousand  Dol- 
lars to  be  applyed  to  the  relief  of  the  distressed  on  board  the  Fleet  lately 
arrived  here  from  Cape  Francois,  and  that  my  Drafts  on  the  Treasury  for 
that  sum  would  be  paid  on  sight.  And  I  take  leave  to  inclose  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Court  of  Aldermen,  and  to  thank  your  Honorable  Board 
in  their  name  for  your  approbation  of  their  proceedings. 

The  number  of  the  unfortunate  standing  in  need  of  immediate  assist- 
ance has  not  as  yet  been  ascertained,  for  tho'  every  step  has  been  taken  to 
obtain  lists  they  have  not  been  procured.  From  250  to  350  have  received 
rations  of  provisions,  as  they  have  apply'd,  but  as  they  are  landing  from 
the  ships  every  day.  I  fear  their  numbers  will  greatly  increase. 

By  the  desire  of  persons  appointed  to  distribute  relief,  1  have  this 
day  written  the  commanding  officer,  Le  Contia,  Adm'l  Cambes,  request- 
ing names  of  such  as  in  his  opinion  should  receive  it.  This,  on  a  confer- 
rence  held  with  him  on  his  first  landing,  he  promised  to  furnish,  but  I 
imagine  the  different  avocations  he  is  engaged  in  has  hitherto  pre- 
vented it.

John  Randolph's  Deposition. 

Betwixt  the  houi's  of  10  &  11  o'cl'k  of  the  last  Evening,  there  were  a 
number  of  negroes  assembled  together  in  the  street  near  my  house;  my 
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wife  awakened  me  out  of  sleep,  &  Informed  mo  of  negroes  being  in  the  1793. 
street  making  a  great  noise.  I  immediatel}^  arose  &  hoisted  the  window  July  21st 
&  ordered  them  to  disperse.  At  first  they  seemed  regardless  of  my 
words,  but  after  little  time  dispersed.  I  retired  and  threw  myself  on 
my  bed,  &  hearing  thorn  continually  walking  the  street,  I  arose  &  went 
softly  to  my  window,  where  I  discovered  two  negroes  close  to  the  wall 
of  ray  house  nearly  under  me;  the  one  spoke  to  the  other  telling  him 
that  the  blacks  were  to  kill  the  white  people  soon  in  this  place.  The 
other  asked  how  soon;  the  other  replied,  there  must  be  a  day  sot.  He 
said  when;  &  the  other  answered,  between  this  and  the  15th  day  of 
October.  The  other  said,  what  do  you  give  them  so  long  a  time  for;  he 
replied,  it  would  take  some  time  for  us  to  get  ready.  The  other  said, 
you  wont  kill  them;  his  reply  was,  I'll  be  damned  if  we  don't  on  the 
15th  of  October.  In  this  time  another  had  Joined  them — it  still  re- 
mained a  doubt  with  two  of  them  whether  the  plot  would  be  put  in 
Execution  or  not.  The  one  who  had  been  chief  Speaker,  said  he  would 
bet  them  what  they  pleased — the  other  asking  him  what  he  had  to  bet; 
he  answered,  pointing  his  finger  down  street,  saying  that  is  to  be  ray 
house,  &  this  my  house — meaning,  as  I  expected,  the  house  1  live  in.  & 
now  you  know  my  bouses;  yes,  replies  one  of  the  others.  The  one  who 
seemed  to  be  chief  speaker,  said,  you  see  how  the  blacks  has  killed  the 
whites  in  the  French  Island  and  took  it  a  little  while  ago.

For  certain  causes  offered  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Uni- 
ted  States,  holding  picas   in   Equity,  we   Command   and   strictly  enjoin 
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you  tbat  laying  all  other  matters  aside  and  notwithstanding  any  excuse, 
you  bo,  and  appear  on  behalf  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
before  the  said  supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  holding  pleas  in 
Equity,  on  the  fifth  day  of  August  next  Ensuing,  at  the  City  of  Phila-

Sir: 

By  a  Court  held  for  this  county  in  July,  1792,  I  was  unanimouslj' 
recommended  to  your  Excellency  us  a  proper  person  to  succeed  the  pre- 
sent acting  Sheriff.     Mr.  William  Johnson  was  also  recommended  at  the

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1793.        same  time,  and  as  he  had  pretensions  to  the  office  on  account  of  my  hav- 
July  22d     ing  once  been   Sheriff,  (although  I    bave   since  the  expiration  of   my 
Sheriffalty  served  longer  as  a  Magistrate  than  he  has  done,)  the  court 
directed  the  facts  to  bo  stated,  and  to  be  sent  with  the  recommendation, 
to  enable  the  Executive  to  decide  on  the  claim  of  each  of  us.     This  state- 
ment has  long  since  been  made  by  the  Gentlemen  appointed,  and  will,  I 
suppose,  be  delivered  when  you  receive  this  letter.     I  am  informed  by 
the  Gentlemen  it  would  have  been  sent  much  sooner,  but  as  no  vacancy 
was  likely  to  hajjpen  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  Sheriff's  term 
of  office,  they  thought  it  best  that  it  should  accompanj'  the  recommenda- 
tion made  in  the  present  year,  not  doubting  that  what  had  appeared  to 
be  the  unanimous  opinion  of  a  very  numerous  Court  would  be  conformed 
to  in  the  present  3'ear.     But  contrary  to  the  expectation  of  myself,  and 
I  beleive  of  a  very  considerable  majority  of  the  Justices  of  this  county, 
I  was  not  mentioned  in  the  recommendation  made  at  the  last  Court.     I 
will  chearfuUy  submit  the  matter  to  your  Excellency  upon  the  first  recom- 
mendation and  statement  accompanying  it.     But  if  my  not  being  men- 
tioned in  the  last  is  any  objection,  I  hope  it  will   be  again  returned  to 
the  Court  to  make  a  new  one,  especially  as  all  the  Justices  then  on  the 
Bench    were   in    the   same    situation  with   Johnson,  in  respect  to  the 
Sheriffalty,  only  more  remote ;  and   they  by  no   means  unanimous,  for 
Mr.  Tabb  and  Mr.   Alexander  were  candid  enough  to  ballot  (that  was 
the  mode  of  recommending)  for  placing  the  matter  on  the  same  footing 
as  in  1792;  and  two  of  them  ai"e  in  the  late  recommendation  with  him. 
I  shall  not  trouble  your  Excellency  with  further   ajjplications,  but  rest 
assured  that  if  my  claim   is  agreeable  to  law,  that  the  commission  will 
issue  to  me.

Sir: 

Major  William  Harrison  wates  on  you  with  a  recommendation  from  Pittsylvania 
this  eountj'  for  the  next  high  Sheriffalty  for  this  county,  and  thinks  he 
has  not  Justice,  As  Mr.  David  Hunt  stants  in  this  Eecommendation 
before  him,  but  Mr.  Harrison  before  Mr.  Hunt  in  the  commission. 
The  rule  the  court  went  on  was  that  Mr.  Hunt  Qualifyed  for  some  time 
before  Mr.  Harrison,  which  appears  to  me  is  putting  things  into  con- 
fusion. Taking  the  Justices  as  they  stand  on  the  commission  is  the 
most  equitable,  and  shews  the  lest  self  or  party  in  it.  Therefore  Oou'd 
wish  Mr.  William  Harrison  placed  where  I  think  he  ought  to  be,  the 
first  in  this  Eecommendation.  As  to  my  knowledge  he  has  lived  12  or 
13  years  as  a  Justice,  and  don  a  great  deal  of  Business  in  his  neighbor- 
hood, and  was  a  Good  Whig  and  a  friend  to  this  country.

Honbl.  Sir: 
Pittsylvania  The  long  established  &  Invariable  Rule  of  Recommending 

County  Sheriffs  in  this,  and  I  beleive  Every  other  county  in  this  State,  has  been 
by  seniority  and  Rotation,  and  as  I  stand  in  the  Commission  of  the 
Peace  next  to  Major  Ward,  the  present  Sheriff,  and  haveing  been  acting 
and  have  done  my  share  of  Business  for  12  or  15  years,  I  had  a  great 
Right  to  Expect  now  some  Emolument;  but  behold  at  the  June  Court  a 
new  man  has  been  introduced  by  way  of  Qualification — David  Hunt, 
Joshua  Stone,  &  William  Dix  haveing  swore  in  before,  owing  to  a  con- 
sumptive complaint  I  had  at  the  time,  which  I  assure  you  was  the  only 
reason  I  had  for  not  qualifying  as  soon  as  any  of  them,  but  as  soon  as 
I  was  providentially  restored,  I  went  to  Court  &  swore  in.  At  the  June 
Court  the  court  got  divided  on  the  question,  and  it  fell  of  course,  and  I 
thought  therefore  that  1  had  a  right  to  be  first  in  the  Recommendation, 
but  the  Court  postponed  it  till  the  July  court;  when  I  saw  the  court  & 
knew  that  Col.  Lankford  &  another  was  absent,  who  I  knew  was  for  the 
old  mode.  I  begged  it  might,  if  possible,  be  put  off  till  August  Court, 
but  without  effect — il  must  come  on  at  all  events;  the  first  question  was 
then  put,  whether  William  Harrison,  who  stands  foremost  in  commis- 
sion, or  David  Hunt,  who  qualified  a  consider-able  time  before  him,  shou'd 
be  the  first  person  named  in  the  Recommendation ;  the  question  was 
carried  in  favour  of  Mr.  Hunt  by  a  majority.  The  second  question  was 
then  put,  whether  William  Harrison,  who  stands  foremost  in  the  com- 
mission, or  Joshua  Stone,  who  qualified  before  him,  sh'd  be  the  second 
person  named  in  the  Recommendation;  the  question  was  carried  in 
favour  of  William  Harrison  by  a  majority.  The  third  question  was 
whether  Joshua  Stone,  who  stands  foremost  in  the  Commission,  or  Wil- 
liam Dix,  sh'd  be  the  third  person  in  the  Recommendation— both  having 
qualified  about  the  same  time;  the  question  was  carried  in  favour  of 
Joshua  Stone.  So  that  the  Court  i)roceeded  by  way  of  qualification  on 
the  first  question,  &  the  way  of  seniority  &  Rotation  on  the  2d  &  third 
questions.     It    it  certain  that  several  of  the    Justices   are   interested 
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in  this  matter,  &  I  am  happy  that  I  have  an  appeal  lo  your  Honorable  1793. 
and  disinterested  Board ;  and  to  whose  decision  I  submit  the  matter.  It  July  24th 
is  probable  that  Mr.  Hunt  may  hurry  down  &  got  the  commission,  think- 
ing thereby  to  deprive  me  of  disputing  the  point  with  him,  and  haveing 
the  matter  fairly  heard  &  investigated ;  If  so,  I  hope  your  Honorable 
Board  will  find  means  to  supercede  his  commission,  at  least  till  the  affair 
can  be  fairly  heard;  but  if  you  sh'd  think  upon  mature  deliberation 
that  I  ought  to  have  the  commission,  you'll  ple.ise  to  send  it  up  by  my 
son,  who  waits  on  you  with  this.  I  have  this  consolation  to  think  that 
the  court  of  Pittsylvania  are  not  all  against  me.  Col.  Jno.  Wilson,  the 
presiding  Justice,  Col.  Stephen  Coleman,  Major  Johnson,  George  Adams, 
Esq.,  who  were  on  the  Bench  at  the  time,  was  all  on  my  side,  &  Col. 
Lankford  &  Vincent  Shelton,  Esq.,  who  were  absent,  all  strenuously  for 
the  old  mode,  and  are  as  respectable  men  as  any  in  the  county.  If  I 
git  the  Sheriff's  commission,  it  will  not  deprive  Mr.  Hunt  of  his  Emolu- 
ment when  it  comes  to  his  turn ;  if  it  did,  I  would  not  wish  it,  but  on 
the  other  hand,  if  Mr.  Hunt  gets  the  commission,  it  will  perhaps  put 
me  back  six  years,  and  I  may  never  git  it,  as  I  am  growing  old  &  there 
is  three  of  them  qualified  before  me.  If  the  Commissions  for  our  mili- 
tia officers  are  ready,  my  son  may  bring  them  up,  for  it  is  high  time  our 
militia  sh'd  be  organizing.

Sir: 

Your  letter  of  the  17th  instant  has  been  received.  I  have  frequently  -^^ar 
urged  in  the  strongest  terms  the  accountant  of  this  Department,  whose  Department 
sole  business  it  is,  to  adjust  finally  the  accounts  of  Virginia  for  the 
Militia  levies  of  the'last  year.  He  has  assured  mo  that  some  informa- 
tion, for  which  he  had  written  to  the  Auditor  of  Virginia  on  tlic  22d 
May  last,  was  essential  to  the  settlement.  He  has  received  the  answer 
of  the  Auditor,  dated  the  10th  instant,  who  informs  him  that  his  letter 
of  the  22d  May,  has  been  probably  lying  in  the  Postoffice.  I  have 
again  enjoined  the  Accountant  to  settle  the  business  as  far  as  the  Docu- 
ment will  permit,  or  the  laws  of  the  United  States  authorize,  and  to 
report  the  balance.  This  will  be  done  in  a  few  daj'S,  and  the  balance  as 
reported  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  ot  Virginia. 
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1793.  You  may  be  assured,  Sir,  that  every  stimulus  in  my  power  has  been 

July  25th  used  to  obtain  it  at  an  early  hour.  This  adjustment,  and  that  its  procras- 
tination has  been  an  unpleasant  circumstance  to  me.  I  have  submitted 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  papers  relative  to  the  request 
of  the  Consul  at  Norfolk.  If  any  decision  should  be  had  upon  the 
request,  it  shall  be  remitted  to  your  Excellency.  Governour  Blount, 
who  is  here,  was  highly  flattered  with  the  conduct  of  the  Cherokees, 
which  indicated  peace  with  them  previously  to  his  departure.  But  the 
cruel  and  unprovoked  murders  which  have  lately  been  committed  upon 
some  of  our  best  friends  of  that  nation  by  a  Captain  Baird,  renders  the 
continuance  of  peace  problematical.  The  Cherokees,  however,  have 
agreed  to  await  to  see  what  measures  the  President  of  the  United  States 
will  take  to  give  them  satisfaction,  before  they  seek  it  themselves.  He 
has  this  subject  now  under  consideration,  but  it  is  very  doubtful,  not- 
withstanding the  outrageous  conduct  of  the  said  Baird,  whether  he  can 
be  brough  to  condign  punishment. 

General  Pickens  is  also  here  upon  the  invitation  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  him  relatively  to  the 
impending  hostilities  of  the  Creeks. 

The  commissioners  for  treating  with  the  Northern  Indians  probably 
left  Niagara  for  Sandusky,  the  place  of  Treaty,  about  the  13th  instant, 
under  appearances  not  altogether  unpromising.

Enclosed  is  a  statement  of  the  evidence  whicbi    appeared   against    July  26th 
Daphne  and  Nell,  two  negroes  convicted  for  the  murder  of  Joel  Garth- 
right,  which   would   have   been   sent  sooner  had   the  Attorney  been  in 
Town.

The  evidence  against  Daphne  and  Nelly,  two  Slaves  belonging  to 
Col.  Champion  Travis,  who  were  tiied  and  convicted  by  the  court  of 
James  City  County  in  the  month  of  June,  for  the  murder  of  Joel  Gath- 
right.  Col.  Travis's  overseer,  as  well  as  my  memory  enables  me  to  state 
it,  was  in  substance  as  follows: 

It  was  proved  in  plain  and  positive  terms  bj'  two  negro  bo5'S,  who 
were  present  and  saw  the  greater  part  of  the  transaction,  that  Daphne 
and  Nelly,  the  two  criminals  now  under  condemnation,  were  at  work  with 
ploughs  on  the  day  on  which  the  overseer  was  killed,  and  the  boys 
themselves  leading  the  oxen  to  the  ploughs.  Gathright,  the  overseer, 
came  at  his  usual  time  to  the  field  where  these  women  were  working, . 
and  blamed  Nelly  for  suffering  the  fence  to  be  left  open,  which  had  ex- 
posed the  corn  growing  to  be  cropped  by  the  sheep.  Nelly  denied  the 
charge  and  used  some  impertinent  language,  which  provoked  the  over- 
seer to  strike  her.  This  he  did  repeatedly  with  a  small  cane,  till  Nelly 
quitted  her  plough  and  ran;  the  overseer  pursued  and  struck  heron  the 
ground  after  she  had  fallen.  Nelly  recovered  from  her  fall,  and  imme- 
diately engaged  him.  The  woman  Daphne,  who  was  at  a  small  distance 
off,  as  soon  as  she  saw  Nelly  closely  fighting  with  the  overseer,  ran  to 
the  place  where  they  were  engaged,  and  together  they  seized  and  threw 
him  to  the  ground.  They  beat  him  on  the  ground  with  their  fists  and 
switches  with  great  fury  a  considerable  time.  The  overseer  made  fre- 
quent efforts  to  raise  himself  up  and  get  from  them  in  vain,  and  de- 
manded to  know  if  ihey  intended  to  kill  him.  At  length  he  ordered 
one  of  the  boys,  the  witness,  to  go  to  a  remote  part  of  the  field  where 
the  negro  men  were  at  work,  and  call  one  of  them  to  his  assistance; 
after  some  time,  he  sent  the  other  boy.  The  boys  executed  their  orders, 
and  soon  returned  to  the  place  they  had  left;  when  they  returned,  the 
women,  Daphne  and  Nelly,  had  fled,  and  an  old  negro  man  belonging  to 
Col.  Travis  assisted  to  raise  the  overseer  from  the  ground,  who  soon 
after  expired.  It  was  also  proved  by  an  old  negro  man,  who  kept  a  mill 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Col.  Travis's  plantation,  that  these  two  women, 
Daphne  and  Nelly,  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  on  which  they 
killed  the  overseer,  passed  the  mill  on  their  way  to  Williamsburg;  and 
being  asked  by  the  old  fellow  where  they  were  going,  and  what  was  the 
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1793.  matter — seeing  some  disorder  in  their  appearances,  they  replied  that 
July  26th  they  had  whipped  their  overseer,  and  were  going  to  town  to  their  mas- 
ter. They  were  urged  by  the  miller  to  go  on,  lest  the  overseer  should 
overtake  them;  they  observed  that  ihc}'  had  left  him  unable  to  move, 
and  Daphne  asked  the  old  man  if  a  woman  could  be  hanged  for  killing 
a  man.  Several  white  men  who  came  to  the  place  shortly  after  the 
scene  was  closed,  and  who  were  Jurors  in  the  inquest  held  on  his  body, 
proved  the  violence  committed  on  the  body,  and  a  fracture  of  the  sknll, 
which  they  imagined  was  made  by  a  stone  found  a  few  feet  from  the 
head  of  the  unfortunate  man. 

The  Criminals,  Daphne  and  Nelly,  were  tried  separatelj",  and  the  boys 
closely  and  rigidly  examined;  on  each  trial   they   delivered   the  same 
clear  and  unequivocal  testimony.     The  criminals  were  undefended,  but  , 
asked  themselves  many  questions  of  the  witnesses,  which,  as  well  as  I 
remember,  were  answered  strongly  against  thorn.

Inquisition  indented  taken  at  Jamestown,  in  the  county  aforesaid, 
the  first  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three.  Before  James  Sheild,  one  of  the  coroners  of  the 
commonwealth  for  the  county  aforesaid,  upon  the  view  of  the  body  of 
Joel  Garthright.  late  of  the  said  county,  then  and  there  lying  dead,  and 
upon  the  oaths  of  George  Dillard,  John  D.  Wilkinson,  John  Bacon, 
Vinson  D.  Newman,  Lewellen  Spencer,  William  Dodd,  James  Young, 
Robert  Taylor,  John  P.  Shields,  William  Amory,  Joseph  Scott,  John 
Crowdys,  of  the  parish  of  James  City,  in  the  said  county,  who  being 
sworn  and  charged  to  enquire  on  the  part  of  the  said  commonwealth, 
when,  bow,  and  after  what  manner  the  said  Joel  Garthright  came  to 
his  death,  do  say  upon  their  oaths  that  Nell  and  Daphne,  belonging  to 
Col.  Champion  Travis,  of  the  city  of  Williamsburg,  in  the  said  county, 
not  having  God  before  their  Eyes,  but  being  moved  and  seduced  by  the 
instigation  of  the  Devil,  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  in  the  seventeenth 
year  of  the  independence,  with  force  and  arms,  at  the  plantation  of  the 
said  Champion  Travis,  of  the  county  aforesaid,  in  and  upon  the  afore 
said  Joel  Garthright,  then  and  there  being  in  the  peace  of  God,  of  the 
said  commonwealth.  Feloniously  and  voluntarily,  of  their  malice  afore- 
said, made  an  assault,  and  that  the  aforesaid  Nell  and  Daphne,  then  and 
there  did,  an  the  Jury  supposed,  with  a  stone  and  other  weapons  of  no 
value,  which  the  said  Nell  and  Daphne  held  in  their  hands,  the  afore- 
said Joel  Garthright,  on  the  loft  side  of  the  Head,  and  on  the  loins  near 
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tbo  point  of  the  kidneys,  the  said  Joel,  then  and  there  violently  felon-  1793. 
iously,  and  of  their  malice  aforethought,  struck  and  beat  and  gave  to  July  26th

Robert  Saunders,  Deputy  Attorney  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
in  the  court  of  the  said  county,  comes  into  court  and  gives  the  court 
here  to  understand  and  be  informed  that  Nelly,  a  negro  Slave,  the  prop- 
erty of  Champion  Travis,  Gent.,  not  having  the  fear  of  God  before  her 
eyes,  but  being  moved  and  seduced  bj'  the  instigation  of  the  Devil,  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-three,  with  force  and  arms,  at  the  Parish  of  James 
City,  and  County  aforesaid,  in  and  upon  one  Joel  Garthright,  in  the 
peace  of  God  and  of  the  Commonwealth,  then  and  tiiCre  being,  feloni- 
ously, willfully  and  of  her  malice  aforethought,  did  make  an  assault, 
and  she  the  said  Nelly,  with  a  stick  and  other  weapons  in  the  right  hand 
of  her  the  said  Nelly,  then  and  there  held  the  said  Joel  Garthright  in 
and  upon  the  head  and  back  of  him  the  said  Joel  Garthright,  feloniously, 
wilfully  and  of  her  malice  aforethought,  did  strike,  giving  to  the  said 
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1793.  Joel  Garthriajht  then  and  there  with  the  club  aforesaid  in  and  upon  the 
July  26th  head  and  back  of  him  the  said  Joel  Gathright  in  manner  aforesaid,  sev-- 
oral  mortal  wounds,  of  which  said  mortal  wounds  the  said  Joel  Gathright 
then  and  there  instantly  died.  And  so  the  said  Robert  Saunders  saith 
that  the  said  Nelly,  the  said  Joel  Garthright  on  the  said  thirty-first  day 
of  May,  in  the  year  aforesaid,  in  manner  and  form  aforesaid,  feloniously, 
wilfully  and  of  her  malice  aforethought,  did  kill  and  murder  against  the 
peace  and  dignity  of  the  Commonwealth.  Whereupon  the  said  Nelly 
was  led  to  the  bar  in  custody  of  John  Walker,  Gent.,  Sheriff  of  this 
county,  to  whose  custody  before  for  the  cause  aforesaid  she  was  com- 
mitted, and  being  arraigned  of  the  premises,  she  said  she  was  in  nowise 
guilty  thereof,  and  according  to  the  torm  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  in 
cases  of  this  nature  made  and  provided,  she  put  herself  upon  the  court, 
upon  which  divers  witnesses  were  sworn  and  examined  against  her,  and 
she  was  fully  heard  in  her  defence.  Whereupon  it  seems  to  the  court 
here  that  the  said  Nelly  is  Guilty  of  the  murder  aforesaid  in  the  man- 
ner and  form  as  in  the  information  against  her  is  alleged,  and  it  being 
demanded  of  her  if  she  had  anything  to  say  whj-  the  court  should  not  pro- 
ceed to  Judgment  and  execution  of  death  against  her  upon  the  conviction 
aforesaid,  she  said  she  bad  nothing  to  say  but  what  she  had  already  said; 
Therefore  it  is  considered  by  the  court  that  the  said  Nelly  be  hanged  by 
the  neck  until  she  be  dead;  but  it  being  suggested  to  the  court  that  the 
said  Nelly  is  quick  and  big  with  child,  it  is  commanded  the  Sheriff  of 
this  county  that  he  cause  execution  of  the  above  Judgement  to  be  done 
on  Friday,  the  fourth  day  of  October  next.  The  Court  also  valued  the 
said  Nelly  to  fifty  pounds  Current  money.

Fredericks-  Notwithstanding  I  he  precaulions  your  Excolleney  as   well   as  the 

burg  President  of  the  United  Stales  hu.  u«od  in  order  to  avoid  even  the  pre- 
text for  a  war  to  any  of  the  belligerent  powers  of  Europe  with  America 
by  a  strict  adherence  to  the  laws  of  neutrality  on  the  part  of  our  citizens, 
yet  those  rules  have  been  more  than  once  infringed  by  some  of  the  com- 
mertial  people  on  this  River,  by  arming  British  trading  vessels  in  our 
ports.  There  is  an  inslanue  of  this  kind  at  Norfolk,  which  calls  for  the 
ammeduite  interposition  of  your  Exeollencio's  power.     The  Ship  Bran- 
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don,  Capt.  Woodrow,  now  at  that  port,  has,  within  thon  &  in  days  last  1793. 
past,  been  furnished  with  ten  guns,  nine  pounders,  by  Captain  Gibson,  July  29th 
from  Tappahannoek,  who  has,  I  suppose,  in  order  to  avoid  the  vigilancy 
of  the  oflacers  at  that  place,  procured  and  shipt  the  Guns  from  Tapp'k, 
which  affords  an  opportunity  to  Capt.  Woodrow  of  taking  them  on 
board  without  the  knowledge  or  even  the  suspicion  of  any  at  Norfolk. 
The  Guns  are  without  carriages,  or  nearly  so,  &  Woodrow  may  say  that 
he  brought  them  into  the  country  with  him.

Sir: 

Whilst  every  exertion  is  made  to  prevent  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  indulging  a  propensity  to  favour  their  allies,  the  French,  in  their 
present  struggle,  it  is  certainly  improper  to  permit  any  of  the  sabjects'of 
the  other  Belligerent  powers  to  commit  acts  in  our  country,  which  are 
not  only  incompatible  with  the  neutrality  we  are  enjoined  to  obsei've, 
but  amount  also  to  a  violation  of  our  faith.  I  apprehend  this  has  been 
done  lately  in  our  parts  in  a  variety  of  instances  by  the  British  mer- 
chants &  masters  of  vessels  arming  their  Ships,  and  as  I  conceive  it  the 
dutj'  of  everj'^  citizen  to  endeavour  to  suppress  such  conduct.  I  take 
the  liberty  to  inform  you  that  ten  carriage  Guns  with  a  Caliber  for  nine 
pound  balls  were  purchased  at  Tappahannoek,  on  the  19th  Inst.,  by  a 
Capt.  William  Gibson,  &  sent  from  there  for  the  purpose  of  arming  the 
Brandon,  (Cap'n  Woodrow,)  a  British  merchantman  now  lying  in  the 
Port  of  Norfolk.  I  should  not  have  troubled  your  Excellency  with  this 
information  had  I  been  acquainted  with  the  fact  time  enough  to  have 
made  the  necessary  communication  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the 
militia  of  the  county  of  Norfolk.  I  hope  therefore  for  your  Excuse,  & 
that  you  will  believe  me  to  be  with  the  most  perfect  Respect,

by  post,  as  it  may  offer  you  a  more  speedy  opportunity  of  releiving  the 
citizens  of  this  State  through  the  friendly  aid  of  your  Friend,  Governor 
Simcoe,  and  thus  returning  three  captive  children  to  a  greatly  distressed

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1793.  ptu-eiit.  I  hiivo  found  the  paper  1  mentioned  to  you.  and  from  that  Bx- 
July  30th     tract  the  following  iuformation  for  j'ou  to  proceed  upon  : 

"Joseph  Johnston,  living  now  upon  Flat  creek,  had  his  wife  and  three 
children  killed  the  15th  Ma}',  1789,  &  five  others  taken  by  the  Indians 
on  the  Road  leading  to  the  Flour  Ford,  near  the  Rye  Cove  on  Clinch. 

1,  Isabel,  now  21  years  old;  2,  Mathew,  now  15;  3,  Elizabeth,  Now 
13  years;  4,  Rebecca,  now  10;  and  5th,  Joseph,  now  8  years  old.  Isa- 
bell  was  carried  by  the  Cherokees  near  to  the  Guyandot  nation,  where 
she  was  sold  and  brought  back  to  the  Cherokee  nation,  and  was  there 
purchased  &  sent  to  her  father.  Elizabeth  is  now  in  possession  of  the 
Otter  Lifter,  (a  warrior  of  that  name,)  near  John  Meton's,  a  Ti'ader  on 
Cheakoneskie  in  the  Cherokees.  The  remaining  three  are  said  to  be  in 
the  Guyandotte  nation,  together  with  Mary  An  and  Elizabeth  Carter 
and  a  negroe  boy  called  Cooper,  who  were  taken  from  the  same  neigh- 
borhood. 

Just  before  I  left  Holston  a  few  weeks  ago,  I  saw  old  Mr.  Carter, 
(Brother  to  the  member  from  Russell  of  that  name,)  who  told  me  his 
son  had  lately  returned  safe  thro'  the  Bounty  and  Benevolence  of  Gov. 
Skncoe,  with  whom  I  think  the  negro  boy  is  left — the  Gov'r  not  being 
at  liberty  in  his  own  opinion  to  deliver  up  the  boy  without  more  sub- 
stantial proof  of  the  property;  this,  however,  he  need  not  hesitate  about, 
as  the  story  is  well  known  on  Clinch,  where  I  suppose  the  negroe's  at- 
tuchnioni.s  are,  and  where  (as  you  know)  they  are  treated  as  the  white 
children  of  the  Family. 

I  had  a  letter  from  Gov.  Blount  by  last  night's  post.  Gen.  Pickens 
has  arrived  at  Head-Quarters  by  water.  It  is  lucky  that  he  &  Governor 
Blount  are  there  together  at  this  time.  I  wish  yourself  &  Gov.  Simeoe 
were  there  also.  Something  whispers  an  anticipation  in  my  ear  that 
your  frontier  &  Partisan  Politicians  will  ere  long  unite  the  power  and 
inclination  of  Giving  Peace,  order  &  Harmony  to  our  Elder  Brother  of 
the  universal  society — The  present  sons  of  violence  in  the  East.

•   D.  Sir: 
Norfolk  I  am  Just  informed  that  a  company  of  good  soldiers  for  the  back 

country  service  can  be  raised  here  out  of  the  French  people;  if  j'ou 
think  it  right  so  to  do,  &  there  is  any  recruiting  officer  at  Richmond,  he 
wou'd  soon  obtain  his  quota  of  men.  Among  them  are  Gunnel's,  smiths, 
&  many  kinds  of  artificers.  The  state  of  Pcnnsj'lvania  has  fitted  nmd 
Island  fort,  &  keeps  a  Garrison  therein.  I  hope  we  shall  soon  have 
orders  to  do  something  for  our  protection.  The  Brig  Little  Democrat 
has  been  hei'e,  (formerly  Little  Sarah,)  and  landed  several  English,  Irish, 
&  Scotchmen;  they  had  enlisted  in  Philadelphia,  &  sailed  again — the 
cause,  I  understood,  was  the  French  part  of  the  crew  did  not  agree 
with  them.  Ijast  night  Mr.  Job  Wilson  arrived  from  St.  Batholomows, 
&  brings  advice  of  the  English  Fleet  &  Troops  having  quitted  the  Seige 
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of  Martinique,  &  it  is  supposed  with  considerable  loss — one  of  their  90-  1793. 
Gun  ships  dismantled.  It  is  said  on  their  landing,  they  tell  in  with  a  August  1st 
party  of  aristocrats  that  was  to  Join  theni,  &  through  mistake  engaged 
with  loss  on  both  sides;  the  particulars  we  have  not  as  yet.  Capt.  Bar- 
ney, of  Baltimore,  we  are  informed  hj  a  Pilot,  arrived  yesterday.  Ho 
was  taken  by  a  Brittish  privateer,  who  put  hands  on  board  him  to  carry 
his  vessel  to  Jamaica,  but  Capt.  Barney  &  his  passengers  confined  the 
privateers  men  and  brought  them  in  with  him.

Sir: 

Your  Exe'j-'s  letter  from  Fredericksburg,  inclosing  one  from  Mr. 
Brooke,  I  received;  he  must  be  mistaken  as  to  the  Ship  Brandon.  Capt. 
Woodrowo  being  here,  I  have  inquired  after  her  and  find  she  is  now  in 
East  River  in  the  county  of  Mathews,  repairing,  &  may  be  fitting  there. 
It  has  ever  been  my  study  to  act  with  that  circumspection  which  y'r 
Excellency  recommends.  French  ships  of  war  &  privateers  have  *  * 
&  repaired  here,  which  I  consider  is  not  a  violation  of  the  neutralitj^, 
but  none  have  arrived  that  I  know  or  have  heard  of  Brittish  Ships 
have,  before  we  knew  that  they  ought  not  so  to  do.  Your  Exc'y  is  well 
acquainted  that  my  District  is  confined  to  the  limits  of  the  Borough;  in 
that  I  shall  use  every  care  to  prevent  breaches  of  the  neutrality.  The 
Commanding  officer  of  the  county,  (in  whose  limits  such  acts  will  most 
probably  happen,)  did  not  get  y'r  Bxcelt'y's  letters  of  June  the  8th.  1 
supplied  him  with  a  copy,  but  no  arrangement  has  taken  place  of  the 
militia  in  the  County  as  yet.  We  have  ac'ts  of  mud  Island  fort  on  the 
Delaware  being  put  in  ouler,  &  a  company  of  militia  stationed  there,  to 
be  weekly  releived.  Without  something  of  the  kind  is  done  here,  our 
militia  can  have  but  little  effect;  they  can  onlj'  prevent  Guns  from 
being  taken  from  the  shore — vessels  armed  may  do  as  they  please,  as 
muskets  in  our  river  cannot  command  them.  Two  batteries — one  on 
each  side  of  the  River — cou'd  prevent  any  from  sailing.  I  know  y'r 
Exc'3'  feels  for  our  situation,  &  am  sorry  you  have  it  not  in  your  power 
to  place  us  on  a  more  respectable  fooling;  &  you  may  rely  that  if  we 
were  well  prepared  for  defence,  that  it  would  be  the  most  effectual  moans 
of  preserving  the  neutrality.  Our  defenceless  situation  causes  insults 
from  all  parties,  which  would  not  happen  if  they  saw  the  means  of  pre- 
venting them,  &  at  the  same  time  to  protect  those  who  might  take 
shelter  with  us.  If  as  many  English  ships  had  boon  here  as  French, 
and  as  few  of  the  latter  as  of  the  former,  God   knows  what  would  have 
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1793.       been  the  consequence.     The  French  have  been  peaceable  &  quiet,  &  our 
August  2d    town  has  been  as  still  as  it  was   before  they  came.     Too  much  praise 
cannot  bo  given  them  for  their  orderly  conduct.

Your  Excellency  will  please  to  inform  Mr.  Brooke  that  the  Brandon 
has  not  been  here,  but  it  is  nearer  Essex  than  us.     3d  August,  Barba- 

does  is  opened  for  the  American .     A  vessel  is  Just  arrived  from 

Bermudays;  was  detained  five  weeks,  and  then  released,  &  no  compensa- 
tion made,  as  I  am  informed.  She  brings  more  distressed  French  peo- 
ple. The  privateer  plundered  every  thing  they  had  saved  I  Just  now 
heard  that  the  Ambuscade  had  gone  out  to  fight  an  English  Frigate  on 
a  challenge  sent  in  to  New  York,  and  that  several  have  gone  out  in 
boats  to  view  the  battle. 

I  have  sent  an  extract  of  your  letter  to  Gloster,  and  informed  Mr. 
Anderson  of  the  Brandon's  arming  in  Mathews  county,  with  a  request 
to  let  the  commanding  officer  of  Mathews  know  it.

Sir: 
Point  of  I  again  feel  myself  bound  to  mention  the  dangers  that  I  think  this 

post  is  in.  Perhaps  I  am  alarmed  for  trifiing  reasons,  yet,  since  it  is  so, 
I  hold  it  my  duty  to  relate  the  causes  to  your  Excellency.  I  mentioned 
to  you  privately  some  time  ago  something  relative  to  the  conversation 
of  the  people  of  Colour  in  this  neighborhood,  from  information  I  had 
received  from  a  respectable  neighbor.  Within  a  few  weeks  past  several 
negroes  have  eloped  from  their  masters'  plantation,  &  have  behaved  in 
an  insolent  manner;  one  in  particular  came  to  his  master  with  a  sword 
made  out  of  a  Reap  hook,  and  told  him  to  his  face  that  he  would  not 
serve  him  unless  he  was  allowed  certain  privileges  which  his  master 
denied;  he  then  went  off,  &  has  not  yet  returned.  Some  that  are  run 
away  are  armed  with  spikes  fixed  on  sticks,  &  have  boon  to  the  neigh- 
bors' houses  in  the  day  time,  &  robed  their  negroes'  houses  of  Clothing 
&  provisions. 

The  insolence  of  those  people  is  almost  a  common  talk  on  the  Court 
Green,  particularly  since  the  arrival  of  the  French  from  C.  F.  I  am  of 
opinion  that  a  Guard  ought  to  be  immediately  fixed  at  this  place.  This 
is  entirely  submitted  to  the  better  Judgement  of  your  Excellency.

War  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  j^our  Excellency's 

Department  jg^^gj.  j.^^^j  ^^  Fredericksburg,  the  30th  ult.,  and  to  oncloso  you  a  copy 
thereof  agreeable  to  your  request.  The  rules  which  you  request  will  be 
transmitted  in  a  post  or  two.  In  the  meantime  it  may  be  sufficient  to 
observe  that  the  original  arming  and  equipping  a  vessel  belonging  to 
anv  of  the  Belligerent  powers,  for  war  in  our  ports,  is  deemed  unlawful, 
and  therefore  to  be  prohibited. 

It  is  considered  the  mere  purchasing  of  the  implements  or  munitions 
of  war,  and  shipping  them  as  a  part  of  a  cargo  is  admissible.  But  the 
constructing  a  vessel  for  war  by  making  port  holes  and  mounting  can- 
non is  considered  as  inadmissible.

Council  Since  my  last  report  under  date   the  4th   July,  on  the  subject  of 

office        militia,  I  have  received  recommendations  from  the  courts  of  the  counties 

of  Wythe  and  Washington  for  captains  and   subalterns,   upon  which 

commissions  have  issued,  and  the  Eegiments    are   completed.     Upon 
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Recommendations  from  Grayson  and  Mathews  short  of  the  proper  num-  1793. 
ber  of  Companies,  Commissions  have  issued,  and  requisitions  have  been  August  5th 
made  for  further  recommendation.  On  an  additional  recommendation 
from  Spotsylvania  County,  two  complete  companies  have  been  commis- 
sioned, and  vacancies  occationed  by  the  resignation  of  two  Captains 
filled.  Upon  recommendations  from  Culpeper  and  Pittsylvania,  Com- 
missions have  issued  only  to  the  field  ofiicer,  because  with  respect  to  the 
former,  the  rank  of  the  Captains  is  not  ascertained ;  with  respect  to  the 
latter,  a  complaint  has  been  lodged  by  one  of  the  Captains  of  injustice 
done  him  by  the  recommendation.  The  Courts  have  been  wrote  to 
respectively. 

Upon  a  Recommendation  from  Patrick,  a  Lieutenant  Colonel  Com- 
mandant has  been  commissioned  only.  A  Complaint  of  Capt.  Staples  of 
Injustice  done  him  by  the  said  Eeeommendation  to  be  adjusted  prior  to 
the  issuing  the  rest  of  the  commissions.  The  court  has  been  wrote  to  on 
the  subject.  Isle  of  Wight  has  forwarded  a  Recommendation  of  Cap" 
tains  &  subalterns  exceeding  the  necessary  number  of  Companies;  the 
Clerk  has  been  wrote  to,  to  have  it  amended.  Caroline  in  her  recom- 
mendation, has  not  ascertained  the  Rank  of  the  Light  Infantry  officers; 
the  clerk  has  been  wrote  to  for  information.  Upon  additional  recom- 
mendation from  Alexandria,  in  consequence  of  resignations,  Co:nmis- 
sions  have  issued  for  a  2d  Lieutenant  of  Cavalry  and  a  2d  L't  of  Artil- 
lery; And  Upon  Recommendations,  Commissions  have  issued  for  the 
Light  Infantrj'  of  Fairfax.

Sir: 

Your  letter  and  instructions  of  the  Council  to  us,  we  rec'd  j^ester-  Norfolk 
day,  and  have  given  notice  by  way  of  preventitivc  that  we  shall  inforce 
our  instructions  against  any  who  shall  attempt  to  arm  vessels  within 
this  port.  We  are  sorry  to  say  that  we  are  in  a  feeble  situation  for 
want  of  a  Fort,  as  a  vessel  might  be  in  our  river  &  bid  us  defiance,  with- 
out cannon  to  command  respect.  We  have  two  situations,  one  on  each 
side  of  the  River,  fit  for  erecting  Forts;  and  if  only  six  cannon  were 
mounted  in  each,  they  would  command  any  vessel  that  Should  dare 
attempt  a  violation  of  the  Neutrality.  Without  something  of  this  kind 
is  permitted,  we  can  only  prevent  Stores,  &c.  from  being  taken  off  the 
Shore. 

A  Fort  would  be  a  place  of  safety  for  a  Magazine  &  place  of  arms, 
which  would  not  only  awe  those  who  may  attempt  a  violation  of  the 
Neutrality,   but  be  a   means  of  preventing  insurrection.     A  few  men 
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1793.       kept  in  them  would  .answer  all  purposes,  as  the  places  are  contiguous  to 
August  15th  Norfolk  &  Portsmouth,  from  whence  reinforcements  in  a  few   minutes 
might  be  thrown  in.     We  want  powder,  lead,  &  cannon  ball,  our  situa- 
tions being  the  same.

We  are  persuaded,  when  we  reflect  upon  the  rapid  increase  of  the 
science  of  Humanity,  and  of  the  earnest  endeavours  with  which  the 
wise  and  good  of  many  enlightened  nations  are  seriouslj'  engaged  to 
lessen  the  number  o±  sanguinary  punishments,  that  it  would  not  be  ne- 
cessary nor  pertinent  in  us  to  urge  any  arguments  on  that  score,  to  re- 
commend the  unhappj^  culprit  to  the  clemencj-  of  Government.  Nu- 
merous are  the  relatives  of  this  unfortunate  object — many  of  them  repu- 
table— some  of  them  respectable  for  persons  in  their  humble  sphere;  all 
of  whom,  and  particularly  his  weeping,  broken-hearted  parents,  now  in 
an  advanced  age,  ai-e  anxiously  looking  up  to  your  Excellency  as  the 
Arbiter  of  Life  and  Death.

To  bis  Excellencj'  the  Governor,  and  The  Honorable  the  members  of  the 
Council: 

The  petition  of  the  subscribers  respectfully  Sheweth  that  Davy,  a 
negro  boy,  slave,  belonging  to  Martha  Field,  of  Brunswick  county,  is 
now  under  sentence  of  Death  in  consequence  of  a  conviction  of  Bur- 
glary before  the  Hustings  Court  of  Petersburg. 

Reflecting  on  the  great  increase  of  Humanity  among  men,  and  the 
earnest  endeavours  in  which  the  wise  and  good  of  many  Great  Nations 
are  seriously  engaged  to  lessen  the  number  of  Sanguinary  punishments, 
we  are  persuaded  your  Bxcellencj-  will  consider  it  unnecessary  in  us  to 
urge  any  argument  on  that  head  to  recommend  the  unhappy  culprit  to 
the  clemency  of  the  Government. 

Nevertheless  it  may  be  proper  to  inform  that  this  is  the  first  and  only 
capital  offence  of  which  to  our  knowledge  he  has  been  guilty,  and  that 
it  appears  very  evidently  he  was  led  to  Join  in  it  bj'  others  more  ad- 
vanced in  years  than  himself,  as  he  is  only  about  to  enter  his  twentieth 
year.  Moved  by  these  considerations  and  the  common  principles  of

Since  Mr.  McComico  was  with  me  to-day  on  the  subject  of  his  peti- 
tion for  obtaining  a  conditional  pardon  for  his  man  Tim,  I  have  under- 
stood that  there  is  sufficient  and  creditable  evidence  to  prove  that  Tim 
has  repeatedly  declared  since  he  has  been  under  condemnation,  that  if  ho 
got  clear,  he  would  burn  or  set  fire  to  certain  houses  in  Town,  and  that 
he  has  behaved  very  impertinent  to  you  and  others  while  passing  the 
Jail  since  his  trial,  and  by  no  means  discovered  a  penitential  disposition 
for  his  past  oifence.

The  above  negroe  being  sworn,  after  an  explanation  of  the  punish- 
ment inflicted  for  perjurj',  deposed  That  on  the  night  of  his  confinement 
in  Jail  on  a  susjiicion  of  being  an  accomplice  with  a  negro  man  named 
Tim,  now  under  sentence  of  Death,  the  said  Tim  declared  as  soon  as  he 
was  released  he  would  burn  the  Town  to  be  revenged  of  Mr.  Johnston, 
his  then  mastei-,  Mr.  Sharp,  his  neighbour,  and  Mr.  Jeffers,  the  Magis- 
trate who  committed  him,  accompanying  his  threats  with  many  horrid 
oaths  and  damns  that  he  would  execute  his  jjurpose,  requesting  at  same 
time  that  if  ho,  deponent,  got  out  before  him,  he  would  go  to  certain 
negroes,  who  he  named,  and  engage  them  to  come  to  him;  that  they 
would  get  him  a  crow  bar  made  to  assist  him  iji  making  his  escape  from 
Jail.  The  same  threats  and  the  same  imprecations  he  used  next  morn- 
ing, persisting  in  his  desire  of  revenge  and  intention  to  burn  the  houses 
ot  the  ])crsons  belore  named.

De  TUBEUF,  Son. 

Excellency: 

The  facility  that  you  give  mo  prove  enough  the  interest 
that  you  take  for  the  settlements  which  i  am  doing  here  to  hear  with 
pleasure  our  success.  Our  first  errors  already  furnish  to  a  easy  life  the 
cares  you  took  for  our  safety  by  the  fix  residence  of  some  soldiers,  Kept 
us,  till  this  day,  of  the  Savages,  and  we  had  the  tranquility.  Last  April 
is  come  with  my  youngest  son,  two  frcnch  families,  which  give  me  the 
assurance  of  one  considerable  emigration,  consisting  in  one  part  of  my 
relations  &  friends.  You  granted  to  me  six  soldiers  this  year — four  of 
them  will  be  sufficient  next  one.  I  pray  to  give  yours  orders  to  let  me 
have  them.  Mj'  Eldest  son,  which  will  give  you  this  letter,  desiring 
continue  for  his  now  country  ihe  military  State  which  ho  began  for  his 
own  country,  is  going  down  to  General  Washington  to  solicit  Employ 
in  the  Troops.  1  will  bo  very  much  oblige  to  3'ou  to  help  him  of  your 
recommendation  and  to  honour  him  of  your  orders.  I  will  keep  with 
me  my  young  son  to  pursue  my  project.  The  Public  papers  give  the 
account  of  the  kind  reception  you  did  to  the  unhappies  french  families, 
coming  from  Cap.  Francais.  If  it  is  convenient  to  the  purpose  that 
your  take  for  them  to  send  to  me,  they  still  find  with  us,  theirs  countr^^ 
people,  which  will  do  for  them  all  what  is  in  our  power,  and  I  shall  give 
some  of  my  hands  to  them  with  great  satisfaction.  I  pray  his  Excel- 
lency to  continue  me  his  Kindness,  and  to  conserve  me  the  benevolence 
of  the  Assembly.  I  have  no  greater  desire  than  to  merit  them.

Sir: 

Mount  Having  business  at  Mr.  Craig's,  came  over  from  Fort  Lee  yesterday, 

W^shfngton  *'i®''®  ^  ^"''"^^  yo"''  ''''l*^'''  dated  July  17th,  directing  me  lo  forward  to 

County  — 

*Tbe  above  is  a  translation  of  a  letter  written  in  French,  and  which  accompa- 
nied it. 
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the  commanding  officer  of  this  county  proof  against  certain  individuals  1793. 
of  the  Washington  militia  not  doing  their  duty.  So  soon  as  in  my  August  17th 
power  shall  forward  the  necessary  evidence  to  your  Excellency.  As 
Colo.  Campbell  is  the  person  that  they  charge  must  come  against,  I 
think  him  not  a  proper  person  to  forward  the  papers.  You  will  remem- 
ber when  you  was  in  this  county,  you  ordered  from  this  C'y  a  Draught, 
at  which  time  I  was  in  pursuit  of  the  Enemy,  &  could  not  attend  to 
those  men.  When  the  Draught  was  made,  a  number  of  them  was 
unwilling  to  go;  and  I  shall  endeavor  to  prove  that  Colo.  Campbell 
ree'd  from  five  to  eight  dollars  per  man  to  let  them  oflP,  and  wrote  to  his 
Lieut;  to  unlist  men  in  their  places  in  the  valley,  Avhich  was  done.  It's 
those  men  I  complain  of  not  doing  their  duty,  not  any  of  the  men  that 
actually  went  from  the  county,  and  a  number  of  those  men  were  paid 
before  I  knew  where  they  lived.  So  soon  as  I  found  out  that  they  were 
men  that  lived  in  the  valley  and  had  families,  &  were  of  no  service  to 
this  settlement  but  a  prejudice,  I  withheld  their  pay,  &  think  Colo.  Camp- 
bell ought  to  return  to  the  publick  the  money  I  paid  those  people,  as  he 
ffOt  a  sufficient  sum  from  those  he  let  off.  I  have  desired  some  of  the 
proof,  if  got  read}-,  to  be  sent  forward  by  Mr.  Tubeuff,  &  I  shall  send 
forward  the  names  of  those  that  were  enlisted  in  the  valley,  also  dis- 
tinguish those  that  are  p'd  from  those  not  p'd;  the  sum  paid  ought  to 
come  of  Col.  Campbell,  which  I  will  make  appear.  The  report  which  I 
mention  in  my  letter  to  you  Dated  the  14th  this  Inst.,  Fort  Lee,  respect- 
ing Capt.  Crockett's  Loss,  has  been  since  confirmed  to  me,  which  will 
convince  you  that  we  are  in  Danger  from  the  Northward  Indians  as  well 
as  the  southern.  I  shall  return  to  Fort  Lee  to-day,  &  make  preparations 
for  a  long  range  &  either  lose  more  men  or  take  revenge.

Lieutenant  M.  Willottghbt  to  the  Executive.  August  17th 

Gentlemen: 

I  have  here  enclosed  a  letter  to  the  Executive,  in  which  is 
facts  as  they  were  transacted  as  nearly  as  my  memory  could  at  this  time 
serve  me;  there  is  some  papers  that  I  shall  submit  to  your  Judgement 
whether  you  will  lay  them  before  the  Executive  or  not,  and  as  I  do  re- 
quest your  interposition,  as  far  as  you  in  your  opinion  shall  think  it  neces- 
sary, and  as  I  have  sent  the  papers  open,  I  request  you  if  you  think  it 
Expedient  to  seal  or  not,  as  I  am  certain  you  will  do  for  the  best  in  my 
behalf  &  in  behalf  of  the  men  that  actually  did  duty  on  the  frontiers. 
As  Capt.  Lewis  at  no  time  consulted  me  in  I'espect  of  the  roll  who  was 
livers  in  the  valley,  I  think   his  information  has  not  been  so  accurate  as 
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1793.  perhaps  he  might  have  wished,  for  his  copys,  both  to  the  Executive  and 
August  17th  to  m3'self,  has  been  a  misrepresentation — some  men  being  in  one  of  his 
copj'S  to  the  Exoeutive,  wherein  John  Hover  is  represented  as  entitled 
to  two  month's  pay,  and  in  the  pay-Extract  s'd  Hover  is  entitled  to  one 
only — others  the  sum  exagerated;  also  men  draughted  from  this  county 
represented  as  living  in  Powell's  valley,  as  John  Kindriek  in  a  roll  to 
myself  inclosed  in  a  letter. 

It  appears  to  roe  that  there  would  never  have  been  no  altercation  on 
the  subject,  had  it  not  been  for  some  conversations  on  this  subject  that 
passed  between  Capt.  Lewis  and  myself  about  the  19  or  20th  of  Juno 
last.  I  went  to  Fort  Lee  and  insisted  on  the  men  of  Powell's  valley 
being  paid,  and  if  they  were  not,  that  I  should  inform  the  Executive; 
the  event  was  a  letter  to  the  Executive — a  copy  of  which  Colo.  Camp- 
bell shewed  to  me.     1  immediately  wrote  the  following: 

Sir: 

Col.  Campbell  has  shown  to  me  a  letter  to  him  from  the  CTOvcrnor, 
enclosing  an  extract  of  a  letter  of  yours  dated  the  26th  June  last.  As 
I  consider  it  an  unjust  attack,  perhaps  by  your  informant,  you  will  do 
me  the  Justice  without  delay  to  forward  to  Col.  Campbell  as  you  are 
required  by  the  Executive,  the  Evidence  j'ou  have  of  an  imposition  on 
the  publick,  in  consequence  of  militia  under  my  command  last  year  in 
Powell's  Talley,  that  I  maj^  be  enabled  to  defend  my  conduct.

Yours  of  the  17th  inst.  is  not  satisfactory.  You  must  see  that  what 
is  required  by  the  Executive,  and  all  1  desire  is  a  full   and  fair  explana- 
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tion  of  my  conduct  ;is  an  oflfioor  whilst  honoured  with  the  coramimd  of  1793. 
a  detachment  of  militia  in  actual  scrvico  last  year.  In  order  to  this,  1  August  17th 
only  request  you  to  furnish  me  with  the  names  of  the  men  who  you  said 
were  enrolled  and  never  did  one  hour's  duty.  This,  if  true,  the  blame 
would  ly  principally  on  me,  &  wish  no  other  person  to  be  charged  with 
it.  As  to  your  offer  of  payinj^  the  money  now,  I  cannot  except  of  it 
until  the  Decision  of  the  Executive  be  known;  for  to  the  Examination  of 
that  respectable  body  I  will  show  no  backwardness  to  submit  my  con- 
duct. Your  proi)Osals  now  would  look  too  much  like  hush  money,  a 
thing,  however  moderate  may  fortune  may  bo,  I  trust  I  will  always 
despise,  Sir.

At  the  aforesaid  time  that  I  was  at  Fort  Lee,  I  had  powers  of  attorney 
to  receive  in  the  behalf  of  Philip  Goodman,  John  ler,  Abraham  Wilson, 
John  Lawless,  Edward  Mobley,  Adam  Hunt,  Jacob  Henegar,  Stephen 
Cawood,  and  James  Caughson,  from  this  county,  and  Samuel  Livings- 
ton, William  Daugherty,  Sen'r,  from  Lee  county,  the  money  due  to  them 
for  their  Services.  Capt.  Lewis  said  he  had  not  received  the  money  for 
all  the  men,  and  could  not  pay  me  any  until  his  returns  from  Rich- 
mond, as  he  was  either  going  himself  or  Mr.  Kent;  and  that  on  his 
return  he  would  call  at  my  house  and  paj^  me  the  men's  discharges  from 
Washington;  and  I  relied  on  his  veracity.

As  it  may  be  more  convenient  for  them  to  attend  at  Capt.  Craig's,  near 
Abingdon,  who  will  pay  them  when  produced,  if  not  j)rodnced  before  the 
fourth  of  December  next,  I  shall  return  the  money  drawn  for  them  to 
the  Treasury.

C0J3J'  of  a  deposition  of  Mr.  John  Randolph,  and  a  copy  of  a  letter  found 
in  York  Town,  signed  "Secret  Keeper,  Richmond";  which  deposition 
and  letter  go  to  prove  an  intended  insurrection  of  the  negroes.  Upon 
a  supposition  that  there  may  be  some  truth  in  the  information  which 
these  papers  contain,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Executive  the  propriety  of  furnishing  the  militia  of  Petersburg  with 
arms.  Our  present  unguarded  and  defenceless  situation  is  almost  a 
temptation  for  such  an  event,  and  tho'  we  beleive  it  improbable  that  the 
negroes  could  ever  make  a  stand,  yet  much  mischeif  might  be  done  by 
them,  Should  they  ever  attempt  an  insurrection,  in  the  distruction  of 
public  &  private  property,  and  perhaps  the  loss  of  some  lives  for  want  of 
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a  means  of  defence,  and  we  beleive  that  the  town  of  Petersburg  holds       1793. 
more  property  at  the  risk  of  the  public  than   any  other  town  in  the  August  17th 
State,  there  being  seldom  less  than  from  twelve  to  twenty  thousand 
hogsheads  of  Tobacco  in  the  warehouses  throughout  the  year.

Sir: 
Portsmouth  I  beg  leave  to  represent  to  your  Excellency  the  defenceless  situa- 

tion of  this  place.  Your  instruction,  if  opposed,  we  cannot  enforce 
with  the  shipping  for  the  want  of  a  small  Battery.  Our  town  swarms 
with  strange  negroes,  foreign  &  domestick,  who  have  already  begun  hos- 
tilities upon  themselves.  Last  night  at  half  past  eleven,  4  were  found 
hanging  twenty  steps  from  my  door,  upon  a  cedar  tree.  What  this 
may  bo  a  prelude  to  I  am  at  a  loss  to  conjecture.  I  cannot  git  the  militia 
to  receipt  &  receive  the  public  arms.  They  are  now  in  my  garret,  &  as 
Executions  draw  so  near  my  house,  1  fear  the  safety  of  them.  We  have 
many  hundreds  French  negroes  landed  in  this  Town.  It  were  4  of  them 
that  was  hung  as  above.  They  are  divided.  The  Household  family 
negroes  are  a  trusty  &  well  disposed,  but  many  others  did,  (as  I  am 
informed)  belong  to  the  insurrection  in  Hispaniola.  I  solicit  a  company 
of  men  for  constant  duty,  also  commissions  for  those  who  have  been 
nominated  by  the  court,  if  your  Excellency  has  yet  received  it,  for  at 
present  we  have  not  an  off'r  of  the  new  arraignment.

Sir: 

The  President  of  United  States  has  instructed  me  to  request  j'our        War 
Excellency  that  in  case  any  of  the  privateers,  specified  in  my  letter  of      ^  ^ 
the  16th  inst..  Should  bring  or  send  any  prizes  belonging  to  any  of  the 
belligerent  parties,  into  any  harbor  or  port  of  the  State  of  Virginia,  that 
you  will  pledge  to  cause  such  prizes  to  be  restored  to  the  persons  who 
were  masters  or  owners  at  the  time  of  their  being  captured. 

If  no  such  persons  should  be  found,  and  there  should  be  a  consul  re- 
siding in  Virginia  of  the  power  to  which  the  prize  belonged,  at  the  time 
of  its  capture,  then  it  is  to  be  delivered  to  him  or  to  his  orders. 

This  interposition  of  the  Executive  is  rendered  necessary  by  our 
Courts  having  hitherto  declined  to  take  cognizance  of  such  cases.  But 
as  in  the  instance  of  American  Citizens  and  other  Neutrals,  there  has 
as  yet  appeared  no  objection  in  the  courts  to  interpose.  I  am  directed 
by  the  President  to  inform  you  that  he  wishes  their  cases  to  be  brought 
before  the  Judicial  tribunals.  He  will  afterwards  take  into  considera- 
tion any  representation  which  may  be  made  to  him.

Tour  letter  of  the  16th,  I  received,  &  have  directed  a  guard  of  20      Norfolk 
men  under  an  Ensign,  Serg't,  &  corporal   on  actual  service;  a  difficulty 
arises  whether  substitutes  can  be  admitted  or  not.    Tour  opinion  therein 
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1793.  will  confer  an  obligation  on  me.  Tbe  artillery  company  does  not  appear 
August  23d  by  the  law  to  be  annexed  to  the  militia  of  the  Borough,  &  it  is  a  doubt 
whether  they  can  be  compelled  to  do  duty  or  not  with  the  other  militia; 
shall  be  glad  of  your  advice  thereon.  The  two  field-pieces  &  one  twelve- 
pounder  are  nearly  ready,  for  which  we  shall  want  grape  &  large  sholt — 
powder  can  be  got  here  at  any  time.  I  shou'd  be  glad  to  be  impowered 
to  have  made  a  number  of  carti'idges  for  the  muskets,  &  cannon  to  be 
ready  for  any  emergency,  &  have  hopes  the  Genera)  Government  will 
take  into  consideration  the  neccssitj'  of  our  having  a  Fort  here.  I  beg 
to  be  informed  whether  an  American  vessel  can  be  armed  or  not  for 
their  own  defence;  many  voyages  require  it — such  as  to  the  Coast  of 
Guinea,  the  Indies,  &  up  the  Mediterranean  Seas.  We  are  much  in 
want  of  bullet  moulds.  If  there  are  any  in  the  Public  Stores,  I  Should 
be  glad  to  have  a  set  that  casts  different  sizes  of  balls,  &  Swan  shots.

Dear  Sir: 
Romney,  I  take  the  liberty  of  inclosing  to  you  a  recommendation  made 

Virginia  ^t  June  Court  last,  for  a  Sheriff,  the  time  of  the  present  one  expiring  in 
March  next;  Also  for  some  additional  Magistrates,  which  I  hope  will 
meet  with  the  ajjprobation  of  the  Executive.  It  may  possibly  be 
objected  that  there  are  a  sufficient  number  already  commissioned  to  do 
business,  But  1  have  to  observe  that  although  there  are  so  many  stand- 
ing in  the  commission,  there  are  only  a  very  few  who  will  attend  at  the 
quarterly  courts,  and  it  is  with  great  difficulty  I  can  prevail  upon  a 
sufficient  number  to  attend,  so  as  to  go  through  the  business.  The 
Gents,  now  recommended  are,  in  my  humble  opinion,  very  well  calculated 
to  servo,  and  will  probably  think  it  their  duty  to  do  so.  If  a  proposi- 
tion now  on  foot  for  adding  a  considerable  part  of  this  county  to  Fred'k 
and  Berkeley  should  take  place  next  session  of  Assembly,  it  will  take 
away  three  of  the  Gents,  now  in  commission. 

I  hope,  therefore,  the  recommendation  will  be  approved  of  by  your 
Honbl.  Board,  and  if  so,  I  will  thank  you  to  enclose  the  commission 
under  care  to  me  by  the  Post,  as  I  do  not  know  of  any  private  oppor- 
tunity to  Richmond  for  some  time,  &  wish  to  have  the  comm'n  before 
our  November  Court,  as  I  now  foresee  that  without  the  aid  of  some  the 
Gent'n  now  nominated,  we  shall  stand  a  poor  chance  to  get  a  good  court 
to  do  the  business.

August  23d  I  have  received  the  letter  which  you  did  me  the  honor  to  write  me 

Richmond    to  day,  covering  a  letter  from  the  British  Consul  at  Norfolk,  and  sundry 

communications  between  him  and  the  Mayor  of  that  Borough,  on  the 

subject  of  an  insult  offered  him   by  some  riotous  persons  in  that  place. 

It  being  the  province  of  the  Courts  of  the  United  States  to  punish 

offences  of  this  nature,  it  becomes  my  duty,  as  their  attorney  in  this 

District,  upon  the  notification   which  I  have  received,  to  institute  such 

proceedings  against  the  offenders  as  will  bring  them  before  the  proper 

tribunal,  and  subject  them  to  the  punishment  which  is  assigned  to  such 

outrages  by  the  laws  of  nations  and  the  peculiar  laws  of  the  United 

States. 

I  shall  discharge  this  duty  with  a  promptness  and  alacrity  which  will 
leave  no  room  to  the  consul  of  his  Brittannic  Majesty  to  doubt  the  wish 
of  the  United  States  or  their  determination  to  extend  perfect  protec- 
tion in  every  respect  to  the  Representative  of  a  Sovereign  power  resid- 
ing within  their  Territory.

To  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  members  of  the  privy  Council  of 
the  State  of  Virginia : 

The  petition  of  James  Davidson,  of  the  county  of  Eussell,  hum- 
bly sets  forth  that  a  fine  has  been  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Hon'ble  the 
District  Judges  for  his  failing  to  attend  as  a  member  of  the  grand  Jury; 
that  a  wise  order  had  been  entered  for  your  Petitioner  to  appear  at  the 
next  Court  to  Shew  cause  why  the  fine  aforesaid  should  not  be  made, 
but  that  a  summons  for  that  purpose  had  not  been  served  upon  your 
petitioner,  until  after  the  District  Court  to  which  he  might  have  given 
reasons  sufficient  that  application  was  made  on  behalf  of  your  petitioner 
the  second  day  of  the  term  holden  last  October,  1793;  that  the  Hon'ble 
Judge  Parker  thought  the  reasons  sufficient,  but  he  had  not  power  to 
remit  the  fine,  the  time  given  to  your  power  Petitioner  being  elapsed. 

Your  petitioner  therefore  humbly  prays  (a  reference  being  had  to  the 
affidavit  accompanying  this  Petition,  which  states  the  causes  of  his  non- 
attendance,)  that  a  remission  of  his  fine  may  be  granted,  as  his  non- 
attendance  was  not  by  any  means  owing  to  a  contempt  to  the  authority 
of  the  laws  of  his  country,  but  to  a  mistaken  idea  that  he  was  an  inad- 
missable  Juryman,  being  an  overseer  of  the  highway.  And  your  peti- 
tioner as  in  duty  bound  will  ever  pray,  &c. 

James  Davidson,  of  the  County  of  Eussell,  personally  appeared  before 
me,  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Washington,  &  being  first 
sworn  on  the  Holy  Gospel  of  God,  saith  the  reason  why  did  not  attend 
as  a  member  of  the  Grand  Jury  for  the  District  composed  of  Wythe, 
Washington,  &c.,  was  not  out  of  any  contempt  to  the  authority  of  the 
court,  but  that  being  an  overseer  of  the  Highwaj',  &  being  often  dis- 
charged for  that  reason  from  the  grand  Jury  in  the  county  Court,  he 
supposed  the  same  law  operated  in  the  District  Court,  and  of  Course  he 
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1793.       conceived  it  was  unnecessary  for  hini  to  attend.     He  also  upon  his  oath 
August  24th  declares  that  he  could  not  find  his  Horse  in  time  to  ride  to  court.

Mathew  Willoughbt's  Memorial  to  the  Executive.  August  27th 

May  it  Please  your  Excellency  and  the  right  Honorable  the  counsel 
of  State. 

I  hope  your  honors  will  indulge  mo  in  this  attempt  to  vindicate  my 
conduct,  and  plead  with  your  honors  in  behalf  of  the  frontier  inhabi- 
tants. I  had  the  honor  conferred  on  me  last  fall  to  be  appointed  to 
command  the  detachment  in  Powell's  valley.  The  first  division  of 
draughts  consisted  of  sixteen  individuals.  Upon  considering  and  seeing 
the  exposed  situation  of  the  settlement,  I  (having  no  express  orders  to 
the  contrary,  and  understanding  Captain  Lewis  had  practiced)  under- 
63 
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1793.        took  to  enlist  some   who  were  actual  settlers,  from  this  principle  that 
August  27th  there  was  some  necessity  for  spies.     I  conditioned  with  several,  of  whose 
abilities  I  was  convinced,  and   in    whose  conduct  I  could  repose  confi- 
dence, to  take  it  b}'  turns  and  do  the  duty  of  spies,  for  the  same  pay  as 
thers  was  to  receive,  which  was  their  part  of  duty.     When  the  second 
division  came,  it  being  more  full,  and  some  of  the  first  division  engaging 
for  the  three  months  at  first,  this  with  those  enlisted  in  the  valley,  was 
the  occasion  of  the  pay  exti'act  exceeding  the  number  of  25  privates. 
As  to  the  charge  aliedged  by  Captain  Lewis,  of  Militia  let  off,  that  was 
draughted  from  Washington  County  and  settlers  in  the  Valley  substi- 
tuted in  their  places  is  false.     A  certain  Joha  Iron  applied  to  Colonel 
Campbell  (as  the  Ct)l.  informed  me  at  the  rendevous)   to  find  a  substi- 
tute in  his  place,  for  which  I  was  to  give   as  high  as  five  dollars,  but  to 
get  him  for  as  little  as  I  could.     A   certain   William  Dougherty,  from 
Guilford  county,  North  Carolina,  engaged   as  substitute  in  the  room  of 
s'd  Irons;  also  two  men  that  had  been   draughted  and  staid  some  time 
hired   substitutes  for   the   remaining   time,     ^oses   White  got   Robert 
Howard,  John  McFall  got  John   Hover.     Some  of  the  second  divisions 
applied  by  letters  to  me  to  find  substitutes  in  their  room,  which  I  did 
of  the  first  division  that  engaged  for  the  three  months,  except  once  in 
the    room  of  Robert  Preston,  Gent'n,  I  engaged   James  Vanbibber,    a 
single  man   of   Russell  county.     At   the  request   of  a  member  of  the 
detachment,  I  promised  to  use   my  endeavour  to  receive  their  pay  and 
pay  off"  the  Detachment,  and  singly  I  applied  to  Captain  Lewis,  having 
told  him   ray  promise;    Captain   Lewis  answered  he   would  pay  them 
himself.     Some   time  after,  several   of  the  men  complained  that  Capt. 
Lewis  had  not  paid   them   the  sum  really  due  them,  and  on  examining 
their  receipts  with  the  copy  of  the  pay  extract,  I  found  the  had  been 
docked  of  their  pay  according  to  the  above  mentioned  extract,  which 
made  several  apply  to  me   to  take  a  power  of  attorney  in  their  behalf, 
which  I  did.     From  this  county  nine,  and  from  Lee  I  have  three  that  is 
not  paid,  besides  several  from    Bath   County  that  hold  their  discharges 
yet.     That  there  is  to   my   knowledge   159   Dollars  yet   unpaid.     The 
greater  part  is  due  to  men  from  this  county  that  were  actually  draughted. 
A  certain  Adam  Ely  says  Capt.  Lewis  actually  refuses  to  pay  him,  who 
"      was  draughted  from   Washington   county.     About  the  20th  of  June,  I 
applyed  to  Capt.  Lewis,  and  had   the  above  powers,  and  informed  the 
Capt.  that  as  ho  had   paid   the  greater  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  Lee, 
that  it  was  but  Just  that  the  rest  also  should  be  paid;  he  answered  had 
paid  them  before  he  knew  it,  which  did  not  believe,  as  I  had  reason  to 
for  so  doing.     He  said  ho  had  paid  all  the  money  he  had  received  of  the 
Treasury,  and  said  ho  could  not  pay  any   more  until  he  sent  down  to 
Richmond.     I  aliedged  if  the  remaining  number  were  not  paid,  I  would 
do  ray  endeavour  to  inform  myself  from  the  Honourable  the  Executive 
of  the  State  whether  their  pay  was  Justly  detained.     Some  time  after, 
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Col.  Campbell  showed  me  a  copy  of  Capt.  Lewis's  leltei-  enclosed  to  him  1793. 
from  bis  Exeellencj-,  alledging  the  aforementioned  charge,  and  verily  August  27th 
believe  it,  if  I  had  not  used  some  ihi'eats,  there  would  not  have  been 
charge  against  Col.  Campbell  nor  myself  If  your  honors  will  conde- 
scend to  let  me  know  whether  the  remaining  part  of  the  men  in  Lee 
county  shall  be  paid,  as  I  am  chargeable  with  it.  Altho.  Col.  Oami^bell 
instructed  me  to  enlist  what  young  men  I  could  to  make  the  detachment 
full;  also  my  desire  to  be  as  much  benefit  as  I  could.  In  respect  of  the 
married  men,  good  woodsmen,  and  hunters  that  knew  the  Indian  com- 
mon trail,  I  engaged  them  to  act  as  spies  for  private's  pay.  At  that  time 
I  acted  from  a  principle  of  benefit  to  the  Inhabitants,  and  I  conceive  no 
injustice  to  the  publick.  I  would  also  observe  that  Capt.  Ijewis  paid 
Moses  Cockrell  orders  from  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Lee  county,  even 
with  either  of  them  having  a  discharge,  which  made  me  respect  the 
Capt.  for  partialitj^

Capt.  of  the  Orion  is  silent  as  to  the  Port  from  whence  he  has  sailed, 
but  expressed  that  he  expected  to  find  Admiral  Gardener,  with  four 
other  line  of  battle  Ships  in  Hampton  roads.  The  officer  from  the  Cut- 
ter also  informs  that  the  Orion's  boat,  with  one  of  her  Lieutenants,  was 
immediately  dispatched  for  Norfolk,  from  which  place  I  expect  j'ou  will 
be  more  fully  informed  of  particulars.

have  honored  me  of  the  22d  and  24th  inst. ;  the  latter  covering  a  copy      Norfolk  ' 
of  a  letter  from  Alex'r  Campbell,  Esq.,  in  answer  to  yours  to  hira  of  the 
22d.     I  should   have  done  myself  the  honor  to  have  replied  to  your 
favours  before  this,  but  have  been  prevented  by  Business. 

I  observe,  Sir,  that  the  Council  of  State  were  of  opinion  that  offences 
of  the  Kind  I  complain  of  were  only  cognizable  in  the  Courts  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  in  consequence  of  their  advice  you  had  put  into 
the  hands  of  Alex'r  Campbell,  Esq.,  A,ttorney-General  of  the  District,  all 
the  papers  on  the  subject  you  have  received  from  the  Mayor  of  Norfolk 
and  myself.  Mr.  Campbell's  answer,  a  copy  of  which  you  inclosed  me, 
gives  me  the  fullest  Confidence  that  no  exertions  will  be  wanting  on  his 
part  to  comply  with  the  notification  he  has  received  from  5'ou,  and  to 
bring  the  offenders  to  such  punishment  as  by  the  laws  of  Nations  and 
peculiar  laws  of  the  Uuited  States  may  be  assigned  to  such  outrages. 
Mr.  Campbell  has  done  me  the  honor  to  write  me  a  letter  on  the  sub- 
ject, to  which  I  shall  reply  by  this  opportunity.  I  have  to  inform  you. 
Sir,  that  one  of  his  Brittanick  Majesty's  men-of-war  has  arrived  in  the 
Chesapeak.  As  it  is  very  probable  that  during  the  present  war  several 
maj'  put  in  here,  I  have  to  request  that  they  may  be  permitted  to  take 
in  wood,  water,  and  such  provisions  as  they  may  stand  in  need  of,  and 
that  they  may  receive  every  assistance  consistent  with  the  President's 
proclamation,  and  the  strict  neutrality  it  enjoins  to  the  United  States.

York  that  the  letter  written  by  me  to  the  Governor  did  not  come  to  your 
hands,  because  it  contained  information  of  some  consequence  '.vbich  was 
intended  for  the  Executive. 

The  68th  Regiment  of  Militia  under  the  new  Establishment,  consisting 
of  the  counties  of  Jas.  City,  York,  Warwick,  and  Elizabeth  City,  which 
I  have  the  honor  to  command,  contains  about  900  men,  all  without 
arms.  In  this  situation  we  should  not  be  able  to  fulfil  even  that  small 
part  of  our  duty  prescribed  to  us  by  our  Government  of  preventing  a 
breach  of  our  Neutrality.  I  think  therefore  that  900  stand  of  arms  will 
be  required  for  the  68th  Regiment,  and  should  the  Executive  think  pro- 
per to  furnish  the  same,  I  shall  not  wish  for  a  deviation  from  the  Rule 
which  they  have  heretofore  adopted  in  similar  cases.

Bath  County          In  consequence  of  your  letter  to  me  of  the  6th  of  July  last,  and  the 
order  of  council  of  the  5th  arresting  Capt.  Hugh  Capcrton,  I  have  pro- 
ceeded to  give  notice  to  tbe ofBcor  of  the  time  (the  25th  October 

next,)  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  Court;  also  the  evidences  for  and 
against  him.  There  are  about  forty  witnesses  summoned  to  attend  the 
Trial,  the  greater  part  living  on  the  Kanawha  and  at  Point  Pleasant,  few 
of  which  I  Expect  will  attend,  in  which  case  Capt.  Capcrton  cannot 
come  to  trial,  tho'  at  present  ho  appears  very  Desirous  of  having  it  set- 
tled. 

Ho  has  waited  on  mo  to  know  whether  I  could  with  propriety  grant 
a  commission  for  tho  taking  of  Depositions.  This  I  have  no  authorit.y 
to  do,  But  have  agreed  with  him  to  write  you  on  the  subject.  If  the 
Executive  will  grant  a  commission  directed  to  some  person  to  attend  in 
behalf  of  the  Comm'th  to  take  the  depositions  of  the  witnesses  on  the 
Kanawa,  those  of  Groenbriar  may  with  convenience  attend  the  Trial.

By  Mr.  James  Given  I  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  papers  res- 
pecting Capt.  Hugh  Caperlon,  which  you  directed  to  me,  and  have  not 
till  j'esterday  been  able  to  present  him  with  the  Governor's  letter  and 
the  charges  exhibited  au;ainst  bira,  he  being  absent  on  a  Eanging  expe- 
pedition  previous  to  my  receiving  them,  and  never  returned  till  yester- 
day. 

He,  sir,  has  expressed  a  very  great  desire  that  Colo.  Lewis,  myself, 
and  many  others  residing  in  this  county  attend  bis  tryal,  and  in  order 
that  he  may  have  the  benefit  of  every  person's  testimony  that  he  may 
deem  necessary.  I  have  particularly  recommended  it  to  him  to  wait  on 
you  in  person,  and  from  you  either  obtain  a  commission  or  other  power 
that  you  may  deem  proper  to  enable  him  (in  this  county)  to  take  depo- 
sitions; otherwise,  it  is  very  possible  the  greatest  part  of  his  witnesses 
that  reside  in  this  county  may  not  have  it  in  their  power  to  attend,  as 
the  depredations  of  the  Indians  is  so  frequent.

Sir: 

I  feel  myself  under  obligations  to  the  Executive  of  the  State  for 
the  opportunity  given  to  explain  my  own  conduct,  that  of  Lieutenant 
Willoughby,  and  the  militia  of  Washington  county  that  were  in  actual 
service  last  year  under  the  command  of  Capt.  A.  Lewis. 

In  a  few  days  after,  I  received  your  Excellency's  letter  dated  July 
17th.  I  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  Lieut.  Willoughby,  to  whom  1 
made  known  its  purport,  together  with  the  extract  of  Capt.  Lewis's  let- 
ter, dated  June  26th.  The  answer  given  me  was  that  he  was  not  satis- 
fied that  every  part  of  his  conduct  would  be  examined  into,  hoping  that 
64 
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1793.  it  would  open  a  door  to  enquire  into  that  of  Capt.  Lewis,  as  he  said  the 
August  31st  militia  under  his  command  had  been  very  ill  used  by  that  Gent,  detain- 
ing their  pay,  and  that  a  larger  sum  than  twenty  pounds  was  in  arrears 
belonging  to  men  that  went  from  Washington  and  did  their  own  tour 
of  duty,  as  well  as  those  engaged  in  Powell's  valley  as  substitutes.  He 
instantljr  wrote  Cupt.  Lewis,  demanding  the  particulars  of  his  charge 
against  him,  to  which  the  Capt.  has  since  returned  an  answer,  the  copy 
of  which  is  here  enclosed,  and  as  he  now  affects  to  throw  blame  on  my- 
self, I  will  with  pleasure  endeavour  to  explain  every  part  of  my  conduct, 
without  waiting  to  be  called  on. 

Last  year  soon  after  I  received  your  Excellency's  written  orders, 
dated  in  Russell  county,  I  gave  the  necessary  orders  to  the  Captains  in 
Washington  to  furnish  the  number  of  men  required  bj'  a  draft.  I  wrote 
to  Lieut.  Willoughby,  giving  him  instructions  to  march  the  men  to  Pow- 
ell's valley,  where  they  were  to  be  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Lewis, 
as  mentioned  in  your  letter.  After  doing  this  much,  I  considered  I  had 
no  further  business  with  the  men.  nor  any  povver  to  direct  them  what 
duty  to  perform.  Lieut.  Willoughby  informs  me  he  applied  to  Capt. 
Lewis  for  orders  several  times;  that  he  had  a  verbal  message  once  that 
he  or  one  of  his  subalterns  would  meet  him  on  his  march  out  or  at  his 
station  in  Powell's  valley,  but  that  none  of  them  ever  came,  nor  even 
sent  written  instructions  except  when  he  was  called  upon  to  march  his 
men  to  Capt.  Lewis's  station  on  Clinch  in  order  to  be  discharged.  That 
he  was  informed  that  several  married  men,  residenters  of  Russell  county, 
were  enlisted  by  Capt.  Lewis  in  his  company,  and  that  he  understood 
there  was  no  order  to  the  contrary  last  year.  In  forwarding  out  the 
Drafts,  I  sometimes  made  use  of  it  as  an  argument  for  the  men  that  had 
families  and  could  ill  be  spared  from  home  on  account  of  their  crops, 
that  they  could  hire  substitutes  in  Russell  county  that  were  more  fit  for 
service  than  they  were,  but  in  all  cases  they  must  be  accepted  by  Capt. 
Lewis  or  the  officer  who  commanded  the  Detachment.  In  one  instance, 
and  one  only,  I  engaged  a  young  man,  an  expert  Rifleman,  in  the  room 
of  one  of  the  Washington  draft,  who  was  an  elderly  man,  had  a  small 
family,  and  only  himself  to  take  care  of  his  crop,  besides  he  was  but 
lately  from  Ireland,  and  knew  but  little  of  the  use  of  arms.  The  sub- 
stitute was  on  his  way  from  Henry  or  one  of  the  adjacent  counties  to 
settle  in  Powell's  valley,  was  well  armed  and  equipt  for  service,  and 
even  in  that  case  I  referred  him  to  the  officer  to  be  accepted  in  room  of 
an  unknown  Irishman.  This  young  man,  his  officer  says,  did  his  duty 
faithfully,  but  is  unfortunate  enough  to  be  deprived  of  his  pay  by  Capt. 
Lewis,  altho.  I  know  he  passed  muster  in  presence  of  the  Captain  last 
November,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  His  name  is  William 
Daugherty,  and  is  now  a  subaltern  officer  of  the  militia  in  Lee  County. 
Lieut.  Willoughby  promises  to  lurnish  a  written  statement  respecting 
other  substitutes  engaged  in  Russell  county  that  were  married  men,  and 
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the  reasons  why  they  were  accepted,  all  of  whom  he  says  can  prove  did  1793. 
their  duty  constantly,  and  some  of  them  more  than  the  laws  required,  August  31st 
having  acted  faithfully'  as  scouts  for  the  pittance  of  five  and  a  half  dol- 
lars per  month,  Capt.  Lewis  not  having  to  order  any  of  his  scouts  to 
that  quarter,  altho.  allowed  to  be  the  most  dangerous  after  the  Cbero- 
kees  commenced  hostilities.  These  are  some  of  the  men  who  are  yet 
deprived  of  their  pay.  The  Lieutenant  also  wishes  to  send  some  vouch- 
ers respecting  his  own  character  and  conduct,  not  being  satisfied  with 
Capt.  Lewis's  complaisant  acquittal,  dated  the  17th  instant,  as  the  terms 
in  which  it  is  expressed  is  so  inconsistent  with  that  he  wrote  the  26th 
of  June. 

Altho.  Capt.  Lewis  received  your  Excellency's  letter  on  the  16th 
instant,  and  must  know  the  individuals  he  meant  to  object  against  pay- 
ing, yet  no  list  is  come  to  hand,  nor  anything  said  but  the  lines  to  Lieut. 
Willoughby  of  the  17th  instant;  nor  is  it  now  expected  that  he  will 
comply  with  the  Requisitions  of  the  Executive.

At  a  District  Court  holden  at  Staunton,  Monday,  September  2d,  1793: 

The  Commonwealth  against  John  Bullitt. 

At  this  day  Archibald  Stuart,  Attorney  for  the  Commonwealth,  pro- 
duced in  court  a  certain  Bill  of  Indictment  against  the  said  John  Bullitt 
for  Horse  stealing,  which  said  Bill  is  in  these  words  following  to-wit: 

Virginia,  to-wit : 

The  Jurors  for  the  District  composed  of  the  counties 
of  Augusta,  Rockbridge,  Rockingham,  Pendleton  and  Bath,  upon  their 
oaths  present,  that  John  Bullitt,  late  of  the  county  of  Augusta,  labourer, 
on  the  eighteenth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  on  thousand 
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1793.  seven  hundred  and  ninety,  with  force  and  arms  in  the  county  aforesaid, 
Sept.  2d  and  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  District  Court,  holden  at  Staunton, 
one  Gelding  of  the  Horse  liind,  of  a  gray  colour,  of  the  price  of  thirty 
pounds,  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  one  John  Nicholl  then  and  there 
found  feloniously  did  steal,  take  and  carry  away  against  the  peace  and 
dignity  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia.

Whereupon,  he,  the  said  John  Bullitt,  was  led  to  the  bar  in  custody  of 
the  keeper  of  the  Goal  and  thereof  being  arraigned  pleaded  not  guilty 
to  the  Indictment,  and  for  his  trial  put  himself  upon  God  and  his  Country. 
Whereupon  came  a  jury,  to-wit:  Hugh  Gilkinson,  Edward  Rutledge, 
John  Emmet,  Gabriel  Alexander,  Samuel  Long,  John  Voung,  Samuel 
McCutchen,  Robert  Hanna,  Walter  Davies,  John  Poage,  Daniel  Freeland, 
and  William  Chambers,  who  being  elected,  tried  and  sworn  the  truth  of 
and  upon  the  premises  to  speak,  and  having  heard  the  evidence,  upon 
their  oath  do  say  that  the  said  John  Bullitt  is  guilty  of  the  Horse  Steal- 
ing aforesaid  in  the  manner  and  form  as  in  the  Indictment  against  him 
is  alledged,  and  thereupon  he  is  remanded  to  Juil. 

Atterwards,  to-wit:  At  a  District  Court  continued  and  held  for  the 
said  District,  Wednesday,  Septerabei  12th,  1793: 

The  said  John  Bullitt  being  convicted  of  the  Horse  Stealing  aforesaid, 
was  again  led  to  the  Bar  in  custody  of  the  Keeper  of  the  Public  Goal, 
and  thereupon  it  being  demanded  of  him  if  anything  for  himself  he  had' 
or  knew  to  say  w^hy  the  Court  here  to  Judgement  and  execution  against 
him  of  and  upon  the  premises  should  not  proceed,  he  said  he  had  noth- 
ing but  what  he  had  before  said.  Therefore  it  is  considered  by  the 
Court  that  he  be  hanged  by  the  Neck  until  he  be  dead,  and  that  Execu- 
tion of  this  Judgement  be  made  and  done  upon  him,  the  said  John  Bul- 
litt, by  the  Sheriff  of  Augusta  County,  on  Friday,  the  Eighteenth  Day 
of  October  next,  between  the  Hours  of  ten  in  the  forenoon  and  two  in 
the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  at  the  usual  place  of  Execution.

abortive  by  their  insisting  upon  the  Ohio  as  the  boundary).  Sept.  3d 

That  the  Commissioners  arrived  at  the  mouth  of  Detroit  Eiver,  on 
the  21st  of  July,  and  waited  there  until  the  17th  Ultimo.  When  hav- 
ing received  the  definitive  answer  of  the  Indians,  the  Commissioners 
sailed  for  Fort  Erie,  where  they  arrived  the  23d  Ultimo. 

The  Commissioners  were  not  even  admitted  to  an  interview  with  the 
body  of  the  Hostile  Indians,  but  the  communications  were  carried  on 
bj-  deputations  from  them.  It  appeal's  the  tribes  most  determined  for 
war  are  the  W^-andottes,  Delawares,  Shawanese,  and  Miamis,  although 
it  is  said  a  considerable  proportion  of  these  were  for  peace. 

It  is  understood  that  the  six  nations,  including  Captain  Brandth  and 
his  Mohocks,  strongly  urged  the  hostile  Indians  to  make  peace  with  the 
United -States. 

Aifairs  being  thus  circumstanced,  it  is  probable  that  the  sword  only 
can  afford  ample  protection  to  the  frontiers. 

It  is  understood  that  the  militia  embodied  on  the  frontiers  of  Yirginia 
under  your  orders,  together  with  the  patroles,  called  scouts,  are  deemed 
sufficient  for  their  defence.  But  it  may  be  proper  to  caution  the  people 
immediately  that  every  measure  necessary  to  guard  against  surprize 
should  be  adopted.

Sir: 

Since  my  last  report  on  the  subject  of  the  militia,  under  date  the      Council 
5th  August,  the  counties  of  Accomack,  Mecklenburg,  Southampton  and        office 
Warwick  have  made  complete  recommendations  of  their  officers,  upon 
which   commissions  have  issued.     Cumberland  Court   has  forwarded  a 
Recommendation  of  Captains  and  subalterns  for  the  Battalion  composed 
of  the  militia,  upon  which  also  commissions  have  issued. 

On  a  former  recommendation  from  Greenbrier,  the  commissions  have 
issued  for  all  the  officers  recommended,  except  for  one  company  to  the 
first  Battalian,  which  were  supernumarj-.  The  General  rule  prescribed 
to  me  in  this  and  like  eases  was  on  the  present  occasion  not  adhered  to 
because  it  was  necessary  to  commission  the  officers  of  this  county  in 
order  to  compose  a   Court-martial  for  the  ti'ial  of  Captain   Caperton. 

Upon  an  additional  recommendation  from  Goochland,  Commissions 
have  issued  to  complete  the  Regiment  composed  of  the  militia  of  that 
County. 

Upon  defective  recommendations.  Commissions  have  issued  to  the 
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1793.  Field  officers  of  the  militia  of  Halifax  and  Norfolk,  and  the  command- 
Sept  4th     antB  wrote  to  for  amendmetitfi. 

To  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  Captain  John 
Brooke,  on  recommendation  of  the  court  of  Henrico,  a  commission  has 
issued  to  Captain  John  Burton. 

The  Court  of  Orange  have  forwarded  a  Eecommendation  for  their 
subalterns,  upon  which  the  commissions  have  issued  to  Complete  the  Eegi- 
ment  of  this  county.  There  is  a  Captain,  two  Lieutenants,  and  two  En- 
signs of  Light  Inffintry  yet  to  be  commissioned.  The  commandant  has 
been  wrote  to  for  a  Eecommendation. 

The  Lieutenant  Colonel  Commandant  of  the  militia  of  Hanover  has 
resigned  his  commission.

Sept.  5th    Petition  to  the  Governor  for  the   Pardon   of  Angelica  Barnett. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Governor  &  council : 

The  Petition  of  sundry  persons  in  behalf  of  Angelica  Barnett, 
humbly  shewetu.  That  your  petitioners  having  heard  of  the  peculiar 
distress  and  unfortunate  situation  of  the  said  Angellica,  being  attended 
with  many  alleviating  circumstances,  cognizable  of  that  power  of  Mercy 
and  Clemency  which  the  liberal  policy  of  a  free  and  enlightened  people 
have  given  to  your  honorable  Board,  your  petitioners  have  therefore 
presumed  to  implore  mercy. 

Your  petitioners  have  Deen  told  that  except  in  the  late  unfortunate 
instance,  the  said  Angellica  has  so  conducted  herself  as  to  have  acquired 
very  respectable  patronage  and  confidence,  and  when  the  savings  of 
Industry  and  care  had  enabled  her  to  seek  that  comfort  which  can  flow 
only  from  domestic  content  and  independence;  when  she  had  collected 
her  little  all,  the  earnings  and  savings  of  many,  many  years  of  toil  and 
difficulty,  at  the  dead  of  the  night  her  house  was  attacked,  her  doors 
forced,  &  unknown  people  tumultuously  entered,  manifesting  the  most 
disorderly  disposition,  using  the  most  aggravating  and  abusive  Lan- 
guage, even  proceeding  to  Blows. 

Your  petitioners  do  not  pretend  to  impugn  the  verdict  which  they 
presume  has  the  Law  for  its  basis.  Theii'  appeal  is  to  the  Tribunal  of 
mercy,  and  they  presume  to  aid  their  plea  by  observing  that  the  Law 
of  Nature  as  well  as  the  Law  of  Man  has  established  an  universal  maxim 
that  self-preservation  is  the  first  principal  of  human  Nature,  and  they 
beleive  that  even  Sophists  will  not  attempt  to  make  groat  and  decided 
distinctions  between  the  preservation  of  property  and  of  Life  ;  but  in  this 
Instance,  the  Unfortunate  Angellica  was  assailed  as  to  both.     In  such  a 
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situation,  suddenly  roused  from  Peace,  Quiet,  &  Repose,  she  f;;ave  a  sud-  1793. 
den  an  unpremeditated,  a  decisive  blow,  which  proved  to  be  fatal;  and  Sept.  5th 
who  is  he  so  stoical,  so  philosophical,  who  can  passively  receive  and 
bear  insult.  Injury,  and  violence,  when  the  conscience  pronounced  an 
internal  innocence?  If  it  be  admitted  that  the  wise,  the  illumined,  and 
the  philosophical,  and  thej'  whose  minds  soar  above  the  common  inci- 
dents of  Life  would  act  in  like  manner,  and  if  it  be  a  permissive  princi- 
ple, wide  and  extended  as  human  life  that  self-defence  is  Justifiable, 
Shall  a  change  of  principle  be  now  introduced  and  extended  towards  an 
ignorant  Unknown,  whose  fate  as  relates  to  the  police  of  this  land  can 
have  no  operation,  whose  humilitj'  of  situation  will  forbid  an  enquiry 
into  inate  causes,  and  whose  Death  will  obliterate  even  the  recollection 
of  her  name,  but  to  whom  Life  is  not  on  that  account  the  less  desirable. 

Tour  petitioners  seek  not  to  staj'  the  hand  of  vindictive  Justice  where 
it  ought  to  fall.  They  seek  to  show  that  that  which  was  no  more  than 
a  fault  Should  not  be  punished  as  a  crime,  and  their  application  is  made 
to  tho.se  where  only  the  law  has  vested  the  power  of  pardon. 

Such  do  your  petitioners  presume  to  be  the  merits  of  Angelica's  case, 
which  opinion  is  considerably  promoted  by  the  Zeal  of  those  to  whom 
she  has  beon  long  known,  and  your  Petitioners  are  strengthened  in  their 
hope,  because  of  that  sacred  and  divine  precepts  which  has  stood  the 
teste  of  Ages,  that  'tis  better  that  ninety  and  nine  guilty  persons  should 
be  unpunished  than  one  innocent  person  should  suffer  Death. 

Your  petitioners  will  not  insinuate  that  she,  for  whose  Life  they 
interfere  is  spotless.  They  know  that  Human  Natui'e  is  liable  to  fault, 
and  they  hold  it  as  a  Christian  duty,  wherever  a  public  Injury  will  not 
be  the  consequence,  to  use  their  good  offices  to  save  a  fellow  creature. 

May  the  merits  of  this  case  as  it  appears  to  your  petitioners,  appear 
also  to  your  Honorable  Board,  so  that  the  object  thereof  may  ere  long 
receive  the  glad  tidings  of  pardon  and  of  Life.

Point  of 
The  want  of  order  and  regularity  which  has  crept  into  the  Garrison 
since  it  has  been  deprived  of  its  superintendent,  made  it  expedient  to 
use  every  dispatch  in  making  out  this  report,  in  order  to  wait  on  the 
Executive  for  their  instructions.

Sir: 

Your  Excellency  has  been  pleased  to  transmit  to  us  a  Commission  Wythe  Co. 
"to  Enquire  into  &  ascertain  the  taxable  property  in  the  countj'  of 
Wythe,  on  which  arrears  of  taxes  are  still  due."  Wo  are  ready  to  sub- 
mit to  Execute  the  duty  imposed  on  us  by  Government  immediately, 
were  it  not  that  several  obstacles  seem  to  stand  in  our  way,  for  sur- 
mounting which,  we  think  it  necessary  to  ask  information  from  the 
Executive. 

We  conceive  the  Act  of  Assembly  under  which  we  have  been  ap- 
pointed is  80  imperfect  in  its  directions,  as  to  be  liable  to  receive  very 
different  constructions;  indeed  we  cannot  see  that  the  Act  authorises 
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1793.  the  appointment  we  have  received.  It  gives  authority  to  your  Excel- 
Sept.  7th  lency  to  appoint  Com.nissioners  "in  each  county  coming  within  the 
purview  of  thib  Act."  And  wc  cannot  understand  that  this  county 
comes  within  the  purview  thereof,  but  only  (perhaps)  within  the  pre- 
amble to  the  third  section.  But  certainly  it  is  very  defective  in  not 
directing  in  what  manner  commissioners  are  to  proceed  to  ascertain  the 
taxable  property;  whether  then  shall  we  proceed  in  the  manner  observed 
by  the  Justices  formerly,  or  that  observed  by  the  commissioners  of  the 
Revenue  at  present  ? 

Shall  we  take  the  word  of  the  owner,  require  his  oath,  Inquire  at  his 
neighbours,  or  refer  to  his  former  list? 

The  Act  does  not  say  whether  taking  an  oath  be  a  prerequisite  to 
authorize  the  commissioners  to  do  the  duties  for  which  they  are  ap- 
pointed. 

There  is  also  a  particular  difficulty  in  regard  of  this  county,  which  we 
conceive  Should  be  laid  before  the  Executive.  It  took  place  in  May, 
1790.  We  suppose  with  that  year  we  cannot  concern,  as  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  Commissioners  of  Montgomery.  In  1792,  Commissioners 
were  appointed,  but  a  subsequent  court  superceded  the  appointment. 

Whether  the  Commissioners  proceeded  or  no,  we  are  not  officially 
informed.  A  copy  of  these  orders  we  transmit.  We  are  therefore 
ignorant  for  what  years  particularly  we  are  to  ascertain  the  taxable 
property.  We  hope  your  Excellency  will  direct  us  in  what  manner  we 
are  to  manifest  our  acceptance  of  the  commission;  for  what  particular 
years  we  are  to  take  lists;  in  what  manner  we  are  to  procure  those  lists ; 
and  within  what  period  we  must  compleat  them. 

We  are  your  Excellency's,  &c. 

I  do  not  see  the  difficulties  of  which  these  Gentlemen  complain.  The 
Act  under  which  they  were  appointed  might  indeed  have  been  more 
explicit,  but  it  a  lementable  truth  that  there  is  scarcely  a  single  Act  to 
be  found  totally  free  from  ambiguity,  and  which  does  not  leave  an  open- 
ing for  plausible  evasion.  The  objects  of  the  law  alluded  to  are,  how- 
ever, very  obvious,  and  it  would  have  required  less  of  that  ingenuity 
which  penetrated  these  defects  to  have  carried  the  law  into  effect, 
especially  as  ii,  contains  a  direct  referrence  to  another  law,  which  defines 
the  duties  of  Comm'rs.  If  the  Court  superceded  the  Comm'rs  app'd  in 
'92,  it  may  reasonably  be  presumed  the  Comm'rs  did  nothing,  and  it  is 
very  clear  that  this  case  is  within  the  meaning  of  the  preamble  to  the 
3rd  sect'n,  which  forms  part  of  the  purview  of  the  Act.

Pleas  before  the  Hon'ble  Eichard  Parker  and  Edmund  "Winston,  Bsq'rs, 
Judges : 

At  a  Superior  court  held  at  Prince  Edward  Courthouse  for  the 
District  composed  of  the  counties  of  Prince  Edward,  Buckingham, 
Charlotte,  Halifax,  and  Cumberland,  the  seventh  day  of  September,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  Christ  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  and  Eighteenth  year  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Be  it  remembered  that  heretofore,  to-wit: 

At  a  District  Court  held  at  Prince  Edward  Courthouse  aforesaid,  on 
Monday,  the  second  day  of  September,  in  the  year  aforesaid  mentioned, 
Paul  Carrington,  Junior,  Gentleman  Attorney  for  the  Commonwealth 
for  this  District,  on  behalf  of  our  said  Commonwealth,  prepared  a  Bill 
of  Indictment  against  Eichard  Pearl  for  Burglary,  he  being  committed 
to  the  Jail  of  this  District  by  the  Court  of  the  said  county  of  Charlotte, 
before  whom  he  had  been  examined  for  the  charge  aforesaid,  and  which 
said  Bill  of  Indictment  and  proceeding  thereon  had,  are  in  the  words 
following :

Courthouse,  the  Dwelling  house  of  James  Hamblet,  there  situate,  feloni- 
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1793.  ously  and  Burglariously  did  break  and  enter,  and  one  Joint  of  Bacon, 
Sept.  7th  a  quantity  of  soap  and  flour  of  the  value  of  ten  shillings,  of  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  the  said  James  Hamblet,  in  the  same  dwelling  house, 
then  and  there  feloniously  and  Burglariously  did  steal,  take  and  carry 
away,  against  the  peace  and  dignitj'  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

Upon  which  said  Bill  of  indictment  the  Grand  Jury  impannelled  for 
this  district  having  been  sworn  and  charged,  retired  to  consult  of  their 
presentment,  and  after  some  time  returned  into  court,  and  presented 
the  said  Bill  of  Indictment  a  True  Bill  by  their  endorsement  in  these 
words:  "A  true  Bill."

The  day  and  year  aforesaid  mentioned,  the  said  Richard  Pearl  who 
stands  convicted  of  Burglary,  was  again  led  to  the  Bar  in  custody  of  the 
Sheriff,  and  thereupon  it  being  demanded  of  him  if  anything  for  himself 
he  had  or  knew  to  say  why  the  Court  here  to  Judgement  and  execution 
of  and  upon  the  premises  should  not  proceed.  He  said  he  had  nothing 
but  what  he  had  before  said.  Therefore  it  is  considered  by  the  Court

Miles  King  to  Hon.  James  Wood,  Lieutenant-Governor.  Sept.  10th 

Dear  Sirs 

When  the  Guns  was  sent  last  summer  from  Richmond  to  Nor-    Hampton 
folk  for  the  lower  county,  the  County  Lieutenant  of  Elizabeth  City  had 
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1793.  an  order  from  the  Governer  on  the  County  Lieutenant  of  Norfolk  for 
Sept.  10th  fifty  stand  of  Arms.  He  has  never  been  able  to  get  them.  Col  Wilson 
says  they  cannot  by  any  means  be  spared  from  Norfolk.  Our  militia  is 
very  badly  armed,  and  not  more  than  one-third  of  the  men  has  guns  fitt 
for  duty ;  and  as  we  think  the  Negroes  have  some  thoughts  of  an  insur- 
rection, and  I  fear  two  well  founded,  I  hope  that  your  board  will  take 
the  matter  in  consideration  and  order  the  county  of  Elizabeth  City  One 
hundred  stand  of  arms,  with  powder  &  Ball,  which  I  will  take  care  that 
the  county  or  those  who  receive  the  Guns,  &c.,  will  be  liable  to  the  pub- 
lick.  Will  it  not  be  better  for  part  of  the  Guns  at  the  Arsenal  to  be 
delivered  to  the  citizens  of  the  lower  eountys,  in  case  of  an  Insurrection, 
than  run  the  risque  of  their  being  made  use  of  against  them?  My  Good 
Sir,  I  am  satisfied  this  county  is  in  Danger,  and  I  hope  you  will  use 
your  best  indeavour  to  aid  us  with  the  arms,  &c.

James  McCabe,  late  of  the  Parish  of  Norbourne,  and  countj-  of 
Berkeley,  Taylor,  who  stands  convicted  of  Murder,  was  again  led  to  the 
Bar  in  custody  of  the  Keeper  ot  the  District  Goal,  and  thereupon  it 
being  demanded  of  him  if  anything  for  himself  he  had  or  knew  to  say  wh}' 
the  Court  here  to  Judgement  and  execution  against  him  of  and  upon 
the  premises  should  not  proceed,  he  said  he  had  nothing  but  what  he 
had  before  said.     Therefore  it  is  considered  by  the  Court  that  he  be 
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hanged  b}'  the  neck  until  he  bo  dead,  and  that  Execution  of  this  Judge-       1793. 
ment  be   made  and  done  upon   him,  the  said  James  McCabe,  by  the    Sept.  11th 
Sheriff  of  Frederick  County,  on  Friday,  the  25th  day  of  October  next, 
between  the  hours  of  ten   in  the  forenoon   and  two  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  same  day,  at  the  usual  place  of  Execution.

A.  Lewis  to  the  Governor.  Sept.  12th 

Sir: 

On  Monday  last,  I  returned  from  the  Frontier.  Nothing  of  con-  Mont- 
sequence  has  happened  since  I  wrote  you  on  the  20th  of  August.  I  took  gomery 
twenty-two  men,  wont  down  Sandy  some  distance,  crossed  from  that  to 
Kentucky  river,  went  down  that  one  hundred  miles,  then  took  Cane 
Fork  thirty  miles,  saw  a  good  deal  of  sign  of  Indians,  but  could  not  get 
sight  of  any  of  them.  We  had  an  amazing  hard  march,  &  rendered  a 
very  disagreeable  one  by  extreme  wet  weather.  Since  my  return  have 
been  very  unwell.  So  soon  as  I  am  fit  for  duty,  will  return.  I  am 
informed  the  Chcrokees  are  chiefly  left  their  Towns,  and  Imbodied  in 
the  Iron  Mountain,  Joined  by  twelve  Hundred  Creeks.  It  is  also  said  the 
Chickymogus  are  to  be  Joined  by  twelve  hundred  more  Creeks.  Where 
they  will  make  a  stroke  is  unknown,  but  generally  thought  it  will  be 
at  Cumberland  or  French  Broad,  or  perhaps  both. 

The  people  of  French  Broad  are  much  alarmed.  Perha2:)S  they  may 
call  on  the  state  for  assistance;  if  so,  I  hope  our  troops  will  be  ordered 
out.  I  have  enclosed  to  you  a  roll  of  the  Drafted  militia,  by  which  you 
will  see  how  Colo.  Campbell  has  conducted  himself  in  that  Business. 
I  have  distinguished  those  paid  from  those  not,  and  certified  on  the  roll 
the  reasons  the  fifteen  men  were  paid.  Their  discharges  were  presented 
to  me  by  other  people  empow^ed  to  draw  their  pay,  and  did  not  know 
but  what  they  lived  in  Washington.  When  the  discovery  was  made, 
the  last  nine  men  on  the  Roll  were  those  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Powell's 
valley  not  paid.  I  thought  it  my  duty  then  to  state  the  matter  to  you. 
When  I  wrote  by  Mr.  Kent,  I  knew  of  but  six  that  I  was  certain  lived 
in  the  valley.  Since  that  I  have  bad  proven  to  me  that  the  nine  enrolled 
are  those  in  my  opinion  not  entitled  to  their  pay  from  the  public,  but 
have  their  recourse  on  Campbell,  which  leaves  forty  odd  pounds  in  mj' 
hands  subject  to  your  Excellency's  orders;  and  if  I  was  wrong  in  pay- 
ing the  above  fifteen  men,  I  am  sorry  for  it;  and  if  the  Executive  think 
proper,  I  suppose  can  make  me  refund  the  money.  At  the  same  time 
think  it  would  be  cruel,  because  Col.  Campbell  rec'd  money  from  those 
that  ought  to  have  served.     You  will  see  by  Capt.  Brown's  certificate 
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1793.  how  he  has  acted  with  those  drafted  in  his  company,  and  I  believe  the 
Sept.  12th  same  was  used  in  every  company  thro,  the  county,  &  If  required,  will 
forward  the  oaths  of  those  that  paid  him  the  money.  He  could  not  have 
ree'd  less  than  between  two  and  three  hundred  dollars.  Had  he  enlisted 
men  in  any  county  not  exposed  to  danger  with  that  money,  he  perhaps 
might  have  done  right,  but  truly  he  writes  to  his  Lieut,  to  enlist  men 
in  the  valley.  He  knew  that  they  would  readily  agree  to  be  enrolled  for 
five  and  a  half  dollars  per  month,  &  live  at  home,  &  he  would  pocket  the 
money  rec'd  from  his  countrymen-  In  my  opinion  he  ought  to  pay  the 
money  into  the  Treasury  that  has  been  paid  to  those  fifteen  men,  and 
never  be  allowed  to  serve  in  any  office  whatever.  If  I  have  erred  in 
settling  that  roll,  was  because  I  loved  my  country  too  well.  Am  con- 
scious I  have  done  my  duty  to  every  soldier  entitled  to  pay,  &  believe 
that  not  one  of  the  volunteer  militia  that  ever  served  under  me  but  what 
will  say  I  have  paid  him  the  utmost  farthing  of  his  wages.  I  have  also 
sent  a  list  of  a  few  of  the  drafts  that  are  entitled  to  their  pay.  Inhabi- 
tant; of  Washington  county,  &  not  yet  paid,  &  why  their  discharges 
have  not  been  brought  forward  I  cannot  tell.  I  have  often  given  notice 
for  them  to  be  brought  unless  detained  by  some  person  with  a  design 
upon  my  character,  but  hope,  or  all  I  ask  or  require  from  your  honora- 
ble Body  is  to  be  treated  like  a  gent'n  so  long  only  as  I  deserve  it.

Sept.  12th    A  Campbell's  remarks  on  Capt.  A.  Lewis's  letter  dated  Septem- 
ber 12th. 

On  a  calm  examination  there  appears  such  a  mixture  of  malevolence 
and  inconsistency  in  the  composition  that  temperate  observations  are 
difficult. 

In  one  place  Col.  Campbell  is  made  accountable  for  what  Capt.  Lewis, 
or  Lieut.  Willoughby  could  transact.  In  a  former  communication  only 
twenty  pounds  is  acknowledged  to  be  retained ;  in  this  about  forty.  And 
Mr.  Willoughby  assorts  that  it  is  much  more,  and  that  the  copy  of  his 
roll  sent  to  the  Executive  is  not  correct,  as  he  took  the  precaution  to 
keep  an  exact  copy  of  that  delivered  to  Capt.  Lewis  Dec'r,  1792.  Col. 
Campbell  asserts,  and  can  prove  that  he  acted  according  to  Law,  and  in 
strict  conformity  1o  the  Governor's  orders,  dated  in  Eussell  county,  and 
his  additional  request  dated  at  Fort  Chiswell,  in  Wythe  County,  a  few 
days  afterwards. 

As  to  pecuniary  advantages  to  be  made  off  the  soldiers,  not  a  thought 
of  the  kind  entered  into  the  Colonel's  heart.  He  disclaimed  and  always 
despised  the  idea,     He  rodo  through   the  County,  and  attended  at  the 
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Eendezvous  of  the  Draft,  using  arguments  with  the  militia  officers  and  1793. 
men,  with  a  view  to  obtain  Willoughby's  quota  compleat,  too  many  of  Sept.  12th 
the  men  understanding  the  imperfections  of  the  militia  law  at  that 
period.  His  pai-t  of  the  duty  performed,  ho  expected  that  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  militia  on  duty,  who  was  to  receive  liberal  wages  for 
his  services,  rode  his  horse  twenty  miles,  reviewed  the  men,  given  the 
necessary  orders  to  the  Lieutenant,  and  been  cai-eful  that  no  ipaproper 
substitutes  were  accepted.  A  true  military  genius  would  have  delighted 
in  such  exercises.  The  reverse  took  place.  Therefore  Ool.  Lewis  could 
not  with  truth  and  propriety  either  applaud  the  officer  for  good  conduct 
nor  condemn  him  if  deficient.  But  why  make  it  a  crime  in  Willoughby 
to  permit  substitutes  from  Eussell  county,  when  so  great  a  part  of  Oapt. 
Lewis's  volunteers  were  engaged  in  the  same  County,  and  the  officer  of 
the  militia  sent  from  Wythe  was  indulged  in  the  practice  to  a  greater 
extent.  There  was  no  sentence  in  the  law  or  ordei's  given  last  year 
that  we  know  of  that  prohibited  the  accepting  of  substitutes;  on  the 
contrary,  a  manifest  advantage  might  accrue  by  selecting  good  men  and 
saving  the  expence  of  two  set  of  men  being  under  jDay  the  same  time; 
by  frequently  releiving  those  on  dutj-,  as  was  Judiciously  pointed  out 
in  the  order  trora  Fort  Chiswell,  "  Not  to  do  an  hour's  duty,"  or  indeed 
to  neglect  or  m  any  considerable  degree  would  be  highly  conservable. 

The  concurrent  testimony  of  most  of  the  officers  of  Lee  county  con- 
tradict this  assertion;  and  Lieut.  Willoughby  has  been  often  thanked 
for  his  activity  in  ranging  and  a  constant  attention  not  only  to  the 
safety,  but  the  fears  of  the  Inhabitants.  Some  of  Lieut.  Willoughby's 
friends  have  asked  how  many  days  or  even  hours  has  Capt.  Lewis  been 
engaged  in  the  actual  service  of  his  country,  and  whether  he  really 
received  pay  for  the  days  only  that  he  is  on  the  Frontiers?  A  person 
forward  in  endeavouring  to  criminate  another  ought  to  leave  no  room 
tor  blame  on  himself  Capt.  Lewit^  says:  That  the  commanding  officer 
of  the  Militia  of  Washington  must  have  received  not  less  than  between 
Two  and  Three  hundred  dollars,  and  if  required,  will  forward  the  oaths 
of  those  that  have  paid  him  the  money.  Capt.  Lewis  cannot  get  a  single 
man  in  the  three  counties  of  Washington,  Lee,  and  Eussell  to  swear  to 
any  such  thing,  not  even  the  infamous  Tony  Eobinson,  If  I  am  present. 
The  fact  never  had  existence  nor  was  there  any  ground  for  the  calumny, 
except  the  misconstruction  in  the  affair  of  John  Irons.  The  command- 
ing officer  of  Washington  always  defys  his  enemies,  and  can  with 
pleasure  invite  the  strict  and  impartial  enquiry  of  all  good  citizens  into 
either  his  moral,  political,  or  military  conduct.  Can  Capt.  Lewis  submit 
to  a  similar  enquiry?  Then  it  may  be  known  how  many  days  he  was 
really  in  actual  service  last  year,  and  how  much  money  he  has  received 
as  pay  for  daj'S  and  months  spent  in  Eoanoke.  It  may  then  be  truly 
ascertained  whether  he  has  paid  off  the  voluntiers  of  last  year  to  the 
utmost  farthing,  or  whether  there  was  not  on  the  12th  day  of  last  Sept., 
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1793.  about  Two  hundred  pounds  of  arrearages,  and  of  those  that  complain 
Sept.  12th  of  the  usage  is  the  widow's  Son,  James  Frily,  who  liilled  the  Indian  last 
year,  and  Capt.  Darton,  auother  of  the  scouts.  Mr.  Willoughby  says 
that  he  has  made  frequent  applications,  having  either  the  Discharges  or 
powers  of  Attorney  to  Capt.  Lewis  personally  for  the  pay  of  men  from 
Washington,  and  as  often  have  there  been  frivolous  and  contradictory 
excuses  made  for  want  of  money. 

The  Captain  pathetically  hopes  and  requires  to  be  treated  as  a  Gen- 
tleman— a  much  abused  appellation.  Is  it  not  the  best  criterion  of  that 
amiable  character  to  do  as  we  would  be  done  by.  To  pay  a  sacred  regard 
to  truth,  to  love  it  as  the  first  attribute  of  the  Deity,  the  best  armament 
of  man.  Is  he  to  learn  that  the  observance  of  that  great  virtue  marks 
the  real  patriot,  and  always  distinguishes  between  wise  men  and  a  Fool?

Eichmond  The  undersigned  petitioners  beg  leave  to  intercede  with  your  Hon'ble 
board  for  in  behalf  of  Angelica  Barnet,  who  is  confined  in  the  public 
Jail  under  sentence  of  death  for  murder. 

It  seldom  happens  that  crimes  of  this  high  nature  deserve  the  mercy 
of  the  pardoning  power,  but  there  are  some  circumstances  in  this  case 
which  seem  to  present  it  in  a  more  ikvorable  point  of  view.  It  hath 
been  said  by  many  persons  reputable  tor  their  talents,  and  veracity,  who 
were  present  at  the  trial  of  the  prisoner,  that  the  facts  did  not  seem 
sufficient  to  Justily  a  verdict  of  death. 

The  situation  ol'  the  prisoner  at  the  time  when  the  offence  was  com- 
mitted deserves  to  be  considered.  She  was  possessed  of  many  of  the 
rights  of  a  free  citizen,  and  among  the  rest  the  great  rights  of  personal 
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immunity  in  her  own  house.  This  unquestionably  was  invaded  by  the  1793. 
person  who  was  unfortunately  killed,  and  it  is  perhaps  to  be  regretted,  Sept.  12th 
at  least  it  is  reasonable  to  presume  that  many  of  the  circumstances 
alledged  by  the  prisoner  in  her  Justification  might  have  been  proven,  if 
her  associates  were  not  incompetent  by  law  to  give  Testimony  against 
a  white  person.  Your  petitioners  think  it  probable,  from  what  they 
have  heard,  that  the  venire  might  have  conceived  prejudices  against  the 
prisoner,  which  might  have  hud  too  great  an  influence  upon  their 
decision. 

-Lastly.  It  is  a  consideration  of  some  weight  with  them  that  the  pris- 
oner hath  been  a  long  time  in  a  Jail,  in  a  situation  which  must  have 
added  to  the  miseries  of  imprisonment,  &  the  horrors  of  an  execution 
which  agony  alone  hath  suspended. 

Tour  petitioners  for  this  Act  of  mercy  will  hold  themselves  bound  to 
pray. 

And'w  Ronald,  present  at  the  trial  &  thought   her  almost  Justifiable. 

Alex.  Campbell,  present  at  the  greater  part  of  the  trial  &  impressed 
with  the  hardship  of  the  prisoners  case. 

Chas.  Copland — I  heard  part  of  the  evidence  at  the  trial,  and  it  ap- 
peared to  me  she  only  defended  herself  ag't  the  attack  of  the  man  she 
killed. 

Wm.  Duval — I  thought  her  crime  amounted  to  manslaughter  only. 

Nath'l  Pope,  Jr. — I  was  present  during  the  whole  time,  and  did  not 
think  the  evidence  sufficient  to  convict  the  prisoner  of  even  man- 
slaughter. 

Matthew  Page — T  was  present  at  the  trial,  &  thought  from  the  evi- 
dence the  prisoner  was  Justifiable  and  that  she  acted  only  in  her  defence. 

Henry  Banks,  present  at  the  Tryal  and  thinks  the  Testimony  did  not 
authorise  the  verdict. 

William  Pope,  present  at  the  Tryal  and  thinks  the  verdict  was  a  verj- 
uncontionable  one,  when  he  considers  the  unfortunate  circumstance 
happened  under  the  roof  of  the  prisoner  and  in  self-defence. 

J.  Marshall  knows  nothing  of  the  case  or  testimony,  but  having  heard 
a  favorable  character  of  the  prisoner,  is  for  that  reason  a  mere  petitioner 
for  mercy. 

J.  Lyons,  Sam.  McCraw,  present  at  the  trial  and  humbly  conceives 
the  verdict  to  have  been  a  hard  one — not  Justified  by  the  evidence — it 
appearing  from  the  whole  tenor  thereof  to  have  been  in  self  defence  in 
a  calamitous  moment.

Dear  Sir: 

The  latter  end  of  last  May,  a  cruel  and  unprovoked  murder 
was  committed  on  the  body  of  Joel  Gathright,  overseer  for  Mr.  Cham- 
pion Traverse,  in  James  Town  Island,  by  !N"el  and  Daphne,  two  negro 
women,  slaves,  the  property  of  the  s'd  Mr.  Traverse,  in  the  presence  of 
the  other  negroes  on  the  plantation.  I  was  present  at  the  Examination 
of  the  two  women,  when  the  above  stated  facts  were  proved  by  a  varietj' 
of  witnesses,  &  indeed  it  was  pretty  evident  that  the  murder  was  com- 
mitted in  consequence  of  a  conspiracy  for  that  purpose  among  the 
negroes  on  the  plantation,  but  it  was  thought  that  an  example  made  of 
the  two  immediate  perpetrators  of  the  Act  would  be  sufficient  to  pre- 
vent a  repetition  of  the  same  offences.  Nell  and  Daphney  were  con- 
demned by  a  pretty  full  court,  with  the  universal  approbation  of  a  large 
number  of  spectators,  who  were  present  at  the  Tr3'ai.  Daphney  has 
been  executed.  The  Execution  of  Nel  was  postponed  till  next  month, 
on  account  of  her  being  pregnant  at  the  time  of  her  condemnation. 
She  has  been  delivered  of  her  child  several  weeks  ago.  I  am  Just 
informed  by  several  persons  in  the  county  that  there  is  great  industry 
used  in  obtaining  signatures  to  a  petition  to  the  Executive  for  a  pardon 
for  Nel,  which  gives  very  great  uneasiness  to  the  people  in  this  neighbor- 
hood, from  an  apprehension  that  the  Executive  may  be  surprised  into 
an  Act   which  would  greatly  disturb  the  minds  of  the   people   in  this 
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quarter.     Therefore  I  am  desired  to  represent  the  case  to  you  that  you       1793. 

may  be  fully  apprised  of  its  nature  &  consequences.     It  is  clear,  that  if   Sept.  13th 

any  circumstances  had  appeared  to  the  Court,  which  could   in  the  most 

distant  manner  warrant  an  application  to  the  Executive  for  mei'cy  to 

the  criminals,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  court,  &  I  am   sure  it  wou'd  have 

been  their  inclination  to  have  made  that  application  at  the  time  of  their 

Silting,  &  it  was   surely  the   most   proper  time  for   those  to  apply  for 

lenity  who  are  now  employed  to  obtain  signatures  to  a  private  petition 

for  that  purpose.     But  as  no  such  circumstances  did  appear,  there  was 

no  person   hardy  enough  to  make  such  application  to  the  Court,  &  it  is 

submitted   to  consideration   of  the  Executive,   whether  lenity  in   this 

case,  when  some  late  occurrences  among  the  negroes  are  attended  to, 

will  not  eventually  promote  a  perpetration  of  those  horrid  evils  which 

have  latelj'  existed  in  St.  Domingo.

Sir: 

In  consequence  of  an  alarming  jjestilential  fever,  which  appears  to  Alexandria 
be  now  prevalent  and  generally  mortal  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  the 
corporation  have  deemed  it  necessary  to  adopt  measures  for  preventing 
its  introduction  into  this  Town. 

The  Act  of  the  Virginia  Assembly'  obliging  vessels  to  perform  quaran- 
tine, under  such  circumstances,  appeared  to  us  to  be  too  tardj'  in  its 
mode  of  application  to  serve  the  present  emergency.  We  have  there- 
fore given  authoritj'  to  certain  persons  to  stop  all  vessels  bound  to  this 
port,  and  oblige  them  to  Anchor  one  mile  below  the  Town,  there  to 
remain  until  Doctor  Elisha  C.  Dick  (whom  we  beg  leave  to  recommend 
as  Health  officer,)  shall  make  the  necessary  enquiry  whether  there  be 
any  infected  persons  on  board,  or  goods  likely  to  be  impregnated  with 
infection,  and  further  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require. 

We  presume  that  what  is  already  done  will  not  be  found  to  contra- 
vene the  existing  Law  of  the  State,  and  request  of  the  Executive  to 
furnish  us  with  such  powers  as  we  are  to  derive  from  that  body  in  order 
to  carry  the  law  into  its  full  effect.  Th-is  we  trust  will  at  once  be  judged 
expedient  and  proper,  not  only  on  account  of  the  malignant  disorder 
prevalent  in  Philadelphia,  but  also  on  account  of  an  infectious  fever  with 
which  many  of  the  West  India  Islands  are  at  j)resent  inflicted.

The  33d  section  of  the  militia  law  constituting  Courts-Martial  for 
the  trial  of  offences  committed  either  bj'  commissioned  officers  or  by 
non-commissioned  officers  or  privates,  speaks  of  none  but  general  Courts- 
martial. 

The  34  section  constituting  Courts  for  the  assessment  of  fines  seems 
to  confine  their  sessions  to  the  months  of  May  &  October. 

The  court  in  their  proceedings  appear  to  have  been  governed  b3-  the 
better  part  of  the  37th  section  and  by  the  42d  section. 

How  far  the  time  of  the  session  of  the  Court  for  the  assessment  of 

fines  and  the  substituting  a  regimental  for  a  generel  Court-martial  may 

viciate  the  proceedings  of  the  court  held  at  Norfolk  during  the  present 

month,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  determine.

Upon  a  further  examination  of  the  militia  law,  it  appears  b}-  the  31st 
section  that  whenever  any  militia  shall  be  called  forth  into  actual  ser- 
vice, they  shall  be  governed  by  the  articles  of  war  which  govern  the 
troops  of  the  United  States. 

These  articles  make  a  regimental  Court-martial  to  consist  of  at  lea.«t 
three  members,  provided  more  cannot  bo  had.  It  is  thought  the  militia 
who  were  called  for  and  refused  to  appear,  come  under  this  section, 
which  Justifies  the  proceedings  of  the  Court-martial.  Of  this  I  am 
doubtful,  because  the  fine  of  ten  dollars  imposed  by  the  militia  law 
appears  to  be  the  only  penalty  annexed  to  this  breach  of  duty,  and  the 
payment  of  it  an  exoneration  from  the  tour,  and  the  mode  of  ascer- 
taining this  fine  is  defined  in  the  militia  law  itsoli'.

By  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia — A  Proclamation:    Richmond 

Whereas  I  have  received  information  that  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  Grenades,  and  the  Island  of  Tobago,  are  infected  with  the 
Plague  or  other  infectious  Disease,  and  it  is  probable  the  same  may  be 
brought  into  this  Commonwealth,  I  have  therefore  thought  fit  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  council,  to  direct  that  all  vessels  coming  from 
either  of  the  aforesaid  places  do  make  their  quarantine  at  the  Anchor- 
age Ground  off  Craney  Island,  near  the  mouth  of  Elizabeth  River,  for 
the  space  of  twenty  days;  and  I  do  hereby  strictly  enjoin  and  require 
that  until  such  vessels  shall  be  discharged  at  such  quarantine,  all  pei-- 
sons  coming,  or  Goods  imported  in  such  vessels,  come  not  on  shore,  or 
go  on  board  any  other  vessel,  or  be  landed  or  put  into  any  other  Ship, 
vessel,  or  boat,  in  any  place  within  this  Commonwealth;  and  also,  that 
no  person  go  on  board  any  vessel  ordered  to  perform  quarantine,  with- 
out license  first  had  and  obtained  in  writing,  under  the  hand  of  Thomas 
Newton,  in  the  town  of  Norfolk,  who  is  hereby  authorised  and  appointed 
to  see  such   quarantine  performed. 

And  all  Pilots  are  hereby  desired  to  give  notice  to  the  above-named 
Superintendent  of  the  arrival  of  all  vessels  from  the  aforesaid  places, 
and  to  conduct  them  to  the  place  assigned  for  their  pertormance  of 
Quarantine.

Scruples  have  arisen  here,  upon  whieii  I  wish  foi-  orders  and  advice.  Sept.  19th 
A  Privetteer  Schooner  called  the  Republican,  arrived  in  this  Port  with  Portsmouth 
the  French  Fleet  from  Cape  Francois.  She  was  drove  from  thence,  and 
arrived  here  in  distress.  She  was  regularly  commissioned  at  the  Cape. 
The  dispute,  (if  it  can  be  called  one)  is  respecting  the  commander  put- 
ting on  shore  four  large,  &  taken  on  board  the  same  number  of  smaller 
size  cannon.  The  owner  is  of  opinion  with  many  others  that  this  can- 
not be  considei-ed  an  infraction  of  American  Neutrality,  as  he  does  not 
augment,  but  lessens  his  force.  That  he  arrived  in  distress.  &  it's  a  con- 
venience to  him  to  reduce  hi,s  force.  He  waits  the  orders  of  the  Execu- 
tive.

Sir: 

Information  having  been  lodged  with  me  that  the  French  Prava-  British  Con- 

teer  schooner.  Republic,   Capt.   ,  mounting  guns,  &c.,  re-  ^"J^tqj^^^^' 

fitted  since  her  arrival  at  Portsmouth,  was  about  to  sail  on  a  cruise, 
which  vessel  I  am  informed  comes  under  the  description  of  those  pro- 
hibited by  the  President's  proclamation.  I  immediately  wrote  to  the 
Collector  for  this  port,  and  to  Col.  Wilson,  commandant  of  Portsmouth, 
to  request  their  interference  in  preventing  the  said  vessel  from  leaving 
this  Port  should  she  come  under  the  description  my  information  gave  of 
her. 

I  have  been  favored  with  a  very  polite  reply  from  Col.  Wilson,  in 
wlaich  he  tells  me  that  he  had  made  a  demand  upon  Mr.  Isdril,  the  owner, 
for  the  papers  that  constituted  his  vessel  a  Privateer;  that  he  very 
readily  produced  one,  purporting  a  commission,  dated  Cape  Francois, 
the  26th  May,  1793,  signed  Mape,  or  donnateur  civil,  and  several  other 
papers,  which  induce  him  to  think  the  privateer  legally  commissioned. 
At  the  same  time,  Col.  Wilson  states  that  the  owner  told  him  he  had 
shipped  some  pieces  of  rotten  for  sound  plank  since  he  has  been  here, 
and  that  he  also  intended  to  exchange  an  equal  number  of  six  for  four 
pound  Cannon.  Upon  this  head  Col.  Wilson  requires  Data  to  regulate 
his  conduct. 

I  have  therefore  to  lay  this  matter  before  your  Excellency  and  the 
Council  of  state,  in  order  that  the  propriety  of  the  Schooner  Republic 
being  permitted  to  sail   may  be  satisfactorily  ascertained,  and  at  the 
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1793.  same  time  to  submit  whether  according  to  the  Eules  adopted  by  the 
Sept.  20th  President  of  the  United  States,  annexed  to  the  circular  letter  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  17th  of  which  declares  all  equipments 
adapted  solely  for  war  unlawful,  with  some  exceptions,  which  I  am 
informed  cannot  include  the  Eepublic,  or  conformable  to  the  18th  and 
19th  articles  of  the  Treaty  between  the  United  States  and  France,  the 
last  of  which  seems  only  to  allow  repairs  to  ships  under  peculiar  circum- 
stances, which  cannot  apply  to  the  Privateer  Eepublic,  as  she  came  in 
with  the  French  fleet  from  Cape  Francois,  and  has  been  in  this  harbour 
ever  since.  This  Privateer  should  bo  permitted  to  proceed  on  her  cruise.

I  will  give  every 
information  in  my  power  to  the  Supcrintendant  of  Quarantine  at  this 
Port. 
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The  Brittish  Ship,  Orion,  which  sailed  from  Hampton  Roads  some  1793. 
time  ago,  brought  in  with  her  as  a  prize  Ihu  Proncli  privateer  Schr.  Sept.  21st 
Sans  Culottes.  Whilst  she  stayed  here,  the  person  to  whom  the  com- 
mand of  the  said  Schr.  was  given  recruited  to  the  number  of  Bight  men, 
whether  Brittish  subjects  or  American  citizens,  I  cannot  learn.  I  should 
have  informed  3-ou  of  this  before  now,  but  could  not  get  sufficient  proof 
of  it. 

A  French  Schooner  called  La  Republicaine,  arrived  here  with  the 
French  Fleet  from  St.  Domingo,  having  a  French  commission.  She  is 
about  to  take  out  the  Guns  which  she  brought  with  her  &  exchange 
them  for  smaller. 

Colo.  Wilson  informed  me  he  would  inform  you  of  this.

Blisha  C.  Dick  to  the  Governor.  Sept.  22d 

Sir: 

I  have  received  your  favour  of  the  17th  instant,  accompanied  bj^  an   Alexandria 
appointment  as  Superintendent  of  Quarantine  at  the  Port  of  Alex'a. 

In  order  that  I  may  have  it  in  my  power  to  execute  the  duties  of  this 
office  with  propriety,  I  beg  leave  to  solicit  some  further  instructions. 
Six  or  Bight  days  previous  to  the  date  of  your  proclamation,  the  packet 
from  Philadelphia,  commanded  by  Capt:.in  Blwood,  arrived  near  this 
place,  but  was  prohibited  from  entering  the  Port  by  the  authority  of  the 
Corporation,  and  has  remained  at  anchor  about  a  mile  from  the  town, 
until  this  time.  The  Captain  &  Crew,  seventeen  days  from  Philadel- 
phia, have  heretofore  been  and  still  are  in  perfect  health.  There  are 
however  some  packages  of  woolens  on  board,  particularly  some  cloath- 
ing  for  the  soldiers  under  the  Command  of  Capt.  Hannah,  which  the 
Secretary  of  war  in  a  letter  to  the  Captain  says  came  from  a  part  of  tiie 
city  much  infected  with  the  disease.  Will  you  be  kind  enough  to  advise 
me  what  to  do  with  this  vessel.  If  I  may  be  permitted  to  advance  an 
opinion,  I  would  suggest  that  the  performance  of  Quarantine  at  Craney 
Island  for  20  days  would  not  render  it  safer  to  land  the  Cargo  than  if  it 
were  done  at  this  time;  but,  if  proper  measures  were  taken  to  dissipate 
any  contagion  with  which  the  Packages  may  be  impregnated,  no  risque 
could  arise  from  landing  them  even  in  less  time. 

As  it  may  happen  that  vessels  coming  from  Philadelphia  or  other 
places  infected  with  a  pestilential  disease  and  bound  to  Alexandria  may 
pass  by  the  place  appointed  for  the  performance  of  Quarantine,  am  I  in 
such  cases  to  have  them  reconducted  to  Craney  Island,  or  would  you 
think  it  proper  to  appoint  another  place  for  this  Port.     If  the  latter, 
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1793.  pei'haps  the  anchorage  found  between  Rogers'  Bluff  and  Jones's  point 
Sept.  22d  would  be  as  eligible  as  any.  According  to  the  foregoing  supposition,  a 
vessel  may  arrive  at  night,  and  before  I  can  have  any  notice  of  it,  have 
landed  a  part  of  the  crew.  Do  you  think  me  authorised  by  law  to  keep 
in  constant  Employ  a  watch  or  lookout  boat  to  prevent  such  a  probable 
event? 

You  mention  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed  at  the  last  session  respecting 
the  performance  of  Quarantine,  to  be  in  force  the  first  of  October  next, 
but  it  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  printed  copy  we  have  among  us,  as  it  is 
nearly  a  literal  copy  of  the  former  law.  Perhaps  it  is  to  be  met  with 
only  in  the  revised  Code.  If  this  be  published,  I  should  be  glad  to  know 
how  I  can  be  furnished  with  it. 

If  I  am  rather  troublesome  on  this  occasion,  I  hope  you  will  not  find 
me  repeatedly  so. 

1  send  this  by  an  express  at  the  request  and  expense  of  Captain 
Ellwood,  and  by  the  return  of  the  messenger  you  will  much  oblige  me 
and  the  people  of  Alexandria  by  sending  me  your  advice  on  those  point.", 
with  respect  to  which,  I  feel  some  degree  of  uncertainty.

Virginia: 

We,  the  suhscribers,  freeholders,  and  Inhabitants  of  the  County 
of  James  City,  strongly  impressed  with  a  sense  of  duty  to  the  commu- 
nit}-  and  actuated  by  the  principles  of  self-preservation,  feel  ourselves 
compelled  to  make  the  following  representation  to  your  Excellency  and 
the  Hon'ble  Board  of  Council. 

Early  in  the  month  of  June  last,  two  negro  women,  slaves,  named 
Daphney  &  Nell,  the  property  of  Mr.  Champion  Travis,  were  condemned 
by  a  pretty  full  court  of  the  Magistrates  of  this  County  for  the  cruel  & 
willful  murder  of  Joel  Garthright,  their  overseer,  on  the  plantation  of 
the  said  Champion  Travis,  in  James  Town  Island,  whereon  no  other 
white  person  resided  but  the  said  overseer.  The  fact  was  proved  by  a 
variety  of  evidences,  all  distinct  and  clear — not  a  single  circumstance 
appeared  in  alleviation  of  the  horrid  offence;  these  are  facts  well  known 
to  all  this  County. 

Daphney  has  been  executed,  but  the  Execution  of  Nell  was  delayed 
by  the  Court  till  next  month  in  consequence  of  her  being  pregnant  at 
the  time  of  her  condemnation.  She  has  been  delivered  of  her  child 
some  weeks,  and  now  awaits  the  Execution  of  her  sentence.  We  have 
heard  with  great  emotion  and  concern  that  much  Industry  has  been 
exerted  to  get  signatures  to  a  petition  to  your  Excellency  and  the 
Hon'ble  Board  of  Council  to  obtain  a  Pardon  for  the  said  negro  woman, 
Nell;  when  we  consider  the  alarming  commotions  which  have  lately 
existed  among  the  negroes  in  this  neighborhood,  and  the  dangerous  ex- 
ample of  such  a  murder,  we  humbly  conceive  it  is  necessary  for  the 
public  peace  that  the  course  of  the  law  should  have  its  full  effect  in  this 
instance.  We  challenge  the  world  to  charge  any  of  us  whose  signatures 
are  to  this  paper,  with  a  want  of  lenity  or  humanity  in  any  case  where 
a  duo  attention  to  the  public  weal  and  our  own  personal  safety  does  not 
forbid  the  exercise  of  them;  therefore,  we  confidently  trust  that  the 
Executive  will  give  a  favorable  attention  to  the  foregoing  Representa- 
tion.

1  have  informed  him  the  consequence  of  non-complyanco,  &  I 
shall  do  all  in  my  power  (o  compel  him  ;  he  has  twenty  on  board  flying 
from  the  disease,  and  they  bring  bad  accounts  of  its  raging.  They  left 
it  on  Tuesday  or  Wednesday  last;  there  are  also  lettei-s  here  which 
give  dreadful  accounts.  Every  precaution  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  its 
reaching  us.  I  have  been  obliged  to  imploy  a  watchman  at  7.  6.  per 
day  to  assist,  &  shall  be  glad  to  know  how  the  vessels  ai'e  to  be  supplied 
with  provisions,  as  some  have  not  money  in  hand  to  do  it,  &  they  cannot 
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be  bought  without  cash.     I  beg  your  Ex'cy  will  let  me  hear  from  you       1793. 
OTi  this  subject,  as  well  as  what  I  wrote  to  you  about  yesterday.  Sept.  22d

Augustine  Davis  to  the  Governor  in  Council.  Sept.  23d 

Sir: 

Mr.  Fenwick  who  engaged  to  import  the  paper  for  me  for  printing  Richmond 
the  new  Code  of  laws,  informs  me  that  in  all  probabilitj'  it  will  arrive 
here  in  the  coui'se  of  a  week  or  two,  having  received  certain  information 
from  his  Agent  in  England  of  its  being  shipped,  and  has  requested  of 
me  a  payment  of  one-half  the  amount  which  is  estimated  at  about  £600 
Sterling,  and  which  he  says  could  not  be  obtained  from  the  manufac- 
turers without  the  cash. 

When  I  engaged  with  Mr.  Fenwick  to  import  the  paper,  it  was  not 
Stipulated  that  iiny  part  of  the  money  was  to  be  paid  until  the  paper 
arrived,  but  he  has  since  been  informed  that  it  has  been  customary  to  de- 
mand one-half  the  amount  with  the  order.  As  there  was  nothing  men- 
tioned at  the  lime  of  giving  the  order  as  to  the  time  of  making  payment,  I 
concluded  that  if  the  money  was  paid  when  the  paper  arrived,  it  was 
sufficient.  However  as  it  has  been  customary  on  these  occasions  for 
the  importer  to  receive  a  part  of  the  money  at  the  time  of  iorwarding 
t.he  order,  1  presume  that  Mi'.  Fenwick  conceives  he  has  a  Right  to 
demand  it.

Board,  a  letter  which  I  this  day  received  from  Mr.  Fenwick  on  the  sub- 
ject.

D'rSir: 

Give  me  leave  to  give  yon  a  few  hints  by  desire  of  some  of  the 
worthy  Inhabitants  of  this  City. 

That  Mr.  Nue,  Commander  of  the  Standing  Guard,  informed  that  he 
had  a  few  men  &  Guns,  but  neither  powder  or  shot.     Is  this  the  defence 

of  the  Cit}'^  in  case  of  an  Alarm  from ?     I  think  my  suspicion  is 

now  well  grounded  By  the  information  from  the  county  of  Powhatan 
that  a  number  of  negroes  from  different  parts  of  this  County  had  assem- 
bled at  an  Old  school  house  in  s'd  county,  that  some  of  the  Whites  had 
taken  some  of  them  and  whipped  them ;  that  they  had  confessed  that 
three  hundred  was  to  meet  there,  &  had  released  them  without  making 
further  enquiry.  Not  Knowing  at  that  time  anything  of  the  information 
we  have  had  of  this  intended  Rising.  That  several  of  the  negro  foremen 
of  the  different  plantations  had  run  away,  and  that  one  belonging  to 
Mr.  Baw  had  been  seen  since  with  a  Sworde,  ho  being  one  of  the  Run 
aways.  The  people  (say  the  planters)  there  are  surprised  that  his 
Excell'y  the  Governor  had  not  advised  their  iTt.-Col.  of  the  County  of 
the  suspicion  of  the  negroes,  that  they  be  prepared  against  the  worst. 

Takeing  all  matters  into  consideration,  I  cnn't  help  thinking  that  the 
intended  Rising  is  true.  Therefore  no  harm  can  arise  in  preparing  for 
the  worst,  relying  much  on  your  good  conduct  as  Colo,  of  the  city  mili- 
tia, &c.  Should  I  have  made  use  of  any  imjiroper  expression  in  any 
part  of  this  letter,  I  am  persuaded  you  will  excuse,  as  I  think  you  know 
me  well.

The  Petition  of  Citizen  Sam'l  Watson,  merchant  and  Trader  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  Humbly  shewoth  That  your  petitioner  is  owner 
of  the  sloop  Betsy,  commanded  by  John  Hubbard,  now  under  quaran- 
tine below  Rockets  one  mile,  w'ch  vessel  touched  at  Philadelphia  the 
first,  and  contined  until  the  6th  of  this  present  month,  but  was  no  far- 
ther up  the  River  DelSwarc  than  Hamilton's  Wharf,  near  the  Draw- 
Bridge,  at  which  time  the  Disorder  complained  of  in  Philadelphia  was 
confined  to  one  part" of  Water  Street,  far  distant  from  where  the  sloop 
lay,  and  that  the  Captain,  mate,  or  crew  had  no  intercourf^e  with  any 
pait  of  the  city  that  was  infected,  and  that  on  the  9th  instant  she 
arrived  at  Norfolk  and  discharged  the  greatest  part  of  her  Cargo  there, 
also  several  passengers,  and  cleared  out  from  thence  on  the  12th  for 
Richmond,  and  arrived  here  at  the  wharf  at  Rocketts  on  the  17th  inst., 
and  was  then  examined  by  a  health  officer,  under  the  directions  of  the 
Mayor  of  said  City,  who  reported  the  whole  crew  to  be  healthy  and  fit 
for  duty,  and  on  the  same  day  the  vessel  was  examined  by  the  Port 
officer,  who  gave  liberty  to  land  the  Goods  that  was  on  board  for  this 
place,  consisting  of  wines,  1  Barrel  oil,  &  10  small  Bales  Leather. 

The  Leather  was  landed  when  the  Capt.  had  received  orders  to  Haul 
in  the  Stream,  which  was  immediately  complied  with,  since  which  time 
the  men  all  continue  Healthy;  and  having  nothing  to  land  now  but 
some  wines,  it  is  your  petitioner's  humble  request  that  you  will  grant 
liberty  for  the  vessel  to  discharge  her  wines  and  take  in  a  freight  for 
New  York.

The  Superintendent 
of  this  place,  under  the  directions  of  the  Governor,  being  from  home, 
and  not  having  had  time  to  adopt  a  plan  for  preventing  such  vessels  to 
touch  and  land  here,  or  in  this  Commonwealth,  the  said  Jackson  came 
on  shore,  and  wanted  to  enter  his  vessel,  which   I,  after  consulting  a 
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1793.  magistrate,  refused  to  do,  and  told  him  the  cause,  likewise,  if  he  pro- 
Sept.  26th  ceeded  to  Fredks'brg,  he  would  there  be  made  to  ride  quarantine.  Mr. 
Jackson,  in  the  most  insolent  manner,  swore  he  would  go  up  and  land 
wherever,  and  when  he  pleased,  and  if  any  person  attempted  to  prevent 
him,  he  would  be  the  death  of  them,  or  lose  his  own  life.  A  very  reso- 
lute gentleman,  indeed!  'Tis  possible  the  infection  of  the  disease, 
where  he  came  from,  may  be  taken  from  him,  or  his  vessel  and  cargo. 
To  avoid  which,  I  make  his  arrival  known  in  time  to  prevent  his  getting 
on  shore.

Sept.  28th  Thos.  Newton,  Jr.,  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 

Both  your  letters  of  the  25th  I  rec'd.  The  peremptory  orders  I 
gave  the  Capt's  of  the  vessel  who  hesitated  to  remove  to  the  moorings, 
was  instantly  obeyed,  or  I  should  have  used  force.  You  maj-  rely  that 
every  step  in  my  power  shall  be  exerted  to  prevent  the  contagion  com- 
ing into  this  country.  I  have  wrote  to  Mr.  Wise,  the  owner  of  Craney 
Island,  to  get  liberty'  to  erect  Hut.s  or  Tents  for  airing  of  Goods  &  for 
the  people  to  land  on.  I  expect  his  answer  to-day.  Should  he  &  others 
refuse  to  let  us  land,  in  what  manner  am  I  to  proceed?  I  have  sent  a 
distinguishing  flag  to  hoist  of  yellow,  which  shall  give  notice  of  in  our 
next  paper  &  publish  it  here  as  much  as  possible,  &  I  think  it  would  be 
best  to  have  it  done  at  every  place  where  vessels  perform  Quarantine. 
I  am  informed  that  at  Dominica  from  thirty  to  forty  died  of  a  day  of 
the  Brittish  who  lately  airived  there.  This  1  had  from  a  Gentleman 
Just  arrived.  At  N.  York  and  Charleston  all  vessels  are  examined 
before  they  are  permitted  to  come  up.  This  is  not  in  our  power,  but 
the  alarm  is  such  that  I  am  applyod  to  by  every  Capt.  who  has  sick 
men.  One  from  Richmond,  outward  bound,  applied  yesterdaj',  &  it  is 
the  case  almost  from  every  place.  Such  I  know  not  what  to  do  with. 
I  have  reason  to  beleivo  a  certain  Capt.  Jno.  Thompson,  of  the  Sloop 
Venus,  who  came  in  here  before  I  got  from  Richmond,  liad  a  man 
infected,  whom  he  privately  landed  at  the  Hospital  out  of  this  place 
where  he  died,  &  was  buried.  The  case  came  from  himself.  He  was 
from  Wilmington,  as  he  said,  but  most  think  be  was  from  Philadelphia. 
Ho  sailed  from  hence  to  Charleston,  with  a  cargo  of  goods  taken  in  here 
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from  Mess.  Tho.  Hamilton  &  Co.  As  this  man  has  behaved  so,  the  1793. 
Governor  of  South  Carolina  should  be  apprized  of  it,  which  your  Bxcy.  Sept.  28th 
will  do  if  proper.  He  took  a  number  of  French  passengers  here.  Mr. 
Jno.  Elliot  said  he  had  the  above  from  Capt.  Thompson.  No  other  per- 
son of  this  crew  was  sick,  &  none  of  our  people  here  know  of  anything 
of  it;  that  there  is  no  danger  to  be  apprehended  from  him.  Three  or 
four  men  will  be  necessary  to  staj-  where  the  goods  are  landed,  &  if 
many  should  come  in,  more  men  will  be  required,  &  they  will  expect 
high  wages.  The  best  shall  be  done,  &  in  the  most  economical  manner. 
I  expect  not  less  than  three  hundred  dollars  will  do  for  the  present. 
The  boat  is  20s.  pr.  day,  &  two  men  besides  at  7s.  6d.  each.  The  huts 
to  be  built,  or  the  place  to  be  rented,  &c.  No  money  shall  be  unneces- 
sarily spent,  &  an  acc't  duly  rendered  thereof.  Mr.  Heron  or  some  of 
the  merchants  can  negociate  this  for  you  without  risque.  The  French, 
by  acc'ts  rec'd  as  late  as  the  12th  August,  are  fighting  vs.  each  other; 
Mersailes  vs.  Paris,  &c.

Should  be  very  glad  to  hear  from  your 
Excellency,  or  receive  instructions  whether  the  troops  are  to  be  dis- 
charged on  the  fourth  day  of  December,  or  continue  longer.  That  is 
the  day  on  which  the  first  of  them  entered  the  service.

The  30th  Day  of  September  being  the  day  whereon  the  Treasurer  is  Treasurer's 
directed  to  close  his  annual  account,  we,  a  cotmniltee  of  the  Executive,  ° 
at  the  request  of  the  Treasurer,  repaired  to  the  Treasurj^  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  first  of  October,  and  having  carefully  weighed  the  public 
money  therein,  and  ascertained  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  amount. 
Indents,  and  one  for  forty  money,  which  have  been  received  on  account 
of  the  Public,  do  certify  that  we  find  of  specie  to  the  amount  of  twelve 
thousand  three  hundred  and  Eighty-five  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents; 
of  Tobacco,  two  hundred  and  Eleven  Hogsheads;  Quantity,  two  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight  thousand  Eight  hundred  and  ninety-four  pounds 
crop,  and  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-one  pounds  Nett  Trans- 
fer Tobacco,  which  at  the  rates  the  same  vvas  received  by  law,  amount 
to  ten  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and  Eleven  cents; 
of  Continental  facilities,  commonly  called  Indents  of  Interest,  to  the 
amount  of  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  Dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  ;  and 
of  one  for  forty  money  to  the  amount  of  thirteen  dollars.

Sir: 
Petersburg  J  have  the  honor  to  enclose  to  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  I  have  just  re- 

ceived from  Mr.  Newton,  of  Norfolk,  which  came  by  mail  to-day. 

Two  of  the  persons  mentioned  by  Mr.  Newton,  have  lived  in  this  Town 
that  is,  Mr.  Roberds  &  wife — and  it  is  highly  probable  they  mean  to  re- 
turn bore  again.  I  have  made  every  enquei'y  which  time  and  oppor- 
tunity would  admit,  respecting  them,  and  I  cannot  learn  that  they  have 
arrived  here,  but  I  am  told  they  mean  to  endeavor  to  evade  your  proc- 
lamation by  remaining  in  retirement  until  the  20  days  shall  have  ex- 
pired, if  they  should,  it  is  probable  they  maj'  escape  the  notice  of  the 
people.  If  they  should  return  here,  I  will  endeavor  to  make  use  of 
every  means  in  my  power,  to  have  them  sent  back  to  Crany  Island.  I 
should  be  very  happy  to  be  informed  by  you  what  ought  to  be  done 
with  persons  or  goods  that  shall  be  found  to  exceed  your  proclamation, 
and  what  punishment  ought  to  be  inflicted  on  those  who  shall  violate  it. 
If  Roberds  and  his  wife  do  come  here  after  the  expiration  of  the  twenty 
days,  I  do  not  think  they  ought  to  escape  notice.

I  have  just  received  information  of  a  Mr.  Roberds  &  wife,  of  your 
place,  and  a  Mr.  Wm.  Cleaton,  Escaping  from  the  Sloop  "  Non  Pariel," 
from  Philadelphia,  now  performing  Quarantine,  they  are  suspectetl  to 
have  gone  to  your  Town.  My  duty  compels  me  to  give  you  this  infor- 
mation, and  1  beg  you  will  inform  the  Governor  thereof,  as  proper  Ex- 
amples may  be  made  of  those  who  infringe  the  laws  of  the  country. 
The  Post  is  just  setting  off,  and  I  have  not  time  to  add  further,  than  I

Sir: 

Inclosed  j'ou  will  find  a  Return  of  the  ordnance  and  military  stores,  October  1st 
under  mj'  direction  at  the  Post  at  the  Point  of  Fork,  likewise  pay  rolls  Point  of 
for  the  different  characters  employed  at  this  place,  with  a  list  of  some 
articles  immediately  requisite  at  the  Post,  and  an  account  of  the  Expen- 
ditures since  I  came  into  office.  When  the  Executive  made  their  last 
call  on  us  for  arms,  in  selecting  out  500  muskets,  we  found  many  entirelj' 
out  of  repair,  this  circumstance  lead  mo  to  make  a  General  enquiry  into 
the  state  of  the  Arms  heretofore  returned  in  repair,  the  result  of  which 
is,  that  we  find  a  great  number  very  defective,  insomuch  that  I  have 
thought  it  my  duty  to  direct  the  whole  attention  of  the  armourers  to 
scrutinizing  them  and  making  them  fit  for  service  as  they  pass  through 
their  hands. 

It  strikes  me  that  the  mill  for  grinding  and  upholstering  Bayonets  is 
immediately  requisite,  as  there  are  at  this  time  between  12  and  1,500 
muskets  entirely  without  Bayonets,  and  near  double  that  number  with 
Bayonets  unground,  besides  upwards  of  1,000  Barrels  without  stocks, 
and  will  require  new  Bayonets  when  repaired. 

Agreeable  to  the  directions  of  the  Board,  I  proceeded  to  advertise  and 
let  to  the  lowest  bidder  the  contractors  office  for  the  Post,  and  am  sorry 
to  inform  them,  that  from  the  present  high  price  of  some  of  the  compo- 
nent parts  of  a  Ration,  I  was  obliged  to  close  with  Mr.  Thomas  Quarles, 
at  8  pence  per  Ration.  I  was  directed  by  the  Board  to  forward  them  an 
estimate  of  the  probable  expences  in  establishing  the  Bayonet  mill, 
which  T  have  executed  as  far  as  is  at  present  in  my  power.  It  will  not 
be  more  than  £30,  and  perhaps  not  so  much.  I  have  undertaken  from  an 
assurance  of  the  Board  to  promise  to  the  contractor  an  advance  of  money 
as  well  to  pay  for  the  Rations  already  advanced,  as  to  Enable  him  to  lay 
in  a  supply  for  the  winter.  I  feel  myself  called  on  to  lay  before  the 
Executive  some  information  respecting  the  situation  of  the  continental 
arms  and  ammunition  at  New  London.  I  am  told  there  are  about  1700 
muskets,  and  a  very  considerable  quantity  of  ammunition,  which  lies 
entirely  unguarded,  and  as  we  are  guarding  with  the  utmost  vigilance 
our  State  arms  &c.,  under  a  supposition  that  they  might  fall  into  improper 
hands,  it  appears  to  be  necessary  that  a  representation  should  be  made 
to  the  proper  Federal  officer  respecting  their  situation.  I  merely  sug- 
gest the  circumstance  to  the  Board  under  an  idea  that  the  necessary 
steps  will  be  taken.

The  pay-roll  of  the  Superintendent  is  calculated  from  the  time  of  his 
appointment,  viz.:  the  24th  of  August.  The  pay  of  the  former  Superin- 
tendant  from  the  beginning  of  the  quarter  to  that  time  is  not  included 
in  the  paj'-roll,  being  left  out  foi  further  settlement  with  him. 

The  pa3'-roll  of  the  Suporintendant  and  artificers  under  these  circum- 
stances amounts  to  seventy-seven  pounds,  one  shilling  and  ten  pence. 
The  pay-roll  ot  the  Guard  amounts  to  twenty-five  pounds  thirteen  shil- 
lings. 

An  account  for  provisions  &  Forage  commencing  the  9th  and  ending 
the  30th  September,  which  appears  to  be  properly  stated,  amounts  to 
Twenty-one  pounds  three  Shillings  and  two  pence.

Sir: 

Your  Excellenej^'s  favor  of  tlie  27lh  DIto.,  inelosino-  the  proceedings  October  Ist 
of  the  Court-martial  which  had  been  held  here  for  trying  the  delinquents, 
I  received.  I  am  sorry  we  cannot  have  your  Express  negative  or 
aflSrmative  to  the  proceedings,  as  tlicy  would  have  had  the  greatest 
weight.  The  militia  I  am  certain  will  be  of  uo  use  unless  the  court- 
martials  can  punish.  Sec.  31  of  our  State  Law,  taken  with  the  articles 
of  "War.  Article  10th  seems  to  me  to  be  for  inquiring  into  disputes  or 
criminal  matter,  &  for  inflicting  corporal  punishments;  this  we,  I  sup- 
pose, cannot  do,  &  as  a  fine  is  imposed  by  the  37th  Sect'n  of  the  law,  it 
appears  to  me  that  the  Regimental  Court-Martial  held  here  can  have  no 
effect,  but  we  must  have  the  proceedings  all  over  again  &  a  general 
court-martial  held  under  the  33d  Article,  line  17th — Any  non-comm's'd 
officer,  &c.  I  shall  therefore  say  nothing  about  the  matter  here  until  I 
again  hear  from  you.  I  hope  my  anxiety  to  do  that  which  is  right  will 
plead  a  sufficient  excuse  with  you  &  the  council,  as  this  case  is  of  the 
utmost  importance,  &  in  my  opinion  on  the  decision  depends  whether 
we  shall  have  a  militia  or  not,  for  the  men  once  find  out  that  they  can- 
not be  punished  by  fine  or  otherwise,  they  will  obey  no  summons. 

Three  vessels  are  riding  quarantine,  viz:  the  sloop  Nonpareil,  Capt. 
Gentry,  the  sloop  Nancy,  Capt.  Patteson,  Schooner  Delight,  Captain 
Nugune,  from  Philadelphia;  the  latter  belongs  to  Urbanna,  &  wants  to 
go  there  and  perform  quarantine.  I  have  not  granted  the  request.  One 
man  sick  on  board  the  Nancy,  but  not  ill.  Doctor  Mortimer  is  gone  to 
see  him.  I  am  afraid  we  shall  not  get  a  place  on  land  for  tents  or  huts, 
as  I  cannot  get  a  word  yet  from  the  owner  of  Craney  Island.  The 
enclosed  is  a  copy  of  a  paper  found  at  Mr.  Pinnock's  store  door  on  Satur- 
day last.  It  IS  supposed  to  be  wrote  by  some  ill  disposed  persons  for 
alarming  the  people.  A  reward  offered  in  all  probability  would  induce 
some  one,  if  1  here  is  any  party,  to  discover  the  offenders  against  the  pub- 
lic peace  ;  if  a  slave,  freedom,  or  if  a  freeman,  pecuniary  reward.

I  am  very  sorry  to  be  the  author  of  such  a  bad  piece  of 
news  as  to  let  you  no  that  Norfolk  is  at  present  in  a  very  bad  situatioUj 
Portsmouth  likewise.  There  is  to  mj^  certain  knowledge  a  mob  of  more 
than  80  men,  blacks  concerned,  to  burn  both  Norfolk  and  Portsmouth, 
&  the  French  ships  also.  The  plot  is  to  take  place  shortly  without  the 
French  leaves  the  place.  Disperse  the  French  or  burn  all  is  the  word. 
This  take  for  granted — I  am  one  of  the  cause.  The  pad-Role  will  be 
all  cut  off  shortly,  before  they  are  aware  of  themselves;  the  negroes  is 
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1793.        very  hot  for  beginning  soon,  but  I  am  myself  a  ring-leader,  and  I  hope 
October  1st  either  there  will   be  something  soon  done  to  prevent  this  bludy  intent 
that  is  to  take  place  shortly.     You  may  depend  on  this  as  fact — 34  white 
men,  besides  a  number  of  blacks,  drive  the  French  or  burn  all.

Petersburg  Eesolutions  in  i-cgard  to  the  Infection  at  a  meeting  of  the       1793. 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Petersburg,  Thursday  the  .3d  October,  1793,   October  3d 
pursuant  to  adjournment.  Petersburg 

Mr.  Alexander  McRao,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting,  reported  that  the  committee  had  taken  into  consideration  the 
subject  recommended  to  them  on  Friday  last,  and  had  agreed  to  a  I'e- 
port.  and  come  to  several  resolutions  thereupon,  which  being  read  and 
duly  considered,  were  unanimously  adopted  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  malignant  disease  to  which  great  numbers  of  our  fellow- 
citizens  in  Philadelphia  have  fallen  victims,  is  represented  lobehighly  con- 
tagious, and  it  is  believed,  that  unless  due  caution  be  used,  the  infection  may 
be  conveyed  as  well  by  goods,  wares,  and  merchandize  imported  as  b}'  per- 
sons coming  from  thence,  or  from  the  Grenades  or  the  Island  of  Tobago,  in 
which  places  the  said  disease  also  rages;  and,  whereas,  it  is  considered,  that 
the  performance  of  a  quarantine  of  twenty  days  at  the  anchorage  ground, 
off  Craney  Island,  by  vessels  coming  from  any  of  the  places  aforesaid,  is  by 
no  moans  a  certain  securit}'  against  the  damage  to  be  apprehended  from 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandize  imported  in  such  vessels,  while  such 
goods,  wears,  and  merchandize  remain  as  the)'  were  shipped  in  bales, 
boxes,  or  packages  ;  and  that  the  making  such  quarantine  can  give  com- 
pleat  satisfaction  only  as  to  the  condition  of  the  passengers  or  Grew  on 
board  of  the  vessel  performing  the  same.  By  the  Inhabitants  of  Peters 
bui'g  ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  no  goods,  wears,  or  merchandizes  imported  in  bales, 
boxes,  or  packages  from  the  Grenades,  the  Island  of  Tobago,  or  from 
Philadelphia,  ought  to  be  landed  in  the  town  of  Petersburg,  until   they 

shall  have  been  previously  opened  and  exposed  to  the  air  for days 

at  least,  at  the  place  appointed  by  the  Executive  of  Virginia  for  vessels 
coming  from  any  of  the  said  places  to  ride  quarantine. 

Resolved,  That  the  Superintendent  at  Norfolk,  appointed  by  the  Exe- 
cutive ought  to  see  that  all  goods,  wears,  and  merchandize  shipped  from 
Philadelphia,  the  Granades,  or  the  Island  of  Tobago,  in  bales,  boxes,  or 

packages,  be  opened  and  exposed  to  the  air  for days  at   least,  and 

when  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandizes  thus  aired,  should  be  after- 
wards repacked,  the  said  Superintendent  ought  to  signify  the  same  by 
annexing  a  note  with  his  name  thereto  subscribed,  to  the  Bales,  boxes, 
or  packages  in  which  they  may  be,  and  the  said  Superintendent  ought 
thereupon,  also  to  grant  to  the  master  or  Captain  of  the  vessel  on  board 
of  which  such  repacked  goods  may  be,  a  license  to  pass  on  to  the  port  to 
which  she  may  be  bound,  in  which  license  the  Bales,  Boxes,  and  pack- 
ages repacked  as  aforesaid,  ought  to  be  enumerated,  and  the  marks  or 
impression  on  them  severally  specified. 

Resolved,  That  such  note  as  aforesaid,  annexed  by  the  said  Superin- 
tendent to  Bales,  Boxes,  or  Packages  containing  goods  brought  from 
Philadelphia,  from  the  Grenades,  or  the  Island  of  Tobago,  and  the  pos- 
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1793.  session  of  such  lioense  as  aforesaid  granted  by  the  said  Superintendent  to 
October  3d  the  master  or  Captain  of  the  vessel,  on  board  of  which  such  goods,  wares 
or  merchandize  may  be,  ought  to  be  considered  as  the  only  sufficient 
evidence  of  their  being  free  from  infectious  danger. 

Eesolved,  That  Alexander  McEae,  James  Campbell,  and  George  Hay, 
or  any  two  of  them,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  wait  on  his  Excel- 
lency Henry  Lee,  Esq.,  Governor  of  Yirginia,  immediately  with  a  copy 
of  the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  to  solicit  in  behalf  of  the  Inhabitants 
of  Petersburg  the  enforcement  of  them,  so  far  as  to  him,  witti  the  advice 
of  council  may  seem  proper;  and  that  the  same  Committee  be  also 
desired  to  wait  on  the  Mayor  of  Eichmond  with  a  copy  of  said  resolu- 
tions, and  request  his  concurrence  in  the  application  aforesaid. 

In  order  to  satisfy  the  minds  of  the  people  in  the  country,  and  to  do 
away  any  evil  Eoport  which  may  be  going  forth  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  Town, 

Eesolved,  That  the  practicing  Physicians  of  the  Town,  or  any  three 
of  them,  be  requested  once  weekly,  or  so  long  as  the  contagious  disease 
aforesaid  may  continue  to  rage  in  America,  to  make  a  report  of  the 
state  of  health  enjoyed  by  the  citizens  of  Petersburg,  and  of  the  dis- 
eases, (if  any)  which  may  prevail  in  town ;  and  that  Mr.  Prentis  be 
requested  to  insert  the  same  in  *  *  *

of  Petersburg,  as  communicated  in  the  resolutions  presented  by  their 
committee,  do 

Resolve,  That  the  same  be  adopted  by  this  Hall,  and  that  Mi\  Mayor, 
Mr.  Dunscomb,  &  Mr.  McRobert,  or  any  two  of  them,  be  appointed  a 
committee,  who  in  conjunction  with  the  committee  from  the  Town  of 
Petersburg,  be  desired  to  present  the  same  to  the  Governor  and  request 
that  the  precaution  therein  written  may  immediately  be  attended  to 
and  enforced. 

That  the  Governor  be  requested  immediately  to  establish  a  sufficient 
Guard  Boat  at  Hood's  for  the  pnrpose  of  preventing  the  passage  of  ves- 
sels coming  from  any  infected  port  or  place  that  may  attempt  to  pass 
without  performing  the  quarantine  directed. 

And  the  said  resolutions  being  severally  read,  were  on  the  questions 
put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  Hall.

Sir: 

Having  underteken  the  office  of  contractor  for  the  Post  at  the  Point  October  3d 
of  Fork,  &  discovering  that  the  duties  of  that  office  will  not  engross  the 
whole  of  my  time,  I  have  struck  out  a  little  scheme  of  merchandize  in 
order  to  accommodate  the  Garrison  with  such  materials  as  they  might 
want  in  mj'  way.  Under  this  view  I  made  application  to  my  Brother, 
who  superintends  the  Post,  to  be  allowed  to  open  a  small  store  within 
the  limits  of  the  Garrison,  as  being  more  convenient  to  my  business 
than  the  town  of  Columbia.  I  found  my  Brother  unwilling  to  assent 
to  this,  &  insisted  on  my  obtaining  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  before 
I  could  take  any  decided  step;  therefore,  as  I  foresee  no  possible  incon- 
venience to  the  public,  I  humbly  conceive  the  board  will  grant  me  their 
approbation,  in  doing  which  you  will  confer  a  particular  obligation  on.

Arthur  Campbell  to  the  Governor.  October  3d 

Sir: 

A  few  days  ago,  I  wrote  your  Excellency  by  Post.  Since  events  Abingdon 
have  come  to  our  knowledge  contrary  in  a  degree  to  the  then  expecta- 
tion, within  three  miles  of  Capt.  Hawkins'  station,  on  the  Kentucky 
side  of  the  Cumberland  mountains,  the  Indians  last  week  attacked  two 
families  lately  settled  on  the  road  thro'  the  wilderness.  They  killed  one 
man,  wounded  two  children,  but  was  drove  off  by  the  firing  of  a  Gun 
from  the  other  settlers'  house,  which  was  adjacent.  A  detachment  of 
Capt.  Hawkins'  company,  headed  by  himpelf,  reached  the  place  in  less 
than  two  hours;  afterwards  made  all  the  search  they  could  for  the  In- 
dians' footsteps,  but  found  they  had  scattered,  and  retreated  among 
rocks  and  hard  ground  on  the  mountain,  that  they  could  not  be  followed. 
Yesterday  and  to  day,  we  are  repeatedly  told  by  persons  from  the 
Southwestern  Territory  that  a  large  body  of  the  Cherokee  Indians  under 
John  Watts,  had  crossed  the  Tennessee,  and  were  marching  towards 
Knoxville.  Their  force  from  a  view  of  some  of  the  patroles  are  competed 
at  upwards  of  One  thousand.  Their  advance  have  taken  a  small  Fort 
about  ten  miles  from  Knoxville,  in  which  were  16  persons,  the  whole  of 
whom  they  put  to  death.  General  Sevior  was  on  the  south  of  the  Hol- 
ston,  below  the  Junction  of  French  Broad  with  about  400  men,  and  was 
waiting  for  a  reinforcement  to  give  the  enemy  battle.  Should  he  be  suc- 
cessful, it  may  put  an  end  to  the  Southern  war.  A  reverse  of  fortune 
will  be  ruinous  to  the  Southwestern  Territory,  because  Knoxville,  the 
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1793.  place  best  capable  of  defence,  will  j)robably  be  possessed  by  tbe  Enemy 
October  3d  in  which  are  a  considerable  magazine  and  large  quantities  of  merchandise, 
and  soon  after  the  whole  county  of  Lee  will  be  drove  into  Forts,  or 
abandon  their  habitations. 

On  making  enquiry  a  large  proportion  of  the  militia  of  this  county  are 
badly  armed,  and  the  powder  in  our  magazine  so  bad  that  none  of  the 
Eifle  men  will  use  it.  If  arms  can  be  procured,  I  will  endeavor  to  col- 
lect one  or  two  hundred  volunteers  to  bo  in  readiness  to  march,  either 
into  the  Territory  or  Lee  county,  as  circumstances  may  require.  We 
are  assured  by  some  of  the  Gentlemen  of  Wythe,  now  here  at  Court, 
that  they  will  use  their  endeavours  to  second  our  efforts. 

The  approbation  of  the  Executive  will  be  necessary  if  their  services 
be  required  for  any  length  of  time.  If  anj'  discretion  in  the  business 
are  left  to  me,  it  will  only  be  in  instances  of  absolute  necessity  that  ex- 
pense shall  be  incurred,  and  never  loose  sight  of  a  system  of  frugality 
which  may  bo  so  useful  to  the  public,  if  the  war  continues  any  length  of 
time.

Dear  Sir : 

Aftei'  my  respective  compliments  to  you,  I  wish  to  inform  }:ou 
that  the  Indians  has  bin  Near  Noels  station,  and  has  taken  away  3 
horses,  and  got  three  days  the  start  of  us.  But  we  persnde  them  and 
they  crost  ttie  Big  Eivor  at  the  mouth  of  Beavil  hole,  and  we  followed 
them  to  a  water  called  Eaccoon  Ci'eek,  which  ar  alowed  to  be  sixty 
miles,  and  all  the  men  Being  in  a  bad  state  of  Health,  we  could  not  follow 
them  any  further.  From  thence  we  went  across  the  country-  to  the 
falls  of  Hawking,  whore  wo  discovered  a  groat  deal  of  Indian  sign, 
whar  they  had  been  this  summer.  Also  I  will  inform  you  that  Mr. 
Jinkins  was  taken  veiy  sick  at  our  Eeturn  ,Home.  I  wish  to  inform 
you  that  tbe  S])yos  has  soon  Line  of  Indian's  Going  up  Big  Elk  Eivor, 
and  I  should  now  be  glad  that  you  would  send  word  to  the  Head  of  the 
Valley  Eiver  as  soon  as  possible  you  can,  Sir.  I  will  inform  that  there 
was  a  Spye  Shot  by  the  Indians  at  the  mouth  of  Big  Cannoway,  theono 
was  shot  through  hips,  and  the  other  through  the  arm  ;  the  name  of  the 
latter  was  Andrew  Lewis,  and  the  name  of  the  other  is  unknown  to 
us.     So  nothing  more  but 
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John  Elwood  Jr.,  Master  and  others,  to   Thos.  Newton,  Jr.,  Supt.       1793. 

Sir: 

Arrived  at  ihe  Anchorage  Ground,  off  Craney  Island,  from  Alexan-  October  3d 
dria,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  Hon'ble  the  Executive  of  Vir-    On  Board 
ginia,  delivered  through  Dr.  Dick,  the  Superintendant  of  that  Port,  we    anchorage 
proceed  in  compliance  as  well  with  inclination  as  Duty,  to  transmit  you  a   Ground  off 
fair  statement  of  the  particular  circumstances  of  our  case.     We  deliver       island 
you  this  statement  with  the  more  confidence,  because  we  are  convinced 
that  if  any  discretionary  Powers  are  vested  in  you  by  those,  under  whom 
you  act,  a  favorable  exertion  of  them  will  be  made  towards  persons  in 
our  peculiarly  unfortunate  situation. 

"We  sailed  from  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  on  the  6ih  (ult.)  Sept.  Pas- 
sengers and  crew  all  well,  and  arrived  near  Alexandria  after  a  pleasant 
and  agreeable  voyage,  and  in  the  same  state,  on  the  16th,  at  night.  On 
our  coming  about  a  mile  below  the  Town,  we  were  boarded  by  a  boat 
stationed  there  for  that  and  other  purposes  by  the  Corporation  of  the 
place,  and  ordered  to  cast  anchor  at  the  mouth  of  Hunting  Creek,  which 
was  complied  with. 

In  the  morning  Dr.  Dick  came  along  side,  and  directed  us  by  virtue 
of  powers  received,  as  we  supposed,  from  the  corporation,  to  remain  in 
our  present  Situation  without  landing  any  person  or  thing  on  shore,  or 
permitting  any  one  to  come  on  board.  The  Mayor  himself  enforced 
these  orders,  in  the  course  of  the  day  by  word  of  mouth,  and  they  were 
scrupulously  attended  to.  His  Worship,  at  the  same  time  told  us  that 
on  Saturday  following  (ye  21st),  we  should  receive  further  orders  and 
directions  how  to  act. 

These  orders  not  being  received  at  the  promised  time,  &  feeling  our 
situation  a  very  irksome  one,  we  drew  up  a  memorial  to  the  corpora- 
tion, containing  those  decent  remonstrances  for  Relief,  natural  to  per- 
sons situated  as  we  were,  and  from  which  a  variety  of  causes,  induced 
us  to  anticipate  success.  Upon  its  being  presented  to  the  Mayor,  he 
politely  informed  us  that  council  were  to  meet  in  the  evening,  when  our 
memorial  would  be  taken  into  consideration.  In  a  subsequent  letter 
however  of  the  same  day,  (the  2l8t)  he  informed  us  that  in  consequence 
of  his  Excellency's  proclamation,  &  Dr.  Dick's  having  received  the 
appointment  of  Superintendent  of  the  Port,  our  application  must  be 
directed  to  him.  This  was  done  the  next  day,  (Sunday)  &  we  were 
immediately  favored  with  a  very  obliging  letter  from  that  worthy  ofiB- 
cer,  assuring  us  that  he  had  a  disposition  to  extend  every  indulgence 
towards  us  which  the  law  and  the  nature  of  his  appointment  admitted 
of.  That  he  considered  our  case  as  hard  &  particularly  so.  Should  we 
be  obliged  to  come  to  this  place,  which  however  he  had  not  authority 
to  dispense  with,  that  he  would  write  to  the  Governor  for  instructions, 
stating  the  hardships  of  our  situation,  and  request  the  privilege  of 
73 
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1793.  finishing  our  quarantine  where  we  then  were,  and  that  should  this  power 
October  3d  be  given  him,  we  would  speedily  be  permitted  to  enter  the  port.  In 
order  to  have  the  earliest  Information,  he  also  advised  us  to  forward  his 
communications  to  the  Governor  by  express.  The  Eesult,  we  suppose, 
you  are  already  acquainted  with.  We  were  dismissed  to  this  place,  and 
now  consider  ourselves  as  subject  to  those  measures  you  may  think 
proper  to  adopt  relative  to  our  case. 

Thus,  sir,  we  have  given  you  a  candid  and  fair  statement  of  the  facts 
as  they  have  happened,  and  if  in  the  explanation,  which  it  is  one  pur- 
pose of  this  letter  to  ask,  or  in  the  Bequests  which  it  will  contain,  we 
misjudge  your  authority,  or  advance  unreasonable  demands,  as  we  are 
conscious  of  being  actuated  by  no  improper  motives,  we  shall  rely  on 
your  Goodness  for  a  pardon  for  our  ignorance  of  the  laws  of  Virginia 
on  the  one  hand,  or  our  presumption  on  the  other.  With  this  necessary 
apology  permit  us  to  ask  whether  in  the  construction  of  the  quarantine 
laws  and  the  measiires  of  Government  under  them,  the  lime  we  were 
detained  at  Alexandria  will  not  be  included  in  the  20  days.  If  it  is  not 
thro,  a  number  of  unfortunately  concurring  circumstances,  notwith- 
standing we  left  Philadelphia  when  the  disorder  was  very  little  more 
alarming  than  man  other  epidemical  complaints,  &  tho.  we  arrived  in 
Virginia  one  day  before  the  date  &  3  or  4  days  before  the  publication  of 
his  Excellency's  proclamation,  (where  we  then  were)  we  shall  be  neces- 
sitated to  perform  a  double  quarantine.  You  will  readily  acknowledge. 
Sir,  that  in  this  view  of  the  business  our  situation  will  be  uncommonly 
severe,  unless,  thro,  the  interference  of  the  proper  officers  of  a  Govern- 
ment, whose  object  we  are  sure  will  be  rather  to  alleviate  than  increase 
misfortune,  we  procure  an  abbreviation  of  our  confinement  by  constru- 
ing the  time  we  have  been  within  the  confines  of  the  Government  of 
Virginia,  altho.  not  at  the  quarantine  Ground,  as  a  part  of  the  period 
limited  bj^  Proclamation.  Had  we  been  disobedient  to  the  mandates  of 
Government,  or  were  we  conscious  of  any  willful  neglect  on  our  part  in 
immediately  complying  with  them  when  known,  we  should  not  assume 
the  effrontery  to  ask  Indulgence,  but  we  trust  it  must  be  apparent  to 
every  one  who  is  acquainted  with  the  Events  as  they  have  happened, 
that  we  cannot  with  Justice  be  accused  either  of  the  one  or  the  other. 
Give  us  leave  also  to  mention  that  if  we  rightly  understood  the  purport 
of  his  Excellency's  letter  to  Dr.  Dick,  it  did  not  amount  to  a  refusal  of 
a  request  of  the  kind  wo  now  make,  but  either  dismissed  us  here  for 
the  Eemainder  of  the  twenty  days,  or  referred  us  to  yourself  for  a 
decision  on  any  demands  we  might  suppose  ourselves  entitled  to  make. 
The  extract  that  concerned  us  was  merelj'  read  over  to  us  by  Dr.  Dick, 
and  if  we  mistake  its  tenor,  our  sailing  so  hastily,  as  not  to  be  able  to 
procure  a  co])y,  we  hope  will  be  deemed  a  sufficient  apology. 

Separated  as  wo  are  from  our  nearest  connections,  &  ruinous  as  this 
detention  may  prove  to  our  affairs,  we  are  determined  to  do  nothing 
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knowingly  that  can  be  construed  into  an  insult  to  the  officers  or  a  viola-       1793. 
tion  of  the  laws  of  the  Government  of  Virginia.  October  3d 

Finally,  Sir,  we  entreat  your  kind  attention  to  a  subject  that  nearly 
concerns  us,  &  if  the  powei-s  is  not  in  your  iiands  to  comply  with  our 
Request,  your  laying  this  letter  before  those  who  do  possess  it,  will  con- 
fer a  lasting  obligation  on  us.

Dear  Sir : 

I  am  now  at  Anchor  off  Craney  Island  quarantine,  in  a  ves- 
sel partly  owned  by  Mr.  John  Hickman  &  Co.,  of  Alexandria.  Mr.  Hick- 
man has  given  me  directions  in  writing  to  applie  to  you  or  Mr.  Henry 
Bragg  for  any  supplys  that  I  shall  want  During  my  confinement.  He 
adds  that  he  should  write  to  j'ou  but  had  not  time  when  I  came 
away;  also  that  you  and  Mr.  Bragg  would  intercede  with  Mr.  Thomas 
Newton,  Superintendent,  in  Regard  to  the  time  my  Quarantine  should 
begin.  I  sailed  from  Philadelphia  jo  12th  Sopt'r  last  and  ari'ived  at 
Anchor  above  Old  Point  Comfort  j'e  18th  day,  and  heai-d  nor  knew 
nothing  of  the  quarantine  Act.  If  I  had,  I  should  then  applyed  to  Mr. 
Newton.  I  proceeded  to  Alexandria,  whare  Mr.  Hickman  and  other 
Gentlemen  was  my  surety  in  behalf  of  the  State  for  me  to  return  here 
and  follow  the  directions  ot  Mr.  Thomas  Newton.  If  Mr.  Newton  would 
think  it  consistent  to  begin  my  quarantine  from  the  time  1  first  arrived 
here,  it  would  much  oblige  Mr.  Hickman  &  Co.,  &  save  them  a  great 
expenee  as  they  have  a  cargo  for  this  vessel  to  Boston,  and  a  Brig  there 
that  must  be  Detained  until  this  vessel  arrives  in  behalf  of  that  Respec- 
table House  of  John  Hickman  &  Co.

Sir: 
Council  Since  my  last  Eeport  on  the  subject  of  the  militia,  I  have  received  a 

office       complete  recommendation  of  officers  from  the  County  of  Campbell,  on 
which  the  commissions  have  issued. 

A  Eecommondation  from  Henry,  short  of  the  proper  number  of  Com- 
panies, have  been  complied  with,  and  an  additional  recommendation 
required,  if  the  strength  of  the  militia  will  warrant  it. 

Upon  Eecommendations  from  the  counties  of  Loudoun  and  King  & 
Queen,  the  Field  officers  only  have  been  commissioned.  The  officers  of 
the  other  grades  recommended  exceeding  the  proper  number. 

On  a  Eecommendation  from  Prince  William,  Commissions  have  issued 
to  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  Commandant,  and  to  the  Major  of  the  first 
Battalion,  there  being  a  question  respecting  the  Major  of  the  second 
Battalion  in  the  Eecommendation,  on  which  the  Board  did  not  think 
proper  to  decide.  A  Eecommendation  fi-om  King  William  has  been 
received,  recommending  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  Commandant  for  the 
Eegiment  composed  of  the  militia  of  that  County  and  King  &  Queen; 
A  Major  and  officers  for  seven  companies  of  the  Battalion.  The  com- 
missions could  not  issue  to  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  Commandant,  because 
agreeably  to  the  Eule  adopted  by  the  Executive,  that  officer  was  com- 
missioned in  the  county  of  King  &  Queen,  which  has  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  militia.  I  did  not  issue  the  Commission  to  the  Major,  because  I 
thought  it  probable  that  the  officer  recommended  as  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Comm'dt  upon  an  amendment  of  the  Eecommendation,  might  accept  of 
the  Major's  Commission.  The  Court  have  been  requested  to  amend  the 
recommendation . 

The  Lieutenant-Colonel  Commandant  and  Major  of  the  first  Battalion 
of  the  militia  of  Franklin  have  resigned  as  appears  by  a  Eecommenda- 
tion of  the  Court,  to  fill  the  vacancies  thereby  occasioned,  which  recom- 
mendation was  handed  in  by  the  former  Lt.-Colonel  Commandant,  who 
however  has  neglected  to  bring  forward  the  commissions  resigned. 

The  Vacancies  were  filled  in  pursuance  of  the  Eecommendation.  On 
additional  Eecommendations  from  Fairfax  and  Lunenburg,  occasioned 
by  resignations,  &c.,  Commissions  have  issued.  The  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Commandant  of  the  militia  of  Prince  George,  and  the  Major  of  the  first 
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Battalion  of  the  militia  of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk,  have  resigned  their       1793. 
commissions.  October  4th

had  been  a  long  time  ill — the  others  are  healthy.  Mr.  Heron  has  given 
directions  tor  the  three  hundred  dollars.  The  owner  of  Craney  Island 
will  not  agree  for  us  to  have  it  at  present;  it  is  not  wanted,  as  none  of  the 
vessels  have  goods  that  will  retain  infection — their  cloaths  are  aired  on 
board.  A  schooner  has  proceeded  up  Jas.  River  from  Philadelphia,  after 
a  pilot  informed  them  of  the  Proclamation — her  name  nor  Capt.  I  know 
not.

Sir: 
Ohio  Our  frontiers  has  Injoyed  peace  this  season — I  suppose  jirincipally 

on  acc't  of  the  Treaty;  but  no  treaty  being  actually  made,  the  Tommy 
Hawk  is  now  raised  again,  &  we  may  now  Expect  Bloodshed.  Our 
Rangers  is  now  in  motion  again,  but  have  met  with  no  Indians  since  the 
news.     (No  Peace.) 

I  have  sent  my  provision  Return,  &  Expect  it  will  be  settled. 

If  the  Executive  think  proper,  I  will  undertake  to  furnish  Rations  for 
the  Insuing  year,  provided  the  Rangers  should  be  continued  at  the  usual 
price,  altho'  the  price  is  rather  low  at  this  time,  on  acc't  of  some  of  the 
materials  being  raised  in  price,  (to-wit.)  Salt  &  whiskey;  the  latter  on 
acc't  of  the  Excize— the  former  on  acc't  of  the  scarcity  of  it  here.  I 
have  impowered  Mr.  Thos.  Wilson,  Bsq'r,  to  Receive  the  amount  of  mj- 
return,  as  also  to  enter  in  Bonds  with  your  Excellencj'  for  the  contract 
next  year.  If  it  is  found  requisite.  There  has  been  no  dissatisfaction  to 
my  knowledge  this  season  among  the  Rangers  about  the  Rations.

Wm.  Lowther  to  the  Governor.  October  8th 

Sir: 

The  5th  of  this  Instant,  1  Rec'd  yours  of  the  12th  of  last  month,  Harrison 
which  has  sti'uck  my  ideas  of  the  Indian  treaty.  Last  week  I  returned 
from  visiting  the  Posts  in  the  County  of  Ohio.  I  find  the  Indians  had 
not  done  any  mischief  in  that  county  this  Pall.  I  found  the  Rangers 
sickly  with  a  disease  like  a  cold,  and  many  of  them  unfitfor  Duty,  but  none 
Dangerously  ill.  1  have  given  renewed  pressing  Instructions  to  the 
officers  in  that  quarter,  to  be  attentive  to  their  duty. 

I  have  had  late  returns  from  the  Post  on  the  Ohio  River,  one  of  which 
I  Enclose  to  you.  I  have  dispatched  accounts  to  the  Upper  end  of 
Randolph  Countj',  with  strict  orders  to  the  officer  in  that  quarter,  to  at- 
tend strictly  to  his  duty,  with  my  request  to  the  Inhabitants  to  be  on 
the  Defensive. 

I  shall  set  out  for  the  Station  on  the  Ohio  River  at  the  mouth  of  the 
little  Kanaway,  next  week. 

I  shall  find  myself  under  lively  impressions  in  the  exercise  of  my  duty 
until  I  hear  the  issue  of  General  Wayne's  Expedition.

Sir: 

It  is  probable  I  shall  not  be  with  you  to  settle  the  Role  for  the  ser-  Harrison 
vice  performed  under  my  Command  this  year.  I  wish  you  to  point  out 
some  mode  how  I  may  proceed  in  the  matter.  If  agreeable  to  Govern- 
ment, I  think  it  would  be  Necessary  to  take  up  the  Business  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  paymaster,  who  could  be  furnished  with  Documents  to 
lay  before  you,  and  when  settled  by  you,  to  receive  the  money  and  make 
payment.     Should  something  like  this  mode  be  advisable,  I  would  te- 
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1793.  commend  Capt.  John  Haymond  to  that  appointment.  He  will  be  on  the 
October  9th  Assembly,  and  with  him  you  can  advise.  Should  Capt.  Haymond  re- 
fuse, I  would  take  the  liberty  to  recommend  Col.  Berryman  Wilson,  of 
this  county,  to  the  appointment,  who  I  have  no  doubt  would  give  pub- 
lick  satisfaction,  should  he  be  appointed.  I  presume  he  would  wish  to 
know  what  Government  would  allow  for  his  servis. 

I  would  take  it  as  a  favour  to  be  informed  by  the  earliest  opportunity 
what  mode  you  will  be  pleased  to  adopt,  and  when  application  is  to  be 
made  for  the  men's  wages,  as  many  is  needy  and  the  cold  weather  ad- 
vancing.

October  9th  Wm.  Clendenin,  Captain  of  Eangers,  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
Kanhawa  On  the  Twenty-Eighth   day  last  month,  about  Four  Indians  were 

discovered  within  about  four  miles  of  Fort  Lee.  It  was  late  in  the 
evening  when  discovered,  and  consequently  no  pursute  could  take  place 
after  them  that  night.  At  the  same  time  I  had  made  every  arrange- 
ment that  my  Judgement  dictated  to  detect  them  the  next  day.  The 
Indians  however  finding  themselves  discovered,  stole  Mr.  Beaker's  canoe 
that  night  and  went  down  the  Eiver  Kanawha.  A  few  days  before  my 
Brother  Geo.  Clendenin,  with  some  of  the  neighbours  bad  gone  down  the 
Eiver  as  far  as  Point  Pleasant,  with  whom  I  had  sent  a  soldier  in  order  to 
Assist  in  bringing  up  some  powder,  as  I  found  the  Company  entirely 
destitute  when  I  took  command  of  them,  and  expecting  that  they  would 
meet  with  the  Indians  on  their  return,  I  thought  it  prudent  to  give  them 
notice  if  possible.  Mr.  Andrew  Lewis  and  Joseph  Burwell  voluntarily 
offered  their  service  for  that  purpose,  and  accordingly  took  a  light 
Canoe  and  set  out.  The  Indians  bad  put  out  at  the  mouth  of  Coal 
Eiver,  about  twelve  miles  below  Fort  Lee  and  hid  their  canoe,  at  which 
time  said  Lewis  and  Burwell  past  them.  That  night  my  Brother,  with 
his  party,  say  about  half  way  between  Fort  Lee  and  the  point,  and 
in  the  night  Lewis  and  Burwell  passed  them.  After  they  passed  them 
about  a  mile  and  a  quarter,  they  hid  their  canoe  and  went  to  shore, 
during  which  time  the  Indians  passed  Brother  and  Lewis,  &  Burwell 
also.  The  Indians  went  on  untill  they  went  in  Sixteen  miles  of  the 
point,  where  they  drew  up  their  canoe  in  the  mouth  of  a  creek,  and  sat 
down  in  order  to  watch  her.  About  ton  o'cl'k  in  the  day  following, 
Burwell  and  Lewis  came  by  and  accidentally  discovered  the  canoe  or 
part  thereof,  and  not  knowing  what  canoe  it  was,  went  to  see  her.  They 
could  not  be  certain  of  her  untill  1  bey  were  quite  close,  when  on  a  sudden 
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they  heard  the  Indian's  Guns  cracking,  and  Mr.  Lewis  being  steering  1793. 
the  canoe  whilst  Mr.  Burwell  stood  up  with  bis  gun  in  bis  band,  Lewis  October  9th 
suddenly  wheeled  the  canoe  Round  in  order  to  make  their  Escape. 
The  Indians  fired  from  their  ambuscade  struck  Lewis  on  tbe  Right  arm 
and  knocked  him  out  of  the  canoe.  Burwell,  Hero-like,  laid  down  his 
gun,  took  bold  of  Lewis  and  dragged  bim  into  the  canoe;  Then  took 
hold  of  both  guns  and  proceeded  to  steer  off  the  canoe,  when  the  Indians 
Shot  him  in  at  tbe  point  of  one  of  bis  hips,  and  out  at  the  Grine  con- 
trary to  the  Hip.  He  however  never  failed  to  carry  awaj'  the  canoe 
with  Lewis  whilst  the  Indians  Repeated  their  fire  at  bim.  Lewis  dared 
the  Indians  to  come  on,  but  they  Still  concealed  themselves  under  tbeir 
ambuscade.  I  presume  tbe  Indians  had  discovered  my  Brother's  party 
the  evening  before,  and  expected  them  at  hand,  wherefore  seeing  Bur- 
well out  of  their  reach.  Run  immediately  away  and  did  not  pursue. 
Burwell  carried  the  canoe  to  tbe  point  about  the  middle  of  Evening. 
My  Brother,  Mr.  George  Clendenin,  has  since  visited  them  and  informs 
that  Mr.  Lewis's  Right  arm  is  cut  off  and  that  there  is  no  doubt  but  ho 
will  recover.     Burwell   be  brought  home  with   bim,  who  is  almost  well. 

The  Indians  are  daily  among  us,  But  in  very  small  parties,  and  act 
with  so  much  causion  that  I  have  never  as  j'et  been  able  to  fall  in  with 
them,  tho'  daily  laying  and  fcming  plans  to  decoy  them. 

On  the  seventh  of  the  present  Instant,  I  rec'd  your  late  favor,  with  an 
extract  of  the  Secretary  of  War's  letter  to  your  Excellency,  and  assure 
you  that  you  may  rest  satisfied  that  notbing  on  my  part  shall  be  want- 
ing to  complete  your  most  Sanguine  wishes.

I  presume  be  will  be  paid  his  Ex- 
press from  tbe  Legislature  or  by  their  order;  be  is  in  service — the  hire 
of  tbe  Horse  and  his  own  necessary  expences  is  all  that  is  necessary.

Arthur  Campbell  to  the  Governor.  October  9th 

Sir: 

By  this  conveyance  your  Excellency   will   receive  several  papers  Washington 
which  Lieutenant  Willoughby  requests  me  to  forward,  respecting  the      County 
affair  between  him   and  Captain  A.  Lewis.     I   have  thought  it  best  to 
forward  it  in  his  own  words  and  handwriting.     Capt.  Lewis  still  declines 
74 
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1793.  giving  the  statement  of  facts  that  he  was  required  to  do.  From  what  we 
October  9th  understand  of  your  communication  of  July  last,  except  that  a  few  days 
ftgo  I  heard  by  a  Gentleman  of  Botetourt  that  he  now  charged  myself 
of  I'cceiving  a  large  sum  of  money  from  drafted  men  last  year  for  ex- 
cusing them  their  tour  of  duty.  This  is  still  a  pitiful  subterfuge  to  de- 
tain money  from  Soldiers — -some  of  them  poor  men — one  I  know  a 
widow's  son. 

It  was  hardly  prudent  for  Capt.  Lewis  to  attack  me  on  the  score  of 
soldiers'  money.  Receipts  in  the  Treasury  office  will  show  the  thou- 
sands of  pounds  I  have  been  the  bearer  of  to  them  during  the  late  war, 
and  I  never  heard  of  a  complaint  yet  that  I  deducted  a  shilling  for  my 
trouble  or  purloined  their  wages  in  any  manner. 

With  what  writings  I  transmitted  in  August  last,  and  those  now  from 
Mr.  Wilioughby,  I  trust  Capt.  Lewis's  base  calumny  will  be  understood. 
I  know  who  is  Spurring  him  on,  and  I  am  not  unacquainted  with  their 
purpose.  I  might  console  myself  when  I  am  informed  of  Gentlemen  in 
much  higher  Station  having  their  share  of  obloquy. 

Since  my  last,  I  am  informed  by  Governor  Blount  that  the  main  body 
of  the  Indians  advanced  to  within  ten  miles  of  Knoxville,  where  they 
massacred  a  few  persons  in  a  most  barbarous  manner;  then  directed 
their  march  northwardly  untill  they  crossed  Clinch  River.  They  then 
turned  westwardly  down  the  River  untill  they  came  to  the  Ford  where 
the  trace  to  Cumberland  Settlement  passes.  There  recrossed  and  pro- 
ceeded directly  back  over  the  Tennessee  at  the  same  Ford  they  had 
passed  a  few  days  before  coming,  in  forming  in  this  march  nearly  a 
square  of  20  miles  on  each  side. 

By  referrence  to  Mr.  Latham's  Drafts  of  that  County,  this  movement 
of  the  Enemy  may  be  better  understood.  I  mentioned  to  Governor 
Blount  the  offer  of  voluntiers  as  stated  in  my  last  letter.  He  has  as  yet 
declined  accepting  of  it.  I  suppose  from  an  expectation  that  the  Indians 
would  not  again  visit  the  Territory  this  year  in  force.

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I  contracted  for.    I  could  wish  to  recommend  Mr.  Jo.  Eeynolils,  of  this       1793. 
place,  as  a  fit  person  for  it.     I  hope  to  see  you  in  the  city  of  Richmond  October  10th 
this  fall.

Sir: 

Allen  Pryor  informed  me  he  did  not  receive  all  the  money  coming  to    Greenbrier 
my  company  for  rations  till  in  the  year  1792. 

He  left  one  of  the  abstracts  with  the  Auditors.  They  were  to  wright 
respecting  it,  but  forgot,  he  sayed.  Be  so  good  to  applj^  tor  it,  &  send 
it  to  me,  pointing  out  the  inaccuracy,  and  what  is  to  be  done  to  enable 
me  to  obtain  the  money.  Please  to  let  me  know  if  any  of  my  soldiers 
were  docked  of  their  pay,  and  who  they  are. 

When  I  last  was  in  Richmond,  I  Delivered  to  Mr.  Coleman  to  get 
with  the  rest  of  my  papers  a  certificate  in  the  name  of  James  Lacj-, 
for  twenty-five  pounds,  it  being  for  ammunition  delivered  to  me  for  the 
use  of  my  company  in  1792. 

I  have  not  received  the  money  nor  certificate.  You  will  please  to 
attend  to  that  business,  and  send  the  money  to  me,  or  it.  will  operate  to 
my  loss. 

You  may  Recollect  of  my  Telling  you  I  purchased  ammunition  of 
Capt.  Adger  and  Capt.  Mody  for  the  present  year.  I  have  sent  with 
Capt.  Hutcheson,  Mody's  certificate.  You  will  please  to  aid  in  this, 
your  being  well  acquainted  with  this  business  is  my  reason  for  soliciting 
you.     Your  attention  in  this  Business  will  oblige

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1793.  John  MoCullock  to  the  Governor. 

Sir: 
October  11th  Since  I  have  been  in  service,  we  have  been  very  quiet  from  Indian 

Ohio  County  Alarms  on  this  part  of  the  Frontier.  As  the  enemy  have  not  done  any- 
thing except  it  was  making  some  of  our  scouts  leave  blankets  some  time 
in  May  last,  I  have  nothing  particular  to  write  but  that  we  do  Daily 
expect  the  Indians  on  our  frontier,  and  therefore  do  keep  out  our  scouts 
as  constant  as  possible,  and  parties  of  the  Rangers  likewise  as  much  as 
we  can,  as  our  men  is  and  has  been  a  number  of  them  sick.  I  shall 
try  to  do  all  in  mj'  power  for  the  safety  of  the  frontiers  as  far  as  I  am 
able.  I  must  refer  j'our  Excellency  to  Col.  Biggs  and  Mr.  Wells,  from 
this  county  for  my  conduct  since  I  took  command  of  the  Rangers,  and 
I  hope  to  conduct  myself  so  as  to  discharge  the  trust  reposed  in  me. 
We  have  been  well  furnished  with  provisions  generally,  but  some  diffi- 
culty has  arisen  about  how  many  places. 

Mr.  Wood  was  to  deliver  provisions  to  my  Company,  and  I  shall  be 
glad  to  be  informed  particularh'  on  that  subject.  The  officers  under 
my  command  have  been  attentive  to  thear  Duty,  and  we  shall  be  glad 
to  no  how  long  we  are  to  continue  in  service.  I  have  sent  pay  Roles 
By  Colo.  Biggs,  and  I  shall  be  glad  our  paj^  could  be  sent  to.  If  the  Ex- 
ecutive should  Continue  the  Rangers  next  season,  I  shall  be  happy  in 
serving,  if  your  Excellency  should  think  it  proper.  My  company  is  very 
bad  of  for  want  of  some  kettels  to  Cook  in.

October  11th  Arthur  Campbell  to   the  Governor. 

Sir: 

Wythe  Co.  Yesterday  was  handed  to  me  your  Excellency's  favor  of  Sept.  27th, 

inclosing  a  copy  of  Capt.  Lewis'  letter  of  Sept.  12th  in  which  I  observe 
a  serious  charge  indeed,  the  criminality  of  which,  if  true,  would  deserve 
more,  and  other  kinds  of  punishment  than  he  has  pointed  out. 

It  is  extraordinary,  that  if  Capt.  Lewis  meant  Justice  to  his  country 
or  to  individuals,  that  he  declined  confronting  Lieutenant  Willoughbj', 
and  give  without  prevarication  the  statement  ordered  by  the  Executive. 
He  might  bavp  given  mo  an  opportunity  to  be  present  when  the  certifi- 
cate was  obtained  from  Bowen.  The  truth  then  might  have  been  de- 
livered, and  facts  fully  stated.  At  present  it  is  a  false  and  malicious 
libel.  In  my  communication  of  August  last,  I  stated  truly  the  part  I 
acted  in  Sending  out  the  Dratla  from  Washington  last  year,  that  state- 
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ment  with  the  papers  now  forwarded,  I  trust  will  satisfy  the  Executive  1793. 
that  Captain  Lewis's  Excuse  for  not  paying  the  poor  soldier's  their  Octobei  11th 
money,  have  no  weight.  I  am  altogether  disinterested  in  this  affair.  1 
never  bought  any  of  the  men's  wages.  I  sold  none  of  them  Gew  Uaws 
or  trifles — nor  anything  else  for  their  pay.  I  was  at  some  expense,  and 
a  good  deal  of  trouble  in  sending  them  out,  because.  Sir,  you  may  re- 
member the  anxiety  I  expressed  for  the  safety  of  the  inhabitants,  they 
were  going  to  defend,  and  I  would  much  rather  have  given  them  a 
pound  than  take  a  shilling  off  any  of  them.  To  me,  it  is  a  wonder  how 
it  could  enter  into  the  heart  of  Captain  Lewis,  that  I  received  between 
two  and  three  hundred  dollars  from  a  few  Drafts  last  year,  when  he  well 
knew,  that  no  man,  not  even  himself,  who  is  acknowledged  to  have  some 
address  in  making  money,  that  could  extort  such  a  sum  without  being 
immediately  loudly  complained  of,  besides  the  scarcity  of  money  in  this 
country  forbid  such  attempt.  Until  I  received  your  Excellency's  letter 
yesterday,  I  did  not  even  suspect  Bowen  of  having  such  a  thing  in  his 
mind,  as  what  is  expressed  in  the  Certificate.  I  was  the  means  of  pro- 
curing William  Daugherty,  a  young  valuable  man,  to  serve  in  the  room 
of  John  Irons,  of  Capt.  Bowen's  company,  who  is  an  old  man,  almost 
unfit  for  service.  I  did  it  at  the  repeated  request  of  Irons.  I  knew  that 
it  was  both  legal  and  beneficial  to  the  Service  to  do  as  I  did,  and  even  in 
this  case  Daugherty  was  subjected  to  the  acceptance  of  the  officer  on 
Duty.  This  is  the  only  case  that  I  had  agency  in  Exchanging  men.  I 
believe  it  might  then,  and  I  know  it  to  be  so  now.  I,  at  times  rec'd 
money,  but  I  would  go  to  the  way-side  and  beg  before  I  would  adopt  the 
method  Lewis  seems  so  dexterous  in  pointing  out.  Excuse,  Sir,  the 
length  of  this  letter  on  a  subject  that  mostlj'  concerns  an  Individual,  it 
is  drawn  from  me,  and  the  occasion  seems  to  require  it.  As  speedy  as 
possible,  I  will  procure  evidence  that  may  be  credited  to  disprove 
Bowen's  certificate.

Ro.  Gamble  to  the  Governor.  October  12th 

Sir: 

An  opportunity  by  Mr.  Mayo,  offering  to  Richmond,  The  Inhabi-  Staunton 
tants  of  Staunton  and  its  vicinity,  who  have  set  their  names  to  the  en- 
closed petition,  concluded  it  best  to  forward  it  to  the  Executive  with  the 
few  names  thereunto  subscribed,  rather  than  wait  longer  to  obtain  more 
signatures.  (For  the  petition  was  only  set  on  foot  3-e8terday)  as  the 
day  on  which  the  unhappy  culprit  is  to  be  executed  is  so  near,  being  the 
18th  inst.,  that  did  they  delaj',  The  Hon'ble  the  Executive  would  not 
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1793.  have  time  to  have  their  determination  made  Icnown  to  the  Slieriff  of  the 
October  ]2th  county  until  too  late,  should  the  Hon'ble  Board  be  disposed  to  grant  a 
respite  or  pardon. 

I  have  been  requested  by  a  numberof  the  Gentleman,  who  have  signed 
the  petition  to  mention  those  circumstances,  lest  the  executive  might 
consider  the  number  of  petitioners  too  few,  on  so  important  a  subject. 

Prom  the  observation  I  have  been  able  to  make,  the  unhappy  man 
appears  truly  penitent  and  seems  seriously  resolved  to  amend  his  life, 
should  mercy  be  extended  to  him.  As  I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  cir- 
cumstances attending  his  trial,  or  other  matters  set  forth  in  the  writing, 
I  decline  signing  it.  However,  I  believe,  bad  as  the  man's  character  is, 
his  uncommon  suffering  has  induced  most  people  to  wish  the  wretches 
life  spared,  especially  as  contrition  appears  marked  in  his  countenance 
and  conversation. 

Mr.  Mayo,  the  bearer,  says  he  will  be  in  Richmond  till  Sunday,  &  will 
bring  up  the  determination  of  the  Hon'ble  the  Executive.

To  his  Excellency  Henry  Lee,  Esq.,  Grovernor,  and  the  Hon'ble  the  mem- 
bers of  Council  for  the  State  of  Virginia  : 

The  petition  of  a  number  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  District,  composed  of 
the  counties  of  Augusta,  Rockbridge,  Pendleton,  and  Bath,  Humblj-  Shew- 
eth,  That  in  the  Jail  of  this  District,  there  lies  an  unfortunate  person  by 
the  name  of  John  Bullett,  who  was  condemned  at  the  last  Court  for  Horse- 
Stealing.  However  desirous  your  petitioners  may  be  to  preserve  the 
good  order  of  society,  and  bring  to  justice  those  who  will  repeatedly 
transgress  against  the  Laws  of  their  countrj-,  yet  when  an  object  pre- 
sents itself  to  their  view,  they  think  it  their  duty  to  represent  to  your 
Honorable  Board. 

They  trust  that  some  circumstances  attending  the  said  Bullett's  case, 
will  appear  to  your  Honorable  Board  as  subjects  proper  for  your  con- 
sideration, altho'  others  may  appear  unfavorable.  About  the  month  of 
October  in  the  year  1790,  he  was  committed  to  the  Jail  of  this  District 
for  the  same  Crime,  having  been  examined  by  the  Justices  ot  Rocking- 
ham County,  &  was  confined  in  Jail  that  winter  without  a  spark  of  fire, 
and  had  but  little  bed  clothing.  At  April  term,  1791,  but  one  Judge 
attended,  &  the  prisoner  considering  himself  by  the  laws  of  his  country 
entitled  to  a  fair  trial,  had  the  Indictment  continued  until  the  next 
term;  at  which  time,  To-wit,  September,  1791,  the  Attorney  for  the 
Commonwealth  finding  the  Felony  was  committed  in  Augusta,  and  the 
Court  of  Rockingham  had  not  cognizance  of  it,  he  then  dismissed  the 
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Indictment,  and  had  him  recommitted  and  tried  for  the  same  oflFence  in       1793. 
Augusta.     He   was   then   returned   to  Jail;  thereto  stay  till  the  next  October  12th 
Spring — having  suffered  one   severe   winter  in  Jail  before.     He  then 
broke  Jail  and  made  his  Escape. 

At  April,  1793,  the  Second  indictment  was  dismissed,  and  in  May  fol- 
lowing, the  said  Builett  was  apprehended  and  sent  back,  confined  in 
Irons  from  that  time  till  August,  before  any  further  Steps  was  taken, 
when  a  second  examination  Court  was  held  on  him. 

Your  petitioners  conceive  that  in  the  first  place  it  was  extremelj'  hard 
and  very  severe  punishment  to  lye  in  Jail  as  aforesaid  without  fire;  Sec- 
ondly, it  was  hard  for  the  prisoner  to  suffer  by  the  mistake  of  the  Court 
who  examined  him;  thirdly,  that  altho'  he  broke  Jail,  the  prospect  of 
lying  a  second  hard  winter  in  Jail,  and  that  by  the  mistake  of  a  Court, 
was  in  some  measure  an  inducement  to  a  man  in  his  situation.  A  Re- 
port has  circulated  that  the  present  offence  is  not  the  only  one  he  has 
committed,  and  that  after  he  made  his  escape,  he  enlisted  in  the  army 
and  deserted.  Were  these  facts  known  by  your  petitioners,  they  would 
not  attempt  to  solicit  your  Honorable  Board. 

But  they  know  of  no  other  crime  he  has  committed  but  the  present 
one  for  which  he  is  condemned,  and  he  being  extremely  penitent  and 
promising  reformation,  your  petitioners  are  induced  to  pray  that  your 
Honorable  Board  will  take  his  case  into  consideration,  and  grant  a  re- 
prieve, and  will  ever  pray,  &c.

W.  Wilson  to  the  Governor. 


Sir: 
Portsmouth  Your  favour  of  tho  4th  instant  came  to  nij-  hands   but   this  day. 

The  Origin  of  the  Privateer  dispute  was  by  a  note  of  complaint  from 
the  Brittish  Consul  to  me,  setting  forth  that  he  was  inform' d  the  Priva- 
teer came  under  the  description  of  those  prohibited  by  the  President's 
proclamation,  and  requested  my  interference  in  preventing  her  from 
leaving  the  port.  I  wated  on  Mons.  Isdi'il,  the  owner,  and  demanded 
the  papers  that  constituted  his  vessel  a  Privateer.  He  readily  produced 
them  and  from  a  faithful  interpreter,  I  found  his  vessel  legally  com- 
missioned in  July  at  Cape  Francois.  Of  this  I  informed  tho  B.  Consul, 
who  then  complained  of  exchanging  militar3f  armaments,  repairs,  a 
shipment  of  an  additional  number  of  men,  and  repeated  his  desire  that  I 
would  stop  the  vessel  'til  a  decision  could  be  had  from  the  Executive. 
To  this  request  Mr.  Isdril  stop'd  forth  a  volunteer,  and  declared  that 
compulsion  was  not  necessary  to  stop  his  vessel;  that  he  would  set  fire 
to  her  i-ather  than  she  should  go  to  sea  under  the  suspicion  of  invading 
tho  neutrality;  that  he  meant  to  send  what  prizes  she  might  take  to 
some  ports  of  the  Union,  and  he  well  knew  the  Captures  would  be  fruit- 
less, if  the  privateer  was  illegal.     Ho  therefore  gave   me  his  honor  she 
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should  not  proceed  to  sea,  'till  I  got  your  Excellencies  answer.  A  few  1793. 
days  after,  I  received  a  note  from  the  B.  Consul,  complaining  that  the  October  12th 
Privateer  had  sailed.  I  called  on  Mr.  Isdril  to  know  the  cause,  who 
assured  me  again  upon  his  honor,  that  she  had  not  gone  to  sea,  but  to 
Baltimore  to  transact  some  business  with  one  of  the  other  owners  at 
that  place,  &  that  she  was  to  wait  there  until  the  decision  arrived.  I 
have  since  found  this  to  be  the  truth.  Your  Excell'y  is  therefore  mis- 
informed respecting  his  violation  of  promise,  as  I  am  well  assured  the 
Privateer  now  lies  at  Baltimore.  In  fact  I  had  my  doubts  whether  I 
was  warranted  to  stop  this  vessel  or  not  raerelj'  upon  a  requisition  of 
the  Consul,  founded  upon  reports  of  anonymous  informers,  whose  tales 
were  unauthenticated  by  proof 

I  have  made  the  inquiry  your  Excellency  desired,  the  result  of  which 
is  as  follows:  Wells  Cowper,  Esq.,  at  whose  wharf  the  privateer  lay,  is 
ready  to  prove  that  she  landed  &  now  lies  on  his  wharf.  Two  nine- 
pounders,  two  six  do.,  &  two  Howitzers,  and  took  on  board  six  short 
caronades  of  about  half  the  weight  of  those  put  on  shore. 

Mr.  Herbert,  who  had  the  whole  repairs  is  ready  to  prove  that  his 
bill  did  not  amount  to  £30,  and  I  am  informed  by  many  French  Gentle- 
men of  this  place  that  she  was  one  of  the  Fleet  drove  from  Cape  Fran- 
cois, and  that  her  number  of  men  when  she  arrived  (including  the  Emi- 
grants) was  greater  than  the  crew  she  left  this  place  with;  that  sixty 
odd  all,  I  remember  to  a  man. 

We  have  not  a  commissioned  officer  of  the  militia  in  this  county  but 
myself.  I  got  the  erroneous  recommendation  amended  last  Court,  &  the 
clerk  tells  me  he  has  long  since  sent  up  two  or  three  Copies;  if  so,  I 
suppose  they  must  have  miscarried.

A.  Lewis  to  the  Governor.  October  13th 

Sir: 

1  rec'd  your  favour  of  the  27th  of  Sept'r,  reflecting  on  me  for  not 
reporting  to  the  commanding  officer  of  Washington,  the  reason  why 
certain  men  employed  in  the  service  iiad  not  rec'd  their  pay,  it  was  by 
no  means  that  I  wished  not  to  comply  with  your  instructions,  but 
thought  it  the  most  speedy  method  to  inforgi  your  Excellency,  expect- 
ing he  would  not  toward  any  papers  to  his  own  disadvantage,  nor  do  I 
think  it  a  matter  that  properly  comes  before  him  as  every  man  that  was 
Drafted  and  went  into  the  service  from  Washington  county  has  now 
rec'd  their  pay,  it  was  only  part  of  those  he  directed  to  b6  enlisted  in 
'  75 
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1793.  Powell's  vallej',  who  did  no  service,  and  confess  themselves  that  they 
October  13th  only  expected  to  get  their  provision  imd  had  no  hopes  of  paj'.  In  this 
case  I  thought  it  wrong  to  advance  the  public  monej'-  to  them  before  I 
informed  your  ExccUeuoy  of  it.  As  to  making  the  contents  of  my  let- 
ter known  to  Colo.  Campbell,  I  am  perfectl3'  satisfied  it  was  what  he 
fully  was  acquainted  with  befoi'c  I  scut  it,  and  agreeable  to  his  charac- 
ter. So  soon  as  I  can,  will  comjjlj'  with  your  instructions,  and  will  con- 
vince you  that  the  mono}-  is  jours  and  not  theirs. 

A  very  large  body  of  Indians  embodied  and  came  within  six  miles  of 
Knoxville,  did  some  mischief  and  returned.  I  am  afraid  our  frontiers 
will  be  in  a  Dangerous  situation  for  a  considerable  time,  but  think  from 
the  exertions  used  by  the  officers  and  soldiers'  under  my  command,  our 
frontiers  will  be  in  no  danger,  while  our  service  lasts  there  is  no  \>la.ce 
they  can  come  in,  but  we  are  fully  acquainted  with,  and  will  answcsr  for 
any  Damage  they  may  do.  I  am  sorry  my  health  for  some  weeks  Ipast 
rendered  me  unfit  for  duty,  only  giving  orders,  and  as  I  was  on  th«  re- 
covery, was  unfortunate  enougli  to  receive  a  fall  from  my  horBe,lthat 
had  liked  to  have  sent  me  hence,  but  hope  in  a  few  days  to  be  witH  the 
troops,  and  shall  not  leave  them  till  I  receive  your  orders  for  discharging 
them,  but  am  afraid  such  news  will  be  much  lamented  by  your  frontiers.

ture. I  yesterday  visited  the  vessels  performing  Quarantine,  and  found 
all  well  except  on  board  the  Sloop  Sylvia,  Captain  Hathaway,  one  of 
the  Potomac  vessels.  Out  of  this  vessel  one  man  died.  But  from  infor- 
mation, it  ap]5cars  it  was  from  hard  drinking.  A  boy  is  unwell,  but  no 
appearance  of  the  disorders  of  Philadelpliia,  he  complains  only  of  want 
of  appetite.  The  Sloop  "]Non  Pareil's"  time  has  expired,  and  if  the 
Doctor  I'eports  all  well,  I  shall  discharge  her.  The  Sloop  Nancy,  Capt. 
Elwood,  has  ten  bags  of  cotton  on  board,  this  vessel's  hatches  has  been 
constantly  open,  and  the  greatest  care  taken,  that  I  cannot  think  there 
is  any  danger  from  it,  or  anything  on  board  her.  I  shall  be  glad  of  in- 
structions from  j-r  Kxceil'y  how  to  proceed  with  it.  All  her  passengers 
and  crew  are  well,  and  if  tlic  vessel  is  detained  whether  the  passeno-ers 
may  not  be  discharged.  The  Schooner  Harriet  has  not  made  he  "ap- 
pearance yet.  Capt.  Jackson  from  Rappahannock  says  there  are  two 
or  three  vessels  from  Philadelphia  in  that  River,  this  an  inquiry  should 
be  made  irito,  as  he  complains  of  partiality  to  him,  being  sent  from 
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Fredericksburg.     Mr.  Roberdiaux  and  wife  returned.     I  thinlc  the  law       1793. 
sh'd  prescribe  punishment  of  such  conduct  as  his.     The  Inhabitants  of  October  13th 
Petersburg  have  dictated  rouudiy.     I  should  have  been  glad  if  they  had 
sent  Mr.  Campbell  or  some  of  their  body  to  assist   in    marking,  purchas- 
ing, &c.,  of  the  goods.

The  malignant  disorder  which  has  proved  so  fatal  to  our  fellow  men  Sunday 
in  Philadelphia,  has  at  length  discovered  itself  in  our  Town.  A  young  J'o™i"g 
Girl  who  has  come  to  this  town  not  more  than  one  week  ago  from  Phila- 
delphia, Sister  to  Morgan's  wife,  near  Shockoe  bridge,  departed  this  life 
the  last  night,  and  was  buried  privately.  Your  interposition  is  Implored 
to  fall  on  some  expedient,  which  your  superior  wisdom  may  determine, 
in  order  to  pievent  the  fatal  consequences  which  may  accrue  from  the 
Spreading  of  the  dangerous  disorder.  There  is  several  Gentlemen  lately 
arrived  from  Philadelphia,  whom  I  am  told  has  been  among  the  thick 
of  the  Disorder,  and  who  has  not  ])erformed  Quarantine.  From  Inquiry 
I  make,  no  doubt  but  you  may  hear  of  them  respecting  the  circumstan- 
ces of  the  Dec'd  Girl.  We  refer  you  to  Doctors  Leper  and  Prentis,  who 
attended.

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1793.  Have  you  or  your  vessel  been  at  or  near  Philadelphia  for  ten  weeks? 

October  13th      Ans.  No.

Ans.  No.     I  took  my  Goods  on  board  at  Milford. 

Have  you  loaded  any  part  of  your  cargo? 

Ans.  No;  only  a  small  trunk  with  cloathes  brought  from  Millford.

What  induced  you  (Capt.  Bowen)  to  sign  a  writing  presented  to  you 
by  Capt.  Lewis,  on  the  7th  day  of  last  Sept.  ?  The  substance  of  the 
writing  was  then  mentioned. 

Ans.  That  all  I  mentioned  to  Capt.  Lewis,  was  told  as  an  hearsay,  and 
if  Lewis  put  down  words  that  had  a  different  meaning,  it  was  contrary 
to  my  knowledge  and  directions. 

Who  wrote  the  certificate? 

Ans.  Capt.  Lewis  wrote  it,  and  as  he  met  me  on  the  Road,  and  not 
having  my  spectacles  about  me,  I  could  not  read  what  he  wrote,  and  on 
his  urging  me;  I  signed  it,  depending  on  hira,  that  there  was  nothing  in 
the  paper  contrary  to  what  I  told  him. 

Who  was  the  man  from  whom  you  heard  I  received  ten  dollars? 

Ans.  David  Young.  But  I  then  beleived  it  to  be  false,  as  I  remem- 
bered that  he  was  returned  as  a  Delinquent  to  the  Court-martial,  and 
that  he  was  excused  by  the  Court  on  account  of  hi§  receiving  a  hurt  in 
his  eye  that  rendered  him  unfit  for  service. 

Do  you  know  who  was  the  author  of  ye  Report? 
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1793.  Ans.  Andrew  Colville.     I  think  he  has  a  spite  at  you,  so  you  had  bet- 

October  14th  ter  be  on  your  Guard. 

For  why  do  you  think  Colville  would  be  spiteful? 
Ans.  Because  I  have  heard  him  saj'  that  he  understood  you  were 
against  his  giting  a  commission  last  year,  and  he  said  he  would  remem- 
ber you  for  it.  I  have  likewise  been  told  that  Capt.  Lewis  has  got  old 
Tony  Eobinson,  of  Clinch,  to  swear  something  against  j'ou  and  Wil- 
loughby.     You  know  old  Eobinson  hates  you  since  the  time  of  the  war.

"Washington  County,  October  26,  1793. 
These  are  to  certify,  also  I  am  ready  to  make  oath  to  the  truth  of 
the  same,  that  I  never  paid  nor  promised  to  pay  any  money  to  Colonel 
Arthur  Campbell  for  to  excuse  mc  from  serving  a  tour  of  duty  as  a  mili- 
tia man  in  Capt.  A.  Bowen's  Company  last  year.  I  also  further  eertifv 
that  in  Sept'r  last,  a  certain  person  came  to  mo  privately  at  my  own 
house,  who  told  me  he  was  sent  by  Capt.  Lewis,  to  get  me  to  swear  that 
I  had  paid  money  last  year  Lo  Colonel  Campbell,  for  to  excuse  me  of  a 
Draft.  This  was  the  first  I  heard  of  the  tale,  and  it  astonished  me  much 
that  I  could  be  thought  so  base  as  to  swear  falsely  against  anyone;  at 
the  same  time  reproving  my  neighbour  for  undertaking  so  wicked  a 
design.  He  went  away  then  and  seemed  sorry  for  making  the  attempt, 
promising  he  would  not  do  the  like  again.

These  are  to  Certify  that  I  was  notified  by  Capt.  A.  Bowens,  Serg't 
last  year,  to  serve  as  a  militia  man  one  month  on  the  frontiers.  That 
knowing  my  circumstances  and  inability  to  serve  in  the  woods,  I 
endeavored  to  hire  a  man  in  my  room.  To  one  Jonas  I  offered  ten  dol- 
lars in  silver,  a  Blanket,  and  a  pair  of  shoes,  which  he  refused  to  take, 
demanding  more.  Afterwards  I  mentioned  my  difficulties  te  Col.  ArthTir 
Campbell,  who  told  me  I  had  offered  too  much,  and  that  he  could  get  a 
man  to  serve  in  my  place  for  less  money.  I  agreed  to  give  him  five  dol- 
lars, for  which  I  was  much  obliged  to  Col.  Campbell  for  the  trouble  he 
took  to  procure  a  man  to  serve  in  my  place.

in  the  paper  he  wrote  and  read  to  mo,  it  was  contrarj'  to  my  knowledge 
and  directions.  As  to  Col.  Campbell's  receiving  money  to  excuse  any 
of  mj-  company  or  anj'  other  militia  man  from  serving  their  tour,  I  now 
believe  it  to  be  false  and  malicious;  for  I  well  remember  that  in  the  case 
of  J,ohn  Irons,  w-lio  was  said  to  have  paid  five  dollars,  that  at  a  Court- 
martial  held  in  October,  1792,  that  said  Irons  was  returned  by  me  as  a 
Delinquent,  on  which  a  written  return  wag  produced  to  the  Court  from 
Lieutenant  Willoughby,  which  proved  said  Irons  had  a  substitute  serv- 
ing in  his  place,  and  thereupon  the  Court  excused  him. 

That  in  the  case  of  David  Young,  who  was  said  to  have  paid  ten 
dollars,  he  was  also  returned  by  me  as  a  Delinquent  to  the  Court-mar- 
tial. Said  Young  made  it  appear  that  he  had  at  the  time  got  so  bad  a 
hurt  in  one  of  his  eyes,  that  it  was  then  thought  he  would  lose  the  sight 
of  it,  and  for  that  reason  he  was  excused. 

In  witness  to  the  truth  of  the  above,  I  have  with  my  own  hand  sub- 
scribed my  name,  and  am  willing  solemnly  to  declare  the  same  on  oath 
before  lawful  authority.

Wm.  Davies  to  the  Governor.  October  14th 

Sir: 

The  enclosed  papers  contain  my  contingent  account,  with  such  Richmond 
vouchers  as  I  have  there,  being  many  current  expences  for  small  account, 
for  which  I  have  none,  and  which  must  depend  upon  their  reasonable- 
ness. I  have  presented  them  to  the  Auditor  for  settlement,  but  he 
alledges  his  engagements  are  such  in  preparing  for  the  Assembly,  that 
he  cannot  take  them  up,  and  by  his  advice  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
presenting  them  to  your  Excellency,  that  such  directions  may  be  given 
respecting  them  as  may  be  proper.  As  the  Auditor  informs  me  that  his

Sir: 

You  have  received  the  examination  of  the  Captain  of  the  Phoenix,  of 
ajjassenger,  &  of  a  boy  belonging  to  her.  Altho'  everj'  person  on  board 
seems  healthy,  she  still  appears  to  come  under  the  description  of  those 
vessels  which  ought  to  perform  quarantine,  &  I  have  some  reasons  for 
thinking  so  in  addition  to  those  afforded  bj'  the  examinations  as  trans- 
mitted to  you.  The  Captain  swore  that  his  vessel  had  not  been  in  the 
Delaware  for  ten  weeks  before  she  sailed  from  Milford  to  Wilmington, 
in  order  to  clear  out  from  Virginia.  The  boy  swore  she  was  at  Wilming- 
ton about  a  fortnight  before  she  sailed  from  Milford,  at  which  place  he 
left  her,  &  came  on  board  her  again  at  Milford.  The  Capt.  swore  she 
received  her  cargo  at  Milford,  &  there  is  reason  to  beleive  this  may  be 
untrue,  as  the  boy  came  on  board  very  soon  after,  and  found  her  laden 
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at  that  time.  The  Captain  too  appeared  very  uneasy  at  the  examina-  1793. 
tion  of  the  boy,  &  seemed  apprehensive  that  something  might  escape  October  15th 
him  which  would  be  unfavourable.  He  said  after  the  affidavit  of  the 
boy  that  when  he  said  the  vessel  had  not  been  in  the  Delaware  for  ten 
weeks,  he  misunderstood  the  question.  &  had  supposed  it  related  to  his 
being  at  or  near  Philadelphia.  One  of  the  crew  was  examined  (not  on 
oath)  by  a  gentleman  of  the  City,  (Mr.  Brown)  from  whom  it  appeared 
that  the  vessel  had  gone  to  Philadelphia  after  the  boy  had  left  her  at 
Wilmington.  But  admitting  the  statement  of  the  Captain  to  be  per- 
fectly true,  it  does  not  appear  at  what  time  the  young  woman  who  is 
dead  was  last  in  Philadelphia,  &  therefore  she  may  have  had  the  infec- 
tion &  have  communicated  it  to  others  on  board,  who  have  not  yet 
broke  out  with  it.  I  am  informed  too  by  a  Mr.  Denny,  to  whom  I 
beleive  the  vessel  was  consigned,  that  he  received  a  letter  by  her  from 
one  of  the  owners,  dated  Philadelphia,  the  26th  of  September,  but  one 
of  the  owners  reside  in  Philadelphia  &  the  other  in  Wilmington.

Sir: 

In  conformity  with  the  wish  of  the  people  on  this  frontier,  I  enclose     Head  of 
j'ou  a  petition  praying  for  further  protection  on  this  part  of  the  South- 
western frontier.     I  have  no  news  to  communicate  at  this  time,  except 
the  body  of  Indians  that  was  encamped  below  Knoxville  are  removed, 
part  of  whom  towards  Powell's  Valley. 

Would  thank  you  to  write  me  by  the  bearer,  Mr.  Whitten,  &  if  con- 
venient, enclose  me  a  newspaper. 

Sir,  I  am  with  real  Esteem, 

Tour  Ob't  Serv't. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Speaker,  and  House  of  General  Assembly  of  Vir- 
ginia : 

The  Petition  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  frontiers  of  Wythe  county 
humbly  sheweth,  that  since  the  first  setling  of  the  said  frontier,  your  peti- 
tioners have  laboured  under  great  inconveniences  by  reason  of  the  oj)- 
pressive  depredations  committed  on  us  by  the  Hostile  Indians;  that  your 
petitioners  have  long  expected  a  peace  would  have  been  effected  either 
by  the  sword,  or  a  General  Treaty,  before  this  day,  which  alone  has  in- 
duced your  petitioners  to  maintain  our  ground  against  their  hostile  in- 
cursions so  many  years  as  we  have  done. 
76 
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1793.  That  notwithstanding  the  negotiation  of  the  late   proposed   Treaty, 

October  17th  ^  period  in  which  we  had  a  right  to  have  expected  peace,  but  their  dep- 

predations  on  our  frontier  during  that  time  was  as  frequent  as  ever.     A 

short  statement  of  which,  since  the  first  of  March,  your  petitioners  beg 

leave  to  represent  to  your  humble  body. 

On  the  8th  of  the  said  month  of  March,  a  certain  John  Davidson  was 
killed,  and  some  valuable  horses  carried  off.  On  the  8th  of  April  a  cer- 
tain John  Allsup  was  shot  thro'  the  shoulder,  not  far  from  his  own  house. 
On  the  28th  of  this  same  month,  upwards  of  forty  Horses  were  carried 
off.  On  the  24th  of  July,  one  of  Cajjt.  Crockett's  men  was  killed,  and 
one  other  taken  prisoner.  On  the  10th  of  September  six  horses  were 
carried  off  by  a  small  party  of  Indians. 

From  the  above  statement  of  the  hostilities  committed  on  our  frontier, 
from  our  peculiar  situation  being  cut  off  from  the  body  of  the  said 
county  at  a  considerable  distance  by  several  large  mountains,  and  from 
the  present  warlike  disposition  of  the  hostile  tribes  of  Indians,  your 
petitioners  do  humbly  pray  that  your  honorable  body  would  take  our 
grievances  into  consideration,  and  continue  our  present  system  of  de- 
fence, it  being  the  only  one  that  has  ever  been  productive  of  our  safety, 
and  which  is  to  expire  on  the  first  of  December  next. 

And  your  petitioners  will  pray,  &c.

Sir: 
Norfolk  Your  letter  of  the  sixteenth  I  received.     The  bags  of  cotton  has 

been  constantly  aired,  and  was  exjjoscd  during  the  last  cold  weather  & 
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rain  on  the  deck  of  the  vessel.  I  have  wrote  Capt.  BUwood  to  air  the  1793. 
soldiers' cloathing,  and  directed  a  man  to  attend  thereto,  who  is  em- October  19th 
ployed  in  the  service.  I  shall  this  day  employ  another  boat,  as  I  find 
one  insufficient,  &  get  a  watchman  or  two  on  shores.  This  will  be  ex- 
pensive, but  every  economy  shall  be  used,  and  as  it  is  for  the  preservation 
of  our  fellow  citizens'  lives,  I  hope  no  difficulty  will  arise  as  to  payments 
of  wages.  You  say  an  acc't  will  be  sent  of  the  expences  attending 
Capt.  Potter's  vessel.  In  what  manner  am  I  to  proceed  to  get  it?  These 
people  have  no  money.  Some  that  I  have  supplied  with  trifling  articles 
have  not  repaid  me.  I  keep  an  account,  &  expected  some  mode  of  com- 
pelling them  would  be  fixed  on  by  your  Excellency  and  council,  and 
shall  be  glad  of  instructions  thereon.  Some  poor  passengers  I  have 
been  obliged  to  supply,  who  were  destitute  of  every  thing,  and  it  would 
not  do  to  let  them  suffer.  One  poor  man  had  two  children  drowned  a 
day  after  he  had  performed  quarantine.  A  Capt.  Lacy  is  gone  up  James 
River  from  Wilmington.  He  called  here,  &  I  examined  him  strictly;  he 
informed  me  that  he  never  was  from  Wilmington,  and  having  no  power 
to  detain  him,  he  proceeded,  as  he  did  not  come  within  the  proclamation. 
I  beg  leave  to  observe  that  if  we  had  20  boats,  vessels  coming  in  might 
elude  the  whole  of  them  and  get  up  the  Eiver,  and  the  only  way  to 
stop  them  is  to  have  a  constant  watch  about  Sandy  Point  and  Hood's, 
where  thej-  cannot  pass  without  being  discovered.  The  Coasters  sail 
the  darkest  nights,  as  well  as  in  the  day,  &  oar  Eiver  is  so  wide  that 
they  may  pass  undiscovered.  Due  attention  shall  be  paid  the  Phoenix. 
I  have  heard  of  the  disorder  raging  in  Barbadoes,  as  well  as  Do- 
minica, &  I  think  no  vessel  from  any  of  the  Islands  should  be  permitted 
to  come  up  before  they  are  visited,  for  like  Capt.  Potter  they  have  a 
half  way  house,  (St.  Eustatia)  the  last  Port  they  sail  from,  &  may  come 
from  Grenad}',  Tobago,  &c.,  places  infected,  that  I  think  if  the  whole 
was  included  in  your  Excellency's  proclamation,  it  would  be  better  under 
the  restriction  of  their  being  visited,  &  if  found  healthy,  permitted  to 
come  up  and  discharge.  This  day,  Capt.  Tatum  arrived  from  Wilming- 
ton, &  is  ordered  to  perform  quarantine  (he  had  got  up  before  I 
rec'd  your  favour  of  the  16tb)  to  Portsmouth,  but  the  people  were  all 
alarmed,  and  ordered  him  away  as  soon  as  I  sent  over,  &  have  every 
reason  at  present  to  believe  that  every  person  will  assist  in  preventing 
those  who  come  in  from  landing.

The  cotton  and  sol- 
dier's cloathing  airing  on  shore,  &  I  think  not  the  least  danger  to  be 
apprehended.  The  first  has  been  constantly  exposed  during  the  late 
cold  weather,  and  has  never  unpacked  from  canvas  in  Philadelphia. 
With  your  Excellency's  permission,  I  think  Capt.  Ellwood  may  be  dis- 
charged with  safety.  His  people  are  all  well,  and  have  been  constantly 
so.  A  few  days  will,  I  think,  do  for  Capt.  Hathaway;  he  has  only  three 
people  dead,  but  it  could  not  be  from  what  I  have  seen  &  heard,  the 
disorders  of  Philadelphia.  One  was  supposed  from  hard  drinking, 
the  other  con.^umption.  I  shall  take  a  Doctor  down  and  have  his 
opinion.  Capt.  Powers,  of  schooner  Harriet,  wishes  to  return  to  Phila- 
delphia. I  have  wrote  him  to  wait  until  I  hear  from  you.  Be  pleased 
to  inform  me  whether  I  shall  permit  him  or  any  other  to  go'out  to  sea, 
from  whence  they  came.  I  have  now  two  boats  employed,  and  keep 
one  above  and  the  other  below  the  vessels  to  prevent  communication.

Sir: 

I  beg  leave  to  mention  to  yonr  Excellency,  and  through  you  to  your  October  24th 
Honorable  Board  the  following  circun\stances  relative  to  the  conduct  of  Richmond 
the  Crews  of  two  vessels  latelj'  from  Philadelphia.  I  was  in  the  lower 
end  of  the  counlj'  of  Lancaster,  on  last  Thursday.  I  observed  two  ves- 
sels, a  sloop,  and  schooner,  lying  off  the  mouth  of  Carter's  Creek,  within 
about  half  a  mileof  the  shore.  The  Sloop,  as  I  was  informed,  was  com- 
manded by  a  Capt.  Scott;  the  Schooner  by  a  Capt.  Tupman.  The  masters 
of  these  vessels  were  frequently  ashore,  and  wentsometimes  as  farasfouror 
five  miles  from  their  vessels.  As  Mr.  Shannon,  who  is  a  magistrate  of  our 
counter,  and  Mr.  Pollard  a  deputy  sheriff  thereof,  informed  me,  they  also 
informed  me  that  they  were  only  Eight  days  from  Philadelphia.  This 
really  appeared  to  me  to  be  truly  alarming,  and  what  I  have  to  request 
of  you  and  your  Honorable  Board,  is  to  fall  on  some  plan  to  guard  the 
mouths  of  the  great  Elvers,  or  any  other  that  you  and  your  Honorable 
Body  maj'  Judge  more  proper.

Sir: 

To-morrow  I  shall  discharge  the  two  Potoraack  sloops  and  Captain      Norfolk 
Jackson,  it  appearing  to  me  that  there  cannot  bo  the  least  danger  of  in- 
fection from  these  vessels  and   Cargoes.     The  Dry  Goods,  cotton,  and 
Soldier's  clothing  have  been   on   Craney  Island  and   well  aired.     They 
have  also  behaved  with  utmost  circumspection  in  every  instance. 

There  are  four  other  vessels  lying  at  quarantine,  all  well  at  present. 
The  Schooner  Betsey,  Capt.  Lord,  lost  one  hand  two  days  after  he  left 
Philadelphia,  but  it  has  been  so  long  since,  that  there  can  be  no  danger 
from  them,  the  others  being  well.  I  am  obliged  away  from  this  to-mor- 
row, to  see  my  Daughter  Blanchard,  who  lies  dangerously  ill  at  Eden- 
ton,  and  hope  to  return  in  a  few  days.  In  the  mean  time  I  shall  give  the 
strictest  orders  to  those  employed  to  keep  the  best  look  out,  and  to  pre- 
vent anj'  communications  of  vessels  now  riding  quarantine,  or  any  that 
may  come  in,  and  to  apply  to  the  magistrates  if  any  should  prove  obsti- 
nate, compel  them  to  reason  and  a  compliance.

Sir: 

Not  many  days  ago,  I  wrote  you  by  Mr.  Witten,  who  being  detained     Head  of 
longer  than  he  expected,  shall   now  take  the  liberty  of  troubling  you       ^.-hnch 
with  another  letter. 

Mr.  Isaac  McKinsey,  just  now  arrived  here  from  the  mouth  of  East 
River,  and  informed  me  that  he  had  rec'd  a  letter  a  few  days  ago,  which 
says,  that  on  the  20th  of  last  month,  5  indians  were  discovered  about 
four  miles  from  the  Garrison  at  the  mouth  of  Elk  River.  Tho  night  fol- 
lowing, they  took  off  a  canoe,  and  was  pursued  the  next  day  by  Andrew 
Lewis  (from  Augusta),  and  Joseph  Burrell.  They  pursued  in  a  canoe, 
and  intended  to  notify  the  people  at  the  point,  in  case  they  could  not 
discover  them  on  the  way,  but  discovering  a  canoe  about  18  miles  above 
77 
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1793.  the  point,  inadvertently  made  up  to  it,  by  which  they  were  both  badly 
October  28th  wounded.  The  first  in  the  arm,  which  occasioned  the  loss  of  it,  and  the. 
other  in  the  hip.  The  letter  further  says,  that  since  the  above  mischief 
was  done,  two  men  were  killed  at  the  mouth  of  Guyandotte,  and  some 
(it  was  not  mentioned  how  many)  on  the  Ohio  above  the  point.  I  am 
also  just  this  moment  informed  (I  believe  by  good  authority)  that  on  the 
first  of  last  week,  a  party  consistint;;  of  thirty  or  forty  Indians,  came  on 
horseback  fifteen  miles  further  into  the  S.  W.  Territory  than  they  have 
ever  done  before,  and  killed  fourteen  persons,  and  immediately  made 
their  escape,  none  of  whom  were  overtaken  by  the  pursuers.

Sir: 

Connor's  I  have  just  arrived  from  a  cruise  endeavoring  to  purchase  provis- 

ions. I  have  applied  to  several  Gentlemen  on  the  Eiver,  could  not  get 
any.  1  have  purchased  from  Mr.  Thomas  Eandolph,  and  with  difficulty 
I  purchased  twenty-five  weight  of  salt-beef.  Our  provisions  will  not  last 
above  two  days ;  my  last  is  almost  expended  on  my  last  cruise.  The 
Captain's  sister,  who  lives  on  the  river,  furnished  with  a  little  meal  and 
vegetables.  T  embrace  this  opportunity,  by  the  Guard  vessel,  of  inform- 
ing you  of  our  situation.  Please  to  send  by  the  first  opportunity,  three 
or  four  Gallons  of  Eiim,  for  we  have  had  not  a  drop  these  several  days, 
expecting  to  get  Brandy  ;  none  to  be  had.  I  applied  to  Mr.  Peters  to 
furnish  with  jirovisions,  while  wc  were  stationed,  but  no  success.  Half 
a  side  of  Beef,  one  Barrel  Bread,  4  lbs.  coffee,  6  or  7  lbs.  sugar,  for  we 
are  entirely  out  of  everything,  or  cash  to  furnish  us  with  other  little  ar- 
ticles, as  we  shall  be  obliged  to  go  to  Eichmond  for  them.  The  season  is 
very  cold  on  water,  and  being  obliged  to  keep  wake  night  and  day, 
for  the  people  are  grumbling  very  much.  I  have  just  time  to  write  as 
the  Guard  vessel  a))i)ears  in  sight.  Do  not.  Gentlemen,  disappoint  me 
in  the  articles,  as  it  is  very  difficult  to  furnish  these  things,  who  are  sta- 
tioned on  the  water.

Sam'l  Coleman  to  the  Governor.  1793. 

Sir: 

On  the  lllh  of  August,  1790,  the  county   Lieutenant,  of  Eussell,  was  October 29th 
empowered  to  embody,  il  absolutely  necessary,  a  Lieutenant's  command      Council 
to  consist  of  that  officer,  an  Ensign,  two  Sergeants,  and  twenty-six  pri- 
vates, upon  which  I  presume  the  enclosed  claims  for  militia  services  in 
that  county  for  the  year  1790,  is  founded. 

The  instructions  given  to  the  county  Lieutenant  with  tbe  above  per- 
missiou,  will  be  found  in  Gov'r  B.  Eandolph's  letter  Book,  page  144,  to 
which  I  beg  leave  to  refer.  The  papers  exhibited  to  support  the  claims 
do  not  precisely  come  up  to  these  instructions,  as  the  number  authorized 
is  Exceeded  bj-  four  scouts  and  three  privates,  and  the  muster  Roll  is 
vague  and  defective,  not  specifying  the  Age  or  residence  of  the  Eangers, 
the  time  when  their  services  commenced,  or  when  they  ended.  The  pa- 
pers, otherwise,  are  duly  authenticated,  and  the  mode  pointed  out  for  ob- 
taining the  money,  will  be  found  in  the  instructions  to  the  county  Lieuten- 
ant before  referred  to. 

On  the  29th  of  December,  1790,  the  county  of  Eussell  was  allowed  for 
its  defence  the  ensuing  year,  a  Lieutenant,  an  Ensign,  3  sergeants  and 
fifty  rank  and  file.     Their  services  to  commence  the  first  of  March. 

Whether  it  is  under  this  authority  or  under  that  of  the  11th  of  August 
before  mentioned,  that  theother  papers  enclosed,  stating  claims  for  milita 
services  in  the  year  1791,  are  exhibited,  I  am  unable  to  decide,  as  the 
time  of  the  year  is  not  Specified.  I  should,  however,  conclule  from  the 
manner  of  their  authentication,  that  it  was  under  the  former,  in  which 
case  no  scouts  were  allowed. 

The  Return  on  muster  Roll  is  equally  dective  with  the  power,  and 
states  the  Service  of  a  Lieutenant,  Ensign,  and  nine  men  generally,  for 
14  days  and  less.

tive  aa  will  ensure  the  soldiers  their  pay  in  due  time,  without  deduction. 

Capt.  Lewis  seem  to  decline  presenting  the  Statement  and  evidence, 
respecting  the  militia  of  Washington  last  winter  on  duty,  which  your 
Excellency  have  thought  proper  to  order. 

Lieut.  Willoughbj-  urges  an  enquiry,  and  hopes  Capt.  Lewis  will  not 
be  permitted  to  palliate  or  Shrink  from  an  examination  that  the  publick 
raaj-  be  interested  in. 

We  have  to  regret  a  disaster  that  happened  to  a  detachment  of  Capt. 
Hawkins'  Compan}'  that  was  not  ranging.  A  superior  force  of  the 
enemy  discovered  them  first,  formed  an  ambuscade,  killed  three  men  on 
the  Spot,  and  two  more  were  missing,  supposed  to  be  wounded. 

More  favourable  intelligence  has  reached  us  from  Knoxville.  General 
Sevier  returned  on  the  24th,  after  making  a  successful  incursion  with 
seven  hundred  men  (all  cavalry  &  mounted  Infanty)  into  the  lower 
Cherokee  Settlement.  The  enemy  abandoned  their  towns  on  the  ap- 
proach of  our  Troops,  and  took  refuge  in  the  mountains  declining  to 
give  battle  to  the  main  body,  but  a  Company  of  men  sent  to  destroy  a 
small  town  was  attacked  by  a  numerous  party  of  Indians  Supposed  to 
be  200. 

The  action  was  brisk  for  about  fifteen  minutes,  our  men  showing  skill 
and  courage  in  the  Indian  mode  of  warfare.  The  enemy  fled  preci- 
pitately, leaving  several  of  their  party  dead  on  the  place  of  action.  Our 
people  had  three  killed  and  two  wounded. 

This  tour  of  the  Western  Militia  it  is  expected  will  prevent  re-inforce- 
ments  from  the  Southern  Tribes  crossing  the  Ohio  to  aid  the  Northern 
Indians.

As  no  persons  on  board  the  vessels  were  sick,  I  appre- 
hend there  is  no  danger  of  infection.  The  cold  weather  I  expect  will 
abate  the  disorder  altogether.

An  Act  Directing  duplicate  Certificates  &  warrants  to  be  issued  to  cer- 
tain persons.  Bond  with  security  to  be  given  and  approved  by  the 
Executive. 
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An  Act  for  establishing  Warehouses  on  the  land  of  "Wm.  Dix  in  the       1793. 
County  of  Pittsylvania.     The   warehouse  to  be  known  by  the  name  of     October 
Dix's  Warehouse,  and  Inspectors  appointed  so  soon  as  the  Buildings  are 
erected.

I  have  Just  received  information  that  a  ranging  party  of^Captain  AVythe  Co. 
Hawkins'  company  was  fired  on  a  few  days  ago  by  a  party  of  Indians. 
Three  of  the  men  were  killed  and  four  wounded.  The  enemy  received 
no  damage.  I  am  apprehensive  the  officer  has  suffered  himself  to  be 
surprised.  Gen.  Wayne  has  met  with  a  loss.  22  Baggage  Waggons 
guarded  by  a  hundred  men  were  attacked,  the  whole  of  the  waggons 
taken,  and  a  gi'eater  part  of  the  men  killed.  I  conceive  your  Excellency 
will  think  it  improper  to  discharge  your  volunteer  militia  until  the 
success  of  your  army  is  known.  General  Survej'or  I  am  informed  has 
returned  without  success.  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  j'ou  this  infor- 
mation that  something  might  be  done  for  the  frontiers  before  the  time 
of  the  present  troops  are  out.  As  soon  as  I  am  fully  informed  of  the 
particulars,  will  write  you  again  on  the  subject.

Sir: 

Enclosed  a  list  of  the  men  enlisted  by  you  in  Powell's  Valley  county,  Fort  Lee 
to  the  instructions  of  the  Governor  instead  of  men  Drafted  from  Wash- 
ington County.  They  were  enrolled  and  lived  at  their  homes.  Those  of 
them  that  are  p'd  are  distinguished  from  those  not  p"d.  I  deny  ever  of- 
fering you  pay  for  those  men,  but  there  is  Discharges  belonging  to  men 
that  actually  went  from  Washington  county,  that  no  dispute  has  ever 
been  in  the  payment  of  them,  and  their  discharges  are  withheld  by  you 
or  some  person  to  injui-e  me  for  long  before  any  thing  has  been  s'd  about 
.it.  I  reported  to  the  Executive  the  exact  sum  that  was  due,  both  to 
the  Drafts  and  these  men  included  in  the  Valley.  You  must  be  much 
mistaken  in  supposing  I  offered  j'ou  hush  money.  I  only  offered  to  pay 
those  men  in  Washington  the  Justness  of  their  claims.  I  never  denied, 
and  your  receiving  their  money  could  not  be  an  advantage  to  you.  If  the 
persons  the  money  is  due  to,  does  not  attend  for  their  pay,  I  shall  give 
myself  no  further  trouble,  but  return  it  to  the  Treasury.  Your  duty  is 
to  make  it  appear  to  the  Executive  that  the  men  enrolled,  that  were 
inhabitants  of  Po-vell's  Valley  were  giving  the  same  protection  to  the 
frontiers  as  they  had  went  from  the  County  of  Washington,  agreeable 
the  Governor's  instructions.  The  reason  I  never  laid  the  charge  against 
you,  was  that  I  Expected  as  Colo.  Campbell  had  received  pay  from  those 
that  were  drafted — and  he  left  off—that  his  instructions  were  to  you,  to 
put  men  in  the  Vallej'  in  their  places.  I  shall  do  no  more  about  it,  and 
hope  my  character  as  an  honest  man  is  better  established  than  to  be  in- 
fused by  Colo.  Campbell  or  any  of  his  accomplices.

Fort  Lee  On  the  2nd  this  Inst.,  I  wrote  you  from  Wythe,  least  it  might  mis- 

carry. I  think  proper  to  give  the  particulars  respecting  the  frontiers. 
In  last  month  Capt.  Hawkins  was  out  on  a  scout,  fell  on  the  Sign  of 
Indians,  &  beleive  by  some  misconduct  of  some  of  the  party  the  Enemy 
discovered  them,  fired  on  them,  &  killed  four  of   his  men,  &  beleive  the 
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fire  was  not  returned  on  our  fside.  I  was  informed  the  other  day  by  1793. 
some  very  Respectable  looking  Gentlemen  from  Kanawha,  that  General  Novem.  6th 
Wane  on  his  march  had  left  in  the  rear  of  his  army,  22  Baggage  Wag- 
gons, some  on  carts  guarded  by  a  hundred  men;  that  the  Indians  fell 
on  them,  took  the  whole  of  the  waggons  &  carts,  and  destroyed  the 
greatest  part  of  the  Guard.  General  Suveyor  has  returned  from  his 
expedition  ag"st  the  Cherokees  without  doing  anything  of  Consequence. 
As  my  time  is  nearlj-  out  on  the  frontiers,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  give 
the  particulars  on  Frontiers,  &  rather  suppose  your  Excellency  will 
think  it  improper  to  discharge  the  troo])s  in  your  frontier  untill  the  suc- 
cess of  Wane's  army  is  known.  Should  he  be  defeated,  their  distress 
will  be  horrid.  1  understand  th*^  Inhabitants  of  the  New  Garden  has 
sent  down  a  petition  to  the  Assembly,  in  which  they  complain  of  me 
for  discharging  ihe  scouts  in  the  Garden.  Your  letter  to  me  dated  the 
July  11th,  will  clear  that  up,  w'ch,  should  anything  be  s'd,  I'll  thank 
your  Excellencj'  to  make  the  contents  of  that  letter  known,  or  so  much 
as  relates  to  the  scouts.  Should  troops  be  continued,  and  the  Executive 
think  proper  to  honour  me  with  the  command,  I  shall  with  pleasure 
serve  them.  If  they  think  another  person  more  capable,  shall  return  to 
my  private  business  with  pleasure.

The  enclosed  papers  are  presented  by  Colonel  Greenup,  of  the  State  Council 
of  Kentucky,  and  are  claims  for  rations  furnished  certain  people  said  to 
be  in  the  service  of  this  Commonwealth  in  the  year  1791.  They  are 
not  in  my  judgement  sufficiently  vouched  to  authoi-ize  their  settlement, 
admitting  no  objection  to  exist  from  lapsed  time,  by  which  the  State 
has  been  deprived  of  the  proper  opportunity  of  having  the  money 
refunded  by  the  General  Government.

Endorsed  on  same  paper. 

Sir: 

Agreeable  to  the  Governer's  Instructions,  is  enclosed  men's  names     Fort  Lee 
Enrolled  by  Lieut.  Willoughby,  who  in  my  opinipn  were  not  entitled  to 
draw  pay.     However  a  number  of  them  were  p'd  before  I  knew  the 
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1793.  charge  against  them.  I  have  distinguished  those  p'd  from  those  not. 
Novem.  7th  In  the  first  place  it  was  contrary  to  the  Governor's  instructions,  as  he 
called  upon  twenty-five  men  from  the  countj'  of  "Washington  to  go  to 
the  relief  of  his  exposed  Pelloweiiizens  of  Powell's  Valley;  that  when 
that  Draft  was  made  they  should  be  let  of,  and  men  living  in  the  place 
exposed  should  be  enrolled  in  lieu  thereof.  In  the  next  place  that  they 
were  allowed  to  live  at  home,  and  did  no  duty.  I  do  not  think  it  right 
that  those  men  receive  pay  for  no  service  rendered,  and  only  intending 
a  fraud  on  the  public,  &  have  withheld  their  pay  to  prevent  future 
Impositions  of  the  kind.  If  p'd,  the  person  who  rec'd  pay  from  the 
drafts  that  ought  to  have  served  should  pay  it.  My  resolution  is  not  to 
pay  anj-  of  them  untill  I  receive  orders  from  the  Executive  to  do  it. 
There  is  due  Justly  to  the  drafts  that  actually  served  from  the  county 
of  Washington  the  sum  of  £24  4  2,  whose  discharges  have  never  been 
produced  to  me,  and  rather  suppose  are  withheld  by  some  person  as  an 
injury  to  my  character.  If  those  discharges  are  not  shortly  produced, 
the  monej'  to  the  Treasury.

Sir: 

I  happening  to  be  abroad  when  your  letter  of  the  7th  of  last  month 
came  to  my  house,  prevented  my  answering  it  until  this  time.  It  was 
a  disagreeable  business  to  be  obliged  to  have  anything  to  do  in  affairs 
you  were  concerned  in.  I  knew  nothing  of  the  difference  that  took 
place  been  you  and  Lieutenant  Willoughby  until  I  received  a  letter 
from  tbe  Governor,  in  consequence  of  one  you  wrote   him  in  June  last. 

The  part  I  acted  last  year  as  commanding  oflScer  of  the  militia  of 
Washington  county  was,  I  beleive  in  strict  conformity  to  the  existing 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Governor's  orders  given  in  writing  in 
Russell  county,  and  his  subsequent  order  dated  in  Wythe. 

The  practice  of  engaging  men  in  Russell  county  for  the  frontier  Ser- 
vice, was  begun  some  months  before  by  yourself,  what  was  justifiable 
for  you  to  do,  could  not  be  criminal  in  your  subaltern,  besides  the  law 
and  former  usages  together  with  the  Governor's  last  order  encouraged 
Lieutenant  Willoughby  to  accept  of  substitutes,  who  were  better  men, 
in  place  of  the  militia  Drafts,  which  privilege  was  not  so  clearly  admis- 
sible for  the  volunteer  companies.  Last  year  Lieut.  McGavock  had  men 
from  Russell  in  his  detachment.  As  to  the  men  not  doing  their  duty 
after  they  were  enrolled,  that,  if  true,  would  be  a  crime  indeed,  but 
of  such  a  nature  as  not  to  deprive  them  of  their  pay,  but  to  punish  the 
oflBcer  who  commanded  them  whilst  in  service.  One  man,  in  the  list 
you  have  returned  to  me,  I  am  in  possession  of  proof  that  he  performed 
his  duty  faithfully,  and  at  the  time  he  was  engaged,  was  no  inhabitant 
of  Russell  county.     This  with  other  circumstances  induced  me  to  be- 
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lieve,  if  you  had  made  the  proper  enquiry,  all  the  other  men  would  have        1793. 
been  found  to  have  done  their  duty,  at  least  as  well   as  those   men  on  Novem.  7th 
Clinch  under  your  immediate  command. 

The  storj'of  my  receiving  two  or  three  hundred  dollars,  as  mentioned 
in  your  letter  to  the  G-overnor  from  militia  men  to  excuse  them  from 
service,  i.s  so  improbable,  that  I  am  pursuadcd  you  do  not  seriously  be- 
lieve it.  And  how  such  malice  could  be  cherished  in  you  breast  against 
me,  who  expected  returns  of  Justice  and  civiltj',  at  least,  if  not  gratitude, 
is  something  extraordinary.  However,  I  am  happy  in  having  it  in  my 
power  to  prove  that  I  did  not,  and  I  can  say  with  truth,  such  a  scheme 
never  entered  into  my  mind.  For  several  years  before  the  county  of  Wash- 
ington took  places  under  your  Father,  and  the  late  Col.  William  Pres- 
ton, I  conducted  the  defence  of  the  South  western  frontier  disinterestedly. 
Their  letters  are  my  vouches  how  I  conducted  myself  Since,  I  can  ap- 
peal to  Henry,  Jefferson  and  other  Governors. 

You  are  but  a  young  man  yet.  Sir,  and  it  would  have  become  you,  on 
your  first  outset  in  military  matters  to  have  been  more  circumspect,  by 
being  careful  to  have  spoken,  wrote,  and  acted  consistently,  and  in  no 
case  suffered  yoursclt  to  be  made  the  instrument  of  another  man's  re- 
venge, if  you  had,  few  would  have  rejoiced  more  than  I,  at  your  military 
advancements.  It  was  expected  that  the  pointed  disapprobation  of 
the  Governor  to  the  conduct  of  Newell  and  Capt.  Preston,  respecting  the 
detaining  soldier's  money  last  year,  would  have  operated  as  a  warning 
to  all  others. 

Yoti  complain  of  some  persons  withholding  militiamen's  Discharges  to 
hurt  your  character.  1  do  assure  you  I  have  none  of  them,  but  suppose 
from  the  desire  every  one  has  to  receive  money  due  them,  that  the  re- 
peated refusals  you  have  made  to  Lieutenant  Willoughby  and  others,  is 
the  reason  of  your  not  being  applied  to  lately,  and  that  the  claimants 
waits  the  decision  of  the  Executive  on  the  subject  of  3'our  communica- 
tion of  June  last.

P.  S. — My  mother  has  a  life  int.  only  in  this  fellow;  at  her  death  he 
descends  to  me.  The  whole  value  is  adjudged  to  her,  and  my  Interest 
neglected.

German-  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Excellency's 

letter  of  the  30th  ultimo,  advising  me  of  having  drawn  upon  me  a  Bill 


town 
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for  Ten  thousand  dollars,  in  favor  of  the  commissioner  of  the  Federal       1793. 
Buildings  in  the  city  of  Washington,  on  account  of  monies  advanced  to  Novem.  9th 
the  United  States  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia. 

As  the  accountant  of  the  War  Department,  has  not  yet  Joined  the 
department  owing  to  the  malady  in  Philadelphia.  I  am  uninformed  on 
what  account  these  advances  have  been  made.  I  hope  however  he  will 
be  at  this  place  early  in  the  next  week,  when  the  desired  information 
may  be  obtained.  In  the  meantime  I  am  led  to  conjecture  that  the 
advances  alluded  to  may  have  been  on  account  of  the  companies  which 
Virginia  maj-  have  ordered  for  the  protection  of  the  frontiers  during  the 
present  year.  If  this  should  be  the  case,  and  the  Bills  should  have  been 
drawn  upon  an  unliquidated  account,  I  am  apprehensive  that  its  imme- 
diate acceptance  will  be  attended  with  insupei^able  difficulties  at  the 
Treasury. 

I  shall  write  to  your  Excellency  as  soon  as  farther  information  shall 
be  had  upon  this  subject. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  has  taken  up  his  temporary  resi- 
dence at  this  place  until  the  disorder  in  the  city  shall  have  entirely 
ceased.  At  present  it  is  rapidly  declining.  In  the  meantime,  the  public 
business  will  be  transacted  here.

His  Excellency  Henry  Lee,  Esq. : 

Sir: 

Col'n  Newton  being  obliged  to  go  to  Carolina,  requested  us  to  see  Norfolk 
the  Law  and  your  proclamation  respecting  Quarantine  carried  into 
effect,  but  his  stay  being  longer  than  we  expected,  we  take  the  liberty 
of  informing  your  Excellency  that  the  Schooner  Polly,  Capt.  Gilsome, 
arrived  here  a  few  days  since  from  Grenada,  and  is  ordered  to  the  Quar- 
antine Ground.  The  crew  of  the  vessel  are  all  in  good  health  and  the 
Captain  says  that  no  contagious  Disorder  raged  in  Grenada  when  he  left 
it.  The  Sloop  Sally,  Capt.  Gisero,  with  artificers  and  tools  for  the 
armj-,  (from  Peiladelphia)  but  cleared  out  at  Chester,  was  run  ashore 
about  fifteen  miles  to  the  Southward  of  Cape  Henry.  The  tools,  &c., 
have  been  landed  &  by  the  Captain  transported  and  stored  at  Kemps- 
villo.  The  passengers  and  crew  are  all  left  the  vessel.  Some  of  them  are  "■"-- 
now  at  Kempsville;  some  of  them  came  to  this  town,  and  others 
(Frenchmen)  who  cannot  be  discovered,  we  are  informed,  are  in  Ports- 
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1793.  mouth.  Such  of  the  passengers  as  have  come  to  our  knowledge  we 
Novem.  10th  have  sent  to  the  Pest-house,  there  to  remain  during  the  time  appointed 
for  Quarantine.  Those  at  Keinpsville  will  be  also  ordered  t*ore,  and 
the  others  as  we  find  them  out.  This  House  is  about  two  miles  from 
this  Town,  stands  in  a  very  retired  Situation  on  the  Eastern  Branch. 
The  persons  there  can  be  furnished  with  every  necessary  bj^  water,  as 
easily  as  if  they  were  in  a  vessel  at  Craney  Island,  and  as  they  are 
mostly  Landsmen,  and  with  them  women  &  children,  and  we  found  it 
difScult  to  procure  a  vessel  to  put  them  on  board,  we  concluded  it 
would  be  as  well  to  confine  them  on  shore  at  the  Pest-house  as  on 
Board  a  Craft  in  the  River.  We  have  seen  several  of  their  people,  and 
from  their  looks  and  what  they  say,  we  are  induced  to  beleive  there  is 
no  sick  among  them,  and  no  risk  of  their  communicating  any  disorder 
to  the  Inhabitants.  One  of  the  Workmen  informing  us  that  their  Files 
and  other  Tools,  which  are  at  Kempsville,  will  be  injured,  if  not  opened 
and  attended  to.  We  imagine  as  soon  as  Mr.  Newton  returns,  he  will 
direct  them  to  be  transported  from  Kempsville  to  the  Pest-house,  where 
everything  can  be  done  to  them  that  may  be  necessary.  The  workman 
who  informed  us  that  they  all  receive  wages  from  the  United  States, 
we  have  furnished  with  provisions  and  all  other  necessaries,  and  shall 
continue  to  do  so  'till  Col.  Newton  returns,  who  will  doubtless  write  you 
the  instant  he  does,  but  we  consider  it  as  our  duty  to  inform  you  of  this 
vessel,  as  perhaps  the  arms  and  tools  may  be  wanted,  and  we  add  from 
the  appearance  of  the  people,  we  do  not  consider  there  will  be  any  risque 
in  their  coming  on  with  them  to  Eichmond.

Since  we  had  the  honor  of  writing  this  morning,  we  have  received 
a  letter  respecting  the  Ship  Betsy,  Capt.  Richardson,  off  and  from 
Grenada,  and  which  we  take  the  liberty  of  enclosing,  and  which  is  now 
forwarded  by  Express.  From  everything  we  can  learn,  the  crow  of  this 
vessel  are  all  in  good  health,  nor  does  it  appear  to  us  that  anj'  epidemic 
Disorder  is  now  prevalent  in  that  Island.  We  send  this  letter  up  by 
Express  as  the  urgenc}-  of  the  case  requires  immediate  attention.  We 
shall  direct  this  vessel  to  the  quai'antine  Ground,  and  should  the  people 
on  board  the  Ship  be  not  sufficient  to  Stand  to  the  Pumps,  we  shall  send 
othei's  to  their  assistance,  who  shall  be  compelled  to  remain  on  Board 
till  we  have  j-our  Excellcncie's  directions  or  untill  Colo.  Newton  returns 
when  we  shall  inform  him  of  the  Circumstances  that  he  may  act  as  he 
thinks  proper.

I  have  been  expecting  to  have  heard  from  you  giving  direc-  Novem.  10th 
lions  as  to  the  Eomainder  of  j-our  Flour,  which   I  shall  be  happy  to      Norfolk 
receive. 

This  Goes  by  Express  with  ii  letter  to  the  Governor  from  the  chief 
magistrates  of  this  place,  to  endeavour  to  get  admission  to  a  ship  in  dis- 
tress from  Grenada,  bound  to  London  without  the  formality  of  quaran- 
tine. I  beg  leave  to  request  your  having  the  letter  immediately  deliv- 
ered to  the  Governor,  &  Endeavour  to  get  his  answer  without  loss  of 
time.  The  Ship  is  so  Leaky  as  to  create  a  fear  that  Damage  will  accrue 
to  the  sugar.  All  the  people  are  in  high  health,  &  left  Grenada  the  7th 
Oct.,  so  that  had  any  Epidemic  disorder  harboured  among  them,  it  had 
been  out  ere  This. 

The  Ships  partly  owned  by  Mr.  E.  Ker  &  partly  by  Capt.  Eobsone. 
The  Captain  tells  me  Mr.  Ker  was  well. 

I  pray  your  dispatching  the  Express  as  quick  as  possible.

The  Ship  Betsy,  of  &  from  Grenada,  bound  to  London,  is  Norfolk 
put  into  Hampton  Eoads  in  a  very  leaky  condition,  having  sprung  a 
leak  in  a  severe  Gale  of  wind.  Capt.  Eichardson  reports  to  me  that  it 
is  with  the  utmost  difficulty  he  can  keep  her  free.  Her  cargo,  Consist- 
ing of  sugar,  Eum,  Cotton,  &c.,  &c.,  the  former  article  subject  to  damage, 
will,  I  fear,  suffer  without  assistance  fi-om  shore  to  Pump  the  vessel,  pro- 
vided she  is  subjected  to  ride  quarantine. 

The  Captain  assures  me  that  every  person  on  board  is  in  perfect  good 
health,  and  have  been  so  from  the  time  he  left  Grenada,  on  the  7th  of 
last  month. 

My  present  application  to  you  is  to  request  your  taking  the  above 
circumstances  under  your  consideration,  and  that  if  you  consider  it  con- 
sistent with  propriety  to  wave,  the  orders  respecting  quarantine  from 
Grenada  in  the  present  case,  3'ou  will  be  pleased  to  grant  permission  for 
the  Ship  to  proceed  to  Norfolk  for  the  purpose  of  discharging.  Other- 
wise, that  you  will  be  pleased  to  represent  the  matter  to  the  Executive 
lor  their  decision. 

I  beg  leave  also  to  mention  that  the  American  schooner,  Polly,  Wm. 
Gibson,  master,  of  this  port  from  Grenada,  is  now  at  Crany  Island  riding 
quarantine,  and  that  all  the  people  are  in  j)erfect  good  health,  and   that 
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1793.       by  every  account  I  have  received  from  Grenada,  there  is  no  epidemic 
Novem.  10th  Disorder  prevailing  there.

Sir: 

The  existing  war  between  some  of  the  European  powers,  having  oc- 
casioned the  capture  of  vessels  on  our  sea  coast,  it  has  become  essential 
that  some  certain  distance  from  our  shore  should  be  provisionally  fixed 
as  the  limits  of  the  protection  of  the  United  States. 

The  President  of  the  United  States,  in  determining  what  this  distance 
should  be,  has  been  guided  more  by  the  principles  of  moderation,  and  a 
hope  that  it  may  hereafter  be  extended  by  negotiation  with  the  different 
powers,  who  may  be  concerned  in  the  questions,  than  by  the  opinions  of 
some  Jurists,  who  are  for  a  great  distance ;  which,  however,  do  not  appear 
to  have  had  such  influence  as  to  fix  any  general  standard  among  the 
European  powers. 

The  President  therefore  has  conceived  it  best  as  far  as  shall  con- 
cern the  Executive  powers  to  take  the  distance  of  a  sea  league  for  the 
limits  of  the  protection  of  the  United  States.  This  distance  being  settled 
by  treaty  between  some  of  the  belligerent  powers,  and  as  little  as  any 
of  them  claim  on  their  own  coasts  can  admit  of  no  reasonable  opposition 
on  their  parts.  He  has,  therefore,  directed  me  to  request  that  your  Ex- 
cellency will  consider  a  Margin  of  one  Sea  League  being  a  very  small 
fraction  less  than  three  and  an  half  Statute  or  American  miles  on  our 
coast,  as  that  within  which  all  hostilities  are  interdicted.  The  Rivers 
and  bays  being  land  locked  are,  of  course,  by  the  laws  of  nations,  and  it 
is  presumed  by  the  laws  of  most  States,  within  the  body  of  the  United 
States,  and  under  the  protection  from  hostilitic«. 

As  the  question  whether  the  capture  has  been  made  within  these  lim- 
its is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  decided  by  witnesses,  it  becomes  neces- 
sary to  take  measures  for  the  examination  of  these  witnesses  in  the  dif. 
ferent  States  where  the  capture  may  happen,  and  the'laws  of  the  Union 
having  as  yet  made  no  provision  for  this  purpose,  the  President  consid- 
ers that  this  duty  ought  to  be  jierformed  \ij  the  attornies  of  the  respec- 
tive districts. 

In  case,  therefore,  that  your  Excellencj-  should  take  possession  of  any 
vessel  upon  an  allegation  of  her  having  been  captured  within  our  limits, 
you  will  have  the  goodness  to  cause  the  attorney  of  the  United  States 
within  your  State  to  be  notified  thereof  in  order  that  he  may  take  the 
proper  steps  for  the  Examination  of  the  necessary-  witnesses  upon  the 
affair. 
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The  President  of  the  United  States  has  farther  instructed  me  to  1793. 
inform  your  Excellency  that  if  any  Privateers  which  have  illegally  Novem.  12th 
fitted  in  any  of  our  ports  should  by  anj'  circumstances  be  constrained  to 
come  into  any  of  the  Ports  of  Virginia,  that  they  be  permitted  to  make 
no  repairs  whatever,  but  on  the  condition  of  their  divesting  themselves 
of  all  warlike  equipments;  In  such  a  case  that  they  be  permitted  to 
make  any  repairs  belonging  solely  to  a  commercial  vessel.

At  the  request  of  Mr.  Nathan  Springer,  I  have  enclosed  to  you 
his  memorial  addressed  to  the  Governor.  It  is  also  accompanied  with 
an  account  of  the  beef  &  salt  that  was  purchased  for  Rangers  and  was 
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1793.  lost.  (He)  Springer  informs  me  tiaat  you  were  good  enough  to  say  that 
Novem.  14th  you  would  lay  his  papers  before  the  Executive  board,  in  order  that  Jus- 
tice might  be  done  him.  Ho  is  a  poor  man  with  a  large  family  and 
cannot  sustain  the  loss  of  such  a  sum  of  money  without  distressing 
them,  and  as  1  really  beleive  the  facts  set  forth  in  his  memorial  are 
strictly  true,  I  conceive  he  ought  not  to  loose  it;  however,  I  have  no 
doubt  that  council  will  do  what  in  Justice  ought  to  be  done  upon  this 
&  all  other  matters  that  come  before  them.

Senator,  or  Mr.  John  Davis,  either  of  which  will  contrive  it  up  to  me, 
unless  Government  shall  be  disposed  to  send  a  number  of  them  to  Win- 
chester for  the  use  of  the  countic.*  West  of  the  Blufe  Eidge,  in  that  case, 
send  mine  to  the  care  of  Mr.  John  Peyton. 

We  have  no  Indian  news  that  can  be  relied  upon.  Our  frontiers  is  in 
expectation  dayly  that  a  strolic  will  be  made  on  them  in  some  quarter. 
Our  Eangers  on  the  Ohio  I  have  a  hope  are  doing  their  duty,  but  really 
those  in  the  interior  parts  are  of  no  value.  The  men  on  the  Ohio  sent 
last  month  for  ammunition,  by  whom  we  heard  from  the  different  posts, 
which  was  the  only  accounts  we  had  from  them  this  summer.  I  was  in 
hopes  it  would  have  been  more  frequent  from  the  arrangement  you 
made,  but  so  it  is.

The  memorial  of  Nathan  Springer  of  Monongalia  County,  Hum- 
bly represents  That  your  Memorialist,  who  had  by  the  appointment  of 
Col.  George  Jackson,  supplied  the  Eangers  on  the  frontiers  of  said 
County  for  the  year  1792,  and  in  the  month  of  December,  in  the  same 
year,  Mr.  John  Davis  applied  to  me  to  continue  to  furnish  the  said 
Troops,  as  he  said  they  were  to  be  continued  on  duty  through  the 
winter  by  order  of  your  Excellency,  in  consequence  of  which,  notwith- 
standing the  season  was  almost  expired,  I  with  very  considerable 
expence  procured  4,540  lbs.  Beef,  and  had  it  salted  up  in  the  best  man- 
ner I  could,  with  eight  Bushels  of  good  Alum  salt,  and  stowed  it  up  for 
the  use  of  the  troops,  thinking  to  be  called  upon  to  issue  it  all  during 
the  winter,  but  so  it  was;  that  you  never  ordered  out  the  men  untill 
May,  at  which  time  I  issued  part  of  the  Beef,  but  the  men  refused  to 
receive  it  as  it  was  then  spoiled,  owing,  as  was  supposed,  to  the  wood  of 
which  the  casks  in  which  it  was  salted  was  made,  being  not  thoroughly 
seasoned,  which  your  memorialist  was  upon  the  emergency  obliged  to 
use  as  their  was  no  better  to  be  had,  and  which  would  have  answered 
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every  purpose  had  the  beef  been  called  for,  agreeable  to  the  time  ap-  1793. 
pointed  by  your  Excellency.  Your  memorialist  confiding  in  the  In-  Novem.  14th 
structions  he  received  from  Mr.  John  Davis,  which  was  to  lay  in  pro- 
visions for  the  Troops  during  the  winter,  which  he  did  as  aforesaid,  con- 
ceives it  would  be  unjust  that  he  should  loose  the  price  thereof,  as  there 
was  no  neglect  in  him  ;  and  therefore  prays  that  your  Excellency  will 
direct  payment  to  him  for  the  same  agreeably  to  the  stated  acc't  accom- 
panying this  memorial.     And  your  memorialist  will  pray,  &c.

Sir: 

This  will  be  delivered  you  by  Capt.  Potter  of  the  Sloop  Phcenix,  Norfolk 
which  came  from  Richmond  here  under  Gruard;  the  expences  of  which  I 
am  unacquainted  with.  He  has  given  bond  for  twenty  pounds  for  pay- 
ment of  charges,  &  as  well  as  I  can  Judge,  the  ara't  at  this  place  will  be 
about  four  pounds,  which  I  have  charged  his  vessel  with — the  rest  y'r 
Excellency  can  have  settled  at  Richmond  &  include  his  Expenditure 
here  also,  which  will  save  trouble.  I  cannot  help  repeating  that  there 
is  a  great  hardship  in  all  the  cases  of  the  vessels  performing  quarantine, 
being  obliged  to  pay  Expenses  of  boats,  Guards,  &c.  The  loss  of  time 
&  wages  incurred  during  the  tune  they  lie  is  very  heavy,  and  more  than 
any  owner  can  afford;  &  as  it  is  for  the  public  safety,  I  think  it  ought 
to  be  a  general  charge  to  the  community,  but  the  law  is  pointed  that 
the  Expence  is  to  be  reimbursed  to  the  State;  yet,  as  the  Assembly  are 
sitting,  they  could  dispense  with  it  at  the  instance  of  several  of  the 
owners.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  mention  the  matter  to  your  Excel- 
lency that  if  it  can  be  dispensed  with,  it  should  be;  in  one  instance  a 
poor  widow  will  have  to  pay  four  pounds,  who  lost  her  husband  &  Eighty 
pounds,  &  many  of  the  others  very  unable  to  pay — their  only  support 
being  the  worth  of  their  vessels.

"When  I  waited  on  the  Executive  during  your  absence  this  fall,  I  Novem.  18th 
wished  them  to  inform  me  by  what  tribunal  the  soldiers  under  my  direu-  Point  of 
tion  were  triable  in  cases  assigned  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Court-martials 
by  the  articles  for  the  Government  of  the  late  Continental  army.  The 
subject  was  waved  without  an}'  special  instructions  how  I  should  pro- 
ceed, but  from  the  manner  in  which  it  was  treated  it  left  an  impression 
with  me  that  in  cases  of  offence  I  must  use  my  discretion.  Since  that 
period  nothing  has  occurred  so  as  to  involve  me  in  any  diflflculty  untill 
a  few  nights  past,  when  one  of  my  continels  suffered  some  person,  as  yet 
unknown,  to  enter  the  square,  aad  take  therefrom  articles  immediately 
under  his  charge.  There  remains  no  doubt  with  me  that  the  man  was 
absent  from  his  post,  or  sleeping  on  it.  In  either  case  a  court-martial 
would  not  hesitate  to  condemn  him  to  suffer  death,  but  as  I  feel  myself 
conscious  that  no  such  power  can  or  ought  to  be  vested  in  me  alone,  I 
think  it  my  duty  to  request  you  to  favour  me  with  your  Ideas  on  the 
subject.  The  youth  is  now  under  Guard,  &  must  necessarily  experience 
some  degree  of  punishment. 

I  shall  administer  it  so  as  to  endeavour  to  guard  against  a  Repetition 
of  the  offence.  I  trust  that  befoi-e  another  occasion  presents  itself,  your 
suggestions  will  be  at  hand  to  guide  me.

Novem.  20th  part  of  the  force  authorized  by  the  Executive  on  the  29th  of  December, 
1790,  to  be  embodied  for  the  defence  of  Kentucky  for  the  year  1791, 
under  General  Scott. 

By  Governor  Randolph's  letter  to  General  Scott,  dated  the  25th  of 
March,  1791,  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  refer,  and  which  was  forwarded  to 
Kentucky  by  Express,  the  forces  authorised  by  this  State  for  the  defence 
of  Kentucky  were  discharged,  on  the  General  Government  notifying  to 
the  Governor  that  full  and  effectual  measures  had  been  taken  by  that 
Government  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers  of  the  United  States.  As 
the  time  in  1791,  when  these  services  were  rendered  is  not  specified,  and 
as  the  oflBcers  of  Kentucky  as  well  as  others  of  the  frontiers  of  Virginia 
were  required  by  Governor  Lee  in  January,  1792,  to  forward  all  claims 
for  services  in  1891,  in  the  predicament  which  these  stand  to  the  Gene- 
ral Government  for  settlement,  I  do  not  conceive  that  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia  can  now  be  chargeable  with  a  settlement  of  them.

The 
pressing  demands  of  the  City  at  this  time,  which  have  been  communi- 
cated to  me  by  the  Treasurer,  will  be  my  best  apology  for  the  proposi-

Sir: 

Sometime  ago  I  was  appointed  bj-  the  Executive  to  settle  with  the  War 
Collectors  who  have  had  the  management  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Department 
countj'  of  Prince  William,  formerly  the  pi-operty  of  Robert  Bristoe,  and 
confiscated  in  the  year  1779,  to  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  also 
to  collect  from  the  tenants  on  the  said  Land  the  rents  that  might  be  due 
from  them  on  receipt  of  this  Commission,  &  an  enquiry  into  the  busi- 
ness it  appeared  that  this  Assembly  by  their  resolution  of  the  2l8t  of 
June,  1781,  had  empowered  Messrs.  Cuthbert  Bullitt  &  Foushee  Tebbs, 
the  then  Commissioners  of  escheated  property  in  the  aforesaid  County 
to  receive  the  profits  of  said  Estate  with  an  injunction  annually  to  ac- 
count for  the  said  profits  at  the  Treasury  office;  it  also  appeared  that 
the  Commissioners  had  appointed  Messrs.  Thomas  Chapman  &  William 
Carr,  merchants  of  Dumfries,  to  execute  the  trust  reposed  in  them  by 
the  resolution  of  the  Assembly.  I  then  found  it  necessary  for  an  aiding 
power  to  be  obtained  from  Mr.  BuUit,  the  surviving  Commissioner,  in 
addition  to  the  one  received  from  the  Executive,  which  I  was  also 
directed  by  them  to  apply  for.  This  being  obtained,  I  demanded  of  the 
Executors  of  Messrs.  Carr  &  Chapman  a  rent-roll  of  the  Tenants;  I  have 
never  been  able  to  procure  one — they  saying  there  was  no  such  thing 
among  the  papers  of  the  deceased.  The  only  document  or  guide  I  could 
obtain,  was  the  enclosed  accounts  stating  that  on  such  and  such  a  day 
in  such  a  year,  such  a  person  had  payed  so  &  so.  This  put  me  into 
great  difficulty  how  to  proceed  to  ascertain  the  number,  names,  and 
ballances  due  by  the  Tenants.  I  went  upon  the  land,  and  alter  some 
time  gained  the  necessary  information  as  to  the  two  first  points — as  to 
the  latter  I  have  not  to  this  time  been  able  fully  to  accomplish  it,  nor  do 
I  beleive  it  can  ever  be  done  satisfactorily. 

The  mode  I  have  fallen  on  was  to  inform  each  Tenant  that  the  Com- 
monwealth had  a  right  to  the  rents  of  the  lands  since  the  Confiscation 
in  the  year  1779,  and  that  the  holder  of  a  Tenement  must  prove  to  me 
to  whom  he  has  paid  what-  rents  were  not  credited  each  individual  in 
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1793.  Carr  &  Chapman's  accounts  or  be  answerable  for  them.  Pew  of  the  then 
Novem.  20th  holders  had  been  occupants  during  the  whole  tiaie,  and  in  many  instances 
a  Tenement  had  passed  thro'  several  hands,  the  last  possessor  generally 
purchasing  the  tenement  free  from  back  rents.  My  information  threw 
these  poor  people  into  groat  confusion,  and  they  requested  of  me  time  to 
see  their  predecessors  and  gain  information  about  the  payment  of  the 
rents  due  on  the  places  pre%'ious  to  their  coming  on  them.  The  time 
spent  in  this  enquiry  has  been  lengthy,  and  until  this  last  summer,  I 
have  not  been  able  to  gain  the  necessary  information  to  authorize  me 
to  make  any  distresses. 

In  the  months  of  July  and  A-Ugust  last,  distresses  have  been  made  for 
about  60,000  pounds  of  Tobacco.  There  is  still  more  due  from  the  ten- 
ants. By  the  documents  I  have  collected  during  my  investigation  of 
this  business,  I  think  there  is  due  from  Carr  &  Chapman's  estate  at  least 
30,000,  and  from  Mr.  Bullits'  estate  considerably  upwards  of  10,000 
pounds  of  Tobacco,  these  two  last  sums  1  find  will  not  be  recovered  but 
by  suit.  As  to  the  account  rendered  by  the  executors  of  Messrs.  Carr 
&  Chapman  which  I  refused  settling  as  rendered  by  them,  and  the  suit 
which  must  be  brought,  I  hope  to  have  instructions  on  the  following 
points:  In  the  accounts  it  appears  they  have  undertaken  of  their  own 
aceoi-d  to  dispose  of  the  Public  Tobacco  at  low  prices,  and  after  having 
done  so,  charges  the  public  with  the  amount  of  taxes  during  the  pay- 
ment of  Certificates  at  a  high  rate,  when  they  were  (as  I  am  informed) 
to  be  purchased  very  commonly  during  these  periods  at  low  prices.  The 
public  Tobacco,  although  received  of  Crop  weights,  is  entered  as  transfer 
and  sold  as  such,  evidently  to  a  considerable  public  loss.  A  Commission 
of  10  pr.  cent,  is  charged  on  transacting  the  business.  How  far  in  com- 
mencing the  suit  it  would  be  proper  to  state  an  account  against  Messrs. 
Carr  &  Chapman  charging  them  with  the  whole  apnual  rents  of  the  land 
and  crediting  them  with  the  payments  he  has  made,  the  certificates  of 
each  j-ear  to  be  credited  at  the  highest  current  price  of  the  respective 
years  in  which  they  wei'e  paid. 

The  Tobacoo  I  have  received  and  collected,  except  what  was  paid  by 
order  of  Mr.  Bullitt  to  the  Surveyor  for  his  services  I  have  ready  to  be 
paid. 

I  shall  stand  in  need  of  the  enclosed  accounts  in  the  prosecution  of  a 
settlement  of  this  business,  and  any  instructions  that  may  be  thought 
necessary  will  be  immediately  attended  to  by.  Sir,

And  are  of  opinion  that  eight  scouts  in  the  county  of  Ohio;  four  scouts 
in  the  county  of  Monongalia;  six  scouts  in  the  county  of  Harrison; 
two  scouts  in  the  county  of  Randolph,  to  be  ready  at  the  discharge  of 
the  present  scouts  and  rangers,  and  be  stationed  on  the  Ohio  River,  will 
be  sufficient  till  the  15th  day  of  February  next,  but  this  cannot  be  con- 
sidei'ed  as  adequate  for  the  spring  and  summer  seasons. 

And  we  are  also  of  opinion  that  the  scouts  and  rangers  now  in  service 
ought  to  be  continued  till  the  first  day  of  January  next. 

We  are  also  of  opinion  that  from  and  after  the  said  15th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, the  number  of  scouts  should  be  augmented  to  twelve  in  the  county 
of  Ohio,  six  in  the  county  of  Monongalia,  eigiit  in  the  county  of  Harri- 
son, six  in  the  county  of  Randolph,  and  that  the  same  number  of  rang- 
ers that  are  now  in  service  will  be  actually  necessary  for  the  defence  of 
the  said  frontiers  from  and  after  the  said  15th  day  of  February  next. 

Any  individual  member  having  any  charge  or  charges  against  any 
officer  or  officers  now  in  service  will  do  it  in  his  individual  capacity.  .

Executive  as  one  which  appears  to  us  most  effective.

Washington  Capt.  Andrew  Lewis  having  lodged  a  complaint  to  the  Executive 

County  against  me,  respecting  my  conduct  as  an  officer  whilst  I  had  the  honor 
to  command  a  detachment  of  militia  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-two,  from  Washington  county,  in  Powell's  valley, 
which  was  under  the  direction  of  the  said  Capt.  Andrew  Lewis;  1  take 
the  liberty  therefore  of  giving  your  Excellency  the  following  statement 
of  facts,  in  order  to  do  Justice  to  my  conduct  as  an  officer,  also  to  do 
Justice  to  the  soldiers  that  served   under  me: 

A  few  day  before  1  marched  from  Washington  county,  I  had  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  Lieut.  James  Hawkins,  who  made  an  appointment 
with  me  that  he  and  Captain  Lewis  would  meet  me  at  the  Plat 
Lick  in  Russel  county,  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  August,  to  give  me  instruc- 
tions where  to  station  and  how  to  act.  I  arrived  at  the  Flat  Lick  on 
the  day  appointed,  and  found  a  piece  of  paper  tacked  to  a  tree,  signed 
James  Hanking,  directing  me  to  march  to  Yocum  station,  and  there  you 
will  meet  with  further  orders.  A  few  days  after  I  arrived  at  Yoeura's 
I  received  a  letter  from  Capt.  Lewis,  which  is  in  the  following  words: 

Castle  Woods,  Aug.  24th,  1792. 
It  is  out  of  my  power  to  meet  you  either  at  Flat  Lick  or  Yocum's 
station,  as  directed  or  advised  by  Colo.  Campbell.  I  think  it  not  neces- 
sary for  the  Detachments  under  your  command  and  Ensign  Campbell, 
both  to  be  at  one  station,  aa  Mr.  Campbell  is  already  fixed.  I  think  the 
properest  place  is  at  Henry  Hovers,  near  Yocum's  station,  for  you  to  be 
fixed,  which  you  will  Imediately  repair  to,  and  the  first  thing  you  do, 
Stockade  yourselves  as  convenient  to  a  spring  as  possible.  The  Com- 
missary will  be  with  you  in  a  day  or  two  to  make  some  preparation  for 
you.     If  ammunition  is  wanting,  I  can  spare  you  a  little. 

I  am,  &c. 

P.  S. — It  will  be  necessary  to  range  once  or  twice  a  Aveek — 

Which  is  all  the  orders  or  directions  I  ever  received  from  Capt.  Lewis, 
altho'  1  applied  more  than  once  by  letter,  untill  I  received  orders  to 
meet  at  Fort  Lee  toward  the  last  of  November,  to  be  discharged.  On 
the  first  of  September  I  received  a  letter  from  Colo.  Campbell,  which  is 
in  these  words: 
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"  The  bearer Dougherty,  is  about  to  settle  in  Powell's  valley.       1793. 

Says  he  has  no  objection  to  serve  in  the  militia  on  duty  all  the  Fall;  you  Novem.  23d 
can  set  him  down  therefore  in  the  room  of  the  man  I  spoke  to  you 
about,  and  besides  be  as  attentive  as  possible  to  engage  for  the  three 
months  all  you  can  agreeable  to  the  Governor's  wish  in  his  last  letter. 
I  have  no  apprehensions  from  the  northwards  the  remaining  part  of  this 
Season,  but  I  doubt  that  the  Cherokees  will  be  troublesome  by  their 
small  parties;  if  so,  the  Settlement  about  Cumberland  Gap  will  be  most 
exposed,  and  will  require  active  exertions  to  defend  it.  I  will  do  all  in 
my  power  to  have  the  number  compleat  by  drafts  and  otherwise,  and  be 
sure  you  be  attentive  to  the  same  subject  by  prompting  voluntary  en- 
gagements of  young  men  in  the  valley,  &c.,  &c." 

The  number  of  the  Draft  that  came  with  me  from  Washington  County 
being  only  13  men,  and  four  that  followed,  amounting  only  to  17  in  the 
whole,  viz:  Moses  White,  Fi-ancis  Arbaugb,  Jacob  Henegar,  Thomas 
Long,  Thomas  Donaldson,  Nelson  White,  Isaac  Meek,  Francis  Berry, 
John  Lawless,  Archibald  Woods,  John  Duft,  Phillip  Goodman,  Adam 
Ely,  John  Loyd,  John  Childes,  &  Samuel  Slaughter,  Jacob  Wisenhunt, 
which  was  a  number  considerably  less  than  my  detachment  was  to  con- 
sist of;  and  upon  considering  the  exposed  situation  of  the  frontier  that 
I  was  appointed  to  guard,  having  such  encouragement  from  Colo.  Camp- 
bell, and  being  informed  that  Capt.  Lewis  Inlisted  men  in  Russell 
County,  I  Enlisted  the  following  men,  viz:  Samuel  Livingston,  Vincent 
Hobbs,  George  Yocum,  Robert  Howard,  James  Mayfleld,  &  Samuel  Conn, 
on  this  principle  that  they  were  to  do  the  duty  and  service  of  spies  by 
turns,  for  which  they  were  only  to  receive  soldier's  pey ;  which  service 
actually  they  performed.  I  also  enlisted  the  following,  viz:  James  Van- 
bibber,  James  Hubb,  Jacob  Lewis,  Lewis  Tacket,  James  Lewis,  Thomas 
Tacket,  Wm.  Dougherty,  George  Tacket,  James  Burgess,  William  Trot- 
ter, William  Hobbes,  James  Fugate,  Nimrod  Christman,  to  fill  up  the 
detachment  which  did  duty  with  the  soldiers  that  came  from  Washing- 
ton county,  and  served  faithfully  untill  they  were  discharged.  Na- 
thaniel Hix  was  assisting  the  Commissary.  Henr3^  Hover  &  Stephen 
Jones,  Corp'ls.  William  Dougherty,  Jun'r,  came  to  me  as  mentioned  in 
Col.  Campbell's  letters,  and  I  received  him  as  a  soldier,  and  he  served 
faithfully  untill  he  was  discharged;  as  to  any  other  I  had  no  instruc- 
tions or  requisition  from  Colo.  Campbell  to  employ  any  substitute  in  the 
room  of  any  man  whatsoever  for  the  Drafts. 

The  second  Draft  from  Washington  county  was  fuller  than  the  first, 
consisting  of  twenty -four,  which  also  served  untill  they  were  regularly 
discharged.  There  was  also  some  of  the  first  draft  of  Washington 
county  that  I  agreed  with  to  serve  in  the  room  of  men  of  the  second 
draft  that  did  not  march,  so  there  was  twenty-eight  in  the  second  month 
from  Washington  county  in  service.  As  to  Capt.  Lewis'  assertion  that 
-  he  has  detected  a  fraud,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  from  whence  he  I'eceived 
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1793.  his  information,  for  I  must  make  free  to  say  it  was  not  a  good  one,  nor  is 
Novem.  23d  founded  on  truth,  for  Ibere  was  no  fraud  ever  thought  or  intended  by 
me,  but  on  the  contrary  to  render  the  best  Service  I  could  to  my 
country,  that  the  nature  of  the  case  would  admit  of,  and  if  I  have  any 
mistake  it  was  through  a  zeal  to  render  the  frontiers  the  best  ser- 
vice I  could,  and  not  with  any  Intention  to  Pocket  one  shilling  of 
money  unjustly,  either  for  myself  or  any  other  2:)erson.  And  now.  Sir, 
I  humbly  request  the  interposition  of  the  Executive  in  behalf  of  those 
men  that  was  livers  in  Powell's  Valley  that  Capt.  Lewis  refuseth  to 
pa}',  that  did  actual  service  and  duly,  if  you,  in  your  Judgement  and 
opinion  think  they  are  Justly  entitled  to  pay  from  this  Statement  I 
have  given,  all  of  which  I  am  able  and  willing  to  verify'  by  affidavits,  if 
required.  I  also  must  request  your  interposition  in  behalf  of  a  member 
of  the  militia  from  this  county  that  (3apt  Lewis  has  not  paid  from 
various  pretences,  altho  applied  to  agreeable  to  his  advertisements;  also 
for  )jart  of  pay  for  others  that  he  has  withheld  as  he  says  from  a  mis- 
take in  not  understanding  the  pay-roll,  viz.:  John  J)uflf,  Archibald 
Woods,  and  others.

Sir: 
Alexandria  In  pursuance  of  the  authority  which  I  received  from  you  I  thought 

it  expedient  to  keep  a  look-out  boat  in  employ  for  two  months.  The 
same  boat  with  the  master  and  three  hands  hud  been  engaged  in  the 
same  service  by  the  corporation  at  a  Guinea  per  day.  At  that  price  I 
agreed  with  him,  as  will  appear  from  his  certificate.  I  have  dismissed 
some  time  since,  but  have  not  yet  consented  to  the  importation  of  Goods 
from  Philad'a.  With  respect  to  this  point,  I  should  suppose  it  proper 
that  the  conduct  sliould  be  uniform  throughout  the  State.  Many  appli- 
cations have  been  made  to  me  by  Merchants  of  this  Town,  and  I  have 
declined  giving  answers  'till  I  should  consult  you.  For  my  own  part, 
notwithstanding  the  confidence  reposed  in  me,  compelled  me  to  act  in 
conformity  to  a  different  opinion,  yet  it  has  always  been  my  belief  that 
the  malignance  of  the  Philadelphia  disease  was  entirely  local  and 
not  transportable.  I  have  not  only  heard  of  the  disorders  existing  under 
a  milder  form  in  many  parts  of  this  country,  but  have  seen  it  epidemical 
in  this  Town.  That  it  has  been  productive  of  so  much  mortality  in 
Philad'a,  I  have  ascribed  to  the  co-operation  of  local  circumstances. 
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Mr.  Patterson  is  going  down  to  Richmond  in  expectation  of  receiving       1793. 
the  compensation  for  his  service.,  and   by  him  I  will  thank  you  for  Novem.  24th 
further  instructions  relative  to  the  above.

On  an  application  some  time  since  made  to  his  Excellency  Beverlj'  Northamp- 
Randolph  by  the  Ginkesking  tribe  of  Indians,  resident  in  this  county,  ''"^  County 
he  was  pleased  to  direct  by  a  letter  addressed  to  me,  as  their  Trustee, 
that  the  necessary  expences  attendant  on  a  resurvey  of  their  lands 
should  be  drawn  for  and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury.  The  resurvey  has  at 
length  been  obtained,  and  Expences,  including  sui'veyor's  fee,  chain  car- 
riers, and  the  attendance  of  *  *  *  amount  to  seven  pounds  eight 
shillings  &  six  pence,  which  sum  I  beg  leave  to  request  your  Excellenej' 
to  give  the  necessary  instructions  to  be  paid  to  the  bearer,  Mr.  Peter 
Bowdoin,  who  will  attend  your  E.xcelleney's  commands  for  that  purpose. 
The  known  habits  of  Indolence  and  aversion  from  every  kind  of  pi'o- 
fitable  labour  in  which  these  people  live,  were,  I  presume,  the  motives 
which  had  induced  the  late  Governor  to  adopt  in  their  favor  so  indul- 
gent a  means  of  vindicating  their  rights;  and  be  assured  that  in  this 
instance  his  Excellency  had  not  mistaken  the  true  characteristics  of  the 
tribe  of  the  Gingasking  Indians,  who  seem  to  have  inherited  the  native 
indolence  of  all  that  class  of  people.

Proclamation  by  the  Governor. 

Novem.  25th  By  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia — A  Proclamation: 
Eichmond  Whereas  the  malignant  fever  which  unhappily  prevailed  in  the 

city  of  Philadelphia,  has  subsided;  and  whereas  the  advanced  season  of 
the  year,  as  well  as  the  latest  intelligence  from  the  Windward  Islands, 
concur  in  rendering  unnecessary  a  further  interruption  of  the  Commerce 
of  this  Commonwealth  with  the  Island  of  Tobago  and  the  Grenades,  I 
have  therefore  thought  fit,  by  and  with  advice  of  the  Council  of  state, 
hereby  to  revoke  my  Proclamation  of  the  17th  day  of  September,  di- 
recting performance  of  Quarantine  in  certain  cases;  and  all  Guards, 
boats,  and  persons  heretofore  called  upon  or  employed  to  carry  the  said 
Proclamation  into  effect,  (except  the  Superintendants  appointed  at  the 
several  Ports  of  Entry  and  delivery,  whose  offices  are  permanent,)  are 
forthwith  discharged.

Richmond  The  schooner  Ranger,  John  Toulson,  J'n'r,  having  arrived  in  Eliza- 

beth River  from  Grenada,  which  place  she  left  about  four  weeks  past, 
has  been  ordered  to  perform  quarantine  at  Craney  Island — that  being  a 
very  exposed  situation  at  this  season,  &  the  vessel  wanting  much  repair, 
having  been  considerably  damaged  in  a  Gale  of  wind  on  her  outward 
passage.

I  hope  that  there  is  no 
impropriety  in  soliciting  that  Col.  Newton,  if  he  thinks  proper,  may 
allow  her  to  proceed  to  City  .Point  or  Norfolk  to  discharge  her  cargo,  in 
order  to  be  repaired— particularly  as  the  Physician  of  the  Port  of  Nor- 
folk has  reported  that  all  the  people  are  healthy.

As  commanding  officer  of  the  County  of  Warwick,  I  consider  it  mj'  Novem.  25th 
duty  in  bebiilf  of  the  Inhabitants  of  that  county,  to  request  the  favour     Warwick 
of  you  to  lay  the  following  address  before  the  Hon'ble  Board  of  Council.      county 

I  beg  leave  to  represent  that  the  good  people  of  the  county  of  War- 
wick are  from  their  local  situation  at  all  times  exposed  to  the  depreda- 
tions of  pirates  or  a  common  enemy,  from  their  county  extending 
twenty-five  miles  on  the  navigable  waters  of  James  River;  That  since 
the  melancholy  affair  at  Hispaniola,  the  Inhabitants  of  the  lower  country 
and  especially  this  county  have  been  repeatedly  alarmed  by  some  of 
their  Slaves  having  attempted  to  raise  an  Insurrection,  which  was 
timely  suppressed  in  this  county  by  executing  one  of  the  principal 
advisors  of  the  Insui-rection ;  That  upon  a  Review  of  the  militia  of  that 
county,  which  consists  of  two  companie.s,  I  find  there  are  not  twenty 
stand  of  arms  in  the  whole  County  fit  for  service. 

I  also  further  beg  leave  to  add  that  the  defenceless  situation  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  that  part  of  our  country  has  been  occasioned  by  the  fol- 
lowing circumstances:  when  the  British  troops  took  possession  of  York 
Town,  the  commander-in-chief  of  that  army  issuei  his  proclamation, 
whereby  he  required  the  inhabitants  of  the  counties  of  Elizabeth  City, 
and  Warwick,  and  of  the  lower  part  of  York  county,  to  deliver  up  all 
their  fire  arms  to  him  at  York  Town,  under  pain  of  having  all  their 
propertj'  destroyed  and  their  persons  cast  into  prison  ships,  where  they 
must  have  been  lyable  to  those  insults  and  diseases  which  the  British 
troops  never  failed  to  give  wherever  they  went  throughout  this  country. 

That  all  communication  with  our  army  being  at  that  time  cut  off,  the 
good  people  of  that  part  of  our  countrj^,  who  tho'  in  general  were  as 
firm  friends  to  the  cause  of  liberty  as  any  upon  the  Continent  of 
America,  were  under  the  disagreeable  necessity  of  laying  down  their 
arms  at  Yorktown,  in  conformity  to  the  before  mentioned  proclamation, 
some  few  young  men  excepted.  That  those  arms  were  retaken  from  the 
British  Troops  when  Lord  Cornwallis  surrendered  at  Yorktown,  to  the 
American  and  French  armies,  at  which  time  it  was  well  hoped  that 
those  arms  wovild  have  been  restored  to  the  Inhabitants  of  this  lower 
country  again,  but  from  some  cause  or  other  it  was  not  done,  and  the 
people  of  Warwick  county  still  remain  in  the  same  defenceless  situation 
they  were  then  left  in.  That  the  counties  of  York  and  Elizabeth  City 
have  received  a  supply  of  arras  from  the  public  stock,  and  I  humbly 
hope  that  your  honorable  Board  will  bo  pleased  to  direct  that  one  hun- 
dred stand  of  arms  shall  be  sent  the  county  of  Warwick,  which  county 
tho.  small,  has  never  failed  during  or  since  the  late  revolution  at  all 
times  to  supply  her  full  quota  of  men  and  money  when  called  upon  by 
her  country.     What  I  have  here  stated  I  know  to  be  facts,  and  which  I 
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1793.        trust  your  honorable  Board  will  be  pleased  to  take  into  due  eonsid-

Present — George  French,  Charles  Mortimer,  James  Somerville,  Ben- 
jamin Day,  "William  Lovell — Gentlemen,  Justices. 

John  Minor,  Jun'r,  deputy  attorney  in  the  court  of  Hustings  of  the 
Corporation  of  Fedei-icksburg,  for  the  Commonwealth,  and  now  present 
in  court,  gives  the  said  court  to  understand  and  be  informed  that  Allick, 
a  negro  man  slave,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Marj'  Campbell,  not  having  the 

peace  of  God  before  his  eyes,  did  on  the  night  succeeding  the day 

of ,  1793,  at  the  town  aforesaid,  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Hus- 
tings court  for  the  said  town,  did  feloniously  take  from  the  person  of 
Molly  Buckner  sundry  articles  of  wearing  apparel,  to-wit:  one  shirt  of 
the  value  of  two  shillings,  one  petticoat  of  the  value  of  three  shillings, 
one  waistcoat  of  the  value  of  one  shilling,  one  apron  of  the  value  of  two 
shillings,  one  shawl  of  the  value  of  three  shillings,  one  cap  of  the  value 
of  one  shilling,  one  handkerchief  of  the  value  of  one  shilling,  one  pair  of 
breeches  of  the  value  of  one  shilling,  and  one  shilling  and  six  pence  in 
cash,  and  also  that  the  said  Allick  did  on  the  night  aforesaid,  within  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Court  aforesaid,  ravish  the  said  Molly,  against  the 
peace  and  dignity  of  the  Commonwealth.  Wbereu])on  the  attorney  for 
the  Commonwealth  prays  Judgement,  &c.

Whereupon  the  said  Molly  was  sworn  and  examined,  and  the 
said  Aleck  heard  in  his  own  defence;  on  consideration  whereof,  it  is  the

why  the  court  here  to  judgement  and  execution  against  him  of  and  upon  Novem.  25th 
the  premises  should  not  proceed,  he  said   he   had  nothing  but  what  he 
had  before  said;  Therefore  it  is  considered    by  the  court  that  he  be 
hanged  by  the  neck  until  he  be  dead,  and  it  is  commanded  of  the  Ser- 
geant that  he  cause  execution  of  this  Judgement  to  be  done  on  Wednos 
day,  the  fourth  daj-  of  December  next,   between   the  hours  of  ten  and 
four  o'clock  of  the  same  day,  and  the  court  also  value  him  to  seventy- 
five  pounds  current  money.

Greenbrier  Inclosed  I  take  the  liberty  to  forward  to  your  excellency  a  copy  of 

a  letter  directed  to  me  by  Captain  Hugh  Caperton  dated  the  26th  of 
November,  1792,  wherein  j'ou  will  find  I  was  solicited  by  the  Gentleman 
to  join  his  eompane  us  Ensign  if  Mr.  Thompson  refused  to  serve  in  the 
capacity  of  Lieutenant.  According  to  his  request,  finding  that  Mr. 
Thompson  could  not  serve,  I  commenced  recruiting  and  was  so  sucksess- 
full  in  Raising  my  Quoto  of  the  men  1  was  by  Col.  (rtorge  Clendinen 
received  and  musU-red  in  Ca]3tain  Capei'ton's  Compaiiv  with  m^-  men 
and  the  rest  of  the  Company  as  Ensign  on  the  3rd  day  of  March,  1793, 
in  the  county  of  Kanawha;  in  which  office  I  continued  to  act  untill  the 
arrival  of  the  Hon'ble  John  Steele,  Esquire,  who,  on  the  —  daj-  of  May, 
reviewed  me  as  Ensign  at  Port  Lee  at  the  mouth  of  Elk,  and  on  his  re- 
turn from  Point  Pleasant  gave  me  orders  as  Ensign  that  I  should  goe 
with  all  imaginable  dispatch  to  the  relief  ot  Bellville,  with  a  Sergeant, 
Corporal  and  twelve  privates;  these  orders  I  executed,  and  expected 
that  on  said  Eeview  and  acceptance  as  aforesaid  that  my  appointment 
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was  recognized  and  confirmed  more  especially  as  I  was  ordered  on  duty  1793. 
acting  in  that  capacity.  After  I  had  performed  said  Tour  from  which  Novem.  26th 
I  was  not  relieved  until  the  arrival  of  Lieut.  Moses  Mann,  I  returned  to 
Fort  Lee  and  then  joined  the  Captain's  companj'  on  their  return  from 
Big  Guiandot  to  Kanawha  coming  thro'  the  Wilderness  down  Coale  river, 
when  on  my  arrival  I  found  to  mj-  great  surprise  and  mortification  I  was 
superceded  by  one  of  Ihe  private  soldiers,  and  on  application  made  to 
Major  William  Clendinen  who  was  appointed  Captain  in  the  room  of 
Captain  Caperton,  he  could  not  Receive  me;  Whereby  I  have  been  dis- 
appointed in  ev'ry  of  ra^'  expectations — having  Ingaged  in  said  service 
as  Ensign  at  the  solicitation  of  Captain  Caperton,  and  thereby  totally 
prevented  from  making  any  other  for  the  support  of  myself  and  family, 
and  consequently  much  Disappointed  thereby.  Your  Excellency  will 
therefore  pardon  me  when  I  signify  my  astonishment  on  Being  displaced 
without  ever  once  being  Informed  of  any  kind  of  Neglect  or  error  in 
the  line  of  my  duty.  True  it  is  1  never  Received  a  Commission  from 
your  Excellency,  yet  nevertheless  thought  as  Col.  Steele  seemed  pos- 
sessed of  all  Executive  power,  that  his  directions  to  me  as  aforesaid  fully 
Recognized  me  in  my  said  office  as  Ensign,  and  however  small  those 
matters  may  appear  to  the  world,  they  tend  much  to  my  dishonor  and 
the  manifest  Injury  of  mj^  family,  Wherefore  I  trust  your  Excellency 
will  lake  the  premises  under  your  wise  consideration — not  that  I  would 
wish  to  Intimate  the  smallest  matter  of  disesteem  to  the  Gentleman  who 
has  superceded  me,  But  merely  as  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  signify 
that  I  so  directed  my  affairs  as  to  do  all  the  duty  of  the  aforesaid  office, 
under  the  fullest  assurances  that  I  would  meet  with  the  Reward  due  for 
said  service.

Richmond,  Jan'y  18th,  1793. 

His  Excellency  The  Governor: 

Sir: 

You  must  rationally  suppose  that  my  situation  at  present  is  not 
only  irksome  to  myself,  but  also  disagreeable  to  the  sentiments  of  every 
man  who  thinks  uprightly,  and  who  has  not  been  duly  informed  with 
regard  to  the  principles  on  which  tiacts  have  been  stated,  that  have  been 
the  main  cause  of  the  public  censure  against  me.  Ever  since  I  had  the 
honor  to  receive  the  command  from  the  Executive  to  guard  the  fron- 
tiers, I  am  fully  conscious  to  myself  that  I  endeavored  in  every  Respect 
to  comply  exactly  with  the  Instructions  given,  not  only  from  motives 
to  serve  mj^  Country,  but  also  to  establish  my  own  credit  and  conduct 
in  the  affair,  which  I  held  and  still  hold  most  dear  to  me.  But  when 
the  mouth  of  Calumny  is  wide  opened,  and  the  minds  of  all  the  better 
kind  of  people  are  thereby  contaminated,  there  is  no  doubt  but  Reports 
made  to  your  Honorable  Body  would  have  an  unfavorable  operation, 
respecting  my  management  of  the  Trust  you  reposed  in  me. 

I  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  part  the  principles  on  which  accusations 
have  been  brought  in  against  me.  I  need  not  now  state  facts,  but  only 
refer  you  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Court-Martial  held  on  me  at  Lewis- 
burgh,  on  the  18th  of  December  last,  which  soon  will  be  transmitted  to 
you,  wherein,  if  I  mistake  not.  Col.  George  Clendenin,  who  "always  pre- 
tended and  still  pi-etends  to  the  greatest  imaginable  Friendship  for  me, 
has  proved  himself  an  Enemy.  He  was  interested  in  the  Business;  His 
Brother  now  commands  in  ray  Room. 

I  am  obliged  to  leave  Town  to-day  ori  account  of  the  small-pox, 
and  leave  you  these  few  hints  to  contemplate,  which  I  can  fully  ex- 
plain by  others,  as  well  as  myself,  on  my  return  to  this  city.  I  sup- 
pose I  will  be  here  in  about  six  weeks.  I  trust,  sir,  not  only  to 
your  well  known  chai-acter  in  Life,  as  a  man  po.ssessed  of  the  feelings 
and  sentiments  of  humanity,  but  I  call  upon  you  bj'  virtue  of  j'our 
elevated  station,  to  do  me  Justice  in  an  affair  on  which  my  future  peace 
depends.  Therefore  I  conclude  that  you  will  not  suffer  the  case  to  come 
before  you  lightly,  but  with  all  due  respect  to  the  public  good  do  me 
every  service  which  humanity  shall  dictate  and  Justice  admit  of 

I  confess  that  m^'  conduct  in  some  good  degree  has  been  reprehensible 
during  my  command,  but  Col.  Clendinen,  on  whom  I  greatly  relied  as  a 
Friend,  was  the  sole  cause  thereof,  and  as  1  before  observed,  I  shall  bet- 
ter explain  that  matter  when  I  return  to  Richmond. 

It  I  should  be  reinstated  in  ray  command,  1  hope,  and  do  firmly  believe 
that  past  transactions  will  operate  so  far  in  my  Favor  as  to  give  me 
that  caution,  for  want  of  which  I  now  most  disagreeably  undergo  the 
Public  censure. 
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I  cannot  say  in  truth  that  I  desire  the  Command  so  much  as  the  Re-       1793. 
establishment  of  my   character,  once  so  dear   to   me,  but  hoiv  I  shall  Novem.  26th 
regain  that  without  again  getting  the  command  is  unknown  to  me. 

Permit  me,  sir,  to  conclude  thus,  and  to  rest  myself  assured  that  you 
will  from  the  nature  of  your  office  have  an  eye  on  the  public  whom  I 
served,  and  also  on  me;  and  that  you  will  do  everything  in  the  Business 
you  suppose  to  be  right.

Receiving  an  answer  to  the  fue  lines  I  wrote  you  by  Capt.  John  Hay- 
mond.  one  of  the  ReiDresonlatives  of  Harrison,  which  I  make  no  doubt 
came  to  your  hand.  1  received  your.s  Juny  15th,  1793,  with  commitions 
for  the  militia  officers,  but  Capt.  David  Davison's  not  having  your 
assignment  to  it,  I  have  forwarded  it  to  you,  and  if  there  be  no  objec- 
tion please  to  assign  it  and  send  it  back  by  the  bearer,  Doughton  Mack- 
intosh.

Resolved,  That  a  state  cannot,  under  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  be  made  a  Defendant  at  the  Suit  of  any  Individual  or  Individ- 
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1793.       uals,  and  that  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Federal  Court  that  a  State 
Novem.  28th  niay  be  placed  in  that  situation,  is  incompatible  with  and  dangerous  to 
the  sovereignty  and  Independence  of  the  Individual  states,  as  the  same 
tends  to  a  General  consolidation  of  these  confederated  Republics. 

Resolved  unanimously,  Tbat  the  Senators  representing  this  State  in 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed,  and 
the  Representatives  requested,  lo  unite  their  utmost  and  earliest  Excu-- 
tions  with  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from  other  states,  coincid- 
ing in  sentiment  with  this  state  to  obtain  such  amendments  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  as  will  remove  or  explain  any  clause  or 
article  of  the  said  Constitution,  which  can  be  construed  to  implj^  or  Jus- 
tify a  Decision  that  a  State  is  compellable  to  answer  in  any  suit,  by  an 
Individual  or  Individuals,  in  any  Court  of  the  United  States;  and  that 
the  Governor  is  hereby  requested  to  communicate  the  foregoing  Resolve 
to  the  Supreme  Executives  of  the  Several  States,  to  be  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  their  Respective  Legislatures.

Sir: 
Novem.  29th  In  obedience  to  a  letter  received  from  you,  I  have  tliought  it  my 

Richmond  duty  to  wait  on  the  Hon'ble  Board  in  order  to  do  away  an  Imputation 
submitted  to  their  consideration  by  Mr.  Jno.  Langham.  If  the  Gentle- 
men who  constituted  the  Board  at  the  time  I  received  mj'  instructions 
will  recollect,  I  think  it  will  appear  that  on  that  part  of  the  business 
which  touches  the  Commissarie's  Department  I  was  indulged  to  use  my 
disci-etion;  that  I  was  directed  to  have  the  Post  supplied  by  contract, 
&  that  it  was  promised  by  the  above  Gent'men  that  8d.  per  Ration  was 
as  low  as  it  could  be  obtained  at.  I  then  under  this  Idea,  advertized 
the  contractor's  office  on  the  11th  September,  &  put  it  up  at  the  most 
public  jjlace  in  the  Town  of  Columbia,  &  let  it  precisely  at  12  o'cl'k  on 
the  14th  Sept'r.  The  Reason  for  my  not  allowing  a  longer  time  between 
the  day  of  advertizing  &  the  day  of  letting  the  Business  was  to  free  my- 
self from  the  charge  of  furnishing  the  Post.  It  may  appear  somewhat 
Extraordinary  to  the  Board  that  the  Rations  should  be  higher  now  than 
formerly,  but  the  Reasons  offered  at  the  time  of  letting  it  were  the 
high  price  of  corn,  salt,  &  other  component  parts  of  a  Ration,  &  likewise 
the  Short  time  for  which  they  were  to  be  appointed,  that  Extending  no 
longer  than  the  1st  of  Jun'y  next.  The  prayer  of  the  complainant  seems 
to  be  that  the  oflBice  shall  be  again  let.  There  will  no  doubt  be  an  im- 
proprietj'  in  this,  as  the  commissarj^  has  made  up  his  issues  for  the 
whole  Garrison  until  the  1st  of  Jan'y  next,  except  a  small  quantity  of 
meal. 

The  Inclosed  papers  I  trust  will  remove  every  appearance  of  miscon- 
duct, and  altho'  comments  from  me  on  the  Business  would,  I  pi-csume, 
but  little  effect  the  Board,  yet  I  hope  to  be  indulged  in  an  insinuation 
that  the  attainment  of  Justice  was  not  the  only  object  in  view  by  Mr.

I  hope  the  Board  will  take  the  subject  into  consideration  as  speedily 
as  possible,  my  presence  with  my  family  being  at  this  time  particularly 
required.

I  would  take  it  for  less  had  it  been  let  for  the  year, 
but  at  that  time  corn  was  not  to  be  had  for  less  than  18s.  p.  Barrel,  &  I 
sold  at  20s.  p.  Barrel  myself  I  undertook  the  Post  at  8d.  per  Ration, 
signed  a  Bond,  put  my  son  Thomas's  name  to  it,  which  he  acknowledged 
when  he  returned  home.  As  to  Jno.  Langham's  undertaking  the  office, 
I  don't  beleive  there  was  a  person  would  trusted  him  for  a  quarter  of 
Beef  wherever  he  was  known,  Because  his  brother,  E.  Langham,  in- 
formed me  that  he  had  applyed  to  him  to  get  him  into  some  Business,  &

It  is  truly  disagreeable  to  me  to  be  the  informer  against  any  of  ray 
fellow  creatures  who  are  guilty  of  misconduct,  yet  when  it  relates  to  a 
matter  first  touching  myself  and  secondly  the  Publick  good.  I  think  it 
my  duty  to  do  so.  Permit  me  then,  sir,  to  inform  you"&  the'Hon'ble 
the  Executive  that  in  the  time  of  my  Brother's  superintendanee  of  the 
Arsenal,  &c.,  1  engaged   to  supply   Rations  for  the  soldiers  &  Artificers 
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untill  May  next  at  7d.  per  Ration;  this  I  did  when  there  was  only  from  1793. 
16  to  18  rations  p.  day  required,  which  was  so  far  from  being  an  object,  Novem.  29th 
that  I  can  venture  to  say  no  one  else  wou'd  undertake  it.  When  Major 
Quarles  succeeded  my  Brother,  he  thought  proper  to  discontinue  the 
contract  (for  what  cause  I  know  not,)  and  enter  into  a  new  one,  saying 
that  he  should  require  good  security  from  the  person  that  undertook 
the  business.  I  provided  as  good  security  as  any  in  our  county  in  order 
again  to  become  a  bidder  for  the  oflflce,  as  the  Guard  being  augmented 
made  it  an  object,  and  I  wou'd  gladly  have  undertaken  it  at  7d.  per 
ration.  I  will  leave  myself  out  of  the  question  and  venture  to  tell  you 
that  John  McDonald,  Craven  Peyton,  Dr.  Chapman  White,  wou'd  have 
taken  it  at  7d.,  and  John  Hughes  at  6d.  per  ration.  I  beleive  I  may  say 
that  those  Gentlemen  mentioned  their  intentions  to  the  Superintendant; 
at  length  the  office  was  let  unknown  to  either  of  those  Gentlemen,  and 
1  beleive  I  may  further  assert  that  there  was  not  three  persons  present 
when  it  was  let,  nor  was  the  Gont'm'n  that  undertook  it  nigher  to  Co- 
lumbia than  the  Green  Springs,  and  8d.  p.  ration  was  given  which  is  one 
penny  higher  than  ever  it  was.  Short  crops  cannot  be  pleaded  as  an 
excuse  as  this  neighborhood  affords  plenty  of  beef  and  corn  and  on 
reasonable  terms.  I  might  be  objected  to  as  the  Contractor  on  account 
of  my  being  poor,  but  if  your  Hon'ble  Board  recollects  my  accounts, 
you  know  I  never  asked  my  money  only  quarterly,  except  to  lay  in 
Winter  provisions;  the  present  Contractor  did  not  furnish  more  than 
one  month  before  he  demanded  his  money,  which  is  no  proof  of  his 
superior  wealth.  I  think  it  would  be  proper  for  the  Superintend't  again 
to  let  the  Contractor's  office  in  a  publick  manner;  then,  I  venture  to 
say,  the  publick  will  save  one  or  2d.  per  ration,  &  be  as  well  supplied  as 
they  are  at  present  in  Rations.  If  the  Hon'ble  the  Executive  think 
aught  to  take  notice  of  the  business,  I  venture  to  say  that  in  addition 
to  the  Gentlemen  mentioned,  abundance  more  of  proof  may  he  produced 
to  prove  ever}'  assertion  that  I  have  made;  that  they  will  find  the 
Rations  will  be  supplied  at  7d.  if  not  6d.  pi-,  ration.  I  assure  you,  Sir, 
that  I  am  so  far  from  being  actuated  by  malicious  principles,  that  if  the 
office  is  again  let  I  shall  not  be  a  bidder  on  any  terms.

I  am  fur- 
ther informed   that  when    he   came    before   the  Executive   that  they

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1793.  acquitted  him  honorably — the  latter  part  of  my  information  I  have  re- 
Novem.  29th  fused  because  I  am  sensible  that  the  Virginia  Executive  will  never  acquit 
or  condemn  a  party  without  a  fair  investigation.  In  order  to  bring  this 
about,  in  addition  to  my  brother's  assertions,  I  assure  you  that  the  neigh- 
bors to  the  Post  complains  largely  of  the  conduct  of  Major  Quarles  re- 
specting that  of  the  Contractor's  office,  and  declare  to  -me  that  as  their 
representative  if  I  do  not  notice  it  their  confidence  in  me  is  lost.  Then 
Sir,  I  say  that  Major  Quarles  contracted  for  8d  per  ration  with  a  man  24 
miles  from  the  post,  who  knew  nothing  of  such  contract  when  sundrj' 
persons  who  mentioned  their  intentions  to  him,  immediately  in  the  neigh- 
borhood wished  to  take  the  office  on  lower  terms,  this  sir,  is  a  publick 
grievance  and  ought  to  be  attended  to.  Major  Quarles  may  say  that  the 
former  Superintendent  or  Contractor  have  failed  to  do  their  duty,  if  so, 
that  is  no  reason  that  he  should  do  so  too.  Now,  Sir,  I  say  he  has  been 
guilty  of  more  improprieties  than  this,  and  as  a  citizen  and  as  a  representa- 
tive I  request  of  you  to  lay  the  subject  before  the  Hon'ble  the  Executive 
and  request  that  they  appoint  a  day  to  hear  the  complaint  with  the 
defence  thereto,  and  if  it  should  appear  to  the  Board  that  the  Superin- 
tendent has  been  guilty  of  fraud  to  the  public  he  may  be  chastised,  if  he 
has  done  right  let  him  be  acquitted — giving  time  to  each  party  to  take 
depositions  and  give  the  opposite  party  notice.

As  Mr.  Allen  Prior  is  obliged  to  go  to  Richmond,  he  has  promised 
me  to  call  on  you  on  his  way  from  that  phxce  to  bring  out  the  negroes, 
you  are  to  send  me,  which  I  wish  you  to  do,  as  I  can't  possibly  do  with- 
out any  longer.  Governor  St.  Clair  called  on  me  day  before  yesterday, 
on  his  way  to  the  Northward,  and  informed  me  that  General  Wayne  is 
erecting  a  Fort  about  six  miles  from  Fort  Jefferson;  that  the  Kentucky 
militia  has  returned  to  Kentucky.  As  this  is  the  case,  I  expect  the 
Indians  will  be  more  troublesome  next  season  than  they  have  been 
hitherto.  As  you  will  be  at  Richmond,  I  wish  you  to  press  the  Gover- 
nor to  give  protection  to  the  distressed  frontiers.  My  compliments  to 
Mrs.  Lewis  and  the  family.

Lewis  presented  to  me  in  September  last,  (and  which  I  signed)  was 
i-ead  to  me  as  it  was  wrote,  but  that  it  was  not  mentioned  in  the  said 
certificate  that  1  saw  any  person  pay  Col.  Arthur  Campbell  a  sum  of 
money  to  clear  them,  but  three  of  the  men  were  cleared  which  was 
drafted  in  my  Company,  and  that  I  heard  some  of  them  say  that  they 
paid  the  said  Campbell  a  sum  of  money  to  clear  tbem;  and  that  I  never 
recollected  mentioning  to  Col.  Campbell,  Andrew  Calvin's  name  in  a  con- 
versation with  him,  nor  that  he,  the  s'd  Calvin,  had  any  spite  against 
him,  the  s'd  Campbell.  I  recollect  telling  Colo.  Campbell  that  I  saw  a 
copy  of  an  oath  with  Cap.  Lewis,  from  Botetourt,  but  never  said  that 
the  s'd  Robertson  had  any  spite  against  him,  the  said  Campbell;  nor  do 
I  know  or  ever  knew  that  Robertson  was  a  Tory;  nor  did  I  tell  Colo.

Richmond  We  have  seen  a  letter  which  you  did  the  senator  of  our  District  the 

honor  of  writing  him  on  the  subject  of  defence  of  our  frontiers,  and  the 
procuring  provisions  for  the  Troops  on  that  quarter. 

The  solicitude  and  prudence  you  have  hitherto  exerted  with  respect 
to  the  first  of  these  objects,  leave  us  nothing  to  say  on  that  head  but  to 
return  our  thanks  for  your  prudential  care,  and  to  beg  a  continuance  of 
it;  with  respect  to  the  latter  we  can  say  nothing  positive,  as  we  know 
not  whether  the  person  employed  last  year  in  that  business  will  not  be 
willing  to  continue  to  supply  the  Troops  this  year. 

His  situation,  the  interest  he  has  in  the  protection  of  that  Country, 
should,  we  suppose,  Induce  him  to  Supply  the  Troops  on  terms  as  reason- 
able as  possible,  and  we  hope  his  conduct  last  year  has  not  given  cause 
to  remove  him.  If  however,  from  his  unwillingness,  or  from  other 
causes,  he  should  not  supply  those  Troops,  permit  us  to  assure  your  Ex- 
cellency that  nothing  on  our  part  shall  be  wanting  to  procure  a  proper 
person  to  Engage  to  supply  with  provisions  Troops  whose  station  there 
we  Judge  so  necessary  for  our  preservation.

5th 
Adams,  of  the  county  of  Halifax,  on  the  Body  of  Pain,  and  the  coroner  Richmoud 
appearing  with  his  Jury,  did  find  the  said  Pain  murdered,  and  sundry 
witnesses  being  called  on  did  then  Declare  that  the  said  Eich'd  Adams 
did  commit  the  murder  aforesaid,  upon  which  the  said  Adams  araediately 
fled  and  some  time  after  was  taken  by  his  father  and  carrycd  before  a 
Magistrate  without  any  of  the  witnesses  aforesaid  that  saw  him  commit 
the  said  murder;  and  was  by  the  Justice  acquitted,  and  when  this  par- 
cial  tryal  was  discovered,  three  of  the  Justices  sent  out  another  warrant 
to  bring  him  to  a  fair  Tryal,  but  he  amediately  fled  into  the  State  of 
North  Carolina,  *  *  *  and  armed  to  the  terer  of  the  people,  and 
will  not  be  taken  nor  come  to  Justice.  I  hope  therefore  such  proceed- 
ings may  be  had  by  j-our  honorable  council  as  will  force  the  said  Adams 
to  a  tryall  by  offering  a  Reward  or  otherwise  as  you  shall  think  proper, 
for  I  can  assure  y'r  Excellency  the  peoj)le  are  alarmed  at  such  notorious 
oifonders  escaping  unpunished.

Governor's   Instructions   (printed).  Decern.  5th 

Sir: 

Having  received  some  additional  instructions  from  the  President  of  Richmond 
the  United  States  of  Ap'l  last,  I  have  thought  proper  as  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  Militia  to  make  known  to  you  such  parts  thereof  as  may 
be  necessary  for  your  Guidance,  should  any  event  call  for  the  interposi- 
tion of  the  militia  under  your  orders.  A  Sea  League,  which  is  a  very 
small  fraction  less  than  three  and  a  half  American  miles,  is  declared  to 
be  the  limit  between  which  and  the  shore  all  hostilities  are  interdicted, 
the  rivers  and  bays  being  land  locked,  are  of  course,  by  the  laws  of 
Nations,  within  the  bod3'  of  the  United  States,  and  under  the  same  pro- 
tection from  hostilities. 

In  case  therefore  you  should  take  possession  of  any  vessel  upon  an 
allegation  of  her  having  been  captured  within  three  miles  and  a  half  of 
our  sea  shore,  or  within  our  Elvers  or  bays,  you  will  be  pleased  to  certify 
the  same  to  me  that  I  may  direct  the  manner  in  which  the  witnesses 
shall  be  examined. 

Should  any  of  the  Privateers  which  have  been  illegally  fitted  in  any 
of  the  Ports  of  the  United  States  come  into  any  of  the  Ports  of  this 
Commonwealth,  you  will  not  permit  them  to  make  any  repairs  whatever 
but  on  condition  of  their  divesting  themselves  of  all  warlike  equipments. 
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1793.  If  they  so  do  they  may  make  anj'  repairs  belonging  solely  to  a  com- 
Decem.  5th   mercial  nation. 

The  original  arming  and  equipping  of  vessels  in  the  Ports  of  the 
United  States  by  any  of  the  belligerent  parties  for  military  service) 
offensive  or  defensive,  is  deemed  unlawful;  equipment  of  merchant  ves- 
sels by  either  of  the  belligerent  parties  in  the  Ports  of  the  United  States 
purely  for  the  accommodation  of  them  as  such,  is  deemed  lawful. 

Equipments  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States  of  vessels  of  war  in  the 
immediate  service  of  the  Government  of  any  of  the  belligerent  parties, 
which,  if  done  to  the  other  vessels,  would  be  of  a  doubtful  nature  as 
being  applicable  either  to  commerce  or  war,  are  deeemed  lawful,  except 
those  which  shall  have  made  prize  of  the  subjects,  people,  or  property 
of  Prance,  coining  with  their  prizes  into  the  Ports  of  the  United  States, 
pursuant  to  the  17th  article  of  our  Treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  with 
France. 

Equipments  in  the  Ports  of  the  United  States  by  any  of  the  parties 
at  war  with  France  of  vessels  fitted  for  merchandize  and  war,  whether 
with  or  without  commissions,  which  are  doubtful  in  their  nature  as 
being  applicable  either  to  commerce  or  war,  are  deemed  lawful,  except 
those  which  have  made  prize,  &c. 

Equipments  of  any  of  the  vessels  of  France  in  the  Ports  of  the  United 
States,  which  are  doubtful  in  their  nature  as  being  applicable  to  com- 
merce or  war,  arc  deemed  lawful. 

Equipments  of  every  kind  in  the  Ports  of  the  United  States  of  priva- 
teers of  the  powers  at  war  with  France,  are  deemed  unlawful. 

Equipments  of  vessels  in  the  Ports  of  the  United  States,  which  are  of 
a  nature  solely  adapted  to  war,  are  deemed  unlawful,  except  those 
stranded  or  wrecked,  as  mentioned  in  the  18th  article  of  our  Treaty  with 
France,  the  16th  of  our  Treaty  with  the  United  Netherlands,  the  19th 
of  our  Treaty  with  Prussia,  and  except  those  mentioned  in  the  19th 
article  of  our  Treaty  with  France,  the  17th  of  our  Treaty  with  the 
United  Netherlands,  and  the  18tb  of  our  Ti'eaty  with  Prussia. 

Vessels  of  either  of  the  parties  not  armed,  or  armed  previous  to  their 
coming  into  the  Ports  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  not  have  in- 
fringed any  of  the  foregoing  rules,  may  lawfully  engage  or  enlist  therein 
their  own  subjects  or  citizens,  not  being  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States,  except  privateers  of  the  powers  of  war  with  France,  and  except 
those  vessels  which  shall  have  made  prize.

In  these  attempts  I 
have  incurred  not  only  the  displeasure  of  the  violators  of  the  Revenue 
Laws,  but  of  those  who  meant  to  follow  their  diabolical  example,  but 
the  greatest  of  consolations  that  can  befall  is  a  conscience  void  of  offence 
toward  God,  and  a  strict  observance  and  adherence  to  the  laws  of  a  com- 
munity in  which  I  live.  Should  this  application  merit  the  notice  of  the 
Hon'ble  Board,  a  referi'ence  to  my  Bond  given  for  the  collection  of  the 
Taxes  of  this  County  for  the  years,  1786  &  1787,  together  with  the 
returns  and  payments  made,  all  of  which  may  be  seen  in  the  Solicitor's, 
Auditor's,  and  Treasurer's  offices,  will  convey  an  Idea  of  my  ability  to 
give  security,  and  my  particularity  in  the  compliance  with  the  oath  I 
had  taken  to  fulfill  the  laws  under  which  I  acted.  The  same  anxiety 
still  exists  in  my  breast  that  ever  did  to  see  my  country  righted  and 
her  laws  supported.  Should  I  bo  favoured  with  the  confidence  of  the 
Hon'ble  Board  to  this  important  trust,  neither  resolution,  nor  industry 
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shall  be  wanting  to  fulfil  the  same.     I  beg  leave  to  trouble  you  so  far  i\s       1793.

Since  our  arrival  in  this  place  you  made  known  to  us  the  protection  Richmond 
which  yon  intended  for  the  counties  of  Greenbrier  and  Kanhawa  the 
ensuing  year,  and  considering  it  to  be  our  duty  to  have  every  due  regard  to 
economy,  beg  leave  lo  mention  that  we  are  of  opinion  that  William  Clen- 
dinen'^ Company  complete,  with  Ensign  Vanbebber's  command  at  the 
mouth  of  Kanhawa,  would  be  sufficient  ibr  the  protection  of  the  afore- 
said counties,  with  that  number  of  scouts  that  have  been  allowed  the 
present  year.  We  beg  leave  further  to  state  to  yourHon'ble  Board,  that 
we  have  fears  that  the  Indians  will  visit  our  settlements  very  early  in 
the  Spring.  We  have,  therefore,  to  request  that  these  men  which  are 
assigned  to  the  counties  of  Greenbrier  and  Kanhawa  may  be  on  duty  the 
first  of  February  next.  We  trust  this  will  not  be  found  inconvenient 
as  the  public  will  not  be  subjected  to  any  greater  oxpence  than  what  the 
Executive  contemplated.  As  the  whole  of  the  men  that  were  allowed 
in  the  aforesaid  counties  the  present  year  were  discharged  on  the  last 
day  of  the  last  month.

compelled  to  continue  said  company  in  service  if  required,  and  also  to 

procure  them  rations.    This  I  have  absolutely  done,  and  have  been  already 

compelled  to  pay  for  the  greater  part  of  them. 

In  your  deliberations  on  this  very  important  subject,  I  hope  you  will 
not  loose  sight  of  the  expenses  incurred  for  the  protection  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Greenbrier  and  Kanhawa  the  present  year,  as  well  as  the  dis- 
similarity of  danger  between  this  and  the  last  year,  and  permit  me  to 
say,  in  vain  will  I  or  any  other  officer — in  future — endeavor  to  execute 
3'^our  orders  unless  a  strict  attension  is  paid  to  the  discharge  of  those 
which  have  already  been  executed.  I  trust  that  j-our  Excellency  and 
the  Hon'ble  Board  will  pardon  mo  if  my  zeal  for  the  wellfare  of  my 
country  on  this  occation  should  carry  me  too  far,  when  I  declair  to  you 
that  my  whole  indeavours  since  I  became  an  inhabitant  of  our  unfortu- 
nate and  distressed  frontiers,  has  been  totally  ingaged  for  its  protection, 
having  every  regard  to  eeonomj'  that  the  nature  of  our  circumstances 
would  adniit.

They  commence 
on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  1793,  and  Terminate  on  the  last 
day  of  November  last;  all  the  Expenditures  previous  to  that  time  I  Uave 
not  been  able  to  bring  forward,  so  far  as  it  Relates*  to  Captain  Caper- 
ton's  company,  Nor  have  I  been  as  yet  able  to  procure  abstracts  for  the 
Rations  furnished  to  Mr.  Mann's  detachment,  either  in  whole  or  in  part. 
I  have  therefore  to  request  you  that  you  will  direct  payment  for  such 
of  the  Expenditui-es  as  I  have  abstracts  for,  and  out  of  these  that  I  can- 
not at  present  Bring  forward ;  that  on  their  being  presented  by  me  or 
order,  you  will  retain  in  your  hands  the  amount  of  the  money  you  have 
ad^tanced  to  me.  If  this  mode  may  be  found  inconvenient  or  disagreea- 
ble to  your  Hon'ble  Board,  I  will  wait  with  patience  on  your  promise  of 
payment  until  the  other  abstracts  arrive,  as  I  Expect  them  hero  daily.

A.  Lewis  to  Honorable  James  Wood.  Decern.  I9th 

Sir: 

Agreeable  to  the  Governor's  request  to  me,  the  following  is  a  state- 
ment &  manner  in  which  Capt.  Hawkins'  company  sustained  the  loss  m 
October  last.  On  the  first  day  of  November,  I  rec'd  the  information  as 
represented  to  me — supposed  the  officer  to  have  acted  with  neglect.  1 
immediately  wrote  to  Capt.  Hawkins  to  enquire  into  the  conduct  of  the 
officer  &  report  to  me.  On  receiving  my  letter,  he  came  to  Fort  Lee 
and  reported  as  follows:  that  he  had  went  out  with  a  party  of  about 
twenty.  After  crossing  Cumberland  mountain  he  fell  on  the  sign  of  two 
or  three  Indians  making  into  the  Inhabitants;  that  he  directed  a  small 
number  of  his  men  to  follow  that  Trail  in  and  give  the  Settlement  notice, 
which  they  refused;  he  then  s'd  he  would  take  a  few  men,  come  in  him- 
self, &  they  other  party  consisting  of  fifteen  might  go  on,  which  he  did, 
and  ordered  they  party  that  went  on  to  observe  the  directions  of  Sam'l 
Oxer,  a  scout.  After  going  on  some  time,  they  fell  on  the  sign  of  about 
ten  Indians  and  pursued  them;  altho'  the  sign  appeared  fresh,  they  ob- 
served no  order,  but  shot  at  Turkeys,  &c.,  until  discovered  by  the  Enemy 
who  lay  in  Ambush  for  them.  Just  before  they  came  to  the  Enemy, 
Sam'l  Oxer  left  them  to  kill  some  provision — had   got  but  a  very  small 
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1793.  distance  from  the  party,  when  he  came  on  the  Indians'  Knapsaclcs  &  fell 
Decern.  19th  to  plundering  them — while  at  that  he  hoard  they  party  fired  on;  at 
which  fire,  Hobbs,  Stennet,  Fowler,  &  Knowles  fell — the  rest  fled  pre- 
cipitately. I  cannot  help  regreting  the  loss  of  the  men — at  the  same 
time  hope  it  will  be  a  warning  to  officers,  or  rather  convince  them  the}' 
necessity  of  soldiers  obeying  orders,  but  no  doubt  but  he  intended  well.

The  papers  laid  before  your  Honorable  board  will  show  how  far  I 
am  guilty  of  the  charge  laid  in  by  the  commanding  officer  of  Washing- 
ton County  as  to  the  payment  of  the  Troops  under  mj-  command  for  the 
year  1792;  as  to  the  military  Genius  and  other  characters  spoke  of  in  his 
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Letter,  can  be  settled  in  a  mode  that  may  perhaps  give  less  trouble  to  the  1793. 
public,  he  also  mentions  that  some  step  ought  to  be  taken  to  secure  to  the  Decern.  19th 
soldiery  a  speedj-  payment  &  without  deduction.  I  can  readily  acc'i  for  his 
hint  in  that — no  doubt  but  the  Board  well  remembers  that  when  Willough- 
by's  Eoll  was  ordered  to  bo  settled,  that  the  Auditor's  instructions  wa."!  to 
strike  out  the  mileage,&  when  I  came  to  take  in  the  discharges,  the  mileage 
was  entered  on  them,  and  provision  that  they  had  furnished  themselves 
with  on  their  march;  because  I  did  not  pay  that,  thej-  supposed  I  had 
not  paid  the  full  am'l.  You  will  find  also  that  his  discharges  does  not 
correspond  with  the  Eoll.  You  will  pardon  an  officer  fordoing  what  he 
thought  might  prevent  Future  impositions  of  the  kind,  and  I  hope  agree 
with  him  that  they  money  ought  to  be  returned  to  the  Treasury.  After 
determining  on  the,  subject  ot  the  Drafts,  I  must  beg  the  attention  of 
your  Honorable  body  to  the  situation  of  my  company  of  voluntier  mili- 
tia; having  been  in  actual  service  during  last  winter,  before  spring  were 
very  bare  of  cloathing — indeed  unfit  for  service.  I  was  obliged  to  many  to 
advance  money,  and  to  others  to  make  myself  liable  to  the  diiferent  mer- 
chants for  necessarys  that  they  could  no  longer  do  without.  Those  assets 
were  payable  at  the  end  of  six  months,  &  receiving  no  money  when  they 
rolls  wei'e  returned,  as  mustered  on  the  25th  June,  they  came  on  me  and  I 
was  obliged  to  sell  property  that  was  of  considerable  value  to  me,  for 
making  the  payments.  Should  this  money  now  be  put  in  the  hands  of  a 
pay-master  and  paid  to  the  soldiers,  in  all  probability  your  officer  would 
be  compelled  to  loose  the  money  be  had  p'd  without  having  any  design,  but 
a  pure  desire  to  serve  his  soldiers — not  even  wishing  or  Expecting  the 
Interest  of  his  money.  It  is  beyond  a  contradiction  that  no  officer  that 
commands  a  company,  but  would  take  they  trouble  to  pay  his  soldiers 
without  putting  the  public  to  the  expense  of  a  pay-master,  and  no  danger 
could  arise  on  his  giving  sufficient  surety  to  produce  the  necessaiy 
vouchers  on  a  certain  day  for  having  applied  the  money  to  a  proper  use 
or  desire  of  the  soldiers.  I  think  there  is  no  Capt.  on  the  frontier  which 
I  guard  but  that  confidence  would  be  put  in ;  if  disagreeable  to  them  to 
undertake  it,  I  will,  without  asking  anything  in  return^  undertake  for 
those  companies  under  my  direction,  &  enter  into  Bond  and  security  to 
produce  on  a  day  as  set  the  vouchers  as  directed.  My  inclination  arises 
from  the  sincere  request  of  the  whole  company  for  me  to  undertake  it, 
&  their  unwillingness  again  to  serve,  unless  I  will  oblige  rnyself  to  see 
them  paid.  If  the  Treasury  is  in  a  situation  not  to  answer  the  whole 
demands,  hope  my  companj-  having  first  entered,  will  be  considered.

Portsmouth  I  conceive  it  inj-  duty  to  make  your  Excellency  acquainted  with  an 

information  we  have  Just  received  of  the  piratical  corsairs  of  Algiers 
being  let  loose  upon  us  bj-  a  Iruce  negociated  by  Britain  between  them, 
the  United  Netherlands,  and  Portugal.  Although  we  are  tar  removed 
from  those  pirates,  yet  the  defenceless  state  of  our  Ports  may  be  a  temp- 
tation to  the  European  renogadoes  who  command  their  Fleets.  We  are 
informed  they  have  from  10  to  13  sail  of  ships  actually  at  sea,  from  20 
to  40  guns.  The  President's  speech  also  seems  to  breath  expected  hos- 
tilities from  some  quarters.  I  am  therefore  actuated  from  the  above 
motives  to  beg  that  your  Excellency  will  lay  before  your  council  the 
defenceless  situation  of  our  Port.  We  have  a  sufficient  number  of 
unmounted  cannon  Ij'ing  unguarded  upon  Foi't  Point.  It  would  require 
no  large  sum  to  put  them  on  carriages,  to  build  a  small  battery,  and 
to  have  a  guard  of  15  or  20  men.

SOfh 
the  company  of  Artillery  to  be  raised  in  the  town  of  Petersburg,  I  have 
proceeded  to  enlist  a  number  of  men  nearly  sufl3cient  to  make  up  the 
complement  belonging  to  that  company,  but  we  remain  unsuppiied  with 
those  arms  which  are  necessary  for  our  use  and  instruction.  Feeling 
myself  anxious  that  the  company  should  be  well  disciplined  in  case  of 
an  emergency,  I  take  the  liberty  of  applying  for  two  pieces  of  cannon 
of  the  same  description  with  those  already  furnished  to  Captain  Quar- 
rier,  of  the  Eichmond  Artillery,  and  sixty  stand  of  Arms  with  their 
proper  appendages. 

Powder  will  be  an  expensive  article;  upon  many  occasions  I  suppose 
a  considerable  quantity  of  it  will  be  used,  and  by  informing  me  to  whom

Negro  BiLLr,  Slave  of  Mrs.  Anne  Peachet,  Pardoned.  Decern.  20tli 

At  a  court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  called  and  held  for  Prince  William 
county,  at  the  courthouse,  in  Dumfries,  on  the  Sixteenth  day  of  Dec'r, 
1793,  for  the  trial  of  Billy,  commonly  called  Fidler  Billj'^,  a  negro  man 
slave,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Ann  Peachy. 

Present — -Eichard  Graham,  Alex'r  Lithgow,  John  Macrae,  John  Law- 
son,  William  Grant  and  James  Smith,  Gentlemen  Justices. 

The  said  Negro  Billy  being  indicted  of  Felony  for  Burglariously  and 
feloniously  breaking  and  entering  the  storehouse  of  Steuart  &  Muschett, 
merchants,  and  therefrom  stealing  and  carrying  away  one  piece  5-4  sheet- 
inff  of  the  Value  of  40s,  a  remnant  of  white  linen  of  the  value  of  20s, 
two  pieces  of  chintze  of  the  value  of  £3,  nine  pair  of  boys'  worsted 
stockings  of  the  value  of  40s,  and  46s  9d  Cash,  of  the  goods  and  chattels 
of  the  said  Stewart  &  Muschett,  and  being  arraigned  in  open  Court,  upon 
his  arraignment  pleaded  not  guilty;  and  thereupon  the  several  witnesses 
against  him  were  sworn  and  examined.  And  upon  consideration  thereof, 
the  Court  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  said  Billy  is  guilty  of  the 
Burglary  and  stealing  in  the  indictment  charged.  Therefore  it  is  con- 
sidered by  the  court  that  the  said  Billy  be  hanged  by  the  neck  on  the 
15th  da^'  of  February  next,  between  the  hours  of  9  and  4  o'cl'k,  untill 
he  be  dead;  and  the  Court  are  of  opinion  that  the  said  Billy  is  worth 
Three  hundred  Dollars,  and  do  award  a  restitution  of  the  aforesaid  goods 
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1793.       and  money  to  the  aforesaid  Stewart  and  Muscliett.     The  Business  of  the 
Decern.  20th  Court  being  over,  the  same  is  Dissolved.

Stewart  and  takeing  from  thence  sundrie  articles  of  dry-goods  and  about 
forty  shillings  in  cash,  which  being  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Court,  the  said  negro  Will  was  found  guilty  by  the  said  Court  and 
condemned  to  be  hanged  on  Saturday,  the  15th  of  February  next.  Your 
petitioners  therefore  beg  leave  to  represent  that  as  far  as  ever  came 
under  their  knowledge,  this  is  the  first  offence  that  has  been  committed 
by.the  said  Will,  and  that  he  has  always  heretofore  borne  a  good  char- 
acter, which  induces  your  petitioner  to  think  that  he  is  a  fit  object  of 
mercy.

His  mistress  states  this  to  be  the  first  felonious  offence  which  he 
has  been  known  to  have  committed;  that  from  his  past  conduct  she  has 
the  Strongest  hopes  that  a  reformation  would  be  the  consequence  of  a 
pardon  in  the  present  instance.  I  would  beg  leave  to  add  that  it  appears 
from  the  enclosed  record,  that  a  majority  of  the  magistrates  w^ho  sat 
upon  his  trial  &  who  heard  the  Evidence,  have,  by  signing  the  petition, 
considered  him  not  unworthy  of  the  merciful  interposition  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive.

Impelled  by  a  principal  of  compassion,  I  take  my  pen  to  implore  your 
Excellency's  pardon  and  reprivo  for  a  slave  of  mine,  whose  conduct 
through  life  (untill  the  late  offence  set  forth  in  Petition  by  a  majority  of 
the  magistrates  that  sat  on  Tryal)  for  his  reprieve  has  ever  been,  as  far 
as  I  am  made  acquainted,  honest,  humble,  and  obliging;  indeed  for  a 
length  of  time  I  had  an  opportunity  of  experiencing  his  principals  with 
regard  to  honesty,  and  thought  him  an  exception;  since  my  circum- 
stances have  obliged  me  to  hire  him  out,  which  has  been  the  case  for 
some  years  past;  and  with  several  gentlemen  has  he  lived  I  have  never 
heard  the  smallest  complaint  of  him;  on  the  contrary,  he  was  a  servant 
of  high  reputation,  and  has,  I  am  told,  been  admitted  to  great  trusts, 
and  always  acquitted  himself  with  propriety.  In  regard  to  his  late 
crime,  Mr.  Muschett,  of  Dumfries,  whom  he  attempted  to  injure,  told 
me,  and  as  I  am  informed,  told  the  court  also  that  he  beleived  the  fel- 
low was  intoxicated,  and  prayed  him  mercy.  It  is  confirmed  by  others 
who  say  they  saw  him  give  liquor  enough  to  make  him  so.  Others  say 
he  appeared  a  novice  in  such  crimes,  having  discovered  himself  to  a  lit- 
tle boy,  who  very  properly  told.  Immediately  upon  his  being  appre- 
hended, he  confessed  his  fault  and  Instantly  restored  every  article,  as  I 
am  told  by  the  Gentleman  himself,  from  whom  he  took  them.  On  his 
tryal,  I  hear  he  confessed  having  taken  the  things  out  of  the  Store,  but  said 
it  he  died,  he  was  innocent  of  breaking  into  the  house.  All  those  who 
are  best  acquainted  with  Will  are  desirous  of  his  being  spared.  A  tew 
there  are  who  make  a  parade  of  Justice  to  serve  private  ends,  and  would 
have  my  slave  executed  for  a  first  offence,  as  an  example  to  their  own, 
that  would  in  the  same  case  act  as  I  do,  but  if  one  merciful,  sensitive 
*  *  *  their  composition.  One  of  the  Magistrates  that  promised  my 
Brother  immediately  after  leaving  the  Bench  to  sign  for  a  Reprieve, 
after  conversing  with  one  of  those  severely  Just  men,  shook  off  the 
powers  of  mercy,  gave  up  his  own  sentiments,  revoked  his  promise,  and 
refused  to  sign  the  petition.  Four  of  the  Court  has  signed  it,  and  my 
Brother  had  the  promise  of  a  fifth  out  of  six  that  sat,  but  he  was  a 
country  Magistrate,  who  was,  he  said,  obliged  to  leave  Town  before  the 
petition  was  drawn  up;  it  being  a  call  Court,  he  came  merely  on  that 
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1793.  account,  leaving  business  that  required  his  immediate  attention;  and 
Decern.  20th  here  I  must  lament  it  was  a  call  court,  as  there  was  not  a  Lawyer  in 
Town  that  might  have  advanced  in  his  favor  those  palliatives  that  cer- 
tainly attend  his  crime.  Indeed,  I  Expected  to  have  counsel  by  the 
incoming  of  the  Stage,  as  Mr.  Henderson  told  me  when  I  was  talking 
with  him  upon  the  Subject  of  inducing  some  speaker  from  Alex'a, 
that  it  would  be  unnecessary,  that  the  Assembly  had  risen,  and  it  was 
more  than  probable  Mr.  Brent  would  be  in  with  the  Stage,  and  with  a 
pleased  countenance  added  that  it  was  a  fortunate  circumstance,  but  he 
came  not.  And  now,  most  Excellent  Sir,  after  a  fair  statement  of  facts, 
I  come  to  deprecate  your  mercy  for  a  crime,  that  as  far  as  can  be  is 
repaid  for  a  first  offence  for  a  slave  that  has  hitherto  served  me  with 
honesty,  one  that  has  never  known  corruption,  one  under  his  present 
conviction,  and  a  removal  from  temptation,  will,  I  trust  return  to  his 
former  rectitude;  at  least,  oh  Gracious  Sir,  allow  him  a  chance  of  refor- 
mation *  *  *  from  a  brave  and  human  character,  I  hope  everthing 
when  it  is  an  act  of  mercy.  I  sue  for  your  Gracious  pardon,  I  implore 
for  a  poor  wretch  who  cannot  ask  for  himself,  and  whose  greatest  claim 
is  on  her  who  has  the  honor  to  subscribe  herself.

The  enclosed  muster  and  pay  rolls  of  Captain  Andrew  Lewis'  com- 
pany of  volunteer  militia  No.  1,  go  to  prove  the  services  of  said  com- 
pany, consisting  of  a  Captain,  Lieutenant,  Ensign,  four  Sergeants,  four 
Corporals,  a  Drummer,  a  Fifer,  Six  Scouts  and  sixty-six  privates,  from 
about  the  third  of  December,  1793,  untill  the  25th  day  of  June,  1793. 
These  Rolls  are  all  duly  authenticated  and  appear  conformable  to  the 
instructions  of  the  Executive  except  that  there  are  two  scouts  more  than 
were  allowed.  This  excess  will  be  explained  by  a  correspondence  be- 
tween the  Governor  and  Captain  Lewis. 

The  muster  and  pa}'  rolls  No.  2,  consisting  of  the  same  company,  prove 
the  services  thereof,  from  the  25th  of  June,  until  the  2nd  of  December, 
1793,  when  thej'  were  discharged  with  an  allowance  of  two  daj's  to  go 
home.  These  papers  are  also  duly  authenticated  as  directed  by  the  in- 
structions of  the  Executive.  The  two  extra  scouts  being  discharged  the 
18th  day  of  Aug't,  the  ration  abstract  accompanying  the  last  mentioned 
rolls,  the  examination  of  which  will  be  made  by  the  Auditor,  and  the 
said  Abstract  will  be  made  to  conform  to  the  Pay  Roll.

Sir: 

The  accompanying  papers  are  claims  for  military  services  rendered 
on  the  Frontiers  in  the  year  1793 — upon  which  I  have  been  directed  to 
report;  and  that  I  may  with  greater  effect  comply  with  this  direction,  I 
have  arranged  the  same  numerically: 

No.  1,  Contains  a  muster  and  pay  roll  of  a  detachment  of  Captain 
Bogard's  company  of  volunteer  militia,  consisting  of  himself,  a  sergeant, 
and  27  privates,  said  to  be  in  service  from  11  th  of  February  until  the 
10th  of  April,  1793.  The  muster  was  made  by  Captain  Bogard  himself, 
and  proved  by  his  Oath.  There  was  no  muster  made  at  the  close  of  the 
service,  but  the  muster  made  of  part  of  this  company  by  General  Wood 
on  the  6th,  7th,  and  9th  days  of  May,  recognize  the  Captain  and  U  of 
the  detachment  as  first  mustered  by  Capt.  Bogard. 

These  services  were  not  at  the  time  they  wore  rendered,  authorized  by 
the  Executive,  but  were  performed  in  consequence  of  a  supposed  invas- 
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ion.     The  men  of  this  detachment  not  recognized  by  General  Wood's       1793. 
muster  are  supposed  to  have  been  married  men,  and  consequently  dis-  Decern.  23d 
charged. 

In  this  number  are  also  contained  a  muster  and  pay  roll  of  part  of 
Captain  Bogard's  company,  whose,  services  generally  commenced  the 
nth  of  April.  The  muster  was  made  by  General  Wood,  as  before  stated, 
and  the  pay  roll  is  made  to  draw  pay  up  to  the  11th  of  October,  but  a 
muster  of  the  company  at  that  time  is  not  forwarded.  It  rests  with  the 
Board  to  say  whether  the  payment  shall  be  made  without  it. 

Likewise  in  this  number  will  be  found  a  pay  roll  for  tour  scouts,  signed 
and  sworn  to  by  Captain  Bogard,  but  there  is  no  corresponding  muster 
roll. 

No.  2,  Contains  a  muster  and  pay  roll  of  a  Detachment  of  Captain 
Lowther's  company,  commanded  by  Ensign  Bartholomew  Jenkins,  con- 
sisting of  that  officer,  2  Sergeants,  2  Corporals,  and  20  privates,  whose 
services  commenced  from  the  16th  to  the  24th  May. 

The  muster  was  made  by  Henry  Bering,  Junior;  the  rolls  correspond, 
and  appear  to  be  duly  authenticated.  The  pay  is  charged  to  the  20th 
October,  but  no  muster  of  the  company  at  that  time  is  forwarded. 

No.  3,  Contains  a  muster  and  pay  roll  of  a  detachment  of  Captain 
Lowther's  company,  commanded  bj'  Lieutenant  John  Evans,  consisting 
of  that  officer,  two  Sergeants,  two  Corporals,  and  24  privates.  These 
rolls  correspond,  (Except  that  Andrew  Myers  is  twice  entei-ed  in  the 
pay  roll,)  and  appear  to  be  duly  authenticated.  The  services  of  this 
detachment  generally  commenced  the  1st  of  April,  and  the  pay  is  charged 
to  the  1st  of  November,  but  no  muster  of  the  detachment  at  that  time 
is  forwarded. 

In  this  number  will  also  be  found  a  claim  of  Lieutenant  Evans  for  re- 
tained Eations,  supported  only  by  his  own  statement  and  signature. 

No.  4,  Is  a  muster  Eoll  by  General  Wood  of  a  detachment  of  Captain 
John  McC'ullock's  company,  commanded  by  Ensign  Morgan,  and  con- 
sisting of  that  officer  and  24  privates. 

The  time  of  their  enlistment  is  not  ascertained  in  the  muster  Eoll. 
The  muster  took  place  the  15th  of  May. 

No.  6,  Are  muster  and  pay  rolls  of  Captain  Crockotts.  12  scouts  prov- 
ing their  Services  from  the  19th  of  January  to  the  1st  of  March,  duly 
authorized  and  authenticated. 

No.  7,  Are  muster  and  pay  roils  of  Captain  Crockett's  12  scouts  re- 
engaged, proving  their  services  from  the  16th  of  April  to  the  1st  of  June, 
duly  authorized  and  authenticated. 

No.  8,  Are  the  pay  and  Eation  abstracts  and  muster  Eolls  of  Captain 
Crockett's  Company  whose  services  are  said  to  commence  on  the  7th  of 
May,  and  generally  in  the  course  of  that  month  and  to  end  the  5th  of 
December.  In  a  report  upon  these  papers  I  feel  myself  bound  to  say 
that  the  correct  and  perfect  manner  of  their  Execution  reflects  much 
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1793.  credit  on  Captain  Crockett,  as  an  attentive  good  officer.  The  claims 
Decern.  23d  which  they  exhibit  against  the  United  States  are  duly  authorized  and 
authenticated. 

No.  9,  Is  a  pay  roll  of  a  party  of  militia  consisting  of  18  privates,  who 
were  directed  by  Major  James  Maxwell  to  pursue  a  party  of  Indians  to 
recover  property  taken  by  them  on  the  28th  of  April,  from  Wythe 
count}-.  This  party  was  employed  upon  the  Emergency  of  the  ease  and 
do  not  come  within  the  description  of  Volunteer  militia  authorized  by 
the  Executive.  Tiie  only  proof  of  the  Service  is  the  oath  of  Major  Max- 
well on  the  back  of  the  pay  roll. 

No.  10,  Is  a  list  of  men's  names  said  to  be  in  service  in  Russell  county 
in  1793.  It  specifies  nothing  but  the  names  of  men  and  the  number  of 
days  which  they  respectively  served,  proven  by  the  oath  of  Colonel 
David  Ward.  This  claim,  I  .suppose,  to  be  of  the  same  nature  with  the 
one  preceding. 

N^o.  11,  Is  the  claim  of  the  contractor  for  rations  furnished  Captain 
Crockett's  company,  in  the  settlement  of  which  the  auditor  will  be 
governed  by  the  muster  roll  and  ration  abstract  I'eturned  by  Captain 
Crockett. 

No.  12,  Are  claims  heretofore  reported  on  by  me,  to  which  Report  I 
have  now  added,  &  to  which  I  beg  leave  to  refer. 

No.  13,  Is  an  account  exhibited  by  Captain  Crockett  for  ammunition 
furnished  his  company,  of  the  propriety  of  which  the  Board,  upon 
Examination,  will  be  pleased  to  Judge. 

No.  14,  Is  an  account  of  Captain  Lewis  for  waggonage  and  ammuni- 
tion, together  with  a  return  from  that  Gentleman  of  certain  public 
ammunition. 

Noe.  15  &  16,  Are  the  muster  rolls  of  Lieutenant  Mann's  detachment, 
as  made  in  the  first  instance  by  Colonel  John  Steele,  on  the  8th  &  19th  of 
Juno,  and  then  consisting  of  a  Lieutenant,  Ensign,  3  Serg'ts,  1  Corporal, 
and  36  privates;  and  as  made  in  the  second  instance  by  Colonel  Thomas 
Lewis,  on  the  30th  of  November.  &  then  consisting  of  the  Lieutenant 
Commandant,  an  Ensign,  3  Sergeants,  2  Corporals,  1  Drummer  or  Fifer, 
&  41  privates,  present  &  on  command  ;  1  killed  the  7th  of  June.  1  enlisted 
in  the  federal  troops  26th  of  July,  &c.  The  commencement  of  the  ser- 
vice of  this  command  was  generailj-  about  the  first  of  June.  No  pt.y 
rolls  accompany  these  muster  rolls. 

Nos.  17  &  18,  Are  claims  the  one  of  William  Morris  for  Rations  fur- 
nished L't  Mann's  command,  the  other  of  John  Re3'nold's  for  135  lbs. 
lead  at  Is.  per  ft.  furnished  the  same  command,  both  authenticated  by 
the  certificate  of  the  conimanding  officer. 

No.  19,  Is  a  claim  of  Colonel  Daniel  Boone  for  curing  a  wounded  man 
of  L't  Mann's  command,  amounting  to  25  dollars,  certified  by  the  com- 
manding officer. 

No.  20,  Is  a  muster  roll  of  (Japtaiu  William  Clendinen's  company 
made  by  Colonel  George  Clendinen,  on  the  25th  of  November.     The  ser- 
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vice  commenced  the  25th  of  July  and  ended  the  1st  of  December.     The       1793. 
muster  roll  on  the  eommencoment  of  the   service  and   the  pay  roll  arc  Decern.  23d 
not  forwarded.     The  number  of  this  company  as  last  mustered  is  con- 
formable to  the  instructions  of  the  Executive. 

No.  21,  Is  a  claim  of  John  Reynold's  for  150  lbs.  of  powder  at  4s.,  & 
200  Bbs.  lead  at  Is.  furnished  Captain  Clendinen's  Company  for  the  year 
1793,  upon  the  Captain's  certificate. 

No.  22,  Contains  the  claims  of  Mr.  Morris  for  rations  furnished  the 
companies  commanded  by  Captain  Carpenter  and  Captain  Clendinen. 

No.  23,  Contains  the  muster  and  pay  rolls  of  Captain  James  Hawkins' 
company,  which  are  as  follows:  A  muster  of  part  of  the  company  in  the 
first  instance  was  made  by  Mr.  Sayer,  who  was  authorized  to  do  so;  the 
roll  is  signed  by  him,  but  not  sworn  to;  the  reason  given  for  this  omis- 
sion by  Captain  Hawkins  was  the  extreme  bad  weather  when  he  waited 
on  Mr.  Saj'er  for  the  purpose,  which  prevented  him  from  going  to  a 
Magistrate. 

The  other  parts  of  the  Company  was  mustered  by  Mr.  William  Niel 
and  Mr.  Henrj  Dickenson.  The  men  mustered  by  Mr.  Neil  were 
enlisted  in  Powell's  Valley,  too  far  from  Mr.  Sayers  for  him  to  muster 
them,  and  Mr.  Dickenson  was  requested  by  Captain  Lewis  to  muster  a 
part  of  Captain  Hawkins'  Company,  which  was  enlisted  convenient  to 
him.  Mr.  Neil  mustered  the  whole  company  upon  their  discharge, 
which  correspond  with  the  pay  roll,  both  duly  authorized  and  authenti- 
cated. In  this  number  will  be  found  the  claim  of  Mr.  Cox  for  rations 
furnished  Captain  Hawkins'  Company. 

1  have  been  too  much  hurried  in  my  report  on  the  foregoing  claims  to 
be  perfectly  accurate;  yet  I  beleive  I  may  venture  to  assert  that  all  the 
essentials  requisite  to  their  support  have  been  observed,  except  in  the 
case  of  the  first  muster  of  Capt.  Hawkins'  comp'y,  so  far  as  the  same 
WHS  Executed  by  Mr.  Sayer. 

Since  ray  report  on  the  muster  Rolls  of  L't  Mann's  command,  the  pay 
roll  has  been  presented,  which  is  designated  by  the  No.  24.

Sir: 

However  painful  it  is  to  me  to  make  frequent  applications,  the 
nature  of  the  Service  in  which  I  am  engaged  in,  compels  me  to  do  so. 
My  Troops  that  are  to  go  in  sei-vice  in  the  next  month — most  of  whom 
were  on  duty  the  last  year — &  Expect  when  I  return  to  receive  their 
monej'.  If  I  go  on  without  it,  and  again  order  them  into  service,  I  fear 
they  will  move  with  reluctance;  and  indeed,  cannot  help  observing  that 
it  must  tend  to  injure  the  service.  I  wish  your  honorable  board,  after 
considering  their  situation,  &  I  am  well  persuaded  that  you  are  actuated 
by  every  motive,  and  ever  shown,  so  far  as  to  what  has  ever  come  before 
me,  a  sincere  desire  to  preserve  the  lives  and  property  of  your  fellow-

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money,  or  fixing- some  short  time  when   they  may  receive,  and   I   will       1793. 
either  send  or  come  for  it.     And   I  well   know  that  if  they   knew   they  Decern.  23d 
were  to  be  paid  bj'  me,  would  in  some  measure  satisfy  them. 

On  conversing  with  Mr.  Kent,  the  contractor,  I  find  that  his  situation 
will  be  extremely  disagreeable  without  he  receives  his  money,  &  perhaps 
injure  our  Future  Supplies,  as  he  has  ever  shown  the  greatest  punctuality 
in  fulfilling  his  contract  and  generosity  to  the  soldiers,  that  he  will  now 
be  considered.

Colo.  Charles  Cocke,  from  Lee  County,  arrived  at  this  place  last  Richmond 
evening.  As  he  is  a  Gentleman  whose  character  stands  fair,  as  well  as 
being  an  experienced  and  brave  oificer  in  Indian  warfare,  and  being  on 
the  Spott  when  the  Draft  from  Washington  served  their  Tower,  I  beg 
that  your  Honorable  Board  will  admit  him  with  myself  to  come  forward 
and  personally  be  examined  respecting  the  conduct  of  Col.  Campbell  and 
those  Troops  while  in  service.  I  also  request  that  something  may  go 
forward  seting  forth  the  Decision  of  the  Board  on  this  subject,  as  I  am 
informed  bj;-  these  Gentlemen  that  the  friends  of  Col.  Campbell,  who 
have  left  this  place,  are  industrious  in  prevailing  on  the  public  to  beleive 
that  I  am  highly  censured  by  the  Executive,  which  tends  much  to  the 
disadvantage  of  an  officer  and  injurious  t(j  his  feelings.

Sir: 

On  a  conversation  with  Col.  Charles  Cox,  of  Lee  Countj',  who  ap-  Richmond 
pears  to  be  a  disinterested  person,  have  collected  the  following  informa- 
tion respecting  Capt.  James  Hawkins'  conduct  in  respect  to  the  loss  of 
his  troops  on  the  22d  of  October  last:  Horses  had  frequently  been  Stole 
by  the  Indians,  and  was  generally  supposed  to  be  encamped  over  Cum- 
berland Mountain.  Capt.  Hawkins  took  a  part  of  his  company,  the  num- 
ber nineteen,  including  himself,  to  endeavour  to  find  them  out.  After 
going  the  distance  of  about  forty  miles,  he  fell  on  the  sign  of  a  small  party 
of  Indians  making  towards  the  Settlements.     He  proposed   then   that 
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1793.  four  men  should  return  on  that  sign  and  give  the  Inhabitants  notice. 
Decern.  24th  Their  aj)peared  an  unwillingness  in  their  disposition  to  return.  At 
length  a  non-commissioned  oflBcer  proposed  to  return  if  Capt.  Hawkins 
would  go  with  him,  which  he  consented  to  with  three  men;  came  in  and 
set  the  people  on  their  guard.  He  then  directed  the  main  body  of  his 
men  to  take  the  back  trail  of  the  party  that  they  were  then  on  and  fol- 
low it  over  the  mountain,  then  to  turn  upon  the  northside  of  the  same, 
&  so  into  the  settlements,  and  directed  them  to  obiorve  the  orders  of 
Sam'l  Oxee,  a  scout,  but  having  no  respect  to  the  orders  given,  they 
proceeded  the  distance  of  about  thirty-five  miles  over  the  mountain  and 
fell  on  the  sign  of  about  ten  Indians;  followed  that  a  Day  and  a  half, 
paying  no  respect  to  orders,  firing  at  everything  they  met  with  untill 
discovered  by  the  Enemy,  who  waited  on  their  Sign,  fired  on  them,  tho" 
Superior  in  number,  they  fled  precipitately.

Your  Requisition  is  now  before  me  for  a  statement  of  such  facts 
as  have  come  to  my  knowledge  touching  the  loss  of  papers,  on  which 
indictments   were  founded   against  some  of  the  Collectors  of  the  Puliiic 
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Revenue  in  Augusta,  which  you  say  is  made  in  pursuance  of  a  letter  to       1793. 
you  from  one  of  the  Executive.  Decern.  26th 

When  you  formerly  mentioned  the  subject  to  me,  I  observed  that  it 
was  unreasonable  to  Expect  of  me  any  acknowledgement  which  might 
tend  to  injure  me  or  Colo.  McClenachan,  in  whose  emploj'  I  then  was  as 
a  Deputy  clerk;  but  on  your  assuring  me  that  no  such  use  is  to  be  made 
of  it,  and  willing  to  give  any  Information  on  the  Subject  which  my 
country  require,.  I  have  hereto  annexed  a  copy  of  the  affidavit  made 
before  Alexander  St.  Clair,  Esq.,  the  day  after  I  was  examined  in  the 
Hon'ble  the  District  Court  Holden  at  Staunton,  which  is  in  the  follow- 
ing words,  to-wit : 

Augusta,  sc: 

This  day  came  Matthew  Gambill  before  me,  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  the  county  aforesaid,  and  made  oath  that  the  following  depo- 
sition contains  the  facts  Deposed  in  the  Hon'ble  the  District  Court  of 
Staunton,  on  Friday,  the  6th  day  of  this  instant,  viz:  that  within  a  few 
days  after  the  papers  belonging  to  ye  County  Court  of  Augusta,  were 
put  in  his  possession,  Doct'r  Alexander  Humphreys  came  to  the  office 
and  applied  to  him  to  know  if  the  original  returns  of  Messrs.  Mustoe  & 
Chambers  on  which  they  were  Indicted  wore  then  in  the  office?  He 
answered  him  they  were  not;  that  he  bad  made  a  search  for  them  for 
his  own  information  and  satisfaction,  but  could  not  find  them.  That 
some  short  time  after  that,  Mr.  William  Chambers  came  to  the  office  and 
was  desirous  of  seeina;  some  entries  as  they  stood  on  the  Order  Book, 
respecting  some  settlements  of  his  own  and  Mr.  Anthony  Mustoes,  which 
had  been  mude  with  them  in  the  county  Depositums.  That  on  Exam- 
ining the  said  Entries  it  was  necessary  to  have  recurrence  to  the  origi- 
nal accounts  that  had  been  allowed  and  settled  with  them  in  the  Depo- 
situms aforesaid.  That  on  searching  for  them,  he  accidentally  laid  his 
hands  upon  some  papers  whereon  there  was  a  certificate  wrote  on  the 
back  of  one  of  them  &  signed  bj-  J.  Pendleton,  certifying  that  they 
were  the  returns  sent  from  the  clerks  of  Augusta  to  the  Auditor's  office. 
That  Mr.  James  Lyle  had  been  down,  took  them  away,  and  left  copies 
in  their  stead,  and  that  there  was  from  one  to  thirteen  numbers,  as  well 
as  he  recollects;  and  further,  that  Col.  Alexander  McClenachan  did  not 
know  anything  of  such  papers  being  in  the  office  to  his  knowledge,  and 
that  after  he  had  returned  them  to  the  place  from  which  he  had  taken 
them,  no  application  had  been  made  to  him  at  any  time  concerning 
them  untill  the  present  Court.

In  addition  to  the  above  facts,  I  now  subjoin  the  following,  which 
have  since  occurred  to  my  recollection  : 

That  shortly  after  the  Discovery  of  the  papers,  (I  think  in  the  month 
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1793.  of  January-,  1792,)  I  went  to  Winchester.  Before  my  return  I  became 
Decern.  26th  uneasy  about  them,  arid  expressed  my  appi-ohension  to  my  companion. 
Shortly  after  my  return  I  Examined  and  found  that  they  were  missing, 
and  that  it  is  strongly  impressed  on  my  mind  the  mischief  was  done  in 
my  absence.  If  the  above  statement  will  afford  any  satisfaction  to  the 
Hon'ble  Executive  they  have  it  most  chearfully,  as  well  as  yourself.

As  a  character'  conspicuous  for  humanitj',  I  address  you,  sir,  in  a  case 
where  mercy  is  deprecated  on  the  part  of  a  slave  of  mine,  believing  that 
from  the  voice  of  a  repentant  sinner  3-ou  will  not  turn  away,  but  had 
rathor  he  should  turn  from  his  wickedness  and  live;  and  as  I  am  strongly 
led  to  expect  in  him  a  reformation  from  my  knowledge  of  his  good  dis- 
position heretofoi'e,  and  this  his  first  offence,  I  recommend  him  as  an 
object  of  mercy  to  you,  together  with  the  honoui-able  body  of  Council 
in  whose  hancis  ai'c  the  sublunary  issues  of  his  life  or  Death,  and  as  the 
nature  of  his  crime,  so  far  as  it  regai'ds  others,  is  of  the  reparable  kind, 
and  was  immediately  I'epaid  by  him,  who,  as  it  has  been  observed  to  me, 
a  novice  in  such  practices  bj'  discovering  himself  to  a  little  boy,  and  up- 
on being  apprehended,  which  took  place  directly,  instantly  confessed  his 
crime,  and  restoi'ed  (Mr.  Muschett  of  Dumfries  told  me,  whom  he  had 
attempted  to  injure  by  getting  into  his  store  and  taking  four  or  five 
articles  in  goods,  and  money  as  well  as  I  I'ecollect  to  the  amount  of  foi'ty- 
six  shillings  and  nine  pence,)  every  article;  he  further  told  me  that  upon 
speaking  to  Will,  in  the  instant  of  his  detection,  he  found  him  very  much 
intoxicated  with  liquor-.  This  he  also  told  the  court  on  Tiyal  and  prayed 
them  to  have  mercy  on  him,  as  I  do  of  the  Superior  Executive.  The 
circumstance  of  his  being  greatly  elevated  was  confirmed  afterwards  by 
a  gentleman  who  said  himself  had  given  him  liquor  just  before  his  com- 
mitting this,  to  me,  astonishing  action,  for  I  had  ever  before  in  point  of 
honesty  and  good  temper,  thought  him  to  his  complexion  an  exception. 
A  majoi'ity  of  the  Couit  have  signed  a  petition  for  his  reprieve,  and  my 
Brother  had  the  promise  of  the  other  two  magistrates  who  sat  in  con- 
cert with  the  above  foui'  on  tryal,  but  one  of  them  was  a  country  Jus- 
tice, whose  business  ho  said  obliged  him  to  leave  Town  before  the  peti- 
tion was  drawn  up,  having  stayed  purposely  to  attend  the  call  Court, 
and  the  only  trltimalely  dissenting  one  after  condemning  him  in  point  of 
Law,  made  a  voluntary  offer  of  signing  a  petition  for  his  i-eprieve,  but 
alas,  before  it  was  r-eady  he  had  suffered  it  is  said  a  Bias  from  some  one 
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who  was  adverse  to  the  measure,  and  is  a  case  where  sentiment  only  1793. 
should  have  governed  him,  had  the,  I  cannot  say  what,  to  revoke  his  Decern.  26th 
lenient  promise.  Some  dictatorial  characters  I  have  heard,  proposes  to 
prefer  a  petition,  either  for  his  death  or  banishment,  which  shews  from 
circumstances  much  inveteracy,  as  a  considerable  majority  of  those 
acquainted  with  the  fellow  wish  his  reprieve,  and  my  Brother  says  he 
could  have  got  in  Dumfries,  where  he  has  lived  for  several  years  past, 
and  as  far  as  ever  came  to  mj-  ears  with  reputation,  many  more  repecta- 
ble  signatures,  but  was  advised  as  the  majority  of  the  Court  had  signed 
it,  it  was  unnecessary.  As  no  instance  of  Banishment  has  ever  yet,  if  I 
am  rightly  informed,  taken  place  with  a  reprieve  in  this  State,  so  I  trust 
that  for  the  first  oifence,  committed  in  Liquor,  and  as  far  as  could  be, 
repaired  immediately,  to  which  crime,  heinous  as  I  think  it,  can  be 
opposed  a  life  of  good  conduct  as  far  as  has  ever  came  to  my  knowledge, 
and  he  was  raised  in  the  family,  and  as  I  must  think  that  as  he  has 
hitherto  never  known  correction,  by  removirig  him  from  Town  and 
placing  him  in  a  more  straitened  situation  under  his  present  conviction 
that  he  is  still  reclaimable.  I  hope  the  Hon'ble  Executive  under  these 
circumstances  will  not  show  their  difference  for  the  sex  in  begining  with 
their  propertj-  an  unexampled  Expulsion,  but  will  honor  me  so  far  as  to 
leave  to  my  discretion  and  to  that  of  my  friends,  the  manner  of  disposing 
of  him.  Yet  as  I  believe  him  to  be  the  workmanship  of  the  same  Being 
as  mj'self,  and  accountable  for  bis  actions,  rather  than  he  should  be 
Executed  without  the  chance  of  expiating  his  crime  by  a  future  good 
conduct,  I  will,  if  you  will  spare  his  life,  give  him  up  as  a  forfeit  to  the 
State  wherein  he  has  transgressed,  and  rejoice  at  his  banishment  or  any 
other  disposition  of  him  the  Hon'ble  Executive  shall  choose  to  make, 
without  demanding  a  farthing  of  that  restitution  which  the  accident  of 
his  being  born  my  slave  and  the  law  afford  me.  If  mercy  here  out- 
weighs justice  to  society  (which,  however,  as  he  is  not  hardelied  1  can- 
not believe),  it  is  one  of  those  pious  frauds  that  my  heart  prompts  with- 
out remorse,  and  did  it  rest  with  me  (for  any  creature  living  in  like  cir- 
cumstances), would  independantly  effect.  Hoping  on  acc't  of  it,  at  the 
Eternal  Bar,  a  remission  of  a  score  of  offences  from  that  Being  who 
delighteth  in  and  of  whom  we  must  all  ask  mercy.  On  Earth  I  will 
consider  the  Hon'ble  Executive  in  this  case  the  fair  representative  of  the 
Heavenly  Tribunal,  whence  we  expect  as  is  promised  a  gracious  pardon 
to  the  repentant  sinner,  and  I  shall  glory  in  being  anywise  instrumental 
to  the  redemption  of  a  poor  fettered  wretch  who  cannot  ask  for  himself, 
and  whose  greatest  claim  for  past  servitude  make  a  fair  statement  of  the 
case  indispensable  with  me,  and  bids  me  hope  a  gracious  reprieve  for  the 
slave  of  her  who  has  the  honor  to  subscribe,

])art  of  the  charge.  Last  Sunday,  I  gave  into  Mr.  Bushrod  Washing- 
ton's possession  the  petition  herein  mentioned  as  signed  by  a  majority 
of  the  Court,  who  expected  then  shortly  to  see  the  Governor,  and  prom- 
ised to  put  it  into  his  hands.  Before  that  circumstance,  I  had  written 
to  the  Governor,  whom  I  understood  was  in  Alexandria,  but  when  my 
letter  got  there,  he  was  in  Maryland,  and  I  have  not  yet  heard  from 
him.  The  sand  allotted  this  poor  creature  is  wasting  fast,  and  I  feel 
alarmed  at  each  day's  lapse,  lest  by  delay  or  miscarriage  of  papers  his 
time  of  execution  should  arrive  before  the  Gracious  Reprieve,  to  which, 
without  temerity,  I  hope  I  may  look  forward.  Oh  !  consider  a  Goal, 
the  old  Irons  and  inclement  weather,  and  relieve  me  who  feel  these 
miseries  even  for  a  criminal,  by  honoring  me  soon  as  you  please  with  an 
answer.

There  are  from  the  Southwestern  counties  in  the  state  considerable 
sums  due  to  the  public  in  arrears  for  former  taxes.  Those  arrearages 
remain  from  delinquencys  of  former  sheriffs  and  collectors  now  out  of 
office.  In  some  instances  the  collectors  and  their  securitys  have  removed 
off  to  the  southern  states  with  the  public  moneys  and  all  their  own  prop- 
erty, in  others  there  has  been  an  artful  shift  of  property  to  evade  pub- 
lic Justice,  so  that  in  the  ordinary  mode  of  doing  that  business  the 
arrears  will  never  be  recovered.

Bath  county  We  have  at  length  brought  the  Court  martial  on  Capt.  Hugh 

Caperton  to  a  conclusion,  and  I  have  forwarded  the  paper  to  his  Excel- 
lency. Your  apprehensions  for  the  safety  of  the  Roll.s  of  the  1st  and  3d 
of  March,  1793,  were  very  Just.  When  I  first  forwarded  the  order  of 
Council  to  Col.  Lewis  to  take  Depo.,  I  concluded  that  I  would  not  send 
those  rolls,  and  stated  the  question  respecting  them  as  pointedly  as  I 
could,  but  on  my  arrival  at  Greenbrier,  the  25th  of  October,  I  was  in- 
formed that  Colonel  Lewis  was  then  at  Botetourt.  1  resolved  to  leave 
the  Roll  with  Col.  Stuart,  to  be  delivered  him,  in  order  that  the  evidence 
might  apply  this  Testimony  to  them  with  greater  certainty.  Colonel 
Stuart  says  he  delivered  the  EoU  as  I  directed  him.  The  roll  of  the 
1st  of  the  month  was  not  returned  to  me  with  the  other  paper,  and  that 
of  the  3d  defaced  in  the  manner  you  see  it  by  Burning  and  tareing  it. 
(I  believe  the  paper  was  handled  by  others  besides  Col.  Lewis,  whom  I 
mistrust  for  this  Business,  for  I  am  satisfied  Col.  Lewis  has  acted  with 
the  Greatest  honest}'  throughout  the  whole  of  the  business.)  He  inclosed 
■to  me  the  original  Muster  EoU  by  him  and  Colonel  Clendinen.  I  have 
sent  it  to  his  Excellency  with  the  other  papers.  Then  it  will  appear 
that  Andrew  Donnally,  &c.  ware  mustered  on  the  15th  March  by  Colo. 
Clendinen,  and  you  know  that  on  the  muster  roll  of  the  3d  March,  '92,  thej' 
are  sworn  to;  and  in  his  Depo.  before  Colo.  Lewis  lately  in  Kanawa, 
(10th  page),  he  there  swears  he  mustered  them  as  part  of  John  Morris' 
Company  of  militia,  and  that  after  they  Joined  Caperton  they  ware  not 
mustered.      (He  has  forgot  himself)      Then    see    Andrew    Donnelly's 


*Diit('  of  this  letter  Dec'r  24th,  1793. 
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Depo.  He  says  ho  considered  himself  mustered  the  15tb  March,  as  j)art  of  1793. 
Caperton's  Company,  but  was  not  enlisted  till  some  time  in  May.  See  Decern.  Slst 
the  absurdity.  I  have  a  letter  from  Reuben  Slaughter,  who  says  he 
applied  to  Capcrton  to  enlist  in  his  company  some  time  in  May,  which 
Caperton  agreed  to,  but  wished  to  receive  pay  from  15th  March;  that 
Clendinen  said  if  he  engaged  he  would  return  him  mustered  at  that 
time,  which  he  did.  I  hope  the  Executive  will  not  suifer  this  fellow's 
conduct  to  goe  uncorrected.  I  think  he  is  at  least  as  great,  if  not  a 
greater  Raskell  than  Caperton.  We  had  a  very  Tedious  and  Trouble- 
some piece  of  Business.  Caperton  had  upwards  of  70  witnesses ;  few 
of  their  Depo.  ware  taken  down,  as  thej'  only  ware  speaking  of  his  for- 
mer character,  &c.  The  abstract  for  rations  was  not  certified  to  be  a 
copy,  for  which  reason,  the  court  could  not  receive  it  as  Evidence  to 
the  6th  charge,  and  the  1st  charge.  The  whole  of  the  transaction  origin- 
nated  before  the  date  of  the  last  commission  under  wbich  we  tried  him. 
I  found  if  I  weated  till  the  whole  of  the  evidence  could  be  had,  that  we 
should  never  have  a  trial. 

The  articles  of  war  you  sent  me  ware  only  part.  Their  was  an  addi- 
tion in  '86,  which  does  away  part  of  the  former,  and  says  that  no  officer 
shall  be  Tried  by  any  officer  of  an  Inferior  Rank,  only  when  a  sufficient 
number  of  equal  Rank  cannot  be  had.  The  letter  I  mentioned  of  Reuben 
Slaughter  I  shall  keep  ;  if  wanting  hereafter,  may^  be  had. 

Mr.  John  Mathews  informed  me  he  had  applied  to  you  respecting  his 
being  appointed  to  pay  of  the  men  in  service  for  the  present  year.  He 
desired  I  would  let  you  know  that  he  was  still  desirous  of  performing 
this  piece  of  Business.  I  Believe  he  is  a  young  man  of  a  very  honest 
character  and  would  Execute  this  Trust  with  Fidelity.  I  have  been 
writing  'till  I  can  scarsely  hold  my  pen,  and  expect  you'll  be  Tired 
Reading  this  again  you  get  over  it.
